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Looking  Back 

There  is  a  way  of  looking  back  that  has  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord.  In  so  doing  we  count  our  many  blessings,  and 
name  them  one  by  one.

When  He  comes,  whose  will  be  all  the  posses- 
sions of  bom-again  believers?  If  we  had  a  certain  knowl- 
edge that  Jesus  would  return  during  1966,  would  there 
not  be  a  rush  to  get  into  the  Lord's  hands  all  of  the 
overabundance  that  believers  now  possess?  If  ^\•e  would 
do  that  if  we  knew  He  would  come  during  1966,  should 
we  not  give  careful  consideration  to  our  stewardship  in 
light  of  the  teaching  of  His  soon  coming? 

Our  Brethren  churches  and  our  National  Fellowship 
agencies  need  manv  millions  of  dollars  if  the  work  that 
seems  so  necessarv  is  to  be  done.  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
sions needs  almost  a  million  dollars  of  such  funds  durino 

o 

1966.  For  my  own  information,  I  have  just  made  a  no- 
tation of  the  foreign-mission  needs  which  are  present  and 
urgent.  I  was  amazed  that  the  total  is  $960,000.  And, 
there  are  many,  many  items  I  have  not  included.  Of 
course,  we  will  not  "close  shop"  if  we  receive  considerabhv' 
less  than  that  amount,  but  the  work  will  be  done  much 
better,  many  more  souls  will  be  saved,  and  the  multitudes 
will  be  better  taught  if  we  do  receive  it. 

Let's  look  ahead  in  faith  to  the  God  who  is  able  to 
do  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  we  can  ask  or  think.  T 
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Demonstrations  —  such  as 
this  one  in  Chicago— repre- 
sent one  tactic  being  used 
today  in  the  universal  battle 
for  men's  minds.

A  battle  is  raging  around  the 
world.  In  Viet  Nam,  it  is  expressed 
in  open  warfare.  In  the  Congo,  polit- 
ical leaders  openly  clash.  In  China, 
Russia,  Cuba  .  .  .  governmental  lead- 
ers hope  to  keep  the  people  follo\\' 
ing  the  Communist  line. 

In  the  final  analysis,  everw'here 
the  battle  is  for  the  minds  of  men. 
Even  in  Viet  Nam  political  strateg- 
ists maintain  that  the  United  States 
realizes  it  can  never  win  the  war 
without  the  appro\'al  of  the  Viet- 
namese people.  Although  the  Com- 
munists physically  control  their  peo- 
ple, they  too  must  eventually  win 
the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  people. 

All  of  these  are  well-publicized 
struggles.  An  even  greater,  more  im- 
portant,  overlooked  battle  is  being 
wased  on  many  fronts  around  the 
world.  It  is  the  struggle  to  win 
men  to  Christ,  and  to  bring  them  to 
an  appreciation  of  His  Word.  The 
basic  principle  of  this  struggle  is  the 
Scripture  statement,  "Ye  shall  know 
the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free."  God  is  interested  in  hav- 
ing people  know  that  He  loved  them 
enough  to  send  His  Son  to  save  thein 
from  sin.  This  more  important  bat- 
tle is  for  the  purpose  of  winning  men 
and  women  around  the  world  to  in- 
tellectual and  heart  acceptance  of 
these  truths,  and  to  bring  to  fulfill- 
ment the  words  of  Christ  in  Matthew 
16:18,  "I  will  build  my  church.  .  .  ." 
This  struggle  is,  in  a  sense,  a  spiritual 
revolution,  seeking  to  bring  the 
Word  of  God  into  the  hearts  of  the 
people  of  the  world,  thereby  defeat- 
ing Satan  and  overthrowing  his 
forces. 

The  marching  orders  of  the  church 
in  this  great  struggle  are:  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,   and  preach   the 


gospel  to  every  creature."  More  than 
one  hundred  Brethren  missionaries 
today  man  their  spiritual  battle  sta- 
tions in  France,  Central  African  Re- 
public, Puerto  Rico,  Brazil,  Argen- 
tina, Hawaii,  and  Mexico.  They  have 
the  ammunition— the  Word  of  God, 
which  is  "quick,  and  powerful,  and 
sharper  than  any  twoedged  sword." 
These  missionaries  are  committed. 
There  is  no  turning  back. 

But,  is  the  whole  weight  of  this 
battle— this  spiritual  revolution- this 
struggle  for  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
men,  to  be  carried  bv  the  mission- 
aries alone?  Their  dedication,  like 
that  of  the  members  of  the  Early 
Church,  is  unto  death.  Martyrdom— 
ordinarily  thought  of  as  a  thing  of 
the  distant  past— is  today  a  contem- 
porary reality.  They  don't  really 
mind.  They  honestly  consider  them- 
selves expendable.  Their  possessions 
are  not  their  own;  they  belong  to 
God.  Their  bodies  are  temples  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  God,  who  indwells 
them,  and  are,  therefore,  to  be  used 
to  glorify  Him. 

Are  we  to  do  less?  Sureh'  not! 
This  battle  must  not  stop  with  the 
missionaries.  It  must  be  our  battle. 
Their  dedication  must  be  our  dedi- 
cation. Our  possessions,  our  time,  our 
bodies  must  be  fully  God's.  We  must 
be  willing  to  go  where  He  wants  us 
to   go.   We   must   be   willing  to   say 

o  o  - 

and  to  do  what  He  wants  us  to 
say  and  do.  We  must  be  expendable. 
We  must  "give  of  our  sons,  to  bear 
the  message  glorious.  .  .  ."  We  must 
"give  of  our  wealth,  to  speed  them 
on  their  way.  .  .  ."  We  must  "pour 
out  our  souls  for  them  in  prayer 
victorious.  .  .  ."  There  must  be  100 
per  cent  dedication  to  get  this  job 
done,  to  win  this  great  battle.  Yes, 
this  struggle  must  involve  all  of  us 
with  all  that  we  are  and  have.       T

The  Spanish-speaking  world  is  blessed 
with  a  growing  abundance  of  religious 
literature,  but  care  must  be  taken  to  cull 
out  modernistic  and  neo-orthodox  trends  to 
keep  the  witness  of  the  bookstore  clear 
and    meaningful. 


"My  grandmother  sent  me  to  buy 
a  Bible.  How  much  are  they?" 

"Is  it  true  you  sell  the  Bible  for 
only  100  pesos?  Is  there  something 
wrong  with  it?  We  have  to  pay  four 
times   that   elsewhere." 

"What  can  I  give  my  unsaved  rela- 
tives as  a  gift  \\hich  will  not  be  of- 
fensive but  will  carry  the  gospel  mes- 
sage?" 

"Our  church  voted  to  set  up  a  per- 
manent book  table  in  the  church. 
Could  vou  help  us?" 

"I  am  desperately  in  need  of  help 
and  have  heard  vou  evangelicals  help 
people.  Is  that  true?" 

"Which  books  would  you  advise 
to  help  me  get  started  in  a  system  of 
personal  Bible  studv? " 

These  are  typical  of  the  questions 
we  hear  at  the  Brethren  Christian 
bookstore  in  Rio  Cuarto,  Argentina. 
From  these  questions  you  can  get  an 
idea  of  the  ministrv  this  bookstore 
has. 

The  decision  was  made  in  No- 
vember of  1963  to  begin  the  first 
Brethren  bookstore  in  Argentina.  Bv 
the  leading  of  the  Lord  and  through 
the  support  and  interest  of  Brethren 
in  the  States,  the  bookstore  was  open- 
ed on  August  10,  1964. 

Response  at  first  was  slow.  The 
believers  did  not  recognize  the  per- 
sonal value  of  Christian  literature, 
and  the  man  on  the  street  did  not 
trust  the  evangelical  bookstore. 

But  the  storv'  is  somewhat  different 
now.  Pastors  come  to  the  store  to  bu\' 
private  studv  helps  and  devotional 
materials.  Church  leaders  find  the 
store  a  convenient  place  to  buy  the 


Sunday-school  booklets,  Bible  school 
supplies,  and  to  discuss  materials 
available  to  help  build  up  the  church. 
The  average  Christian  has  discovered 
that  Bibles,  Christian  books,  mottoes, 
and  gospel  records  make  excellent  gift 
items,  and  that  Christian  greeting 
cards  are  also  available.  Parents  and 
children  have  learned  to  appreciate 
the  good,  wholesome  children's 
books  which  thev  find  there.  And 
the  unbeliever  finds  a  longing  in 
his  heart  to  know  more  about  those 
"evangelicals"  and  just  what  the 
Bible  is. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Chris- 
tian bookstore  is  not  just  to  "buy 
and  sell,"  nor  is  it  at  all  confined 
to  the  distribution  of  Christian  liter- 
ature. The  bookstore  in  Rio  Cuarto 
soon  found  that  aside  from  the  busi- 
ness aspect  of  the  store,  there  was  a 
much  greater  ministrs'  in  dealing  with 
the  needs  of  individuals. 

A  young  Christian  couple  lived  in 
a  town  where  there  was  no  gospel 
testimony.  They  wanted  help  in 
establishing  one.  The  Brethren  pastor 
in  Rio  Cuarto  was  a  great  help  to 
them,  and  later  he  referred  them  to 
the  b(K)kstore.  There  thev  came  in 
contact  with  excellent  self-study  de- 
votional materials,  quantities  of  care- 
fully-selected tracts,  low-priced  por- 
tions of  the  Bible,  and  practical  helps 
on  establishing  a  witness  in  the  home. 
These  young  Christians  grew  in  the 
Lord,  and  before  long  the  pastor  was 
holding  regular  house-meetings  in 
their  home.  Various  ones  of  their 
families  accepted  the  Lord.  Available 
material  at  the  right  time  helped  to

make  this  possible. 

A  youth  in  high  school  who  was 
having  spiritual  problems  found  the 
bookstore  a  place  where  he  could 
find  a  sympathetic  ear  for  his  confi- 
dences. Ordinarily  this  voung  man 
would  have  given  up  in  his  spiritual 
life.  But  since  the  bookstore  was 
open  as  he  passed  it  on  his  way  home 
from  school,  he  could  use  the  pretext 
of  looking  for  a  book.  Finding  an 
understanding  friend  in  the  young 
Argentine  pastor  who  was  tending 
the  store,  he  unloaded  his  problems 
and  found  help  during  this  difficult 
time. 

A  young  Jewish  boy  came  into  the 
store  to  look  for  some  books  to  com- 
plete a  reading  assignment  for  school. 
The  young  lady  clerk,  a  graduate  of 
the  Bible  Institute,  ensaged  him  in 
conversation  and  was  soon  explain- 
ing the  Gospel  to  him.  Before  he  left 
he  had  made  a  profession  of  Christ  as 
Saviour. 

An  Italian  businessman  came  in 
to  buy  a  Bible.  The  clerk  noticed  he 
did  not  seem  satisfied  and  so,  be- 
cause of  the  man's  Italian  accent,  he 
showed  him  an  Italian  Bible.  The 
man  grasped  the  book  and  exclaim- 
ed, "I'll  take  it!  This  book  speaks  to 
my  heart." 

A  pastor  contacted  the  store  say- 
ing his  congregation  had  voted  to 
have  a  permanent  Christian  book 
table  in  their  church.  They  were 
given  a  variety  of  books  and  mottoes 
to  get  them  started  with  this  venture. 

Two  young  men  who  wanted  to 
do  house-to-house  visitation  asked  if 


the  bookstore  could  help  them.  The 
results  vi'ere  that  these  young  men 
became  colporteurs  representing  the 
bookstore,  and  began  a  systematic 
house-to-house  evangelistic  campaign 
—and  on  the  side  earned  money 
which  helped  them  attend  the 
Brethren  young  people's  camp  that 
summer. 

Because  of  the  abundance  of  reli- 
gious literature  in  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage, great  care  must  be  taken  to 
choose  only  material  whose  message 
is  clear  and  solidly  evangelical.  The 
testimony  of  the  bcwkstore  must  re- 
main strong  and  meaningful. 

It  should  be  made  clear  that  the 
bookstore  is  only  a  part  of  the  liter- 
ature ministry  of  the  Brethren 
Church  of  Argentina.  Intensified  ef- 
forts  must  be  made  for  the  public 
sale  and  distribution  of  Christian 
literature.  Training  Christian  writers 
should  be  part  of  our  long-range 
planning.  The  Brethren  Church  is 
now  at  a  place  where  we  need  a  pub- 
lishing staff  to  de\'elop  our  own  de- 
nominational interests.  Juan  Colle, 
who  is  managing  the  Rio  Cuarto 
bookstore,  also  edits  El  Heraldo,  the 
Argentina  Brethren  Church  maga- 
zine,  a  bimonthly  16-page  edition. 
Plans  are  being  made  for  mass  liter- 
ature distribution  and  possibly  for  a 
small  truck  with  literature  and  sound 
equipment.  Of  course,  the  bookstore 
is  generally  the  center  of  all  these  en- 
deavors. 

The  ministry  of  literature  is  as  big 
as  our  vision.  Pray  with  us  that  our 
vision  may  never  be  small.  ▼

The  Other  Side 
of  the  Mountain

Do  you  remember  that  song  about  the  bear  who  went 
over  the  mountain?  It  doesn't  say  how  he  got  there.  The 
thing  that  matters  is  that  he  had  a  motive  for  going.  He 
wanted  to  see  the  "other  side  of  the  mountain."  And  he 
did. 

How  often  we  have  a  "mountain"  (translate:  opportun- 
ity, challenge,  responsibility)  in  front  of  us.  We  know 
there  is  another  side.  Something  pulls  at  us  to  go.  We 
make  a  few  motions  in  that  direction.  But  the  schedules 
aren't  right.  Reservations  aren't  available  when  we  want 
them.  Reduced  fares  aren't  in  effect  vet.  While  we  delay 
we  hear  some  stories  about  the  "other  side"  that  make  us 
wonder  if  we  really  are  supposed  to  go.  And  so  we  are 
still  on  "this  side." 

This  is  what  was  happening  on  the  Cordoba  side  of  the 
Comechingones  Mountains.  (Go  ahead.  You  can  pro- 
nounce it.  It  just  looks  hard).  We  never  got  around  to 
going  to  the  other  side  of  them  until  recently.  It  looked 
impossible  because  we  were  not  even  doing  what  we 
should  on  this  side.  Most  of  the  way  over  there  was  by 
dirt  road.  When  it  rained  we  could  be  marooned  for  days. 
Once  we  started  something  we'd  have  to  keep  it  up. 

But  the  Comechingones  Mountains  staved  right  there, 
week  after  week.  We  began  to  see  in  them  more  than 
just  a  display  of  natural  beauty.  There  were  messages, 
especially  at  sundown.  In  the  red  glare  of  the  horizon 
the  peaks  stood  out  like  hands  beckoning  from  a  lake  of 
fire.  Sunsets  are  beautiful.  But  these  came  to  be  disturb- 
ing because  of  those  "hands"  waving  from  the  other  side. 

Finally,  we  could  ignore  it  no  more.  An  exploratory  trip 
was  made.  Out  of  that  one  came  numerous  other  visits 
lasting  from  two  days  to  a  week  at  a  time.  Each  trip 
has  yielded  results.  There  are  those  whose  future  is  no 
longer  the  lake  of  fire. 

The  accompanying  pictures  were  taken  on  one  of  the 
trips  made  earlier  this  year  to  the  other  side  of  the  Com- 
echingones. There  is  urgent  need  for  a  vehicle  equipped 
for  itinerant  open-air  evangelism  in  our  Brethren  work 
in  Argentina.  There  is  personnel  in  our  churches  inter- 
ested in  such  a  ministr)'. 

The  song  about  the  bear  may  not  be  sung  much  any 
more,  and  it  isn't  important  that  it  be  preserved.  What 
does  matter  is  that  we  Christians  continually  face  the 
challenge  of  the  "other  side"  where  Christ  is  not  known. 
If  we  wait  for  ideal  conditions,  we  will  never  go. 

This  evening  go  out  and  look  at  your  "mountains" 
against  the  sunset.  Have  they  heard  over  there  on  the 
"other  side"?  ^

Go  with  me  to  communion  service 
in  Tijuana.  It  is  held  in  the  oldest 
church,  as  it  is  the  largest  and  best 
organized.  The  main  room  is  filled 
with  long  tables  flanked  by  the  pew- 
benches.  There  are  white  cloths 
(thank  you,  WMC  ladies)  folded  up 
from  the  sides  to  cover  the  plates 
and  center  service.  The  center  service 
is  cream,  sugar,  and  chili  sauce.  The 
side  room  and  Bible  Institute  class- 
room have  been  set  up  with  tubs  of 
water    for   feet-washing. 

No  one  is  present  at  the  hour  an- 
nounced except  the  pastor— who  lives 
there— a  few  older  believers,  and  the 
American  missionaries.  But,  after  a 
while  the  people  all  arrive;  those  who 
come  earlier  enjoy  visiting  till  the 
others  come.  Soon  the  open  fire  in 
the  patio,  which  has  been  heating 
water,  is  put  out.  The  buckets  of  hot 
water  are  placed  beside  the  tubs;  the 
tamales  are  sufficiently  steamed;  and 
a  final  check  is  made  on  the  fire 
under  the  coffee.  Everyone  settles 
about  the  tables  for  a  real  time  of 


feasting  around  the  Word.  The  order 
and  significance  of  the  service  is 
explained  at  length  for  two  reasons. 
One  is  that  our  believers  thrill  at  this 
new-found  joy  of  the  triple  commun- 
ion. It  means  much  to  them.  The 
other  reason  is  that  observers  are  al- 
ways present.  (Being  in  Mexico  has 
helped  me  to  understand  why  there 
were  people  standing  around  watch- 
ing when  Jesus  was  dining.  It's  just 
the  custom.) 

Then  the  women  and  men  go  to 
separate  rooms  for  feet-washing. 
There  are  so  many  of  us  and  we  are 
too  crowded  to  participate  in  an  ef- 
ficient way— so  we  just  sing  and  sing 
and  sing  hymns  and  choruses  till 
everyone  has  taken  part. 

Back  at  the  tables  again,  the  men 
are  seated  and  singing  and  the  wom- 
en scurrying  about  a  bit  getting  the 
hot  food  served,  and  before  too  long 
we  are  enjoying  the  meal  together. 
At  this  time  we  talk  only  about  the 
feast  to  come  in  heaven,  and  e\'erv- 
one  expresses  his  inward  joy  at  the 


thought  of  it. 

Following  this  is  testimony  time. 
Anyone  who  has  anything  to  share  in 
the  way  of  a  spiritual  experience  is 
encouraged  to  do  so.  Everyone  has 
—and  there  is  much  time  spent  shar- 
ing experiences  of  joy,  blessing,  and 
growth  in  the  Lord.  All  are  happy 
even  though  the  hour  is  growing 
late.  (There  may  be  a  few  excep- 
tions—the little  girls  who  are  caring 
for  all  the  infants  in  the  nursery. 
But  most  of  the  little  ones  have  gone 
to  sleep  long  ago.) 

Then  we  have  the  Bread  and  Cup, 
sing  a  hymn,  and  dismiss.  Many  help 
to  clean  up  so  they  can  be  together  a 
little  longer,  and  everyone  goes  home 
content. 

Do  you  wonder  that  Jardin  and 
Guerrero  missions  might  not  want 
to  have  a  separate  service?  Do  you 
understand  why  the  Aleman  group 
always  invites  all  the  other  missions 
to  join  vwth  them  for  communion? 
Isn't  it  going  to  be  trulv  wonderful 
when  we  are  all  together  in  heaven? 
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"In  This  New  Year-Foz/  Can  Too'' 


As  the  teen-age  girl  stood  before 
the  crowd  and  started  quoting  the 
15th  chapter  of  John,  I  hstened  in- 
tently. Would  she  make  it  through 
the  entire  chapter?  As  I  listened  I 
forgot  about  whether  she  would  re- 
member all  of  it;  mv  heart  was  touch- 
ed and  I  was  troubled. 

The  thought  kept  going  through 
my  mind,  "Could  I  do  it?  Could  I 
memorize  a  whole  chapter?" 

Many  were  the  times  I  had  en- 
couraged my  SMM  girls  to  memorize 
whole  books  of  the  Bible.  "You  can 
do  it,"  I  would  tell  them;  "you 
are  young  yet  and  can  remember  it 
easily." 

But  the  Lord  was  speaking  to  my 
heart.  Even  a  month  and  a  half  after 
I  heard  the  girl  I  still  battled  the 
idea.  "I  know  lots  of  Scripture,"  I 
argued.  "Whv  should  I  memorize  a 
whole  book?  Anyway,  I  learn  the 
SMM  monthly  memory  verse." 

"What  about  your  testimony  and 
example  to  your  SMM  girls?"  came 
back  the  inner  voice. 

"But  you  know  it  isn't  easv  to 
memorize  after  a  person  reaches  40 
years  of  age,"  I  reasoned.  As  much 
as  we  like  to  think  ourselves  voung, 
we  can  make  ourselves  100  when  it 
comes  to  memorizing  Scripture. 

Then  one  day  a  telephone  call 
from  another  patroness  helped  me 
make  the  decision.  She  just  "hap- 
pened" to  mention  that  one  of  her 
Junior  girls  was  having  a  little 
memorizing  contest  with  the  patron- 
ess.

"That's  for  me,  at  least  onlv  four 
chapters  for  the  Middlers  to  memo- 
rize," I  decided. 

Then  the  inner  voice  came  again;

You  could 
be  a  real  example  to  them."

"I  have  learned  never  to  say  'I 
won't'  to  the  Lord.  For  I  have  ended 
up  doing  just  the  things  I  said  I 
wouldn't  —  teaching  school,  marry- 
ing a  photographer,  and  a  man  with 
a  mustache."  This  statement  intro- 
duces us  to  Mrs.  Maxwell  Brenne- 
man  of  Puerto  Rico,  a  1965-66 
WMC  "birthday  missionary,"  who 
has  found,  as  have  many  others,  that 
His  way  is  the  hest  way. 

Mrs.  Brenneman  has  been  known 
to  many  Brethren  people  all  of  her 
life.  She  is  a  "P.K."  whose  father. 
Rev.  Leo  Polman,  was  an  active  pas- 
tor at  the  time  of  her  birth  and  whose 
parents  have  continued  prominent  in 
Brethren  activities  through  the 
years.  And  Mrs.  Brenneman  herself 
has  been  active  in  denominational 
endeavors  since  she  was  very  young. 

The  physical  birth  of  Elaine 
Christine,  the  eldest  of  the  Polmans' 
three  children,  took  place  in  Los 
Angeles,  California.  Her  "second 
birth"  came  just  five  years  later.  As 
a  child  she  thinks  she  was  a  "typical 
P.K.";  also,  she  enjoyed  playing  foot- 
ball more  than  dolls!  She  thanks  the 
Lord  for  her  Christian  parents.  Fur- 
thermore, she  is  grateful  that  thev 
invited  many  Christian  workers  and 
missionaries  into  their  home,  and 
from  an  early  age  Elaine  came  to 
know,  love,  and  pray  for  the  Breth- 
ren  missionaries    and   preachers. 

As  a  "P.K."  she  had  the  privilege 
of  moving  around  a  bit.  However, 
just  two  states  were  the  scenes  of 
Elaine's  formal  education:  grade 
school,  California  and  Indiana;  high 
school,  Indiana  (Fort  Wayne);  Biola, 
California;  and  Grace  Seminary- 
Indiana  again. 

Elaine's  experiences  in  Christian 
work  have  been  varied.  With  her 
parents  she  participated  in  evange- 
listic tours;  they  were  known  as  "The 
Polman  Trio."  She  spent  some  time 
serving  at  home-mission  points— Clay- 
hole,  Kentucky,  and  Taos,  New  Mex- 
ico.   She    was    employed    in    Biola's 


book  room  in  Los  Angeles.  Her  last 
position  as  "Miss  Polman"  was  in 
schoolteaching  at  San  Gabriel  Val- 
ley Academy,  a  Christian  day  school 
in  California. 

Then,  she  says,  "Finally  'Miss 
Elaine'  married  a  professional  photog- 
rapher who  later  turned  into  a  Breth- 
ren pastor— Maxwell  Howard  Bren- 
neman." The  Lord  blessed  their 
home  with  two  daughters.  Nancy  is 
now  eleven  and  Ruth  is  ten. 

After  the  Brennemans  had  been  in 
the  pastorate  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Fillmore,  California,  for 
five  years,  the  proposed  new  Breth- 
ren mission  field  in  Puerto  Rico  at- 
tracted their  attention.  The  Lord  led 
them  to  apply  to  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Board  to  go  to  Puerto  Rico  as 
self-supporting  missionaries.  Thev 
were  accepted,  and  in  March,  1959, 
they  left  for  San  Juan  to  become  the 
first  missionaries  serving  there  under 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Brethren  Church.  It  was  only  be- 
cause the  missionaries  would  support 
themselves  that  the  foreign  board  felt 
it  possible  to  enter  another  field,  and 
for  six  and  one-half  years  the  Bren- 
nemans continued  in  this  capacity. 
During  that  time  they  experienced 
constant  challenges,  some  of  the  chief 
ones  being  the  matter  of  earning  a 
living,  adjusting  to  a  tropical  climate, 
learning  the  Spanish  language,  and 
establishing  a  gospel  testimony.  Now, 
since  they  have  been  covered  with 
full  support  by  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society  as  of  this  past  Septem- 
ber, the  pressure  is  greatly  relieved  in 
that  one  area. 

Reflecting  on  the  influences  in 
her  early  life,  Elaine  remembers  that 
it  was  in  SMM  that  she  really  learn- 
ed about  and  also  had  the  privilege 
of  teaching  many  others  about 
Brethren  missions.  Her  SMM  activ- 
ities were  not  limited  to  being  a  local 
member;  she  also  served  in  several 
national  offices:  treasurer,  president, 
and  general  secretary.

Then,  too,  she  had  many  expe- 
riences in  camp  activities,  although 
she  says  she  was  never  privileged  to 
be  "just  a  camper."  Rather,  she 
worked  in  the  office,  or  the  kitchen, 
or  was  a  counselor  or  teacher.  "But 
it  was  worth  it  all,"  she  states,  adding 
that  one  of  the  joys  has  been  to  see 
young  people  from  district  and  na- 
tional camps  going  into  service  for 
the  Lord. 

Mrs.  Brenneman  cannot  remem- 
ber when  she  gave  "her  all"  to  Christ. 
"But  I  told  the  Lord  I  was  willing 
to  go  anywhere,  and  if  He  gave  mc 
a  choice,  it  would  be  Africa.  The 
Lord  had  other  plans  and  sent  me 
to  Puerto  Rico.  Here  He  has  sent 
many  African  exchange  students  into 
our  home.  What  a  joy  to  know  that 
the  Lord  sent  me  to  His  choice  of 
service  and  that  He  sent  my  choice 
to  me  here  on  this  little  island." 

Also:  "All  the  pastorates  my  father 
had  were  home-mission  churches,  and 
I  am  sure  that  the  training  I  received 
at  home  and  in  those  churches  dur- 
ing many  struggling  times  has  been 
a  real  help  to  me  to  trust  the  Lord 
here  in  Puerto  Rico  as  my  parents 
did  when  I  was  growing  up." 

Though  her  days  are  full  to  over- 
flowing with  a  great  diversity  of  ac- 
tivity which  would  overv\'helm  manv 
others,  Mrs.  Brenneman  knows  the 
satisfaction  of  serving  the  Lord  in 
His  place  for  her.  ▼

Some  people  find  it  hard  to  be- 
lieve that  my  husband  cannot  do  one 
thing  for  himself.  For  instance,  short- 
ly  after  he  was  brought  home  from 
the  hospital  I  was  talking  with  a 
orocer  when  the  conversation  got 
around  to  mv  husband's  condition.  I 
said  that  he  was  completely  para- 
lyzed, and  she  seemed  to  understand, 
but  when  I  told  her  I  had  to  get  him 
out  of  bed,  she  was  surprised  and 
exclaimed,  "You  mean  to  say  he 
can't   even   walk   bv   himself?" 

My  husband  has  not  walked,  or 
done  any  of  the  other  things  most 
people  take  for  granted,  since  polio 
struck  our  communitv  and  our  fam- 
ilv  in  the  summer  of  1955.  Two  of 
our  children  were  admitted  to  the 
hospital  on  September  15,  and  my 
husband  on  the  21st.  Bulbar,  lower 
and  upper  spinal  poliomyelitis  was 
the  srim  diagnosis.  I  began  to  learn 
something  of  what  it  means  to  be 
the  wife  and  mother  of  victims  of 
paralysis. 

The  children  recovered  quickly 
and  almost  completely,  being  left 
with  only  minor  weakness  in  certain 
muscles.  My  husband  spent  13 
months  in  the  hospital  and  a  rehabil- 
itation center,  after  which  I  brought 
him  home  and  we  started  a  new  phase 
of  our  life. 


The  Lord  led  us  into  a  writing 
ministry.  My  husband  does  the  writ- 
ing—the construction  of  the  material 
and  the  actual  typing  of  it  with  a 
stick  which  he  holds  in  his  mouth— 
and  I  do  the  many  other  jobs  which 
need  to  be  done  in  this  type  of  min- 
istry. 

My  day  starts  not  much  different- 
ly, I  suppose,  than  that  of  man\- 
other  wives— around  the  breakfast 
table  with  our  three  children.  After 
breakfast  we  have  our  devotions. 
Then  off  to  catch  the  bus  for  school. 
Jack  is  16  and  in  the  1 1th  grade,  Jim 
is  13  and  in  the  ninth,  and  Joyce  is 
12  and  in  the  seventh.  Their  in- 
terests vary  and  are  as  changeable 
as  the  wind.  When  they  walk  in  the 
door  after  school,  we  wonder  what 
is  coming  next.  Very  seldom  are  we 
disappointed;  they  usually  have 
thought  up  something  else  to  make 
Mom's  hair  gray  and  Dad's  scarce. 
One  friend  told  mv  husband  that 
although  he  could  do  nothing  else, 
at  least  he  could  sit  and  watch  his 
children  grow  up.  Somehow  we  ha\e 
discovered  that  it  takes  a  little  bit 
more  than  just  sitting  and  watching. 
"My  grace  is  sufficient,"  said  our 
Lord. 

The  children   off  to  school,   it   is 


time  to  get  Arthur  out  of  bed.  Un- 
like other  \\i\'es  who  have  to  veil 
till  they  are  blue  in  the  face  to  get 
their  husbands  up  and  started  for 
the  day,  I  simply  turn  off  his  rock- 
ing bed.  He  wakes  up  in  a  hurrv. 
Breakfast  in  bed.  Then  a  bath. 
Clothes  on.  And  then  from  the  bed 
to  the  wheel  chair  bv  means  of  a 
hydraulic  patient  lift.  His  chair  is 
motorized  and  he  operates  it  with  his 
chin,  so  he  can  get  about  the  house 
without  my  help  during  the  day. 

This  gives  me  time  to  do  the 
hundred  and  one  things  all  home- 
makers  know  about  all  too  well- 
washing,  ironing,  cleaning,  and  so 
forth.  The  unique  jobs  of  the  wife 
of  a  paralytic  include  feeding  hubby 
his  meals,  exercising  his  legs  and 
arms,  scratching  his  itches,  combing 
his  hair,  brushing  his  teeth,  and  other 
bathroom  necessities.  During  the 
month  there  are  proofs  to  be  read, 
printing  to  be  seen  to,  papers  to  be 
folded,  stapled,  addressed,  tied,  and 
bagged.  There  is  the  filing  of  new 
names,  changing  addresses,  taking  out 
old  ones.  The  volume  of  correspond- 
ence must  be  faithfully  maintained. 
Those  of  you  who  are  in  the  min- 
istry with  a  pastor-husband  or  mis- 
sionary-husband know  what  I  am

The  ladies  of  Yakima  ser\'ed  a  de- 
licious lunch,  making  it  extremely 
hard  to  gather  together  again  for  a

business  session  in  the  early  part  of 
the  afternoon.

talking  about. 

Often  it  is  difficult  and  frustrat- 
ing trying  to  keep  all  the  loose  ends 
together.  But  I  have  found  it  is  not 
impossible.  "With  God  all  things  are 
possible."  "I  can  do  all  things  through 
Christ  which  strengtheneth  me."  The 
Lord  has  led  continually  and  faith- 
fully from  the  day  my  husband  and 
I  first  met  at  the  Bible  Institute  of 
Pennsylvania,  through  college  and 
seminary  at  Grace,  from  which  my 
husband  graduated  in  1954,  until 
this  present  moment.  He  has  given  us 
a  ministry  through  affliction  far  be- 
yond     our      fondest      expectations. 


Through  our  monthly  devotional 
paper,  Triiiiuph,  we  go  into  five 
thousand  homes  throughout  this 
countrv  and  in  many  foreign  coun- 
tries proclaiming  the  Good  News 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  From  let- 
ters we  receive  it  is  very  evident  the 
Lord  is  blessing  others  through  this 
effort. 

In  one  of  his  editorials,  my  hus- 
band dedicated  the  column  to  me 
and  "all  the  'unsung  heroes'  of  the 
sick-room."  The  opinions  he  express- 
ed were  strictly  his  own,  and  I  feel 
he  is  a  bit  prejudiced;  but  to  give 
you  his  view  and  possibly  a  better 
view  of  this  type  of  living,  I  here 
quote  part  of  what  he  said. 

'Their  task  is  tremendous  yet  al- 


ways faithfully  performed.  Often 
their  work  is  done  without  any  en- 
couragement or  even  any  apprecia- 
tion. Visitors  commend  the  one  who 
is  ill  for  his  faith  in  suffering,  thev 
are  quick  to  offer  him  encourage- 
ment, but  what  of  the  one  standing 
by  his  side?  Far  too  often  I  have 
not  appreciated  as  I  should  the  help- 
mate God  has  given  me.  When  1)1116' 
days  come  along— as  they  always  do 
—our  faithful  sick-room  partner 
usually  bears  the  brunt  of  our  irri- 
tability. 

"My  wife  has  not  only  voiced  but 
also  demonstrated  the  \ows  at  our 
wedding,  '.  .  .  in  sickness  and  in 
health  .  .  .  till  death  us  do  part.'  The 
Bible  says  of  her,  'Her  price  is  far 
above  rubies.' 

"Of  course,  the  load  is  not  the 
same  in  evers'  case,  but  you  may  be 
sure  it  is  heavy  in  every  case.  My 
wife  must  continue  in  her  role  as 
homemaker,  caring  for  the  house  and 
the  three  children.  Besides  this  she 
has  to  take  on  the  added  duties  of 
nurse,  chauffeur,  mechanic,  file 
clerk,  stenographer,  proof  reader, 
psychologist,  mimeograph  operator, 
and  a  multitude  of  other  things.  She 
also  finds  time  to  teach  a  Sunday- 
school  class.  A  less  sturdy  soul  would 
have  quit  long  ago.  She  has  become 
my  hands  and  feet.  She  bathes, 
dresses,  shaves  me.  Her  meal  usually 
gets  cold  while  she  feeds  me.  I  could 
go  on,  but  I  think  you  realize  bv  now 
something  of  the  job  my  wife  and 
many  others  in  like  circumstances 
are  doing." 

I  told  you  he  was  prejudiced.  But 
it  is  nice  to  know  that  your  efforts 
have  not  gone  unnoticed  and  are  ap- 
preciated. 

To  the  non-Christian  our  situa- 
tion might  seem  hopeless,  but  our 
hope  is  in  "the  God  and  Father  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  ac- 
cording to  his  abundant  mercy  hath 
begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope 
by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 
from  the  dead."  'WTiich  hope  we 
have  as  an  anchor  of  the  soul,  both 
sure  and  stedfast."  ▼

Once,  paul  was  a  fierce  ene/v\y  of  christians --then  he  became  a 
christian  himself   he  travelep  far,  suffered  much  and  6ave 
his  life  in  preaching  the  gospel  of  christ  jo  the  world. 
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"For  I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered, 
and  the  time  of  mv  departure  is  at 
hand.  I  have  fought  a  good  fight, 
I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  the  faith:  henceforth  there  is 
laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteous- 
ness, which  the  Lord,  the  righteous 
judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day:  and 
not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them 
also  that  love  his  appearing"  (II  Tim. 
4:6-8). 

In  the  face  of  death  all  dimensions 
of  time  seem  to  flash  into  one  eternal 
present.  As  the  apostle  Paul  was 
about  to  terminate  his  ministry,  he 
looked  back  in  retrospect  upon  his 
service  for  Christ.  He  saw  on  the 
gloomv  horizon  that  his  davs  were 
numbered  and  a  martyr's  death  await- 
ed him.  But  he  rejoiced  as  he  con- 
templated that  blessed  victor's  crown 
reserved  in  heaven  for  the  faithful. 

There  is  a  desperate  need  todav 
for  people  like  Paul  the  Apostle. 

Paul's    Present    Readiness 

(v.    6) 

The  Apostle  regarded  his  ministry 
of  soul-winning  as  an  offering  to  God. 
This  idea  goes  back  to  the  drink-of- 
fering in  the  Old  Testament  (Num. 
15:1-10).  The  libation,  or  pouring 
out,  completed  the  drink  offering. 
So  the  pouring  out  of  the  Apostle's 
life  completed  his  life  of  continual 
sacrifice  to  God. 

Notice  how  calmly  Paul  speaks  of 
his  approaching  death— as  a  depar- 
ture, a  loosening  of  the  tent  cords, 
a  breaking  up  of  camp.  What  a  con- 
trast was  his  living  faith  and  dying 


testimony  with  the  testimony  of  men 
like  Thomas  Paine,  who  begged, 
"Oh,  Lord,  help  me,  for  I  cannot 
bear  to  be  left  alone."  Most  Chris- 
tians would  assert,  "I  am  ready  to 
die."  But  unless  your  life  has  been 
one  continual  offering  to  Christ,  you 
are  not  at  all  ready  to  "go." 

Paul's    Past    Record 

(v.   7) 

Paul  pauses  and  reviews  his  la- 
bors for  Christ.  He  summarizes  his 
entire  ministry  in  the  16  words  of 
verse  7.  The  emphasis  here  should 
not  be  on  the  "I, "  but  on  the  "good 
fight,"  the  "course,"  and  the  "faith." 
Paul  was  not  like  some  preachers 
who  forever  dote  about  how  much 
they  "gave  up"  and  "sacrificed"  for 
the  ministry.  The  heartbeat  of  the 
Apostle  was  that  Timothy  might  bet- 
ter understand  the  task  that  faced 
him  and  all  other  young  men  who 
would  enter  the  ministry  (II  Tim. 
4:5). 

Paul's  entire  life  had  been  a  cease- 
less, strenuous  conflict  with  Satan, 
evil  men,  and  spiritual  wickedness. 
He  fought  personally  (I  Cor.  9:25- 
27),  not  to  keep  himself  saved,  but 
to  avoid  being  in  any  sense  a  has- 
been  preacher.  He  fought  unselfish- 
ly by  regarding  no  bounds  of  hard- 
ships to  preach  to  the  lost  (II  Cor.  4: 
8-17).  He  fought  defensively  in  that 
he  was  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel 
(Rom.  1:16),  and  was  always  ready 
to  give  an  answer  to  anyone  who 
wanted  to  know  why  (I  Peter  3:15). 

Every    believer    has    to    fight   the 


world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil.  He 
must  be  willing  to  wrestle  with  what- 
ever hardships  and  sufferings  are 
necessary  to  get  the  gospel  to  others. 
But,  praise  God,  it  is  the  good  fight 
because  the  cause  is  good.  Eternal 
issues  are  at  stake. 

As  Paul  looked  back  upon  his  life 
of  persecution  and  heartache,  he 
could  honestly  say,  "I  have  no  re- 
grets." He  had  not  sought  to  please 
men,  plans,  or  programs,  but  to 
please  Christ  (Gal.  1:10).  As  you 
review  your  own  life  today,  can  you 
say  the  same  thing  as  Paul? 

Paul's  Future  Reward 

(v.    8) 

The  reward  which  the  Apostle  an- 
ticipated was  not  eternal  life,  for 
this  is  not  earned  through  a  strug- 
gle. It  was  not  a  crown  consisting 
of  righteousness,  but  a  crown  which 
is  the  reward  of  righteousness  (I  Cor. 
9:24-25).  Whatever  the  reward  is  for 
God's  faithful  stewards,  it  will  be 
worth  all  the  effort.  The  Righteous 
ludge  ("umpire"  in  the  original) 
will  make  no  mistakes  and  commit 
no  injustices  when  He  rewards  His 
own. 

God  wants  men  today  like  Paul. 
The  harvest  fields  are  crying  for 
laborers.  The  requirements  are  high, 
the  remuneration  is  low,  but  the 
eternal  rewards  are  truly  tremendous. 
Will  you,  today,  answer  God's  ad? 
Will  you  be  that  man?  T

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INVASION- 
OUTER  SPACE 


Occasionally  news  releases  report 
that  someone  has  seen  flying  saucers 
in  the  sky.  Some  have  even  reported 
that  these  saucers  have  landed  some- 
where, and  that  "little  green  men" 
have  emerged  from  the  interior.  The 
general  impression  is  given  that  these 
saucer-like  aerial  vehicles  are  inva- 
sions from  outer  space  by  intelligent 
beings.  About  such  alleged  invasions 
we,  personally,  have  no  reliable 
knowledge. 

In  the  meantime  our  attention  is 
drawn  to  an  authentic  account  of  two 
invasions  from  outer  space— one  past, 
one  future.  Both  invasions  center  in 
the  same  "Spaceman." 

In  His  first  invasion  He  came  in- 
cognito, disguised  except  to  a  privi- 
leged few  who  had  been  expecting 
Him  (Luke  2:36-38).  Why  did  He 
invade  the  world  in  such  fashion? 
C.  S.  Lewis,  formerly  a  faculty  mem- 
ber of  Oxford  University,  British 
Isles,  gave  the  answer  when  he  de- 
scribed this  world  as  enemy-occu- 
pied territory.  The  Man  from  outer 
space,  who  had  invaded  Earth,  was 
Heir-apparent  to  the  throne  of  the 
world.  He  came  to  establish  a  bridge- 
head from  which  to  launch  a  cam- 
paign for  the  ultimate  control  of  His 
kingdom. 

This  Man  had  to  prove  first  to  a 
hard  corps  of  chosen  men  just  who 
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He  was.  This  He  did  by  His  deeds 
of  mercy  and  miracles  with  which 
His  activities  abounded.  At  the  same 
time  He  taught  and  trained  this 
corps  of  men  to  sabotage  the  program 
of  the  usurper  who  occupied  the 
world  and  ruled  over  its  program, 
and  lead  to  his  ultimate  defeat  and 
overthrow.  In  this  He  was  very  suc- 
cessful, although  it  cost  Him  His 
life. 

Out  of  apparent  defeat  the  "Space- 
man" miraculously  arose  from  the 
grave  to  fill  His  corps  of  dedicated 
men  with  hope  and  determination  to 
carry  out  their  assignments  without 
regard  to  the  cost  or  effort  involved. 
Then  He  "took  off"  for  His  return 
flight  to  outer  space,  from  which  He 
was  to  direct  His  program  and  de- 
velop His  plans  for  His  ultimate 
take-over  of  the  Earth  from  the  evil 
u.surper,  better  known  as  the  devil, 
and  set  up  His  Earth-kingdom. 

In  His  second  invasion  from  outer 
space  this  Spaceman  will  not  be  in 
lowlv  disguise,  or  incognito.  He  will 
land  in  tremendous  force  with  the 
armies  of  Heaven  under  His  com- 
mand (Rev.  19:11-16).  It  will  be 
an  invasion  of  such  magnitude  and 
power  that  the  earth  will  reverberate 
with  the  tumult,  and  the  heavens 
will  tremble  at  the  sound  of  His 
voice.  His  coming  will  "strike  either 
irresistible  love  or  irresistible  hor- 
ror into  every  creature"  (C.  S.  Lewis). 

The  usurper  and  his  subjects  will 
be  destroyed  (II  Thess.  1:7-10).  It  is 
then  that  this  "Spaceman"  will  at 
long  last  be  unveiled  (Rev.  1:7),  and 
will  be  recognized  as  God's  Son 
whom  the  world  hated  and  crucified 
at  His  first  appearing.  Then  He 
will  be  cro\\'ned  as  King  of  kings  and 
Lord  of  lords,  and  enthroned  as  the 
rightful  Monarch  of  God's  kingdom 
on   Earth. 

We  are  alreadv  enlisted  in  His 
corps  of  saboteurs,  dedicated  to  the 
overthrow  of  the  usurper,  daily  en- 
gaged in  undermining  the  plans  and 
program  of  the  Lawless  One,  and 
seeking  volunteers  who  are  willing 
to  commit  themselves  to  this  tremen- 
dous undertaking.  Now  is  the  time 
to  enlist  on  the  side  of  the  "Space- 
man," before  He  invades  in  judg- 
ment. He  will  not  delay  His  coming 
indefinitely,  so  "Choose  you  this 
day  whom  ye  will  serve"  (Joshua  24:

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Revelation   17

In  Revelation  17  we  have  a  de- 
scription of  the  apostate  church  to 
appear  in  great  power  at  the  end 
of  this  age.  This  chapter  has  been 
in  the  Bible  for  about  nineteen 
hundred  years.  During  that  time  it 
has  been  ignored,  opposed,  rejected 
and  denied,  but  there  it  is  in  vour 
own  Bible.  Read  it  for  yourself. 

Through  the  Centuries 

As  generations  have  come  and 
gone,  religious  leaders  have  often  ap- 
plied this  chapter,  treating  the  sub- 
ject of  the  apostate  church,  to  an- 
other group  which  did  not  agree 
with  them.  Rome  applied  it  to 
Luther,  and  Luther  applied  it  to 
Rome.  It  is  reported  that  some  Ro- 
manists even  applied  it  to  some  other 
Romanists.  Some  Protestants  have 
seen  here  the  description  of  other 
Protestants. 


Bible-believing  Protestants  have 
in  our  day  come  to  apply  this  not  to 
Rome  alone,  nor  to  any  branch  of 
Protestant  apostates,  but  to  a  coming 
super  church,  somewhat  different 
from  anything  in  past  history.  Peo- 
ple are  not  saved  or  lost  by  denomi- 
nations. The  final  apostasy  will  be 
the  result  of  the  free  choice  of  mul- 
titudes who  will  decide  to  go  along 
with  the  great  religious  mass.  Reve- 
lation  17  describes  just  such  a  world- 
wide, political-ecclesiastical,  ecumeni- 
cal,  apostate   religious   system. 

The  Crowd   Today 

Things  are  changing.  Once  Rome 
called  the  Protestants  heretics.  Now 
Protestants  are  called  separated 
brethren.  But  this  is  only  the  begin- 
ning. Rome  is  broadening  out. 

Today  Rome  is  speaking  of  the 
breadth  of  the  Roman  Ecumenical 
Council.  This  council  has  now  spok- 
en of  the  Church's  attitude  not  only 
toward  the  Jewish  religion  but  also 
toward  all  non-Christian  religions. 

Dialogue  With   Pagans 

Cardinal  Bea  in  an  interview  with 
the  Italian  News  Agency  ANSA  is 
thus  quoted:  "The  Church  itself, 
for  the  first  time  in  historv,  proposes 
brotherly  dialogue  with  non-Chris- 
tian  religions.  Therefore  the  declara- 
tion  within  limits  constitutes  a  worth- 
while contribution  to  the  promotion 
of  peace  among  men.  With  this  in- 
strument the  Church  faithfully  con- 
tinues the  work  of  the  divine  Prince 
of  Peace,  pondering  ever  more  care- 
fully how  it  can  help  promote  unity 
and  concord  among  men  and  na- 
tions." 

So  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  is 
taking  on  a  new  image.  Through 
dialogue  the  hierarchy  is  moving 
toward  an  amalgamation  with  as 
much  of  Protestantism  as  possible, 
with  the  ultimate  goal  of  uniting  all 
the  religions  of  the  world. 

A  Roman  Catholic  reports  of  the 
breadth  of  the  Vatican  Council:  "It 
was  abo\'e  all  the  collaboration  of 
the  council  which  gave  it  that  ample 
—indeed  very  anvple— breadth  that 
now  enables  it  to  speak  not  only  of 
the  Church's  attitude  toward  the  Jew- 
ish religion  bnt  also  toward  all  non- 
Christian  relioions."  ▼

"For  with  God  nothing  shall  be 
impossible"  (Luke  1:37).  The  living 
God  is  still  in  the  business  of  work- 
ing miracles  in  the  world  today.  And 
what  a  comfort  it  is  to  Christian  peo- 
ple to  read  how  the  Lord  is  actively 
engaged  in  the  fulfillment  to  His 
divine  program.  Yes,  it  is  true  that  we 
are  living  in  times  of  great  apostasy 
when  many  hear  the  gospel  message 
of  salvation  and  reject  it  for  the  pleas- 
ures of  the  world.  But  nevertheless, 
God  is  still  on  the  throne,  and  He  is 
calling  out  a  people  for  himself;  He 
is  still  establishing  gospel-preaching 
churches  for  this  purpose.

Oh!  what  blessings  we  have  enjoyed 
as  33  souls  accepted  Jesus  Christ 
as  their  personal  Saviour  and  82 
people  rededicated  their  lives  to  the 
hving  Lord,  to  bring  glory  to  Him—

an  average  of  one  public  decision 
per  week.  God  is  working,  and  we 
praise  His  name  for  including  the 
community  of  Goshen  in  the  plan- 
ning of  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council. 

Sunday,  December  19,  1965,  was 
indeed  a  bonus  day  for  our  church. 
During  the  Sunday-school  hour  we 
held  our  Christmas  program  and  the 
Lord  blessed  us  with  a  record  attend 
ance  of  163  people.  Our  "new 
pews"  were  fairly  v\'ell  filled,  and  our 
hearts  were  thrilled  with  joy  as  once 
again  the  impossible  was  overcome 
by  the  Lord. 
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Two  Indiana  home-mission  churches  went  self- 
supporting  January  1,  1966.  They  are  the  Goshen 
Grace  Brethren  Church  and  the  Fort  Wayne  Grace 
Brethren  Church. 
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The  Goshen  church  expresses  its 
appreciation  to  the  people  of  Breth- 
ren churches  throughout  the  coun- 
tr\'  for  their  part  in  pioneering  new 
gospel-preaching  testimonies.  Be- 
cause of  a  real  and  vital  concern 
for  lost  souls  on  the  part  of  Christian 
people,  our  church  was  founded. 
Now  we  are  in  a  position  to  help 
support  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  in  their  program  de- 
signed to  reach  the  people  of  Amer- 
ica with  the  Good  News  that  Jesus 
saves! 

(Home-mission  editor's  note:  The 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Goshen, 
Indiana,  was  organized  on  February 
14,  1954,  by  Herman  H.  Hein,  ]i., 
who  was  the  first  pastor.  In  early 
1955  the  present  location  was  se- 
cured and  a  building  started  by  the 
Brethren  Construction  Company. 
The  church  was  completed  and  dedi- 
cated to  God  on  October  2,  1955. 
The  month  following  dedication  the 
late  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller  held  a  three- 
week    evangelistic    meeting.    When

About  a  year  and  a  half  ago  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  was  without  a  pas- 
tor. The  thought  of  going  self-sup- 
porting was  in  the  remote  and  un- 
obtainable future.  Today,  it  has  taken 
the  step  of  going  self-supporting- 
caring  for  all  of  its  own  financial  re- 
sponsibilities. At  least  three  basic 
stepping  stones  have  made  this  step 
possible. 

Organizationally.  Not  long  ago  the 
church  had  leaders  who  were  that 
in  name  only.  Channels  of  authority 
were  virtually  non-existent,  and  re- 
sponsibilities were  vague.  The  church 
looked  to  the  pastor  for  decisions  in 
every  area.  Now,  the  church  has 
elected  officers  who  take  their  re- 
sponsibilities seriously  and  discharge 
the  functions  of  their  offices  ef- 
fectively and  efficiently.  In  short,  the 
men  who  are  the  leaders  of  the 
church  are  leading  the  church  and 
running  its  business.  They  look  to 
the  pastor  for  counsel  but  not  to 
make  their  decisions  for  them.  This 
assures  the  church  of  a  healthy  in- 
dependence and  a  high  morale  for 
the  future. 

Financially.  Not  long  ago  the 
church  was  in  financial  chaos.  It  did 
not  know  what  it  had  or  what  it 
owed.  It  came  to  the  end  of  fiscal 
vears  in  the  "red." 

Now,  the  church  has  instituted  the 
unified  budget  system,  which  has 
given  it  financial  stability.  All  mon- 
ies that  come  into  the  church  (ex- 
cept for  specially  designated  funds) 
go  into  the  church  treasury.  Eight- 
een  per  cent  of  every  undesignated 
dollar  is  automatically  set  aside  for 
the  support  of  our  various  denomina- 
tional organizations. 

What  has  this  system  done  for  us? 
As  we  come  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
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year  we  can  see  the  following  bene- 
fits: (1)  We  are  operating  on  a  solid 
basis  of  sound  financial  responsibility. 
(2)  All  of  our  bills  are  paid.  (3)  The 
church  is  practicing  what  it  preach- 
es—regular, systematic  giving  in  pro- 
portion to  the  way  in  which  the  Lord 
blesses.  (4)  Our  general  giving  is  up 
nearly  $3,000  over  the  preceding 
year.  (5)  Our  missions  giving  for  the 
year  is  nearly  $2,800— an  all-time 
record  for  our  church.  (6)  Our  giv- 
ing to  all  of  our  denominational 
agencies  is  substantially  increased 
over  last  year,  and  we  support  all  of 
them  equally  every  Sunday  of  the 
year.  (7)  We  did  not  miss  a  single 
building  payment  throughout  the 
vear  ($325  per  month). 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Lord  led 
us  to  have  a  special  "  'Prove  Me  Now' 
Month"  in  which  the  people  of  the 
church  were  encouraged  to  do  two 
things:  (1)  to  begin  regular,  syste- 
matic giving  in  proportion  to  the 
way  that  the  Lord  had  blessed  them 
(if  they  had  not  done  so  already), 
and  (2)  to  set  a  personal  goal  of 
giving  above  their  normal  giving. 
As  a  result  of  this  the  Lord  worked 
marvelously  in  our  church.  The 
number  of  regular,  systematic  givers 
nearly  doubled,  and  $1,165  was 
given  in  our  special  offering  above 
the  regular  giving.  This  has  enabled 
the  church  to  end  the  year  in  the 
most  healthful  financial  condition 
of  its  history. 

Ministerially.  A  year  and  a  half

ago  the  church  had  difficulty  in  find- 
ing a  full-time  resident  pastor.  Rev. 
E.  William  Male,  dean  of  Grace  Col- 
lege, served  the  church  as  interim 
pastor  briefly.  When  Brother  Male 
had  to  go  to  Indiana  University  for 
the  summer,  Rev.  Paul  Fink,  pro- 
fessor of  homiletics  and  Christian 
education  at  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary, was  asked  to  come  to  serve  the 
church  on  an  interim  basis. 

When  all  ministerial  prospects 
had  been  exhausted,  the  church  de- 
cided to  institute  a  long-range  pro- 
gram designed  to  meet  their  need. 
It    was    then    (October,    1964)    that 


sition  in  leadership  will  be  effected 
without  any  difficulty.  The  church 
will  have  a  full-time  resident  pastor 
who  already  understands  its  needs 
and  problems,  who  loves  it,  and  who, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  will  spend  the 
rest  of  his  life  building  this  church. 
The  outlook  for  the  church  is  as 
bright  as  the  promises  of  God.

Brother  Fink  was  asked  to  come  to 
the  church  with  Brother  W.  Stanley 
Jensen,  then  a  Middler  student  at 
the  seminary.  Both  of  them  together 
were  the  'part-time  pastor  of  the 
church,  Brother  Fink  taking  the 
preaching  and  administrational  re- 
sponsibilities and  Brother  Jensen 
taking  the  educational  and  home 
Bible  class  responsibilities.  This  plan 
was  worked  on  a  trial  basis  for  near- 
ly a  year.  This  past  September  the 
church  extended  a  call  to  its  pastors 
to  continue  the  present  ministerial 
arrangement  through  August  1, 
1966.  At  that  time  Brother  Jensen 
will  become  the  full-time  resident  pas- 
tor of  the  church,  and  Brother  Fink's 
connection  with  the  church  will 
cease. 

What  has  this  done  for  the  church? 
It  has  given  it  time  to  set  up  an  ef- 
ficiently-running administration  and 
to  chart  a  course  for  the  future. 
Brother  Jensen  will  assume  his  posi- 
tion as  full-time  resident  pastor  with 
two  years  "on  the  job"  training.  He 
will  be  able  to  continue  the  policies 
that  have  been  set  up,  and  the  tran-

DESIRE  AND  PRAYER 

"Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and 
prayer  to  God  for  Israel  is,  that  they 
might  be  saved"  (Rom.  10:1),  said 
the  apostle  Paul.  This  is  the  desire 
of  my  heart  also.  Is  it  yours?  If  so, 
will  you  join  us  in  prayer  for  the 
working  of  God  in  Jewish  hearts? 
The  following  are  a  few  special  sit- 
uations to  remember. 

"I  can't  be  converted  because  of 
my  children  and  my  grandchildren," 
was  the  remark  of  Mrs.  L—  one  after- 
noon as  I  talked  with  her  in  her 
apartment.  However,  she  was  not  re- 
ferring to  believing  in  Christ  as  Sav- 
iour and  God  but  to  confessing  Him 
in  baptism.  Again,  we  Gentile  Chris- 
tians need  to  realize  what  baptism 
means  to  Jewish  people  and  why 
they  do  not  as  readily  submit  to  it  as 
Gentile  believers.  It  still  has  the  stig- 
ma of  the  baptisms  of  the  Inquisi- 
tion and  similar  persecutions,  during 
which  Jews  either  were  forcibly  bap- 
tized or  submitted  to  it  to  save  their 
lives.  Nevertheless,  as  Christians  they 
need  to  put  the  Lord  first  and  trust 
Him  to  work  out  relations  between 
themselves  and  their  loved  ones. 
Though  not  blind,  Mrs.  L—  has  a 
sight  problem,  and  I  am  her  secre- 
tary as  she  keeps  in  touch  with  her 
children.  Occasionally  she  drops  a 
remark  about  spiritual  things  and 
mentions  that  a  Christian  friend  is 
helping  her.  For  over  a  year  now  she 
has  faithfully  attended  our  meetings 
for  the  blind,  and  at  times  she  has 
attended  Sunday  evening  services 
with  me.  May  the  Word  take  root 
in  her  heart  and  cause  her  to  go  all 
the  way  with  Christ. 

"Sometime  ago  when  I  asked  you 
if  you  believed  in  Christ  as  God  and 
Saviour  you  had  some  doubts.  Do 
you  feel  any  differently  now,  H— ?" 
H— 's  reply  to  my  question  was  that 
she  believed  in  one  God  and  that 
Jesus  was  merely  a  symbol.  A  Hebrew 
Christian  was  calling  with  me,  and 
we  assured  her  that  we,  too,  believed 
in  one  God  but  that  He  had  re- 
vealed himself  as  a  tri-unity.  She 
was  willing  to  be  shown  some  Old 


Testament  passages  relative  to  this. 
To  show  her  that  the  Old  Testament 
also  speaks  of  God's  Son,  we  read 
a  portion  of  Proverbs  30  and  Psalm 
2.  We  pointed  out  His  birth  (Isa. 
7:14),  His  Person  (Isa.  9:6-7),  His 
birthplace  and  eternal  existence 
(Micah  5:2).  Then  we  considered  the 
Old  Testament  use  of  the  word 
"echod"  (one),  meaning  unity,  as 
used  regarding  God  (Deut.  6:4)  and 
regarding  marriage  (Gen.  2:24),  and 
the  Trinity  as  found  in  Isaiah  48. 
She  listened  attentively  as  we  read 
Isaiah  53,  which  explains  why  it 
was  necessary  for  God  the  Son  to 
come  into  the  world  and  die,  and 
Zechariah  12,  with  special  emphasis 
on  verse  10,  showing  that  when  King 
Messiah  comes  to  judge  and  bring 


peace  He  will  be  the  wounded  One 
of  Isaiah.  H—  is  a  widow  and  is  with- 
out income.  Because  of  her  age  she 
has  not  been  able  to  find  a  steady 
position.  Through  a  Christian  friend 
a  Baptist  church  across  the  street 
from  her  apartment  house  employs 
her  to  help  in  their  nursery  on  Sun- 
days and  Wednesday  night.  Because 
of  this  work,  she  is  prevented  from 
attending  our  Wednesday  evening 
Bible  class,  but  she  mentioned  listen- 
ing to  the  message  over  the  public 
address  system  the  other  night.  Thus, 
perhaps,  through  the  nursery  work 
she  can  be  kept  under  the  ministrv 
of  the  Word.  We  are  concerned, 
however,  about  the  influence  of  a 
friend  who  is  in  a  false  cult.  May

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Obscene 
Literature

Teen-agers  comprise  a  sizable  seg- 
ment of  the  popular  magazine  reader- 
ship, and,  in  a  large  sense,  the  con- 
tent of  these  magazines  depends  on 
their  reaction.  Today's  teen-agers  are 
reading  up  to  75  per  cent  of  the 
obscene  literature  being  printed! 
Obviously  the  publishers  will  print 
what  thev  think  the  readers  want. 

Like  a  creeping,  deadly  infection, 
pornographic  literature  is  slowly  but 
surely  poisoning  our  land.  Paperback 
novels  and  magazines  are  the  most 
widely  used  media  for  peddling  this 
filth.  It  is  reported  that  in  1964  alone, 
more  than  500  million  dollars'  worth 
of  obscene  literature  was  printed  in 
the  United  States. 

Just  as  man's  physical  character- 
istics are  greatly  determined  by  what 
he  eats,  so  a  person's  moral  nature 
is  shaped  by  what  he  reads  and 
thinks.  The  Bible  says,  "As  he  [a 
man]  thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he" 
(Prov.  23:7).  If  young  people  con- 
tinue to  read  about  marriages  that 
end  on  the  rocks,  about  adultery,  in- 
fidelity and  illegitimacy,  we  will  end 
up  with  a  nation  of  moral  delin- 
quents. If  teen-agers  are  fed  on  a 
daily  diet  of  filth  and  corruption 
found  in  many  popular  magazines, 
the  breakdown  of  our  national  morals 
is  just  around  the  corner.  "First  the 
thought,  then  the  act"  is  a  basic  law 
of  human  experience. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover,  of  the  F.B.I., 
states  plainly  that  "sex  crimes  and 
obscene   and  vulgar  literature  often 
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go  hand  in  hand." 

We  need  only  scan  the  newspapers 
to  find  instances  involving  youthful 
offenders  in  which  filthy  literature 
played  a  prominent  role  by  motivat- 
ing their  crimes  against   society. 

A  look  at  recent  statistics  reflects 
that  crime  among  those  who  have  not 
yet  reached  the  age  of  18  continues 
to  show  a  steady  increase.  Arrests  of 
males  for  sex  offenses  rose  4  per  cent 
over  1963,  while  arrests  of  girls  in 
the  same  age  bracket  increased  7  per 
cent.  Authorities  having  contact 
with  young  offenders  assert  that 
there  is  a  link  between  many  crimes 
of  sex  and  violence,  and  smut  liter- 
ature. 

Former  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  recognized  this  when  he 
said  "The  surest  way  to  blow  up  our 
nation  is  by  indolence  and  lack  of 
principle." 

The  story  of  Sodom  in  the  Bible 
emphasizes  this  same  fact.  Sodom 
was  ruined  by  moral  decay. 

Obscene  literature  will  influence 
its  readers  and  cause  them  to  develop 
an  unfavorable  character.  This  tii'pe 
of  literature  should  be  abolished 
rather  than  permitting  it  to  poison 
young  people. 

Are  Christian  teens  doing  anything 
to  help  get  rid  of  the  trash  on  the 
literature  market?  The  trend  seems 
to  be  to  close  our  eyes  to  the  situa- 
tion! As  Christian  teens  we  should 
first  be  very  careful  about  the  type  of 
books  we  buy.  Second,  we  should 
strongly  encourage  our  friends  to 
choose  books  that  are  of  good  quality. 
As  Christian  teens  we  should  write 
to  our  congressmen  and  representa- 
tives about  this  matter.  We  should 
also  encourage  our  friends  and  par- 
ents to  write. 

A  group  of  teens  in  a  town  can 
encourage  parents  to  be  so  concerned 
about  the  local  situation  that  they 
will  survey  the  local  newsstands  and 
bookstores.  Then  the  parents  should 
proceed  to  take  the  necessary  action 
to  get  this  literature  off  the  stands. 

If  Christians  join  in  a  united  ef- 
fort, we  can  help  greatly  in  the 
abolishment  of  obscene  literature. 

May  Cod  grant  that  the  day  will 
dawn  on  this  land  when  poisonous 
literature  will  be  as  rare  as  poison- 
ous canned  meat.  Pure  food  laws  are 
good,  but  we  need  pure  food  for  our 
minds,  too.  T

Operation  Library 

For  two  years  plans  have  been  in  the  making  for  a 
hbrary  building  to  serve  the  enlarging  student  bodv  of 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  College.  At  pres- 
ent we  are  endeavoring  to  adjust  so  that  five  hundred 
students  can  use  the  facilities  that  were  designed  for 
one  hundred  students.  Ibis  will  enable  you  to  realize 
how  impossible  our  present  situation  is.  For  the  year 
1966-67  we  are  expecting  an  increase  of  fifty  or  more 
students.  This  will  only  intensifv  the  congestion.  By 
the  fall  of  1967  we  must  have  a  library  building  ready 
for  occupancy,  if  these  two  schools  are  to  experience 
proper  growth  and  function  efficiently.  The  plans  are 
now  completed.  TTiey  have  been  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  And  they  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  archi- 
tect for  the  final  finishing  touches.  Thus  the  initial 
phase  is  complete. 

The  Fund  Raising  Phase 

In  order  to  get  this  project  off  the  ground  and  into 
orbit,  $100,000  must  be  raised  by  April  1.  This  will  en- 
able us  to  begin  construction  in  April.  By  beginning  in 
April  of  1966,  we  will  be  able  to  complete  the  building 
for  use  by  August  of  1967.  Once  the  project  is  in  opera- 
tion we  feel  certain  the  remaining  funds  can  be  raised 
as  they  are  needed.  In  the  good  providence  of  God  a 
wonderful  group  of  students  has  been  led  to  Grace 
Schools  for  preparation.  This,  we  are  certain,  has  been 
ordered  of  God.  And  when  God  orders.  He  also  pro- 
vides. And  He  makes  this  provision  through  His  peo- 
ple. This  is  a  call  to  Brethren  people  to  join  in  raising 
the  necessary  funds  by  April  1  so  that  construction  can 
begin. 

Over  and  Above  Regular  Giving 

In  the  launching  of  this  program  of  giving,  it  is  im- 
portant to  emphasize  the  fact  that  this  giving  must  ex- 
ceed the  regular  giving  for  the  current  operation  of  the 
school.  The  work  of  the  school  must  go  on.  Five  hundred 
students  depend  upon  your  gifts  to  speed  them  on  their 
way  to  full  preparation  for  that  larger  ministry  to  which 


the  Lord  has  called  them.  Giving  to  the  current  needs 
of  the  school  never  quite  meets  the  needs  for  efficient 
operation.  Financial  aid  to  students  always  falls  short  of 
what  is  really  needed  to  enable  them  to  do  their  best  in 
their  studies.  These  facts  force  us  to  make  clear  that  the 
giving  pattern  for  current  needs  dare  not  be  reduced,  but 
rather  increased,  as  the  Lord's  people  undertake  the 
library  project. 

Faculty  and  Staff  Lead  the  Way 

It  is  impossible  to  lead  a  procession  from  the  tail  end. 
And  this  is  just  as  true  in  the  area  of  giving.  Therefore, 
as  president  I  seriously  considered  the  matter  before  the 
Lord  and  presented  a  liberal  gift  to  this  project;  by  His 
generous  provision  I  will  give  another  by  April  1.  I  then 
went  to  the  faculty  and  staff  and  they  responded  with 
amazing  generosity.  Twenty-eight  hundred  dollars  was 
pledged  by  April  1,  and  it  is  very  likely  when  all  have 
been  reached  this  sum  will  go  beyond  $4000  and  per- 
haps reach  $5000.  This  is  the  evidence  that  we  believe 
the  need  for  a  library  is  desperate,  and  we  are  willing  to 
do  something  about  it. 

From  here  I  went  to  the  student  body.  There  was  in- 
stant approval.  It  is  our  expectation  that  thev  will  set  a 
goal  of  at  least  $10.00  per  student,  which  will  bring  in 
another  $5000  for  the  initial  phase  of  this  fund-raising 
campaign. 

The  campaign  has  now  been  launched.  It  is  our  hope 
here  at  Grace  that  the  enthusiasm  for  this  library  will 
catch  hold  of  your  heart  and  unloose  your  purse  strings. 
Join  the  faculty,  staff,  and  students  now  by  sending  in 
your  cash  gift  for  this  building.  Sit  down  right  now  in 
the  flush  of  ardor  you  feel  at  the  prospect  of  this  new 
facility  on  Grace  Campus  and  write  that  check  for  this 
work.  Make  out  the  check  to  the  "Grace  Library  Fund." 

This  Is  the  Lord's  Work 

In  the  face  of  rising  costs  and  diminishing  giving  for 
private  colleges,  the  government  of  the  United  States 
has  made  financial  provision  for  colleges  and  universi- 
ties on  the  most  amazing  scale  in  the  Higher  Education 
Act  of  1965.  Lavish  amounts  are  made  available  for 
buildings  in  grants  and  loans.  However,  fear  of  control 
has  led  Brethren  to  hesitate  in  utilizing  this  source  of 
funds.  By  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  it  was  de- 
cided that  funds  should  be  raised  from  private  sources. 

Up  to  this  point,  every  facility  on  the  campus  of  Grace 
Schools  has  been  financed  by  the  Lord's  people.  And  as 
a  result,  the  school  has  enjoyed  that  freedom  which  its 
founders  desired.  It  is  certain  that  this  same  freedom  will 
be  ours  for  the  foreseeable  future,  if  this  same  policy 
is  followed. 

Since  the  library  is  a  non-liquidating  administrative 
building  in  character,  from  which  there  will  be  no  income 
derived  by  its  use,  it  is  necessary  to  raise  funds  in  cash 
to  cover  the  cost.  Investment  in  dormitory  facilities  brings 
return  in  interest  because  those  buildings  are  income  pro- 
ducing. But  this  is  not  true  of  the  library.  So  we  must 
face  up  to  the  fact  of  making  cash  gifts  for  construction.

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Description  of  the  Three  Levels  of  the  Proposed  Library

THE     UPPER     LEVEL— grade  plus  one 

The  top  level  of  the  new  library-learning  cen- 
ter is  designed  almost  exclusively  For  the  use  of 
the  graduate  School  of  Theology.  The  seminary 
collection  of  books  will  be  in  open  stacks,  with 
small  study  areas  scattered  throughout.  Seminary 
periodicals  will  be  in  a  section  with  lounge-type 
furniture  for  casual   reading.   Two  typing  rooms, 

THE     MIDDLE     LEVEL— grade  level 

The  main  entrance  will  be  on  the  south  side  of 
the  middle,  or  grade  level,  floor.  Here  the  student 
wall  find  the  index  center  (including  the  card  cata- 
log), the  reference  collection,  periodicals,  and  the 
open  stacks  for  the  general  collection.  Studv  areas 
on  this   floor   include   small   group   seating   (some 

THE     LOWER     LEVEL— grade  minus  one 

The  curriculum  library,  the  children's  literature 
collection,  and  an  informal  class  and  study  area  for 
teacher  education  students  will  be  located  at  the 
west  end  of  this  level.  A  night  study  room  on  the 
south  side  will  be  available  for  study  when  the 
rest  of  the  library  is  closed  and  may  double  for  class 
or  individual  study  during  the  day.  Four  classrooms 
are  also  planned  for  this  level,  one  to  house  the 


four  faculty  study  carrels,  and  40  individual  stu- 
dent carrels  line  the  three  outside  walls.  An  archives 
and  rare  book  room,  and  three  seminar  rooms  will 
be  located  along  the  south  wall.  Display  cases 
around  the  staircase  will  be  designed  for  archeo- 
logical  artifacts  and  missionary  curios.

new  language  lab.  Faculty  office  space  for  ten  or 
twelve  teachers  is  included.

glance  at  our  filled  library  shelves 
and  go  away  with  a  feeling  that  we 
have  an  adequate  library.  But  ask  the 
student  who  spends  valuable  hours 
looking  for  source  materials  we  can- 


not supply.  Ask  the  student  who 
sometimes  cannot  find  a  place  to 
study  at  our  crowded  tables.  Ask  the 
professor  who  must  supplement  re- 
quired reading  M'ith  books  from  his 
own  library.  Above  all,  ask  the  li- 
brary staff  who  struggle  constantly 
to  find  just  a  little  more  space  at 
which  to  work  or  shelve  books. 

When  Grace  Seminary  moved  into 
the  new  building  in  1951  the  library 
quarters  in  the  west  wing  seemed 
adequate  for  many  years  to  come. 
When  I  became  librarian  the  fol- 
lowing year  (1952),  about  6,500 
books  comprised  the  entire  library. 
There  was  no  college  collection.  In 
fact,  there  was  no  Grace  College 
as  we  now  know  it. 

But  the  growth  of  Grace  was 
about  to  begin.  The  small  collegiate 
division  of  Grace  Seminary  soon  be- 
came a  four-year  college  with  a  rap- 
idly-growing student  body  and  an 
expanding  curriculum.  The  library 
situation  began  to  change.  What  had 
been  adequate  for  100  to  150  semi 
nary  students  was  very  inadequate 
for  our  twofold  student  body.  Not 
onlv  the  increase  in  numbers  but  also 
the  basic  differences  in  study  meth- 
ods brought  problems.  We  had  the 
problem  of  running  two  separate 
libraries  in  one  room.  Both  the  col- 
lege and  seminary  collections  grew. 
Gradually  the  bookshelves  filled,  and 
the  staff  area  was  moved  from  the 
main  library  to  an  adjoining  class- 
room to  make  way  for  additional 
shelves.  Litde  by  little  some  reading 
areas  gave  \vay  to  more  shelving. 

We  continued  to  grow  until  the 
seminary  sacrificed  still  another  class- 
room to  us  several  years  ago.  Book- 
shelves were  installed,  and  tables  and 
chairs  were  added  to  make  a  reading 
room  for  seminary  students  who  were 
being  crowded  out  of  the  main  li- 
brary by  sheer  force  of  numbers  in 
our  growing  college. 

When  we  again  felt  the  pressure' 
of  more  books  and  students,  we  did 
not  have  another  room  into  which  to 
expand.  We  did  not  dare  take  more 
table  space  for  book  shelves,  so  we 
resorted  to  another  method  of  acquir- 
ing space  in  spite  of  the  problems  it 
made.  We  fastened  book  ends  to  the 
top  of  the  shelves  and  put  books  up 
there,  although  they  are  out  of  reach 
of  many  students.  We  also  adjusted 
the  shelves  just  as  close  as  possible 


to  care  for  average  size  books.  This 
gives  us  a  problem  with  oversize 
books,  which  we  often  must  take 
from  their  logical  location  and  put 
someplace  else.  Finding  these  "out- 
of-place"  volumes  sometimes  proves 
time-consuming  to  both  students  and 
staff. 

Last  year,  feeling  the  pinch  again, 
we  began  weeding  our  shelves. 
Duplicate  sets,  earlier  editions,  rarely- 
used  books,  and  so  forth  have  been 
packed  and  stored  in  the  basement 
until  we  have  a  new  library.  Many 
hundreds  of  books  and  periodicals 
are  now  stored  and  unavailable  to 
either  students  or  faculty.  We  now 
have  approximately  35,000  volumes 
catalogued.  We  will  continue  our 
present  policy  of  cataloguing  new 
books  and  storing  away  older  books 
until  we  get  our  new  facilities. 
Right  now  we  need  another  storage 
room  in  the  basement! 

Why  a  new  library?  What  will  it 
contain?  All  educators  realize  the 
importance  of  proper  facilities  for 
study  and  research.  Those  who  visit 
our  campus  from  time  to  time  to 
evaluate  our  progress  toward  accredi- 
tation see  our  library  inadequacies 
immediately.  In  addition  to  the 
crowded  conditions  under  which  we 
try  to  work,  there  are  those  things 
now  accepted  as  integral  parts  ot 
learning  which  we  cannot  develop  in 
our  present  quarters.  We  have  no 
place  for  microfilm  facilities,  although 
a  senior  class  has  already  given  us 
a  reader  and  some  film.  We  have 
no  facilities  for  listening  to  tapes 
and  records,  no  typing  rooms  for 
copying  materials  from  reference 
sources,  and  a  very  inadequate  pe- 
riodical corner. 

The  new  library  which  we  must 
have,  if  we  hope  to  see  our  college 
and  seminary  grow,  will  solve  these 
problems  which  we  now  face.  It  will 
have  adequate  facilities  for  both  the 
college  and  seminary  book  collections 
to  expand.  There  will  be  plenty  of 
seatinp  for  both  formal  study  and  re- 
laxed  reading.  There  will  be  listening 
rooms,  typing  rooms,  storage  for  rare 
books  and  Brethren  archives,  semi- 
nar rooms,  adequate  work  area  for  the 
staff,  and  all  the  other  things  that 
will  make  for  an  efficient  library 
operation.  This  library  will  do  much 
to  help  us  gain  the  accreditation  we 
want  for  our  school.  T 
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THE  CHRISTIAN  AND  HIS  MONEY 


What  is  money?  A  sign  you  often 
see  today  reads,  "Time  is  money." 
Unger's  Bible  Dictionary  explains 
money  under  "metrology,"  which  is 
the  science  of  weights  and  measures. 
In  the  very  early  state  of  civilization, 
man  found  the  necessity  for  some 
kind  of  money.  Down  through  the 
ages  systems  of  measuring  values  have 
brought  us  to  the  place  where  to- 
day we  think  of  money  mostly  in 
terms  of  dollars  and  cents. 

What  is  a  Christian?  It  will  suf- 
fice here  to  state  that  a  Christian  is 
one  who  has  received  Christ  and  has 
become  a  son  of  God  by  faith  (John 
1:12). 

Now  what  about  the  Christian 
and  his  money?  Let  us  consider  the 
Christian  and  his  time  as  money, 
his  treasures  of  money,  and  the  tithes 
of  his  money. 

The   Christian's   Time   Is  Money 

Most  of  us  get  our  money  by  ex- 
changing our  time  for  a  certain 
amount  of  money,  which  in  turn 
we  exchange  for  the  goods  and  serv- 
ices of  this  world.  I  dare  say  that 
there  are  more  people  guilty  of  sin- 
ning in  this  type  of  exchange  than 
we  can  imagine,  Christians  included. 
When  one  accepts  a  job  or  responsi- 
bility for  a  certain  wage,  there  is  in 
essence  a  contract  or  covenant  be- 
tween him  and  his  employer.  The 
employee  is  supplying  a  certain  num- 
ber of  hours,  or  offers  to  perform  cer- 
tain services  for  the  wages  agreed 
upon.  How  often  do  we  as  employees 
consider  how  we  might  give  the 
most  for  the  compensation  received? 
In  the  Scriptures  we  are  instructed 
toward  honesty  and  righteousness, 
to  do  our  best  for  God!  This  in- 
cludes doing  our  best  for  our  em- 
ployer whether  he  be  Christian  or 
not. 

The  time  we  give  our  employer 
is  truly  money  to  him.  We  certainly 
expect  to  get  every  penny  of  our 
wages,  and  on  schedule.  If  our  em- 
ployer were  to  give  us  our  wages 
in  a  form  that  proved  faulty  or  short 
of  the  full  measure,  you  may  be 
sure  we  would  expect  an  adjustment. 
However,    when    we    as    employees 
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give  time  or  services  which  prove 
to  be  faultv,  ineffective  or  of  short 
value,  do  we  make  this  right?  Too 
often  we  have  little  or  no  concern 
about  how  much  value  we  really  give 
those  who  employ  us. 

The  Scriptures  tell  us  to  redeem 
the  time.  It  is  bad  enough  to  steal 
time  from  the  world;  what  blessing 
will  there  be  for  a  man  in  the  Lord's 
work  who  steals  and  uses  his  time  un- 
wisely for  God?  I'm  sure  none  of  us 
would  take  a  dollar  out  of  the  col- 
lection, but  how  many  take  time  that 
belongs  to  God?  Time  is  money! 

His  Treasures  of  Money 

God  has  much  to  say  in  His  Word 
about  treasures  of  money   and   jx)s-

sessions  here  on  this  earth.  The  par- 
able of  the  rich  man  in  Luke  12 
illustrates  how  not  to  store  up  treas- 
ures. Most  of  us  would  probably 
think,  "Oh,  this  doesn't  apply  to 
me!  I  don't  have  anv  great  riches." 
However,  let  us  think  for  a  moment 
about  our  treasures  or  possessions. 

The  multitude  of  people  on  earth 
today  are  in  poverty  that  we  can- 
not imagine.  The  vast  majority  of 
the  members  of  The  Brethren  Church 
have  at  least  one  car,  some  house- 
hold possessions,  their  own  home, 
and  some  savings  or  securities  in  the 
form  of  life  insurance,  savings  ac- 
counts and/or  stocks  and  bonds.  Yes, 
most  of  us  haVe  more  assets  or  treas- 
ures than  we  first  think.  The  Breth- 


ren Investment  Foundation  reported 
in  Long  Beach,  California,  last  Au- 
gust that  they  have  on  deposit  over 
$4,000,000  in  savings  and  invest- 
ments, which  we  assume  is  mainly 
from  Brethren  people.  I'm  sure  this 
represents  only  a  small  portion  of  the 
total  wealth  of  the  Brethren  people. 

Despite  all  the  possessions  and 
wealth  we  have  as  a  people,  most  of 
us  are  striving  for  greater  possessions. 
We  want  bigger  and  nicer  cars,  TV 
sets,  houses,  and  bank  accounts.  We 
get  concerned  about  our  ability  to 
meet  all  the  financial  obligations  we 
find  ourselves  under.  I'm  sure  you 
will  agree  that  the  treasures  we  have 
here  on  earth  do  not  bring  lasting 
satisfaction,  nor  will  any  treasures  we 
are  able  to  accumulate  during  this 
life. 

Then  why  do  not  more  of  us  com- 
pletely entrust  our  treasures  into 
God's  care  for  His  use?  "Every  one 
of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself 
to  God"  (Rom.  14:12).  When  diis 
accounting  is  made,  will  we  rejoice 
in  what  God  has  to  sav  concerning 
our  treasures  here  on  earth? 

As  Christians,  "we  live,  and  move 
and  have  our  being"  in  Christ.  God 
knows  and  promises  to  supply  all  our 
needs  according  to  His  riches  in 
glory  by  Christ  Jesus.  Let  me  give 
you  a  personal  illustration.  When 
our  family  was  faced  with  the  de- 
cision as  to  whether  or  not  to  accept 
a  call  to  become  business  manager 
for  Grace  Seminary  and  College  at 
a  major  reduction  in  salary,  it  took 
us  six  weeks  to  decide  to  trust  God 
with  our  personal  needs  and  follow 
Him.  Most  of  the  delay  was  related 
to  the  financial  question.  I'm  sure 
He  will  say  to  us  concerning  our 
anxiety  in  making  the  decision,  "Oh, 
ye  of  little  faith!"  However,  we 
thank  God  for  His  patience  with  us 
and  can  testify  that  He  has  kept  His 
promise. 

The   Tithe   of   His  Money 

Once  we  are  redeemed,  we  have 
been  bought  with  the  price  of  our 
Saviour's  blood.  In  light  of  this,  it 
seems  almost  strange  that  we  should

What  Does  It  Mean  To  Be  Physically  Fit? 


Like  streaks  of  white  writing  in  the  sky, 
Banners  for  physical  fitness  flv  high. 
Cereal  boxes,  newspapers,  and  TV  tell  all, 
"Get  trim!"  "Get  Vim"  to  be  really  on  the  ball. 
But  I  said  to  myself,  "What's  the  matter  with  me? 
Am  I  too  fat,  too  weak,  too  lazv;  or  could  it  be 
That  there  are  some  things  I've  been  neglecting; 
Some  important  things  I've  been  rejecting?" 
And  then,  like  a  flash,  I  discovered  it! 
What  it  really  means  to  be  physically  fit! 


To  be  physically  fit  does  not  mean 
spending  hours  each  day  in  vigorous 
calisthenics,  in  rigorous  games  with 
the  children,  or  in  walking  to  town 
for  groceries.  All  these  thinss  are  ex- 
cellent  for  fitness,  but  are  often  im- 
possible for  the  busy  homemaker, 
secretary,  schoolteacher,  or  preacher. 
What,  then,  is  physical  fitness? 
Physical  fitness  is  a  state  of  being- 
being  able  to  meet  each  activity  of 
the  day  with  ease,  and  then  to  have  a 
little  extra  energy  for  the  evening  ac- 
tivities or  some  emergency  which 
may  arise. 

When  you  awake  in  the  morning, 
do  you  feel  fresh  and  eager  to  start 
the  dav?  Or  do  you  drag  out  of  bed, 
wishing  you  could  stay  there  a  little 
longer?  Perhaps  getting  to  bed  an 
hour  earlier  at  night  would  give  you 
the  strength  you  need  for  the  dav 
ahead.  And  how  about  meal  time; 
do  you  eat  three  square  meals  a  dav? 
Or  do  you  skip  a  meal  or  two  trying 
to  lose  a  few  pounds,  just  to  dis- 
cover yourself  munching  on  snacks 
between  meals  or  late  at  night?  It  is 
much  bettter  to  "cut  down"  than  to 
"cut  out."  Eat  three  meals,  but  eat 
smaller  portions  of  everything.  For 
instance,  instead  of  the  fried  e22S, 
bacon,  large  glass  of  juice,  several 
pieces  of  toast  and  two  cups  of  cof- 
fee for  breakfast,  just  try  one  cup  of 
coffee,  one  soft  boiled  egg,  one-half 
piece  of  toast,  and  a  small  glass  of 
juice.  Do  the  same  for  lunch  and 
supper.  And  remember  that  every- 
thing you  eat  after  six  o'clock  in 
the  evening  stays  with  you  through 
the  night  and  will  put  on  more 
weight  than  what  you  eat  all  day. 

An  important  part  of  being  phys- 
ically fit,  in  addition  to  proper  rest 
and  good  nutrition,  is  to  keep  active 


—not  just  busy  around  the  house  or 
office,  but  physically  active  all  day 
in  many  ways.  Start  off  the  day  with 
some  good  stretching  and  bending 
before  breakfast.  Throughout  the  day 
remember  to  stand  up  straight;  pull 
in  those  abdominal  muscles  and  hold 
them  tight  for  at  least  6  seconds. 
Do  this  every  time  you  think  of  it  or 
each  time  you  go  through  a  doorway. 
You'll  be  surprised  and  pleased  if 
you're  faithful  with  this,  for  after  a

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month  or  so  you'll  be  two  to  three 
inches  thinner  around  the  waist. 
Speaking  of  this  type  of  exercise, 
which  is  properly  called  Isometric 
e.xercise,  there  are  some  other  simple 
ones  which  you  can  do  almost  any 
time  of  day.  They  are  as  follows: 
(1)  Push  your  hands  together  as 
hard  as  possible. 


(2)  Put  your  hands  behind  or  in 
front  of  your  head  and  exert  opposite 
pressure. 

(3)  Try  to  push  walls  over  (we 
hope  you  don't  succeed). 

(4)  Squeeze  various  objects,  such 
as  a  small  rubber  ball. 

(5)  Push  or  pull  with  the  hands  or 
feet  against  any  immovable  object. 
For  instance,  a  secretary  may  push 
down  on  a  chair  while  sitting  on  it, 
or  pull  up  grasping  the  sides  of  the 
seat.  Both  will  strengthen  the  arms 
and  back. 

Do  any  of  these  exercises  six  to  ten 
seconds  a  day  and  you  will  discover 
new  strength  and  vigor. 

Children  also  must  have  plenty  of 
rest,  good  food,  and  exercise.  Our 
schools  are  concerned  about  the  fit- 
ness of  American  youth  and  are  do- 
ing a  great  job  in  this  regard.  A  re- 
cent newspaper  article  said  that  our 
children  aren't  "softies"  any  more. 
Compared  to  the  youth  of  1958,  a  12- 
year-old  bov  now  can  throw  a  Softball 
10  feet  farther,  do  19  more  sit-ups, 
and  run  the  50-yard  dash  in  shorter 
time.  Girls  are  more  fit,  too.  These 
were  conclusions  of  a  recent  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  study  financed 
through  a  grant  from  the  U.S.  Of- 
fice of  Education.  There  are  also 
more  and  better  physical  education 
teachers  at  work  now,  and  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
elementary  schools  which  have  gym- 
nasiums and  physical  education  pro- 
grams. 

The  philosophy  concerning  phys- 
ical fitness  and  body  efficiency  is  well 
defined  in  a  booklet  entitled  'Tour 
Child's  Health  and  Fitness"  avail- 
able from  the  American  Association 
for  Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation,  Washington,  D.  C.  One 
section  of  this  pamphlet  is  assigned 
to  the  question,  "What  Can  Parents 
Do?"  Dr.  Charles  Bucher  of  New 
York  University  offers  the  following 
practical   suggestions: 

(1)  See  that  children  get  proper 
rest,  medical  care,  nutrition,  fresh 
air,  e.xercise  and  other  essentials  to 
physical  fitness. 

(2)  Buy  toys  that  give  children  a 
good  physical  workout  as  well  as  fun. 
For  the  next  gift,  why  not  purchase 
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a  horizontal  bar  that  fits  in  a  door- 
way. Then  encourage  each  child  to 
chin  himself  before  passing  through. 

(3)  Equip  the  basement  or  back- 
yard with  climbing  ropes,  a  trapeze, 
badminton  net,  deck  tennis  or  table 
tennis  equipment,  balance  beam, 
turning  bar,  tether  ball  equipment, 
and  the  like. 

(4)  Involve  the  youngsters  in  a 
work  schedule  around  the  house 
which  includes  mowing  the  lawn, 
shoveling  snow,  and  other  jobs  which 
provide  healthful   physical  activity. 

(5)  Insist  that  the  children  either 
walk  or  ride  their  bicycles  to  school 
and  other  places  if  the  distance  is  not 
more  than  one  or  two  miles. 

(6)  Arrange  for  more  physical 
activities  where  Mom  and  Dad  and 
all  the  kids  go  hiking,  camping,  bov\'l- 
ing,  swimming,  roller  skating,  or  ice 
skating  together,  especially  in  the 
outdoors. 

You  have  often  heard  it  said  that 
"the  family  that  prays  together,  stays 
together."  It  has  been  paraphrased 
to  say  that  "the  family  that  plays 
together,  stays  together." 

Christ  said  in  Luke  9  that  to  be 
fit  for  the  kingdom,  we  must  follow 
Him.  In  His  human  life,  Jesus  Christ 
was  the  supreme  example  of  fitness. 
He  slept  well,  ate  well,  and  lived  an 
active  life  in  the  outdoors.  He  travel- 
ed hundreds  of  miles  on  foot,  stop- 
ping occasionally  for  a  refreshing 
drink  from  a  well.  He  rose  up  early 
and  often  ate  breakfast  on  the  beach 
with  the  fishermen.  Have  you  ever 
pictured  our  Lord  as  obese,  as  re- 
peatedly tired  and  worn?  No,  in  daily 
activities  He  took  care  of  His  body, 
while  diligently  doing  the  will  of  the 
Father. 

Our  bodies  are  the  dwelling  places 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  What  kind  of 
home  have  you  prepared  for  Him? 
We  are  also  admonished  in  the  Scrip- 
tures to  give  our  bodies  to  the  Lord 
as  a  living  sacrifice,  holy  and  ac- 
ceptable. Can  we  give  less  than  the 
best  to  Him?  In  the  Old  Testament 
a  perfect  lamb  was  required,  one 
without  blemish.  How  much  more 
we  should  want  to  keep  our  bodies 
in  perfect  physical  condition  so  that 
we  might  be  well  pleasing  unto  Him. 
Yes,  Christian,  keep  yourself  phys- 
ically fit,  fit  for  the  Master's  use.T

not  want  to  give  God  at  least  a  tithe 
of  the  things  with  which  He  blesses 
us. 

It  seems  clear  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment that  the  tithe  is  considered  a 
gift  rather  than  an  obligation  to  be 
paid.  Wben  we  present  a  gift,  it 
usually  means  we  no  longer  have 
control  over  its  use.  There  seems  to 
be  a  temptation  many  times  to  want 
to  present  a  gift  and  then  control  its 


use  to  meet  some  need  or  desire  that 
suits  our  own  interest.  I  wonder 
sometimes  if  this  is  right,  to  use  our 
gifts  to  God,  which  then  belong  to 
Him,  to  meet  our  own  needs  or  in- 
terest. It  seems  that  if  these  needs 
are  according  to  His  will  and  pur- 
pose, He  will  supply  them. 

Walter  B.  Knight  once  wrote: 
"Said  an  English  nobleman  just  be- 
fore death:  'What  I  spent  I  had;  what 
I  kept,  I  lost;  what  I  gave,  I  have!'"

God   Is  Able   To  Make   All

At  a  time  when  we  are  called  upon 
to  go  beyond  the  usual  in  our  giving, 
we  need  the  encouragement  of  the 
Lord.  It  is  most  amazing  that  some 
of  the  most  precious  passages  of  the 
Scripture  are  attached  to  the  grace 
of  giving.  This  is  true  of  chapters  8 
and  9  of  II  Corinthians.  Paul  was 
raising  an  offering  for  the  poor  saints 
at  Jerusalem.  So  he  WTOte  to  the  Co- 
rinthian believers:  "For  ye  know  the 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your 
sakes  he  became  poor,  that  ye  through 


his  poverty  might  be  rich.  .  .  .  For 
if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is 
accepted  according  to  that  a  man 
hath,  and  not  according  to  that  he 
hath  not.  .  .  .  Wherefore  shew  ye 
.  .  .  the  proof  of  your  love,  and  of  our 
boasting  on  your  behalf.  .  .  .  But  this 
I  say.  He  which  soweth  sparingly 
shall  reap  also  sparingly;  and  he 
which  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap 
also  bountifully.  Every  man  accord- 
ing as  he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so 
let  him  give;  not  grudgingly,  or  of 
necessity:  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver.  And  God  is  able  to  make  all 
grace  abound  toward  you;  that  ye, 
always  having  all  sufficiency  in  all 
things,  may  abound  to  every  good 
work"  (II  Cor.

The  buildings  are  emptv  shells 
that  need  to  be  filled.

Academically,  we  are  here  to  pre- 
pare for  a  life  vocation.

Our  dailv 
assignments,  our  research  papers,  our 
tests,  our  collateral  reading,  and  each 
additional  phase  of  our  academic  life 


become  a  part  of  the  clay  with  which 
our  lives  are  molded.  Education  with 
a  Christ-centered  philosophy  really 
makes  a  difference. 

Laughter  and  fellowship  illustrate 
our  social  life.  A  wide  variety  of 
events  appeals  to  the  taste  of  all. 
You  will  find  numerous  banquets, 
an  artist  series  presenting  famous 
personalities.  Homecoming,  picnics, 
parties,  and  Sadie  Hawkins  Day  in 
which  the  tables  are  turned  and  the 
girls  pamper  the  boys.  These  activ- 
ities provide  good  Christian  enter- 
tainment for  the  students. 

Basketball  games,  baseball  games, 
tennis  matches,  golf  matches,  track 
meets,  and  cross-countrv  meets  pro- 
vide more  interests  for  us,  whether 
we  are  the  participants  or  merely  the 
spectators.  Intramural  sporting  events 
allow  everyone  to  have  a  good  time 
in  recreation. 

Lasting  friendships  are  developed 
—friendships  that  could  not  be  de- 
velojjed  under  another  atmosphere. 
Christian  fellowship  makes  the  bond 
of  friendship  a  lasting  one.  Perhaps 
it  should  be  mentioned  that  the  vic- 
tory bell  rings  at  times  other  than 
after  a  basketball  game. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  atmos- 
phere at  Grace.  What  is  so  special 
about  our  atmosphere?  It  is  a  Chris- 
tian atmosphere— seeking  to  bring 
us  closer  to  the  Lord.  The  in- 
gredients of  this  special  "air"  are 
dedicated  faculty  members,  dedicated 
Christian  students,  and  Christ  him- 
self. 


Each  day  we  meet  for  our  chapel 
service.  This  time  is  always  different 
and  provides  another  step  in  growth 
for  us.  Weekly  church  services  at 
the  church  of  our  choice  are  an 
integral  part  of  Christian  life  here. 
Various  Christian  service  activities 
help  us  and  others  also.  The  annual 
missionary  conference  and  the  Bible 
conference  give  numerous  blessings 
and  are  often  the  scene  of  lasting 
decisions    for   service. 

Daily  devotions  are  the  basic 
groundwork  for  any  solid  Christian 
life.  Each  week  the  fellows  meet  to- 
gether and  the  girls  meet  together 
for  their  own  small  praver  meeting.

At 
any  time  we  can  stop  and  talk  to 
others  about  what  He  means  to  us, 
and  share  our  blessings  with  others. 
He  is  our  life. 

Grace  Collese  is  a  Christian  lib- 
eral  arts  school,  but  it  is  not  heaven. 
No  liberal  arts  school,  no  Bible 
school,  and  no  seminary  is  heaven 
on  earth.  You  only  get  what  vou  are 
seeking.  With  Christ  here,  we  have 
a  great  school  and  we  shall  make  an 
impact  for  His  glor\'. 

Grace  is  growing,  but  it  needs 
help— your  help.  Young  people  are 
here  preparing  for  service  for  the 
Lord.  They  want  to  know  that  vou 
are  behind  them,  supporting  and  en- 
couraging them.  Will  they  get  the 
support  and  encouragement  they 
seek?  Only  you  can  answer  the 
question.  Can  you— and  will  vou?  T 
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We  are  sure  you  will  rejoice  that  the  total  offering 
for  Brethren  Foreign  Missions  in  1965  was  $498,358.62. 
This  was  an  increase  of  $15,147.49  over  the  1964  offer- 
ing—just about  a  3  per  cent  increase.  Even  greater  news 
is  that  in  the  general  fund  we  spent  approximately 
$10,000  less  than  the  budget  which  was  set  up  for  1965. 
Our  total  income  over  total  expenditures  was  $53,263.86. 
We  can  only  praise  God,  and  thank  all  of  you  fine  people. 


The  so-called  "foreign  missions  season"  (February 
through  May)  is  here  again.  This  is  not  a  season  that  is 
exclusively  "foreign  missions,"  but  it  is  the  season  when 
we  make  our  most  direct  presentations  and  appeal. 

This  is  not  the  time  to  live  in  the  thrill  of  any  past 
victories.  The  unevangelized  masses  of  the  earth  increase 
by  at  least  three  million  per  year.  Our  past  victories  have 
not  been  sufficient  that  we  can  cease  in  the  work.  Greater 
things— yes,  the  greatest  things— are  yet  ahead.  Our  mis- 
sionaries are  saying  that  our  present  missionary  force 
needs  to  be  doubled  or  tripled.  Then  there  are  some 
very  inviting  areas  of  the  world  that  could  well  become 
our  eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth  mission  fields.  To  send 
out  the  several  new  families  who  have  presented  them- 
selves, to  supply  the  housing,  the  automobiles  for  trans- 
portation, the  literature,  the  radio  broadcasts— these  and 
many  more  opportunities  will  require  at  least  $600,000 
in  1966,  and  we  could  use  from  $750,000  to  one  million 
dollars,  and  not  use  a  single  dollar  carelessly.  Let's  ask 


God  for  great  things  and  then  undertake  great  things 
for  Him. 


Our  thanks  should  go  personally  to  many  people. 
Especially  do  we  want  to  commend  Mr.  Don  Sterrenburg 
of  Lakewood,  California,  for  the  fine  art  work  he  has 
supplied  for  us  during  the  past  two  years.  For  the  new 
sound,  color  film  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  Mr. 
Phil  Landrum  gave  great  amounts  of  editorial  and  script 
preparation.  We  desire  to  thank  him. 


Missionary  conferences  are  in  full  swing  again  with 
one  missionary  team  on  the  West  Coast  and  one  team 
in  the  East.  Our  great  problem  just  now  is  to  supply 
enough  foreign  missionaries  to  participate  in  as  many 
missionar)'  conferences  as  are  desired.  If  vou  want  to 
know  about  the  missionary  conference  plan,  talk  with  a 
pastor  who  has  had  one.  At  the  time  this  is  being  writ- 
ten, the  FMS  dinner  meetings  are  beino  held  in  the 
various  districts.  Conunents  have  been  most  encouraging. 


The  midyear  meeting  of  the  FMS  Board  of  Trustees 
will  begin  its  sessions  in  the  offices  at  Winona  Lake 
on  Monday,  February  21,  at  7;30  p.m.  There  will  be 
many  important  items  for  consideration.  Please  be  much 
in  prayer  for  these  meetings. 


We  have  more  candidates  than  in  some  vears  past, 
but  we  need  many,  many  more.  With  the  larger  offer- 
ings of  recent  years,  we  are  ready  to  give  favorable  con- 
sideration to  candidates.

Down  in  the  South  American 
country  of  Argentina,  a  group  of 
faithful  Christian  workers  and  mis- 
sionaries daily  work  at  the  ambitious 
task  of  winning  their  country  to 
Christ. 

How  to  tell  their  story?  For  those 
who  worked  on  the  project,  there 
was  only  one  answer:  focus  on  the 
Argentine  workers  themselves.  Fol- 
low them  into  their  schools,  churches, 
machine  shops,  and  so  forth. 

The  result  was  "Dateline:  Argen- 
tina," a  report  on  the  continuing 
story  of  the  Christian  workers  in  the 
Land  of  the  Pampas.  The  full  color 
film  shows  actual  interviews  of 
Argentine  nationals,  and  allows  the 
people  of  The  Brethren  Church  to 
see  and  listen  to  these  South  Ameri- 
can leaders. 

Already  the  film  is  being  received 
well  all  across  the  U.S.  from  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  to  Oregon.  Rave  com- 
ments term  the  film  "dramatic," 
"good,"  "excellent,"  and  the  state- 
ment was  made,  "It  tells  you  what 
you  want  to  know." 

Premiere  night  was  held  in  the 
First  Brethren  Church,  Washington, 
D.C.    An    enthusiastic    crowd    wel- 


comed the  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
sions'  film.   Some   comments  were: 

"The  pictures  are  excellent,  and 
the  subject  matter  is  good.  This  will 
give  our  people  a  closeup  introduc- 
tion to  the  Argentine  Christians  and 
the  manner  of  their  work"  (Dr.  W. 
A.  Ogden,  pastor  of  the  Washington 
First  Brethren  Church  and  also  a 
board  member  of  the  FMS).

She  would  eat  a  whole 
loaf  if  we  would  let  her. 

The  Africans  were  very  warm  in 
their  greetings.  Most  of  them  said,

vou  have  returned  amono  us.

Our  flight  from  San  Francisco  to 
Banoui,  Africa,  seemed  to  be  a  lono 
one  even  though  onlv  20  hours  of 
flving  time  was  involved.  It  was 
broken  into  three  laps  with  a  ten- 
dav  lavover  in  Winona  Lake  and  a 
12-hour  wait  in  Paris.  Two  ten- 
month-old  babies  plus  diaper  bags, 
baby  food,  stroller,  and  so  forth, 
proved  a  little  different  from  guitars, 


cameras,  and  portable  tape  recorder, 
but  the  compensations  are  immense- 
Iv  greater! 

We  arrived  in  Bossangoa,  C.A.R., 
on  the  fifth  of  November.  These 
past  weeks  have  been  busv  with 
getting  settled,  working  on  the  well, 
overhauling  the  light  plant,  welding 
broken  chassis  on  mission  vehicles, 
holding  conferences  with  local  pas- 
tors, preaching  in  various  churches  on 
Sundays,  and  planning  a  program  of 
activities  for  the  coming  year. 

Plans  for  1966  include  conferences 
for  more  than  ten  church  districts  of 
this  area  to  stimulate  interest  and  to 
give  instruction  to  the  churches  and 
church  leaders  in  such  things  as  per- 
sonal and  village  evangelism,  the  de- 
velopment of  v\'eaker  churches,  Sun- 
dav-school  teachers'  training,  boys', 
girls',  men's  and  women's  programs 
in  local  churches,  and  special  classes 
for    pastors. 

We  co\et  the  prayers  of  God's 
people  in  the  homeland  that  in  all 
our  planning  we  may  be  led  bv  the 
Holv  Spirit.  We  know  that  the  Lord 
will  bring  forth  fruit  to  His  glory- 
as  we  walk  in  close  fellowship  with 
Christ.

A  changing  world  .  .  .  changing 
methods  .  .  .  this  is  the  normal  de- 
velopment. 

It  is  no  different  in  foreign  mis- 
sions. 

Once  the  mission  compound  was 
the  center  of  activity  on  the  field. 
Foreign  influences  were  seen  in  the 
type  of  buildings  erected.  Often 
dozens,  even  hundreds  of  people 
were  employed  by  the  mission,  and 
the  bills  were  paid  with  foreign 
capital.  Missionaries  did  the  preach- 
ing and  pastored  the  churches. 

But  the  idea  of  the  mission  com- 
pound is  passe.  Today's  challenge 
for  the  missionary  is  to  train  the  na- 
tionals of  the  country  to  go  out  and 
reach  their  owti  people  for  Christ. 
The  identity  of  the  mission  is  not 
lost,  but  more  and  more  the  national 
church  is  being  taught  to  evangelize 
and  train  its  own. 

The  impact  of  communications  is 
increasing.  Radios  are  found  in  the 
far  parts  of  the  world,  and  transmit- 
ters are  beaming  the  Gospel  to  the 
remotest  sections,  including  those 
areas  behind  the  Iron  and  Bamboo 
Curtains.  In  Argentina  especially, 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions  has  an 
excellent  radio  ministry.  Sound  films 
are  being  used  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel, a  modem  means  of  evangeliza- 
tion which  fascinates  the  nationals 
and  brings  them  out  in  large  num- 
bers. 

Brethren  printing  presses  are  pil- 
ing up  thousands  of  pages  annually 


proclaiming  the  message  of  Christ. 
Missionaries  are  concerned  not  only 
with  printing  the  message,  but  also 
with  training  the  nationals  to  write 
and  produce  the  materials.  Book- 
stores and  distribution  programs  are 
just  as  important  to  getting  the  Word 
out.  Bookstores  have  been  established 
in  Argentina,  Africa,  Brazil,  and 
Mexico.  On  other  fields  our  mission- 
aries cooperate  with  Christian  book- 
stores. In  France  a  bookmobile  has 
become  almost  indispensable  to  the 
work    of    literature    distribution. 

Medical  missions  techniques  are 
undergoing  change.  In  the  Central 
African  Republic,  Christians  are 
being  trained  to  help  their  own  peo- 
ple meet  the  medical  and  dental 
needs.  Two  doctors  and  one  dentist, 
as  well  as  a  number  of  nurses,  are 
occupied  in  the  endeavor.  Very  re- 
centlv  a  dental  building  was  com- 
pleted on  the  medical  center  station 
at   Boguila. 

Modem  techniques— yes,  but  the 
workers  are  still  preachers  and  teach- 
ers of  the  Word. 

The  heart  of  missions  today  still 
remains:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture." And  one  thing  more  remains 
the  same:  the  importance  of  the  in- 
dividual worker.  Someone  has  said, 
"God  buries  His  workers  but  His 
work  goes  on."  One  generation  passes 
from  the  scene,  but  another  rises  to 
assume  responsibility  in  proclaiming 
the  good  news  of  salvation;  the  mes- 
sage does  not  change.  Brethren  For- 
eign  Missions  still  knows  the  chal-

lenge:  "Neither  is  there  salvation  in 
any  other:  for  there  is  none  other 
name  under  heaven  given  among 
men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved." 
There  must  be  a  continual  stream  of 
workers  going  to  the  field  to  proclaim 
this  message.  At  least  four  couples 
are  needed  in  France.  A  minimum 
of  25  persons  is  needed  in  Africa  to 
maintain  the  current  program  and 
launch  out  for  the  future.  Two  to 
four  couples  could  easily  be  used  in 
the  work  in  Argentina  and  Brazil. 
And  others  are  needed  if  we  are  to 
open  new  fields  of  endeavor  for  the 
Lord.  While  these  workers  are  need- 
ed now,  surely  this  number  should  be 
the  minimum  requirement  as  we 
look  forward  to  a  ten-year  program 
culminating  with  our  diamond  jubi- 
lee anniversary  year,   1975. 

Each  Christian  is  important!  Not 
just  the  missionaries  on  the  seven 
fields,  but  every  member  of  The 
Brethren  Church  .  .  .  working 
through  increased  prayer,  increased 
giving,  increased  dedication  to  go! 
We  must  not  be  just  a  "missionary- 
minded  church."  And  missions  must 
not  be  just  a  department  of  the 
church:  it  must  be  the  very  life  of  the 
church!  The  decision  to  enter  into 
God's  worldwide  program  or  not  to 
enter  is  not  left  with  the  individual 
Christian.  His  decision  is  whether  he 
will  obey  the  great  commission  to 
"Go  ve  therefore,  and  teach  all  na- 
tions.  .   .  ." 

True,  methods  are  different.  But 
the  message  and  the  responsibility 
are  still  the  same!

yet  unchanged  by  the  power  of  His 
wonderful   saving   grace. 

God  needs  saved,  trained,  wholly 
committed  young  people  in  action 
for  Him  around  the  world  witnessing 
at  home,  at  school,  ever^'where.  Thev 
must  be  controlled  by  the  Holv 
Spirit  with  the  ultimate  goal  in  life 
to  take  Jesus  Christ  to  any  who  do 
not  know  Him  as  Saviour  and  Lord. 
In  the  lives  of  our  Christian  youth 
lies  the  potential  of  the  future 
church.  These  will  be  the  mission- 
aries, pastors  and  pastors'  wives, 
faithful  laymen  and  women,  Chris- 
tian teachers,  nurses  and  youth  lead- 
ers. 

Someone  has  said,  "Today's  Chris- 
tian   teens    can    change    tomorrow's 


world."  But  this  can  never  be  done 
without  the  help  of  Christian  adults 
today— nor  without  an  education 
founded  upon  the  premise  that  "the 
fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of 
knowledge"  (Prov.  1:7).  Christ  must 
be  the  center  and  the  foundation 
of  all  their  learning. 

As  we  think  of  a  Christ-centered 
education,  let  me  ask  this  question: 
Just  where  does  a  Christian  educa- 
tion begin?  Much  depends  upon  the 
home  into  which  a  child  is  bom. 
For  many  a  babe  it  begins  in  his 
mother's  arms  the  first  time  he  is 
conscious  of  her  spoken  prayer  or 
song  of  Jesus'  love.  For  many  others 
it  does  not  begin  until  someone 
tells  them  the  story  of  Jesus  in  Sun- 
day school,  church,  neighborhood 
class  or  campus  Bible  hour.  The 
vital  factor  is  that  Christian  educa- 
tion must  not  only  have  a  beginning 
but  must  also  continue  through  the 
life  of  an  individual.  This  is  abso- 
lutely essential  if  he  is  to  be  trained 
for  and  yielded  to  God's  will  for  his 
life,  if  he  is  to  be  ready  v\'hen  the 
time  comes  for  active  Christian  serv- 
ice. 

None  of  us  women  in  WMC  in 
our  Brethren  churches  can  close  our 
eyes  to  our  own  responsibi-lity  to  do 
our  part  toward  the  Christian  educa- 
tion of  the  youth  of  our  Sunday 
schools,  in  Brethren  youth  organiza- 
tions, and  in  Grace  College  and 
Grace  Theological  Seminary.  All  of 
these  areas  of  training  desperately 
need  our  help  in  order  that  our  youth 
mav  be  ready  when  Christ  calls  them 
into  action. 

We  are  their  spiritual  mothers  and 
they  have  a  right  to  depend  on  us. 
May  God  burden  our  hearts  to  prav 
for  them,  serve  for  them,  and  give 
our  offerings  that  the  needs  of  our 
youth  work  and  our  own  Grace 
Schools  may  be  supplied.  May  God's 
blessings  to  us  be  made  manifest  to 
others  as  we  complete  the  ingather- 
ing of  our  Christian  Education  Of- 
fering this  month.  ▼

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We  Trained  at  Grace  Seminary-- 

for  Missionary  Service  in   Viet  Nam 


In  the  spring  of  1958  my  hus- 
band, two  little  boys,  and  I  left  the 
United  States,  and  we  headed  for 
Viet  Nam  to  serve  our  first  term 
with  the  Wycliffe  Bible  Translators. 
Due  to  the  political  situation  in 
Viet  Nam  at  that  time  we  were  de- 
layed in  the  Philippines  for  nine 
months  waiting  for  visas.  Finally  in 
January  of  1959  we  arrived  in  Sai- 
gon and  plunged  into  language  study. 
After  we  had  gained  sufficient  com- 
mand of  the  Vietnamese  language 
(the  national  language  of  Viet  Nam), 
we  moved  to  the  area  where  the 
Roglai  tribespeople  could  be  reached 
and  began  learning  their  language  in 
preparation  for  giving  them  the 
Word  of  God. 

We  could  not  live  in  their  vil- 
lages, because  officials  feared  we 
would  be  in  danger  from  the  Viet 
Cong.  So  we  lived  in  a  Vietnamese 
town  and  went  by  bicycle  or  motor- 
bike the  seven  kilometers  (about  four 
miles)  to  their  village.  The  particular 
village  to  which  we  had  access  was 
a  resettlement  of  Roglai  and  Koho 
tribesmen  who  had  come  to  the  Lord 
as  a  result  of  the  work  of  Christian 
and  Missionary  Alliance  mission- 
aries. (For  a  fascinating  and  factual 
account  of  their  coming  to  the  Lord 
and  their  consequent  persecution, 
consult  The  Bamboo  Cross  written 
by  Homer  Dowdy  and  published  by 
Harpers.)*  We  made  no  attempt  to 
hold  women's  or  children's  classes 
because  during  the  day  most  of  the 
people  left  the  village  and  went  to 
work  in  their  rice  fields  some  dis- 
tance away  or  else  went  into  the 
nearby  forests  to  gather  firewood  for 
selling.  Thus  the  old,  the  sick,  and 
the  very  young  were  often  the  only 
ones  left  in  the  village  until  evening, 
and  we  had  had  to  be  back  in  our 
town  by  sundown.  So  my  husband 
hired  a  young  father  to  stav  home 
from  the  fields  and  help  him  with

learning  the  language  and  a  young 
woman  to  help  me.  Then  began  the 
days  and  weeks  of  listening  and 
writing  down  sounds  and  words  and 
sentences  until  we  began  to  make 
sense  out  of  the  jumble  and  piece  to- 
gether something  of  what  their  lan- 
guage was  like. 

As  the  years  have  passed  we  have 
valued  our  years  of  training  at  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  as  one  of  the 
Lord's  abundant  blessings  to  us. 
Those  tedious  hours  back  at  Winona 
Lake   burning   the    midnight   oil    to

ferret  out  the  meaning  of  strange- 
looking  Hebrew  symbols  and  Greek 
sentences  have  proved  to  be  hours 
well  spent.  Since  we  were  headed 
for  the  mission  field  as  Bible  trans- 
lators, we  availed  ourselves  of  as  many 
Greek  and  Hebrew  courses  as  pos- 
sible, learning  to  read  the  original 
languages  and  then  translating  for 
ourselves.  This  knowledge  is  of  in- 
estimable value  in  translating  God's 
Word  into  another  language  for  peo- 
ple who  express  thoughts  and  ideas 
in   ways   that   sound   strange   to  our 
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American  ear.  As  we  translate,  it  is 
of  utmost  importance  to  know  ex- 
actly how  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment writers  expressed  things;  being 
able  to  translate  from  the  original 
languages  rather  than  translating 
from  our  English  translations  is  a 
great  help. 

The  courses  in  Christian  educa- 
tion that  I  took  at  Grace  have  been 
of  great  value  to  me  in  teaching  and 
training  my  own  children  in  a  for- 
eign land.  Sometimes  Mommy  has 
to  be  schoolteacher,  too,  and  any 
training  in  the  field  of  education 
makes    this    task    less    formidable. 

Some  of  the  most  beneficial  hours 
we  spent  at  Grace  were  in  Dr.  Her- 
man Hoyt's  Bible  courses  and  Dr. 
Alva  J.  McClain's  theology  classes. 
Learning  the  basic  truths  and  con- 
cepts God  gives  us  in  His  Word  is 
fundamental  to  giving  God's  mes- 
sage to  any  man  in  any  land.  These 
areas  of  training  at  Grace  have  been 
of  lasting  worth. 

Not  only  have  we  benefited  from 
our  training  at  Grace  in  our  work, 
but— and  possibly  this  is  of  greater 
import— we  have  also  gained  much 
in  our  own  spiritual  lives.  During  our 
term  in  Viet  Nam,  and  especially 
just  before  furlough,  we  went 
through  a  dark  time  of  personal  trial 
in  which  we  were  cast  upon  God  in 
a  way  we  had  never  experienced  be- 
fore. Over  and  over  again  during 
those  hard  days  of  trial  I  thanked  the 
Lord  for  the  foundation  in  His  Word 
that  I  had  gained  largely  at  Grace. 

In  these  intervening  years  since 
we  studied  at  Grace  we  have  come 
to  a  greater  appreciation  of  its  empha- 
sis on  God's  written  Word.  Recent- 
ly we  heard  a  friend  who  had  attend- 
ed a  seminary  of  one  of  America's 
larger  evangelical  denominations,  ex- 
press his  disappointment  that  so 
much  time  was  spent  studying  every- 
thing but  the  Bible  itself— studying 
about  the  Bible  and  how  to  teach  it 
and  its  psychological  and  emotional

Once  there  was  a  very  little  girl 
who  often  said:  "Someday  I  want  to 
go  and  dress  the  heathen  children, 
because  thev  have  no  dresses.  Then, 
I  want  to  tell  them  about  Jesus  who 
loves  me."  Because  this  little  girl 
was  born  to  Christian  parents,  and 
reared  and  nurtured  in  a  home  where 
the  highest  Christian  values  were 
stressed  and  where  the  work  of  rela- 
tives who  were  missionaries  and 
preachers  was  discussed  and  prayed 
for,  perhaps  it  is  not  so  surprising  to 
know  of  her  early  burden. 

As  the  vears  passed,  Mary  Ann 
Habeaser  never  lost  that  interest  in 
ttiose  who  do  not  know  the  Saviour. 
Step  by  step  she  prepared  for  a  mis- 
sionary career,  and  God  opened  for 
her  a  place  of  service  like  the  one 
she  dreamed  about  when  a  little 
girl.  Today  Miss  Habegger  is  in  the 
last  year  of  her  third  term  of  sen'ice 
as  a  missionarv  nurse  in  the  Central 
African  Republic. 

In  a  busy  Mennonite  farm  house- 
hold in  the  area  of  Berne,  Indiana, 
Mary  Ann  and  her  six  brothers  and 
sisters  grew  up,  worked  hard,  and 
were  happy  in  it  all.  The  family 
was  of  Swiss  origin,  as  were  manv 
others  in  that  section,  and  speaking 
Swiss  was  just  natural  to  the  chil- 
dren. 

The  family  was  very  active  in 
their  church,  and  perhaps  partly  be- 
cause grandfather  was  secretarv- 
treasurer  of  the  Sunday  school  for 
many  vears,  thev  learned  much  about 
missions  and  "giving  and  going"  and 
the  need  for  laborers.  Then,  too, 
there  were  an  aunt  and  an  uncle 
who  were  missionaries,  and  three 
preacher-uncles.  The  work  of  all 
these  was  of  vital  concern  to  the  Ha- 
begger family,  and  prayer  for  them 
was  a  daily  matter.  Right  in  their 
own  home  they  had  assisted  the  mis- 


sionary relatives  in  packing,  and 
when  in  later  years  daughter  Mary 
Ann  was  preparing  to  leave  for  the 
mission  field  herself,  the  missionary- 
packing  techniques  already  learned 
came  in  handv. 

\^Tien  Mary  Ann  was  in  third 
grade,  she  accepted  the  Lord  during 
a  union  evangelistic  campaign  undei 
the  ministry  of  Dr.  Oswald  Smith. 
Five  vears  later,  during  a  similar 
campaign,  she  presented  herself  to 
the  Lord  for  full-time  service,  and 
from  that  time  on  she  prepared  for 
the  mission  field.  The  preparation 
included  nurses  training  at  the  Lu- 
theran Hospital  in  Fort  Wayne,  In- 
diana, and  two  years  each  in  Temple 
Missionarv  Training  School  and 
Grace  Seminary.  It  was  in  Fort 
Wavne  that  she  became  acquainted 
with  The  Brethren  Church  and  came 
into  the  membership  of  the  First 
Brethren  Church,  where  she  is  still  a 
member. 

In  due  process  of  time  her  prepa- 
ration was  completed,  and  in  the 
summer  of  1953  Mars'  Ann  arrived 
on  the  field  to  which  God  had  called 
her  and  for  which  she  had  so  long 
prepared.  Her  station  has  for  some 
time  been  Boguila,  where  the  Medi- 
cal Center  is  located.  For  a  mission- 
ary nurse,  no  two  days  are  the  same. 
Her  letters  home  invariably  include 
one  sentence:  "So,  you  see,  there  is 
never  a  dull  moment  for  me  around 
here";  and,  as  she  relates  her  activ- 
ities, they  bear  out  the  statement! 
God  has  blessed  her  with  health  and 
zeal  and  energy,  and  she  uses  it  all 
for  Him.  Her  fine  singing  voice  is 
used  for  His  glory,   too. 

As  a  growing  girl  Mar\'  Ann 
would  often  admonish  her  brothers: 
"Never  learn  to  fly:  you  might  be 
killed!"  The  possibility  seemed  to  be 
of  real  concern  to  her.  But  with  the

passing  of  the  years,  it  developed  that 
Mary  Ann  herself  was  the  one  who 
must  take  to  flying  in  order  to  reach 
her  field  of  service.  Her  fears  were 
committed  to  the  Lord,  and  He  has 
cared  for  her  in  all  her  journeys. 
There  was  one  incident  of  incon- 
venience in  her  last  return  to  Africa. 
She  found  herself  traveling  all  the 
way  with  only  a  large  handbag  for 
luggage.  That  might  be  someone's 
idea  of  the  ideal  way  to  "travel  light," 
but  it  was  not  intentional  on  Mary 
Ann's  part.  It  seems  that  her  lug- 
gage was  somehow  not  put  on  the 
plane  which  she  boarded  in  Chicago. 
She  went  from  New  York  to  Paris 
to  Bangui— and  still  no  luggage.  Mis- 
sionarv friends  helped  their  co-worker 
"Hobbie"  in  her  predicament.  Even- 
tually the  luggage  arrived  in  Bangui 
—before  time  for  her  to  go  up-coun- 
trv  to  Boguila.  Her  conclusion— "It's 
less  embarrassment  and  less  trouble 
when  the  luggage  keeps  pace  with 
the  passenger"— is  probably  a  master- 
piece  of   understatement! 

"Dressing  heathen  children"— yes 
—although  probably  her  early  ambi- 
tion didn't  forsee  that  she  would 
be  involved  with  "dressings"  in  a 
medical  sense.  But  God  led,  and  she 
followed,  and  today  Mary  Ann  Ha- 
begger serves  Him  efficiently  and 
energetically  in  ministering  both 
physically  and  spiritually  in  a  plaee 
of  need.  '  .       T

A  Missionary  Report  From  Mexico    ^::^t'^l^^X

"One  Day  Jesus  Will  Return"  is 
a  favorite  hymn  and  the  precious 
theme  of  the  lives  of  most  of  the 
WMC  women  in  Mexico.  We  have 
happy  spiritual  times  together  as  we 
meet  monthly.  There  are  just  two 
formal  WMC  groups  here:  one  in 
Mexicali  under  the  direction  of 
Ofelia  Peraza,  and  the  other  in  Ti- 
juana with  Maria  Davalos.  Women 
from  all  the  missions  join  the  group 
in   Tijuana. 

All  the  women  like  to  have  a  part, 
so  we  have  many  captains.  For  in- 
stance, there  are  a  program  captain, 
a  prayer  captain,  a  study  captain,  a 
devotional  captain,  and  a  work  cap- 
tain. There  is  even  a  record  cap- 
tain, who  comes  to  each  meeting 
with  all  her  charts;  she  has  each  lady 
stand  up  and  report  the  number  of 
chapters  she  has  read,  repeat  the 
verses  she  has  memorized,  and  so 
forth.  Each  month  we  are  to  learn 
four  verses  and   read    100  chapters. 

The  women  enjoy  chapter-by- 
chapter  explanation  of  the  Bible 
with  questions  to  take  home  and 
write  the  answers  for.  They  turn 
these  in  at  each  meeting  and  take 
home  a  new  set.  The  definite  in- 
terest in  Bible  study  stems  from  the 
fact  that  the  Bible  is  new  to  them. 
As  they  come  out  of  Catholicism  they 
don't  know  even  the  simple  Bible 
stories. 

Our  prayer  session  occupies  about 
one-third  of  our  meeting  time,  and  I 
know  the  women  grow  bountifully 
because  of  these  prayer  experiences 
together. 

Work  projects  are  taken  home  by 
each  woman  to  be  completed  and 
returned  at  the  next  meeting.  We 
make  the  baptism  robes  and  towels 
(often  basically  done  and  supplied  by 
State-side  WMC  groups),  table  cov- 
ers, hymn  book  covers,  choir  robes, 
and  so  forth. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the 
visitation  captain  gives  each  neigh- 
borhood group  a  few  names;  on  our 
way  home  we  all  make  several  visits, 
encouraging,  leaving  tracts,  inviting 
and  witnessing. 

You    say,    "Why,    that's   just    like 


our  WMC!"  Yes,  basically  it  is.  There 
are  some  things  that  would  impress 
you  as  being  very  different  if  you 
were  to  visit  us,  however.  The  most 
obvious  is  the  language.  I  think  the 
next  thing  you  would  notice  is  the 
participation,  voluntary  and  profuse. 
Lesson  study  time,  testimony  time, 
prayer  time  are  all  times  for  everv- 


on  a  cement  floor  in  an  unhealed 
building  in  wintertime.  The  number 
of  infants  present  would  probably 
distract  you.  I'm  sure,  however,  that 
you  would  come  away  from  the  meet- 
ing conscious  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  filling  and  blessing  each  heart 
present.  Most  of  our  visitors  say,  "I 
couldn't  understand  a  word  of  it  and 
yet  I  understood."  ▼

"The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of 
God;  an  J  the  firmament  sheweth  his 
handyvork"    (Ps.    19:1). 

God  declares  His  handywork  in  a 
multitude  of  ways,  and  the  heart  of 
His  trusting  child  responds  to  this 
declaration.  Every  Christian  woman 
mav  see  God's  glory  reflected  in  the 
ordinary  things  of  everyday  life— a 
drive  in  the  country,  mountains  with 
tall  pines  scanning  the  skies,  oceans, 
lakes,  countrv  lanes,  twilight,  fellow- 
ship with  God's  people,  good  health, 
the  warmth  of  a  fireside  in  winter 
and  the  touch  of  a  loved  one's  hand. 

God's  provision  for  us  is  manifested 
in  the  precious  treasures  He  has  en- 
trusted to  our  care— our  children.  A 
Christian  mother  feels  responsibility, 
to  God  when  a  child's  arms  are 
tightly  entvyined  about  her  neck  and 
when  the  child's  trusting  eyes  gaze 
into  her  own.  With  this  responsibility 
God  has  provided  help,  for  in  Prov- 
erbs He  promises,  "Train  up  a  child 
in  the  way  he  should  go:  and  vyhen 
he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from 
it."  How  wonderful  our  God  is,  how- 
great  He  is,  how  much   He  gives! 

In  spite  of  all  the  blessings  which 
belong  to  the  child  of  God,  some 
murmur  and  complain.  They  seem 
never  to  be  satisfied.  In  the  hum- 
drum of  everyday  living,  many  for- 
get the  wonderful  things  Gcxl  has 
given. 

God's  child  should  constantly  be 
encouraged.    When    the    way    seems 


hard,  remember  that  every  evening 
there  is  a  beautiful  sunset  or  perhaps 
a  beautiful  rainbow  to  follow  the 
rain.  We  cannot  really  appreciate 
one  without  the  other.  The  Word 
says,  "The  fining  pot  is  for  silver, 
and  the  furnace  for  gold:  but  the 
Lord  trieth  the  hearts"  (Prov.  17:3). 
A  little  rain  is  sometimes  a  blessing 
in  disguise:  no  matter  what  comes 
our  way,  He  never  fails  us.  "A  faith- 
ful man  shall  abound  with  blessings" 
(Prov.  28:20). 

As  the  earth  yields  food  for  our 
bodies,  God  gives  food  for  our  souls 
through  the  Word.  We  need  to  feed 
our  souls  at  least  as  often  as  we  feed 
our  bodies.  If  we  are  starving  spirit- 


ually, there  is  no  spiritual  vitality. 
Every  day  can  be  a  wonderful  and 
thrilling  experience,  filled  with  op- 
portunities for  service  and  moments 
to  spend  with  the  Word  and  in  pray- 
er. We  can  not  afford  to  be  prayer- 
less,  for  a  prayerless  Christian  is  a 
powerless  Christian.  Prayer  is  possi- 
ble while  washing  dishes,  waxing 
floors,  or  polishing  furniture,  and 
the  little  time  taken  between  tasks 
to  read  the  Word  yields  abundantly. 
"WTien   upon   life's  billows  you   are 

tempest-tossed, 
WTien  you  are  discouraged,  thinking 

all  is  lost, 
Count    your    many   blessings,    name 

them  one  bv  one, 
And  it  will   surprise   vou   what   the

effects,  but  neglecting  actually  to 
study  God's  Book.  How  thankful  we 
are  that  at  Grace  the  emphasis  was 
upon  God's  Word  and  what  He  has 
said  to  man,  and  that  we  were  privi- 
leged to  dig  right  into  it  for  ourselves, 
discovering  its  truths  and  treasures. 
Two  verses  come  to  my  mind  as 
characteristic  of  our  training  at 
Grace:  "Study  to  shew  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  a.shamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth"  (II  Tim. 
2:15).  "And  the  things  that  thou 
hast  heard  of  me  among  many  wit- 
nesses, the  same  commit  thou  to  faith- 
ful men,  who  shall  be  able  to  teach 
others    also"    (II    Tim.

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One  of  the  strange  problems  of 
our  day  is  that  of  the  high  school 
dropout.  In  a  da\'  when  education  is 
more  necessar\'  than  ever  before, 
when  technolog)'  is  the  order  of  the 
day,  when  everyone  should  know 
that  the  coming  years  will  demand 
greater  technical  skills  than  any  pe- 
riod in  history,  yet  we  are  seeing  a 
tremendous  increase  in  school  drop- 
outs. The  state  of  Virginia,  accord- 
ing to  recent  reports,  has  a  40  per 
cent  school  dropout  rate,  exceeded 
only  by  Mississippi  and  New  Mex- 
ico. All  over  the  nation,  the  problem 
is  being  felt.  The  Memphis  Com- 
mercial-Afipeal  reported  recently  that 
if  school  dropouts  continue  as  at 
present,  in  ten  years  there  will  be 
32  million  adults  without  high 
school  diplomas  in  the  nation's  labor 
force.  Our  government  is  trying  to 
do  something  about  the  situation. 
The  Job  Corps  was  begun  to  give 
some  training  to  dropouts.  Films  and 
radio  messages  are  being  directed 
to  high  school  students,  pointing  out 
the  advantages  of  staying  in  school. 
We  would  certainly  join  with  those 
voices   in   urging  our  young  people 


to  secure  all  the  education  they  can, 
even  beyond  high  school  if  possible. 

But  there  is  another  serious  drop- 
out problem  I  would  have  you  con- 
sider. It  is  the  church  dropout,  the 
Christian  dropaitt.  We  have  a  seri- 
ous problem  here  too!  In  our  church 
and  in  every  church  there  is  a  group 
who  used  to  come  regularly,  who 
used  to  sing,  who  used  to  pray^,  who 
used  to  tithe— but  now  they  are 
never  seen.  They  are  the  Christian 
dropouts,  and  there  are  too  many  of 
them. 

What  causes  dropouts?  In  the 
school  problem,  most  of  those  who 
drop  out  do  so  because  thev  become 
discouraged  with  their  progress,  or 
because  something  outside  of  school 
looks  attractive,  or  because  thev  listen 
to  some  wrong  advice.  I  don't  think 
the  church  dropout  problem  is  very 
much  different.  Probably  for  the 
same  reasons  people  drop  out  of 
church  and  of  Christian  service. 
They  become  discouraged  with 
the  slow  growth  they  see  in  them- 
selves and  in  others.  They  become 
critical  of  the  church  leaders.  They 
lose  interest  in  spiritual  things.  They 


look  at  worldly  things  on  the  outside 
and  these  things  have  an  appeal,  and 
they  listen  to  neighbors  and  friends 
who  seem  to  be  getting  along  just 
fine  without  the  church  and  the 
Lord— and  so  they  drop  out. 

Just  like  the  school  dropout,  the 
church  dropout  is  making  a  sad  mis- 
take both  for  the  present  and  also  for 
the  future.  He  is  closins  the  door  to 

o 

a  great  opportunity  right  now  to 
find  teaching  and  fellowship  and 
help,  and  he  is  perhaps  ruining  his 
chances  for  ever  serving  the  Lord, 
and  perhaps  even  for  finding  salva- 
tion. The  dropout  is  a  loser. 

The  Bible  speaks  of  several  peo- 
ple who  were  dropouts  in  their  day. 
I  think  we  can  profit  from  their  ex- 
perience. In  John  6;66  we  read  that 
"many  of  the  disciples  went  back, 
and  walked  no  more  with  him."  It 
goes  on  to  describe  Jesus'  feeling 
about  this.  'Then  said  Jesus  unto  the 
tv\'elve.  Will  )'e  also  go  away?"  Peter, 
who  later  himself  became  a  dropout 
for  a  few  days,  answered,  "Lord,  to 
whom  shall  we  go?  thou  hast  the 
words  of  eternal  life."  At  this  time 
Peter  was  no  dropout.  He  knew  he 
was  in  the  place  where  he  would 
receive  the  best  teaching  and  the 
best  advice  and  the  best  fellowship 
he  could  find  an\'where,  so  he  chose 
to  stav  where  he  was.  But  some 
dropped  out. 

Here  are  three  dropouts  the  Bible 
mentions: 

The   Dropout   Who  Lost   Everything 

The  prodigal  son  started  out  with 
a  fair  opportunity  in  life.  He  had  a 
home,  a  family,  all  his  needs  pro- 
vided, a  future  to  look  forward  to, 
a  name  to  live  up  to,  and  an  honor- 
able profession.  He  had  just  about 
everything  a  young  man  might  desire. 
But  then  he  became  a  dropout.  It  all 
seems  so  senseless. 

But  the  Christian  dropout  is  just 
as  senseless.  For  the  Christian  in  fel- 
lowship with  the  Lord  has  a  home— 
a  church  home  and  a  heavenly  home. 
He  has  a  father,  a  heavenly  Father. 
He  has  all  his  needs  provided.  God 
has  promised  to  supply  all  our  needs 
according  to  His  riches  in  glory.  We 
have  a  future  to  look  forward  to— 
our  home  in  heaven,  eternity  with 
Christ,  our  glorified  bodies,  reunion 
with  loved  ones,  rewards  at  the  judg-

ment  seat  of  Christ.  We  have  a  fam- 
ily to  be  proud  of.  We  belong  to  the 
family  of  God.  We  have  a  name  to 
li\'e  up  to— the  name  of  Christ.  To 
turn  aside  from  all  of  this  is  to  lose 
e\'erything  worthwhile.  This  is  what 
happened  to  the  prodigal  son.  He 
was  the  dropout  who  lost  everything. 

The   Dropout   Never   Heard   From 
Again 

In  II  Timothy  4;  10  we  read  the 
sad  words  of  Paul:  "For  Demas  hath 
forsaken  me,  having  lo\'cd  this  pres- 
ent world."  Demas  was  a  disciple 
who  is  mentioned  two  other  times  in 
Scripture  as  a  fellow  laborer  in  the 
cause  of  Christ.  He  even  went  out  as 
a  missionary.  But  something  happen- 
ed to  Demas.  He  fell  in  lo\e  with  the 
world.  No  doubt  his  downfall  went 
something  like  this:  First,  he  fell  in 
lo\e  with  the  world's  people.  He  be- 
gan to  enjoy  their  compan\'  more 
than  the  company  of  Christian  peo- 


ple. Second,  he  fell  in  love  with  the 
world's  places.  He  found  pleasure  in 
frequenting  places  where  the  Chris- 
tian had  no  business  spending  time 
or  money.  And,  finally,  he  fell  in 
love  with  the  world's  practices.  He 
perhaps  enjoyed  drinking  with  his 
new  friends.  He  enjoyed  the  games 
of  chance  thev  allowed  him  to  play 
with  them.  He  enjoyed  the  immoral 
activities  some  of  them  practiced. 
And  by  this  time  Demas  was  a  drop- 
out. He  was  never  heard  from  again, 
as  far  as  Scripture  is  concerned. 
WTiat  became  of  him  we  don't  know, 
but  I  can't  help  but  believe  that 
in  time  the  glitter  faded,  the  sweet- 
ness  turned  sour,  and  the  pleasure 
became  misery.  Whether  he  turned 
back  to  the  Lord  and  the  church  we 
don't  know.  He  was  the  dropout 
never  heard  from  again. 

The  Dropout  Who  Came  Back 

John  Mark  was  one  of  the  first 
missionaries  of  the  Bible.  He  went 
with  Paul  on  the  first  missionary 
journey.  But  somehow,  during  that 
trip,  ALirk  got  off  the  track.  He 
dropped  out  of  circulation.  When 
the  party  reached  Pamphvlia  in  Asia 
Minor,  Mark  went  back  home.  He 
was  a  dropout. 

Whatever  was  the  reason,  it  was 
enough  that  Paul  thought  it  unwise 
to  take  him  with  him  on  the  next 
trip.  As  far  as  Paul  was  concerned, 
this  dropout  had  lost  his  usefulness 
to  him  as  a  missionary.  He  chose 
somebody  else  to  take  his  place.  That 
is  the  trouble  with  dropouts.  They 
sometimes  ruin  their  usefulness  for 
the  Lord,  e\'en  sometimes  for  the  rest 
of  their  lives,  by  the  course  they  take 
when  thev  drop  out  of  service. 

But  Mark's  story  has  a  happy  end- 
ing. In  II  Timothy  4:11,  some  time 
after  Mark's  defection,  Paul  writes 
to  Timothy,  "Take  Mark,  and  bring 
him  with  thee:  for  he  is  profitable  to 
me  for  the  ministry."  Mark  came 
hack!  He  pro\'ed  himself.  Paul  want- 
ed him  as  a  missionary  again!  He  was 
the  dropout  who  came  back. 

That  is  the  wonderful  thing  about 
the  grace  of  our  Lord.  Dropouts  can 
come  back.  .At  some  time  probably 
all  of  us  ha\e  been  dropouts,  at  least 
for  a  short  time  or  in  some  phase  of 
the  Lord's  work.  It  mav  be  that  today 
you  are  a  dropout.  Then  why  not 
come  back  right  now?  ▼

of  the

CATACOMBS 

and  What  They  Reveal

The  catacombs  of  Rome,  burial 
places  of  innumerable  Christians  of 
the  first  three  centuries,  are  replete 
with  inscriptions,  pictures,  objects, 
and  symbols  which  set  forth  the 
character  of  the  faith  of  the  Chris- 
tians of  these  early  centuries.  Such 
factors  demonstrate  clearly  that  these 
Christians  possessed  a  simple  faith 
based  on  the  Word  of  God.  This 
faith  was  free  from  the  complicated 
ceremonialism  and  liturgy  that  de 
veloped  in  later  centuries  and  which 
resulted  in  clouding  the  faith  that 
was  such  a  vibrant  influence  in  the 
life  of  these  early  believers. 

Much  of  the  symbolism  that  has 
been  brought  to  light  demonstrates 
the  evangelical  character  of  their 
faith.  This  symbolism  is  so  multi- 
tudinous and  varied  that  in  order  to 
obtain  an  adequate  idea  of  its  char- 
acter one  need  to  study  such  com- 
prehensive    works     as     De     Rossi's 
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Roma  Sotteranea  and  Inscriptiones 
Christianae  or  W.  H.  Withrow's 
The   Catacombs  of   Rome. 

Let  me  present  several  of  the 
most  meaningful  of  these  symbols 
and  consider  their  significance. 

The  Fish 

First,  the  symbol  of  the  fish.  Near- 
ly a  hundred  examples  of  it  have 
been  found.  This  symbol  is  doubt- 
less derived  from  the  acrostic  which 
is  formed  from  the  first  letters  of  the 
Greek  title  of  our  Lord,  namely, 
Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  God,  the  Saxnoiir. 
This  makes  the  Greek  word  ichthiis, 
fish.  It  is  first  mentioned  by  Clement 
of  Alexandria  (150-215).  Tertullian 
(160-220)  refers  to  it  in  his  discus- 
sion of  baptism  as  follows:  "We  are 
little  fishes  in  Christ  our  great  fish. 
For  we  are  bom  in  water,  and  can 
only  be  saved  by  continuing  therein 
[that  is,  through  the  spiritual  grace 


of  which  baptism  is  the  visible  sign]." 
This  symbol  occurs  rudely  sketched 
on  funeral  slabs,  sculptured  on  the 
sarcophagi,  molded  on  lamps,  en- 
graved on  rings  and  seals,  carved 
in  ivory,  mother-of-pearl,  and  pre- 
cious stones,  and  cast  in  bronze  or 
glass.  This  symbol  often  appears 
along  with  other  Christian  emblems, 
such  as  the  anchor  or  dove,  indicat- 
ing that  the  deceased  rests  in  Christ 
in  hope  and  peace.  Sometimes  the 
fish  bears  a  wreath  in  its  mouth,  per- 
haps in  allusion  to  the  crown  which 
Christ  will  give  to  all  His  faithful 
followers. 

There  was  wrapped  up  in  this  sym- 
bol what  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  meant 
to  the  Christians  of  the  first  three 
centuries.  He  was  their  divine  Sav- 
iour, their  hope,  their  all.  In  it  with 
wonderful  brevity  and  distinctness  is 
expressed  their  faith  in  the  Son  of 
God  in  His  two  natures. 
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The  Lamb 

Second,  there  is  the  symbol  of 
the  lamb.  One  such  representation 
presents  the  lamb  with  the  Greek  let- 
ters Alpha  and  Omega  upon  his 
head,  emblems  of  his  divinity.  He  is 
standing  on  a  hillock  from  which 
flow  streams  of  water,  probably  the 
"river  of  water  of  life  .  .  .  proceed- 
ing out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of 
the  Lamb"  (Rev.  22:1).  What  a  testi- 
mony to  the  heart  of  the  Scripture 
is  all  this!  The  manifold  sacrifices 
of  the  Mosaic  system  pointed  to  the 
Lamb  slain  before  the  foundation  of 
the  world,  the  true  Passover  of  man- 
kind. The  lamb  is  central  in  Scrip- 
ture. From  Genesis  to  Revelation  it 
walks  across  the  sacred  pages.  Multi- 
tudes   of    prophetic    utterances    and

bloody  sacrifices  find  their  fulfill- 
ment in  "the  Lamb  of  God  which 
taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world" 
(John  1:29).  In  harmony  with  this 
central  truth  of  Holy  Scripture, 
Christians  of  the  early  centuries  oft- 
times  portrayed  the  lamb  as  the  ap- 
propriate symbol  of  their  abiding 
faith  in  Another  for  their  salvation. 

The   Shepherd 

Third,  there  is  the  shepherd. 
Again  and  again  in  the  gloomy  crypts 
which  housed  the  bodies  of  departed 
saints  there  appeared  representations 
of  Christ  as  the  Good  Shepherd. 
Sometimes  He  is  found  rudel)' 
scratched  on  funeral  slabs,  at  other 
times  elaborately  sculptured  on 
sarcophagi,  molded  on  lamps  and 
vases,  graven  on  seals  and  rings,  or 
prominently  featured   in   frescoes. 

He  is  generally  surrounded  by  a 
group  of  fleecy  followers.  In  two  of 
these  svmbols  depicted  in  Withrow's 
book,  aforementioned,  pages  245  and 


246,  the  Good  Shepherd  carries  a  sick 
or  wounded  sheep  upon  His  shoul- 
ders. In  some  instances  the  sheep  are 
feeding  in  the  Shepherd's  presence. 
In  others  they  are  reclining  at  the 
Shepherd's  feet.  In  all  of  them  they 
are  the  subjects  of  the  watchful 
Shepherd's  care.  By  its  presence  in 
these  caverns  of  the  dead,  this  sym- 
bol seems  vividly  to  reflect  the  words 
of  the  Shepherd  Psalm,  "Yea,  though 
I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil: 
for  thou  art  with  me;  thy  rod  and 
thy  staff  they  comfort  me"  (Ps.  23:4). 

The  Dove 

A  fourth  symbol  appearing  often 
in  the  catacombs  is  the  dove.  The 
dove  is  the  perpetual  synonym  of 
peace.  In  fact,  the  word  "peace"  is 
frequently  annexed  to  the  pictures  of 
the  dove  in  the  catacombs.  The  do\'e 
usually  bears  in  its  beak  or  claws  an 
olive  branch,  the  sign  of  the  retreat- 
ing waters  of  divine  vengeance  from 
the  face  of  the  earth.  It  is,  then,  as 
Tertullian  expresses  it,  "the  herald 
of  the  peace  of  God."  Sometimes  it 
is  seen  sitting  on  the  arms  of  the 
cross,  thus  reflecting  the  scriptural 
idea  that  through  the  death  of  Christ 
peace  was  purchased  for  the  guilty 
sinner. 

The  dove  in  the  catacombs  was  also 
used  as  the  svmbol  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  representations  of  the  baptism  of 
our  Lord.  It  can  readilv  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  the  symbolic  dove  has 
a  twofold  storv  to  tell,  a  story  of 
peace  with  God,  purchased  at  Cal- 
vary, and  of  the  peace  of  God  which 
believers  mav  experience  in  their 
daily  living  through  the  Spirit's  pres- 
ence. 

The  Ship 

Fifth  and  finally,  but  by  no  means 
exhaustively,  there  is  the  symbol  of 
the  ship.  The  idea  expressed  in  this 
symbol  is  that  of  pilgrimage.  This 
world  is  not  the  believer's  home.  He 
is  just  passing  through  it  and  expects 
confidently  to  arrive  in  an  eternal  har- 
bor to  cast  his  anchor.  Tertullian  has 
a  beautiful  passage  in  his  De  Idola- 
tria  which  describes  the  metaphor: 
"Amid  the  reefs  and  inlets,  amid 
the  shallows  and  straits  of  idolatry. 
Faith,  her  sails  filled  with  the  Spirit 
of  God,  navigates;  safe,  if  cautious, 


secure  if  intently  watchful."  Some- 
times the  ship  appears  as  a  type  of  the 
church,  which  passes  through  this 
world  as  a  witness  for  God  and  which 
in  a  glorious  future  day  will  arrive 
in  the  presence  of  God  "holy  and 
without  blemish"  (Eph.   5:27). 

The  symbols  employed  by  the 
Christians  of  the  early  centuries  bear 
testimony  to  a  vital,  evangelical 
faith.  In  connection  with  the  death 
of  their  loved  ones  they  set  forth  in 
pictorial  form  the  character  of  their 
simple  faith.  The  fish,  the  lamb, 
the  shepherd,  the  dove,  the  ship  and 
many  other  symbols  tell  the  story  of 
trust  in  the  fundamental  verities  of 
the  Christian  message.  T

It  is  of  great  importance  that  the 
Brethren  across  our  land  have  a  real 
understanding  about  what  is  coming 
to  pass  in  today's  ecclesiastical 
world.  We  dare  not  be  unconcerned. 
Sooner  or  later  the  conflict  will  be 
forced  upon  us.  Before  that  day 
comes,  it  is  far  better  for  us  to  be 
informed  about  the  ecclesiastical 
movements. 

The  World  Council 

Frequentlv  pastors  are  asked, 
"What  is  the  World  Council  of 
Churches?"  This  is  a  world  organ- 
ization made  up  of  certain  religious 
groups  in  the  United  States  which 
are  associated  with  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America.  Along  with  this,  there  are 
the  Russian,  Rumanian,  Bulgarian 
and  Polish  Orthodox  churches.  Thus, 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  World 
Council  is  not  a  group  of  Protestants, 
because  Protestants  are  already  out- 
numbered. 


At  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
meeting  at  New  Delhi,  a  report  show- 
ed that  "No  definite  program  to  fuse 
Christianity  with  the  'conflicting  be- 
lief of  the  pagan  religions,  such  as 
Hinduism,  Buddhism,  etc.,  was  dis- 
cussed by  the  W.C.C.  at  New  Delhi, 
but  an  inclination  to  syncretism 
seemed  to  be  in  the  minds  of  several 
leaders  and  we  can  look  for  more 
statements  in  the  future  on  syn- 
cretism." Syncretism  is  defined  as 
"the  reconciliation  or  union  of  con- 
flicting beliefs."  This  is  a  term  which 
is  now  becoming  increasingly  popular 
referring  to  all  religions. 

From  the  Official  Guidebook  at 
New  Delhi  comes  this  statement: 
"Within  the  Christian  church  the 
danger  has  constantly  arisen  that  in 
seeking  to  establish  or  to  proclaim 
the  uniqueness  of  its  Lord,  it  dis- 
paraged all  other  lights  and  belittled 
them.  That  is  not  Jesus'  way  at  all. 
He  does  not  regard  the  world  as  such 
as    being    equally    dark    evers^where. 

"There  are  lights  in  the  world; 
that  we  can  say  without  hesitation, 
and  people  who  do  anything  to  bat- 
tle against  the  darkness  of  the  world 


deserve  our  respect,  perhaps  our  ad- 
miration, whether  they  have  devoted 
themselves  to  the  task  of  bringing 
light  into  the  darkness  of  the  world 
as  pious  seekers  after  God,  as  deep 
thinkers  or  as  powerful  molders  of 
human  life.  .  .  . 

"We  cannot  evade  the  stumbling 
block  this  may  raise  by  pretending 
that  He  is  only  one  light  among 
others.  He  has  no  intention  of  com- 
peting with  the  lights  of  this  world." 

Toward  Ecumenism 

While  the  non-Roman  World 
Council  is  talking  about  a  world 
church,  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
is  also  promoting  its  ecumenical 
movement  for  a  world  church.  At 
the  same  time,  many  Protestants  and 
Roman  Catholics  are  courting  each 
other  in  conferences,  special  meetings 
and  dialogues.  Church  union  is  in 
the  air. 

A  news  item  from  Rome,  Italy, 
states,  "Catholic,  Orthodox  and  Prot- 
estant religious  leaders  prayed  to- 
gether with  Pope  Paul  VI  that  one  of 
the  aims  of  the  Second  Vatican 
Council  might  be  fulfilled— that  all 
who  bear  the  name  of  Christian 
might  be  gathered  together  once 
more  in  one  fold."  j 

Another  news  item  from  Pueblo, 
Colorado,  states,  "The  Pueblo  dio- 
cese has  joined  the  Council  of 
Churches  of  Pueblo,  which  was  for- 
merly an  all-Protestant  group.  The 
diocese  was  accepted  by  unanimous 
vote  of  the  council's  executive  board. 
The  only  other  American  Catholic 
see  which  has  joined  the  council  of 
churches  is  the  archdiocese  of  Santa 
Fe,  New  Mexico,  which  joined  in 
December,    1964." 

Where  Headed? 

From  this  information,  it  is  not 
hard  to  see  where  the  World  Coun- 
cil is  headed.  It  has  now  included  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  in 
America,  which  would  be  called  Prot- 
estant, and  the  Eastern  Orthodox 
churches,  which  are  very  similar  to 
Rome  although  they  do  not  recognize 
the  Pope;  and  the  plan  is  apparendy 
being  proposed  that  all  religions  may 
be    included.    If   we   want   to   know 

how  this  coming  world  church  forc- 
es 

told  in  the  17th  chapter  of  Revela- 
tion can  be  brought  into  existence, 
here  we  have  some  practical  infor- 
mation. T

A  Heart  for  God's  Work 

The  heart,  biologicallv  speaking,  is  a  most  vital  organ 
in  the  human  body.  Its  function  must  be  proper  to  in- 
sure the  normal  operation  and  actions  of  the  human  body. 
Spiritually,  the  proper  condition  and  operation  of  the 
heart  are  vital  to  a  man's  proper  conduct  and  his  relation 
to  God. 

The  word  "heart,"  in  the  Bible,  is  used  to  describe  the 
moral  center  of  man.  Out  of  the  heart  emanates  the  de- 
votion and  love  of  man  for  God,  others,  and  material 
things.  Character  in  the  Bible  is  developed  from  the  heart 
—i.e.,  "The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  things,  and  des- 
perately wicked:  who  can  know  it?  I  the  Lord  search 
the  heart,  I  try  the  reins,  even  to  give  every  man  accord- 
ing to  his  ways,  and  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings" 
(Jer.    17:9-10). 

The  heart  is  a  revealer  of  the  moral  nature  of  man. 
"A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his  heart 
bringeth  forth  that  which  is  good;  and  an  evil  man  out  of 
the  evil  treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is 
evil:  for  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  his  mouth  speak- 
eth"  (Luke  6:45). 

The  heart  is  that  essential  part  of  man  with  which  our 
Lord  is  vitally  concerned.  He  carefully  considers  the 
"thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart"  (Heb.  4:12).  God  re- 
fers to  this  relation  with  the  heart  over  one  thousand 
times  in  His  Word.  How  different,  then,  is  man's  view  of 
man.  "For  the  Lord  seeth  not  as  man  seeth;  for  man  look- 
eth  on  the  outward  appearance,  but  the  Lord  looketh 
on  the  heart"  (I  Sam.  16:7). 
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It  follows,  necessarily,  that  our  Lord's  children  must 
take  great  care  in  their  heart's  concern  for  the  Lord's 
work.  If  we  desire  a  close  and  intimate  fellowship  (shar- 
ing together)  with  God  and  His  work,  extreme  care  must 
be  taken  to  use  everv  available  source  of  knowledge, 
spiritual  help,  and  devotion  to  keep  that  relationship  pre- 
cious or,  as  the  hymn  writer  has  expressed  it,  "Near  to 
the  Heart  of  God." 

The  heart  of  God  toward  man  is  revealed  in  His 
covenants,  as  the  Bible  indicates.  "God  said  in  his 
heart,  I  will.  .  .  ."  His  heart  is  revealed  in  His  grace. 
His  love,  His  long-suffering  and  in  the  gift  and  compas- 
sion of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  lost. 

Therefore,  as  God's  children  we  must,  out  of  pure 
gratefulness,  love,  and  faithfulness,  show  a  vital  interest 
in  God's  world-wide  ministries.  Our  prayer  ministry  for 
every  phase  of  God's  endeavor  is  needed.  Our  heart  in- 
terest in  God's  servants,  their  welfare,  their  work  and  their 
needs  is  essential.  Our  gifts  to  provide  for  their  support, 
for  further  extension  of  the  gospel  testimony  world  wide 
cause  God's  heart  to  rejoice.  Our  efforts  to  win  the  lost 
to  Christ  will  cause  even  the  angels  to  rejoice  in  heaven. 
The  conduct,  attitude  and  devotion  emanating  from  our 
hearts  either  gladdens  or  grieves  the  heart  of  God. 

Occasionally  we  hear  of  some  child  of  God  who  re- 
fuses to  support  an  organization  with  all  its  dependent 
personnel.  It  mav  be  because  of  disagreement  of  policy, 
or  it  mav  be  a  case  of  arriving  at  a  conclusion  without  all 
the  facts,  or  it  might  even  be  a  personality  difference. 
This  problem  becomes  increasingly  serious  if  this  person 
is  a  leader  and  is  ouidino  a  group  of  believers.  With- 
holding  vital  missionarv  information,  promotional  data 
and  prayer  support  mav  have  serious  and  lasting  impli- 
cations. Certainly  such  a  decision  must  emanate  from  the 
heart.  Brethren,  such  things  might  not  to  he.  They  will 
not  escape  the  knowledge  of  God,  for  He  is  able  to  dis- 
cern the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart. 

During  1966,  if  God  tarries  the  coming  of  His  blessed 
Son,  it  will  be  our  privilege  to  support  God's  world- 
wide ministries  through  Brethren  channels  in  foreign 
missions,  home  missions,  Grace  Schools,  Brethren  pub- 
lications, Brethren  Sundav  schools,  vouth  work  and  evan- 
gelism. We  trust  that  pettv  griefs  and  prejudices  will  be 
laid  aside  and  our  true  heart's  devotion  and  love  to  God, 
born  out  of  gratefulness,  will  be  revealed  continually. 
Bv  God's  enabling,  let  us  share  abundantly  in  the  sup- 
port of  His  missionaries.  His  servants,  in  the  spread 
of  the  precious  Word  of  God  to  this  needy  world.       T 
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Continued  Blessing-Story  of  Hatboro  Brethren 


Seventeen  miles  north  of  the  great 
historical  city  of  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania, is  located  the  Suburban 
Brethren  Church  in  Hatboro,  Penn- 
sylvania. We  are  just  on  the  border 
line  between  Hatboro  and  Warmin- 
ster, the  fastest  srowins  town  in  the 

'  too 

eastern  section  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
potential  for  future  growth  of  this 
church  is  tremendous. 

It  was  exactly  ten  years  ago,  Jan- 
uary 12,  1956,  that  a  small  group  of 
eight  people  met  in  the  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  William  C.  Schulze,  504 
Preston  Lane,  Hatboro.  The  Schul- 
zes  were  then  members  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Third  Church.  Rev.  Robert 
D.  Crees  (pastor  of  the  Third  Breth- 
ren Church)  and  his  wife  met  with 
this  group  to  help  get  them  started. 
Brother  Crees  and  Brother  William 
Male,  now  academic  dean  of  Grace 
College,  who  was  then  pastor  of  the 
Philadelphia  First  Church,  did  much 
to  encourage  these  people  in  the  early 
days. 

The  second  meeting  was  to  have 
been  held  a  week  later,  but  a  snow- 
storm made  this  impossible.  It  was 
not  until  January  26,  1956,  that  this 
little  group  was  able  to  get  together 
again,  this  time  in  the  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Anthony,  who  also 
were  members  of  the  Philadelphia 
Third  Church.  At  this  meeting  they 
set  a  goal  of  establishing  a  Brethren 
testimonv  in  the  Hatboro  area.  There 
was  much  enthusiasm  and  a  determi- 
nation to  get  things  started  imme- 
diately. 

May  31,  1956,  they  organized 
themselves  into  a  Brethren  church. 
This  \^'as  done  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council.  Twelve  signed  their  names 
as  charter  members.  A  full  slate  of 
officers  was  elected.  (It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  all  these  officers  are  still 
faithful  members  and  workers  in  the 
church.)  At  the  same  time  a  building 
committee  was  elected,  as  well  as  a 
pastoral  committee. 

The  Philadelphia  First  and  Third 
Churches,  together  with  the  North 
Atlantic  District  Mission  Board,  voted 
to  back   this   new   work   financially.

We  owe  much  to  these  who  helped 
so  liberally  in  the  beginning  of  this 
work. 

It  was  in  December  of  1956  that 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lester  Smitley  arrived 
on  the  field  to  assume  leadership  of 
the  group.  Their  ministry  was  ef- 
fective, and  their  guidance  and  help 
in  the  earlv  part  of  the  work  did 
much  to  make  this  work  a  well-estab- 
lished Brethren  testimony.  They  still 
have      their     membership     in      this 


church,  but  now  they  are  seeking 
to  start  a  Brethren  testimonv  in  New 
Jersey.  Your  prayers  for  this  effort 
are  appreciated. 

Meetings  were  held  regularly  in 
the  Howard  Johnson  Motel  at  the 
Willow  Grove  exit  of  the  turnpike. 
Bv  the  end  of  1957  the  morning  at- 
tendance had  grovi'n  to  42.  The  Sun- 
day school  grew  until  v\'e  were  forced 
to  hold  a  class  in  the  bar.  With  no 
piano.  Brother  Schulze  led  the  sing- 
ing by  playing  his  trumpet.  Records 
were  used  for  the  prelude  and  offer- 
tory music. 

In  January,  1956,  close  to  12  acres 
of  ground  was  purchased.  The  loca- 
tion is  ideal;  those  who  located  this 
property  must  have  had  an  eye  on 
the  future  expansion  of  this  part 
of  Pennsylvania.  Later,  Mr.  Robert 
Foltz,  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council    architect,    was    secured    to 


prepare  building  plans. 

August  29,  1958,  ground  was 
broken.  It  was  on  a  Friday  evening, 
and  after  the  sun  set  a  full  moon 
came  out  to  smile  upon  the  proceed- 
ings. One  hundred  people  encircled 
the  approximate  site  of  the  new 
church.  This  was  a  time  of  great  re- 
joicing. Mr.  David  Goodling,  a  mem- 
ber of  our  Allentovyn  church  who 
had  been  attending  some  of  the  meet- 
ings of  this  new  group,  interceded 
with  his  employer,  and  use  of  a 
bulldozer  was  donated  free  of  all 
charges.  Mr.  Goodling,  an  expert  in 
handling  this  type  of  machiner)', 
excavated  for  the  basement. 

The  Brethren  construction  crew 
moved  in  to  erect  the  building.  Again 
this  faithful  group  was  equal  to  the 
occasion,  and  there  is  now  built  on 
these  grounds  a  building  that  has  re- 
ceived  many  compliments;  other 
building  committees  have  looked  at 
it  as  thev  anticipated  their  own  build- 
ing. 

From  December,  1956,  until  April, 
1962,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lester  Smitley 
shepherded  the  group.  At  that  time, 
Mrs.  Steffler  and  I  arrived  on  the 
Field  to  lead  these  people  on  in  the 
work  which  had  progressed  to  a 
membership  of  49. 

Many  were  the  needs  of  this  con- 
gregation. We  needed  to  do  some- 
thing  to  attract  people  to  try  us  out. 
We  needed  new  hvmn  books,  for  the 
ones  being  used  had  many  pages 
missing.  We  needed  folding  chairs. 
There  was  no  organ.  A  sign  was 
needed  to  let  people  know  who  we 
\\'ere  and  the  hours  of  the  services. 
Small  offering  plates  must  be  re- 
placed for  the  larger  offerings  which 
we  anticipated.  These  and  many  more 
things  were  a  must,  but  we  did  not 
want  to  go  any  further  in  debt;  so 
we    prayed. 

The  people  rallied  and  they  gave. 
Some  of  our  dear  friends  in  Ohio  as 
well  as  in  New  Jersey  and  elsewhere 
responded.  Slov\'ly  all  the  previously 
mentioned  needs  materialized.  The 
church  began  to  look  very  attractive 
inside,    and   the   grounds   had   been

In  1964  the  First  Brethren  Church  of  Grandvicw 
Washington,  set  a  goal  of  going  self-supporting  by  Jan 
uar)'  1,  1967.  God  continued  to  bless,  and  last  Juh  a 
prayer  goal  was  set  to  move  the  date  of  self-support  up 
to  January  1,  1966.  God  abundantly  answered  that  prav 
er  and,  as  a  result,  the  church  in  October  voted  to  gci 
self-supporting  January  1,  1966.  Since  that  decision,  the 
Lord  has  continued  to  bless.  In  December  the  last  sup- 
port was  received  from  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council. 

The  church  is  enjoving  its  nev\'  position  among  our  self- 
suppporting  churches.  It  is  eager  to  be  used  of  the  Lord 
to  aid  other  groups  through  Brethren  Home  Missions  and 
already  is  looking  fonvard  to  starting  a  branch  ^\'ork. 

The  church  in  Grandview  began  as  a  Bible  class  in 
1954.  The  first  meetings  were  held  in  the  home  of  Llovd 
Woolman  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Harold  Painter. 
Fourteen  people  from  the  Sunnyside  church  were  at  the 
initial  meeting.  By  April  of  that  year  the  class  had  out-' 
grown  its  original  meeting  place  and  was  moved  to  thei 
home  of  Mrs.  Clara  Fuerst.  In  September  another  move 
was  necessarv,  and  the  group  moved  to  a  remodeled 
school.  From  this  humble  beginning,  God  has  raised  up 
the  present  congregation  of   126  members. 

In  June  of  1955  Rev.  Robert  Griffith  was  called  to  be 
the  pastor  of  the  new  church.  He  arrived  on  the  field  in 
August  and  was  greatlv  used  of  the  Lord  in  the  follow- 
ing  years.

Under  his  leadership  the  member- 
lip  had  grown  to  87,  the  present  building  had  been 
ected,  and  the  church  had  become  well  established. 
The  present  pastor,  George  Christie,  arrived  on  the 
sld  in  June,  1962.  God  has  continued  to  pour  out  His 
essing,  and  the  result  has  been  another  self-supporting 
rethren  church. 

Each  member  of  the  Grandview  church  is  deeply  ap- 
■eciative  of  the  help  each  one  of  vou  gave  us  through 
)ur  giving  to  Brethren  Home  Missions.  Each  one  of  you 
IS  played  a  vital  part  in  making  our  hour  of  rejoicing 
)ssible.  We  say,  "Thank  vou,  Lord;  thank  you,  Breth- 
n." 

The  Lord,  and  vour  investments  through  Brethren 
ome  Missions,  have  already  produced  eternal  benefits  in 
lis  place.  Three  young  men  have  gone  out  into  His 
rvice,  over  150  souls  have  come  to  know  Him,  and 
hristians  have  been  encouraged  and  strengthened 
rough  the  preaching  of  the  Word.  And  last,  but  not 
ast,  well  over  $16,000  has  been  given  by  this  con- 
egation  to  missions  and  our  various  other  boards.

I   WANT   NOTHING   TO   DO   WITH   JESUS   CHRIST!

"I  want  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ!"  How  many  times,  in  my  16 
years  of  missionary  service  to  the 
Jewish  people  of  Los  Angeles,  have  I 
heard  those  words!  Each  time  I  hear 
them  they  shake  me  to  the  bottom 
of  my  soul. 

I  think  of  the  little  old  man  with 
his  crisp,  gray  hair  and  his  clipped, 
gray  beard.  Several  times  I  had  the 
opportunitv  to  talk  with  him  in  his 
home,  opening  up  the  Word  of  God 
to  him.  He  is  gone  now.  His  last 
words  are  still  ringing  in  mv  ears. 
"I  want  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ."  It  is  too  late  for  him,  now. 
He  knows  the  truth  but  it  is  far,  far 
too  late.  He  must  now  bow  the  knee 
to  the  One  in  whom  he  could  not 
believe. 

As  I  look  back,  I  think  of  the  manv 
homes  where  I  have  called;  I  think 
of  the  many  rejections  of  literature; 
of  the  passive  acceptance  of  others; 
and  of  those  who  really  listened  be- 
cause there  was  a  need  in  their  hearts, 
although  thev  mav  not  have  been 
aware  of  it. 

The  Jewish  mission  field  is  a  great 
one,  but  missionaries  alone  can  bare- 
ly scratch  the  surface.  It  is  for  those 
in  the  church,  for  the  behever  who 
knows  Jesus  Christ  personally,  to 
contact  the  Jew  individually,  and 
deal  with  him  through  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God.  In  no  other  wav  can 
Jews  be  reached  as  effectively  with 
the  gospel. 

It  is  not  "romantic"  or  easy  to  ring 
doorbells  daily  and  to  tell  blank 
faces  they  are  sinners;  that  there  must 
be  a  sacrifice  for  their  sin  in  order 
for  them  to  have  fellowship  with 
God;  and  that  the  sacrifice  is  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  My  own  ex- 
periences have  been  many  in  the  past 
16  years.  One  day  stands  out  in 
my  mind  as  being  typical. 

The  sun  was  warm  in  the  January 
sky.  Here  and  there  a  tiny  wisp  of  a 
cloud  hovered  lazily.  The  street  was 
long  and  narrow,  stretching  endless- 
ly, it  seemed,  as  I  began  at  the  "top" 
to  make  my  wav  down  one  side.  It 


was  an  apartment  section.  Some 
apartments  housed  24  families,  some 
16,  and  some  only  six  to  eight.  With- 
out exception,  they  were  Jewish  peo- 
ple. 

I  have  often  heard  Los  Angeles 
spoken  of  as  a  cold,  unfriendly  city. 
In  spite  of  this,  people  were  visiting 
back  and  forth.  To  this  day  I  dislike 
to  make  the  first  call  of  the  morn- 
ing. So,  with  the  usual  reluctance, 
I  approached  the  first  apartment. 
Outside,  two  ladies  were  sunning 
themselves  within  a  stucco  fence. 

"Good  morning,"  I  said,  smiling. 
"I  have  something  to  make  vour  day 
more  enjoyable." 

Thev  looked  at  me  crossly.  Neither 
answered. 

I  began  to  tell  them  about  sin  and 
that  we  all  need  a  sacrifice  for  it.  At 
last  one  said,  'We  will  read  it.  We 
will  read  it."  She  was  brushing  me 
off. 

The  next  apartment  was  a  large 
one.  At  517'/2  upstairs  an  elderly  man 
came  to  the  door.  His  expression  was 
not  antagonistic.  I  explained  that  the 
"Mediator"  (our  contact  paper  con- 
taining a  tract)  was  written  by  Jew- 
ish men  who  believed  Jesus  was  the 
Messiah.  Would  he  mind  reading 
it?  No,  he  would  not  mind.  In  fact, 
being  in  a  talkative  mood,  he  told 
me  about  a  Jewish  man  in  Chicago 
who  had  spoken  to  him  about  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

At  this  point  his  wife  interrupted 
him  and  began  to  take  issue  with  me 
in  Yiddish.  About  ever)'  third  sen- 
tence she  would  sav  in  perfect  Eng- 
lish, "Why  don't  you  get  another 
job?"  Her  husband  seemed  embar- 
rassed and  tried  to  soothe  her.  She 
yanked  the  "Mediator"  out  of  his 
hand  and  tore  it  into  little  pieces. 
"Bah!"  she  said. 

I  offered  him  another  which  he 
tucked  safely  under  his  arm  out  of 
her  reach.  I  talked  a  little  longer 
about  real  peace  with  God  and  the 
need  for  fellowship  with  Him.  Then, 
realizing  I  was  onlv  aggravating  his 
wife,    I   left.    As   I    went   down    the 


stairs  she  said:  "Get  yourself  another 
job  and  stop  bothering  us!"  I  grinned 
to  myself  as  I  heard  him  reply, 
"Now,   now,   Sarah.    .   .    ." 

Downstairs  the  lady  flatly  told  me 
no  and  banged  the  door  shut.  At  the 
apartment  across  the  hall,  an  elderly 
ladv  accepted  the  "Mediator."  As  she 
did,  the  door  across  the  hall  opened 
again. 

"I'm  going  to  tell  the  Rabbi  on  you, 
Tillie!"  Bang!  went  the  door.  The 
man  from  upstairs  was  now  down  on 
the  walk  reading  the  "Mediator"  with 
obvious  interest. 

On  a  cross  street  at  8333  an  elder- 
ly man  opened  the  door.  The  record 
said  he  had  refused  the  literature  the 
last  time.  He  was  friendly  until  he 
saw  what  I  had. 

"What  do  you  want  from  me?"  he 
asked.  "Do  you  want  me  to  believe 
in  your  Jesus?" 

I  told  him  our  interest  was  getting 
Jewish  people  to  read  the  Tenach 
(Old  Testament)  and  to  realize  God 
says  we  are  all  sinners  and  we  can- 
not have  fellowship  with  Him  with- 
out the  proper  sacrifice  for  our  sin. 

"I  know  all  that,"  he  said.  "We 
Jews  don't  need  \ou  to  tell  us  what 
to  do." 

"Do  you  have  a  sacrifice  for  \'our 
sin?" 

He  shrugged.  "Who  knows?  Okav, 
so  I'll  read  it.  Now  what  else  do  you 
want  from  me?"  He  grinned.  "Okay, 
okav,  go  give  out  vour  little  papers. 
I'm  a  busy  man."  Gently,  but  firmlv, 
the  door  of  8333  closed. 

At  8370,  some  thirty  calls  later, 
I  found  another  upstairs  apartment. 
On  the  door  was  a  small  grill  about 
the  size  of  a  50  cent  piece.  When 
I  rang,  it  was  opened  to  reveal  a 
round,  brown  eve. 

"What  do  you  want?"  The  voice 
sounded  \oung  and  anything  but 
friendly.  I  held  up  the  "Mediator." 
"I'd  like  to  leave  this  little  paper 
with  vou,"  I  said  to  the  eye. 

"If  it  is  about  Jesus  Christ,  I  don't 
want  it.  I  don't  want  anything  to  do 
with  Jesus  Christ." 

There  was  no  point  in  trying  to 
talk  with  an  eye  and  the  door  was 
obviously  not  going  to  be  opened. 
The  card  said:  Refused  "Mediator." 
Wants  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ. 

I  looked  at  my  watch.  It  was  now 
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11:15.  I  debated  for  a  minute,  stand- 
ins  on  the  curb.  Should  I  do  another 
block  and  run  the  risk  of  getting 
into  a  long  conversation  just  at  lunch 
time  or  should  I  stop  and  look  for  my 
husband  who  was  calling  a  few  blocks 
away?  I  decided  on  the  former,  not- 
ing there  v\'ere  only  five  houses  re- 
maining in  the  next  block.  Some  had 
been  cleared  away  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  apartment  building. 

An  elderly  man  was  coming  down 
the  walk.  "Are  you  8381?"  I  asked. 

"What  are  you,  a  missionary?"  He 
eyed  the  "Mediators"  under  my  arm. 
"If  that  stuff  is  about  Jesus  Christ,  I 
don't  want  it!" 

I  tried  to  talk  to  him  but  he 
growled  at  me:  "Go  to  the  Chris- 
tians!"  and  walked  away. 

Next  was  another  elderlv  man. 
I  had  no  sooner  offered  him  a 
"Mediator"  than  he  began  to  scream 
at  me.  The  sum  and  substance  of  his 
anger  was  that  I  had  ruined  his  en- 
tire day  because  I  was  tn,'ing  to  con- 
vert Jewish  people  to  mv  belief. 

I  tried  to  calm  him,  because  he 
was  quite  loud.  "Have  I  asked  you 
to  do  anything  but  read  a  little 
paper?"  I  asked.  "You  don't  have  to 
agree  with  it,  you  know.  You  read 
many  things  with  which  you  do  not 
agree,  I  am  sure." 

He  wasn't  listening.  "You  don't 
find  Jewish  people  out  banging  on 
doors  tr)'ing  to  sell  their  religion,  do 
you?  No,  they  have  more  sense. 
They  mind  their  own  business  as  you 
should  be  doing."  By  this  time  he 
was  screaming  again. 


"Do  you  want  your  neighbors  to 
hear  you?"  I  asked.  Then,  as  he 
quieted  a  little,  I  told  him  that  Jews 
today  couldn't  "sell"  their  religion 
because  they  had  no  hope  to  offer 
a  lost,  weary  world.  He  began  to 
scream  again. 

"I  won't  talk  if  it  upsets  you  so," 
I  said,  preparing  to  leave. 

"No,  wait!  See  this  ring?"  He 
showed  me  a  ring  with  a  triangle  on 
it.  "You  would  be  surprised  if  you 
knew  what  it  stands  for." 

"Tell  me." 

"No,  I  took  an  oath  not  to  talk 
about  it.  You  wouldn't  understand, 
anyway.  Why  should  I  tell  you?  Do 
you  know  why  I  don't  believe  that 
trash?  I  have  four  degrees  after  my 
name." 

"Do  they  make  you  happy?"  I 
asked  him.  He  didn't  answer  but  1 
was  bepinnins  to  understand  him. 
"You  had  better  ask  yourself  some 
questions.  Ask  why  the  name  of  Jesus 
sends  you  into  a  fit  of  anger.  It  isn't 
me  you  dislike— it  is  the  One  I  rep- 
resent. You  can't  see  God;  you  can't 
feel  Him;  you  can't  understand 
Him;  so  you  don't  believe  He  is. 
Even  with  your  degrees,  God  eludes 
vou." 

His  mood  changed.  "How  do  peo- 
ple receive  you?" 

I  shrupged.  "Some  are  interested; 

eye) 

others    don't    want    to    be    bothered; 

but  mostly  they  are  vyilling  to  read 

the  'Mediator.'" 

"How  much  are  your  little  papers?" 
"Nothing.  They  are  free,  like  God's 

gift  of  salvation." 


He  didn't  smile.  Gruffly,  he  said: 
"Give  me  one  of  those  papers." 

On  the  way  home  my  mind  kept 
going  back  to  those  who  said:  "I 
don't  want  anything  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ."  In  spite  of  the  warm  sun- 
shine, I  shivered.  How  do  you  live 
without  Him!  1  still  remembered  the 
days  when  I,  myself,  did  not  know 
Him.  I  could  still  remember  the  un- 
named fear  that  went  to  bed  with 
me  each  night;  the  days  when  there 
was  something  missing,  though  I 
didn't  know  what.  People  can  always 
fill  their  days  with  material  things— 
ah,  yes,  but  the  nights  are  when  vou 
are  alone— alone.  .  .  .  Jewish  people 
who  want  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ  must  have  the  same  fears. 
Each  time  I  put  away  the  little  record 
cards  I  think:  "This  day  is  finished. 
With  it  has  gone,  perhaps,  the  last 
opportunity  some  of  these  will  ever 
have  to  hear  about  Him.  The  saddest 
words  thev  will  remember  are:  'I 
want  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ.' " 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  there 
are  never  enough  missionaries  to  go 
around.  How,  then,  can  missionaries 
to  the  Jewish  people  cope  with  the 
great  numbers  of  Jews  who  will  go 
into  eternity  lost  without  Christ?  The 
only  possible  solution  is  for  members 
of  churches  to  get  a  real  vision  of  this 
vast  mission  field.  It  is  up  to  them 
to  seek  out  their  Jewish  friends  and 
neighbors  by  individual  contact  and 
to  seek  to  win  them  to  Jesus  Christ 
by  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God.  T

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Suddenly  the  spotlight  is  on  pov- 
erty in  America.  Our  President 
has  made  it  a  major  goal  of  his  ad- 
ministration to  stamp  out  poverty  in 
this  country,  at  least  in  certain  places 
where  the  standard  of  living  has 
been  consistently  low  for  many  years. 
We  have  seen  the  Job  Corps,  Opera- 
tion Headstart,  Total  Action  Against 
Poverty  (TAP),  Volunteers  in  Serv- 
ice to  America  (VISTA),  and  several 
other  programs  come  into  being. 
Already  2.3  billion  dollars  has  been 
appropriated  by  the  government  to 
deal  with  poverty.  We  have  been 
told  of  the  crushing  burden  of  pov- 
erty that  blights  the  lives  of  many  in 
Appalachia,  and  in  the  ghettos  of 
our  larger  cities,  and  along  the  Mexi- 
can border. 

We  are  told  that  ten  million  fami- 
lies in  America  earn  less  than  $60 
a  week.  Almost  two-thirds  of  these 
get  along  on  less  than  $40  a  week. 
Thirty-five  million  Americans  are 
poor. 

Now  poverty  is  not  a  new  problem, 
even  though  our  government  may 
sometimes  sound  as  though  they  just 
discovered  it.  Our  Lord  once  said, 
"Ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you," 
and  He  was  certainly  right.  Neither 
is  the  so-called  war  on  poverty  a  to- 
tally new  development.  There  have 
been  attempts  to  deal  with  the  prob- 
lem of  poverty  as  far  back  as  historv 
goes.  The  almshouse  and  the  tread- 
mill are  examples  of  the  wav  thev 
dealt  with  the  problem  in  the  18th 
century  and  we  haven't  made  too 
much  progress  yet. 

Did  you  know  that  Jesus  Christ 
also  waged  a  war  on  poverty?  In 
fact,  His  war  on  poverty  is  still  being 
fought.  You  may  say  that  it  couldn't 
be  very  successful,  since  after  two 
thousand  years  we  still  have  poverty; 
but  before  you  come  to  that  con- 
clusion, let  us  consider  the  matter 
a  little. 

Let  us  observe  that  there  are  var- 
ious kinds  of  poverty.  Our  govern- 
ment seems  to  be  concentrating  pri- 
marily on  economic  poverty.  The 
lack  of  money  is  some  people's  po\'- 
ertv.  The  government  is  seekino  to 
correct  that  situation.  But  lesus 
Christ,  when  He  began  His  war  on 
poverty,  started  from  a  different 
angle.  He  saw  the  truth  that  there  is 
poverty  much,  much  worse  than  fi- 


nancial poverty.  And  unless  you  deal 
with  the  deeper  forms  of  poverty, 
more  money  in  the  pocket  will  bring 
very  little  satisfaction.  So  our  Lord 
waged  His  war  on  these  three  "pock- 
ets" of  poverty— the  soul,  the  mind, 
and  the  strength.  I  think  perhaps  He 
was  summing  up  His  line  of  attack 
when  He  told  His  listeners,  "This  is 
the  first  and  great  commandment. 
.  .  .  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thv 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
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thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength, 
and  with  all  thy  mind."  He  knew 
that  it  was  in  these  three  areas  that 
mankind  was   most  poverty-stricken. 

The  Poverty  of  Soul 

This  form  of  poverty  is  not  limited 
to  Appalachia  or  some  other  blighted 
section  of  the  world.  It  is  universal. 
Our  Lord  knew  this  better  than 
anyone  else,  and  so  this  is  where  He 
concentrated  His  work.  He  did  what 
He  could  to  eliminate  the  poverty 
of  soul  He  saw  as  the  world's  great- 
est need. 

The  soul  of  man  was  created  in 
the  image  of  God.  Adam's  soul  was 
not  in  poverty,  until  he  fell  into  sin. 
But  once  he  fell,  he  and  all  who 
followed  after  him  were  plunged  into 
po\'erty. 

We  were  made  for  something  bet- 
ter,    but   sin    has   left   its   mark   and 


taken  its  toll,  so  that  we  are  im- 
poverished. We  were  meant  to  have 
an  unbroken  fellowship  with  our 
Creator,  but  sin  robbed  us  of  that. 
We  were  meant  to  have  dominion 
over  this  world,  but  sin  robbed  us  of 
that,  and  too  often  now  this  world 
is  our  greatest  enemy.  We  were 
meant  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  peace 
and  prosperity,  but  sin  has  so  im- 
poverished us  that  more  often  than 
not  we  know  the  devastation  of  war 
and  the  humiliation  of  poverty.  We 
were  meant  to  reap  the  bounty  of  a 
world  created  as  our  garden,  but 
because  of  sin  we  must  work  just  to 
keep  starvation  off  our  door  step.  We 
were  meant  to  know  the  assurance 
of  a  perfect  standing  before  God,  but 
sin  has  taken  that  away  so  that  apart 
from  Christ  we  stand  naked  and 
ashamed  before  God,  just  as  Adam 
did.  Such  is  our  poverty  of  soul. 

The  Poverty  of  Mind 

Consider  what  most  people  think 
about.  If  statistics  reveal  anything, 
they  show  that  a  large  segment  of 
the  population  thinks  about  little 
more  than  filth  and  violence.  Por- 
nography is  a  booming  business.  In 
1964  crime  was  up  13  per  cent,  over 
the  year  before.  The  streets  of  our 
cities  are  unsafe  to  walk  at- night,  and 
often  are  dangerous  in  the  daytime. 
We  read  of  five  serious  crimes  being 
committed  every  minute,  a  murder 
every  hour,  an  assault  every  four 
minutes,  a  robbery  every  six  minutes, 
a  burglary  every  35  seconds.  Does  it 
not  all  reveal  the  fact  that  some- 
thing is  wong  with  the  minds  of  men 
and  women?  We  hear  strange  things 
coming  from  the  learned  minds  of 
men  who  should  know  better,  things 
like  the  "healthy"  benefits  to  be  de- 
rived from  the  "new  morality"  being 
practiced  on  college  campuses,  and 
the  "wisdom  "  of  allowing  our  child- 
ren to  run  wild  rather  than  risk  los- 
ing them  by  discipline.  In  spite  of  all 
man's  achievements  with  his  mind, 
something  is  still  terribly  wrong  with 
his  thinking.  The  apostle  Paul  recog- 
nized the  problem  e\'en  in  his  day, 
and  so  he  said:  "Whatsoever  things 
are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  hon- 
est, whatsoever  things  are  just,  what- 
soever things  are  pure,  whatsoever 
things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things 
are  of  good  report  .  .  .  think  on  these 
things."    He    knew    the    poverty    of 
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mind  that  existed  even  then. 

The  Poverty  of  Strength 

We  who  pride  ourselves  on  our 
accomplishments  in  science  and  edu- 
cation and  government  and  tech- 
nology and  medicine  sometimes  need 
to'  be  reminded  of  how  weak  and 
helpless  we  really  are.  Every  time 
one  of  our  loved  ones  lies  sick  in  bed, 
every  time  we  stand  beside  an  open 
grave,  we  are  reminded  of  how  weak 
we  are  physically.  Every  time  we  hear 
of  someone  falling  into  sin— perhaps 
someone  we  held  in  high  regard— 
we  are  reminded  of  how  weak  and 
poor  we  are  are  morally.  Every  time 
someone  pulls  a  deal  under  the 
counter  to  make  himself  richer,  we 
are  reminded  of  how  weak  and  poor 
we  are  ethically.  We  have  succeeded 
in  prolonging  life,  but  sickness  and 
death  are  still  the  same  problems 
they  have  always  been.  We  have  suc- 
ceeded in  putting  men  into  space,  but 
we  can't  lift  many  men  out  of  the 
gutter  of  moral  and  social  ruin.  We 
have  a  poverty  problem  deeper  than 
anything  the  federal  government 
can  handle.  And  this  is  the  war  on 
poverty  Jesus  Christ  came  to  fight. 

The  Program  of  Christ 

Notice  the  steps  Christ  took  to 
fight  poverty. 

In  the  first  place,  He  became  poor 
himself.  Second  Corinthians  8:9  says, 
"For  your  sakes  he  became  poor,  that 
ye  through  his  poverty  might  be 
rich."  Now  when  it  comes  to  anti- 
poverty  programs,  this  is  a  real 
switch,  isn't  it?  We  do  not  hear  of 
any  of  our  government  bureaucrats 
offering  to  be  poor  themselves  if  it 
will  help  the  situation.  But  Jesus  be- 
came poor.  He  gave  up  heaven  itself 
in  order  to  identify  himself  with  man- 
kind and  find  out  exactly  how  we 
live. 

In  the  second  place,  He  made  life 
worth  living.  It  is  right  here  that 
many  of  our  anti-poverty  programs 
fail.  Until  you  make  life  worth  liv- 
ing, more  money  in  the  pocket  may 
only  increase  a  man's  misery.  But 
Jesus  gave  some  purpose  to  life.  He 
gave  some  goal.  He  gave  some  dig- 
nity. He  gave  some  meaning.  Manv 
a  person,  in  a  fit  of  despair,  has  sat 
down  and  wondered— what  does  it 
all  mean?  Is  life  really  worth  living? 


But  Jesus  showed  us  that  we  are  here 
with  an  opportunity  to  serve  God. 
We  are  here  to  win  others  to  His 
service.  We  are  here  to  glorify  His 
name.  TTiere  is  no  higher  calling. 

Finally,  Christ  is  forming  a  Great 
Society.  The  church  is  a  part  of  it. 
I  don't  know  any  better  society  on 
earth  than  the  church.  But  beyond 
this  we  have  heaven  in  store.  That 
will  be  the  ultimate  in  the  "Great 
Society." 

Every  time  a  soul  is  turned  to 
Christ,  spiritual  poverty  becomes 
spiritual  prosperity.  The  war  on  pov- 
erty is  being  won.  Has  it  reached 
you    yet?  T

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THE  FINGER 
OF  DOOM?

For  a  long  time  many  of  us  have  been  con- 
cerned about  lagging  attendances,  especially  on 
Wednesday  and  Sunday  nights.  Some  have  ra- 
tionalized and  said,  "Well,  we  always  reach  a 
peak,  you  know,  and  then  things  seem  to  settle 
down  to  normal  again."  Normal?  I  could  argue 
that  one,  but  time  does  not  permit.  Others,  a 
few,  have  said  that  lagging  attendance  is  a 
symptom  of  spiritual  sickness  and  that  The  Breth- 
ren Church,  as  most  other  churches,  is  develop- 
ing sleeping  sickness.  This  appraisal  sometimes 
brings  about  ostrich-like  behavior,  as  people  stick 
their  heads  in  the  sand  and  say,  "Oh,  no,  im- 
possible!" 

Let  me  relate  a  recent  experience — and  I  hope 
it  shocks  you.  Probably  it  won't,  because  Breth- 
ren insulation  is  almost  shock-proof  these  days. 
Recently  a  Brethren  church  reported  that,  un- 
less certain  district-wide  functions  had  less  spirit- 
ual and  more  recreational  emphasis,  the  young 
people  from  that  church  were  not  going  to  con- 
tinue to  attend  these  functions. 

This  frightens  me! 

Were  this  to  have  happened  in,  some  other 
group  of  churches  we  would  shout,  "Modernism! 
Liberalism!"  Tell  me,  friend,  what  are  you  shout- 
ing now? 

Many  of  our  Brethren  churches  are  permeated 
with  an  atmosphere  of  permissiveness.  Holiness? 
Hush!  Holiness  means  Pentacostalism.  At  least, 
to  many  that  is  what  it  means.  "Be  ye  holy,  even 
as  I  am  holy"  is  different  from  "holiness,"  they 
say.  One  of  the  prime  reasons  for  the  existence 
of  The  Brethren  Church  today  is  that  the  Grace 
group  insisted  on  holiness.  Today  those  who  are 


dogmatic  about  the  things  involved  in  holy  liv- 
ing, who  take  a  stand  against  permissiveness  and 
a  stand  for  holiness,  are  often  labeled  legalists. 

This  writer  was  not  privileged  to  bear  the  re- 
proach that  was  borne  by  those  starry-eyed 
leaders  who  paid  so  great  a  price  when  the 
division  took  place  almost  thirty  years  ago.  But 
if  I  had,  and  knew  that  today,  less  than  thirty 
years  later,  one  of  the  churches  emerging  from 
that  confrontation  would  be  raising  the  issue  of 
a  denominational  program's  being  "too  spirit- 
ual," I  am  afraid  I  would  be  crushed;  I  would 
wonder  if  it  were  worth  the  price. 

Earlier  I  alluded  to  lagging  attendance  on 
Wednesday  and  Sunday  nights.  Would  your 
church  dare  to  take  a  vote  on  whether  or  not 
you  should  continue  these  services?  Chances  are 
— if  you  could  muster  a  quorum  for  the  vote — 
the  group  would  vote  in  favor  of  continuing. 
However,  a  more  realistic  vote  is  taken  every 
Wednesday  night  and  every  Sunday  night  as 
well.  And  this  vote  says,  "Close  the  doors!"  This 
is  a  true  vote,  for  "as  a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart, 
so  is  he."  When  most  of  our  people  fo'l  to  show 
up  at  other  than  Sunday  morning  services,  there 
is  no  doubt  as  to  how  they  think  in  their  hearts. 
For  it  is  "out  of  the  heart"  that  behavior  emer- 
ges. We  give  some  outward  evidence  of  identi- 
fication with  Christ,  but,  for  the  most  part,  we 
have  uncircumcised  hearts. 

Jesus  said,  "Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth:  but 
if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour,  wherewith  shall 
it  be  salted?" 

Oh,  God,  make  us  salty!  ▼

Grace    Theological    Seminary    and    College 


The  decade  development  campaign  is  now  under  wav, 
marking  the  greatest  program  of  expansion  Grace  Schools 
has  ever  undertaken.  This  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  a 
mere  development  program  for  academic  achievement. 
The  Board  of  Trustees,  administration,  and  faculty  have 
in  mind  a  campus  expansion  program  for  fulfilling  the 
basic  spiritual  trust  the  Lord  has  committed  into  our 
hands. 

The  Purpose  of  the  Five-year  Program 

Dfiring  the  next  five-year  period  (1966-1970)  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  $1,500,000  to  complete  the  first  phase 
of  the  expansion  program.  The  following  projects  com- 
prise this  phase.  At  the  head  of  the  list  is  the  library,  in- 
volving building  and  equipment  totaling  $650,000. 
This  is  a  must.  Efficiency  of  operation  is  seriously  im- 
paired now,  struggling  as  we  are  to  accommodate  five 
hundred  students  in  facilities  that  are  adequate  for  one 
hundred.  Facing  an  increase  of  another  one  hundred 
students  in  the  next  year,  and  perhaps  two  hundred  bv 
the  time  we  can  get  a  library  erected,  you  can  well  under- 
stand the  feeling  of  desperation  that  comes  over  us. 

But  in  addition  to  the  library,  there  is  need  for  the 
addition  of  a  third  floor  to  the  college  classroom  building 
at  a  cost  of  $150,000;  the  erection  of  a  chapel  building 
($200,000);  the  development  of  an  athletic  field  ($100^- 
000);  the  construction  of  a  separate  science  building 
($200,000)  and  a  separate  fine  arts  building  ($200,000), 
each  of  these  last  two  marking  only  the  first  phase  in 
the  expansion. 

The  Timel'mess  of  This  Building  Venture 

At  this  present  time  the  trend  in  the  growth  of  the 
student  body,  both  college  and  seminary,  argues  strong- 
ly for  action  now.  The  college  student  body  went  up  15 
per  cent  over  last  year.  This  rate  of  growth  exceeds  even 
that  in  the  whole  state  of  Indiana,  which  was  onlv  11 
per  cent.  The  seminary  went  up  25  per  cent  over  the 
previous  year.  It  is  this  fact  that  makes  the  need  for  a 
library   such   an   imperative   matter.    For   both    the   col- 


lege and  the  seminary  are  now  seeking  to  occupy  the 
same  inadequate  quarters. 

If  the  present  trend  in  the  rate  of  growth  continues, 
by  1970  there  will  be  a  college  enrollment  of  650  stu- 
dents. By  1975  it  will  reach  a  thousand.  To  wait  till 
then  before  we  do  anything  will  be  too  late.  Now  is  the 
time  to  act,  especially  since  we  are  living  in  a  time  of  un- 
precedented prosperity.  Surely  the  people  of  the  Lord 
should  be  buying  up  this  opportunity  in  view  of  the  lean 
years  that  could  lie  ahead. 

The  Progress  Already  Made  in  Building 

Reviewing  the  past  1 5  years  it  is  gratifying  to  see  what 
the  Lord  has  accomplished  through  His  people  on  the 
campus  of  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  Col- 
lege. In  1951  the  first  building  on  the  campus  was  com- 
pleted, the  seminary  building,  at  a  cost  of  $350,000. 
This  same  building  would  cost  twice  that  today.  In  195S 
the  college  classroom  building  and  the  g\'mnasium  were 
completed  at  a  combined  cost  of  $400,000.  In  1963  the 
women's  residence  hall  was  completed.  This  building 
also  includes  a  kitchen  and  dining  facilities,  all  for  the 
sum  of  $825,000.  During  the  present  vear  a  maintenance 
building  ($10,000)  and  a  men's  residence  hall  are  being 
completed  ($225,000). 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  reaches  a  grand  total  ap- 
proaching $2,000,000,  with  value  exceeding  that  figure. 
"Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us."  Of  this  we  are  cer- 
tain, for  "Except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labour 
in  vain  that  build  it."  But  herein  is  evidence  that  the  Lord 
has  been  prospering  this  institution,  and  must  therefore 
intend  that  it  shall  perform  an  indispensable  function 
during  these  last  days. 

The  Financial  Faith-promise  Plan 

We  are  building  by  faith.  In  the  same  manner  that 
Grace  Seminary  has  grown  since  1937,  and  the  college 
since  1948,  we  are  asking  the  Lord  for  this  miracle  of 
$1,500,000,  a  gift  figure  unheard  of  in  the  history  of 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  College.  "The 
God  o?  heaven,  he  will  prosper  us;  therefore  we  his  serv- 
ants will  arise  and  build"  (Neh.  2:20). 

This  is  a  great  work,  in  fact,  the  greatest  of  all  works, 
for  it  is  investment  in  the  lives  of  men  and  women  for 
eternity.  This  is  just  as  much  a  part  of  the  program 
of  missions  as  any  that  can  be  organized.  For  without  pre- 
pared men  and  women  there  can  be  no  missionary  pro- 
gram. 

You  can  help  in  this  expansion  program  by  a  dedicated 
ministry  of  prayer  that  the  Lord  will  provide  $11,000  in 
gifts  each  month  to  carrv  on  the  regular  operating  expense 
of  the  school.  In  addition,  you  can  pray  that  the  Lord  will 
supply  liberal  gifts  on  the  part  of  His  people  by  the  faith - 
promise  plan.  This  simply  means  trusting  God  to  enable 
each  donor  to  give  an  amount  to  this  expansion  program 
over  and  above  his  regular  gifts  to  the  operating  expense 
of  the  school. 

It  is  our  hope  that  many  will  make  a  promise  to  give 
to  this  work,  and  see  God  work  the  miracle  which  He  is 
able  to  do.

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Grace  College  and  Seminary  are 
really  made  up  of  two  parts— what  the 
schools  are  now  and  what  thev  can 
become.  In  the  Development  Depart- 
ment our  concern  is  not  so  much 
with  what  we  now  are,  but  with 
what,  under  God,  we  may  become.  It 
is  not  so  much  the  actuality  today, 
but  the  potentiality  of  tomorrow 
with  which  we  are  concerned. 

The  Reason  for  Being 

It  is  quite  logical,  I  belieye,  to  de- 
termine our  reason  for  being  before 
we  attempt  to  giye  any  reason  for 
building.  After  all,  if  there  is  no  real 
reason  for  our  school  to  exist,  an 
expansion  program  is  foolishness. 

In  1937,  when  the  seminary  began, 
and  again  in  1948,  when  the  college 
was  born,  consecrated  men  of  God 
wanted  our  Brethren  young  people 
to  be  better  prepared  to  ser\'e  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  From 
then  until  this  very  moment  our 
school    has    never    lost    its    student- 


centered  viewpoint.  An  awareness  of 
the  potential  for  God  resident  in 
youthful  hearts  has  always  kept  the 
administration  and  faculty  united  in 
perspective  and  purpose. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  we 
must  do  everything  in  our  power  to 
bring  our  students  to  a  place  where 
thev  can  personally  experience  the 
truths  that  we  hold  dear.  Our  Chris- 
tian faith  and  heritage  is  a  sacred 
trust.  We  know  what  we  believe  and 
why.  We  know  where  we  are  going. 
Our  position  among  the  floundering 
institutions  of  higher  learning  is 
unique  and  we  make  no  apologies  for 
our  stand.  I  hasten  to  add  that  we 
respect  other  fine  Christian  colleges, 
but  we  know  that  only  at  Grace  Col- 
lege and  Seminary  can  our  young 
people  be  trained  in  all  the  great 
Biblical  truths  to  which  we  are  com- 
mitted. 

John  Gardner,  our  new  Secretary 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare, 
has  well  said,  'Society  is  producing  a 
lot  of  dead  wood  and  we  must  attend 
to  our  seedlings.  .  .  .  Each  generation 
refights  the  crucial  battles  and  either 
brings  new  vitality  or  allows  it  to 
decay." 

This  year  our  student  body  has 
overflowed  the  campus,  with  some 
35  young  men  living  in  the  West- 
minster Hotel  off  campus.  Applica- 
tions for  next  year  are  coming  in  at 
an  unparalleled  rate.  We  are  expect- 
ing no  less  than  425  in  the  college 
and  close  to  140  in  the  seminarv. 
These  are  Christian  young  people 
who  represent  our  "seedlings."  Every 
erne  of  them  is  our  hest  reason  for 
heing.  Grace  College  and  Seminary 
exist  to  make  available  a  higher 
Christiaji  education  for  our  Chris- 
tian leaders  of  tomorrow. 

The  Reason  for  Building 

Anyone  who  reads  the  newspaper 
does  not  have  to  be  told  that  educa- 
tion is  becoming  increasingly  expen- 
sive, and  the  summit  is  still  not  in 
sight!  Parents  are  wondering— "Can 
we  put  our  children  through  college?" 
Students  are  struggling  to  keep  pace 
with  the  rising  costs  of  tuition.  Our 
brotherhood  is  slowly  becoming  aware 
that  the  young  people  at  college  are 
not  paying  their  wav— the  college  is 
not  charging  what  it  actually  costs 
to  educate  them— and  that  our 
churches  should  help  the  college. 


But,  can  our  churches  afford  to 
give  when  there  are  so  many  other 
appeals  and  obligations?  And  w-hat 
about  the  school  here— running  and 
running  to  keep  pace,  finding  itself 
standing  still,  gasping  for  breath  just 
to  keep  alive! 

I  must  confess  that  the  thought 
persists— why  keep  going?  WTiy  not 
solve  the  problem  by  committing  in- 
stitutional suicide  and  not  try  to  build 
and  move  ahead.  After  all,  we  have 
some  fine  facilities  now,  a  good  man- 
ageable student  body,  and  a  small, 
loyal  body  of  faculty  members.  Why 
get  all  steamed  up  and  try  to  create 
problems  by  building? 

The  answer  to  this  always  comes 
loud  and  clear— xi'e  oire  our  "seed- 
lings" the  finest  soil  and  cultivation 
possible.  We  must  provide  our  young 
people  with  the  hest  tools  and  facil- 
ities available  in  preparing  them  for 
leadership  positions.  To  attempt  any- 
thing less  would  be  dereliction  of 
duty. 

We  are  looking  for  God  to  touch 
the  hearts  of  His  people  with  a  real 
burden  for  what  our  school  can  be- 
come. It  will  be  a  real  step  of  faith 
for  some  of  vou  to  give  Grace  College 
and  Seminary  a  contribution  over  the 
next  five  years  in  addition  to  what 
you  are  already  doing  for  the  Lord, 
but  by  faith  it  can  be  done.  Remem- 
ber, there  is  a  reason  why  you  should 
try!  T

Total  registration  for  the  spring 
semester  at  Grace  Seminary  is  131. 
This  compares  with  125  for  the  first 
semester  which  began  last  Septem- 
ber and  100  for  the  same  semester  of 
1965.  In  the  present  registration  there 
are  ten  new  students,  one  of  whom 


has  come  from  Korea  to  enter  the 
regular  graduate  curriculum,  and  one 
from  India  to  take  postgraduate  work. 

The  total  registration  includes  115 
in  the  regular  graduate  program,  14 
in  the  postgraduate  program,  and 
two  auditors.  The  present  registra- 
tion is  the  largest  spring  registration 
in  many  years.  Losses  from  the  first 
semester  are  ven,'  slight,  which  in 
part  accounts  for  the  rather  unusual 
situation  of  having  an  increased  regis- 
tration in  the  second  semester  as  com- 
pared to  the  first. 

The  Convocation  Chapel  was  held 


Tuesday  morning,  January  25,  the 
day  following  registration,  with  Dr. 
Charles  Home,  an  alumnus  of  Grace 
Seminary  and  presently  instructor 
of  theology  in  Moody  Bible  Institute 
of  Chicago,  as  the  speaker.  The  en- 
tire faculty  appeared  in  their  aca- 
demic regalia  for  this  occasion.  Dr. 
Home  spoke  on  "The  Sword  of  the 
Spirit"  as  the  indispensable  instru- 
ment for  the  preacher's  ministry. 

Thus  has  begun  the  29th  spring 
semester  of  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary. It  has  the  promise  of  being  the 
best  ever.  T 


ESCALATING  ENROLLMENT

In  the  fall  of  1954,  this  writer  dis 
embarked  in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 
Oblivious  to  the  fact  of  being  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  four-year  class  of 
Grace  College,  I  was  more  concerned 
about  being  away  from  Mother  for 
the  first  time.  Important  questions, 
such  as  who  was  going  to  make  my 
bed,  confronted  my  mind. 

After  becoming  acclimated  to  col- 
lege and  bed-making,  I  spent  a  great 
deal  of  my  spare  time  in  the  tradi- 
tional "bull  sessions."  In  the  course 
of  one  of  these,  a  starry-eyed  vision- 
ary asserted  that  Grace  would  some- 
day have  300  students.  Those  of  us 
who  were  more  knowledgeable  scof- 
fed at  this  fantastic  prediction.  We 


even  questioned  the  advisability  of 
displaying  one's  ignorance  so  openly 
and  boldly. 

Years  have  commenced  and  con- 
cluded since  those  davs  of  my  great 
"foresight."  Now  in  retrospect,  I 
realize  that  the  speculative  scholar  of 
my  freshman  year  was  indeed  a 
prophet.  Grace  has  not  only  reached 
the  300  student  plateau,  but  plans 
are  being  laid  preparatory  to  the 
time  when  750  to  1000  students  will 
grace  the  campus  of  Grace.  No  scoff- 
ing is  being  heard  from  this  comer. 

Grace  College  is  the  second  fastest 
growing  church-related  college  in 
the  State  of  Indiana.  Our  school  en- 
joyed a  16y2  per  cent  increase  in 
enrollment  this  year.  The  Freshman 
class  was  36  per  cent  larger  than  its 
predecessor.  Twelve  per  cent  of  the 
enrollment  came  from  the  homes  of 
Brethren  pastors  and  missionaries. 

The      prospects      for      continued 


growth  glow  brightly.  Approximate- 
ly three  times  as  many  students  were 
already  accepted  by  January  for  the 
1966-67  school  year  as  were  approved 
for  this  present  year  by  the  month  of 
March,  1965.  Applications  continue 
to  stream  into  the  registrar's  office 
daily. 

A  further  indicator  of  the  acclerat- 
ed  growth  is  the  enrollment  for  the 
second  semester.  Rather  than  the  nor- 
mal loss  of  5  to  6  per  cent  in  student 
body,  Grace  actually  has  an  increase 
for  the  second  half  of  the  school 
year.  There  were  35  new  or  re-ad- 
mitted students  matriculated,  mak- 
ing the  total  enrollment  stand  at  376. 
For  this  we  praise  the  Lord. 

As  enrollment  escalates,  the  need 
for  increased  and  enlarged  facilities 
is  created.  With  the  help  of  The 
Brethren  Church  and  friends,  these 
burgeoning  needs  can  be  met.  Please 
help  pray  and  pay  for  our  future.  T 
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COLLEGE 
COSTS

A  plan  designed  to  ease  the  finan- 
cial burden  of  parents  of  college  stu- 
dents and  to  create  new  sources  for 
the  establishment  of  scholarships  is 
receiving  increasing  attention  and 
support  from  both  educators  and 
legislators. 

The  concept  of  granting  tax  credits 
for  some  expenses  of  higher  educa- 
tion has  had  bipartisan  backing  in 
both    houses   of   Congress   for   more 

o 

than  a  decade,  but  has  never  been 
enacted   into   law. 

Now  there  are  signs  that  a  tuition 
tax  credit  measare  may  pass  in  the 
current  session  of  the  89th  Congress. 

In  1964,  a  bill  introduced  by  Sena- 
tors Abraham  A.  Ribicoff,  Democrat, 
Connecticut,  and  Peter  H.  Dominick, 
Republican,  Colorado,  and  co-spon- 
sored by  35  senators  of  both  parties 
failed  passage  by  the  narrow  margin 
of  48  votes  to  45.  The  bill  has  been 
reintroduced  in  the  present  Congress. 

During  recent   weeks  added   sup- 


port for  tax  credit  legislation  has  come 
from  such  groups  as  the  Young  Re- 
publican Federation  and  the  House 
Republican  Conference. 

Educators,  too,  are  demonstrating 
strong  backing  for  the  measure.  In- 
terim  results  of  a  poll  being  conduct- 
ed bv  the  Citizens  National  Commit- 
tee for  Higher  Education  (CNCHE) 
of  South  Bend,  Indiana,  show  that 
more  than  89  per  cent  of  college 
presidents  and  trustees  responding 
favor  the  principles  embodied  in  tui- 
tion tax  credit. 

Educational  organizations  voicing 
support  for  the  principle  include  the 
Association  of  American  Colleges 
and  the  Citizens  for  Educational 
Freedom. 

The  tuition  tax  credit  concept 
stems  from  widespread  concern  over 
the  mounting  costs  of  tuition  and  fees 

o 

at  both  private  and  publicly  support- 
ed colleges  and  universities.  Propon- 
ents of  the  measure  note  that  costs 


have  been  rising  at  an  increasing  rate, 
and  that  all  evidence  indicates  that 
they  will  continue  to  do  so. 

The  reason,  thev  point  out,  is  that 
increased  enrollments,  necessary  in- 
creases in  faculty  salaries,  and  gen- 
eral increases  in  expenses  have  forced 
annual  budgets  sharply  upward.  The 
increased  budgets  have  been  mir- 
rored almost  universally  in  alarming 
rises  in  the  cost  of  a  college  educa- 
tion to  the  student  and  his  family. 

Tuition  tax  credit  was  conceived 
to  relieve  financial  pressure  on  per- 
sons paying  for  college  educations 
and  to  reduce  the  threat  of  students 
being  priced  off  the  campus. 

The  measure  would  permit  a  credit 
against  the  Federal  income  tax  of  per- 
sons paying  for  tuition,  fees,  and 
other  essential  expenses  of  college  stu- 
dents. 

Advocates  of  the  plan  emphasize 
the  difference  between  a  tax  credit 
and  a  tax  deduction.  Each  dollar  of 
credit  would  reduce  a  person's  tax 
by  one  dollar.  If  a  taxpayer  owed 
$1,000  at  the  end  of  the  tax  year  and 
had  qualified  for  a  $400  tax  credit, 
he  would  owe  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment only  $600  in  income  tax.  A 
$400  tax  credit  would  save  exactly 
$400  for  the  individual  whether  he 
earned  $5,000  a  year  or  $20,000. 

A  deduction,  on  the  other  hand, 
would  save  a  $20,000-a-vear  man 
more  tax  dollars  than  a  $5,000-a-year 
man. 

The  Ribicoff-Dominick  measure— 
typical  of  the  many  tax  credit  bills 
put  forth  by  members  of  both  houses 
in  recent  years— is  based  on  the  first 
$1,500  paid  for  tuition,  fees,  books, 
and  supplies  per  student  at  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  learning. 

The  amount  of  credit  would  be  75 
per  cent  of  the  first  $200  spent, 
25  percent  of  the  next  $300,  and  10 
percent  of  the  next  $1,000.  The 
maximum  credit  allowable  would  be 
$325. 

The  tax  credit  would  come  to  any- 
one—student, relative,  friend,  or 
benefactor— paying  the  educational 
costs.  Broad  assistance  in  support  of 
the  most  needy  students  could,  there- 
fore, be  generated  by  the  colleges  and 
universities   themselves. 

In  addition,  scholarship-holding 
students  from  middle-income  fami- 
lies could  reduce  their  scholarships 
to  the  extent  that  thev  received  tax 
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credits.  This  would  permit  institu- 
tions to  make  more  generous  and 
more  selective  use  of  increasingly  in- 
adequate scholarship  funds. 

Opposition  to  tuition  tax  credit 
has  come  from  several  quarters.  Much 
has  been  based  on  a  lack  of  under- 
standing about  differences  between 
a  tax  deduction— which  would  tend 
to  favor  higher-income  taxpayers— 
and  a  tax  credit— which  would  save 
the  lower  and  middle-income  taxpayer 
a  higher  proportional  share  of  his  in- 
come. 

Similarly,  some  opposition  has  been 
based  on  the  fact  that  the  measure 
would  not  help  those  with  incomes 
too  low  to  necessitate  payment  of 
Federal  income  taxes.  Advocates  point 
out  that  just  because  a  measure  helps 
many  people  does  not  imply  that  it 
hurts  others,  that  other  methods 
exist  to  help  low-income  people,  and 
that,  in  fact,  millions  of  dollars  of 
scholarship  money  could  be  both 
liberated  and  generated  by  the  meas- 
urejo  help  students  of  limited  means. 
I  Finally,  there  has  been  some  op- 

position on  the  grounds  that  benefits 
would  be  greater  for  students  at 
higher-priced  private  colleges  than  at 
the  lower-cost  state  universities.  The 
percentage  of  relief  woud  be  higher 
at  the  publiclv  supported  institutions, 
which  are,  in  anv  case,  increasing 
their  own  tuitions  dramatically,  and 
are  frequently  charging  out-of-state 
students  nearly  as  much  as  private 
colleges. 

Increased  understanding  of  the 
merits  of  tuition  tax  credit  is  reflect- 
ed in  the  results  of  the  continuing 
CNCHE  survey.  Of  3,248  respond- 
ents to  the  initial  mailing,  2,895  in- 
dicate that  they  favor  the  principles 
of  the  measure. 

Trustees  of  private  institutions 
support  tax  credit  1,954  to  135,  with 
38  undecided.  Trustees  of  state  in- 
stitutions favor  the  measure  305  to 
67,  with  3  undecided. 

Presidents  of  private  colleges  and 
universities  are  in  support  by  595 
to  44,  with  9  undecided,  and  42  of 
99  presidents  of  public  institutions 
favor  the  concept.

Dr.  Boyer  To  Teach  in  Jordan 


Dr.  James  Boyer,  chairman  of  the 
Humanities  Division  and  Bible  De- 
partment at  Grace  College,  and  his 
wife  are  taking  a  second  semester 
leave  of  absence  to  teach  in  the  Near 
East  School  of  Archeological  and 
Biblical  Studies  at  Mount  Olives, 
Jerusalem,  Jordan.  The  spring  pro- 
gram of  the  Near  East  School,  March 
11  through  June  1,  is  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Joseph  P.  Free  of 
the  Wheaton  College  Archaeology 
Department. 

Dr.  Boyer  will  be  teaching  Geo- 
graphy of  the  Near  East  and  Survey 
of  Old  Testament  Archaeology.  Al- 
though there  will  be  no  nev\'  excava- 
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tions,  a  great  portion  of  the  teaching 
will  take  place  at  archaeological  digs. 
One  extended  field  trip  calls  for  a 
week's  study  at  Petri  and  the  Gulf 
of  Aqaba. 

On  the  trip  from  New  York  to 
Jerusalem,  the  Boyers  will  accom- 
pany tourists  and  students  traveling 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Wheaton 
College  Lands  Tour.  They  are 
scheduled  for  a  six-day  voyage  from 
New  York  to  Naples,  Italy,  where 
the  group  will  sight-see  four  days. 
From  Naples,  the  tour  will  sail  by 
Mediterranean  steamer  to  Alexandria, 
Egypt,  and  Beirut,  Lebanon,  then 
travel  by  car  to  Syria,  Damascus,  and 


on  through  Jordan  to  Jerusalem. 

After  completing  their  teaching 
ministry  in  early  June,  the  Boyers 
will  spend  a  week  in  Israel,  after 
which  they  will  fl)'  for  a  week's  visit 
in  Greece,  and  then  on  to  Rome  and 
southern  Europe.  After  a  brief  visit 
with  the  Brethren  missionaries  at  the 
Chateau  in  St.  Albain,  France,  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Boyer  will  sail  from  Can- 
nes, France,  for  New  York,  arriving 
on  July  1 1 . 

Although  this  will  be  Mrs.  Boyer's 
first  travel  outside  the  States,  she  is 
looking  forward  to  the  educational, 
as  well  as  the  relaxing,  experience. 
Dr.  Boyer  journeyed  through  Israel 
in  1958  during  a  professorial  work- 
shop, but  he  is  greatly  anticipating 
the  unique  teaching  ministry  on  the 
lordan  side.  Already  thinking  of  his 
academic  and  extra-academic  activ- 
ities when  he  returns,  he  is  taking 
along  enough  film  for  about  800 
slides. 

The  Bovers  leave  Winona  Lake  by 
train  on  March  7,  and  will  visit  rela- 
tives in  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  be- 
fore sailing  on  the  SS  Atlantic  on 
March  11.

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What  Makes  a  Seminary? 


The  word  "seminary"  is  defined  in 
Webster's  New  Collegiate  Diction- 
ary as  "an  institution  for  the  training 
of  candidates  for  the  ministry."  An 
evangelical  seminary  therefore  is  an 
institution  that  prepares  men  for 
evangelical  leadership  in  the  church, 
whether  it  be  in  the  pastorate,  on 
the  mission  field,  or  in  some  other 
phase  of  Christian  service.  This 
preparation  may  also  be  applied  to 
the  training  of  women  who  have 
given  themselves  for  definite  Chris- 
tian service. 

It  is  true  that  ofttimes  God  uses 
persons  in  places  of  church  leadership 
who  have  not  had  the  benefit  of 
seminary  training.  However,  in  these 
days  of  specialization  the  argument  is 
strongly  in  favor  of  specialized  train- 
ing for  ministers  of  the  gospel.  This 
is  found  to  be  true  in  all  other  pro- 
fessions. Surely  it  can  be  no  less  true 
in  the  ministry,  the  greatest  of  all  pro- 
fessions. A  cabinet  maker  can  do  a 
passably  acceptable  piece  of  crafts- 
manship with  dull  tools,  but  he  can 
do  himself  proud  with  sharp  ones.  So 
with  the  servant  of  the  Lord.  He 
can  minister  much  more  effectively 
and  accomplish  much  more  if  the 
tools  of  his  calling  are  sharpened. 
This  is  what  seminary  training  seeks 
to  do. 

Such  training  enables  the  potential 
minister  to  dig  deep  into  the  riches 
of  God's  Word  and  bring  forth  treas- 
ures of  truth  and  blessing  for  the  en- 
richment of  those  to  whom  he  min- 
isters. It  is  not  the  purpose  of  a  semi- 
nary simply  to  impart  knowledge  to 
students  who  in  turn  absorb  it  like 
a  sponge  and  subsequently  squeeze 
out  this  same  knowledge  to  their 
hearers.  Students  must  be  provided 
with  the  means,  the  tools,  and  the 
techniques  whereby  they  can  con- 
tinually engage  in  a  creative  min- 
istry. They  must  be  resourceful, 
trained  to  use  their  own  initiative  in 
Christian  leadership.  The  seminary 
is  designed  to  be  a  spiritual  West 
Point  for  the  soldiers  of  the  cross. 

Assuming  that  the  seminar\'  pos- 
sesses  an   adequate   faculty,    a   dedi- 


cated student  body  and  the  necessar)' 
material  facilities,  that  which  really 
makes  it  effective  is  its  curriculum, 
or  the  aggregate  of  studies  which  is 
involved  in  the  students'  preparation. 
After  careful  study  of  what  should  be 
included  in  the  curriculum,  most 
evangelical  seminaries,  Grace  in- 
cluded, have  decided  upon  certain 
prescribed  courses  of  study  which 
seem  indispensable.  Systeviatic  theo- 
logy is  one  of  these.  The  great  doc- 
trines of  Scripture  need  to  be  learn- 
ed, as  well  as  the  emphasis  the  Word 
places  upon  these  doctrines.  The 
minister  needs  to  know  how  to  de-

fend  his  faith  convincingly  against  all 
assailants,  hence  apologetics  is  includ- 
ed in  the  curriculum.  Every  minister 
must  be  able  to  give  a  sound  reason 
for  the  faith  he  proclaims.  This  be- 
comes increasingly  true  in  these  days 
of  unbelief  and  apostasy. 

Since  evangelical  seminaries  be- 
lieve  in  the  divine  authority  of  the 
Word  of  God  as  given  in  the  original 
languages,  a  prominent  place  is  given 
to  the  study  of  Hebrew  and  Greek. 
Divine  inspiration  is  related  to  the 
giving  of  the  Scripture  mainlv  in 
these  two  languages.  Much  attention, 


as  well,  is  given  to  the  English  Bible, 
in  order  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  its  great  message  as  set  forth  in 
both  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
Entire  courses  are  devoted  to  such 
particular  books  as  Daniel,  Romans, 
John,  Acts  and  Revelation. 

Time  forbids  in  this  short  article 
to  dwell  on  other  important  studies 
such  as  the  history  of  the  church, 
Christian  missions  in  its  various  as- 
pects, homiletics  or  the  art  of  •preach 
ing,  and  practical  theology,  in  which 
many  and  varied  facets  of  the  pastor's 
ministry  are  considered.  Much  stress 
is  laid  upon  the  individual  devotional 
life  through  chapel  services,  prayer- 
meetings,  special  days  of  prayer  and 
conferences  of  various  kinds. 

WTiat  makes  a  seminary?  In  part 
at  least  and  verv  importantlv,  it 
consists  of  a  Bible-focused,  Christ- 
centered  curriculum  taught  by  quali- 
fied teachers  in  an  atmosphere  of 
dedication  to  God  and  love  for  His 
service  over  a  period  of  at  least  three 
intensified  years.  Even  then,  man\' 
men  feel  the  need  of  additional  vears 
of  training  in  order  to  fit  them  for 
the   particular   field   of   His   calling.

From  large  gifts  it  is  hoped  that 
in  these  five  years  (1966-1970)  $500,- 
000  can  be  raised.  Of  the  remaining 
million  needed,  we  expect  to  see  at 
least  ten  people  who  will  give  $2,000 
annually  for  five  vears;  20  who  will 
give  $1,000  annually  for  five  years; 
450  who  will  give  $200  annually  for 
fi\'e  years;  450  who  will  give  $100 
annually  for  five  years;  and  500  who 
will  give  $50  annually  for  five  years.

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Seminary  Plans  Pastor's  Conference

The  fourth  annual  pastor's  confer- 
ence at  Grace  Theological  Seminary, 
April  19  to  22,  is  designed  to  chal- 
lenge the  student  body  with  the  op- 
portunities of  fruitful  ministry  in  the 
local  pastorate.  The  continuing  need 
for  pastors  in  our  own  fellowship, 
and  the  inability  of  the  seminary  to 
respond  with  enough  men  to  answer 
the  many  pleas  from  churches  have 
combined  to  focus  attention  upon  this 
vital  aspect  of  the  Christian  church. 
If  it  is  right  to  have  a  week-long 
emphasis  upon  foreign  missi""'  -.^.tV,. 
in  the  framework  of  the  academic 
year,  then  it  is  just  as  appropriate 
to  have  an  emphasis  upon  the  pastor- 
ate.  Unless  there  are  pastors,  there 


will  not  be  strong  churches.  And 
unless  there  are  churches,  there  will 
not  be  missions  and  missionaries,  and 
all  other  phases  of  Christian  ministry 
will  suffer. 

It  is  God  who  calls  men  into  His 
service.  Yet  the  present  shortage  of 
trained  and  available  men  can  hard- 
ly be  due  to  failure  on  God's  part. 
It  must  be  that  God  is  calling  but 
some  men  are  not  hearing  that  call. 
The  pastor's  conference  is  designed 
to  give  e\'ery  seminary  student  the 
opportunitv  to  consider  carefully  the 
possibility  that  the  Lord  may  be  call- 
ing him  into  the  pastoral  ministr)'. 

Guest  speakers  are  invited  annual- 
ly who  have  had  a  wide  background 


in  pastoral  and  related  ministries, 
and  can  share  their  enthusiasm  and 
experience  with  those  still  in  train- 
ing. Speakers  this  year  are  Rev.  John 
M.  Aehy,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church,  Waterloo,  Iowa,  who 
will  be  emphasizing  personal  evan- 
gelism in  pastoral  work,  and  Dr.  Wil- 
liam  Rice,  pastor  of  the  Inter  CitA' 
Baptist  Church,  Allen  Park,  Michi- 
oan.  Both  of  these  men  are  alumni 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminary, 
whose  ministries  have  been  blessed 
of  God,  and  whose  practical  expe- 
rience should  be  of  great  benefit  to 
those  training  for  Christ's  service. 
Not  only  in  their  formal  messages 
but  also  their  many  informal  contacts 
with  the  students  between  classes,  in

During  the  Christmas  holiday  va- 
cation, four  Grace  College  students 
participated  in  the  distribution  of 
3,000  New  Testaments  and  other 
Christian  literature  in  Monterrey, 
Mexico. 

Sue  Horney,  Rita  Hoyt,  Lynn 
Hoyt,  and  Eleanor  Mares  forfeited 
their  ten-dav  vacation,  working  under 
the  direction  of  Operation  Mobiliza- 
tion, an  international  student  move- 
ment. 

"Operation  Send  the  Light,"  as 
the  trip  to  Mexico  was  called,  in- 
volved 250  students  from  colleges 
and  universities  all  over  the  country. 
The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  to  sell 
various  kinds  of  Christian  literature 
translated  into  Spanish— New  Testa- 


ments, tracts,  books  by  Billy  Graham 
and  other  evangelical  writers.  Rather 
than  giving  away  the  literature,  the 
students  sold  it  at  cost  or  below, 
thus  helping  the  Mexicans  to  realize 
its  intrinsic  worth. 

Each  of  the  Grace  students  held 
an  advantage  over  many  of  the  other 
young  people  because  of  their  abilitv 
to  speak  Spanish. 

Sue  Horney,  a  senior,  comes  from 
our  Brethren  Home  Missions  work  in 
Taos,  New  Mexico,  where  she  has 
been  bilingual  for  16  years.  Sue  in- 
itiated the  interest  on  Grace  campus 
for  O.M.,  and  encouraged  the  others 
to  accompany  her  this  past  Christ- 
mas.

missionary  children  in  Buenos  Aires, 
Argentina;  they  have  been  bilingual 
since  learning  to  talk.  Rita  said  the 
most  humorous  incident  occurred 
when  a  non-Spanish-speaking  student 
told  a  Mexican  that  a  New  Testa- 
ment costs  three  "besos,"  which 
means  "kiss."

Eleanor  Mares,  a  Grace  College 
junior  from  Taos,  New  Mexico,  was 
also  reared  speaking  English  and 
Spanish.  Eleanor  considers  mission- 
aries as  "special  people"  since  it  was 
through  such  influence  that  she  be- 
came a  Christian.  The  most  exciting 
part  of  "Operation  Send  the  Light" 
for  Eleanor  is  yet  to  come  bv  wa\' 
of  correspondence  with  Bertha  Mar- 
tinas,  a  Mexican  teen-ager.  Each  of 
the  250  students  was  asked  to  find 
one  person  in  Monterrev  for  a  per- 
sonal follow-up  ministry,  thus  striv- 
ing to  show  these  people  that  this 
American  interest  is  more  than  super- 
ficial. 

These  four  Grace  students  said 
they  would  like  to  travel  to  another 
country  next  year  to  distribute  God's 
Word.  Several  of  them  are  preparing 
to  carr\'  on  the  same  work  in  a  for-

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Thinking 
On  Foreign 
Missions

During  our  present  publicity  pe- 
riod, we  are  emphasizing  that  Breth- 
ren Foreign  Missions  should  be 
geared  to  the  'Space  Age."  A  horse 
and  a  buggv  were  fine  in  the  past. 
But  for  too  long,  foreign  missions  in 
general  has  been  seared  to  the 
"horse-and-buggy  days."  As  a  result, 
for  decades  world  evangelization 
hasn't  matched  population  increases. 

"Go  Ahead!"  Now  God  seems  to 
be  saying,  "Go  ahead."  That  is  the 
same  message  He  gave  Joshua 
("Speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel 
that  they  go  forward").  God  has  also 
said,  "Go  quickly,  and  tell."  With  the 
laroest  offerinos  during  the  last  three 
years  in  the  history  of  Brethren  For- 
eign Missions,  God  seems  to  be  say- 
ing, "Go  ahead." 

"Hurry!"  Yes,  God  seems  to  be 
saying,  "Hurry."  Even  Mark  uses 
such  words  as  "immediately," 
"straightway,"  "anon,"  and  "forth- 
with." Paul  and  his  party  heard  the 


call  from  Macedonia  and  "immediate- 
ly" began.  Hurry— because  of  the  mil- 
lions dying  without  Christ.  In  vary- 
ing ratios  it  is  said  that  we  are  losing 
out  in  world  evangelization  at  the 
rate  of  19  to  one,  or  possibly  even  100 
to  one.  In  other  words,  more  unsaved 
and  untold  people  exist  today  than 
ever  before.  Hiirr)'— because  doors  are 
closing  in  many  areas.  This  was 
brought  home  to  us  forcefully  on 
January  1,  when  the  government  of 
Central  African  Republic  changed. 
Suddenly  no  one  knew  what  the  at- 
titude of  the  new  government  might 
be.  Now  it  seems  the  new  govern- 
ment is  as  favorable  toward  missions 
as  the  old,  possibly  even  more  favor- 
able. Still,  most  of  the  earth's  people 
now  live  in  lands  that  are  closed  to 
the  Gospel— unless  the  Gospel  is  car- 
ried in  through  unconventional  chan- 
nels. Hjirry— because  our  seven  fields 
are  still  wide  open  for  gospel  testi- 
mony. Our  responsibilities  are  even 
greater.  At  this  writing,  39  candidate 
families  are  listed  with  our  societv. 
These  are  God's  select  folk  from  our 
various  Brethren  churches.  Some 
have  little  or  no  Bible  training;  others 
have  just  started.  A  few  will  com- 
plete training  during  1966.  We  thank 
God  for  these  candidates,  but  we 
pray  for  more.  We  need  to  double 
our  missionary'  personnel.  Even  this 
will  reach  only  a  little  of  the  world's 
available  areas. 

New  Fields.  "When"  and  "how" 
are  in  the  hands  of  God.  With  no 


new  fields  opened  since  1959,  it  is 
high  time  we  enter  some  of  the  dif- 
ferent, inviting  areas  of  the  earth. 
This  will  be  seriously  considered  dur- 
ing the  society's  66th  year.  Pray  that 

o  ... 

God's  plan  will  be  known  and  that 
His  people  will  have  courage  and 
grace. 

Diamond  Jubilee.  We  are  in  the 
decade  that  will  climax  with  our 
Diamond  Jubilee  in  1975.  Future 
events  are  in  the  hands  of  God.  Jesus 
Christ  may  return  long  before  then. 
So  we  should  be  thinking  in  terms 
of  more  fields,  more  missionaries, 
more  funds,  and  many  more  Breth- 
ren people  geared  to  the  Space  Age 
in  foreign  missions.  All  of  these  cate- 
gories should  double  during  this 
decade.  That  is  little  enough  in  face 
of  the  unparalleled  opportunity  and 
challenge.  Doubling  income  as  quick- 
ly as  possible  is  one  of  the  first  re- 
quirements to  doubling  all  along  the 
line.  And  it  could  be  done  in  1966, 
in  these  wavs: 

(1)  Double  the  donors.  About  20 
per  cent  of  our  Brethren  do  most  of 
the  foreign-mission  giving. 

(2)  Double    the    amounts    given. 

Most  could  do  it  (without  any  in- 
crease in  salary)  if  we  really  believed 
it  to  be  God's  will. 

(3)  More  Brethren  remembering 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions  in  wills 
and    bequests,    more    arranging    an-

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Plans  are  vital  for  an  or- 
ganization to  move  forward. 
In  this  issue  (pages  2  to  4), 
officials  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Societv  look  to  a 
Decade  of  Decision  as  illus- 
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in  this  great  cause.  And  through 
their  participation  in  supporting  the 
foreign  missions  program,  the  Breth- 
ren people  have  joined  this  greatest 
cause  of  all. 

Now  the  challenge  looks  to  the 
future— to  1975.  This  will  be  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  vear  of  Brethren 
Foreign  Missions  and  the  three- 
quarter  mark  of  the  20th  century. 
True,  the  Lord  mav  come  anv  dav 
and  we  are  hopefully  anticipating 
that  occasion.  But  we  must  have  a 
plan  in  case  He  deems  it  advisable  to 
leave  us  here  for  a  longer  period  of 
time.  We  must  indeed  make  this  a 
"Decade  for  Decision."  It  must  be 
a  time  when  we  shall  to  a  greater 
extent  than  ever  before  do  the  full 
work  that  God  has  given  us  to  do. 

Just  what  is  involved  in  this 
"Decade  for  Decision"? 

It  must  be  the  decade  in  which  we 
fullv  comprehend  all  that  is  involved 
in  the  Great  Commission:  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature."  We  must 
feel  in  this  the  heartbeat  of  God  as 
His  great  love  goes  out  to  a  lost 
world.  We  must  feel  the  thrill  that 
comes  to  a  child  of  God  who  is  com- 
pletely submissive  to  His  will  in 
carrying  out  this  Great  Commission. 

It  seems  absolutely  essential  that 
we  must  pass  on  to  our  children  and 
to  our  young  people  the  burden  and 
responsibility  for  this  tremendous 
task.  Thev  need  to  be  taught  to  be 
soul  \vinners  from  their  earliest  days. 
For  if  children  and  young  people 
ha\'e  no  burden  for  lost  souls  here  at 
home,  how  can  we  expect  them  to 
go  across  the  sea  to  win  the  lost 
there?  Or  how  can  we  expect  them, 
after  they  grow  up,  to  ha\e  a  burden 
to  give  and  pray  for  lost  souls  abroad? 


In  our  Missionary  Helpers  Club, 
and  in  our  teen  program,  we  want 
to  encourage  boys  and  girls  and 
young  people— as  well  as  their  lead- 
ers—to become  winners  of  souls  at 
home!  We  ask  parents,  Sunday- 
school  teachers,  and  all  who  have  a 
part  in  the  training  of  these  children 
and  young  people,  to  join  us  in 
this  endeavor.  The  best  way  to  be- 
gin is  to  set  a  personal  example  in 
soul-winning.  Truly,  this  could  be 
one  of  the  greatest  accomplishments 
in  the  Decade  for  Decision. 

All  of  our  people— from  the  young- 
est to  the  oldest— must  be  challenged 
to  begin  immediately  to  pray  as  ne\'er 
before  that  we  may  fully  carry  out 
God's   Great   Commission! 

In  our  praying,  we  must  call  upon 
the  Lord  to  give  us  more  workers 
to  get  the  job  done.  When  I  was  in 
Africa  in  1964,  the  leaders  of  the 
African  church  said  to  me:  "Please 
tell  your  people  to  send  us  more 
missionaries.  If  they  will  send  us 
the  missionaries  to  train  us,  we  will 
gladly  do  the  work  that  is  to  be 
done."  We  must  not  fail  our  breth- 
ren in  Africa  or  any  other  fields.  The 
very  minimum  number  of  workers 
that  the  Africa  field  is  asking  for  is 
25,  \\'hi!e  the  field  of  France  says 
they  need  a  minimum  of  four  couples 
to  help  in  the  work  there.  Reports 
from  Brazil  and  Argentina  and  other 
fields  indicate  that  ue  could  use  a 
minimum  there  of  10  to  15  workers. 
Add  to  this  replacements  for  those 
who  will  retire  in  the  next  ten-vear 
period,  and  you  have  the  challenging 
figure  of  50  to  75  workers  needed 
to  do  the  job.  This  may  seem  like 
an  impossible  goal,  but  it  is  not.  Let 
us  wait  upon  the  Lord  and  do  our

part  to  achieve  this  goal.  True,  it  may 
call  for  us  to  give  of  our  own  chil- 
dren to  answer  this  prayer,  but  what 
great  blessing  there  would  be  in  that! 

If  we  are  to  have  these  workers, 
we  must  have  the  funds  to  support 
them.  The  very  least  annual  amount 
that  would  support  such  a  program  as 
this  would  be  a  million  dollars.  So, 
this  is  a  realistic  goal  for  this  ten-year 
period. 

Surely  the  Lord  does  not  expect 
us  to  work  in  the  same  place  all  the 
time.  Therefore,  new  fields  should  be 
entered  as  God  mav  lead.  Three  or 
more  fields  present  challenges  right 
at  the  present  time.  It  seems  that  a 
minimum  number  to  be  entered  in 
the  next  ten  years  would  be  three. 
The  board  has  already  approved  Ger- 
many as  a  mission  field,  but  there 
ha\'e  been  no  volunteers  to  go.  How 
wonderful  it  would  be  to  see  our 
Brethren  people  take  the  Gospel  back 
to  this  land  from  which  our  people 
departed   in   the    18th   century! 

We  do  not  want  to  be  selfish  in 
all  of  this;  we  would  like  to  share 
our  plans  with  the  entire  brotherhood. 
Therefore,  we  invite  all  pastors, 
boards,  and  workers  in  any  realm  to 
join  with  us  in  this  vision  of  tre- 
mendously increased  accomplish- 
ments in  the  next  ten-year  period. 
How  \vonderful  it  would  be  if  each 
group  would  establish  goals  for  them- 
selves for  this  period!  We  invite  the 
moderator  to  share  this  message  and 
challenge  through  his  moderator's 
address  at  national  conference  and 
moderators  of  the  districts  in  their 
conferences.  With  all  of  the  people 
in  the  church  working  together,  God 
will  enable  us  to  accomplish  great 
things  in  the  next  ten  years.  T 
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Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  Keith  Altig  are  called 
our  "pioneer  missionaries"  in  Brazil  be- 
cause they  began  the  Brethren  work  there 
in  1949.  They  had  to  learn  to  speak  Portu- 
guese, because  that  is  Brazil's  language. 
Icoaraci  is  the  name  of  the  city  where  the 
first  work  was  started.

The  conference  consisted  of  a  full 
four  days  of  missionary  emphasis  and 
challenge,  planned  and  presented  by 
the  students  themselves.  The  first  of 
the  two  sessions  each  momins  fea- 
tured  messages  by  Henry  Owen, 
secretarv  for  the  Midwest  with  Over- 
seas Missionary  Fellowship,  and 
Robert  Cover,  missionarv  to  Argen- 
tina with  Brethren  Foreign  Missions. 
The  theme  of  the  conference,  "I  Am 
Debtor,"  was  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration dailv  in  the  second  session, 
and  the  responsibilitv  of  presenting 
this  Biblical  obligation  fell  upon  the 
shoulders  of  Mr.  Fogle  and  Jake 
Kliever,  Brethren  missionary  to  the 
Central  African  Republic.  Each  eve- 
ning one  of  these  missionaries  pre- 
sented specifics  relating  to  the  par- 
ticular field  to  which  the  Lord  had 
called   him. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  meetings, 
there  were  manv  moments  during  the 
conference    period    which    provided 


opportunity  for  a  more  personal  mis- 
sionarv-to-student  contact.  Following 
one  of  the  evening  sessions  all  the 
ladies  got  together  for  a  missionary 
fashion  show  in  which  the  wives  of 
the  missionaries  cooperated  with  the 
women  students  in  presenting  the 
various  mission  fields  bv  the  dress 
worn  there.  The  men,  not  to  be  out- 
done, gathered  one  morning  at  6  a.m. 
for  a  continental  breakfast,  followed 
bv  a  panel  discussion  with  the  mis- 
sionaries which  explored  the  topic, 
"A  Typical  Day  on  the  Mission 
Field."  Conclusion:  no  such  thing. 

In  the  afternoons  the  missionaries 
were  available  to  students  for  per- 
sonal interviews  to  discuss  any  sub- 
ject which  might  be  of  interest  or 
concern.  Meals  were  taken  with  var- 
ious students,  each  married  seminar- 
ian being  anxious  to  show  the  guests 
on  campus  what  a  good  cook  his  wife 
was,  and  the  college  students  just  as 
happv  to  eat  with  a  missionarv  in  the 
college  dining  hall.  The  praver  groups 
which  gather  every  day  after  chapel 
to  prav  for  missionaries  took  it  upon 
themselves  to  invite  the  missionarv 
who  represented  their  continent  to  a 
meal  in  the  dining  facilities. 

But  perhaps  some  of  the  most 
blessed  times  of  the  conference  were 
spent  after  all  the  activities  of  the 
day  around  a  "campfire"  in  the  semi- 
nary lounge  when  spontaneous  sing- 
ing and  testimonies  were  in  order. 
Students,  some  with  tears,  shared 
what  the  Lord  was  doing  in  their 
lives  with  respect  to  the  fact  that  the\' 
were  debtors  to  take  the  message  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  the  world. 
Some  indicated  that  they  definitely 
felt  this  conference   had   been   used 


of  God   to  show   them   further   His 
will  for  their  lives. 

The  1965  missionary  conference  is 
just  another  example  of  the  empha- 
sis which  is  placed  at  Grace,  parallel- 
ing academic  matters,  upon  the  re- 
sponsibility of  each  born-again  child 
of  God  to  be  a  good  steward  of  the 
spiritual  wealth  which  is  his  by  the 
grace  of  God.  Surelv  the  theme  "I 
Am  Debtor"  will  remind  all  of  us 
once  again  that  the  precious  promise 
of  Romans  10:13,  "For  whosoever 
shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  saved,"  is  followed  in  Ro- 
mans 10:14  bv  ".  .  .  and  how  shall 
thev  believe  in  him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  thev 
hear  without  a  preacher?"  T

life  insurance  or  other  specialized 
giving. 

(4)   A   nev/   willingness   to   be   un- 

clogged  channels.  God  wants  us  to 
have  good  salaries.  But  let  us  allow 
Him  to  pour  funds,  larger  amounts 
of  funds  through  our  lives.  Let  us  be 
so  dedicated  to  His  will  that  when 
we  receive  amounts  over  and  above 
regular  income,  we  will  pass  the 
funds  on  without  keeping  any  part 
as   "carrying  charges." 

We  can  count  on  God  if  we  can 
count  on  ourselves.  Let's  put  Breth- 
ren Foreign  Missions  in  the  Space 
Age  operationallv  and  keep  it  there.

"If  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  ye  shall 
say  unto  this  mountain,  Remove  hence  to  yonder  place; 
and  it  shall  remove;  and  nothing  shall  be  impossible  unto 
you"  (Matt.  17:20). 

Seated  comfortably  in  a  jet  flying  high  above  France's 
beautiful  countryside,  the  words  faith  as  a  grain  of  mus- 
tard seed  fixed  themselves  in  my  mind.  It  was  Novem- 
ber 20,  1965.  Memories  of  the  events  of  the  past  ten 
months  kept  parading  through  my  mind. 

There  was  that  day  in  January  when  I  was  told  to 
leave  my  work  in  Africa  and  go  to  the  U.S.A.  There  was 
that  cold,  dark  night  when  I  arrived  in  Chicago.  There 
was  the  difficult  day  I  entered  the  hospital  in  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana.  There  was  the  awful  knowledge  that 
I  had  a  disease  from  which  no  one  has  ever  recovered; 
a  disease  which  only  the  surgeon's  knife  or  some  other 
drastic  treatment  can  cure.  And  so  there  was  the  series 
of  three  operations.  There  were  days  and  weeks  and 
months  of  painful  recovery.  During  these  distressing 
days  I  often  wondered  if  I  could  ever  return  to  the 
work  in  Africa. 

One  of  the  favorite  hymns  at  our  station  in  Africa  is 
"Ho!  Reapers  in  the  Whitened  Harvest."  Singing 
through  my  heart  and  mind  in  those  days  was  the  chorus 
of  this  hymn:  "They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  re- 
new their  strength;  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings 
as  eagles;  they  shall  run  and  not  be  weary;  they  shall 
walk  and  not  faint."  There  was  not  much  faith— just 
enough  to  keep  singing,  "They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord 
shall  renew  their  strength."  As  I  thought  of  the  few 
reapers  in  the  harvest,  I  could  hear  my  co-workers  sing- 
ing this  song.  Tears  fell  daily.  Oh,  how  I  wished  to  be 
with  those  reapers! 

So  it  was  not  great  faith,  but  a  little  which  during 
weakness,  pain,  and  fear  kept  on  singing.  Added  to  the 
song  was  the  knowledge  that  hundreds  of  people  were 
praying  for  me. 

Then  came  that  wonderful  day  when  the  doctor  said: 
"Are  you  thinking  of  taking  a  long  journey?  If  you  are, 
you  have  mv  blessing  if  it  means  anything  to  you."  Mean 
anything  to  me!  Without  that  blessing  there  could  be 
no  joumev.  Mean  anything  to  me!  God  had  answered 
the  prayers  of  His  children  and  strength  was  renewed. 
Mean  anything  to  me!  The  waiting  was  over. 

High  over  France,  flying  south  to  the  waiting  group  in 
Africa,  I  thought  of  the  grain  of  mustard  seed.  True! 
True!  True!  Faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed  can  re- 
move mountains.  A  little  can  do  a  lot. 

"What  shall  I  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  his  bene- 
fits toward  me?"  How  can  I  thank  the  doctors  and  nurses 
who  cared  for  me  with  such  a  personal  interest  that  they 
now  seem  like  friends?  How  can  I  thank  the  loved  ones 
who  showered  me  with  deeds  of  kindness?  How  can  I 
thank  all  who  prayed  for  me  by  name? 

Now  today  in  my  warm  sunny  room  in  Bozoum  I 
read  the  rest  of  the  promise:  "Nothing  shall  be  impos- 
sible unto  you."  Me,  Lord?  Nothing  impossible  for  me? 
Then  grant  me  this  one  request— may  I  please  Thee  all 
the  added  days  of  my  life.  T

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One  of  the  frustrating  experiences 
of  my  life  relates  to  my  college  days, 
when  I  had  to  buv  textbooks  for  the 
courses  I  was  taking.  Those  were 
depression  days,  money  was  scarce, 
and  I  lived  in  hopes  of  selling  those 
texts  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  some 
student  a  year  behind  me.  But  all  too 
often,  by  the  end  of  that  ^'ear  mv 
textbooks  were  declared  obsolete,  and 
new  ones  were  chosen  for  the  oncom- 
ing class.  I  was  stuck.  I  saved  some 
of  those  books  for  vears,  but  have 
long  since  discarded  them  because 
they   were   outdated. 

However,  there  is  one  book  I 
own  that  will  never  be  outdated. 
From  the  standpoint  of  current 
books,  it  is  ancient.  For  the  writing 
of  this  book  took  place  over  a  period 
of  about  sixteen  hundred  years,  and 
it  was  finished  nearly  nineteen 
hundred  vears  ago.  Yet  it  is  as  up- 
to-date  as  tomorrow's  newspaper,  and 
of  infinitelv  more  lasting  value.  It 
is  my  Bible.  What  makes  it  the  best 
seller  year  after  year  after  year?  Whv 
has  it  been  translated  (in  part  at 
least)  into  more  than  twelve  hundred 
languages?  Because  it  is  not  just  a 
book  with  human  origin,  but  a  book 
with  di\'ine  authorship. 

I  believe  in  the  full  verbal  inspira- 
tion of  the  Bible.  I  can  explain  its 
history,  influence  and  accuracy  in 
no  other  way.  These  are  days  when 
men,  even  religious  leaders,  are 
doubting  the  Bible.  Some  are  saving 
that  we  can  take  its  moral  and  ethi- 
cal lessons,  but  must  discard  its  au- 
thority in  other  matters.  Some  be- 
lieve that  much  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment (and  indeed,  much  of  the  New 
Testament)  is  only  legend,  and  not 
fact.  However,  this  makes  men  the 
judge  of  the  Bible,  and  God  gave  it 
that  it  might  be  the  judge  of  men! 
And  if  it  is  not  reliable  in  every- 
thing, how  can  I  know  that  it  is 
reliable  in  anything?  I  cannot  recon- 


cile for  myself  such  a  discriminatory 
attitude  toward  the  Book— for  me  it 
is  all  or  nothing. 

The  Bible  passes  the  test  of  expe- 
rience for  me.  I  find  it  intensely 
satisfying  to  trust  it  as  a  guide  for  all 
my  faith  and  life.  For  the  Bible  gives 
me  the  most  satisfying  answers  to  the 
three  most  basic  questions  of  life: 
Where  did  I  come  from?  Why  am 
I  here?  Where  am  I  going? 

My  Bible  tells  me  about  God;  His 
holiness.  His  love.  His  perfections, 
His  justice.  His  grace.  His  revela- 
tion  of  himself  in  the  person  of  His 
Son,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  tells 
me  of  His  heavenly  home,  which  He 
desires  to  share  with  me.  It  tells  me 
of  His  creation,  that  I  might  enjoy 
and  appreciate  it  more.  It  tells  me  of 
His  provision  for  my  salvation 
through  the  sacrifice  of  His  Son  at 
a  place  called  Calvary,  and  His  con-

Speaks  to  Me

tinuing  provision  for  my  daily  needs 
through  Him. 

But  the  Bible  also  tells  me  about 
myself.  I  find  myself,  at  my  worst, 
and  at  my  best,  in  the  characters  of 
the  Bible.  I  see  myself  with  many 
needs  that  are  beyond  my  human 
power  to  meet,  with  problems  that  no 
human  power  or  wisdom  can  soh'e. 
Then  I  see  that  God  desires  a  part- 
nership with  me,  whereby  He  will 
take  my  burdens,  problems,  worries, 
cares,  and  best  of  all,  my  sins;  and 
in  their  place  He  will  give  His  grace, 
strength,  forgiveness,  wisdom,  com- 
panionship,  and  so  much  more  that 
I  could  not  begin  to  count  His  gifts. 

The  Bible  is  the  history  of  God's 
dealings  with  man;  past,  present,  and 
future!  For  much  of  the  Bible  is  yet 
prophetic.  And  the  fulfillment  of 
its  past  prophecies  is  so  remarkable 
that  I  have  no  doubts  that  those  yet 


to  be  fulfilled  will  come  to  pass 
just  as  described.  I  guess  you  can  call 
me  a  literalist  when  it  comes  to  the 
Bible.  I  believe  it  says  what  it  means, 
and  means  what  it  says.  The  only 
justification  for  taking  it  figuratively 
or  symbolically  is  when  the  imme- 
diate context  makes  it  clear  that 
this  is  the  case.  There  are  no  con- 
tradictions in  the  Bible— only  con- 
tradictions in  our  understanding  of 
it.  There  are  no  errors  in  it— only 
errors  in  our  understanding  of  it. 

The  Bible  is  not  a  book  of  science, 
but  wherever  it  speaks  on  scientific 
themes,  it  does  so  with  amazing  ac- 
curacy. There  is  no  disharmony  be- 
tween the  facts  of  science  and  the 
Bible,  for  truth  is  always  and  every- 
where compatible.  There  are  dis- 
agreements between  scientific  theories 
and  the  Bible,  but  theories  change! 
Scientific  theories  of  the  origin  of  the 
universe  ha\'e  changed  at  least  seven 
times  since  I  was  in  high  school!  But 
the  Bible  does  not  change.  (Bv  the 
way,  it  requires  far  less  faith  for  me 
to  accept  the  simple,  majestic  state- 
ments of  Genesis  as  to  the  origin  of 
the  universe  and  life  as  we  know  it, 
than  to  accept  the  fantastic  and  gap- 
filled  "explanations"  of  science,  when 
God  is  left  out!) 

Because  the  Bible  speaks-  to  me,  I 
have  a  di\'ine  obligation  to  share 
it  with  others.  My  ministry  is  a  di- 
\'ine  calling,  to  communicate  God's 
message  to  men  and  women  and  boys 
and  girls.  Mv  preaching  must  be 
Bible-centered  or  it  is  off-base!  And 
since  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
central  theme  of  the  Bible,  that  makes 
Bible-centered  preaching  and  teach- 
ing Christ-centered  also. 

I  am  committed  to  the  proposition 
that  a  right  relationship  with  God 
through  Christ  is  the  answer  to  every 
human  question,  the  solution  to 
every  problem,  the  supply  to  ever\' 
need,  the  satisfaction  to  every  heart. 
And  it  is  the  Christ  of  the  Bible,  not 
the  Christ  of  human  imagination, 
\\'ho  is  "the  way,  the  truth,  and  the 
life"  (John  14;'6).  That's  why  the 
Bible  is  so  important,  and  so  won- 
derful, to  me.  It  tells  me  all  I  really 
know  about  Him.  And  that's  whv 
I'm  glad  to  be  a  part  of  a  church 
whose  motto  is:  "The  Bible,  the 
whole  Bible,  and  nothing  but  the 
Bible."

She  was  handed 
over  by  his  wife,  now  a  mother, 
with  this  admonition:  "Careful, 
fioney,  don't  drop  the  baby!" 

This  same  admonition  is  needed 
bv  todav's  Christian  worker.  God 
uses  us  to  bring  a  soul  to  life  in 
Christ,  but  we  leave  him  to  starve 
spirituallv  through  neglect.  As  any 
babv  has  certain  needs  to  be  met, 
so  the  babe  in  Christ.  There  is  the 
matter   of 

Hunger 

We  have  been  hearing  much  re- 
cently of  the  effect  of  malnutrition 
throughout  the  world.  Incidents  of 
soul-starvation  can  be  found  in  manv 
churches  today.  An  inspection  of  the 
statistical  report  of  anv  congregation 
indicates  that  baptisms  and  admis- 
sions to  church  membership  are  far 
fewer  than  reported  con\'ersions  for 
any  given  vear.  What  happens  to 
the  new  converts?  There  is  necessitv 
for  a  "Freedom  from  Spiritual 
Hunger  Campaign"  in  manv 
churches  following  a  "Soul-winning 
Campaign." 

What  sort  of  parent  would  leave 
a  child  without  food,  or  the  means 
to  obtain  it?  To  the  newborn  babe 
in  Christ,  the  Bible  is  a  long,  boring

account  of  ancient  history.  We  must 
provide  the  means  wherebv  Bible 
reading  becomes  systematic  and  help- 
ful. Volunteer  to  assist  that  new 
convert  in  your  church  to  understand 
the  Word  of  God.  This  will  keep  you 
on  vour  "learnins-toes,"  too.  True,  the 
p-Ioly  Spirit  can  illuminate  the  sacred 
page.  But  this  does  not  absolve  you 
from  making  sure  that  new  child  of 
God  gets  the  spiritual  help  needed  to 
understand  the  Bible.  Assist  him, 
too,  in  making  a  prayer  list.  Show 
him  how  to  check  off  answers  to 
praver  and  how  to  VTOte  down  verses 
to  help  him  in  times  of  difficultv  and 
need.  As  the  babv  needs  to  be  trained 
by  Mother's  helpful,  guiding  hand 
into  regular  habits,  so  does  the  babe 
in  Christ. 

Habitation 

Home  is  a  wonderful  place.  Here 
the  child  is  fed,  made  to  feel  secure, 
and  loved.  Make  certain  the  soul  you 
win  to  Christ  has  a  good  spiritual 
home,  a  church  where  he  will  have 
the  right  sort  of  food  and  help.  And 
be  there  yourself  if  it  is  your  church! 

The  spiritual  health  of  a  babe  in 
Christ  should  be  of  great  importance 
to  you.  Take  his  spiritual  temper- 
ature from  time  to  time.  It  is  pain- 
less and  can  be  done  quietlv.  Invite 
him  to  your  home  for  a  meal  and 
talk  about  the  Lord  Jesus.  Let  the 
Holy  Spirit  guide  the  conversation. 
In  such  intimate  moments  of  fellow- 
ship many  "half-baked"  problems 
have  been  digested  by  sharing  and 
committing  them  to  God. 

Health 

Parents  recognize  the  feeling  one 
gets  when  his  baby  is  ill.  He  looks 
tiny  and  defenseless.  Mom  and  Dad 
would  give  anything  to  see  him 
covered  with  chocolate  again  after  a 
climbing  expedition  to  the  kitchen 
cupboard.  There  are  manv  sicknesses 
which  can  attack  a  baby,  from  a  com- 
mon cold  to  crippling  polio. 
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And  for  the  newborn  child  of  God 
there  is  an  attacker  who  never  rests. 
Like  the  germs  of  a  physical  illness, 
he  attacks  unseen.  Sometimes  he 
roars.  Unsvmpathetic  parents  have 
shouted  at  their  teen-age  daughter, 
"If  vou're  going  to  continue  this 
church-going  and  Bible  reading,  you 
can  get  out  of  our  house.  No  reli- 
gious crackpots  are  wanted  here." 
Such  an  illness  must  be  treated  with 
much  skill  and  prayer. 

It  mav  be  that  the  newborn  Chris- 
tian is  attacked  bv  people  preaching 
false  doctrine,  seeking  to  draw  him 
awav.  Here,  too,  \'ou  must  pray  and 
work  carefully,  dealing  with  each 
point  of  error  bv  comparing  it  with 
the  truth  of  God's  Word.  We  are 
reminded  again  that  our  study  of  the 
Bible  must  be  certain,  not  haphazard. 

"Heart-trouble"  is  one  of  the  fav- 
orite "ills"  produced  by  the  adver- 
sarv.  There  is  many  a  Christian  who 
becomes  a  changed  character  when 
he  gets  a  girlfriend.  He  lives  in  a 
hazv  world,  forgetting  times  and 
dates,  becoming  extremely  unrelia- 
ble. Non-Christian  associations  can 
hinder  spiritual  growth.  Clear  guid- 
ance must  be  given  from  II  Co- 
rinthians 6. 

We  could  continue  listing  the  ills 
that  can  weaken  a  babe  in  Christ. 
What  a  wonderful  thing  to  remind 
such  a  one  that  Jesus  is  the  Physi- 
cian who  is  able  to  deal  with  every 
ailment  which  assails  the  spiritual 
life.  He  has  conquered  the  source 
from  u  hich  thev  come,  even  the  devil 
himself. 

If  you  have  worked  and  prayed 
and  seen  the  conversion  of  a  soul, 
vour  task  has  only  begun.  But  you 
must  never  attempt  to  project  your 
Christian  personality  into  the  life 
of  a  new  convert  so  that  he  leans  on 
you  instead  of  on  Christ., You  must 
constantlv  point  him  to  Jesus  and 
the  victorious  life  in  Him. 

So,  Christian  worker,  when  the 
joys  of  the  new  birth  have  passed, 
don't  drop  the  baby!  T

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THE  PASTOR'S  WIFE 

and  her  Responsibility 
to  MISSIONS 


"I  am  debtor  .  .  ."  (Rom.  1:14), 
the  apostle  Paul  exclaimed,  and  he 
was  the  greatest  missionary  who  ever 
lived. 

"Follow  me,  and  I  will  make  vou 
fishers  of  men,"  Jesus  said.  In  Daniel 
12:3  we  read,  "They  that  be  wise 
shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the 
firmament;  and  thev  that  turn  many 
to  righteousness  as  the  stars  for  ever 
and  ever." 

Somehow  we  pastors'  wives  have 
to  get  this  into  our  hearts:  that  we 
are  a  debtor  to  all  men,  that  we  are 
to  be  wise  and  turn  many  to  right- 
eousness,  and  that  we  are  fishers  of 
men  .  .  .  with  a  message!  Years 
ago  I  got  on  my  knees  before  God 
and  prayed,  "Lord,  make  me  into  a 
soul  winner.  Give  me  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  my  life.  Lord,  I 
want  to  be  used  of  TTiee."  There  is 
no  greater  thrill  than  that  of  turn- 
ing others  to  righteousness. 

There  are  all  kinds  of  ministers' 
wives:  complaining  ones,  critical 
ones,  those  wanting  attention;  and 
then  there  are  those  spiritual  giants 
in  the  background  whv  are  queens  in 
their  own  households,  who  command 
the  love  and  respect  of  their  fami- 
lies, and  who  are  being  hel-pmates, 
not  only  at  home,  but  also  in  the 
house    of   the    Lord. 

A  Brethren  pastor's  wife,  Mrs. 
Herman  Koontz,  gave  me  a  verse 
years  ago  that  I  believe  the  Holv 
Spirit  included  in  the  Scriptures  just 
for  pastors'  wives!  "God  hath  set  some 
in  the  church,  first  apostles,  second- 
arily prophets,  thirdly  teachers,  after 
that  miracles,  then  gifts  of  healing, 
hel^s  .  .  ."  (I  Cor.  12:28).  There  we 
have  the  responsibility  of  the  pastor's 
wife  described.  The  little  word 
"helps"  is  just  for  her.  She  is  to  be  a 
helpmate  to  the  pastor,  and  a  help 
to  the  people,  especially  to  the  women 
and  girls  of  the  church. 

We  want  to  consider  four  ways  a 
pastor's  wife  can  hel-p  missions.  They 


are   (1)   promotion,    (2)   information, 
(3)  entertaining,  and  (4)  WMC. 

Promotion 

Most  churches,  most  pr^chers,  and 
most  preachers'  wives  need  a  burden 
for  foreign  missions.  The  vyife  can 
be  a  help  by  reminding  her  preacher 
husband  of  this  need. 

Secondly,  the  wives  of  pastors  need 
to  experience  faith  giving.  Dr.  Rus- 
sell Barnard  constantly  challenges  our 
churches  to  pray  for  a  certain  amount 
of  money,  by  faith  expect  God  to 
send  it  to  you,  then  give  it.  The  first 
time  I  heard  Dr.  Barnard  say  this, 
I  tried  it.  I  had  no  income  and  no 
allowance.  But  God  answers  prayer. 
I  asked  for  $5.00  that  I  could  give  to 
foreign  missions.  The  Lord  sent  me 
a  gift  unexpectedly.  I  was  thrilled, 
and  told  another  ladv  in  our  church 
what  happened.  She  tried  it,  and  the 
same  thing  happened  to  her.  Several 
years  have  gone  by.  Our  church  set 
a  goal  last  year,  trusting  God  to  sup- 
ply it.  He  did!  This  year  we  are  trust- 
ing Him  for  twice  as  much.  For 
several  years  we  kept  before  our 
congregation  the  support  of  one  mis- 
sionary. Now  we  are  launching  out 


to  support  two,  hoping  for  partial 
support  of  one  or  two  others.  We 
have  a  great  God  who  is  able  to  sup- 
ply it  all.  However,  if  the  pastor's 
wife  never  experiences  these  bless- 
ings of  faith  giving  .  .  .  the  people 
usually  won't  enter   into  it  either. 

A  third  way  a  wife  can  help  to 
promote  missions  is  through  a  WMC 
missionary  banquet.  Just  before  time 
for  the  missionary  speaker,  ask  the 
pastor  to  pray  for  a  burden  for  mis- 
sions for  everyone  present.  Whenever 
a  preacher  prays  .  .  .  watch  out! 
Things  begin  to  happen.  A  preach- 
er's wife  can  help  her  husband  to  be 
an  influence  for  missions,  by  pro- 
moting these  missionary  banquets. 

A  fourth  way  to  promote  missions 
is  to  visit  the  mission  fields.  When 
my  husband  and  I  went  to  France 
and  Africa,  we  went  praying  that  we 
might  have  burdened  hearts  for  mis- 
sions and  that  we  might  pass  it  on  to 
our  church.  Not  everyone  can  visit, 
but  we  can  all  read  and  pass  on  to 
our  church  the  heart  throb  of  mis- 
sions. We  can  let  our  people  know 
that:  (1)  Missionaries  sacrifice  to 
serve  Christ.  (2)  Our  missionaries 
have  it  much  harder  than  we  do. 
Their  dailv  living  is  much  more  dif- 
ficult than  I  ever  visualized  through 
my  American  eyes  that  take  comforts 
for  granted.  (3)  We  Christians  of 
America  know  little  of  emptying  of 
self,  for  all  that  our  hearts  could  pos- 
sibly desire  is  before  us  every  day 
in  the  dime  stores  and  grocery  stores. 
Missionaries  know  something  of  do- 
ing without.  They  experience  being 
content  without  the  things  for  which 
the  flesh  cries  out.  (4)  Beyond  this 
emptying  of  self,  they  love  the  un- 
lovely. This  is  the  daily  life  of  the 


missionary.

Dxrt  was  the  thing  that  impressed 
me  most  on  our  trip  to  Europe, 
Africa,  and  the  Holy  Land.  In 
France,  Italy,  Africa,  Egypt,  Jordan, 
Israel,  and  Greece  uncleanness  in 
public  places  and  as  a  way  of  life 
was  very  apparent.  The  prostitutes 
of  Paris  and  Rome  I  shall  never  for- 
get. Such  immorality  without  shame! 
I  was  not  prepared  for  the  nakedness 
in  Africa,  men  and  women  alike. 
Disease  in  Africa  is  a  daily  threat. 
To  remember  daily  that  every  drop 
of  water  drunk  must  be  filtered  or 
boiled,  and  to  remember  the  pill  that 
must  be  taken  every  day  to  ward  off 
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malaria,  is  a  constant  reminder  that 
disease  is  a  \'ery  present  enemy.  Sin, 
superstition,  drum  beating  at  night 
are  all  part  of  the  heathenism  of 
Africa.  The  missionary  lives  with 
this,  experiences  poverty,  and  daily 
contacts  a  sin-laden  people  whose 
hearts  are  hardened.  Yet,  with  all  his 
lack  of  good  food  and  material 
things  at  his  finger  tips,  the  mis- 
sionary loves  these  people  in  order 
to  tell  them  of  Jesus. 

This  is  the  missionary  heart.  Paul, 
the  greatest  missionary  who  ever 
lived,  said,  "That  I  may  know  him 
.  .  .  and  the  fellowship  of  his  suffer- 
ings." How  did  our  Lord  suffer?  He 
laid  down  heaven's  glory,  came  to  this 
old,  dark,  sinful  earth  to  become  man, 
lived  with  men,  experienced  what 
we  experience,  and  vet  loved  us 
enough  to  suffer  and  die  for  us  in 
order  to  take  us  to  glory  with  Him. 
A  missionary  must  enter  into  the 
fellowship   of   His   suffering. 

Information 

Pastors'  wives  need  information 
about  our  missionaries.  Pass  this  on 
to  your  husband,  and  your  people. 
I  shall  never  forget  going  Christmas 
shopping  in  Bangui,  the  capital  city 
of  the  Central  African  Republic, 
with  Dr.  Bobbins'  wife  and  mother  of 
his  three  children.  There  was  a  real 
scarcitv  of  toys,  and  no  decorations. 
We  looked  and  looked  with  a  great 
stretch  of  our  imaginations  for  any- 
thing colored  red  or  green  for  the 
sake  of  the  children.  How  my  own 
heart  went  out  to  this  missionary 
mother  who  was  trying  to  provide  for 
her  children  on  the  field. 

Neither  shall  I  soon  forget  the 
scurrying  around  of  our  missionary 
Lois  Ringler  to  provide  a  birthday 
party  for  six-year-old  Karisse  Cone, 
whose  mother  was  recuperating  from 
pneumonia.  Each  missionary  tried 
hard  to  come  up  with  something  from 
his  barrel  for  a  six-year-old.  After  the 
party  Lois  came  in  worn  out  from 
the  games,  but  thrilled  with  the  party. 
Her  comment  was,  "I  never  cease  to 
be  amazed  at  Karisse.  She  is  a  jewel. 
When  she  opened  a  roll  of  Scotch 
tape  she  exclaimed,  "Oh,  thank  \'0u! 
Just  vA'hat  Fve  always  needed."  I 
toyed  with  the  thought:  Would  a 
six-year-old  in  America  have  such  a 
thankful    heart'? 

Yes,    I'm    convinced    we    pastors' 


wives  need  more  information  about 
the  personal  lives  of  our  missionaries. 
Through  our  American  eves  it  is 
sacrifice.  The  missionary  knows  no 
such  word.  He  counts  it  all  joy  to 
serve  our  Lord.  But  we  need  infor- 
mation. Information  about  sacrifice. 
We  were  in  Central  Africa  at  the 
end  of  the  rainy  season,  yet  found 
water  scarce  in  some  places,  and 
barrels  having  to  be  carried  up  from 
the  river.  I  asked  one  missionary,  "If 
it  is  scarce  now,  what  do  you  do 
during  the  dry  season?"  She  answer- 
ed, "I  have  scooped  up  mud  with 
my  hands,  and  drained  off  the  water, 
then  boiled  it  to  have  something  to 
drink!"  Other  sacrifices  were  lack  of 
communication:  no  telephones,  no 
newspapers,  no  TV,  no  radio  (except 
the  30-minute  broadcast  each  morn- 
ing when  our  Bible  Institute  and 
Medical  Center  talked  back  and 
forth  and  the  other  stations  listened). 

We  need  to  read  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  and  missionary 
books.  We  need  to  write  letters  to  our 
missionaries  and  receive  fresh  infor- 
mation. They  will  answer!  Letters 
are  scarce  and  valuable  to  our  mis- 
sionaries. While  we  were  there  we 
received  letters  from  our  church  peo- 
ple and  our  children  regularly,  but 
this  is  not  always  true  for  our  mis- 
sionaries. On  one  occasion  two  weeks 
went  bv  and  we  did  not  hear  from 
our  son  in  the  Philippines  or  our 
daughter  in  college.  We  began  to  be 
anxious.  We  learned  the  mail  came 
regularlv  only  once  a  week!  Often 
the  mail  bus  would  break  down,  as 
was  the  case  now.  Three  days  later 
an  African  brought  mail  in  a  sack 
on  his  bicycle.  Mrs.  Mason  told  me 
they  had  gone  as  long  as  six  weeks 
at  a  time  without  mail!  I  thought  of 
our  dailv  mail  delivery,  rain  or  shine, 
and  all  the  advertisements  we  throw 
out  each  day  in  America. 

Yes,  we  need  information  that  we 
might  be  a  help  with  our  responsibil- 
ity to  missions  as  pastors'  wives. 

Entertaining 

Pastors'  wives  can  help  bv  enter- 
taining missionaries  on  furlough.  We 
should  be  first  to  invite  them  and 
receive  the  rich  blessing  from  it.  "A 
bishop  [or  overseer]  .  .  .  must  be  .  .  . 
given  to  hospitality"  (I  Tim.  3:2). 
This  is  a  definite  place  where  a 
minister's    wife    can    help.    Do    you 


wonder  what  to  cook?  Just  make  it 
good.  They're  God's  choice  servants. 
I  remember  accompanying  Evelyn 
Schumacher's  parents  to  the  airport 
when  she  arrived  for  her  last  fur- 
lough. The  first  thing  she  wanted 
was  a  hamburger!  There  is  nothing 
like  a  good  old  American  hamburger 
in  all  of  Europe  or  Africa.  Yes,  the 
missionary  has  meat.  We  ate  goat, 
sheep,  chicken,  beef,  and  fish.  The 
missionaries  kill  their  own,  or  the 
African  sells  what  he  has  killed;  but 
there  are  none  of  the  choice  cuts 
of  tender  meat  like  Americans  have 
displayed  and  refrigerated  daily  to 
suit    their    every    whim    and    fancy. 

WMC 

WMC  is  an  excellent  way  in 
which  the  pastor's  wife  can  help  mis- 
sions. Pray  at  each  meeting  for  our 
missionaries.  Be  faithful  in  observing 
the  1 5th  of  each  month  as  a  Day  of 
Prayer.  Get  your  women  to  prav 
each  month  for  missionaries.  LIse 
the  prayer  requests  from  the  foreign 
missions  office.  Urge  your  women 
to  keep  the  missionary  chest  full,  for 
\'isiting  missionaries  to  choose  from 
whenever  they  speak  in  vour  church. 
Read  missionary  books.  If  the  pastor's 
wife  reads  them,  the  women  of  the 
church  will.  Your  enthusiasm  will  be 
contagious.  Every  Brethren  woman 
ought  to  read  Victory  in  Viet  ISIam  bv 
Gordon  and  We  Two  Alone  (on  the 
Congo).  Your  spiritual  life  will  never 
be  the  same,  if  you  read  them.  Have 
Brethren  missionaries  whenever  pos- 
sible for  special  occasions. 

SMM  is  the  pastor's  wife's  special 
opportunity.  Here  she  can  teach  the 
Christian  girls  of  the  church  to  pray 
for  missionaries.  She  can  comment 
on  the  mission  study  as  some  girl 
laboriously  reads  it,  or  she  can  ask 
a  question  to  stimulate  thinking.  In 
the  SMM  prayer  circle  she  can  pray 
publicly  for  God  to  call  out  girls, 
to  lay  His  hand  upon  certain  ones, 
and  use  them  on  the  mission  field. 

What  is  the  pastor's  wife's  re- 
sponsibility to  foreign  missions?  She 
should  be  wise  and  turn  many  to 
righteousness.  She  should  be  a  help 
to  her  husband,  and  to  her  people.  T

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Leaving  the  Shaker 


Since  moving  to  the  Chateau  one 
of  my  tasks  has  been  to  prepare  meals 
for  numbers  of  people.  Monthly  we 
receive  teen-agers  for  a  weekend 
rally  which  necessitates  the  prepa- 
ration of  menus  in  advance,  the  pur- 
chasino  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 

O  O 

at  the  open-air  market,  and  the  plac- 
ing of  meat  orders  in  the  local  butch- 
er  shop.  Though  one  might  desire  to 
know  in  advance  the  time  of  the  ar- 
rival of  his  guests  so  as  to  be  fully 
prepared,  as  often  as  not  we  have 
manv  unexpected  callers.  One  dav  it 
could  be  an  English  university  stu- 
dent—teaching in  a  nearby  high 
school— who  decides  to  drop  in  on 
an  afternoon  children's  class  and 
stays  for  dinner.  Another  day  it 
might  be  a  surprise  call  from  a  mis- 
sionary en  route  to  a  conference,  a 
camp,  or  special  meetings.  And  then, 
there  are  occasions  when  the  guest 
teams  or  speakers  arrive  earlier  than 
expected  and  need  to  be  fed.  Not 
only  must  the  food  be  cooked  for  all 
these  friends— it  must  also  be  pur- 
chased. Unless  these  needs  are  an- 
ticipated, mealtime  can  mean  run- 
ning needless  errands  to  pick  up 
items  that  are  lacking.  And  with  the 
city  of  Macon— where  the  market 
and  most  stores  are  located— being  ten 
miles  away,  this  can  get  complicated. 

In  fact,  it  is  only  when  an  item 
is  missing  that  one  realizes  its  im- 
portance—even something  as  insig- 
nificant as  a  few  grains  of  salt. 

I  was  reminded  of  this  some 
months  ago  when  preparing  a  cream- 
ed chicken  on  rice  dinner  for  about 
twenty  people  who  just  happened  to 
drop  in  on  the  same  dav.  In  cooking 
the  meal  I  unknowingly  used  all  the 
salt.  Not  until  after  we  were  seated 
at  the  table  did  I  realize  we  were 
completely  out,  and  that  more  was 
needed.  Salt  is  probably  the  cheap- 
est item  in  the  local  "epicerie,"  but 
until  we  could  get  it  the  meal  was 
tasteless. 

Jesus  said  one  day  to  His  dis- 
ciples, "Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth." 
When  we  read  these  words  we  im- 
mediately think  of  the  value  of  salt 
in  seasoning  our  food.  However, 
when  His  disciples  heard  these  words 


thev  did  not  have  the  same  thousht. 
In  those  days  the  principal  value  of 
salt  was  to  preser\'e.  Before  the  days 
of  deep  freezers  and  canned  goods, 
food  products  were  often  kept  from 
spoiling  by  rubbing  salt  into  them. 

We  are  the  salt  of  the  earth,  and 
perhaps  at  no  time  in  history  has 
there  been  greater  need  for  a  Chris- 
tian to  exercise  his  preserving  min- 
istry in  the  world.  The  world  has  in 
it  the  elements  of  corruption;  it  is 
in  process  of  decay.  Its  efforts  to  re- 
form are  manv,  but  it  does  not  pos- 
sess the  elements  of  self-preservation. 
This  force  must  come  from  God's 
people.

Sometimes  in  countries  like  France, 
where  missionaries  are  so  insignifi- 
cant,  thev  forget  this.  Manv  are  the 
times  that  hundreds  of  invitations 
are  distributed  only  to  welcome  a 
meager  few  at  an  evangelistic  meet- 
ing.  Though  hundreds  and  thou- 
sands  line  up  to  enter  a  theater  or  a 
sports  manifestation,  few  seek  the 
words  of  life.  A  recent  TV  program, 
presenting  the  work  of  the  controver- 
sial Dr.  Schweitzer,  showed  inter- 
views of  the  Africans  who  knew  him 
and  his  ministry.  For  many  of  them, 
he  was  "the  great  white  god."  Years 
ago  Dr.  Schweitzer  frequently  visit- 
ed the  Chateau  of  St-Albain,  for  it 
was  at  one  time  owned  bv  his  first 
cousin.  Had  he  never  left  his  native 


France  he  quite  possibly  would  be 
unknown  today,  for  in  this  country 
the  missionary,  like  salt,  is  very  in- 
significant. 

Yet,  may  we  never  forget  that 
though  we  may  be  insignificant  in 
men's  eyes,  we  are  God's  onlv  instru- 
ments for  preser\'ing  a  decaying  world 
from  destruction.  To  grasp  this  will 
help  us  realize  the  greatness  of  our 
ministry. 

Often  we  Christians  overlook  an 
important  lesson.  In  order  for  salt 
to  preserve,  it  must  penetrate.  This 
is  not  always  easy.  "Leaving  the 
shaker"  for  a  missionary  means  leav- 
ing home  and  loved  ones  to  go  into 
an  alien  situation  where  more  than 
likely  he  will  always  bear  the  stigma 
of  being  a  foreigner.  During  a  recent 
visit  from  some  missionaries  who 
have  served  in  France  most  of  their 
lives,  the  wife  confided  that  one  of 
the  greatest  sacrifices  she  had  made 
was  to  be  always  looked  upon  as  an 
outsider. 

But  whether  or  not  they  go  to  a 
foreign  country,  all  Christians  must 
leave  the  shaker.  We  must  penetrate 
the  society  in  which  we  live.  Perhaps 
one  reason  for  our  lack  of  influence 
is  that  we  have  not  learned  this  well 
enough.  Most  Christians  would  de- 
sire that  their  unsaved  friends  and 
neighbors  come  to  their  church  rather 

than  going  out  and  seeking  the  un- 
ci     o  o 

saved  on  their  own  ground.  Chris- 
tians are  too  often  uncomfortable 
with  unsaved  people. 

Leaving  the  shaker  can  result  in 
drastic  changes.  Just  as  beautiful 
crystals  of  salt  must  change  their 
form  in  order  to  penetrate,  so  must 
we  be  willing  to  lose  ourselves  in  the 
world  we  seek  to  preserve.  Only  after 
a  seed  dies  can  new  life  be  given, 
and  so  only  as  we  allow  our  desires, 
our  ambitions,  and  our  will  to  be  His 
can  we  expect  the  Saviour  to  use  us. 

Yet,   losing  our   identity  does  not 
- 

mean  losing  our  savor.  Though  salt 
might  change  its  form  in  order  to  ful- 
fill  its  function,  it  must  never  cease 
to  be  salt.  Usually  it  is  not  seen,  but 
at  the  same  time,  it  can  never  be 
hidden,  for  a  teaspoon  or  two  is  suf- 
ficient to  permeate  a  whole  meal. 

Won't  you  drop  in  on  us  some  day 
at  the  Chateau  of  St-Albain?  ▼

To  all  the  WMC  ladies,  who  are 
helping  to  support  me  For  this  year, 
I  send  mv  greetings.  The  Lord  has 
been  good  and  I  praise  Him  for  di- 
recting   mv    life.    There    have    been 

o 

manv  growing  pains  in  mv  Christian 
life,  but  I  praise  Him  for  them  all. 
A  passage  of  Scripture  that  has  meant 
much  to  me  is  Proverbs  3:5-6:  "Trust 
in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart;  and 
lean  not  unto  thine  own  understand- 
ing. In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge 
him,  and  he  shall  direct  thy  paths." 

My  childhood  was  normal  and 
happy,  and  m\'  two  brothers  and  two 
sisters  helped  to  make  life  interest- 
ing. I  was  born  in  Fort  Wayne,  In- 
diana, and  lived  there  all  but  two  of 
mv  growing-up  vears.  Those  two 
years  were  spent  in  the  country  dur- 
ing depression  days.  One  very  mem- 
orable event  that  happened  on  the 
farm  was  finding  out  how  well  poi- 
son ivy  loved  me.  I  had  a  case  of  it 
worse  than  anv  other  I've  ever  seen. 
(Out  here  the  mangos  love  me  in 
the  same  way,  and  I  must  be  care- 
ful when  the  children  eat  them.) 
The  hardest  part  of  my  schooling  was 
getting  to  school  on  time.  You  see, 
we  lived  right  across  from  the  school, 
and  we  had  to  go  clear  to  the  corner 
before  we  could  cross  the  street. 

When  I  was  15,  mv  mother  de- 
cided we  needed  a  different  church, 
and  so  we  visited  some.  One  Sundav 
morning  in  the  spring  of  1941  we  at- 
tended the  First  Brethren  Church.  I 
never  will  forget  how  my  sister  went 
off  and  sat  with  someone  she  knew 
in  Sunday  school  class,  leaving  me  to 
sit  by  myself,  lonelv  and  nervous. 
But  after  church  I  was  made  to  feel 
wanted.  The  voung  people  were  verv 
friendly  and  invited  us  to  come  back, 
and  we  did  return.  Bv  summer  camp 
time  I  was  included  in  the  group 
who  went,  but  I  went  rather  re- 
luctantlv  because  I  knew  mv  life 
lacked  somethino  that  the  other 
young  people  had. 

At  camp  I  learned  manv  things, 
most  impressive  of  which  v\'as  the 
practice  of  taking  time  out  before 
breakfast  to  set  alone  with  God.  This 

o 

was  new  to  me  and  gave  me  time  to 


do  some  thinking.  Thursday  of  that 
week  was  mv  16th  birthday.  Friday 
e\'ening  I  threw  mv  fagot  on  the  fire 
and  save  mv  heart  and  life  to  the 
Lord.  Saturdav  morning  I  was  bap- 
tized there  in  the  Mississine\\'a  River, 
and  on  Sundav,  back  at  church,  I  was 
taken  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church.  That  was  trulv  a  week  I  shall 
not  forget. 

In  1942  a  family  by  the  name  of 
Mason  started  attending  our  church. 
Bettv  and  Harold  Mason  soon  joined 
the  voung  people's  group,  and  then 
became  members  of  our  church.  The 
summer  of  1943  brought  about  m^ 
graduation  from  high  school  and  the 
drafting  of  Harold  into  the  Army. 
That  fall  I  went  awav  to  Bob  Jones 
College.  After  two  vears  of  corres- 
pondence and  a  few  brief  visits, 
Harold  and  I  became  engaged.  There 
were  two  more  vears  of  college  life 

o 

for  me,  and  then  we  were  married, 
on  June  22,  1947. 

We  had  both  stood  in  a  meeting 
at  Winona  Lake  saving  that  we 
would  go  where  the  Lord  should 
direct.  And,  in  His  own  time,  the 
Lord  directed  us  to  the  mission  field 
here  in  Africa. 

Although  Harold  had  never 
thought  of  medical  work  before,  he 
was  put  into  medical  training  while 
in  the  Army.  Therefore,  he  felt  this 
u'ould  be  his  avenue  of  service  for 
the  Lord.  He  finished  medical  school 
and  internship  the  summer  of  '51. 
We  had  thought  that  a  couple  years 
of   general    practice   would    be   good

before  going  to  an)'  foreign  field  of 
service— but  the  Lord  had  a  different 
plan.  Because  the  Korean  War 
changed  things  for  us,  it  meant 
either  serving  Uncle  Sam,  or  serving 
the  Lord  on  the  foreign  field.  We  left 
matters  in  His  hands.  On  approach- 
ing the  foreign  board,  we  were  ad- 
vised  to  attend  Grace  Seminary  for 
a  year  with  mission  service  in  mind 
for  the  following  year.  So,  that  fall 
we  went  to  Grace  with  three  small 
children,  very  little  money,  and  no 
knowledge  of  what  the  future  held. 
A  law  was  passed  in  Washington 
which  exempted  from  militarv  duty 
doctors  going  into  foreign  missionars' 
service.  Late  in  the  fall  the  much- 
awaited  certificate  to  practice  medi- 
cine came,  and  we  were  able  to  take 
in  a  little  in  the  wav  of  funds  to  pro- 
vide for  our  dailv  needs.  Our  Lord 
has  never  failed  to  supplv  our  need. 

August  of  1952  saw  us  on  the 
Queen  Elizabeth,  with  five  other  new 
missionaries,  bound  for  France  for 
more  than  a  vear  of  French  study 
and  a  tropical  disease  course.  Finally 
on  December  30,  1953,  we  landed  in 
French  Equatorial  Africa  (now  Cen- 
tral African  Republic),  where  the 
Lord  wanted  us  to  serve  Him. 

Now  in  our  third  term,  we  are 
living  at  the  medical  center  at  Bo- 
guila.  We  have  six  children:  our  old- 
est, Naomi,   17,  is  at  Grace  College

THE  WORLD  CHURCH 


"We  must  take  our 

stand   and   be   prepared 

to  suffer 

opposition  and  ridicule  .  .  .'

Every  dav  seems  to  bring  new 
evidence  that  we  are  moving  toward 
a  world  church.  The  Bible  foretells 
it,  and  present-day  events  indicate 
that  the  ecumenical  movement,  al- 
read\-  a  popular  subject,  is  gripping 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  more  eccles- 
iastical leaders. 

The  world  church,  when  it  finalh 
appears  on  the  pages  of  history,  will 
be  made  up  of  all  apostates,  and 
probably  all  religions  left  on  earth 
after  the  Rapture  of  the  church. 

Information  about  the  movement 
toward  apostasy  and  a  world  church 
may  be  gained  from  many  sources. 
Newsweek  informs  us  that  "Prot- 
estants can  no  longer  sino  'Christ 
crucified,  risen  and  coming  again' 
with  one  voice.  Less  than  half  of  the 
total  American  Christendom  really 
believes  it  is  true." 


Bible-taught  believers  know  that 
the  trend  in  Protestantism  is  definite- 
ly away  from  belief  in  an  infallible 
Bible  and  toward  a  world  organiza- 
tion of  churches.  Once  it  was  a  com- 
mon view  to  affirm  the  authority 
of  the  Bible.  Now  it  is  popular  to  de- 
scribe God's  Word  as  only  theories, 
myths,  and  legends.  The  apostle 
Peter  warned  us  of  this:  "There  shall 
be  false  teachers  among  vou,  who 
privily  shall  bring  in  damnable  here- 
sies, even  denying  the  Lord  that 
bought  them  and  bring  upon  them- 
selves swift  destruction.  And  many 
shall  follow  their  pernicious  ways" 
(II  Peter  2:1-2). 

The  National  Council  of 
Churches,  which  wrongly  claims  to 
speak  for  Protestantism,  sponsors 
what  it  calls  world  order  study  con- 
ferences. These  conferences  are  a 
function  of  the  Department  of  In- 
ternational Affairs  and  are  an  activity 
of  the  council  itself. 

The  Sixth  World  Order  Study 
Conference,  held  in  St.  Louis,  Mis- 
souri, October  21  to  23,  1965,  not 
only  reaffirmed  the  position  of  the 
1958   conference,   but   went  further; 

according  to  the  Associated  Press  dis- 
ci 

patch,  it  not  only  called  for  the  recog- 
nition of  Red  China  and  her  admis- 
sion to  the  United  Nations,  but  also 
requested  that  "the  U.S.  take  uni- 
lateral steps  toward  free  travel  be- 
tween the  U.S.  and  Communist 
China,  and  [that]  an  embargo  on 
travel  to  Cuba  be  lifted." 

The    Gospel    for    Individuals 

Many  church  members  are  duped 
by  the  National  Council  to  believe 
that  churches  should  promote  co- 
existence with  the  Communists  and 
should  promote  world  peace  through 
a  social  gospel  and  world  brother- 
hood. The  Bible  message  is  not  pri- 
marily social,  but  individual,  and  our 
message  is  to  prepare  men  through 
salvation  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
instead  of  preparing  them  for  a  new 
social  order  and   world   government. 

It  is  not  enough  for  those  of  us 
who  belong  to  The  Brethren  Church 
to  glide  along  with  the  religious 
movements  of  the  dav.  We  must  take 
our  stand  and  be  prepared  to  suffer 
opposition  and  ridicule  for  our  faith. 
It  may  be  but  a  short  time  until  we 
will  have  to  declare  our  refusal  to 
go  along  with  the  popular  ecumen- 
ism, which  is  forerunner  of  the  apos- 
tate world  church.  ▼

The  overwhelming  desire  of  established 
churches,  even  the  young  maturing  church  at  Grandview, 
Washington,  to  launch  another  branch  church  demon- 
strates  vividly  the  vision  and  concern  for  the  lost  that 
is  manifest  here. 

The  moderator  of  the  conference.  Rev.  Henr\'  Rempel, 
key-noted  this  conference  with  a  splendid  message  on  the 
theme,  "Christ  in  You,  the  Hope  of  Glory"  (Col.  1:27). 
He  carefully  pointed  out  that  in  all  of  our  labor,  Christ 
must  be  first,  the  head,  the  central  working  force,  the 
eternal  hope  of  glorv'.  It  was  a  spiritual  treat  to  see  this 
truth  borne  out  in  every  message  to  follow.  The  confer- 
ence was  Christ-centered  in  every  respect. 

The  youth  of  this  conference  enjoyed  a  real  treat  as  the 
district  carefully  and  prayerfully  laid  plans  for  the  ex- 
pansion of  their  camp  grounds  in  the  mountains.  This 
district  has  one  of  the  finest  locations  for  a  camp  in  the 
U.  S.  A.  Now,  the  churches,  laymen,  and  youth  are  com- 
bining their  efforts,  their  sacrificial  labor  and  their  in- 
vestments in  the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation  to  en- 
large and  modernize  their  camp  facilities  for  year  around 
activities.  The  grounds  will  be  maintained  for  camps, 
retreats,  conferences,  and  any  other  phase  of  church  and 
Sunday-school  activity. 

The  attendance  in  the  evening  meetings  was  very 
gratifying.  The  church  was  filled  every  evening.  The 
building  resounded  with  song  as  delegates  and  friends 
sang  and  rejoiced  in  the  Lord.  The  final  night  brought 
many  to  the  altar  expressing  desire  for  a  closer  walk 
with  Christ,  a  greater  compassion  for  soul  winning,  con- 
fession of  sin.  One  young  mother,  having  driven  250 
miles  for  this  conference,  accepted  Christ  as  Saviour. 

The  ministerium  was  a  blessing  as  the  men  knelt  in 
prayer  to  take  one  another's  burdens  to  the  Lord.  Their 
spirit  of  cooperation,  fellowship  and  unity  were  indica- 
tive of  the  Holy  Spirit's  work.  The  delegates  to  the  con- 
ference, having  enjoyed  such  pastoral  leadership,  were 
prepared  for  a  wonderful  time  of  fellowship. 

We  found  ourselves  praying  that  the  spirit  of  the 
Northwest  District  Conference  might  become  contagious 
and  spread  through  our  national  fellowship— that  the  de- 
sire of  our  people,  nationwide,  might  be  to  see  Christ 
manifested  in  each  life,  that  the  theme  of  this  conference 
might  be  the  theme  of  every  life:  "Christ  in  you,  the 
hope  of  glory."  ▼ 
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Another  Victory  for  Virginia  Beach

January  1,  1966,  marked  the  be- 
ginning of  another  victory  in  a  long 
series  of  victories  for  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Virginia  Beach,  Vir- 
ginia. On  this  day  we  announced  to 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil that  we  would  assume  all  our  fi- 
nancial obligations  and  release  them 
of  any  further  financial  help  to  our 
church. 

God  has  given  many  spiritual  vic- 
tories in  lives  as  we  have  seen  lives 
and  homes  changed.  Young  people 
have  made  life  commitments.  Look- 
ing back  over  the  record  we  found 
196  conversions  and  221  rededica- 
tions  made,  for  a  total  of  417  public 
decisions.  Many  of  those  who  made 
these  decisions  are  now  our  "mission- 
aries" throuphout  the  world,  since  the 
military  soon  moves  many  of  our  peo- 
ple. But  when  one  family  leaves, 
another  moves  in  and  thus  gives  us 
a   perpetual   mission   field. 

Virginia  Beach  is  America's  ninth 
largest  city  in  land  area  and  one  of 
the  six  cities  making  up  the  Tide- 
water area  with  a  combined  popula- 
tion fast  approaching  the  one  million 
mark.  This  concentration  of  people 
was  the  reason  why  the  Southeast 
District  Mission  Board  began  to  pray 


for  a  Brethren  church  here. 

A  committee  from  the  mission 
board  first  visited  Virginia  Beach 
in  1956,  and  plans  were  made  for 
Rev.  K.  E.  Richardson  to  conduct  a 
series  of  meetings.  In  the  meeting 
that  followed,  eight  people  were 
sa\'ed,  were  baptized,  and  became  a 
part  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Virginia  Beach.  For  the  first  year, 
district  pastors  conducted  the  services 
in  various  homes  and  available  pub- 
lic meeting  places. 

In  June,  1957,  I  was  called  as  the 
first  pastor  and  with  my  family 
moved  to  Virginia  Beach.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  accepted  the  work  as  a  na- 
tional project,  and  with  the  combined 
district-national  help  we  were  able 
to  begin  with   a   full-time  ministry. 

It  was  in  our  first  year  that  a 
church  location  was  secured  and  on 
it  an  old  house  that  served  as  a  meet- 
ing place.  While  our  growing  con- 
gregation met  in  the  old  house,  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
Architectural  Department  was  work- 
ing on  plans  for  a  building. 

By  April  1,  1959,  the  Brethren 
Construction  Crew  was  available  and 
moved   in   to  change   the  blueprints

into  a  reality.  Upon  completion  of 
the  new  church  building,  the  old 
house  was  removed  from  the  prop- 
erty. 

The  new  church  building  was 
dedicated  on  February  5,  1960,  with 
representatives  of  the  Southeast  Dis- 
trict and  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  present  for  the  occasion. 
This  was  truly  a  great  victory. 

The  visitor  to  Virginia  Beach  can 
now  fellowship  in  a  Brethren  church 
and  enjov  worshiping  in  a  Bible-be- 
lievins  church.  In  addition,  he  can 
see  old  Cape  Henry  Lighthouse 
where  Captain  John  Smith  first 
landed  in  America  in  1607.  He  may 
tra\el  across  virtually  open  ocean 
via  the  ultra-i.iodern  17.6  mile  Chesa- 
peake Bay  Bridge  Tunnel.  He  can 
observe  the  General  Douglas  Mac- 
Arthur  Memorial  and  tour  what  is 
probabl}'  the  world's  largest  concen- 
tration of  military  and  naval  might.

The  growing  experience  of  a 
church  parallels  that  of  a  child.  Many 
days,  dates  and  events  are  easy  to  re- 
call. This  has  been  true  in  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  San  Jose,  Cali- 
fornia, whose  most  important  date  to 
this  point  arrived  February'  1,  1966. 
This  was  the  date  we  determined  that 
we  would  cease  to  ask  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  for  any  fur- 
ther financial  help  and  declare  our- 
selves self -su-p  porting. 

The  year  1955  was  an  important 
one  for  our  church— that  was  the  year

it  was  bom.  It  was  the  year  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  J.  C.  McKillen  moved  into 
San  Jose,  purchased  a  home,  and 
started  the  Grace  Brethren  Church. 
The  work  grew  and  the  rooms  filled 
to  capacity  and  overflowed  into  the 
garage.  During  this  time  prayer  was 
being  answered  for  another  new  and 
important  date,  when  ground  would 
be  available  for  a  more  permanent 
location. 

It  was  February,  1958,  when  God 
directed  the  church  to  His  location 
and  made  possible  the  purchase  of 
about  five  acres  for  $18,000.  A  par- 
sonage was  erected  on  the  new  lo- 
cation with  a  three-car  garage  to  pro- 
vide more  facilities  for  a  growing 
church.  This  house  became  known 
as  "the  only  parsonage  with  a  bap- 
tistry in  the  li\ang  room."  This  was 
only  temporary  and  prayer  was  still 
going  up  for  a  church  building. 

Then  came  1960,  when  the 
present  church  building-  of  French 
style  architecture  was  erected  and 
dedicated.  The  parsonage  was  con- 
verted back  to  a  home,  the  Lord  con- 
tinued to  bless,  and  the  McKillens

began    looking   for    a   new 
pioneer. 

The  Lord  directed  them  to  Tucson, 
Arizona,  and  led  us  to  the  San  Jose 
field  in  1961;  this  will  be  remem- 
bered as  our  first  important  date  in 
the  San  Jose  work. 

The  work  has  continued  to  grow. 
First  the  bus  used  for  transporta- 
tioft  became  a  Sunday-school  class- 
room. More  room  was  needed,  and 
a  used  car  office  was  secured  to 
provide  two  more  classrooms.  It  has 
been  this  steady  growth  through  the 
years  that  made  possible  the  decision 
of  our  church  to  announce  that  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1966,  it  would  be  self-sup- 
porting. Certainly  this  is  the  most 
significant  date  in  the  church's  short 
history,  but  we  do  not  expect  it  to 
be  the  last  one. 

Further  expansion  is  in  the  mak- 
ing right  now!  A  26-  by  80-foot  Sun- 
day-school addition  is  to  be  built  onto 
the  rear  of  the  present  building.  The 
important  dates  of  the  future  will  be 
remembered  as  taking  place  in  a 
regular  self-supporting  church  and 
not  a  home-missions  church. 


The  church  is  indeed  grateful  to 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil, who  so  graciously  helped  meet 
her  financial  obligations  with  a 
monthly  subsidy.  This  help  was  often 
a  real  life  saver. 

If  more  important  dates  are  record- 
ed in  our  church's  history,  we  will 
need  the  continued  prayers  of  our 
Brethren  people.  We  are  self-swpfort- 
ing  in  finances  only!  Just  as  no  in- 
dividual can  be  self-supporting  in 
the  sense  of  doing  without  God's 
help,  neither  can  the  San  Jose 
church.  Do  remember  us  in  your 
prayers.

LET  ME  REMIND  YOU

Sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  recall 
things  to  our  mind.  It  is  not  because 
we  are  not  interested  in  them.  Rather 
it  is  because  we  fail  to  think  of  them 
in  the  press  of  everyday  living.  It 
is  so  easy  to  forget! 

There  is  another  reason  for  not 
havinp  knowledge  of  certain  things. 
This  is  not  necessarily  our  fault. 
Rather,  it  is  due  to  our  not  being 
acquainted  with  the  facts,  and  knowl- 
edge is  always  based  upon  facts.  Re- 
cently I  was  asked  to  speak  before 
a  group  of  young  people.  These 
young  people  knew  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches  had  a 
testimony  to  the  Jewish  people. 
They  knew  it  was  located  in  the  Los 
Angeles  area.  How  much  more  they 
knew  of  the  work  I  cannot  say.  I  am 
sure,  however,  they  were  not  too  well 
acquainted  with  the  workers.  This 
was  not  their  fault.  It  was  the  fault 
of  this  writer!  I  had  failed  to  make 
myself  and  this  work  known  to  them. 
That  has  been  remedied  and  we 
have  had  some  fine  times  of  fellow- 
ship around  the  Word  concerning 
the  Brethren  gospel  testimony  to  the 
Jew. 

Perhaps  there  are  others  across  the 
land  who  know  a  Brethren  Jewish 
work  exists  but  who  know  little  else 
about  it.  There  are  young  believers, 
new  believers,  believers  who  have 
heard  of  the  work  but  whose  knowl- 
edge is  hazy,  but  all  of  them  interest- 
ed enough  to  want  to  know  some- 
thing more  of  the  work.  It  is  for  these 
I  write  this  article.  May  it  supply 
the  information  you  want. 

The  Brethren  Messianic  Testi- 
mony is  an  organization  which  was 
started  in  1950  by  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council.  Until  that  time 
the  Brethren  churches  had  support- 
ed various  interdenominational  Jew- 
ish missions.  The  council  felt  there 
was  sufficient  interest  in  Jewish  mis- 
sions to  warrant  a  denominational  ef- 
fort and  the  work  was  launched.  The 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  was 
to  be  under  the  control  of  and  an- 


swerable to  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.  At  that  time.  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Bruce  L.  Button  were  retained 
bv  the  council  as  their  representatives 
to  the  Jews.  Since  that  time  Miss 
Isobel  Fraser  has  joined  the  staff. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Brethren 
Messianic    Testimony    were    located 


body  of  over  three  thousand,  fewer 
than  seventy-five  are  Gentile.  The 
Fairfax  District  is  a  real  Jewish  area. 
Down  through  the  years  the  area 
has  continued  to  grow.  Single  resi- 
dent dwellings  are  giving  way  to  the 
multiple-unit  apartment.  Over  four 
hundred  apartments  have  been  erect- 


at  469  North  Kings  Road,  Los  An- 
geles, California  90048.  They  are 
still  located  at  that  address.  The  Fair- 
fax District  of  Los  Angeles  is  the 
center  of  the  large  Jewish  section  of 
Los  Angeles,  and  the  mission  is  lo- 
cated right  in  the  center  of  the  Fair- 
fax District.  Over  250,000  Jewish 
people  live  in  this  district,  which 
comprises  some  eight  or  nine  hund- 
red blocks  of  the  city.  Fairfax 
High  School  is  one  of  the  main  high 
schools  in  the  area.  Out  of  a  student 


ed  in  the  area  in  the  last  three  or  four 
years.  In  fact,  the  two  blocks  just 
north  of  the  mission  are  now  almost 
completely  apartments.  Where  once 
fifty  families  lived,  now  five  hun- 
dred families  reside.  And  these  are 
Jewish  families  without  exception. 
The  challenge  is  tremendous.  It  must 
be  met  by  the  efforts  of  The  Breth- 
ren church. 

The  work  of  the  Brethren  Mes- 
sianic Testimony  is  based  on  a  home 
visitation  program  and  personal  con- 
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tact.  A  portion  of  each  day  is  given  to 
house-to-house  calling.  At  this  time 
a  personal  attempt  is  made  to  con- 
tact an  occupant  of  each  home.  We 
try  to  talk  with  that  person  about 
Jesus,  the  Messiah,  as  He  is  set  forth 
in  both  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments. We  also  place  Christ-centered 
literature  in  that  person's  hands.  And 
for  future  reference  we  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  what  is  said  and  given  in  each 
home. 

In  the  afternoon  of  each  day  we 
attempt  to  call  back  on  those  homes 
where  interest  was  shown  in  our 
morning  contacts.  These  afternoon 
contacts  are  always  made  one  or  two 
weeks  after  the  first  contact.  If  we 
are  successful  in  gaining  entrance  to 
the  home,  we  are  able  during  that 
call  or  on  subsequent  calls  to  "open 
the  Scriptures"  and  deal  with  the 
problem  of  personal  sin  and  of  sin's 
forgiveness  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  the 
Messiah. 

It  is  from  these  latter  contacts  that 
we  are  able  to  recruit  members  for  the 


various  gatherings  we  have  at  the 
mission.  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evening  Bible  classes  are  held  each 
week  and  are  conducted  on  a  Bible 
teaching  basis;  the  claims  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  the  Messiah,  are  presented 
from  the  entire  Word  of  God.  Our 
day  time  meetings,  some  for  Jewish 
women,  others  for  Jewish  blind,  are 
conducted  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
quainting the  Jewish  person  with 
Jesus,  his  Messiah,  Saviour  and  God. 
We  strive  to  bring  these  people  into 
one  of  the  evening  Bible  classes  also. 
There  is  not  one  activity  of  the 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  that  is 
not  Bible  and  Christ  centered. 

The  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony 
has  had  wonderful  support  from 
Brethren  people  in  both  gifts  and 
prayers.  And  this  is  as  it  should  be. 
Since  we  are  a  denominational 
organization,  we  can  only  turn  to 
our  denomination  for  support.  We 
cannot  turn  to  all  churches  as  can 
interdenominational  missions.  You 
have  held  up  our  hands  in  a  wonder- 


ful manner.  While  the  Brethren  Jew- 
ish work  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
it  nevertheless  does  not  participate 
in  the  home-missions  offering.  This 
work  is  supported  by  those  funds  re- 
ceived by  the  council  earmarked  for 
the  Brethren  Jewish  work.  So  it  is 
your  specific  prayers  and  gifts  for 
the  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony 
which  makes  this  testimony  to  the 
Jews  here  in  Fairfax  a  reality. 

One  final  word  to  our  Brethren 
voung  people— to  those  of  you  who 
are  preparing  for  or  thinking  about 
entry  into  the  Lord's  work.  Keep  this 
in  mind:  There  is  a  definite  need  for 
more  workers  in  the  Brethren  Jew- 
ish endeavor.  We  know  it  is  the  pur- 
pose of  God  to  meet  this  need  in  the 
near  future.  Is  it  possible  that  you 
misht  be  one  of  those  He  will  use 
in  fulfilling  this  need?  The  support 
is  available;  the  mission  is  available; 
the  field  is  available.  Are  you  avail- 
able? T

GRAFTON,  W.  VA..  The  First 
Brethren  Church  began  a  Sunday 
radio  broadcast,  "Voice  of  Victory," 
on  Feb.  6  over  station  WWW,  Graf- 
ton.

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What  is  a  postage  stamp  worth? 

The  value  of  this  tiny  piece  of 
paper  about  one  inch  square  would 
not  be  worth  computing  if  size  were 
a  factor.  Yet  at  the  going  rate  it  calls 
for  an  outlay  of  five  cents  for  the 
ordinarv'  first-class  letter  stamp. 

The  value  of  the  stamp  is  not  in 
the  size  of  the  paper  or  in  the  print- 
ing, but  in  the  value  that  the  govern- 
ment  places  upon  it.  When  I  buy 
it,  I  do  not  value  the  stamp  for  its 
intrinsic  value,  but  for  its  contrac- 
tual worth.  I  am  buying  a  service  of 
which  the  stamp  is  the  witness  both 
to  me  and  to  the  government.  It  is 
probably  the  smallest  contract  that 
is  made  when  considered  in  relation 
to  the  size  of  the  paper  that  witnesses 
the  agreement.  In  exchange  for 
five  cents  the  government  guarantees 
me  that  thev  will  deliver  a  letter  in 
the  agreed  weight  and  class  to  the 
destination  within  the  prescribed 
area  covered  by  the  contract. 

No  stipulation  is  made  as  to  the 


name  on  the  envelope  or  the  address 
except  that  it  must  be  legible  enough 
to  be  deciphered.  Even  if  the  name 
becomes  obliterated,  it  will  be  de- 
livered to  the  destination  as  long  as 
the  address  is  readable.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  envelope  is  not  question- 
ed; it  can  be  soiled,  mutilated  or 
otherwise,  but  if  the  address  is  still 
legible,  the  government  will  fulfill 
its  contract. 

Considered  in  relation  to  price  and 
value,  the  postage  stamp's  cost  is 
small.  What  would  the  average  per- 
son pay  to  have  a  letter  delivered  50 
miles  away  if  there  were  no  postal 
s\'stem?  Furthermore,  the  service  and 
hardship  needed  to  perform  the  con- 
tract take  on  higher  value  as  the  dis- 
tance is  extended.  How  much  would 
it  cost  from  New  York  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, Alaska  or  Hawaii?  The  price 
in  terms  of  that  value  is  small. 

But  how  about  the  value  God  has 
placed  upon  the  blood  of  His  Son, 
Jesus  Christ?  The  Bible  tells  us  that 
one  soul  is  worth  more  than  the 
whole  world  and  that  Jesus  died  on 
the  cross  so  that  He  might  redeem 
that  soul  and  take  that  person  to 
heaven,  back  to  the  Father's  house. 
It  cost  His  life  to  make  "delivers'"  pos- 
sible. Moreover,  this  was  not  a  mat- 
ter of  a  moment,  but  of  years.  Buy- 
ing the  postage  stamp  took  but  a 
moment,  but  the  actual  delivery  of 
the  letter  may  take  days  and,  in  some 
instances,  even  months.  This  is  so 
with  the  soul  that  trusts  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  guarantees  to  de- 
liver him  to  the  Father's  house  on  the 
date  that  only  the  Father  knows. 

Furthermore,   just   as   the   govern- 


ment is  responsible  for  the  safe  con- 
duct of  the  letter,  so  the  Lord  Jesus 
takes  the  responsibility  to  get  us 
home.  We  may  "fall"  into  trouble 
along  the  route  and  get  marred  in  the 
journey,  but  as  long  as  the  address  is 
legible.  He  will  see  us  through. 

One  part  of  the  agreement  that 
the  sender  of  a  letter  is  not  involved 
in  is  the  selection  of  the  route  that 
it  takes.  That  is  solely  the  govern- 
ment's prerogative.  It  reserves  the 
right  to  route  it  via  any  way  it 
chooses.  Delivery  is  the  only  thing  it 
guarantees.  Likewise  with  our  heav- 
enly journey,  God  does  not  tell  us 
just  what  route  we  shall  take,  what 
obstacles  we  shall  encounter,  or  how 
long  our  journey  will  take.  He  only 
guarantees  delivery. 

Our  peace  of  heart,  however,  will 
be  determined  by  the  extent  of  our 
confidence  in  the  fact  that  the  desti- 
nation is  sure.  The  experiences  of  the 
journey  are  ours  to  face,  but  we  are 
always  in  His  hands  and  under  His 
care  and  control.  Dangers,  floods, 
fire,  sufferings  may  encompass  us, 
but  the  outcome  is  sure!  His  "stamp" 
is  upon  us:  we  are  in  His  keeping; 
we  are  safe. 

But  how  can  you  obtain  such  a 
"contract"  with  the  li^'ing  God?  The 
answer  lies  in  receiving  Christ  as 
your  personal  Saviour  through  simple 
faith  in  His  finished  work  on  the 
cross.  How  small  compared  to  the 
value,  and  vet  how  imjx)rtant!

Brethren  Church,  Hagerstown,  Md., 
died  Dec.  23.  He  had  recently  been 
elected  church  financial  secretan,'  and 
assistant  Sunday-school  superintend- 
ent. Galen  Lingenfelter,  pastor. 
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Have  you  ever  read  a  disappoint- 
ing letter?  I  hope  some  of  you  read 
the  same  one  I  received  just  recently. 
No,  it  was  not  from  the  tax  bureau. 
It  was  not  from  the  local  funeral 
home.  Neither  was  it  from  the  po- 
lice department. 

It  was  from  Dr.  Harold  Eding's 
office— the  Sunday-school  report.  Out 
of  the  147  churches  that  reported  in 
the  Sunday-school  contest,  53  show- 
ed gains  over  the  previous  year.  Now, 
not  having  a  Master's  degree  in 
mathematics,  I  won't  try  to  figure 
how  many  showed  a  loss,  but  the  loss 
columns  surelv  were  long.  I  cannot 
speak  as  one  who  would  look  down 
on  other  churches  as  though  ours  was 
in   the  gain  column;  it  wasn't. 

Brethren,  is  it  not  time  to  pray  for 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon 
our  churches?  Are  we  operating  in 
the  power  of  the  flesh?  If  so,  is  it 
not  high  time  to  change  the  source  of 
our  power?  One  well-known  man 
has  said,  "If  the  Holy  Spirit  were 
taken  out  of  the  world,  90  per  cent 
of  our  so-called  church  work  would 
still  go  on  and  no  one  would  know 
the  difference." 

Now  of  course  some  of  us  can 
blame  the  weather  for  our  losses;  you 
know,  we  had  a  bad  storm.  It  is  won- 
derful to  have  something  to  hide  be- 
hind, isn't  it?  But  you  know  in  your 
heart  and  I  know  that  this  is  not 
the  problem.  The  real  problem  is 
found  in  Revelation  2:4,  where  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  said,  "I  have  some- 
what against  thee,  because  thou  hast 
left  thy  first  love." 

Is  it  not  true  that  our  hearts  have 
grown  cold  and  our  love  for  Him 
who  saved  us  is  not  what  it  should 
be?  Our  doctrine  is  good;  we  have 
much  labor— but  are  you  dedicated  to 
Him?  If  so,  why  were  your  seat  and 
the   one   next   to   yours   vacant   last 
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Sunday  night?  Some  of  us  probably 
didn't  invite  anyone  to  the  house  of 
God  all  last  week.  Some  of  us  didn't 
go  to  the  prayer  meeting.  I  know  you 
were  busy;  so  was  the  devil.  He 
doesn't  take  time  from  the  most  im- 
portant things;  are  you  sure  you  can 
afford  to  do  so?  It  is  very  easy  to  sit 
back  and  blame  someone  else  for  your 
loss,  isn't  it?  But  what  were  ycni 
doing? 

o 

If  you  were  out  visiting  on  the 
Lord's  day  instead  of  being  in  the 
house  of  God,  you  were  partly  to 
blame,  it  would  seem  to  me.  I  know 
you  have  no  other  time  to  go  visiting. 
But  why  go  on  the  Lord's  time- 
why  not  go  on  your  own?  You  can't 
afford  it?  Are  you  sure  His  work  is 
less  important  than  yours?  Can  His 
work  afford  your  being  off?  Your 
boss  might  fire  you  if  you  took  off  too 
much  time,  but  of  course  the  church 
would  be  grossly  unfair  if  it  acted 
in  the  same  way.  Possibly  you  were 
vacationing;  but  even  then,  if  your 
love  for  the  Saviour  hasn't  grown 
cold,  you  will  be  in  the  house  of 
God  on  Sunday. 

When  our  love  for  Christ  grows 
cold,  we  blame  our  attitude  on  some- 
thing else:  it  is  time  to  change 
preachers,  or  the  Sunday-school  super- 
intendent doesn't  know  the  score, 
and  so  forth.  Honestly,  now,  is  this 
really  the  reason? 

Guided  by  the  devil  the  "other 
man"  or  the  "other  woman"  is  bid- 
ding for  the  love  of  your  lover;  and 
guided  by  the  same  devil  the  world 
is  bidding  for  the  love  of  your  soul. 

I  have  at  times  found  people  who 
seemed  happy  to  announce  why  thev 
would  not  be  present  on  the  Lord's 
day.  I  have  found  an  excuse,  thev 
seem  to  say,  and  it  really  is  legitimate. 

Why  not  be  honest  and  quit  call- 
ing  Sunday   the    Lord's   day?    How 


much  of  it  do  we  give  Him? 

A  weU-known  writer  of  the  past 
said,  "One  hundred  twenty  men- 
filled  with  God— once  shook  a  city! 
One  hundred  twenty  churches 
(claiming  apostolic  power)  can  be  in 
one  city  today,  and  the  city  not  know 
it." 

Am  I  wrong  in  saying  that  the 
chief  difference  is  found  in  Revela- 
tion 2:4?  Our  love  for  the  Lord  has 
grown  cold. 

Paul  could  say,  "For  the  love  of 
Christ  constraineth  us  .  .  ."  (I  Cor. 
5:14).  What  has  His  love  constrain- 
ed you  to  do?  If  it  hasn't  constrained 
you  to  attend  church  regularly,  pray 
regularly,  invite  regularly,  help 
regularly,  give  regularly,  and  witness 
regularly,  pray,  tell  me,  what  has  it 
done  for  you?  What  makes  you  think 
you  are  a  new  creature  in  Christ? 

While  we  have  been  flirting  with 
the  world  and  its  glamour  and  glitter, 
our  real  Lover  has  been  neglected.  I 
personally  have  many  reasons  to  be- 
lieve that  He  will  soon  appear,  and 
I  don't  want  to  be  found  in  the  arms 
of  the  world,  sharing  its  embraces, 
and  enjoying  the  kisses  of  the  devil. 

Let's  ask  the  Holy  Spirit  to  warm 
our  hearts  and  remove  the  coldness 
and  indifference.  Then  let's  prav  for 
a  better  record  next  month.  T

Stunning,  Apocalyptic  Words! 

It  is  becoming  popular  in  our  day 
to  startle  the  public  with  spectacular 
statements.  Men  have  discovered  this 
is  one  way  to  make  a  jet-propelled 
journey  to  fame.  It  matters  little  con- 
cerning the  veracity  of  the  utterance. 
Such  has  been  the  experience  of 
Professor  Thomas  J.  J.  Altizer  of 
Emory  University  in  Georgia.  He  is 
coauthor  of  a  book  to  be  published 
in  April  entitled  Radical  Theology 
and  the  Death  of  God. 

This  is  cited  as  evidence  of  "theo- 
logical unrest  .  .  .  sweeping  Protes- 
tantism." It  is  producing  a  "requiem 
for  God"  in  a  Methodist  college,  a 
church  without  symbols  in  Atlanta, 
and  a  litany  in  Chicago  to  "God,  who 
is  a  bum,  a  chiseler,  who  is  lazy."  It 
is  argued  that  "the  unrest  is  less  pro- 
found than  the  theological  unrest  of 
a  generation  ago  led  by  Reinhold 
Niebuhr  and  the  late  Paul  Tillich. 
But  it  is  infinitely  more  explosive, 
for  it  captivates  many  of  today's  semi- 
nary students  and  intrigues  an  un- 
precedented number  of  people  in  the 
pews." 

Sermons  are  said  to  "sparkle  with 
allusions  to  'religionless  Christianity' 
and  'sabotage  from  within.' "  A  semi- 
nary professor  insists  that  "a  'God  is 
dead'  mood  pervades  the  thought  of 
90  per  cent  of  Protestant  theologians 


under  40."  All  this,  it  is  argued,  is 
inspired  by  fresh  theological  insights. 

Three  Channels  of  Ferment 

The  most  startling  pronouncement 
of  recent  date  came  from  Professor 
Thomas  J.  J.  Altizer,  who  just  a 
few  months  ago  announced  that  "God 
is  dead."  In  unintelligible  words  he 
declares  that  the  God  of  traditional 
Christianity  has  died,  and  that  Chris- 
tians owe  their  allegiance  to  Jesus 
Christ.  This  is  a  dark  saying,  if 
there  ever  was  one.  It  most  certainly 
does  not  mean  that  God  is  dead  in 
the  sense  that  anything  has  happened 
to  the  being  of  God.  Nor  does  the 
sequel  mean  that  Altizer  is  a  worship- 
ins  devotee  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  testimony  of  Altizer  best  ex- 
plains why  the  "death  of  God"  con- 
cept struck  him  when  it  did,  and 
what  the  concept  is  worth.  "It  was 
almost  like  an  old-fashioned  Meth- 
odist conversion  experience,"  he  said. 
"I  was  sitting  in  the  main  library  at 
the  University  of  Chicago,  reading 
Nietzsche  and  Rilke  by  Hiller."  As 
he  emptied  his  bottle  of  Heineken's 
beer,  "That's  when  the  idea  hit  me. 
It  hit  me,  and  it's  never  left  me." 
Such  reading  material  could  never 
produce  anything  but  intellectual 
confusion,  and  guzzling  beer  only 
compounded  the  confusion. 

Comparable  with  this  vacuous  pro- 
nouncement is  that  which  appeared 
several  years  ago  under  the  title  of 
Honest  to  God,  by  Bishop  Robin- 
son of  England.  This  book  was 
neither  honest  nor  to  God,  but  it 
captivated  the  imagination  of  the 
English  reader  in  the  United  States 
and  England  and  sold  1,000,000 
copies.  This  book  was  merely  an- 
other in  a  series  of  attempts  to  re- 
duce God  to  the  level  of  the  human 
and  natural.  Using  science  as  the 
fulcrum  for  his  faulty  logic,  he  man- 
aged to  his  satisfaction  to  get  rid  of 
the  God  "out  there"  and  the  God  "up 
there." 

Still  a  third  channel  of  religious 
infamy  has  appeared  under  the  title 
of  The  Secular  City.  "In  an  increas- 
ingly urbanized  civilization  .  .  .  men 
inevitably  are  turning  their  attention 
from  matters  traditionally  thought  of 
as  spiritual  to  matters  traditionalh' 
thought  of  as  secular  or  worldly." 
Churchmen  are  urged  to  greet  this 


secularization  of  society  not  as  a 
threat,  but  as  an  opportunity  to  strive 
for  "holy  worldliness."  What  con- 
tradiction in  terms! 

But  the  Issues  Are  All  Old 

Dressed  up  in  new  garb,  parading 
in  new  dress,  shouting  for  attention, 
this  so-called  new  theology  is  thought 
by  many  to  be  new.  All  these  errors 
can  be  found  in  the  unbelief  and 
agnosticism  of  the  past.  These  pro- 
nouncements of  theologians  are  not 
the  product  of  intellectual  minds. 
They  are  the  emanations  of  the  car- 
nal heart.  Every  one  of  these  things 
can  be  found  existing  in  the  darkened 
minds  and  hearts  of  men  who  never 
had  the  opportunity  of  formal  educa- 
tion. 

For  those  who  are  acquainted  with 
predictive  prophecy,  this  trend  is  no 
surprise.  Second  Timothy,  chapters 
3  and  4;  II  Thessalonians,  chapter  2; 
II  Peter,  chapters  2  and  3;  and  Jude, 
all  speak  of  the  very  things  now 
shocking  the  sensitive  spirits  of  con- 
servative people.  The  tidal  wave  of 
apostasy  and  immorality  ought  to  alert 
every  believer  as  to  the  lateness  of  the 
hour.  It  cannot  be  long  till  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  comes  again. 

This  Is  an  Hour  of  Urgency 

When  schools  are  vomiting  forth 
such  intellectual  and  moral  filth  as 
described  above,  and  this  in  the  name 
of  academic  freedom,  it  is  an  hour 
when  Christian  people  should  be  con- 
cerned to  give  their  utmost  to  sup- 
port schools  that  are  known  to  be 
true  to  the  trust  granted  them.  But 
it  is  such  schools  that  are  struggling 
for  life.  They  gasp  for  want  of  that 
help  necessary  to  squeeze  through 
another  year.  In  the  midst  of  gallop- 
ing inflation,  the  struggle  grows  more 
precarious,  and  the  cry  for  help  is 
more  intense. 

This  is  an  hour  when  Grace 
Schools  needs  the  help  of  Brethren 
people.  There  is  a  God  in  heaven, 
and  we  trust  Him.  We  trust  that  He 
will  work  through  His  people  to  the 
supplying  of  those  needs  to  finish 
this  year  in  triumph. 

Our  God  is  not  dead,  and  His  Son 
who  died  lives  as  victor  over  death 
and  the  grave.  He  it  is  whom  we  pro- 
claim as  the  only  Saviour  and  Lord 
of  life.  ▼ 
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One  of  the  most  perplexing  prob- 
lems facing  the  high  school  graduate 
today  is  the  choice  of  higher  educa- 
tion. Should  one  pursue  a  liberal 
arts  education  in  a  secular  university 
or  a  Christian  college?  What  are  the 
differences  between  these  two  types 
of  institutions?  Are  these  differences 
really  significant?  These  questions 
and  many  more  are  being  raised  by 
young  people  today  and  rightly  so. 
The   choice   of   higher   education    is 

o 

one  of  the  most  critical  decisions  a 
young  person  will  make  at  that  point 
in  his  life.  Let  us  briefly  consider 
some  significant  differences  between 
the  two  approaches  to  higher  educa- 
tion and  their  implications  for  the  po- 
tential student. 

Motives  in   Education 

After  careful  inyestigation  it  will 
be  discovered  that  the  secular  insti- 
tution educates  because  it  feels  it 
can  meet  the  social,  economic,  tech- 
nological, and  academic  needs  of  the 
community  of  men.  This  motive  in 
itself  is  not  wrong,  and  some  secu- 
lar schools  are,  with  varying  degrees 
of  success,   meeting  these  needs. 

But  let  us  ask  at  this  point,  are 
these  the  only  needs  of  the  com- 
munity of  men?  Has  the  secular  in- 
stitution been  successful  in  meeting 
the  total  spectrum  of  community 
needs?  The  answer  must  be  negative. 
In  fact,  many  secular  institutions  are 
suffering    from    the    same    ills    that 
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Education: 
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Or

plague  the  community.  Rebellion 
against  authority,  moral,  ethical  and 
spiritual  decay,  and  theological  con- 
fusion are  as  prominent  on  the  secu- 
lar campus  today  as  they  are  in  so- 
cietv  in  general. 

The  Christian  college  recognizes 
that  there  are  social,  economic,  tech- 
nological and  academic  needs  in  the 
community,  and  it  too  is  interested  in 
meeting  these  needs.  But  the  Chris- 
tian college  perspective  in  education 
is  larger  than  this.  It  recognizes,  on 
the  basis  of  the  Word  of  God,  that 
man's  fundamental  need  is  not  just 
adjustment  to  nature  or  society  but 
adjustment  to  God,  who  is  the  foun- 
tainhead  of  all  things.  The  motivat- 
ing principle  in  Christian  higher  edu- 
cation is  therefore  not  only  social  or 
academic  but  also  spiritual.  It  is  com- 
mitted to  the  goal  of  producing  peo- 
ple who  are  spiritually  as  well  as  in- 
tellectually develop)ed.  If  man  does 
indeed  have  a  body,  soul  and  spirit, 
the  education  process  should  include 
development  of  the  whole  man.  It 
is  the  conviction  of  the  Christian 
college  that  God,  in  His  Word,  has 
revealed  certain  unchangeable  prin- 
ciples that  will  enable  man  to  meet 
not  onlv  the  needs  of  his  present 
situation  but  also  the  needs  of  the 
future,  both  material  and  spiritual. 
This  view  is  not  only  Biblically 
sound  but  also  quite  realistic  in  view 
of  the  trends  of  our  day. 


Methods  in  Education 

In  spite  of  the  flowery  self-ap- 
praisals on  the  part  of  some  secular 
institutions,  the  needs  of  this  genera- 
tion of  young  people  are  not  being 
successfully  met.  It  is  highly  ques- 
tionable whether  most  secular  schools 
have  the  necessary  academic,  moral 
and  spiritual  stability  even  to  realize 
self-imposed  goals.  It  is  disheartening 
to  see  the  secular  academic  commu- 
nity so  easily  influenced  by  unstable 
social  and  religious  trends.  The  stu- 
dent in  many  secular  schools  is  un- 
necessarily exposed  to,  and  influenc- 
ed by,  pressures  that  do  not  neces- 
sarily reflect  normal  situations  in  the 
community,  either  past  or  present. 
This  unnecessary  exposure  to  un- 
healthy, unnatural  and  superficial 
pressures  is  not  an  asset  to  a  good 
liberal  arts  education  but  in  most 
cases  a  serious  detriment  to  it.  The 
Christian  liberal  arts  institution,  on 
the  other  hand,  attempts  to  create 
an  academic  atmosphere  which  has  as 
its  working  base  the  spiritual,  moral 
and  social  principles  which  are  to 
be  found  in  the  Word  of  God,  the 
Bible.  These  principles  are  universal 
in  scope  and  are  capable  of  meeting 
the  essential  needs  of  men  in  all 
ages. 

It  is  most  interesting  to  observe 
that  secular  institutions  are  begin- 
ning to  realize  the  importance  of  re- 
ligion in  our  society.  According  to 
Time  magazine,  February  4,  1966,  at 
least  75  per  cent  of  the  nation's  four- 
year  colleges  have  religious  courses, 
and  more  than  20  per  cent  of  the 
state  schools  have  separate  religious 
departments.  This  report  would  be 
encouraging  except  for  the  fact  that 
there  seems  to  be  widespread  con- 
fusion as  to  how  religion  should  be 
presented  and  what  religious  ideas 
should  be  taught.  It  is  rather  evident 
that  secular  institutions  have  some 
way  to  go  in  order  to  equal  the  qual- 
ity of  religious  education  in  a  sound 
Christian    liberal    arts   college. 

The  young  person  who  contem- 
plates investing  four  years  of  his  life 
in  a  secular  institution  of  highei 
learning  should  be  aware  of  the  phi- 
losophy of  such  an  institution  with 
regard  to  teacher  qualifications.  This 
same  Time  article  quotes  Joseph  Blau 
of  Columbia  as  saying:  "It's  com- 
pletely   irrelevant    to    us    whether    a

man  is  a  good  Christian  ...  or  a 
good  atheist  so  long  as  he  is  a  good 
and  competent  scholar."  The  Chris- 
tian college  is  vitally  concerned  about 
the  spiritual  condition  of  its  faculty. 
How  can  an  instructor  teach  a  stu- 
dent to  meet  the  fundamental  needs 
of  life  when  he  himself  has  not  met 
them? 

This  same  article  notes  that  the 
result  of  this  liberal  policy  is  that 
"students  who  were  fundamentalists 
in  September  frequently  are  demyth- 
ologizers  by  January."  The  unfortu- 
nate thing  about  such  a  change  is  not 


only  that  the  student  has  abandoned 
the  fundamentals  of  the  faith,  but 
also  that  he  has  embraced  a  theologi- 
cal position  that  is  changing  and  in 
all  probability  will  pass  off  the  scene 
within  a  few  years. 

Young  people  should  not  be  pres- 
sured into  choosing  a  secular  school 
because  of  its  large  number  of  stu- 
dents. This  bigness  can  no  more 
guarantee  a  top  quality  education 
than  the  big  crowds  watching  the 
Mets  could  guarantee  you  a  cham- 
pionship team. 

Allow  me  to  conclude  bv  pointing 


out  that  Grace  College  is  a  liberal 
arts  college.  Its  curriculum  and  its 
academic  challenges  are  designed  to 
develop  a  well-balanced  and  vi'ell- 
prepared  student.  But  Grace  College 
is  more  than  that.  It  is  a  Christian 
liberal  arts  college  and  as  such  it 
attempts  to  provide  the  student  with 
a  philosophy  of  life  that  will  be  as 
meaningful  twenty  years  from  now 
as  it  is  today.  The  academic  and 
spiritual  posture  of  Grace  College  is 
not  determined  by  superficial  trends 
but  by  the  Word  of  God  which  is 
eternally  settled  in  heaven.  T

This  is  Oakdale,  U.S.A.,  a  town 
that  knew  tragedy  a  vear  ago,  a  town 
that's  just  now  beginning  a  new  kind 
of  Hfe— because  of  a  Sunday  school. 
Although  Oakdale  is  large  enough 
to  have  two  hospitals,  17  churches, 
and  seven  large  supermarkets,  it's 
still  small  enough  to  ache  all  over 
when  sorrow  hits  one  part  of  it— and 
it  did  last  vear. 

A  new  teacher  came  to  the  high 
school  in  town,  and  he  was  a  Chris- 
tian. Many  of  the  students  admired 
him  and  started  attending  his  Sunday 
school  and  church.  Unfortunately 
they  were  like  the  members  already 
there.  At  9:30  every  Sunday  they 
placed  their  bodies  in  a  chair,  their 
eyes  on  the  teacher,  and  their  minds 
wherever  they  happened  to  wander. 

In  February  a  speaker  came  to  the 
high  school  to  challenge  the  young 
people  to  stand  for  something  and 
give  themselves  to  a  cause.  It  was  the

time  of  vear  when  things  were  dull 
in  Oakdale,  and  so  one  Saturday 
morning  three  fellows  from  the  bas- 
ketball team,  one  of  them  Jon  Cum 
mings,  the  deacon's  son,  headed  for 
the  state  university  to  take  part  in  a 
demonstration.  They  just  had  to 
"stand  for  something."  Things  went 
fine  until  a  group  of  drunken  stu- 
dents showed  up  with  pieces  of  bro- 
ken glass  and  furniture  to  break  up 
the  demonstration.  One  hundred 
eleven  students  were  injured  that 
day,  and  five  were  trampled  to  death 
in  the  panic.  Only  one  boy  returned 
to  Oakdale  that  night.  One  was  held 
in  the  hospital  for  further  obsen'a- 
tion,  and  the  body  of  Jon  Cummings 
was  shipped  home.  It  shook  up  the 
small  town. 

TTiere  was  some  criticism  of  the  ad- 
venture, but  most  of  all  a  strange 
sense  of  guilt  settled  on  the  small 
town,  especially  on  the  people  of  the 
Sunday  school. 

At  the  next  Sunday-school  Board 
meeting  the  question  was  asked: 
Where  did  the  Sunday  school  fail  in 
giving  these  boys  a  cause,  a  reason  for 
living,  something  to  which  they  could 


contribute?  After  much  discussion  it 
was  decided  that  something  had  to 
be  changed.  The  Board  took  as  its 
motto  "Let's  Put  School  Back  into 
Sunday  School"  and  decided  to  give 
the  students  something  worth  while. 

Upon  examining  the  local  school 
system  they  discovered  six  character- 
istics of  the  public  school  which  they 
lacked;  (1)  organization,  (2)  training 
of  teachers,  (3)  a  system  of  testing, 
(4)  discipline,  (5)  loyalty,  and  (6) 
presentation  of  a  challenge. 

A  Board  of  Education  was  estab- 
lished consisting  of  the  pastor,  the 
department  heads,  two  lay  people, 
and  a  member  from  each  class  begin- 
ning  with  the  high-school  class.  The 
Board  decided  on  the  budget,  require- 
ments for  various  positions,  and  the 
making  and  maintaining  of  regula- 
tions.  They  reported  regularly  to  the 
congregation. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  school  of- 
ficials felt  it  important  that  teachers 
be  trained  to  use  effectively  their  30 
hours  a  week  with  the  children. 
Sunday-school  teachers  have  the 
children  one  hour  a  week.  Even  the

"In  case  of  a  flood,  stand  on  this 
since  it  will  always  be  dry."  This 
caption  graced  the  inside  cover  of 
my  high-school  history  book.  And 
contents  of  the  book  left  no  doubt 
that  the  writer  of  the  unsolicited  in- 
scription was  exactly  right. 

Our  history  class  matched  the  arid 
quality  of  the  book.  The  baseball 
coach,  who  was  the  original  teaching 
sphinx,  performed  the  role  of  the 
paid  executioner  of  the  course.  Vic- 
tims in  the  thousands  had  suffered 
the  excruciating  pain  of  boredom 
brought  on  by  the  instructor's  mono- 
tone voice. 

Somehow  I  survived.  Maybe  it  was 
my  thick  head  and  cotton  which  did 
the  trick. 

When  I  arrived  at  college,  inde- 
cision plagued  me  regarding  a  major 
field  of  study.  Really,  the  only  course 
I  had  enjoyed  in  high  school  was 
driver's  training.  However,  no  in 
stitution  offered  a  four-year  curri- 
culum for  drivers,  especially  stick 
shift. 

Well,  after  a  year  on  campus  I  de-

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cided  to  major  in  history.  It  was 
either  that  or  music.  And  my  vocal 
efforts  are  as  lethal  as  my  high-school 
history  teacher's  voice. 

I  was  pondering  how  I  should 
teach  history  after  graduation.  I  had 
two  choices,  I  reasoned,  either  destroy 
the  students  with  my  lectures  or 
help  them  to  develop  an  interest  in 
history.  After  reflecting,  I  decided 
on  the  latter  plan  of  attack. 

Along  with  this,  I  determined  not 
to  overlook  the  humor  in  history. 
Actually  there  is  more  humorous  ma- 
terial in  history  than  can  be  found 
in  a  TV  comedian's  bag  of  jokes. 

Take  George  Washington,  for  ex- 
ample. If  you  believe  the  cherry  tree 
episode,  you  ought  to  know  that 
this  particular  exploit  has  sparked 
the  claim  that  he  was  probablv  one 
of  the  initial  tree  surgeons.  Or  if  you 
accept  the  narrative  about  his  throw- 
ing a  silver  dollar  across  the  Poto- 
mac, you  may  have  observed  that  a 
dollar  went  farther  in  those  days 
than  it  does  today. 

But  while  humorous  considerations 
have  brightened  my  own  perusal  of 
histon,'  and  perhaps  made  class  ses- 
sions less  arid  for  my  students,  the 
great  influence  on  my  teaching  has 


come  as  I  have  observed  the  real 
meaning  of  the  panorama  of  the  past. 

Wliat  is  the  meaning  of  history? 
Over  the  years,  men  have  sought  to 
define  it.  Henry  Ford  asserted  that 
history  was  bunk.  Voltaire  maintain- 
ed that  history  was  nothing  more  than 
tricks  we  play  on  the  dead.  Thomas 
Carlyle  proposed  that  great  men  con- 
stituted history. 

The  most  readilv  accepted  view  is 
that  histor\'  is  what  historians  think 
happened.  Since  they  record  only 
that  which  seems  to  be  of  impor- 
tance, the  student  is  subject  to  these 
limitations. 

Much  more  discerning,  however, 
is  the  concept  that  history  is  a  reve- 
lation of  the  hand  of  God  working 
in  the  lives  of  men  in  order  to  accom- 
plish His  purpose.  Thus,  as  Dr.  A.  T. 
Pierson  has  said,  history  is  really 
"His  story."  God  controls  all.  The 
world  is  steadily  moving  in  the  di- 
rection determined  by  the  divine 
Planner.  No  man  or  nation  can  ex- 
ceed the  limits  which  God  has  as- 
signed. This  is  not  onlv  a  kev  to 
understanding  history;  it  is  also  a 
comforting  conviction  in  this  era 
of  turmoil  and  tension. 

But  how  can  we  know  that  God 
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is  behind  history?  For  one  thing,  the 
Bible  itself  makes  this  clear.  Read 
the  Old  Testament  and  you  read  his- 
tory—not only  the  rise  and  fall  of  Is- 
rael, but  also  the  emerging  of  nations 
like  Assyria  and  Babylon  and  their 
use  as  instruments  of  God's  judg- 
ment. 

Scripture  also  declares  categori- 
cally that  the  hand  of  God  is  behind 
history.  Perhaps  the  most  striking 
statement  of  this  fact  is  the  one  given 
to  Nebuchadnezzar,  the  great  Baby- 
lonian king,  who  was  told  that  he 
would  become  insane  until  he  fi- 
nally learned  "that  the  most  High 
ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and 
giveth  it  to  whomsoever  he  will" 
(Dan.  4:32). 

The  person  who  turns  to  the  study 
of  the  past  with  the  awareness  that 
God  is  working  behind  the  scenes 
finds  history  taking  on  a  new  sig- 
nificance. He  knows  that  history  is 
not  accident  but  design.  More  often 
than  not  he  will  be  unable  to  explain 
why  God  chose  to  move  in  a  certain 
way,  but  at  other  times  God's  wisdom 
and  purposes  can  be  clearly  seen. 

Think,  for  example,  of  the  tre- 
mendous importance  of  the  Greek 
victories  over  the  Persians  at  Mara- 
thon and  Salamis  in  the  fifth  centurv 


B.C.  These  battles  virtually  decided 
the  issue  of  whether  our  civilization 
would  be  Occidental  or  Oriental.  Yet 
the  destruction  of  two  hundred  Per- 
sian ships  at  Salamis  by  a  storm 
and  the  wet  conditions  of  the  marshes 
at  Marathon— both  brought  about  by 
acts  of  God— greatly  affected  the  out- 
come. 

Some  three  hundred  years  later 
Europe  was  saved  from  the  Moham- 
medans at  the  Battle  of  Tours.  Here 
one  of  the  crucial  factors  was  a 
rumor  among  the  Moors  that  their 
tents  were  being  plundered.  A  move- 
ment to  protect  their  camp  appeared 
to  be  a  retreat  which  turned  into 
a  rout. 

Again,  a  six-month  delav  in  the 
Spanish  Armada's  plans  to  attack  the 
English  fleet  resulted  in  replacement 
of  a  strong  commander  by  a  much 
weaker  one.  When  the  attack  finally 
was  made,  a  storm  helped  scatter  and 
seriously  hamper  the  effectiveness 
of  the  Spanish  fleet.  These  factors 
plus  a  mistake  in  the  Armada's  route 
of  retreat  cleared  the  way  for  domi- 
nation of  the  new  world  by  the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic  civilization  rather 
than  the  Latin  world. 

American  history  is  likewise  full 
of  incidents  where  the  hand  of  God 


clearly  inter\'ened,  changing  the  out- 
come of  crucial  events.  George  Wash- 
ington himself  recognized  this  fact 
in  his  first  inaugural   address. 

o 

"No  people,"  he  declared,  "can  be 
bound  to  acknowledge  and  adore  the 
invisible  hand  which  conducts  the 
affairs  of  men  more  than  the  people 
of  the  United  States." 

When  one  accepts  the  concept  of 
history  as  being  shaped  by  the  hand 
of  God,  he  cannot  help  being  im- 
pressed with  the  significance  and  im- 
portance of  his  studies,  whether 
learning  or  teaching.  His  aim  goes 
far  beyond  merely  noting  or  present- 
ing facts.  He  is  actually  seeking  out 
and  discerning  the  eternal  purposes 
of  a  Person  around  whom  all  history 
has  revolved  and  will  continue  to 
center.  This  is  a  privilege  which 
cannot  be  regarded  lightly. 

If  you  yiev\'  history  merely  as  one 
more  grind— a  musty  assortment  of 
names,  dates  and  places— not  even  a 
sense  of  humor  will  be  able  to  wake 
you  up.  If  \'ou  see  it  for  what  it 
really  is,  however- a  reflection  of 
God's  moving  behind  men  and  events 
to  bring  about  His  purposes— no  secu- 
lar subject  will  make  more  sense  or 
be  more  absorbing.  T

natural  born  teachers  could  use  help 
in  learning  to  use  that  hour  wisely. 
So    teacher    training    sessions    were 

o 

established.  Teachers  were  taught  to 
use  teaching  materials;  they  were 
given  hints  on  using  their  voices, 
presenting  a  good  appearance,  and 
showing  an  interest  in  others.  They 
spent  time  exchanging  ideas  and  sug- 
gestions. Most  important  of  all,  they 
spent  time  asking  the  Lord  for  extra 
strength  and  wisdom. 

Testing  was  introduced  gradually. 
First  it  came  orally,  then  in  the  form 
of  a  quiz.  Finally  each  unit  of  study 
was  followed  by  an  examination. 
Students  began  studying  their  les- 
sons thoroughly,  asking  questions  in 
their  classes. 

It  was  noticed  that  misbehavior 
was  not  tolerated  in  the  public  school; 
if  anything  was  to  be  accomplished. 


it  could  not  be  tolerated  in  the  Sun- 
day-school class,  either.  Offenders 
were  warned,  then  sent  to  the  super- 
intendent's office  or  spoken  to  by  the 
pastor. 

As  members  of  the  Sunday  school 
saw  changes  taking  place,  they  too 
wanted  a  part  in  it,  and  the  problem 
of  loyalty   took   care   of  itself. 

A  visitation  program  was  started. 
People  who  had  never  done  anything 
before  were  encouraged  to  go  along 
with  someone  else  and  observe.  Be- 
fore long  visitors  did  come  and  the 
committees  were  encouraged. 

Businessmen  agreed  to  drop  a  card 
each  day  to  someone  who  needed  re- 
membering. Teen-agers  reserved  one 

o  o 

night  and  one  afternoon  a  week  to 
help.  The  evening  was  spent  in 
prayer  and  visitation,  and  the 
afternoon  was  usually  spent  painting 
a  room,  washing  windows,  or  doing 
other  odd  jobs  to  make  sure  the 
rooms  \\'ere  in  order  for  Sunday.  The 
women    took    turns    babysitting    for 


others  who  went  on  visitation.  They 
agreed  to  remember  one  another  in 
prayer  and  took  turns  UTiting  let- 
ters to  missionaries  and  sending  cheer 
and  birthday  cards.  One  entire  fam- 
ily was  placed  by  the  door  each  Sun- 
day to  act  as  greeters  to  the  con- 
gregation. 

The  challenge  came  when  the 
Sunday-school  members  looked 
around  and  saw  how  many  were 
missing  out  on  the  blessing  of  their 
Sunday  morning  services.  There  was 
still  a  large  number  to  be  reached. 

Well,  all  this  started  a  year  ago 
and  that  Sunday  school  hasn't  lost 
any  enthusiasm  yet.  If  you  walk  down 
the  street  a  little  way  you'll  spot  the 
new  Sunday-school  annex  they're 
building.  Right  along  the  front  you'll 
find  some  new  shrubbery.  It  was 
given  in  memory  of  Jon  Cummings 
by  his  friends.  They  have  truly  found 
something  worth  living  for  and  they 
want  to  tell  others  about  it— because 
of  a  Sunday  school!  T

No  organization,  no  unit  of  the 
Lord's  work  is  stronger  than  its 
foundation.  The  Word  says, 
"Other  foundation  can  no  man  lay 
that  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus 
Christ."

man's  work  of  what  sort  it  is.  If 
any  man's  work  abide  which  he 
hath  built  thereupon,  he  shall  re- 
ceive a  reward.  If  any  man's  work 
shall  be  burned,  he  shall  suffer 
loss:  but  he  himself  shall  be  saved; 
yet  so  as  by  fire"  (I  Cor.  3:12-15). 

At  the  least,  much  of  the  work 
of  our  Society  has  been  abundant- 


ly blessed  of  God.  We  praise  Him! 
We  rejoice  in  the  privilege  of 
serving,  and  that  He  has  account- 
ed us  worthy  to  be  used  in  His 
work. 

v^^^^Hf'  "Looking  up"  is  vi- 
sion. "Looking  unto  Jesus  who  is 
the  author  and  finisher  of  our 
faith."  We  look  to  Jesus,  and  then 
we  look  to  the  whitened  harvest 
fields.  "Where  there  is  no  vision, 
the  people  perish,"  said  the  one 
of  old.  This  is  an  agelong  truth. 
We  need  to  look  at  today  and  see 
how  well  we  are  serving.  Then  we 
need  to  look  forward  to  tomorrow. 
We  can  well  ask  ourselves,  "Are 
we  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent 
for  Jesus  Christ?"  Vision  for  to- 
morrow, yes,  and  for  the  tomor- 
rows ahead  until  Jesus  comes! 

The  year  of  1975  will  be  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.

ourselves  viath  all  the  moil  and  toil 
and  the  sweat  and  tears,  that  God 
mav  use  our  humble  and  broken 
efforts  to  His  glory.  In  one  sense 
it  is  time  to  stand  still  and  see  the 
power  of  God  working;  in  another 
sense,  we  should  work  for  the 
night  is  coming. 

Communism  is  a  blackness-of- 
night  shadow  stretching  across  the 
world.  We  have  hope  of  winning 
men  and  women  for  Jesus  Christ, 
if  we  reach  them  before  commu- 
nism does.  Oh,  yes,  we  would 
have  hope  of  winning  many,  even 
after  the  dark  shadow  of  com- 
munism might  have  fallen  across 
the  world,  but  we  have  hope  of 
winning  many,  many,  many  more 
if  we  reach  them  first. 

Let's  make  1966,  the  first  year 
of  this  "Decade  of  Decision,"  to  be 
the  greatest  year  in  the  history  of 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions.  God 
can  and  He  will— if  we  so  present 
ourselves  that  He  can  use  us. 

What  better  time  can  there  be 
to  make  this  enthusiastic  and  sac- 
rificial beginning  than  in  this 
Easter  season?  We  have  the  risen 
Christ.  The  world  needs  to  know 
of  this  risen  Christ.  There  is  no 
other  hope.  Today  is  the  day  to 
present  salvation  to  the  lost  of  the 
world.  T

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Missionary  Appointments,  Field 
Additions,  Aid  Approvals  Are 
Features  of  Annual  Midyear 
¥MS  Board  Meeting 


At  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  the  FMS  Board  of  Trus- 
tees convened  for  their  midyear  meeting  February 
21  to  25  with  100  per  cent  attendance.  A  number  of 
candidates  were  interviewed,  several  new  missionaries 
were  appointed  to  the  fields,  and  a  large  amount  of 
important  business  was  transacted. 

M.is%ionaTies  af>'pointed— By  authority  granted  by 
the  Society,  the  board  made  the  following  appoint- 
ments: for  Africa,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  McDairmant 
of  our  Seal  Beach,  California,  church;  for  Brazil,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Earle  Hodgdon  of  our  Wooster,  Ohio,  con- 
gregation, and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  George  ("Duke")  Wal- 
lace of  North  English,  Iowa,  where  Brother  Wallace 
is  presently  pastor.  Also  approved  for  Africa  were  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Lester  Kennedy,  who  have  already  served 
two  terms  in  that  land  but  have  been  in  the  homeland 
for  several  years  now.  They  live  in  Limestone,  Ten- 
nessee, and  Brother  Kennedy  is  pastor  of  our  Breth- 
ren church  there.  Further  announcement  will  be  made 
concerning  these  candidates  in  the  months  ahead. 

Personnel  weeds— France  and  Africa  present  most 
urgent  appeals.  Three  more  families  are  greatly  needed 
in  France.  A  plea  was  made  by  Africa  for  two  typists, 
a  business  manager,  another  teacher  for  the  mission- 
ary children's  school,  teachers  for  the  new  inter-mis- 
sion high  school  to  begin  in  August,  teachers  for  the 
James  Gribble  Memorial  High  School,  and  a  number 
of  missionar}'  elders.  An  urgent  appeal  is  being  made 
for  replacements  during  furloughs  of  a  doctor,  a  den- 
tist, and  a  printer. 

Educational  allowance  for  missionary  children— The 
annual  allowance  for  elementary  school  children  on 
the  field  has  been  increased  to  $250  per  child;  for  high 
school  age  on  the  field,  $350;  for  children  of  mission- 
aries in  training  above  high  school  in  the  U.S.A.,  $450. 
The  national  SMM  has  been  assisting  very  generously 
in  this  last  item. 


Gifts  to  our  Hawaii  Brethren  churches— Out  Society 
has  a  project  for  a  revolving  fund  from  which  loans 
can  be  made  to  our  Hawaii  churches  for  the  erection 
of  church  buildings.  However,  those  who  desire  to  give 
directly  to  these  churches,  rather  than  to  the  revolving 
loan  fund,  may  do  so.  In  that  case  the  gifts  should  be 
sent  directly  to  the  churches.  Receipts  in  these  cases 
will  be  issued  by  the  churches  to  which  the  gifts  are 
made  and  not  by  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

Scholarships— The  board  has  approved  the  sugges- 
tion of  a  scholarship  plan  for  African  young  people, 
when  recommended  by  the  African  churches,  to  re- 
ceive further  training  in  the  U.S.A.— probably  in  Grace 
College.  We  will  be  happy  to  hear  from  individuals 
or  groups  who  may  be  interested  in  assisting. 

In  a  new  nation— The  Tchad  is  one  of  the  four 
African  nations  which  formerly  made  up  French  Equa- 
torial Africa— directly  north  of  the  Central  African 
Republic.  We  have  about  forty  churches  in  that  land. 
Steps  are  being  taken  for  our  formal  entrance  into  the 
Tchad.  Some  buildings  have  been  approved.  Direc- 
tion of  the  new  work  has  been  entrusted  to  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Jake  Kliever.  The  Klievers  will  probably  live  at 
N'Zoro,  C.A.R.,  for  the  present,  which  is  near  the 
Tchad  border. 

Administrative  changes— As  a  part  of  the  retirement 
plan  arranged  by  the  board,  some  changes  are  to  be 
made.  The  office  of  general  secretary  of  the  Societv' 
will  be  discontinued  as  of  January  1,  1967,  at  which 
time  the  present  general  secretary,  Russell  D.  Barnard, 
will  retire  from  leadership.  The  work  will  be  divided 
into  two  areas  of  responsibility  under  a  home  secre- 
tary and  a  foreign  secretary.  Rev.  Clyde  K.  Landrum, 
who  for  over  ten  years  has  served  as  assistant  general 
secretary,  will  become  the  home  secretary,  and  Rev. 
John  W.  Zielasko,  who  has  served  as  a  missionary  in 
Brazil  for  three  terms,  will  become  the  foreign  secre- 
tary. T

Eighteen  months  ago  the  Bill 
Burks  moved  into  a  small,  countrv' 
village  on  the  Quatipuru  River.  My 
wife  and  I  saw  and  heard  the  prog- 
ress made  there  by  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  and  observed  firsthand  some 
of  the  methods  the  Lord  has  blessed. 

A  decade  earlier  a  Pentecostal 
group  had  tried  to  establish  a  spirit- 
ual beachhead  in  Squirreltown.  Thev 
set  up  a  platform  with  sound  system 
and  musical  instruments,  started  a 
public  meting  .  .  .  and  were  prompt- 
ly run  off  by  a  gang  of  young  rough 
necks  hired  by  the  lay  leaders  of  the 
Catholic  church.  The  Pentecostal 
group  made  a  similar  effort  several 
times,  with  the  same  result  every 
time. 

We  met  Miguel  when  we  were 
there  recently,  one  of  two  keen  young 
men  studying  weekly  with  Bill  Burk. 
Ten  years  ago  he  helped  to  drive  out 
the  Protestants;  now  he  is  a  pastor 
in  training,  although  his  father  is 
still  a  lay  leader  in  the  local  Catholic

church.  He  is  married  and  has  five 
children,  and  works  long  hours  in 
the  timber,  seeking  to  memorize  12 
Scripture  verses  every  day  on  the  way 
to  and  from  work.  How  did  this 
happen? 

When  the  Burks  arrived,  they 
bought  a  house,  moved  in,  and  Bill 
began  work  on  his  second  boat, 
"Vamos  (Let's  Go!)  IL"  The  Brazil- 
ians, always  friendly,  began  to  drop 
by  to  talk  with  the  American  and 
to  have  a  look  at  his  boat.  And  since 
Squirreltown  is  a  market  town,  peo- 
ple from  outlying  areas  who  heard 
of  this  wonder  stopped  by  to  behold 
it  while  they  were  in  town. 

The  people  liked  Senhor  Bill,  and 
listened  politely  to  his  talk  of  sal- 
vation in  Jesus  Christ.  They  even 
bought  his  New  Testaments  and  ac- 
cepted  his  gospel  recordings  and 
hand-wound  record  players,  and  asked 
questions.  Some  returned  later  to 
tell  that  they  had  become  believers 
in  Jesus  Christ. 


When  the  boat  was  finished  and 
time  came  to  visit  other  areas  along 
the  rivers  and  bays.  Bill  already  had 
friends  in  these  places  who  welcomed 
him  into  their  homes  and  introduced 
him  to  their  friends.  All  this  time 
there  were  no  announced  public 
meetings,  no  preaching  services,  no 
church  building.  Personal  witnessing 
and  home  visitation  did  the  job. 

What  happened  was  that  the  peo- 
ple of  the  area  got  to  like  Senhor 
Bill  before  they  found  out  they  were 
supposed  to  hate  him.  Without  in- 
tending to,  they  had  found  out  that 
Protestants  were  not  the  de\'ils  they 
had  been  told  thev  were. 

Now,  those  who  had  received 
Christ  began  to  witness  and  to  lead 
others  to  Christ.  Bill  met  with  groups 
here  and  there  for  Bible  study. 
Whenever  he  said  he  would  be  at  a 
certain  person's  home  for  Bible  study, 
that  place  would  be  full.  Two  young 
men,  Neco  and  Miguel,  began  to

BRAZIL

When  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Dean  Risser  took  a  trip  to  Brazil,  their 
most  interesting  means  of  transportation  ivas  "Vamos  U,"  which 
is  Oferated  hy  missionary  Bill  Burk. 


After  being  aroused  at  daybreak 
by  dogs,  roosters,  and  people  outside 
our  bedroom  window,  I  realized  that 
this  was  the  day  I  was  to  go  up-river 
in  the  boat  with  my  husband  and 
Bill  Burk.  Linda  Burk  was  a  most 
welcome  companion  on  the  trip.  After 
eating  breakfast,  we  made  prepara- 
tions for  the  day  and  Imogene 
packed  a  lunch  for  us. 

As  the  boat  was  pushed  down  the 
street,  a  crowd  gathered  at  the  dock 
to  watch.  I  had  never  walked  on 
such  a  rickety  dock  before,  but  that 
was  the  only  way  to  get  into  the 
boat.  This  trip  up  Quatipuru  River 
was  one  of  unusual  beauty— a  clear, 
calm,  sunny  day— the  winding  river 
as  smooth  as  blue  glass— the  dense, 
high  jungle  growth  along  the  river's 
edge— the  beautiful  birds  and  flow- 
ers. 

After   an   hour   or   so  we   turned 


dovm  a  small  stream  off  the  main 
river.  The  water  hyacinths  were 
pretty  until  they  clogged  the  motor. 
I  had  on  a  life  jacket,  but  that  was 
not  much  comfort  for  one  who 
could  not  swim.  After  rocking  the 
boat  and  moving  the  mass  of  hya- 
cinths with  an  oar,  the  men  got  the 
motors  started  again  and  we  were 
on  our  way. 

Even  though  we  did  not  see  any 
signs  of  civilization.  Bill  knew  just 
where  to  stop  and  tie  up  the  boat. 
Just  beyond  the  jungle  grovith  was 
a  clearing  like  a  meadow.  We  walked 
half  a  mile  to  find  some  farm  folks 
at  home.  The  house  was  like  so  manv 
in  Quatipuru— made  of  mud,  with 
palm-thatched  roof,  dirt  floor,  open 
windows  and  doors,  crude  benches 
to  sit  on,  and  dogs  and  chickens 
walking  in  and  out.  Yet  an  elderly 
couple   heartily   invited  us   to  come 


in  and  gave  us  a  bench  to  sit  on 
while  they  all  stood.  There  were 
many  members  of  the  family  living 
in  this  large  house.  Most  of  them 
were  out  working  in  the  gardens. 
Early  that  morning  they  had  killed 
a  pig  to  provide  food.  Part  of  the 
meat  was  hanging  over  one  of  the 
rafters.  There  was  a  piece  of  pork 
on  a  work  table,  and  while  we  were 
visiting,  a  chicken  jumped  up  to  get 
a  snack  and  had  to  be  chased  away. 
Linda  brought  along  a  doll  for  the 
children  to  hold.  It  was  interesting 
to  watch  even  the  teen-agers  hold  the 
doll  and  look  longingly  at  it.  But 
even  more  interesting  to  watch  were 
the  faces  of  the  people  as  Bill  talked 
to  them  of  the  Lord  and  read  to 
them  from  the  Bible.  Before  his  pre- 
vious trips,  they  had  never  heard  the 
gospel  story.  If  these  people  ever  go 
to  heaven  it  will  be  only  because  of 
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the  witnessing  of  the  missionan'  and 
the  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
their  hearts.  These  folks  were  so 
kind  and  friendly— vet  so  lost. 

Just  before  we  left,  the  "old  man" 
climbed  up  a  giant  papaya  tree  for 
us.  In  order  to  pick  the  fruit,  he 
rigged  a  ladder  in  the  tree  as  it 
had  grown.  Yet  this  was  a  danger- 
ous thing  to  do,  because  a  papaya 
tree  is  a  brittle  plant— not  really  a 
tree.  The  man  must  have  been  over 
eighty  years  old  but  was  still  as  agile

show  real  discernment  and  leadership 
qualities,  so  Bill  began  to  meet  with 
them  to  give  them  special  help.  These 
two  young  men  demonstrated  an 
exceptional  grasp  of  the  Word  of 
God  despite  the  fact  that  they  had 
only  a  sixth-grade  education. 

Bill  continues  to  spend  his  days 
in  calling  in  homes  in  various  settle' 
ments  and  villages,  encouraging  and 
teaching  the  believers  and  urging  the 
others  to  receive  Christ  and  a  new 
birth.  On  January  1  they  decided 
to  hold  regular  meetings  on  Sunday 
and  Wednesday  evenings  at  Squirrel- 
town.  A  local  congregation  is  estab- 
lished. 

Squirreltown  and  our  other  Brazil- 
ian mission  points  showed  us  once 
again  that  a  faithful,  believing  pre- 
sentation of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  will  transform  lives.  The  great 
need  in  Brazil  is  for  more  mission- 
aries to  proclaim  the  Gospel  and 
train  the  believers  to  live  for  Christ 
and  reach   their  own   people.

as  could  be.  He  made  it  safely! 

The  grandmother  could  not  com- 
prehend that  I  could  not  understand 
her.  She  thought  Bill  had  brought 
us  from  the  United  States  in  his  boat. 
Linda  explained  to  her  that  we  had 
come  down  on  a  plane.  As  we  start- 


ed to  leave,  one  of  the  girls  handed 
me  two  eggs.  That  thoughtful  gift 
accompanied  by  a  smile  will  always 
be   remembered. 

We  walked  through  the  fields  to 
visit  three  other  homes.  In  two  of 
them  teen-age  girls  could  read  and 
they  had  a  New  Testament  that  Bill 
had  left  before.  He  encouraged  them 
to  read  it.  In  one  house  there  was  an 
old  man  ver\'  ill  in  a  hammock.  The 
"seed"  was  sown  and  would  be 
"watered"  again  in  two  weeks. 

At  lunch  time  we  went  back 
through  the  hyacinths  to  a  lovely 
shady  spot  to  tie  up  the  boat  along 
the  water's  edge.  Lemonade,  fried 
chicken,  sandwiches,  and  brownies 
had  never  tasted  so  good  before. 
There  were  more  places  to  visit  in 
the  afternoon.  We  arrived  back  home 
tired,  but  thrilled  that  God's  Word 
is  being  sown  in  manv  faraway 
places.  T

'^Come  and  See  .  .  . 
.  .  ,  Go  and  Teir^

Some  twenty  years  ago  on  a  warm 
spring  day  our  little  four-year-old 
came  bursting  into  the  kitchen  call- 
ing, "Mommy,  Mommy,  come  and 
see!"  The  excitement  and  earnestness 
in  her  voice  brought  an  end  to  my 
half-finished  task  as  I  followed  hei 
out  the  door  and  across  the  lawn 
to  the  flower  bed.  There  at  the  very 
edge  of  the  grass  in  all  of  its  radiant 
beautv  was  a  golden  crocus  blossom. 
It  had  broken  forth  from  its  cold, 
dark  tomb  into  newness  of  life  to 
tell  the  glad  news  that  winter  was 
gone,  spring  had  come. 

Little  wonder  the  sight  of  it  had  so 
delighted  the  heart  of  our  child  that 
her  first  desire  was  to  run  and  tell 
what  she  had  seen.  No  wonder  she 
cried,  "Come  and  see!"  For  what  is 
more  thrilling  to  see  or  to  tell  about 
than  that  which  has  come  forth  in 
newness  of  life? 

I  remember  the  day  we  went  call- 
ing at  the  home  of  a  young  couple. 
When  we  rang  the  bell  the  first 
grader  opened  the  door  and  said,  "Oh, 
come  and  see  my  new  baby  brother." 
This  baby  was  the  answer  to  his 
prayer  and  he  wanted  to  show  every- 
one and  tell  everyone  about  him. 
The  miracle  of  a  new  life  had  be- 
come a  part  of  his  own  experience. 

The  marvelous  message  of  the  Res- 
urrection, the  new  life,  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  is  just  as 


simple  as  that.  "Come  and  see- 
go  and  tell."  It  was  Matthew  who 
recorded  the  words  of  the  angel  to 
the  women  at  the  tomb:  "He  is  not 
here:  for  he  is  risen,  as  he  said.  Come, 
see  the  place  where  the  Lord  lay. 
And  go  quicklv,  and  tell  his  disciples 
that  he  is  risen  from  the  dead." 

Did  the  women  leave  without  see- 
ing? No,  they  immediately  entered 
the  sepulcher  and  found  it  empty! 
Jesus  was  not  there.  Did  they  go 
without  telling?  No,  indeed;  "They 
departed  quickly  from  the  sepulchre 
with  fear  and  great  joy;  and  did  run 
to  bring  his  disciples  word."  They 
did  not  hesitate  or  put  it  off  until 
the  morrow.  Thev  ran  breathlesslv, 
their  head  scarves  streaming  behind 
them  in  the  earlv  morning  breeze,  to 
spread  the  news:  "He  is  risen!" 

But  what  if  they  had  turned  from 
the  tomb  with  saddened  hearts  and 
said,  "It  is  too  good  to  be  true,  so 
we  won't  go  and  tell."  What  if  they 
had  said,  "Today  our  families  need 
us,  so  we  can't  take  time  to  go  and 
tell."  Or  what  if  they  had  reasoned, 
"We  were  afraid  we  won't  know  what 
to  say  so  we  will  go  home  and  keep 
it  to  ourselves."  Yes,  what  if? 

But  they  did  none  of  these  things 
and  great  was  their  reward.  A  won- 
drous thing  happened.  "Jesus  met 
them  on  the  way."  Here  was  their 
risen  Lord  before  them.  Here  was  the 
One  who  had  been  dead  and  buried 
in  the  tomb.  In  their  fear  and  love 
they  fell  down,  and  holding  Him  by 


the  feet  they  worshiped  him.  Oh, 
what  joy  to  see  Him  whom  they 
loved!  What  joy  to  hear  Him  speak 
as  He  said,  "Be  not  afraid:  go  tell  my 
brethren  that  they  go  into  Galilee, 
and  there  shall  they  see  me." 

These  devout  women  who  arose 
early  in  the  morning  to  anoint  the 
body  of  their  Lord  were  accorded  an 
unforgettable  experience  because  they 
were  obedient  to  the  words  of  the 
angel,  "Go  quickly  and  tell."  Theirs 
was  the  supreme  joy  not  only  of  see- 
ing the  risen  Lord  first  but  also  of 
hearing  Him  speak  to  them.  His  be- 
loved voice  alone  could  calm  all 
their  fears.  None  but  His  voice  could 
remove  all  their  doubts.  Yes,  His 
voice  and  the  sight  of  His  shining 
face  alone  could  wipe  away  the  hor- 
ror and  tears  of  Calvars'  which  had 
haunted  them  for  three  long  days 
and  nights.  Now  they  knew  He  was 
alive.  The  miracle  of  His  resurrected 
life  had  become  a  part  of  their  own 
experience. 

But  having  seen  Jesus  they  dared 
not  linger,  for  they  must  hurry  on  to 
tell  His  disciples  all  they  had  seen 
and  heard. 

Let  us  who  have  seen  Jesus  ask 
ourselves:  Is  Christ  anv  less  alive 
today  than  then?  Is  the  message,  "He 
is  risen,"  any  less  urgent  now  than 
on  that  first  Easter  mom?  Is  the 
promise  of  His  soon  return  to  take  us, 
only  a  vain  promise  in  which  we  can 
have  no  hope?  No!  A  thousand  times 
no!  The  miracle  still  remains  and 
the  command  "Go  quickly  and  tell" 
is  of  far  greater  importance  now. 
More  people  than  ever  have  not 
heard,  and  His  coming  draws  closer 
and  closer. 

Let  us  remember  that  if  the  wom- 
en had  not  gone  to  tell,  they  would 
not  have  had  the  great  joy  of  seeino 
their  Saviour  on  the  way.  So  it  is 
with  us;  if  we  do  not  go  and  tell  the 
wondrous  news,  we  shall  never  have 
the  supreme  joy  of  seeing  our  Sav- 
iour enthroned  in  the  heart  of  an- 
other whom  we  have  met  on  the  wav. 
Let  us  who  have  come  to  Jesus  and 
have  seen  Him  also  go  and  tell  of 
Him.  T 
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spond.  With  others  I  stood,  not 
knowing  what  the  future  held.  But 
in  my  heart  I  earnestly  said,  "Here 
am  I,  Lord;  send  me." 

Things  began  to  happen.  The 
Lord  made  it  clear  that  the  next  step 
for  me  was  Moody  Bible  Institute. 
The  following  fall  I  enrolled  as  a 
student  in  the  missionary  course  at 
Moody.  My  first  practical  work  as-

{Preface:  The  story  of  the  lives  of 
Edmund  and  Virginia  Leech  would, 
it  seems,  furnish  excellent  material  for 
a  hook!  But  here,  in  hrief  form,  is 
Mrs.  Leech's  own  story.— Marcia 
Warden.) 

What  a  joy  it  is  to  be  one  of  your 
"birthday  missionaries"!  And  I'm 
happy  to  tell  you  of  the  leading  of 
the  Lord  in  my  life. 

How  gracious  it  was  of  the  Lord 
to  bring  spiritual  blessing  into  our 
home  in  Milwaukee  when,  as  I  was  a 
young  woman  of  20,  my  mother  was 
gloriously  saved.  Mother,  my  brother, 
and  I  were  good,  faithful  church  peo- 
ple. In  fact,  I  taught  in  Sunday 
school;  but,  alas,  I  was  lost.  When 
Mother  became  the  Lord's,  she  of 
course  sought  to  witness  to  us.  For 
the  first  time  in  her  life  she  had 
reality,  and  we  noticed  the  great 
change  in  her  life  in  the  months  that 
followed.  Some  time  later— after  being 
brought  under  a  great  sense  of  con- 
viction and  yet  too  proud  to  admit 
it— I  had  the  joy  of  receiving  the  Lord 
into  my  heart  and  life.  What  a 
change  took  place!  Things  I  once 
found  enjoyable— my  bridge  club, 
dancing,  the  theater— all  dropped  off. 
Instead,  I  had  a  desire  to  be  pleas- 
ing to  Him  and  wanted  my  life  to 
count  for  Him. 

Shortly  after  this  a  missionary 
came  to  the  Bible  class  we  were  at- 
tending. To  my  knowledge  I  had 
never  seen  or  heard  a  missionary. 
Hitherto  I  considered  missionaries 
queer  people  who  could  not  find  ful- 
fillment or  happiness  in  ordinary  pur- 
suits of  life,  so  they  offered  them- 
selves for  such  boring  work!  God 
spoke  to  my  heart  that  night.  When 
the  invitation  was  given  for  sur- 
render and  dedication,  I  had  to  re- 


signment  was  a  Sunday-school  class 
in  Chicago's  Chinatown.  I  remember 
still  how  fear  lurked  in  my  heart, 
for  up  to  that  time  I  had  had  a  fear 
of  Oriental  people.  But  the  Lord 
spoke  words  of  assurance  to  my  heart, 
and  the  following  Sunday  afternoon 
I  made  my  way  to  Chinatown.  For 
three  happy  years  I  had  the  privi- 
lege and  joy  of  teaching  Chinese 
children  the  Word  of  God.  Thus  my 
interest  grew  in  Oriental  people,  and 
God  took  away  all  fear  and  instead 
gave  me  a  love  for  these  people.  I 
began  attending  Asia  prayer  bands, 
and  also  weekly  prayer  meetings  at 
the  China  Inland  Mission  home. 
When  news  of  the  martyrdom  of 
John  and  Betty  Stam  in  farawav 
China  came  to  us,  a  service  was  held 
in  their  memory  at  Moody  church. 
There  I,  together  with  others,  re- 
sponded and  gave  my  life  definitely 
for  the  Orient.  Before  graduation  I 
applied  for  service  under  the  China 
Inland  Mission. 

After  arriving  on  the  field  I  became 
occupied  with  the  intricacies  and 
difficulties  of  an  Oriental  language. 
What  a  happy  day  it  was  when  I 
was  able  to  conduct  a  morning  prayer 
service!   A  year  after  my  arrival  in

in  Hankow. 

After  seven  years  of  fruitful  serv- 
ice, the  serious  illness  of  our  first- 
bom  made  it  imperative  that  we  seek 
to  leave  China.  Due  to  the  Sino-Jap- 
anese  war  there  was  no  way  out  of 
China  but  by  her  back  door.  And  I 
can  assure  you  that  in  those  days 
there  was  absolutely  nothing  modem 
about  our  means  of  travel!  After  only 
a  few  days  of  travel  my  husband 
came  down  with  typhus  fever,  which 
meant  a  delay  of  six  weeks  at  one  of 
our  mission  stations.  In  the  goodness 
of  the  Lord  he  was  restored  to  us. 

Step  by  step  God  opened  the  door. 
We  flew  out  of  China,  over  the 
Himalayas,  into  hot  India.  After  a 
month  in  Calcutta  and  Bombay,  we 
embarked  for  the  United  States.  God 
had  His  hand  upon  us.  Although  we 
were  often  in  dangerous  waters  and 
sometimes  had  to  travel  in  a  con- 
voy, and  after  having  several  days  in 
South  Africa  plus  the  interesting  ex- 
perience of  passing  through  the 
Panama  Canal,  we  arrived  safely  in 
New  York. 

How  wonderful  it  was  to  be  home 
asain!  We  sousht  medical  aid  for  our 
son.  Then  in  the  providence  of  God 
we  were  to  have  sorrow  after  sorrow. 
While  we  were  waiting  for  a  sailing 
date  to  return  to  China— with  our 
trunks  all  packed  and  roped— the 
Lord  made  it  clear  that  He  had  other 
plans.  Edmund  came  down  with  TB. 
Apparently  he  had  picked  it  up  in 
China,  but  it  did  not  become  ap- 
parent until  he  began  hemorrhaging. 
For  six  years  he  struggled  with  it, 
but  the  Lord  was  gracious  and  a  full 
recovery  was  made.  At  that  time  we 
were  living  in  New  Zealand. 

The  Lord  led  us  back  to  the  States,

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Mention  the  word  "chateau,"  and 
due  to  somewhat  hazy  mem- 
ories of  studies  in  Medieval 
history  one  immediately  conjures  up 
an  image  of  an  old  castle,  wherein 
lived  the  lord  and  his  fair  lady,  their 
entourage  of  servants,  gallant  knights, 
court  jesters,  and  so  forth.  However, 
a  visit  to  the  present-day  Chateau  of 
St.  Albain,  in  eastern  France,  quick- 
ly negates  this  mental   image. 

It  is  a  place  of  activity  all  right, 
but  quite  different  from  the  events 
that  may  have  transpired  there  in 
centuries  past. 

There  are  no  guards  in  the  tower 
to  warn  against  enemy  invasion; 
rather,  a  warm  welcome  awaits  as 
the  heavy  wooden  gates  swing  open 
to  admit  the  frequent,  wayfaring 
strangers,  who  seem  irrepressiblv 
drawn  to  the  old  castle  overlooking 
the  Saone  River  and  the  little  village 
of  St.  Albain,  nestled  on  its  banks. 

The  chateau's  extensive  yards  and 
beautiful  garden  are  no  longer  be- 
sieged by  enemy  soldiers,  but  you 
may  notice  a  troop  of  noisy  children 
who  have  arrived  for  the  Wednesday 
afternoon  Bible  class,  or  a  group  of 
happy,  active,  young  people  who 
have  made  their  way  there  for  the 
monthlv  weekend  retreat. 

And  what  of  "mv  lord"  and  "his 
lady"?  The  responsibility,  as  in  days 
of  yore,  to  oversee  this  large  domain 
is  theirs.  But  there  the  similaritv 
ends,  for  they  play  roles  very  dif- 
ferent from  those  of  the  ancient 
"seigneur"  and  "sa  dame." 

"My  lord"  is  apt  to  be  found,  not 
seated  close  to  the  crackling  fireplace 
with  his  hunting  dog  at  his  feet,  but 
rather  carrpng  in  logs  to  keep  the 
huge  living  rooms  heated,  or  unthaw- 
ing  a  frozen  water  pipe,  or  carrs'ing 
in  an  armful  of  French  bread  to  feed 
the  hungry  young  people  who  have 
invaded  his  domain  for  the  week- 
end. If  he  is  not  here,  you  might 
find  him  in  his  study,  conferring 
with  a  French  pastor,  praying  with 
fellow  missionaries,  or  preparing  a 
Bible  study. 

Meanwhile  you  may  chance  upon 
"my  lady"  anywhere  from  "le  cave 
jusqu'au  grenier"  (from  the  cellar  to 
the  attic),  engaged  in  any  one  of 
her  varied  duties.  She  may  be  in  the 
cellar,  loading  up  a  dish-pan  full  of 
potatoes  to  prepare  for  the  noon 
meal;   or  in   the   main-floor  kitchen, 


making  yogurt  for  fifty  people;  or  on 
the  second  floor,  along  with  her 
"lady-in-waiting,"  Wanda  Kauffman, 
doing  the  chateau  washing;  or  up 
yet  another  flight  of  stairs  in  the  old 
attic,  hanging  up  this  huge  laundry. 
You  will  not  find  any  knights  in 
shining  armor,  on  charging  steeds. 
But  you  may  encounter  Larry  De- 
Armey,  smartly  dressed  "a  la  mode 
francaise,"    driving    the    snout-nosed

"tube,"  transporting  teen-agers  out 
to  the  chateau.  Or  vou  may  set  a 
glimpse  of  Dan  Hammers,  clad  in 
work  clothes,  pipe-wrench  in  hand, 
installing  bathroom  fixtures,  while 
Tim  Kauffman,  in  similar  apparel, 
hammers  away  at  the  construction  of 
a  partition  nearby. 

There  are  no  court  jesters  or  wan- 
dering minstrels  to  grace  the  scene. 
However,  Daniel  Detruc,  an  aimiable 
young  French  fellow,  makes  a  good 
substitute  as  he  buzzes  in  on  his 
motorbike,  guitar  slung  over  his 
shoulder,  all  prepared  to  entertain  the 


cro\\'d  with   songs,   a   new   game,  or 
his  latest  supply  of  jokes. 

The  old  building  itself  has  under- 
gone  changes.  The  old  stone  section 
of  the  chateau  that  once  housed  a 
huge  wine  press  still  houses  a  press 
—but  of  quite  a  different  nature.  A 
printing  press,  dedicated  to  the  pub- 
lication of  Christian  literature,  is  now 
installed   there. 

The  horses  in  the  stable  have  been 
replaced  by  the  family  car  and  the 
many-horse-powered  "tube,"  used  for 
hauling  children,  building  supplies, 
tent  campaign  equipment,  and,  as 
we  tritely  (but  in  this  case,  accurate- 
ly) say,  everything  from  soup  to  nuts. 

Antique  collectors  and  archaeol- 
ogists may  appreciate  finding  things 
in  their  original  state,  but  since  none 
of  the  present  occupants  fall  into 
either  of  these  categories,  the  leaking 
roofs,  weather-beaten  shutters,  and 
outmoded,  inadequate  sanitary  fa- 
cilities were  not  especiallv  appreciat 
ed.  Thus  a  concerted  effort  has  been 
made  these  past  few  months  to 
change  these  things. 

A  new  tile  roof  has  been  put  on 
part  of  the  building.  All  the  gates, 
doors,  windows,  and  shutters  boast 
a  fresh  coat  of  maroon  paint.  Most 
recentlv,  the  single,  large  bathroom, 
with  its  one  bowl  and  tub,  has  been 
partitioned  off  into  three  smaller  sec- 
tions and  painted  a  warm  peach.  It 
now  sports  two  new  stall-t\-pe  show- 
ers and  four  new  wash  bowls,  plus 
the  original  bowl  and  tub.  This  par- 
titioning permits  access  to  bathroom 
facilities  for  both  "knights"  and 
"ladies"— a  big  advantage  over  past 
months,  when  the  hours  had  to  be 
staggered  and  certain  times  specified 
for  each  to  use  the  bathroom. 

According  to  the  disciple  Matthew, 
"A  city  set  on  a  hill  can  not  be  hid." 
The  citv  and  its  lights  would  auto- 
matically be  clearly  visible  to  all 
around.  Thus  we  trust  and  prav  that, 
with  its  similar  location,  the  Chateau 
of  St.  Albain  mav  be  a  present-day 
spiritual  analog)'  of  just  such  a  citv.

If  you've 
never  been  a  patroness,  maybe  the 
Lord  is  directing  you  to  serve  Him  in 
this  capacity.  Should  you  be  con- 
cerned about  the  "know-how"  of 
being  a  patroness,  you  may  purchase 
a  Patroness  Book  (25  cents)  from  the

Winona  Lake,  Indiana  46590.  This 
book  gives  complete  instructions  from 
"How  To  Start  an  SMM"  to  a  listing 
of  books  helpful  for  the  age  group 
with  whom  you  would  be  working. 
Being  a  patroness  is  rewarding 
when  one  sees  girls  growing  in  their 


spiritual  lives,  and  especially  so 
when  one  sees  them  going  to  the 
mission  field  as  missionaries.

Some  time  ago,  while  our  family 
was  visiting  in  Akron,  Ohio,  we  were 
invited  bv  our  gracious  hosts  to  tour 
with  them  Stan  Hywet— a  magnifi- 
cent Tudor  manor  built  by  the  rub- 
ber pioneer  F.  A.  Seiberling  in  1915 
at  a  cost  of  fifteen  million  dollars. 
The  immense  mansion  of  Elizabeth- 
an Tudor  architecture  consists  of  65 
rooms,  with  magnificent  17th  cen- 
turv  furnishings,  paintings,  carvings 
and  tapestries.  Perhaps  nowhere  else 
in  America  is  there  such  a  fine  ex- 
ample of  Elizabethan  England  cli- 
maxed by  the  sunken  and  walled 
English  garden  and  the  impressiw 
pathways  shaded  by  tall  white  birches 
arching  from  either  side.  We  were 
conducted  through  the  Great  Hall 
—just  such  a  room  as  might  ha\'e 
been  used  bv  English  kings  and 
"knights  of  old."  We  saw  the  hand- 
carved,  paneled  walls  of  the  elabor- 
ate and  gracious  dining  room.  We 
were  shown  the  spacious  master  bed- 
room, with  its  tremendous  four-pos- 
ter canopied  bed.  Our  guide  took 
us  to  the  hundred-foot  tiled  indoor 
swimming  pool.  We  were  told  that 
in  its  heyday  a  whole  railroad  earful 
of  coal  a  day  was  used  in  heating 
this     vast     building.     The     "China 
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Room"  was  filled  with  treasures  from 
the  Orient.  Of  particular  interest  to 
me  was  the  statelv  music  hall  with 
its  three-manual  pipe  organ,  and  an 
ancient  harpsichord  which  had  ac- 
tually been  played  by  F^andel  and 
Havdn  and  other  distinguished  art- 
ists. 

But  in  the  midst  of  all  this  mag- 
nificence the  thing  that  grasped  our 
attention  was  the  Latin  motto,  car\'ed 
in  stone  above  the  porticos  of  the  im- 
pressive entrance:  "Non  nobis  solum" 
—"Not  for  us  alone."  It  became  quite 
evident  from  our  tour  of  this  spacious 
mansion  and  grounds  that  Mr.  Sei- 
berling planned  and  built  this  place 
to  be  shared,  for  he  had  entertained 
in  his  lifetime  a  multitude  of  house 
guests  from  paupers  to  presidents. 

The  Seiberling  heirs  heeded  their 
family  motto  by  turning  over  the 
fifteen-million-dollar    estate    —    lock, 


stock  and  carriage  house— to  a  com- 
_--■  munity  foundation,  which  operates  it 
now  as  a  museum  and  as  a  civic,  cul- 
tural and  educational  center  for  the 
Akron  area. 

"Not  for  us  alone"— how  frequent- 
ly since  our  visit  to  Stan  H\'wet  ha\'e 
^ii-  I  been  reminded  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
■  ■'  Christ,  who  is  "not  for  us  alone."  In 
I  John  2:2  we  read  that  "he  is  the 
propitiation  for  our  sins:  and  not 
for  our's  onlv,  but  also  for  the  sins 
of  the  whole  world." 

Paul  further  reminds  us  in  II 
Corinthians  5:14  that  "one  died  for 
all";  and  John  4:42  tells  of  the  "Sav- 
iour of  the  world."  He  is  the  Saviour 
"specially  of  those  that  believe,"  but 
He  is  also,  in  a  very  true  sense,  the 
Saviour  of  all  humanity.  Humanity 
has  not  all  been  saved,  but  it  is  not 
for  lack  of  a  Saviour.  "Behold  the 
Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the 
sin  of  the  world"  (John  1:29).  Our 
precious  Saviour  "tasted  death  for 
everv  man"  (Heb.  2:9).  It  is  true  that 
the  world  has  not  received  Him;  nor 
will  it  recognize  Him.  But  redemp- 
tion was  wrought  even  for  His  ene- 
mies. "Those  that  believe"  are  saved, 
while  those  who  reject  are  lost.  Even 
those  who  are  lost  have  a  Saviour. 
The  whole  world  would  be  saved  if

and  we  soon  became  aware  that  He 
was  leading  us  to  college  and  semi- 
nary. AFter  Edmund  secured  his  B.A. 
in  Ohio,  we  were  very  definitely  led 
to  Grace  Seminary— we  have  no 
doubt  about  this.  We  were  also  look- 
ing for  a  new  church  home.  How- 
ever, we  hadn't  the  slightest  intention 
of  coming  into  The  Brethren 
Church.  After  a  year  at  the  seminary 
and  fellowship  with  the  Brethren, 
however,  we  both  felt  drawn  to  them. 
We  liked  what  we  saw.  We  were 
pleased  with  the  Bible-teaching  em- 
phasis. So  we  joined  the  group. 


Months  later  we  learned  something 
of  the  Brethren  missionary  outreach. 
Also,  we  learned  that  they  wanted  to 
expand  their  work  in  Hawaii  and 
were  wanting  another  missionary 
couple.  We  had  spent  a  day  in  Ha- 
waii years  before  as  we  returned  from 
New  Zealand,  so  knew  that  Hawaii 
had  many  Oriental  peoples.

So,  in  the  autumn  of  1959  we  had 
the  joy  of  following  Him  to  Hawaii 
as  your  missionaries.  Here  we  have 
been  very  happy,  and  have  had  the 
joy  of  touching  lives  for  Him  and 
carrying  on  a  Bible-teaching  min- 
istry. How  good  is  the  Lord  we 
adore!  Pray  for  us.  You  can  do  noth- 
ing more  far-reaching  than  to  pray 
for  us  and  the  Lord's  work  and  His 
people  here.

LEON,  IOWA.  We  had  most  of 
our  activity  in  December.  We  made 
felt  book  markers  in  the  shape  of 
mittens  for  those  in  the  hospital. 
These  all  held  gospel  tracts.  We  also 
had,  with  great  success,  a  party  for 
our  Junior  Sunday  school.  We  are 
now  in  the  process  of  planning  an 
evening  worship  service. 

The  combined  Little  Sisters  and 
Juniors  are  learning  to  embroider. 
They  are  embroidering  animals  on 
blocks  of  material  and  are  going  to 
make  a  baby  quilt  for  one  of  our  mis- 
sion points.  In  December  they  sang 
at  the  county  home  and  gave  out 
favors  which  included  a  gospel  tract.

salvation  were  merely  forgiveness,  or 
even  justification.  But  salvation  is 
life,  and  the  world  is  lost  because  it 
will  not  come  to  Him  who  offers 
life. 

WTien  the  Son  of  God  died  on 
Calvary's  cross.  He  was  the  propi- 
tiation for  "the  sins  of  the  whole 
world."  The  unevangelized  heathen 
were  included  in  the  atonement 
wrought  by  Christ.  So  we  are  com- 
manded and  commissioned  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  the  uttermost  part  of 
the  earth.  Frequently  we  hear  the 
question  asked,  "What  about  the 
heathen  who  have  never  heard?" 
But  what  condemnation  falls  on  be- 
lievers in  our  generation  who  know 
Him  and  know  that  He  is  "not  for  us 
alone"  and  yet  are  slow  to  witness  by 
prayer,  interest,  or  gift  to  those  in 
the  regions  beyond?  All  men  in  every 
land  and  through  successive  genera- 
tions are  invited  to  come  to  God 
through  His  all-sufficient  atonement. 

Many  years  ago  Dr.  A.  C.  Dixon 
was  staying  in  a  summer  hotel  on  the 


shores  of  Lake  Erie.  It  was  very  en- 
joyable for  him,  for  all  that  he  had 
to  do  was  to  eat  and  drink  and  sleep 
and  take  little  pleasure  trips  in  a 
boat  on  the  lake.  "Opposite  the 
hotel,"  said  Dr.  Dixon,  "was  a  life- 
saving  station  where  somebody  was 
always  on  the  lookout  for  trouble, 
and  constantly  listening  for  distress 
calls.  At  that  lifesaving  station  they 
also  ate  and  drank,  but  their  business 
in  life  was  not  eating  and  drinking. 
They  also  slept,  but  that  was  not 
their  business.  When  they  could, 
they  went  for  a  row  on  the  lake, 
but  that  was  not  their  business.  Their 
business  was  the  saving  of  lives  in 
peril." 

"Not  for  us  alone"— but  for  the 
whole  world.  As  Christians  we  must 
be  constantly  aware  that  one  of  the 
main  reasons  the  Lord  leaves  us 
here  is  that  we,  too,  may  be  "life- 
saving    stations." 

"Soon  will  the  season  of   rescue   be   o'er, 
Soon  will  they  drift  to  eternity's  shore; 
Haste,  then,  my  brother,  no  time  for  delay. 
But  throw  out  the  Life-line  and  save  them 
today."

Last  year  four. 

Next  year  more.  But  not  many. 

Are  there  enough  Brethren  men 
and  women  graduating  from  Grace 
Seminary  and  entering  full-time 
Christian  ministries  in  The  Brethren 
Church?  Not  that  everyone  who  picks 
Christian  work  must  go  to  seminary— 
but  it  is  an  indication. 

Where  have  all  the  Christian 
workers  gone?  Or  are  there  enough, 
since  God  provides  for  the  needs  of 
His  work? 

There  are  some  churches  without 
pastors.  And  plenty  of  missions  open- 
ings without  applicants.  Plus  oppor- 
tunities in  Christian  education  and 
various  outreaches  of  the  church. 
Many  say  every  Christian  should 
consider  such  work.  Are  they  right? 

Are  parents  and  pastors  and 
churches  doing  all  they  should  to  in- 
fluence youth  to  consider  Christian 
ministries?  Are  they  helping  those 
who  dedicate  their  Hves  for  service? 

Or  is  it  none  of  their  business? 

Are  teens  considering  those  min- 
istries? In  specific,  tangible  ways? 

To  find  out,  we  asked  the  people 
who  know:  the  pastors  and  teens 
themselves. 

When  asked,  Do  you  attempt  to 
influence  young  feofle  to  enter  the 
ministry  {meaning  -pastorate,  Chris- 
tian teaching,  missions}?  every  pastor 


except  one  said  Yes  to  this  question. 
They  said  they  do  it  by  just  plain 
talking,  (26%),  telling  of  needs 
(17%),  preaching  (13%),  telling  of 
blessings  (13%),  and  other  ways 
(31%). 

The  teens  did  not  think  the  in- 
fluence so  prevalent:  Do  you  find 
that  older  people  (parents,  pastors) 
try  to  influence  you  to  enter  a  full- 
time    ministry? 

Yes     51% 

No    47% 

Sometimes  2% 

Obviously  the  answers  of  the  pas- 
tors and  the  teens  don't  jive.  Assum- 
ing that  both  told  the  truth,  we 
can  only  conclude  that  either  the  min- 
isters' attempts  were  too  feeble  to  be 
recognized  or  some  of  the  teens  over- 
looked  the  obvious. 

One  teen-ager  said  that  when  some- 
one tries  to  influence  you,  you  know 
it:  "You  have  someone  come  to  you 
and  say  you  ought  to." 

But  is  it  the  pastor's  job  to  try  to 
get  his  BYF'ers  into  full-time  Chris- 
tian work?  Pastors  were  asked;  Who 
is  responsible  to  influence  hoys  and 
girls  to  consider  the  ministry? 
Holy  Spirit  16% 
Pastor  12% 

Family  12% 

Church  12% 

All  of  these       48% 


"Each  has  a  unique  way  of  assist- 
ing the  others,"  said  one  pastor. 

No  doubt  all  would  agree  with  the 
one  who  wrote,  "All  have  influence 
but  the  Holy  Spirit  must  have  the 
final";  or  the  one  who  said  the  Holy 
Spirit  uses  all  these  human  means. 

So  to  say  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the 
main  influence  is  not  to  rule  out  all 
human  effort  to  guide  and  educate. 

Pastors  agreed  with  that  when  it 
came  down  to  their  own  children, 
for  95  per  cent  said  they  would  en- 
courage them  to  consider  full-time 
service.  Only  one  man  said  he  would 
discourage    his   own    children. 

If  more  should  be  considering  and 
entering  the  work  of  the  church,  one 
or  more  of  the  following  must  be 
wrong: 

1.  The  pastor  has  failed. 

2.  The  church  as  an  organization 
has  failed. 

3.  The  family  has  failed. 

4.  The  teen-agers  have  failed  to 
respond  to  the  efforts  of  these  three 
or  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  certainly 
is  doing  all  He  should  do. 

The  Pastor  and  the  Church 

Most  people  seem  to  believe  num- 
ber one  or  two  is  right.  In  a  widely 
read    article    for    Moody    Monthly, 
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Harold  Cook  told  how  "for  a  time 
mission  leaders  were  inclined  to 
blame  themselves  for  this  situation" 
of  not  enough  volunteers,  "feeling 
their  recruiting  methods  had  been 
wrong."  But  even  with  a  change  in 
those  methods,  no  one  was  jumping 
up  and  down  to  get  to  the  mission 
field. 

Cook,  of  Moody  Bible  Institute, 
spoke  of  criticism  against  schools, 
then  said  in  defense  that  "most  of 
those  who  graduate  from  our  mission- 
ary courses  come  here  vidth  the  mis- 
sion field  already  in  mind." 

"To  discover  the  missing  link  in 
missionary  recruitment,  then,  we 
must  go  back  one  step  further  and 
take  a  close  look  at  the  local  church 
and  its  program."  He  blames  the 
church,  calling  it  the  missing  link. 

The  suggestions  he  gives  for  rec- 
tifying the  problem:  (1)  The  church 
must  inspire  its  young  people  to  have 
an  active  concern   for  the   unsaved. 

(2)  The  church  must  get  its  teens  in- 
volved in  local  Christian  service- 
gospel   teams,   visitation,   witnessing. 

(3)  The  church  must  give  vocational 
counsel  to  its  youth. 

No  one  would  object  to  those  three 
ideas,  and  certainly  every  Brethren 
church  should  take  a  good  look  in  a 
mirror  to  see  its  weak  points. 

Especially  since  90  per  cent  of  the 
Brethren  teens  interviewed  said  thev 
had  already  dedicated  their  lives  to 
full-time  service.  (These  were  the 
teens  at  national  camp  in  August, 
which  may  mean  they  were  at  least 
the  t}'pe  interested  in  church  activ- 
ities.) When  asked  what  type  of  work 
they  were  considering,  they  listed: 

Missions     35% 

Christian  teaching    .  .  .  .23% 

Uncertain    14% 

Ministry 8% 

Nursing    7% 

Youth  work   6% 

Others    7% 

So  if  they  exercise  stick-to-it-ive- 
ness,  the  teens  will  provide  a  brighter 
future. 

Of  those  who  made  such  a  dedi- 
cation, 70  per  cent  said  it  was  at 
church,  20  per  cent  at  home,  and  10 
per  cent  at  camp. 

The  important  thing  is,  what  hap- 
pens to  these  after  such  a  decision? 

Pastors  were  asked,  Do  you  have 
any  specific   follow-up   program   for 


those  who  dedicate  their  lives  to  full- 
time  service? 

Yes   58% 

No   42% 

If  yes,  what  is  it? 

Use  them  in  church        28% 

Encourage    28% 

Give  literature    17% 

Private  counseling    .  7% 

Bible  study 7% 

Others  13% 

Two  of  the  churches  have  "full- 
timers"  clubs,  but  no  others  have  an 
actual  organization  or  guidebook  for 
those  who  give  their  lives  to  a  min- 
istry. 

On  their  ovin,  teens  are  trying 
something.  Those  who  have  decided 
to  go  into  an  area  of  Christian  serv- 
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ice  were  asked.  Are  you  doing  any- 
thing definite  to  look  into  the  possi- 
bilities? 

Yes   76% 

No   24% 

Most  did  not  say  what  they're  do- 
ing. Those  who  did  said  they  are 
praying  and  planning  higher  educa 
tion. 

One  thing  the  church  and  teen- 
ager can  do,  in  addition  to  Cook's 
suggestion,  is  utilize  the  Brethren 
Student  Life  Volunteer  program, 
sponsored  by  the  National  Youth 
Council  and  "designed  to  help  the 
student  by  prayer  and  correspond- 
ence," as  the  director  put  it. 

That  director,  Dan  Grabill,  said 
of  the  BSLV  program:  "I  am  excited 
about  this  because  it  will  help  the 
volunteers  see  that  God  is  interested 
in  their  continuing  on  for  Him. 

"It  will  present  the  needs  of  the 
world  to  them  that  they  can  pray, 
seeking  God's  will  intelligently.  It 
will  allow  us  to  have  the  privilege  of 


communicating  with  those  who  want 
to  grow  in  Christ." 

Grabill  summed  up  the  program: 
"Seeking,  informing,  encouraging, 
and  praying  for  Brethren  youth." 

BRETHREN  STUDENT  LIFE  VOLUNTEERS 

(The  iollowing  is  a  condensed  introduc- 
tion to  this  program  by  the  national  youth 
director.  The  BSLV  idea  is  discussed  in  the 
article.) 

Teen-ager,  you  are  a  student  and  have 
a  life  to  invest.  Life  is  a  very  precious  and 
useful  thing  if  invested  in  the  right  way. 
The  Lord  desires  to  possess  all  that  you 
are  and  have. 

A  life  spent  doing  the  will  of  God  has 
no  regrets.  Every  serious-minded  youth 
wants  to  be  identified  with  a  group  that 
has  challenging  goals.  Think  for  a  few 
minutes  about  these  four  things  that  BSLV 
stands  for: 

CONVERSION 

Do  you  personally  know  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  your  own  Saviour  and  Lord?  To  belong 
to  the  BSLV  you  must  be  assured  of  your 
relationship  with  the  Son  of  God.  Service 
that  emanates  from  rest  in  Christ  is  the 
most  fruitful. 

CONSECRATION 

There  is  a  longing  desire  within  the  heart 
of  every  Christian  to  be  reserved  strictly 
for  the  Lord.  In  order  for  this  to  be  true, 
the  things,  persons,  etc.,  of  this  world  must 
be  repudiated  in  search  for  the  approval 
of   the  Master. 

COMMITMENT 

When  any  individual  really  comprehends 
the  love  of  Christ  and  His  desire  to  com- 
municate this  love  to  our  world,  he  cries 
out  with  a  real  sense  of  urgency.  "Lord, 
I'm  available;  use  me!"  Commitment — not 
to  a  program  but  to  a  person,  Jesus  Christ. 
CONTINUANCE 

Dropouts  are  becoming  more  of  a  prob- 
lem today  in  both  spiritual  and  secular  pro- 
grams. Set  goals  for  your  life  but  then 
ask  God  to  guide  you  in  accomplishing  them 
for  His  glory.  Finish  the  course  that  Ck>d 
has  set   before   you. 

Did  these  four  things  sum  up  your  goals 
in  life?  Is  knowing  Jesus  Christ  and  His 
will   your   greatest   desire? 

BSLV  stands  for  a  Brethren  Student  Life 
Volunteer.  What  do  you  stand  for?  The 
same  thing?  If  so,  we  would  like  to  have 
the  privilege  of  writing  to  you  each  quar- 
ter, including  in  the  material  a  special 
piece  of  literature  to  help  you  keep  your 
goals  before  your  eyes  throughout  your 
student  years.  The  BSLV  program  is  de- 
signed to  help  the  student  by  prayer  and 
correspondence. 

The  inset  describes  this  program. 
Now  67  are  enrolled.  A  special  push 
was  started  during  Youth  Week. 

The  Brethren  Church  might  also 
investigate  sending  more  students 
abroad  or  to  churches  to  serve  as  in- 
terns, as  Dan  Hammers  and  Larry 
DeArmey  are  now  doing  in  France. 
Not  many  come  back  from  a  summer 
at  Taos  or  Cuba,  New  Mexico,  with- 
out a  vigorous  interest  in  full-time 
work. 

Certainly  Paul's  interest  in  Tim-

othy  joins  common  sense  to  tell  the 
pastor  and  church  to  do  all  they  can 
on  a  one-to-one  basis  of  disciple- 
making  and  guiding. 

The  Home 

But  that  only  covers  reasons  one 
and  two  for  the  lack  of  workers.  Most 
who  deal  with  the  problem  stop 
there.  Cook  was  satisfied  to  ask, 
"Where  will  they  get  the  challenge 
of  a  Christian  vocation  if  not  in 
church?" 

At  home,  is  the  answer  we  should 
be  satisfied  to  give.  We  should  go 
back  a  step  further  than  the  church. 

Certainly  Mother  and  Father  and 
the  home  have  a  better  chance  to  in- 
fluence John  and  Jane  than  do  the 
pastor  and  the  church,  who  see  them 
only  two  or  three  hours  a  week. 

Thinking  this,  we  asked  pastors. 
Do  you  think  most  parents  are  un- 
willing to  present  their  children  to 
the  Lord  and  encourage  them  to  con- 
sider missions? 

Yes   56% 

No   44% 

What  did  the  children  themselves 
say  about  the  parents?  Twenty-three 
per  cent  said  parents  are  unwilling; 
71  per  cent  felt  they  are  willing;  the 
rest  did  not  know. 

At  least  in  some  cases,  according  to 
the  surveys,  parents  haven't  com- 
municated their  willingness  to  the 
minister,  either  by  word  or  deed. 

The  home  needs  to  do  more,  not 
farming  out  its  responsibility  to  the 
church. 

Mavbe  parents  could  do  more  by 
helping  their  children  learn  at  least 
as  much  about  the  work  of  Jake 
Kliever  as  they  know  about  Willie 
Mays,  or  by  seeing  that  it  is  as  val- 
uable to  serve  the  Lord  as  a  Christian 
schoolteacher  as  it  is  to  get  a  Joe 
Namath  bonus. 

Kids  will  keep  their  heroes  in  the 
sports  world  of  course;  but  they  might 
be  led  to  have  a  few  in  Christian 
work  also.  One  minister  said  that  it 
doesn't  help  the  image  of  his  calling 
if  children  only  hear  their  parents 
say  nasties  about  him— roast  preacher 
for  Sunday  dinner,  or  something  like 
that. 

Families  looked  at  for  this  article 


have  shown  that  they  can  also  do  a 
lot  by  having  an  obvious  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  ministries,  by  lead- 
ing their  own  families  in  projects  of 
service  for  God  and  others,  and  by 
suggesting  ways  their  children  could 
be  used  by  the  Lord.  Never  forcing, 
of  course. 

While  the  church  has  no  right  to 
blame  the  lack  of  workers  or  of  dedi- 
cation on  the  home,  neither  does  the 
home  have  the  right  to  do  vice  versa. 

The  Kids  Themselves 

But  let's  go  one  step  further. 

Everyone  is  quick  to  give  reason 
one:  the  pastor  has  failed.  Cook's 
good  article  and  many  others  have 
chosen  reason  two,  the  church. 

We  just  took  a  moment  to  say 
reason  three  is  the  one  sometimes. 
Come  on,  parents. 

But  let's  not  forget  reason  four,  the 
teen-agers   themselves. 

Certainly  in  some  cases  the  pastor, 
church,  parents,  and  Holy  Spirit 
have  done  what  they  could. 

But  their  leading  has  been  drown- 
ed out  by  the  calls  of  the  luxurious 
teen  world.  Yeah,  yeah,  yeah,  it's 
true. 

In  our  day  of  blaming  everything 
on  the  environment— "But  judge,  you 
don't  realize  this  man's  background" 
—we  must  not  forget  that  the  teen- 
ager himself  makes  the  final  choice. 

Back  to  the  survey:  93  per  cent  of 
the  guys  and  girls  said  they  think 
"every  teen-ager  should  consider  full- 
time  service." 

And,  remember,  90  per  cent  said 
they  had  already  given  themselves  to 
such  work. 

Let's  hope  their  faggots  don't  fiz- 
zle. Would  a  similar  survey  taken  ten 
years  ago  have  produced  such  a  won- 
derful result,  one  that  would  dwindle 
as  the  lure  of  other  jobs  got  bigger? 

No  one  knows  for  sure.  We  do 
know  what  the  teens  think  are  those 
other  lures  and  reasons:  What  reason 
would  you  give  to  explain  why  so 
few  are  entering  the  ministry,  mis- 
sions, and  so  forth? 
More  attractive  jobs  30% 

Lack  of  dedication    30% 

Failure  to  see  need  13% 

Money   11% 

Parental  or  school  influence  10% 
Lack  of  respect  for  the  work  4% 
Others    2% 


One  teen  said,  "A  dedicated  Chris- 
tian overcomes  all  these  other  rea- 
sons." Another,  'We  hear  how  some 
preachers  and  missionaries  live  a  hard 
life  and  don't  want  to." 

For  comparison,  the  ministers 
were  asked  the  same  question  about 
reasons.  They  answered: 

Lack  of  dedication      27% 

Parental  or  school  influence  22% 

Money 19% 

Lack  of  respect  for  the  work  17% 
Failure  to  see  the  need  15% 

So  the  teen-agers  agree  with  their 
pastors  in  the  matter  of  lack  of  dedi- 
cation. Round  the  clock  influencing 
by  pastors  on  Sunday  and  parents  the 
other  davs  would  not  be  enough  to 
fill  that  vacuum. 

When  teens  were  asked.  What  do 
you  feel  will  he  the  greatest  obstacle 
you  will  have  to  overcome  in  achiev- 
ing God's  will  for  your  life?  there 
were  a  lot  of  detriments  listed,  but 
one  stood  out:  "my  self"  or  "my  de- 
sires"—46  per  cent. 

Maybe  if  pastors  and  parents  are 
faithful  examples  of  living  above  self- 
ish desires,  wanting  God's  will  above 
all;  and  teens  seek  strength  from  their 
indwelling  Christ  as  they  discern  His 
desires,  more  empty  places  of  service 
will  be  filled  in  the  future,  in  the 
laity  and  the  full-time  areas. 

The  surveys  weren't  meant  to 
imply  that  only  people  in  full-time 
service  are  in  God's  will.  Every 
Christian  businessman  or  factory 
worker  whose  world  is  his  parish 
would  have  a  right  to  argue  with 
that. 

The  point  is  that,  because  of  the 
needs,  more  should  consider  and  enter 
full-time  Christian  work. 

And  the  point  is  also  that  those 
who  have  felt  led  to  enter  Christian 
work  should  be  true  to  their  decision 
so  we  won't  always  be  singing, 
"Where  have  all  the  young  men 
gone?"  So  that  it  won't  be  such  a 
long  time  passing  between  workers. 

Draw  conclusions  as  you  study  the 
statistics  in  the  light  of  your  own  sit- 
uation. Make  changes  where  neces- 
sary. Perhaps  we'll  know  then  where 
more  workers  have  gone— into  the 
church's  service. 

Last  year  four. 

Next  year  more.  But  not  many. 

And  in  the  years  to  come 
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'What  has  happened 
to  our  nation 

.  .  .  while  believers 
have   slept?"

A  recent  news  report  from  Balti- 
more stated,  "Top  officials  of  the 
Catholic  Church  and  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  ended  a  one- 
dav  meeting  here  with  the  announce- 
ment  that  they  would  work  together 
to  promote  'grassroots'  ecumenism 
among  all  American  Christians. " 

It  is  said  that  this  is  the  very  first 
meeting  officially  held  between  the 
National  Council  and  the  Catholic 
Bishops'  Commission.  More  meetings 
are  expected  to  be  held  to  consider 
"matters  which  affect  the  Christian 
community  and  especially  unity." 

The  Church  of  the  Brethren 

Rev.  Norman  J.  Baugher,  general 
secretary  of  the  Church  of  the  Breth- 
ren and  vice-president  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  presided 
at  the  meeting  with  Bishop  Carberry. 
The  bishop,  from  Columbus,  Ohio, 
is  the  chairman  of  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Bishops'  Commission. 


Dr.  Baugher's  Opinion 

Asked  if  the  "direct  ecumenical  ac- 
tivities received  only  lukewarm  sup- 
port" from  the  churches  which  he 
represented,  Dr.  Baugher  is  reported 
to  have  replied:  "I  don't  believe  I 
know  of  any  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  who 
would  be  lukewarm  to  this  kind  of 
conversation." 

We  hope  Dr.  Baugher  has  over- 
estimated the  interest  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  in  a  one-world 
church.  It  seems  there  would  be  mil- 
lions of  people  in  the  N.C.C.  con- 
gregations who  do  have  convictions 
and  are  willing  to  place  these  con- 
victions above  the  general  drift  into 
ecumenism. 

The  Immediate  Issue 

Nationwide  it  is  known  that  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  has  encouraged  the 
Federal  Communications  Commis- 
sion to  bring  pressures  against  the 
American  Council  of  Christian 
Churches  (a  fundamentalist  group) 
to  prevent  religious  liberty.  The 
legislature  has  also  come  to  the  de- 
fense of  the  liberal  National  Council 
of  Churches.  We  believe  our  read- 
ers will  feel  that  the  state  legisla- 
ture is  completely  out  of  place  in  this 
discrimination  against  religious 
groups.  The  rights  of  Communists 
and  fellow-travelers  are  protected 
when  they  infiltrate  our  great  organ- 
izations (even  the  N.C.C. ),  but  the 
rights  of  godly  men  \\'ho  desire  to 
protect  our  constitution  and  the  heri- 
tage of  the  Christian  faith  are  op- 
posed,  maligned   and   "investigated." 

Everyone  seems  to  know  that  Dr. 
Carl  Mclntire  is  the  personality 
singled  out  as  a  trial  case.  If  his  voice 
can  be  silenced  on  the  air,  every 
radio  station  in  America  where  the 
gospel  is  going  forth  soon  will  be 
under  attack.  Once  the  satanic  steam- 
roller of  anti-Christ  opposition  to  the 
gospel  is  allo\\'ed  to  mo\'e,  gospel 
programs  will  go  off  the  air.  "Their 
liberties  will  tumble  as  a  row  of  domi- 
noes when  the  first  one  is  pushed 
over. 

What  has  happened  to  our  nation 
while  many  of  us  believers  have 
slumbered  and  slept?  May  God's  peo- 
ple in  America  be  awakened!  And 
may  we  Brethren  help  to  set  the 
alarm!  y

Our  US.  Supreme  Court 


The  Christian  thinker  shudders  whenever  our  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  begins  to  weigh  issues  that  pertain  to 
the  values  of  the  Christian  faith.  Some  of  these  de- 
cisions protecting  the  liberties  of  a  small  minority  have 
grossly  violated  the  privileges  and  liberties  of  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  people  in  our  land.  We  are  mindful  of  the  fact 
that  these  men— intelligent,  informed,  educated,  but  just 
men— determine  the  validity  and  accuracy  of  our  judicial 
system.  These  men,  politically  appointed,  secularly  mind- 
ed, under  the  pressures  exerted  by  lobbying  groups,  the 
press,  popular  thinking  and  expression,  must  weigh  spirit- 
ual values  when  called  upon.  Our  fears  magnify  and  mul- 
tiply when  we  remember  that  the  Scripture  says  that 
"the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit 
of  God:  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  him:  neither  can 
he  know  them,  because  thev  are  spiritually  discerned' 
(I  Cor.  2:14).  Knowing  the  character  of  juris  prudence 
through  the  years  of  history  we  can  easily  understand 
why  the  apostle  Paul  warned  the  Corinthian  Christians, 
"Dare  any  of  you,  having  a  matter  against  another,  go 
to  law  before  the  unjust  .  .  .?"  (I  Cor.  6:1). 

Many  efforts  are  being  put  forth  by  journalists  to 
break  what  thev  call  "the  outmoded  Victorian  morality 
code"  of  journalism.  They  seem  determined  to  force  upon 
the  public  their  free  thinking,  free  wheeling,  degraded 
moral  views.  Apparently  thev  desire  to  picture,  print,  and 
illuminate  the  trends  in  sex  and  illicit  relationships.  If 
this  group  prefer  to  live  this  way,  they  may,  but  we 
emphatically  object  to  the  use  of  the  press,  the  magazine 
stands,  radio,  television,  and  Uncle  Sam's  mail  ser\'ice 
for  the  dissemination  of  their  views  and  the  forcing  of 
their  evil  ideas  upon  the  public.  The  problems  of  our 
society  in  the  realms  of  domestic  relationship  and  crime 
are  increasing  at  a  staggering  rate.  Heaping  pornographic 
literature  upon  a  morally  weakened,  sinful  society  could 
be  compared  to  pouring  gasoline  upon  a  blazing  fire. 

One  of  the  more  brazen  and  bold  writers  of  the  porno- 
graphic line  is  one  Ralph  Ginzburg.  He  was  the  writer 
and  publisher  of  an  expose  magazine  called  Fact  and  other 
publications  such  as  The  Hoiiseivife's  Handbook  on 
Selective  Promiscuity  and  Liaison,  the  Bi-weekly  News- 
letter of  Love.  Editor  Ginzburg  tried  the  publication  of 
a  lavish  quarterly  called  Eros.  Four  issues  were  released 
in  1962.  The  last  issue  had  inscribed  upon  its  inside  front 
cover  the  words,  "Unto  the  pure  all  things  are  pure  .  .  ." 
and  on  the  inside  back  cover  ".  .  .  but  unto  them  that 
are  defiled  ...  is  nothing  pure;  but  even  their  mind  and 
conscience  is  defiled."  Titus  1:15,  The  Holy  Bible. 


His  erotic  and  Biblical  efforts  did  not  appear  pure 
to  all.  In  1963,  after  35,000  complaints,  Ginzburg  was 
indicted  on  28  counts  of  mailing  obscene  literature.  He 
was  tried  in  federal  court  in  Philadelphia  and  found 
guilty  on  all  counts.  His  sentence  was  a  fine  of  $42,000 
and  five  years  imprisonment.  His  appeal  was  rejected  in 
the  U.S.  circuit  court  but  he  was  allowed  a  hearing  by 
the  Supreme  Court. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  trial  did  not  merely 
consider  the  editor  and  publisher,  the  figure  of  a  man  by 
the  name  of  Ralph  Ginzburg.  The  issue  and  stakes  are 
much  greater.  This  is  a  multimillion  dollar  industry  to- 
day,  with  a  host  of  others  ready  to  foist  their  wares  upon 
unsuspecting  America.  Senator  Wallace  F.  Bennet 
(Utah)  explained  recently,  to  a  group  of  ministers  in 
which  this  writer  was  present,  the  enormous  financial 
backing,  the  legal  advice  and  social  pressures  leveled 
against  efforts  to  curb  this  industry  by  legislation.  The 
apathy  toward  this  problem  on  the  part  of  the  average 
American,  including  the  informed  Christian,  is  appalling. 

The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  upheld  the  de- 
cision of  the  lower  court,  and  Ralph  Ginzburg— and, 
may  we  add,  the  entire  lot  of  writers,  publishers,  and  dis- 
tributers of  such  literature— are  guilty  of  dissemination  of 
pornographic  literature.  Our  congratulations  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  on  its  decision!  We  are  amazed  at  this  de- 
cision of  the  High  Court;  however,  we  cannot  doubt  that 
a  sovereign  God  may  have  overruled  in  this  case  to  hold 
back  the  bold  strides  being  made  toward  degeneracy  in 
our  land  of  America.  The  prayers  of  God's  people  have 
been  heard  and  answered.  Let  us  not  fail  to  express  our- 
selves as  favoring  this  decision  to  those  who  sit  in  posi- 
tions of  the  legislative  process. 

Senator  Dirksen  (Illinois)  is  determined  to  bring  be- 
fore the  Senate  a  move  to  reverse  the  Supreme  Court's 
decision  on  prayer  in  public  schools.  In  a  recent  speech 
the  Senator  said:  "I'm  not  going  to  let  nine  men  say  to 
190  million  people,  including  children,  when  and  where 
they  can  utter  their  pra}'ers.  The  high  and  august  court 
puts  thumbs  down  on  prayer." 

Cod's  people  ought  to  pray  and  express  themselves 
in  this  tremendous  issue.  Senator  Dirksen  needs  our  en- 
couragement, our  help,  and,  more  than  these,  the  help 
of  God  in  overthrowing  this  sweeping  decision.  History 
will  reveal  the  impact  that  has  already  been  made  upon 
our  youth  by  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  on  prayer  in  the  schools.  ▼ 
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Directors  Approve  Moving  Forward  by  Faith 


The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  directors  and  department 
heads  met  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana, 
for  their  semi-annual  meeting  March 
7  to  10.  These  men  began  the  day 
with  devotions  and  spent  much  time 
in  prayer  as  they  carefully  dealt  with 
each  of  more  than  fifty  major  items 
of  business.  The  oneness  of  mind  in 
the  final  decisions  certainly  was  in- 
dicative of  the  Holy  Spirit's  min- 
istry. Their  compassion  and  zeal  for 
reaching  the  lost  were  a  great  factor 
in  many  of  the  decisions. 

7965-66   Offering   and  Debt 

Our  financial  report  to  the  board 
could  be  for  only  11  months  of  our 
fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1966. 
We  were  glad  to  report  that  the  of- 
fering had  already  exceeded  the  total 
for  the  previous  fiscal  year  and  was 
$27,000  ahead  of  the  same  1 1-month 
period  last  year  ($15,000  would  be 
needed  in  March  to  maintain  this 
gain).  The  designated  gifts  for  the 
Brethren  Navajo  Mission  and  the 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  ex- 
ceeded expenditures  at  both  points. 

The  deficit  has  been  reduced  to 
less  than  $100,000  through  a  reduced 
budget,  the  realization  of  $30,000  in 
annuities,  and  designated  gifts  for 
debt  reduction  via  a  direct  mail  let- 
ter netting  around  $5,000.

Rev.  Ralph  Hall,  head  of  the  archi- 
tectural department,  reported  his  vol- 
ume of  business  almost  doubled  over 
the  previous  year.  One  full-time  em- 
ployee, Mr.  Warren  Zellner,  and  one 
part-time  employee,  Mr.  James  Mc- 
Clearv,  were  added  to  the  staff.  Ap- 
proval was  given  to  enlarge  and  in- 
crease the  facilities  for  this  depart- 
ment in  cooperation  with  the  Breth- 
ren Missionary  Herald  Company, 
owner  of  the  building. 

Brethren    Investment   Foundation 

Investments  in  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  now  exceed  5 
million  dollars.  A  number  of  church 
building  loans  were  approved,  in- 
cluding self-supporting  churches, 
new  home-mission  churches,  other 
new  churches,  and  several  church 
expansion  programs.  A  part-time  em- 
ployee in  this  department  has  been 
replaced  by  a  full-time  girl.  One- 
half  per  cent  interest  increase  on 
loans  made  by  the  Brethren  Invest- 
ment Foundation  was  approved  to 
care  for  the  additional  personnel  and 
overhead. 

Building  Additions 

Building  additions  were  approved 
for  the  home-mission  churches  at 
Hagerstown,  Maryland,  Davenport, 
Iowa,  and  Kokomo,  Indiana.  These 
churches  have  submitted  reports, 
plans,  and  a  financial  statement  in- 
dicating growth  that  will  carry  the 
additional  financial  burden. 

New  Points  Accepted 

Four  new  home-mission  points 
have  been  accepted  for  administra- 
tion but  without  any  financial  help 
for  1966.  These  were  Lexington, 
Ohio,  Minerva,  Ohio,  Richland, 
Washington,  and  Souderton,  Penn- 
sylvania. Spokane,  Washington,  a 
former  home-mission  church,  has 
been  taken  back  under  contract  to 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
at  their  request. 

Western  Director  To  Be  Added 

The  heavy  demands  for  adminis- 


trative help  and  guidance  on  the 
West  Coast  and  the  need  for  de- 
velopment of  several  new  mission 
points  have  moved  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors to  look  with  favor  upon  the 
appointment  of  a  West  Coast  direc- 
tor. Pray  for  God's  wisdom  and  di- 
rection in  this  appointment. 

Workshops 

Workshops  for  our  home  mission- 
aries have  proven  to  be  such  a  bless- 
ing that  consent  was  granted  to  hold 
Eastern  and  Western  workshops 
again  in  1967.  Invitations  have  al- 
ready been  extended  by  a  church  in 
the  East  and  one  in  the  West  to  host 
these  workshops. 

Church  Plans  Approved 

Final  approval  for  the  Columbus, 
Ohio,  plans  was  granted,  and  the 
building  is  now  under  construction. 
Preliminars'  plans  for  a  new  church 
building  in  Kent,  Washington,  re- 
ceived the  board's  "O.K."  Permission 
for  remodeling  a  church  building  in 
Winona,  A4innesota,  was  granted. 

Evangelism   Memorial 

As  a  memorial  to  the  late  R.  Paul 
Miller,  first  executive  secretary  of 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil, and  realizing  the  great  need  for 
evangelistic  pastors  to  man  our  home- 
mission  churches,  a  gift  was  voted 
for  the  R.  Paul  Miller  Evangelism 
lectures  given  each  year  at  Grace 
Theological  Seminar}'.  This  gift  will 
continue  for  three  more  years,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  five  years  for  an  annual 
contribution. 

Appreciation 

The  Board  of  Directors  wish  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  staff 
for  their  ministry,  to  all  home-mission 
personnel  for  their  fine  cooperation 
and  work,  and  to  the  members  and 
friends  of  our  corporation  for  their 
daily  prayer  support  and  generous 
gifts,  thus  making  possible  the  out- 
standing results  in  souls  saved, 
growth  and  development  of  our  mis- 
sion points,  and  financial  increase  to 
care  for  the  budget  and  to  pay  sub- 
stantially on  the  deficit.

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Architecture-a  Ministry  for  Christ

Ralph  C.  Hall— James  McCleary— Warren  Zellner 
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The  wisest  and  best-known  build- 
er in  Biblical  histon'  gave  this  ad- 
monition: "Except  the  Lord  build  the 
house,  they  labour  in  vain  that  build 
it"  (Ps.  127:1).  When  it  came  time 
to  build  the  Tabernacle  in  the  wil- 
derness, God  took  Moses  up  to  the 
mount  and  showed  him  the  pattern 
and  told  him  what  materials  to  use. 
Thus  God  was  the  architect  who  pre- 
pared the  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  Tabernacle.  In  a  similar  man- 
ner the  Lord  directed  Solomon  in 
the  building  of  the  Temple.  These 
accounts  reveal  the  importance  of 
God's  direction  in  planning  and 
building  His  house  of  worship 
through  men  who  are  not  onlv  skilled 
craftsmen  but  whose  lives  are  also 
dedicated  to  flim  to  accomplish  this 
purpose. 

With  this  conviction  12  years  ago 
Brethren  Home  Missions  launched 
the  architectural  department  to  pro- 
vide professional  services  for  home- 
mission   churches.   God   blessed   this 


venture;  the  \'olume  of  work  steadily 
increased  until  today  architectural 
services  are  being  provided  not  only 
for  home-mission  churches,  but  also 
for  established  Brethren  churches  and 
for  several  other  evangelical  con- 
gregations who  have  requested  such 
ser\'ices.  Approximately  twenty 
churches  are  currently  using  the 
services  of  the  department  with  ten 
churches  now  under  construction  and 
plans  in  preparation  for  ten  others. 
Plans  are  completed  and  the  con- 
struction is  being  supervised  for  the 
new  Men's  Residence  Hall  for  Grace 
Collese.  Since  the  foundins  of  the 
department  more  than  thirty  Breth- 
ren churches  or  building  additions 
and  12  non-Brethren  churches  have 
been  planned  and  the  building  con- 
struction   completed. 

God  has  led  and  blessed  greatly 
in  many  ways  in  mv  own  life.  Little 
did  I  realize  while  studving  for  my 
bachelor  of  science  in  engineering  at 
Ohio  State  LIniversitv  that  He  was 
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preparing  me  to  serve  in  my  present 
capacity.  Believing  that  God  was 
calling  me  to  serve  Him  in  some 
capacity  I  prepared  by  completing 
work  for  a  bachelor  of  divinity  de- 
gree at  Grace  Seminary.  After  semi- 
nary I  served  as  the  pastor  of  a  new 
home-mission  congregation,  assisted 
in  its  organization  and  early  de- 
velopment, prepared  the  plans  for  a 
new  building,  and  led  the  Riverside 
congregation  at  Johnstown,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  the  completion  and  dedica- 
tion of  this  new  edifice. 

Two  years  later  I  was  called  to 
become  pastor  of  an  established 
church  at  Meyersdale,  Pennsylvania. 
These  two  pastorates  provided  val- 
uable experience  for  me  to  under- 
stand better  the  needs  of  both  home- 
mission  and  established  congresa- 
tions,  to  know  first-hand  the  opera- 
tion of  the  local  church,  and  to  know 
what  building  facilities  can  best  meet 


aspect  of  the  work.  In  addition  Mr. 
Warren  E.  Zellner,  a  draftsman,  has 
been  very  valuable  in  doing  much  of 
the  drafting,  detailing,  and  behind- 
the-scenes  work  for  efficient  opera- 
tion of  the  department.  He  has  had 
considerable  training  and  experience 
in  both  drafting  and  construction 
work. 

If  this  generation  is  to  be  reached 
for  Christ,  there  is  a  great  need  to 
provide  adequate  church  facilities, 
simple  in  design,  modest  in  cost,  but 
extremelv  functional  in  arrangement. 
It  is  of  utmost  importance  that  the 
building  be  properly  planned  to  serve 
efficiently  the  needs  of  the  local 
church  if  its  ministry  is  to  be  effec- 
tive for  Christ.  This  can  be  best  ac- 
complished by  men  who  are  not  onlv 
qualified  by  technical  training  but 
who  also  know  Christ,  whose  lives 
and  talents  are  dedicated  to  Him,  and 
who  understand  thoroughly  the  needs 


cause  of  God's  watchcare,  and  so 
forth.  My  desire  here  is  to  praise  God 
for  His  longsuffering  to  me.  Things 
were  not  going  well.  I  had  dropped 
from  Grace  College  with  only  a  few 
hours  needed  to  complete  the  re- 
quired work  for  a  B.A.  degree.  There 
was  too  much  work  to  do,  and  I  was 
trying  to  do  it  in  my  own  strength. 

During  the  summer  of  1964  Mr. 
Hall  had  asked  me  to  join  the  archi- 
tectural department  of  the  Home 
Missions  Council.  My  commitments 
were  elsewhere,  and  I  was  not  free 
at  the  time,  so  I  thought.  But  God 
has  a  way  of  changing  conditions. 
In  November,  1964,  I  fell  and  broke 
my  leg.  God's  permissive  will  had 
overruled,  and  the  door  of  service 
in  the  home-missions  architectural 
department  stood  open  to  me. 

Since  that  moment  my  heart  has 
been  blessed  time  and  again.  Work- 
ing in  an  office  so  closely  tied  with 


the  functional  needs  of  the  church 
in  performing  its  ministry  for  Christ. 

As  I  look  back  now  I  can  see  how 
the  Lord  has  directed  in  preparing 
me  to  serve  in  my  present  role,  al- 
though I  must  confess  that  many 
times  along  the  wav  it  was  not  so 
clear. 

The  Lord  has  also  enabled  me  to 
secure  registration  as  a  professional 
engineer  in  most  states  where  we 
have  Brethren  churches  that  needed 
my  services.  On  several  occasions 
when  people  have  expressed  appre- 
ciation for  our  services  and  compli- 
mented designs  or  features  of  build- 
ings I  can  only  acknowledge  again 
my  conviction  that  the  Lord  has 
guided  and  supplied  needed  wisdom. 

The  staff  at  present  includes  two 
other  fine  Christian  men.  Mr.  W. 
James  McCleary,  A.I. A.,  a  registered 
architect  with  a  master  of  architec- 
ture degree  from  the  University  of 
Illinois,  has  made  a  very  fine  con- 
tribution to  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment and  does  much  of  the  technical 


and  objectives  of  the  evangelical, 
Bible-teaching  church.  This  is  the 
objective  of  the  architectural  depart- 
ment. 

The  Lord  also  guides  the  local 
congregation  in  the  decisions  that 
are  theirs  to  make  in  planning  build- 
ing facilities.  When  pastor,  people 
and  architect  can  work  together  as  a 
team  seeking  guidance  from  the 
Lord,  the  resulting  experience  is  most 
satisfying.  The  Lord's  people  can 
still  experience  that  which  they  did 
in  Nehemiah's  day:  "So  built  we  the 
wall  ...  for  the  people  had  a  mind 
to  work"  (Neh.  4:6).

There  aree  teen-agers  who  come 
seeking  counseling  and  guidance  con- 
cerning spiritual  problems  as  well  as 
help  with  school  subjects. 

There  is  the  little  boy  who  came 
to  me  and  said,  "Mrs.  Lowery,  I 
asked  Jesus  to  come  into  my  heart 
last    night." 

Then  there  was  the  little  boy 
whose  answer  to  my  husband's  Bible 
quiz  question,  'Who  killed  a  bear?" 
was  a  very  serious  "Daniel  Boone." 

And  there  are  many  many  more 
victories  that  have  been  won  as  God's 
Word  has  been  given  out:  lives  that 
ha\'e  been  touched,  if  even  very  brief- 
ly, by  the  regular  hospital  visitation. 

But  there  have  also  been  discour- 
agements and  defeats.  There  was  the 
dying  woman  who,  because  she  be- 
lonaed  to  a  church,  claimed,  "I  am 
not  ungodly";  and  in  her  last  mo- 
ments  of  life  she  reached  for  the 
arm  of  her  church  with  all  the  last 
rites  instead  of  leaning  on  the  ever- 
lasting arms  of  Jesus.  Heartbreaking,  I 
\es;  but  there  are  her  husband  and 
three  children  to  be  reached  for 
Christ.  Won't  you  join  us  in  praying 
for  them? 

Pray,  too,  that  this  year  of  1966 
\yi\\  be  an  even  greater  year  of  bless- 
ing and  victory  for  our  Lord's  honor 
and  glory. 

When  we  first  arri\-ed  here,  a 
friend  said,  'We'll  know  that  some- 
thing is  being  accomplished  do\\'n

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Israel  Calls! 

THE  MALEK  HAMOVETH 
By  Bruce  L.  Button 


There  is  toward  the  end  of  the 
Passover  service  and  meal  held  in  the 
home  the  singing  of  an  old  tune  call- 
ed "One  Kid."  In  the  next  to  the  last 
verse  of  this  ancient  song  are  con- 
tained these  words:  "Then  the  Angel 
of  Death  [Malek  Hamoveth]  came, 
and  slew  the  slaughterer.  .  .  ." 

The  Malek  Hamoveth  (the  angel 
of  death)  is  a  personality  one  finds 
often  as  he  contemplates  the  liter- 
ature of  the  people  of  Israel,  the  peo- 
ple of  the  dispersion.  The  angel  of 
death  is  a  figure  of  great  prominence 
in  the  theolog)'  of  Judaism.  He  oc- 
cupies a  place  of  importance  in  the 
rabbinic  lore  and  the  traditions  of 
Judaism.  In  fact,  many  times  one 
hears  the  Jewish  person  refer  to  this 
Malek  Hamoveth  as  almost  the 
bringer  of  evil  luck.  In  one  small 
commentary  regarding  the  legends 
of  the  Jews,  reference  is  made  ap- 
proximately one  hundred  times  to 
his  power,  activities  and  dealings  with 
Jews. 

This  angel  of  death  has  a  name. 
It  is  Samuel.  He  is  described  as  to 
stature  and  person.  His  height  is 
so  great  it  would  take  500  years  to 


cover  a  distance  equal  to  it.  The 
means  of  travel  used  to  cover  this 
distance  is  not  specified,  but  even  a 
slow  walk  would  make  him  quite 
tall  to  say  the  least.  And  when  one 
considers  that  his  entire  body  is  cov- 
ered bv  countless  thousands  of  eyes, 
he  is  hardlv  eager  to  meet  up  with 
this   person. 

Samuel's  activities  are  varied.  He 
is  the  one  who  conducts  the  unborn 
soul  of  a  man  on  an  inspection  trip 
of  Paradise,  hell  and  the  world.  He 
it  is  who  replaces  this  same  soul  in 
the  womb  of  the  mother.  He  is  the 
one  who,  when  the  soul  demurs  at 
being  born  into  the  world,  forces  it 
to  be  bom.  And  finallv  he  is  the 
one  who  calls  for  the  soul  of  that 
same  person  when  it  is  time  for  him 
to  leave  the  world. 

According  to  Jewish  tradition  not 
all  men  were  defeated  by  death. 
Abraham  was  unafraid  of  death  and 
was,  because  of  his  righteousness, 
able  to  defeat  its  purpose.  In  fact, 
since  death  was  not  able  to  curse 
Abraham's  soul  to  depart  from  him, 
God  removed  his  soul  as  in  a  dream, 
and  the  archangel  Michael  took  it  up 


into  heaven.  Thus  it  would  appear 
that  righteousness  is  the  defense 
against  the  power  of  the  angel  of 
death. 

Jewish  tradition  teaches  that  God 
resolved  to  give  eternal  life  to  any 
nation  which  would  receive  the 
Torah  (Law).  Therefore  when  Israel 
accepted  the  Torah  she  gained  su- 
premacy over  the  angel  of  death. 
Savs  God  to  Moses,  "To  vou  I  gave 
the  Torah;  for  your  sake  I  said  to  the 
Angel  of  Death,  'Continue  to  hold 
sway  over  the  rest  of  the  world,  but 
not  over  this  nation  that  I  have 
chosen  as  My  people.'  Truly  I  had 
hopes  that  after  all  this  vou  would 
sin  no  more,  and  like  Myself  and 
the  Angels  would  live  eternally,  with- 
out ever  tasting  death."  However, 
when  the  Israelites  worshiped  the 
golden  calf,  they  promptly  lost  this 
supremacy. 

But  tradition  teaches  that  the 
Torah  is  still  a  weapon  against  the 
angel  of  death.  When  the  angel  de- 
scended from  heaven  to  take  Elijah 
from  the  earth,  he  found  the  prophet 
in  earnest  discussion  wath  Elisha 
relative  to  the  Law.  He  was  unable 
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to  attract  Elijah's  attention  and  thus 
had  to  return  to  heaven  without  ac- 
compHshing  his  mission. 

The  angel  of  death  found  it  neces- 
sary to  trick  David  in  order  to  gain 
possession  of  him.  David  had  learned 
he  was  to  die  on  the  Sabbath  in  his 
70th  year.  This  did  not  suit  him,  as 
he  desired  to  depart  this  life  on  Fri- 
day. To  thwart  the  angel  David 
spent  every  Sabbath  exclusively  in 
the  study  of  the  Torah  (Law),  for 
the  angel  of  death  has  no  power  to 
slay  a  man  while  he  is  occupied  with 
the  fulfillment  of  God's  command- 
ments. Thus  it  became  necessary  for 
the  angel  to  resort  to  trickery.  He 
caused  David  to  hear  strange  sounds 
in  his  garden.  David  rushed  to  the 
stairs  leading  dowTi  into  his  garden 
and  started  to  descend.  The  stairs 
gave  way  and  he  was  killed  in  the 
fall  he  suffered. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  teach- 
ings Jewish  tradition  presents  con- 
cerning the  problem  of  death.  And 
when  one  realizes  Jewish  tradition 
reeks  with  such  erroneous  teaching, 
he  is  better  able  to  understand  the 
difficulty  in  which  the  Jew  finds 
himself    when    faced    with    Biblical 


truth.  To  embrace  such  truth  the  Jew 
must  reject  and  deny  the  man-made 
traditions  which  are  centered  in  his 
religious  background.  He  must  deny 
rabbinic  Judaism,  for  its  man-made 
tradition  renders  the  Word  of  God 
ineffective.  It  is  no  wonder  that  Jesus 
said  to  the  rabbinic  teachers  of  His 
day,  "You  make  the  word  of  God  of 
none  effect  through  your  tradition" 
(Mark  7:13). 

However,  even  tradition  contains 
some  germ  of  truth.  The  truth  of 
the  matter  is  this:  God's  Word  does 
protect  from  death,  or  in  the  lan- 
guage of  tradition,  from  the  Malek 
Hamoveth.  To  ignore  God's  Word 
permits  the  angel  of  death  to  gain  a 
strange  hold  upon  one's  soul.  But 
when  one  listens  to  the  Word  of 
God,  the  Bible,  he  finds  that  the  liv- 
ing Word  of  God,  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  is  able  to  take  us  who  are 
dead  in  trespasses  and  sins,  and 
make  us  to  sit  in  the  heavenlies  in 
himself.  We  upon  a  sincere  confes- 
sion of  Him  as  Saviour  and  Lord  can 
say,  "O  death,  where  is  thv  sting? 
O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory?"  (I 
Cor.  15:55). 

We  who  are  believers  are  the  most 


fortunate  of  people.  And  in  our  good 
fortune  we  should  remember  the  Jew 
is  at  enmity  with  the  Lord  for  our 
sakes  concerning  the  gospel.  Because 
of  this  we  should  willingly  accept  the 
responsibility  which  God  places 
upon  us  when  He  says,  "For  as  ye 
[Gentiles]  in  times  past  have  not  be- 
lieved God,  yet  have  now  obtained 
mercy  through  their  [the  Jews']  un- 
belief: even  so  have  these  [Jews] 
also  now  not  believed,  that  through 
your  [the  Christian's]  mercy  they 
[the  Jews]  also  may  obtain  mercy" 
(Rom.   11:30-31). 

The  Malek  Hamoveth,  the  angel 
of  death.  He  is  very  real  to  the  Jews 
in  the  Fairfax  District  of  Los  An- 
geles. He  is  very  real  to  the  Jews  in 
your  area.  He  broods  over  them  con- 
tinually. He  calls  them  one  by  one. 
And  they  fear  him,  try  to  hold  him 
off.  They  need  the  message  which  we 
have  received,  how  "that  as  sin  hath 
reigned  unto  death,  even  so  might 
grace  reign  through  righteousness 
unto  eternal  life  by  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord"    (Rom.    5:21).

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With  the  pubhcation  of  the  book  written  by  Mrs.  Ruth 
Montgomerv,  A  Gift  of  Pro-phecy—The  Phenomenal  Jeane 
Dixon  (condensed  for  twenty  million  readers  bv  Reader's 
Digest),  interest  in  prophets,  prophetesses,  the  crystal  ball 
and  the  ability  to  read  the  future  has  reached  a  new  peak. 
Mrs.  Di.xon  warned  ahead  of  time  that  President  Kennedy 
would  be  assassinated,  giving  time,  place,  and  certain  let- 
ters of  the  killer's  name.  She  also  predicted  the  assassination 
of  Mahatma  Gandhi,  the  plane  crashes  that  took  the  lives 
of  Dag  Hammarskjold  and  Carole  Lombard,  the  suicide  of 
Marilyn  Monroe,  the  orbiting  of  the  first  Soviet  Sputnik, 
and  numerous  other  events  of  personal,  national  and  inter- 
national importance.  You  cannot  read  the  book  without  an 
occasional  raised  eyebrow  or  a  considered  "I  wonder  no\^■," 
especially  when  you  read  some  of  her  predictions  which  so 
closely  parallel  some  Biblical  prophecies. 

Can  it  be  that  this  woman  has  a  gift  from  God?  Is  this 
a  fulfillment  of  Joel's  prophecy  (Joel  2;28)?  Is  God  send- 
ing us  a  new  set  of  prophets  with  a  new  message?  Can  we 
trust  Mrs.  Dixon's  predictions?  Should  we  listen  to  and  seek 
her  advice?  What  should  be  the  Christian's  reaction  to  her 
foretellings? 

To  ansvyer  these  and  other  questions,  we  must  answer 
from  the  Bible  the  following:  Is  all  predictiye  prophecy,  are 
all  "gifts  of  prophecy,"  from  God?  What  is  a  prophet?  Can 
a  person  predict  the  future  at  all  unless  God  gives  him  the 
information?  If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  a  false  prophet  to- 
day who  can  predict  the  future,  how  can  we  tell  him 
from  a  true  prophet? 

A  prophet,  one  truly  from  God,  is  one  to  \yhom  God  has 
given  the  ability  to  reveal  His  will,  including  the  foretelling 
of  certain  events.  The  Bible  says  that  the  true  prophet  is 
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Jeane  Dixon  s 
Gift  of  Prophecy-

under  the  power  of  the  Spirit  of  Jehovah   (I   Sam.    IC 
Num.   n:25).  'Tor  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old  time 
the  will  of  man:  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  w( 
moved  hy  the  Holy  Ghost"  (II  Peter   1:21).  God  did  i 
men  to  reveal  His  will  and  foretell  the  future. 

But  close  behind  the  true  prophet  came  the  false  pro]) 
et,  who  was  motivated  by  personal  reasons  or  by  the  cj 
of   this   world,    the    great    deceiver,    Satan    himself.    Thi 
were  numerous  warnings  to  Israel  about  false  prophets  ( 
especially  Jer.   23:20-22,   25-28;   29:8-9).   The   New  Te; 
ment  warned  that  there  would  be  false  prophets  in  this  a: 
especially  in  the  last  days.  "And  many  false  prophets  sll 
rise,  and  shall  deceive  many.  .  .  .  For  there  shall  arise  fe 
Christs,  and  false  prophets,  and  shall  shew  great  signs  £ 
wonders;  insomuch  that,  if  it  were  possible,  they  sriall 
ceive  the  very  elect"  (Matt.  24:11,  24). 

The    assumption    of    these    warnings    is    that    the    fs 
prophet  does  have  a  gift;  he  does  see  and  do  miracuL 
things;   he   does   know   something   of   the   future.    But 
knowledge  and  ability  are  not  from  God. 

Test  of  Accuracy 

How  are  we  to  tell  the  false  from  the  true?  God  has  gi' 
us  some  tests  to  apply  to  the  prophet  and  his  propheci 
The  first  is  the  test  of  accuracy.  "When  the  word  of 
prophet  shall  come  to  pass,  then  shall  the  prophet  be  knoT 
that  the   Lord   hath   truly  sent   him"   (Jer.   28:9). 

In  the  Old  Testament  there  was  a  severe  penalty  for  a. 
one  prophesying  anything  that  did  not  come  to  pass.  L 
at  Deuteronomy   18:20-22:   "But  the  prophet,   which   si 
presume  to  speak  a  word  in  my  name,  which  I  haye 
commanded  him  to  speak,  or  that  shall  speak  in  the  na^ 
of  other  gods,  even  that  prophet  shall  die.  And  if  thou 
in  thine  heart.   How  shall  we  know  the  word  which    I' 
Lord  hath  not  spoken?  when  a  prophet  speaketh  in  the  nt 
of  the  Lord,  if  the  thing  follow  not,  nor  come  to  pass,  t 
is  the  thing  which  the  Lord  hath  not  spoken,  but  the  pro 
et  hath  spoken  it  presumptuously:  thou  shalt  not  be  afi 
of  him." 

God  does  not  err.  He  is  always  right.  If  a  prophet  is  bo 
moved  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  he  will  always  be  right, 
just  have  a  good  batting  average. 
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"he  truth  is  that  all  fortunetellers  and  crystal  ball  gazers 
jl  false  prophets  goof.  Many  are  pure  fakers— just  good 
;  ssers.  Mrs.  Dixon's  prophecies  are  too  detailed  and  spe- 
';  for  that.  Nonetheless,  she  has  "missed"  on  many  oc- 
;  ons.  She  predicted  that  President  De  Gaulle  would  sur- 
;  der  his  powers  in  1964,  that  Johnson  would  win  the  '64 
tion  by  a  paper-thin  majority  with  Goldwater  running 
I  ad  until  the  last  minute,   that  world  war  with  China 
vjld  erupt  in    1964,   that   Richard   Nixon   would   defeat 
.K.  in  1960,  that  Walter  Reuther  would  be  Democratic 
ididate  for  president  in   1964,  that  no  "particularly  new 
brilliant  legislation  would  be  passed  by  congress  in  '65" 
le  year  of  Medicare,  Poverty  Program,  Civil  Rights  Bill, 
ieral  Aid  to  Education  Bill. and  others.  In  1965  she  caused 
outhern  California  panic  with  the  prediction  of  an  earth- 
ike  and  a  tidal  wave  which  failed  to  materialize.  On  all 
se  occasions  and  others  she  woefully  missed.  Some  have 
imated  her  accuracy  rate  as  60  per  cent,  some  as  high 
80  per  cent;  but  all,  even  her  most  avid  followers,  read- 
admit  that  in  spite  of  many  fantastic,  hard-to-believe  pre- 
tions  which  have  come  to  pass,  she  frequently  prophesies 
ngs  that  do  not  come  to  pass, 
[eane  Dixon  fails  the  Biblical  test  of  accuracy. 

Test   of  Effect 

The  second  test  laid  down  by  the  Bible  is  the  test  of  effect, 
lat  is,  what  effect  does  the  prophecy  have  on  the  people? 
hat  does  it  lead  them  to  do?  Does  it  motivate  them  to 
irship  the  one  and  only  true  God? 

If  you  read  carefully  Deuteronomy  13:1-5  you  will  note 
It  it  speaks  of  one  who  prophesies  a  thing  which  docs 
ne  to  pass,  apparently  passing  the  test  of  accuracy.  But 
s  prophet  then  leads  to  the  worship  of  other  gods,  not 
lovah.  God  says  we  are  not  to  listen  to  him.  In  Israel 
h  a  prophet  was  to  be  put  to  death. 

There  have  been  many  false  prophets  who  have  led  people 
'ay  from  the  worship  of  the  true  God.  Emmanuel  Sweden- 
rg,  with  visions  of  heaven  and  hell  and  many  "wonderful 
ings,"  led  many  astray  to  the  founding  of  the  Sweden- 
rgen  Church,  which  in  doctrine  denies  most  of  the 
ecious  Biblical  truths  about  the  deity  and  person  of 
irist.  Joseph  Smith,  founder  of  Mormonism,  was  another 
iionary. 

What  about  Jeane  Dixon?  She  is  a  devout  Catholic  who 
tends  Mass  every  morning.  She  claims  to  be  of  God  and 
iims  to  lead  people  to  worship  God.  She  speaks  much  of 
■r  belief  in  God. 

But  when  you  consider  carefully  much  that  is  in  the  book. 
Gift  of  Prophecy,  you  find  a  strange  mixture  of  Catholi- 
im,  palmistry,  crystal  ball  gazing,  reading  of  the  cards, 
uch  perception,  astrology,  and  spiritism.  Let  me  quote 
Dm  the  book. 

Catholicism— "Many  of  her  visions  take  place  as  she  is 
ying  for  candles  to  burn  to  Mary."  So  Jeane  Dixon  would 
ad  one  to  believe  in  Mariolotry,  the  worship  of  Mary.  As 
;  shall  see  in  a  later  consideration,  she  also  teaches  the 
ture  submission  of  all  faiths  to  the  Catholic  Church. 
Palmistry— "Her  'gift'  was  discovered  when  she  was 
ily  a  child  when  a  gypsy  woman  said,  'Look  at  her  left 
md.  Here  is  a  star  of  David  and  with  this  double  headline 
ading  from  it,  she  would  need  no  other  symbol  in  order 
have  the  gift  of  prophecy.' " 

The  crystal  ball— "Looking  into  her  crystal  ball  she  replied 
renely,  'I'll  tell  you  not  only  your  golf  score  but  also  the 
resident's.  It  was  96  and  92— you  won.' "  This  was  a 
velation  to  a  leading  celebrity  who  said  he  did  not  dare 
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make  the  President's  (Eisenhower's)  score  known.  The  crys- 
tal ball  has  a  major  place  in  many  of  Mrs.  Dixon's  visions 
and  prophecies. 

Fortunetelling  hy  cards— "In  giving  readings,  Jeane  some- 
times offered  a  worn  deck  of  cards  for  the  subject  to  shuffle 
and  touch.  .  .  .  'The  sweet  old  gypsy  lady  gave  me  these 
cards  when  I  was  eight  years  old  and  because  she  blessed 
them  they  carry  a  good  vibration.' " 

Astrology—"  I  don't  do  astrology.  I  could  if  I  wanted  to, 
because  I  was  taught  it  by  a  Jesuit  priest  while  in  my  teens 
but  it  takes  too  much  time.'"  "But  Jeane  Dixon  works  out 
her  own  calendar  of  good  and  bad  days  a  year  in  advance." 

Spiritism— "At  the  beginning  of  the  trance  while  Mrs. 
Miller  played  the  piano,  a  spirit  force  allegedly  lifted  it  off 
the  floor."  There  are  other  references  in  the  book  which 
clearly  parallel  the  practices  of  spiritism. 

Touch  perception— "Whenever  she  agrees  to  'read'  for 
someone  or  many  times  spontaneously  upon  touching  the 
fingertips  of  an  individual,  she  receives  emanations  and 
vibrations  revealing  this  person's  past,  present  and  future." 

As  you  go  through  the  book,  you  search  in  vain  for  any- 
thing that  brings  glory  to  Christ.  All  the  glory  is  given  to 
the  prophetess.  I  find  nothing  in  her  prophecies  that  would 
lead  one  to  worship  the  Lord,  Jehovah  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment and  Christ  of  the  New. 

Then,  too,  practicallv  all  the  revelation  to  Mrs.  Dixon 
is  through  channels  which  are  condemned  by  the  Bible, 
or  have  been  used  by  the  fakers,  astrologers,  and  spirit 
mediums  throughout  the  centuries.  God  in  His  Word  is 
explicit  in  His  demand  that  His  people  not  seek  after  or 
follow  the  advice  of  the  soothsayer,  the  astrologer,  or  the  en- 
chanter (Deut.  18:10;  Jer.  27:9). 

There  are  other  reasons  why  we  must  reject  Jeane  Dixon 
as  a  prophetess.  She  teaches  doctrine  that  is  contrary  to 
Scripture.  "She  attempts  to  define  her  own  philosophy  of 
living  in  these  terms,  It  seems  to  me  we  have  a  purpose  in 
life.  We  come  from  God  and  we  return  to  God.  He  would 
not  be  all  loving  and  all  merciful  if  He  had  not  given  us  the 
means  at  the  time  of  our  creation  to  return  to  Him.  Each  of 
us  must  therefore  find  and  develop  that  purpose  within  our- 
selves.' " 

This  is  a  false  gospel  of  some  type  of  salvation  by  self 
effort  along  with  the  shades  of  universalism.  Again,  you 
are  shocked  as  vou  read  of  advice  she  often  gives  her  clients 
toward  the  unbiblical  practices  of  divorce,  abortion,  and 
gambling. 

Jeane  Dixon  certainly  fails  the  test  of  effect.  She  does  not 
lead  people  toward  the  acceptance  of  the  Bible  as  the  only 
infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  or  toward  the  worship 
of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  only  Saviour  of  men. 

Mrs.  Dixon  has  a  "gift."  She  has  foretold  some  events 
with  amazing  accuracy.  Her  signs  and  wonders  cannot  be 
passed  off  as  good  guesses  and  lucky  logical  deductions. 
But  her  gift  is  not  of  God,  and  she  demonstrates  many 
evidences  of  having  some  communication  with  the  world 
of  evil  spirits.  The  Christian  should  neither  seek  the  advice 
of  her  prophecies  nor  fear  the  implications  of  her  predic- 
tions. 

Nonetheless,  Mrs.  Dixon's  prophecies  in  the  religious 
realm  as  they  deal  with  the  coming  world  church,  the  au- 
thority and  leadership  of  Rome,  a  coming  new  Christianity 
and  a  new  savior  have  disturbed  many  Christians.  How  do 
her  predictions  compare  with  the  prophecies  of  the  Bible 
in  these  same  areas?  We  shall  deal  with  the  amazing  answers 
to  this  question  in  a  second  article.  T

How  would  you  like  to  have  a 
product  everybody  needed,  with  a 
world  market  and  no  competition? 
This  is  true  of  the  church  of 
Ghrist.  She  has  had  committed  to 
her  the  gospel.  It  is  indispensible 
to  the  eternal  welfare  of  all  men. 
No  other  institution  has  this  mes- 
sage, this  mandate,  or  this  market. 

Think  what  a  business  would 
do  in  equivalent  circumstances;  it 
would  make  a  killing!  But  what  of 
the  church?  She,  manv  times,  mar- 
kets and  promotes  the  same  pro- 
grams and  products  as  other  organ- 
izations. She  can  become  just  one 
of  manv  organizations  working  for 
the  betterment  of  society.  When 
we  are  no  longer  unique,  we  com- 


pete with  others:  Red  Cross,  PTA, 
Llnited  Fund,  and  so  forth. 

When  we  neglect  our  unique 
task,  we  abandon  our  calling  and 
become  another  community  proj- 
ect involved  with  temporal  affairs. 
I  believe  this  is  our  "Modem 
Christendom." 

Thus  far  the  devil's  disciples  are 
obviously  better  salesmen.  We 
must  let  the  Holv  Spirit  be  our 
sales  manager  to  regain  our  "for- 
\^•ard  thrust"  and  ban  our  present 
"Bashful   Brand   of  Christianity." 

We  should  present  the  chal- 
lenge of  the  Cross  instead  of  of- 
fering mankind  the  more  pleasant 
benefits  of  the  Christian  faith.

Annual  Board  Meeting  Over 

Few  people  throughout  the  church 
realize  the  days  board  members  give 
without  pay  to  the  interests  thev 
serve.  This  is  indeed  a  labor  of  love. 
Quite  recently  the  boards  of  Breth- 
ren Foreign  Missions,  Brethren 
Home  Missions,  and  Grace  Seminary 
and  College  gave  to  each  interest  a 
week  of  their  time.  In  some  cases 
men  serve  on  two  boards,  and  this 
required  two  weeks  of  time.  Long 
hours  are  required  in  serving  on  any 
board.  Often  trjang  situations  are  en- 
countered. In  the  case  of  every  board 
the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  en- 
tire denomination  are  involved,  as 
well  as  the  stewardship  -of  thousands 
of  dollars  given  by  the  Lord's  people. 
The  administration,  faculty,  and  staff 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and 
Grace  College  take  this  occasion  to 
express  appreciation  for  this  labor  of 
love. 

Federal  Aid  Is  Declined 

At  a  November  meeting,  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  board 
recommended  that  federal  aid  for  the 


erection    of    buildings    be    declined. 

This  was  confirmed  by  the  action  of 

the  entire  board  in  session  on  March 

3,   1966.  Thousands  of  colleges  are 

availing  themselves  of  this  ready  and 

easy  source  of  aid  in  the  construction 

of    much-needed    facilities    on    their 

campuses.  In  view  of  the  inevitable 

povernmental  control  that  accom- 
o 

panics  federal  grants  or  loans,  it  was 
deemed  wise  to  seek  other  sources  of 
income  for  Grace  Schools.  Federal 
control  over  construction  could  very 
easily  extend  over  into  the  area  of 
the  academic  and  spiritual  and  re- 
sult in  the  loss  of  the  very  purpose 
for  which  the  school  was  brought 
into  existence. 

The  High  Price  of  Freedom 

Freedom  is  purchased  at  a  high 
price.  This  has  been  true  from  the 
beginning  of  time.  The  freedom  to 
organize  and  conduct  a  school  that 
is  Biblically  sound,  spiritually  pure, 
and  academically  free  comes  at  a 
high  price.  As  yet  this  freedom  is  ex- 
tended to  any  group  of  people  with- 
in the  boundaries  of  the  United 
States.  But  that  group  of  people  must 
expect  to  pav  the  price  for  such  a 
school  out  of  their  own  pockets.  Any 
resort  to  the   government  or  to  the 

o 

local  community  for  support  will  to 
that  extent  endanger  the  freedom  the 
institution  enjoys. 

It  is  a  sad  fact  that  religious  groups 
have  lost  sight  of  the  value  they  in- 
corporated into  their  institutions,  and 
their  giving  has  dropped  so  low  that 
at  last  the  government  has  come  to 
the  rescue  with  the  offer  of  billions 
including  the  control.  Religious  in- 
stitutions  that  have  not  already  bar- 
tered their  freedom  for  the  dollars  of 
local  communities  are  now  selling 
their  freedom  to  the  government  for 
the  sake  of  survival.  This  means  that 
within  the  near  future  there  will  be 
a  complete  blackout  of  Biblical 
soundness,  spiritual  purity,  and  aca- 
demic enlightenment. 

Then  Cometh   the  End 

What  will  the  end  be  for  those  in- 
stitutions whose  boards  had  the  cour- 
age to  resist  the  offer  of  millions  in 
the  face  of  seeming  disaster?  That 
remains  to  be  seen.  In  the  event  that 
the  boards  and  the  people  whom  thev 
represent  count  the  value  of  the  free- 


dom of  their  institutions  and  the 
academic  and  spiritual  ministry  they 
are  performing,  and  are  willing  to 
pay  the  price  for  survival,  these  in- 
stitutions will  continue  to  carry  on 
their  ministry  for  some  years. 

But  in  the  event  that  boards  and 
people  reject  help  from  the  govern- 
ment and  also  refuse  to  provide  suf- 
ficient funds  from  their  own  pockets 
in  the  face  of  an  accelerating  fi- 
nancial economy,  these  institutions 
will  eventually  be  forced  to  close 
their  doors.  Schools  like  this  are  strug- 
gling today  against  almost  insur- 
mountable odds,  and  the  tragic  thino 
is  that  these  are  not  mere  private  col- 
leges; they  are  Christian  private  in- 
stitutions. 

The  Path  Before  Us  Is  Clear 

Grace  Theological  Seminary  and 
Grace  College  is  one  of  these  insti- 
tutions. Now  that  the  choice  has 
been  made,  it  is  up  to  Brethren  peo- 
ple to  demonstrate  that  thev  place  a 
high  price  on  freedom  for  their  in- 
stitution. This  means  that  all  of  us 
must  plan  to  sacrifice  early  and  late 
and  continuously  to  enable  these 
schools  to  carry  on  their  current  pro- 
gram and  to  erect  the  needed  build- 
ings for  this  purpose. 

At  this  late  hour  we  are  sending 
out  an  appeal  for  funds  to  carry  on 
the  much-needed  program  of  con- 
struction now  planned. 

There  is  need  for  investment  fxnuh 
to  be  channeled  through  the  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation  for  the 
completion  of  the  Men's  Residence 
Hall  now  under  construction,  and 
for  another  such  unit. 

There  is  need  for  gifts  and  grants 
for  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
library.  This  building  is  central  to 
the  academic  operation  of  the  schools. 
But  it  is  not  an  income-producing 
unit  like  a  dormitory  or  dining  fa- 
cility. 

The  Press  of  Time  Is  Upon  Us 

Brethren  people,  in  years  that  are 
past,  have  counted  the  cost  of  such 
freedom  and  have  responded  with 
the  money  that  would  guarantee  that 
freedom.  We  are  now  trusting  God 
that  He  will  stir  up  His  people  in 
this  time  of  need,  and  funds  will  be 
coming  in  to  carry  forward  His  work.

A  nationally-known  Bible  conter- 
ence  speaker  of  another  denomina- 
tion recently  made  the  statement  in 
a  Baptist  church  in  California, 
"Grace  College  is  one  of  the  finest 
Christian  colleges  in  America  today.'' 
The  Lord  must  be  praised  for  such 
a  reputation.  Grace  College  is  one  of 
the  rapidly  growing  colleges  in  In- 
diana, having  had  a  16  per  cent  in- 
crease in  enrollment  this  vear.  Pres- 
ent indications  point  to  an  enrollment 
of  425  for  next  vear,  and  an  enroll- 
ment of  700  by  1970.  As  the  enroll- 
ment increases,  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee must  become  more  selective 
of  students  in  the  upper  half  of  their 
hish-school  graduating  class.  What 
kind   of  students  are  wanted? 

WANTED:  Students  with  a  love 
for  Jesus  Christ!  In  manv  areas  of 
our  nation,  secular  colleges  are  with- 
in  a  few  miles  of  any  home.  Why 
should  a  student  travel  perhaps  thou- 
sands of  miles  across  the  country  to 
attend  a  college  in  Indiana?  The 
average  student  will  answer,  "Because 
I  desire  to  attend  a  Christian  college." 

o 

What  makes  a  college  Christian? 

o 

There  are  those  who  have  the  idea 
that  a  Christian  college  is  a  little 
Utopian  center,  where  all  one  has  to 
do  is  ride  along  with  the  crowd  on 
"cloud  nine"  and  enjoy  the  Christian 
scenery,  breathe  deep  of  the  hea\'enlv 
air,  and  everything  will  turn  out  to 
the  glory  of  God.  While  the  environ- 
ment at  Grace  College  is  conducive 
to  a  Christian  atmosphere,  vet  "every 


man  is  tempted,  when  he  is  drav\n 
away  of  his  own  lust,  and  enticed" 
(James  1:14).  Unless  a  student  truly 
loves  Jesus  Christ,  he  cannot  con- 
tribute to  that  which  makes  a  college 
Christian. 

A  Christian  college  may  have  the 
finest  board  of  trustees  in  the  world, 
and  the  most  dedicated  president,  and 
a  truly  Christian  faculty,  but  if  the 
students  are  not  in  love  with  Jesus 
Christ,  all  the  other  advantages  are 
futile.  When  a  student  enters  a 
Christian  college  and  does  not  have 
within  his  heart  and  mind  a  sincere 
Christian  con\'iction,  he  only  creates 
problems  for  himself,  the  college  and 
his  fellow  students.  Grace  College  is 
complimented  when  young  people 
applv  for  admission  who  love  Jesus 
Christ. 

WANTED:  Students  with  a  pur- 
pose in  life!  The  appalling  fact 
among  many  high-school  graduates 
today  is  their  lack  of  purpose  or  goal 
in  life.  .Aimlessness  characterizes 
manv  teen-agers  today.  Whenever  a 
Christian  young  person  has  a  love 
for  Christ,  he  will  also  have  a  goal. 
One  cannnot  expect  every  high-school 
graduate  to  know  exactly  \\'hat  he  or 
she  will  do  ten  years  after  the  date 
of  graduation,  but  certainly  the  goal 
of  the  Christian  will  be  to  do  the 
will  of  God  for  the  glory  of  God. 

Why  should  any  Christian  student 
want  a  college  education?  Is  the 
purpose  of  a  college  education  merelv 
to  provide  a  greater  security,  a  great- 
er income,  a  better  job,  or  merelv  to 
secure  the  tools  with  which  to  reach 
the  top  of  the  ladder  of  human  suc- 
cess? God  forbid! 

The  goal  of  the  Christian  young 


person  should  be  "that  in  all  things 
he  [Christ]  might  have  the  pre- 
eminence" (Col.  1:18).  The  Chris- 
tian young  person  should  desire  the 
education  that  will  best  equip  him 
to  be  a  greater  servant  for  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  administration  and  faculty  of 
Grace  College  accept  each  student 
as  a  gem  to  be  polished  for  the  Lord. 
Each  student  is  considered  as  a  tool 
to  be  sharpened,  that  each  might  be 
employed  to  the  glory  and  praise  of 
the  Lord.  Young  people  who  have 
God's  supreme  glory  as  the  purpose 
of  their  lives  should  applv  for  ad- 
mission to  Grace  College. 

WANTED;     Students     with     an 

above-average    scholastic    record.    A 

Christian  college  is  not  for  the  grad- 
es o 

uate  who  has  barely  gotten  through 
high  school  and  who  lacks  initiative 
and  the  will  to  work.  Christian  stand- 
ards should  always  be  as  high  as,  and 
higher  than,  those  of  the  world. 
There  is  no  honor  to  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  for  a  Christian  young  person 
to  graduate  from  high  school  in  the 
lower  half,  or  worse  still,  the  lower 
third  of  his  class,  if  he  or  she  is  ca- 
pable of  doing  better. 

The  Admissions  Committee  at 
Grace  College  is  pleased  indeed  that 
manv  of  the  students  applying  for 
admission  for  next  vear  are  in  the 
upper  third  of  their  high-school  class. 
This  is  honoring  to  the  Lord.  Top- 
notch  Christian  students  are  not 
those  who  cause  the  problems.  The 
greater  percentage  of  problems  arc 
caused  by  lackadaisical  loafers,  draft 
dodgers,    those    with    shallow   Chris-

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Christian 
Education 
Director  . 
Is

Around  the  earlv  part  of  the  20th 
century  a  new  type  of  Christian 
worker  appeared  on  the  church  scene 
—the  director  of  Christian  education. 
Dr.  Harry  C.  Munro  more  than 
thirty  years  ago  described  this  in- 
dividual as  "a  technically  trained 
religious  educator  employed  by  the 
local  church  to  have  general  charge 
of  the  educational  aspects  of  its  total 
program,  standing  beside  the  minister

as  a  professional  member  of  the 
church  staff." 

The  position  of  director  of  Chris- 
tian education  arose  out  of  a  need 
—a  need  for  someone  to  assist  the 
pastor  and  general  superintendent 
because  of  the  increasing  importance 
of  the  Sunday  school  and  its  pro- 
gram. 

Dr.  Harold  C.  Mason  in  his  book 
Abiding  Values  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion pointed  out  that  the  chief  rea- 
sons for  having  a  director  of  Chris- 
tian education  are  as  follows:  (1) 
The  high  standards  in  public  educa- 
tion demand  of  the  church  school 
better-trained  personnel.  (2)  The  call 
of  the  world  is  so  demanding  of  time 
and  interest  in  this  complex  age  that 
the  church  must  counteract  it  with 
a  wholesome,  spiritual,  well-filled 
Christian  program.  (3)  The  pastor 
has  a  need  for  the  help  of  a  spe- 
cialist in  the  field  of  Christian  edu- 
cation. (4)  The  role  of  Christian  edu- 
cation as  an  agency  in  evangelism  is 
very  important  in  terms  of  promotion, 
curriculum,  organization,  administra- 
tion, and  instruction,  and  demands 
more  time  and  attention  than  the 
hard-pressed  pastor  can  give  it.  (5) 
The  duties  of  the  director  in  a  small- 
er church  may  include  the  duties  of 
the  church  secretary,  the  parish  visi- 
tor, and  the  leader  of  music.  (6)  The 
employment  of  a  trained  pastor  and 
a  director  provides  sufficient  pro- 
fessional leadership  in  education  to 
train  and  maintain  an  adequate 
volunteer  staff  of  workers. 

The  director  of  Christian  educa- 
tion can  help  meet  today's  challenge 
for  more  effective  Sunday  schools 
and  church  programs.  His  chief  re- 
sponsibility is  to  train  others  so  they 
will  be  well-equipped  for  church  lead- 
ership. 

Important  Qualifications 

Not  everyone  can  qualify  for  this 
position  once  chiefly  held  by  women, 
but  now  being  filled  by  many  men 
as  well.  Certain  educational  and  per- 
sonal requirements  must  be  met. 

The  most  important  qualification 
is  a  conversion  experience,  coming  to 
know  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord.  As 
an  example  to  the  young  people  and 
all  others  in  the  church,  he  must 
exemplify  this  by  a  daily  walk  with 
the  Lord.  If  he  cannot  lead  others  to 
Christ  or  does  not  live  a  consistent 


Christian    life,    he    cannot    instruct 
others  in  these  vital  areas. 

His  call  to  this  ministry  should  be 
as  definite  as  that  of  the  missionary 
or  the  pastor.  With  this  confidence, 
much  can  be  accomplished  for  the 
glory  of  the  Lord. 

The  director  must  have  humility 
if  he  is  to  meet  and  work  with  many 
people  and  maintain  harmony  in 
the  church.  Pride  and  arrogance  will 
lead  only  to  discord. 

His  love  for  people,  accepting 
them  for  what  they  are,  as  reflected 
in  his  attitudes  and  actions  will  help 
determine  their  response  to  his  lead- 
ership. 

As  Vernon  R.  Kraft  has  put  it  in 
The  Director  of  Christian  Education 
in  the  Local  Church,  "Sometimes  our 
greatest  victories  are  won  by  being 
patient  and  standing  still."  Patience 
v\'ill  be  needed  when  older  people  in 
the  church  resist  changes;  when 
several  members  don't  seem  to  agree 
on  a  matter;  when  trying  to  help  a 
teacher  who  does  not  want  any  help. 
Patience  is  a  quality  the  director 
needs,  or  must  soon  learn,  in  order 
to  carry  out  his  program. 

Self-control  should  be  evident  at 
all  times.  A  few  harsh  or  thoughtless 
words  can  do  much  to  damage  his 
effectiveness,  causing  him  to  lose 
the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  con- 
gregation. 

Cooperativeness  is  essential,  with 
the  pastor,  superintendent,  and 
volunteer  workers  in  the  Sunday 
school.  Since  the  pastor  is  actually 
the  head  of  the  local  church,  he 
should  be  consulted  to  find  out  his 
opinions  and  feelings.  The  director 
cannot  do  his  job  alone.  He  is  part 
of  a  team  and  therefore  must  be  able 
to  cooperate  with  others. 

He  cannot  be  a  clock-watcher,  but 
must  be  willing  to  work  long  hours 
if  necessary.  As  people  seek  his  help 
and  advice,  he  may  have  to  forego  a 
little  sleep  or  free  time  in  order  to  be 
helpful.  But  as  more  and  more  peo- 
ple turn  to  him  with  their  problems, 
this  will  be  a  sign  of  their  complete 
trust  and  confidence  in  his  leadership 
and  some  measure  of  his  success. 

The  educational  qualifications  re- 
quired for  this  job  vary  from  church 
to  church.  Generally,  the  director 
should  have  a  college  education  and

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A  description  of  the  "typical  Grace 
Seminary  student"  is  as  difficult  a 
task  as  preparing  a  profile  of  the 
"average  man."  The  Lord  impresses 
the  conviction  of  the  ministry  upon 
all  kinds  of  men.  Every  student  pre- 
paring for  the  service  of  Christ  brings 
to  that  preparation  his  own  particular 
abilities,  skills,  and  personality  yield- 
ed to  the  control  of  God's  Spirit.  God 
has  been  pleased  in  the  past  to  use  a 
Sreat  variety  of  servants,  and  this  is 
still  His  plan.  As  we  endeavor  to 
carry  out  the  Great  Commission  and 
reach  all  types  of  men  with  the  gos- 
pel, we  may  expect  God  to  use  all 
types  of  men  for  this  purpose. 

Nevertheless,  there  are  certain 
characteristics  that  seem  to  be  pres- 
ent in  the  lives  of  all  seminary  stu- 
dents who  are  successfully  pursuing 
their  objective.  From  these  we  may 
form  some  conclusions  about  what 
kind  of  students  the  seminary  is  train- 
ing. 

Love   for  God's   Word 

For  a  student  to  make  a  success 
of  his  seminary  career,  he  must  have 
a  deep  interest  in  God's  Word.  He 
cannot  be  content  with  a  superficial 
knowledge  of  Scripture  based  only 
upon  popularly  held  opinions.  The 
seminary  assumes  that  each  student 
will  want  to  leam  how  to  interpret 
Scripture  properly.  He  will  bring  to 
his  studies,  therefore,  the  motivation 
that  springs  from  the  recognition  that 
Scripture  is  the  very  Word  of  God, 
and  that  it  is  the  most  important  book 
in  his  possession. 

Because  he  has  personally  accept- 
ed the  teaching  of  Scripture,  the  stu- 
dent wants  to  analyze  its  message  in 
great  detail,  in  many  instances  word 
for  word.  He  comes  to  grips  with  the

great  problems  of  interpretation,  and 
employs  the  tools  of  Greek  and  He- 
brew exegesis,  systematic  and  Biblical 
theology,  and  the  evidence  from  his- 
tory to  aid  him  in  understanding  the 
truth.  He  wants  to  be  proficient  per- 
sonally in  interpreting  Scripture  so 
that  he  is  not  at  the  mercy  of  others 
who  would  interpret  it  for  him  and 
would  do  so  wrongly.  His  love  for 
Scripture  is  such  that  he  wants  to 
offer  no  hindrance  to  the  illuminat- 
ing work  of  the  Spirit  in  revealing 
its   truth   to  his   understanding. 

o 

Deep  Commitment 

The  seminary  student  is  also  a 
person  characterized  by  a  genuine 
commitment  of  his  life  to  Christ  and 
His  service.  That  commitment  mav 
involve  a  clear  recognition  that  God 
wants  him  in  the  pastoral  ministry. 
Others  are  equally  sure  that  God  has 
called  them  to  serve  in  a  foreign 
land.  Some  have  the  conviction  that 
their  lives  are  to  be  invested  in  the 
educational  program  of  the  church. 
But  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases 
in  the  writer's  experience,  the  stu- 
dents who  were  successful  in  school 
were  those  who  were  responding  out 
of  a  deep  commitment  to  Christ. 
They  had  an  overriding  goal  which 
gave  purpose  to  all  thev  did.  Even 
students  who  are  uncertain  as  to 
the  precise  ministry  God  has  for  them 
can  have  this  firm  dedication  as  the\ 
make  themselves  available  for  what- 
ever service  God  may  later  reveal. 

Willingness  To  Sacrifice 

The  seminary  student  is  usually 
called  upon  to  pay  a  price  to  reach 
his  goal.  This  price  is  not  merely  in 
dollars  and  cents,  but  it  may  involve 
this.   To  get  the   most  out  of  semi- 


nar}' training,  one  must  first  spend 
four  years  in  college.  This  is  no 
arbitrary  requirement,  but  is  the 
recognition  that  a  truly  adequate 
training  for  the  ministry  necessitates 
a  broad  education  in  the  major  areas 
of  knowledge  if  God's  Word  is  to  be 
applied  to  all  the  needs  of  men. 

There  must  be  an  emphasis  on  the 
spiritual  aspects  of  life  rather  than 
the  material.  By  devoting  extra  years 
to  education,  without  the  hope  of 
commensurate  economic  returns  as 
v\'ould  be  expected  in  other  profes- 
sions requiring  equal  education,  the 
ministerial  student  must  develop  a 
set  of  values  which  run  counter  to 
those  of  most  Americans. 

In  addition  to  long  hours  of  study, 
most  students  devote  many  hours 
each  week  to  the  earning  of  their 
livelihood.  Yet  a  willingness  to  make 
such  sacrifices  with  a  cheerful  spirit 
in  order  to  serve  the  Lord  is  one  of 
the  characteristics  of  the  Grace  Semi- 
nary student. 

A  Dedicated  Family 

The  unsung  heroes  of  the  semi- 
nary are  the  wives  and  families  of 
its  students.  A  not  infrequent  testi- 
mony in  the  student-faculty  prayer 
meetings  is  a  word  of  thanks  breath- 
ed out  to  God  by  some  grateful  stu- 
dent for  the  wife  who  works  to  pay 
the  bills  or  fills  the  place  of  busy 
homemaker  and  mother  on  most 
limited  resources.  No  one  can  ex- 
pect to  be  successful  in  the  ministry 
unless  his  family  is  also  dedicated  to 
this  goal  and  is  willing  to  share  the 
hardships  along  the  way. 

It  is  any  wonder  the  faculty  con- 
siders it  a  privilege  to  teach  voung 
people  such  as  these?  T

Twentieth-century  Christians  find 
themselves  Hving  at  a  time  when 
knowledge  has  become  a  prime  com- 
modity. During  the  past  25  years  we 
have  all  witnessed  amazing  break- 
throughs in  old  and  new  fields.  In- 
formation has  begun  to  multiply 
geometrically.  This  explosion  of  ex- 
perience and  information  has  in- 
creased the  complexity  of  life  for  all 
men,  including  Christians.  It  has 
brought  with  it  a  demand  for  an 
advanced  level  of  education  for  in- 
creasing numbers  of  young  people. 
They  must  seek  an  education  that 
prepares  them  intellectually  and 
spiritually  as  instruments  through 
whom  God  can  work. 

Minds  rather  than  hands  now  pro- 
vide the  strength  for  the  demands  of 
these  new  frontiers  in  knowledge. 
So  the  student  must  love  God  with 
all  his  heart,  mind  and  strength  in 
order  to  live  with  his  neighbor  on 
a  global  and  cross-cultural  scale.  To 
do  this  in  his  generation  he  must 
secure  the  best  preparation  available 
and  purposefully  conform  to  the 
image  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Since  much  of  the  evangelical 
church  has  its  historic  roots  in  Piet- 
ism, and  still  grips  life  in  the  callous- 
ed hands  of  its  rural  heritage,  the 
college  has  been  often  an  unknown 
or  misunderstood  factor  in  the  life 
of  its  young  people.  In  this  shift  from 
the  manual  age  to  the  mental  epoch 
the  church  has  at  times  been  slow  to 
understand  its  responsibility  for  edu- 
cating her  alert  leaders. 

What  Makes  a  College? 

Buildings  and  equipment  can  pro- 
vide the  locale  and  functional  set- 
ting. But  it  is  feofle  who  make  a 
college!  We  can  anticipate  more  stu- 
dents due  to  population  growth.  But 
the  real  heart  of  the  college  is  its 
faculty.  For  the  Christian  college  this 
demands  men  and  women  who  are 
dedicated  and  obedient  to  God,  and 
qualified  in  their  academic  disci- 
plines. 

The  uniqueness  of  the  Christian 
college  is  in  its  Biblical  world-view. 
This  awareness,  conviction,  and 
teaching  sees  all  of  life  and  knowl- 
edge as  sacred  from  the  sure  refer- 
ence point  of  God  himself.  Here 
there  is  no  need  to  search  for  Him. 


He  is  already  known,  completely  in 
Jesus  Christ.  So  all  studies,  probes, 
searches,  and  questions  find  Him  as 
their  point  of  departure  and  arrival. 
But  the  breadth  of  possible  fields  of 
knowledge,  their  relevance  and  ap- 
plication to  the  Christian  life,  and 
the  many  possibilities  for  the  Chris- 
tian to  be  useful  to  God  in  his  sener- 
ation  also  demand  that  there  be  a 
variety  of  Christian  colleges. 

A  Spectrum — Not  a  Category 

Since  their  inception  in  the  church

life  of  the  Middle  Ages,  the  colleges 
have  been  purveyors  of  the  knowl- 
edge and  wisdom  of  the  past,  and 
the  probers  into  all  that  yet  remains 
unknown  about  the  vast  physical 
universe.  In  that  role  they  have 
been  retainers  of  the  best  of  the  past, 
and  also  the  primary  agencies  of 
change.  When  theology  was  the 
queen  of  the  sciences  the  scholar 
found  he  had  a  mandate  to  explore 
and  subdue  all  reality.  This  was  be- 


cause he  knew  the  God  who  had 
expressed  His  nature  and  character 
in  His  creation  and  His  Word  (Col. 
1:15-20;  Heb.  1:2-3).  This  is  the 
same  basic  mandate  under  which  the 
Christian  scholar  pursues  knowledge 
today,  which  field  of  knowledge  be- 
comes truth  in  the  student  who 
knows  Jesus  Christ,  the  One  who  is 
Truth.  With  the  sure  authority  of 
the  Scriptures  as  its  foundation  the 
Christian  college  is  continuing  the 
heritage  of  the  freedom  to  know  God 
and  His  world. 

But  the  Christian  colleges  are  more 
than  a  category.  They  also  provide 
a  Sfectrum.  Light  passing  through 
this  prism  is  diffused  into  its  varied 
bands  of  color,  each  fulfilling  its 
function  as  Zigfet. 

Observing  the  Spectrum 

Earlv  in  the  20th  century  the  Bihle 
institutes  arose  to  refocus  study  on 
the  Scriptures  as  the  Word  of  God. 
Their  primary  goal  was  to  study  the 
Bible  as  the  life  source  for  the  vi- 
tality of  the  church,  to  provide  re- 
newed impetus  for  the  world-wide 
spread  of  the  gospel  through  missions 
agencies,  and  to  bring  renewal  in  per- 
sonal salvation.  In  this  mid-century 
a  number  of  these  schools  retain  this 
distinctive  with  a  three-year  under- 
graduate program  for  the  person  who 
sees  his  need  primarily  to  study 
Scripture. 

Bible  colleges  arose  as  educational 
and  training  centers  that  included 
a  broader  curriculum,  with  the  Scrip- 
ture as  the  basis  for  study.  These 
became  degree-grantins  schools. 
Some  of  the  historic  institutes  have 
recently  been  in  the  process  of  shift 
to  this  Bible  college  point  in  the 
spectrum.  Each  student  continues  to 
major  in  Bible  while  also  studying 
surveys  in  such  courses  as  history, 
social  sciences,  natural  sciences,  hu- 
manities, and  languages.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  training  courses  in  Chris- 
tian education,  music,  and  evange- 
lism to  prepare  for  leadership  in  the 
church  and  mission  field.  Thus  the 
graduate  is  better  prepared  to  pre- 
sent the  gospel  to  the  people  in  a 
rapidly  changing  world. 

Another    band    on    the    spectrum 

brings  us  to  the  Christian  liberal  arts 

colleges.  Four  years  of  study  with  a 

degree  on  a  baccalaureate  level  sends

the  student  from  these  schools  with 
preparation  for  Christian  leadership 
in  many  areas  of  life.

The  August  sky  v\'as  completely 
clear,  except  for  a  blazing  sun,  and 
the  hot  south  wind  was  blowing,  as 
it  nearly  always  is  in  Wichita,  Kan- 
sas.

"Why  not  pick  a  'target  teen'  to 
work  on  and  bring  to  Christ  before 
Thanksgi\ing?"  Bufe  asked. 

God  spoke  to  Linda's  heart.  Then 


and  there  she  bowed  her  head  and 
asked  God  for  the  name  of  a  teen-age 
friend  whom  she  could  win. 

Linda  was  deadly  serious.  This  was 
her  final  year  at  North  High.  She 
knew  it  was  her  last  chance  to  really 
affect  some  of  her  school  friends  for 
Christ.  There  were  so  many  with 
whom  she  really  wanted  to  share  her 
faith  in  Christ.  As  she  prayed,  the 
name  of  a  very  close  friend  came  into 
focus  .  .  .  Sue  Case. 

Sue  and  Linda  had  known  each 
other  since  junior-high  days.  It 
seemed  that  half  of  their  classes  had 
been  together.  Both  were  first  so- 
pranos in  the  school  chorale  and 
other  musical  groups,  and  were  to- 
gether most  of  the  time.  In  fact,  as 
Linda  thought  about  their  close 
friendship,  she  wondered  why  she 
had  never  spoken  to  Sue  about 
Christ.  They  were  so  close,  and  yet, 
she'd  never  said  a  word  about  Some- 
one who  meant  a  great  deal  to  her. 

As  Bufe  drove  home  the  challenge 
of  teen-to-teen,  Linda  bowed  her 
head  and  prayed  for  Sue.  It  was  the 
first  of  many  similar  prayers  during 
that  school  year. 


Back  in  Wichita  two  weeks  later, 
the  school  term  began,  and  Linda 
looked  for  opf)ortunities  to  talk  to 
Sue.  "Why  not  invite  her  to  a  YFC 
rally?"  Linda  thought  to  herself. 
"Seems  as  good  a  way  as  any  to  get 
some  common  ground  for  discussion 
on  vital  faith  for  a  teen-ager."  Linda 
picked  her  rally  carefully.  She 
thought  of  Sue's  love  for  music  and 
fast-moving  action.  As  the  rally  ap- 
proached, she  gave  Sue  a  buzz. 
Linda  was  really  excited  as  she 
thought,  "This  is  just  the  rally  to  get 
Sue  to  attend." 

Linda's  heart  sank  as  she  put  the 
phone  down.  Sue  couldn't  go— she 
had  other  plans.  And  the  rally  seem- 
ed just  perfect,  Linda  thought  de- 
jectedly. Again,  she  talked  to  the 
Lord  about  Sue. 

Moments  later,  the  phone  rang. 
"Hi,  Linda?  Sue  again— is  the  invita- 
tion still  open?  I'm  free  to  go  after 
all."  Linda  took  a  big  gulp  of  air  and 
breathed  a  quick  "thank  you"  heaven- 
ward. 

That  night's  YFC  program  was  an 
"Egghead  Rally."  There  was  an  un- 
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usual  panel  discussion  by  teens  on 
the  subject  "Is  Christianity  anti-in- 
tellectual?" Sue  was  impressed  with 
a  Moody  Science  film  entitled  Time 
and  Eternity,  which  pointed  out 
some  rather  striking  observations 
about  time  and  its  relation  to  human 
beings.  Teenaramas  singing  group, 
the  Teenaires,  also  performed.  Linda 
had  been  right— it  was  just  the  right 
rally  for  Sue. 


As  Linda  and  Sue  drove  home  that 
night  after  the  rally,  the  first  oppor- 
tunity came.  Sue  had  been  particu- 
larly impressed  by  some  of  the  kids 
she  had  met,  some  of  the  gang  in  the 
singing  group.  "They  certainly  seem 
to  have  something  a  lot  of  other 
teens  don't,"  she  commented.  For  the 
first  time,  Linda  talked  to  her  "tar- 
get" about  vital  Christian  faith.  It 
was  only  a  start— but  Linda  felt  it 


was  a  good  start.  Time  would  tell. 

Sue  began  attending  other  YFC 
functions  with  Linda,  meeting  and 
getting  to  know  the  kids.  Sue  was 
particularly  interested  in  YFC's 
weeklv  program  Teenarama.  When 
the  director  asked  Sue  to  help  emcee 
the  program,  her  answer  was  an  im- 
mediate "Yes!"  It  was  the  perfect  job 
for  her  personality  and  talents. 

But  for  Linda,  time  was  running 
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out.  Thanksgiving— the  target  date 
set  at  camp— was  rapidly  approach- 
ing. Sue  was  definitely  interested  in 
Christ  but  she  had  not  taken  that 
vital  step.  Linda  increased  her  prayer 
time  and  asked  some  of  the  other 
kids  to  pray,  too. 

On  the  way  home  from  the  YFC 
rally  just  before  Thanksgiving,  Sue 
admitted  for  the  first  time  her  own 
emptiness,  the  lack  of  purpose  and 
direction  in  her  life.  Sure,  her  life  was 
fun  ...  in  fact,  it  was  one  big  party. 
But  she  lacked  a  vital  faith.  She  told 
Linda  she  had  made  a  decision  for 
Christ  at  a  church  camp  when  she 
was  13  but  nothing  vital  or  real  had 
happened.  One  thing  was  obvious- 
Christ  wasn't  involved  in  her  life  the 
way  He  was  in  Linda's  and  the 
other  kids'. 

It  was  hard  to  talk  seriously  even 
though  they  were  sitting  next  to 
each  other.  The  station  wagon  was 
jammed  with  kids  and  it  took  some 
effort  to  chat  over  the  bedlam. 

Since  Sue  and  Linda  were  to  meet 
with  se^'eral  fellows  on  Sundav  after- 
noon to  go  over  a  Teenarama  format, 
Linda  suggested  that  Sue  drop  over 
earlier  when  they  could  really  dis- 
cuss Sue's  need.  The  next  day  right 
after  dinner.  Sue  was  there. 

That  afternoon— with  Thanksgiv- 
ing only  four  days  away— Linda 
opened  her  Bible  and  told  Sue  how 
she  could  have  a  real  and  vital  ex- 
perience with  Christ.  For  the  first 
time.  Sue  really  found  some  answers. 
Her  faith  took  on  a  vibrancy  that 
was  obvious  to  everyone  who  met 
her.  It  was  the  beginning  of  a  chain 
reaction  that  touched  the  lives  of 
a  number  of  North  High  students. 

Quickly,  she  learned  the  basics 
from  Linda— how  to  prav  intelli- 
gently, how  to  get  something  mean- 
ingful out  of  the  Bible  and,  most 
of  all,  how  to  communicate  her  faith 
in  Christ  to  some  of  her  school 
friends.  She  was  growing  rapidly  in 
her  new  life.  .  .  . 

On  December  18,  Sue  and  her 
date  were  returning  from  a  basket- 
ball game  between  North  and  Cam- 
pus High.  As  they  drove  along  the 
Wichita  street  at  a  normal  speed, 
suddenly  it  happened.  Without  warn- 
ing, another  car  swung  out  from  a 
side  street,  swerved  across  the  median 
and  slammed  into  their  car— head  on. 
Sue    didn't    have    enough    warning 


even  to  brace  herself;  in  fact,  she 
never  even  remembered  seeing  the 
other  car.  The  jarring  impact  threw 
her  date  forward  with  such  force  that 
he  snapped  the  steering  wheel  com- 
pletely off.  But  for  Sue,  there  was 
no  wheel  to  absorb  the  shock  and 
she  was  throuTi  partially  through  the 
windshield.  The  result— a  basal  skull 
fracture,  a  severe  brain  concussion, 
many  broken  bones  and  bruises. 

She  was  rushed  to  St.  Francis  Hos- 
pital in  critical  condition.  As  doc- 
tors fought  to  save  her  life,  YFC 
Director  Jim  Smith  and  Linda  spent 
a  sleepless  night  in  the  emergency 
waiting  room.  Linda  pondered  the 
events  that  led  up  to  that  night 
and  couldn't  help  but  ask,  "Why?" 
The  physicians  gave  very  little  en- 
couragement. "If  she  lives,"  they 
stated,  "she  will  be  in  intensive  care 
for  two  weeks.  Only  after  that  can 
the  amount  of  damage  be  determined. 
If  she  lives,  it's  very  possible  she  will 
be  only  a  vegetable." 

Did  God  give  spiritual  life  to  Sue 
only  to  take  her  physical  life  away? 
Hard  questions  .  .  .  and  elusive 
answers.  Again,  Linda  prayed. 

The  following  night  at  the  YFC 
rally,  the  entire  audience  took  time 
out  to  pray  for  Sue.  On  Sunday,  just 
a  day  and  a  half  after  the  crash.  Sue 
was  taken  off  the  critical  list  and 
placed  in  a  private  room.  The  doc- 
tors were  dumbfounded  at  what 
seemed  to  be  nothing  short  of  a  mir- 
acle. The  crisis  was  over  .  .  .  she 
would  live.  But  it  would  take  a  lot 
of  courage;  the  road  back  would  be 
a  hard  one.  Sue  had  lost  her  ability 
to  focus  her  eyes,  both  legs  were 
broken,  she  had  a  basal  concussion. 
Plastic  surgery  would  be  needed. 
School  would  be  forgotten  for  months 
while  she  recovered. 

There  in  the  hospital.  Sue  began 
to  share  with  some  of  her  friends  her 
faith  in  Christ  and  how  He  was  help- 
ing her  through  the  tragedv.  The  way 
in  which  she  passed  this  gigantic  test 
had  a  profound  influence  on  some  of 
her  friends.  The  first  one  was  an- 
other senior  at  North  High  School 
named  Kay.  She  carefully  observed 
Sue's  radiant  faith,  her  courage  and 
determination.  She  knew  Sue  pos- 
sessed something  that  she  didn't. 
Shordy  after  Sue  left  the  hospital, 
Kav  came  over  one  evening.  She  be- 
gan   telling   Sue   some   of   her   own 


spiritual  problems  and  was  anxious 
to  find  what  Sue  had  found. 

Opening  her  Bible,  Sue  showed 
Kay  some  of  the  verses  she  had  learn- 
ed which  had  changed  her  life.  That 
evening,  Kay  began  her  experience  of 
vital,  personal  faith  in  Christ.  Sue 
had  led  her  first  friend  to  Christ. 

Several  months  later,  Kay  shared 
her  new  life  in  a  speech  entitled  "My 
heart— Christ's  home"  before  her 
friends,  among  whom  was  her  own 
sister,  Karla.  Later  that  year,  she 
delivered  the  commencement  address 
for  her  student  body.  Several  weeks 
later  at  another  YFC  rally,  Karla 
came  to  know  Christ,  too,  as  a  direct 
result  of  the  change  in  her  sister's 
life. 

Still  another  senior  named  Cyn- 
thia was  a  very  good  friend  of  Sue's. 
Through  the  accident,  Cynthia  met 
Linda  and  the  three  became  close 
friends.  Together,  Sue  and  Linda 
took  Cynthia  as  a  "target  teen"  and 
began  to  pray. 

The  results  almost  seemed  inevi- 
table. During  the  next  weeks,  Cyn- 
thia found  the  same  vital  faith  that 
had  made  such  a  difference  in  her 
friends'  lives.  As  the  chain  reaction 
continued,  and  as  Cynthia  began  to 
grow  in  her  new-found  faith,  she  be- 
gan to  be  concerned  for  her  cousin, 
Becky.  At  another  YFC  rally,  Cynthia 
saw  her  "target  teen"  accept  Christ. 

Over  a  year  has  now  passed  since 
the  first  results  of  Linda's  prayers 
became  evident.  The  results  continue. 
Now,  Sue  has  completely  recovered 
and  is  in  her  first  year  of  nurse's 
training.  During  the  fall  term  she 
invited  two  of  her  classmates  to  at- 
tend a  premiere  showing  of  Billy 
Graham's  The  Restless  Ones.  She 
had  been  praying  for  these  two  gals, 
and  she  nearly  flipped  when  both  of 
them  came  to  know  Christ! 

Where  will  it  end?  Who  knows? 
But  it  all  started  in  the  heart  and  life 
of  one  girl  at  a  YFC  camp  who  dared 
to  make  teen-to-teen  a  reality  in  her 
life.  '  T

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FOR  FEAR 


Fear,  anxiety,  lack  of  assurance  are  plaguing 
the  average  American  family  as  never  before. 
We  are  afraid  of  the  possibility  or  final  outcome 
of  illness,  old  age,  financial  problems,  domes- 
tic problems,  wars,  unemployment  and  death. 
We  are  resorting  more  and  more  to  the  use  of 
sleeping  pills,  tranquilizers,  alcohol,  drugs.  We 
need  deliverance  from  fears  and  their  resulting 
tensions. 

The  best  ansv/er  to  our  need  is  found  in  a 
simple,  child-like  faith  in  God  and  His  Son, 
Jesus  Christ.  Several  observations  from  the  Bible 
should  be  made. 

First,  God's  love  for  us  is  absolutely  certain. 
We  need  this  assurance  as  never  before.  "Here- 
in is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation 
[atoning  sacrifice]  for  our  sins"  (I  John  4:10). 
God  is  love,  but  He  is  holy  love.  With  Him,  there 
is  a  natural  law  demanding  that  sin  be  paid  for, 
either  by  the  sinner  or  by  a  provided  sub- 
stitute. God  revealed  infinite  love  toward  the 
human  race  in  providing  that  substitute. 

Second,  God  laid  the  ground  for  our  salvation 
and  peace  in  Christ's  vicarious  death  and  resur- 
rection. "He  [Christ]  was  delivered  for  our  <rf- 
fences,  and  was  raised  again  for  our  justifica- 
tion" (Rom.  4:25).  What  peace  there  is  in  the 
knowledge  that  one's  "offenses"  were  fully 
paid  for  by  the  Christ  of  the  Cross  over  nine- 
teen hundred  years  ago! 

And  the  validity  of  the  payment  is  found  in 
Christ's  resurrection  on  the  third  day.  He  was 
"raised  for  our  justification."  It  was  the  Fa- 
ther's "Amen"  to  the  Son's  "It  is  finished!" 

Third,  God  is  now  at  peace  with  all  who  ac- 
cept Christ  and  His  substitutionary  work.  God 


"hath  reconciled  us  to  himself  by  Jesus  Christ" 
(11  Cor.  5:18).  Christ  "made  peace  through  the 
blood  of  his  cross"  (Col.  1 :20).  There  is  no  satis- 
faction in  all  the  world  comparable  to  the  as- 
surance that  one  is  at  peace  with  and  accepted 
by  God.  In  view  of  this,  Paul,  the  Apostle,  had 
absolute  confidence  even  as  he  faced  death 
that  God  was  on  his  side  and  asked  boldly,  "If 
God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us?" 

Furthermore,  the  Bible  declar£s  that  the  be- 
liever  is  now  "in  Christ"  positionally.  He  is  de- 
clared righteous  on  the  basis  of  Christ's  vicar- 
ious work.  "In  Christ,"  the  believer  has  the  right- 
eousness of  God's  Son  imputed  to  him.  "In 
Christ,"  he  is  acquitted  of  sin  because  Christ's 
holiness  is  placed  to  his  credit.  "In  Christ,"  he 
has  a  new  standing,  a  new  walk,  a  new  moti- 
vating power,  a  new  outlook,  a  new  life. 

This  glorious  fact  gives  new  assurance  ond 
confidence.  It  enables  one  to  live  day  by  day 
in  victory  over  fears  and  worries  and  anxieties. 
As  one  who  loves  the  Lord  for  His  grace  and 
salvation,  the  believer  knows  that  all  things  <ire 
working  together  for  good  (Rom.  8:28).  He  may 
not  always  understand,  or  readily  accept  God's 
dealing  with  him,  but  still  down  deep  he  is  con- 
fident that  God  is  working  out  an  all-wise  and 
perfect  plan.  If  there  are  reverses  to  be  en- 
countered, the  believer  has  confidence  that  even 
these,  in  some  strange  way,  are  being  used  for 

a  final  good. 

God's  answer  to  a  broken-hearted,  tense  world 
is  His  love  and  grace  and  provision  through  His 
crucified  and  risen  Son.

Jerome  Hines  was  born  in  Hollywood  in  November, 
1921.  At  16  years  of  age  he  entered  UCLA  as  a  chemistry 
major,  during  which  time  he  was  also  studying  to  be 
an  opera  singer.  By  the  time  he  received  his  B.A.  degree 
in  1943,  he  had  already  appeared  with  the  San  Francisco 
Opera  and  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  in  the  Holly- 
wood Bowl.  In  the  fall  of  1946  he  debuted  with  the 
Metropolitan  Opera,  where  he  has  since  performed  all 
the  major  bass  repertoire  in  four  different  languages  for 
16  years.  He  has  also  appeared  in  most  of  the  major  opera 
houses  of  the  world,  including  the  Bolshoi  in  Moscow, 
where  he  sang  "Boris  Codunov"  before  Premier  Khru- 
shchev during  the  Cuban  crisis  of  1962.  He  sang  for 
four  presidents— four  times  for  Kennedy  while  in  office. 
Scenes  from  I  Am  the  Way,  his  own  operatic  composition, 
were  performed  on  The  Voice  of  Firestone  television  pro- 
gram, on  which  he  has  made  frequent  appearances.  He 
has  appeared  many  times  on  TV  with  Ed  Sullivan  and 
Steve  Allen.  Despite  his  busy  schedule,  Mr.  Hines  is  a 
devoted  father  of  four  boys  and  is  married  to  the  talented 
soprano  Lucia  Evangelista,  who  shares  with  him  in  his 
Christian  service  in  I  Am  the  Way  and  various  other 
projects. 


A  Burning 
in  My  Soul

It  is  a  privilege  and  an  honor  to  be  able  to  give  my 
testimony  of  my  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  And,  it  is  a  joy 
to  be  able  to  give  testimony  of  a  living  God  who  hears 
prayer,  who  answers  prayer,  and  who  guides  the  hearts 
of  all  men  who  will  receive  His  Holy  Spirit.  I  also  want 
to  testify  of  the  wonderful  changes  He  has  wrought  in 
me  since  He  first  spoke  to  me  and  offered  me  salvation 
from  mv  sins. 

I  wandered  about  for  30  years  with  an  inner  fire  burn- 
ing in  my  soul,  an  inner  fire  that  relentlessly  drove  me 
here  and  drove  me  there.  What  was  this  fire?  Some 
men  call  it  ambition;  in  some,  it  is  a  sense  of  unfulfilled 
destiny.  Other  men  can  find  no  name  for  it.  But  some- 
thinp  was  missing  in  mv  life.  What  was  it? 

First  I  sought  the  answer  in  science.  I  spent  six  years 
getting  degrees  in  chemistry  and  mathematics.  I  studied 
psychology,  psvchiatrv,  philosophy  and  many  other  sub- 
jects. None  of  them  gave  the  answer  or  satisfied  that 
internal  life.  For  what  was  I  looking?  I  became  a  success- 
ful opera  singer,  joined  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  sang 
in  concerts  and  on  television. 

Still,  no  satisfaction  to  a  restless  soul. 

Then,  one  day,  I  found  Jesus  Christ  through  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  I  discovered  it  was  He  that  I  had  been  seek- 
ing all  my  life.  How  wonderful  to  find  that  burning  fire 
quieted  within  me,  to  find  my  life  complete. 

I  have  now  become  a  servant  of  the  Lord.  I  am  His 
tool  to  use  as  He  sees  fit,  and  I  try  to  live  according 
to  His  will.  In  the  few  years  that  I  have  been  His,  He 
has  led  me  only  into  truth,  and  I  praise  His  name,  for 
He  is  making  me  into  the  man  He  wants  me  to  be— the 
man  I  am  not. 

Se\'eral  years  ago,  when  I  first  began  mv  vocal  min- 
istry with  the  Lord,  I  was  much  moved  by  the  beautiful 
singing  of  a  man  whose  voice  I  heard  on  a  recording.  It 
was  in  a  little  Cood  Will  Center  of  the  Salvation  Army  in 
London.  Soon  after,  I  was  in  the  Bowery  Corps  of  the 
Salvation  Army  in  New  York  City,  singing  a  song  which 
I  later  discovered  he  had  written,  "I'd  Rather  Have 
Jesus."  Maybe  that  is  why  I  like  it  so  much  and  love  the 
message.  It  is  George  Beverly  Shea's  testimony  in  song. 
I  feel  a  certain  kinship  to  him,  as  he  too  is  a  bass-bari- 
tone. I  went  into  a  professional  career  and  did  some  of 
the  things  that  he  could  have  done,  had  he  been  chosen.

myself."  Or  some  will  give  up  be- 
coming a  follower  of  Christ  because 
it  is  hard,  and  they  won't  be  con- 
vinced until  God  shows  them  through 
a  "bolt  of  lightning"  or  "burning 
bush"  that  He  is  real.  That  was  my 
problem  when  I  was  searching  for 
Jesus  Christ. 

I  first  met  Christ  at  a  Fellowship 
of  Christian  Athletes  conference  after 
my  junior  year  in  high  school.  I  met 
Him  through  the  talks  of  James  Jef- 
frey, Don  McClanen,  and  others, 
and  through  the  huddle  group  leader, 
Francis  Tarkenton.  I  was  moved  that 
these  men  would  share  such  personal 
experiences  and  I  went  away  say- 
ing, "I  want  to  believe.  I  am  going 
to  wait  for  that  one  big  thing,  how- 
ever, which  will  show  me  God  is 
real."  I  thought  I  had  to  have  a  vision 
of  some  kind  before  I  could  believe. 

This  went  on  for  a  year  and  a  half. 
During  this  time  I  guess  I  thought 
I  was  pretty  good.  But  though  I  ap- 
peared confident,  I  was  worried  that 
I  hadn't  had  that  big  experience.  It 
just  hadn't  come!  Then  I  enrolled  in 
Princeton  University.  I  had  broken 
my  foot  and  this  year  I  didn't  think 
I  was  going  to  play  basketball  very 
well.  I  was  worried  about  my  studies, 
and  it  was  the  first  time  that  I  had 
been  away  from  home  for  any  length 
of  time. 

After  Christmas  vacation  at  the 
university,  I  took  an  examination  in 
French.  It  was  an  oral  exam  and  I 
did  miserably.

The  second  part  of  this  poem  and 
the  other  choice  offers  so  much  more.

The  beautiful,  hot  Palm  Sunday 
of  April  11,  1965,  became  a  terrible 
disaster  for  some  but  a  glorious  day 
for  us  in  spite  of  tragedy.  In  a  big, 
old,  two-storv'  farm  house,  time  on 
earth  was  destined  to  stop  for  four. 
My  family  consisted  of  Dick,  26; 
Richard,  6;  Merril  (Petey),  3;  and 
myself,  23.  Also  wdth  us  were  our 
very  dear  friends  and  fellow  horse 
lovers,  Mary  and  Lester  Browning 
and  their  five-year-old  Sheryl.  They 
had  left  their  two  older  bovs,  Robert 
(age  8)  and  Timothy  (age  6)  with 
Lester's  parents. 

We  had  gone  for  a  drive  as  we 
often  did  when  they  visited  with  us. 
This  drive  took  us  over  to  Koontz 
Lake  to  look  at  some  horses  and  to 
"talk  horses."  Someone  had  said 
something  about  it  lookino  as  if  it 
was  going  to  rain,  so  we  decided  to 
start  home.  Our  men  kept  thinking 
they  wanted  to  go  somewhere  else, 
but  as  we  know  now,  our  son  and 
their  daughter  had  a  date  with  the 
Lord! 

We  arrived  home  at  5:45.  Mary 
and  I  took  the  children  inside  be- 
cause of  the  rain.  Dick  and  Les  were 
trying  to  fix  a  door  on  the  building 
we  used  for  a  garage.  They  finally 
gave  up  and  went  to  the  bam  to  feed 
the  horses.  Meanwhile  I  had  put  on 
coffee  and  was  cutting  some  cake, 
when  Mar}'  told  me  that  a  car  was 
coming  up  our  lane.  I  went  outdoors 
to  meet  the  five  who  stepped  out  of 


the  car.  They  were  all  members  of 
the  Stevens  family.  We  introduced 
ourselves  and  headed  for  the  barn 
since  it  was  still  raining.  (Mr. 
Stevens  had  been  here  the  week  be- 
fore to  get  registration  papers  on  his 
German  shepherd  dog.)  Unknown  to 
them  or  us  at  this  time  was  the  fact 
that  four  would  die  within  the  next 
few  minutes. 

We  went  to  the  house  and  sat 
down  to  talk  in  the  living  room. 
Then,  suddenly  a  strange  stillness 
occurred,  followed  by  strong  wind. 
I  went  to  shut  the  doors.  (I  learned 
later  that  this  is  the  wrong  thing  to 
do.)  For  some  reason  I  glanced  up  at 
the  front  porch  door  and  there  be- 
tween the  barn  and  the  other  build- 
ing was  a  black  cloud  full  of  debris 
on  the  west  of  us.  The  wind  was  ter- 
rific bv  now  and  the  glass  windows 

o 

on  the  porch  started  to  crack.  I  step- 
ped inside  and  shut  the  inside  door 
and  backed  into  the  dining  room 
where  I  exclaimed,  "It's  going  to  hit 
us!"  I  don't  believe  the  word  "tor- 
nado" was  used.  I  think  we  all  sensed 
it.  Then  it  started  to  take  the  barn 
doors  and  shingles.  Someone  said, 
"It's  taking  the  chicken  coop  roof." 
Dick  said,  "Get  to  the  basement." 
Les  answered,  "It's  too  late,  the  roof 
is  going."  Marv  had  been  in  the 
kitchen  and  heard  us,  so  she  opened 
the  basement  door.  She  thought  there 
wouldn't  be  anv  scramble  to  get  the 
door  open.  Our  German  shepherd 
dog,  Snoopv,  who  is  part  of  the  fam- 
ily, is  usuallv  Iving  at  the  top  of  the 


stairs.  She  was  nowhere  to  be  seen 
for  she  had  gone  to  the  basement,  as 
we  later  learned.  Could  she  possibly 
have  known  something  was  going 
to  happen?  Our  cats  also  hid,  though 
thev  usuallv  make  up  to  people.  It 
must  be  true  that  animals  have  an 
extra  sense. 

It  took  only  seconds  for  all  of  this 
to  happen.  Everything  was  running 
through  my  mind  at  once.  I  tried  to 
grab  mv  voungest  son,  Petev,  who 
was  close  to  me.  As  I  reached  out  for 
him  I  looked  to  see  where  Dick  and 
Rickv  were.  Alreadv  plaster  was 
starting  to  fall.  I  looked  back  to  get 
Petev  as  the  floor  started  to  shake  out 
from  under  us.  I  fell  off  to  one  side 
of  mv  son  but  knew  I  must  crawl  to 
him  to  protect  him.  I  got  hold  of  him 
as  the  walls  were  falling  and  pulled 
him  under  me.  I  ended  up  with  my 
head  in  the  small  of  his  back  as  the 
walls  came  crushing  onto  us.  One 
laver  upon  another  crushed  me  more 
heavilv  upon  him.  I  screamed  from 
the  pressure  but  mv  son  was  silent. 

After  the  debris  stopped  I  felt  him 
gasp  his  last  breath  and  tried  to 
raise  mvself  off  him  to  enable  him 
to  breathe  again.  It  was  no  use.  I 
reached  up  and  pulled  plaster  awav 
from  his  face,  shook  him  and  called 
his  name.  I  received  no  answer  and 
so  got  hold  of  his  little  hand  and 
noticed  that  it  was  already  turning 
cold.  I  finallv  realized  that  he  was 
dead.  The  thought  crossed  mv  mind 
that  I,  too,  was  going  to  die.  Then 
God  must  have  spoken  to  me  for  I 
praved  as  I  never  praved  before. 
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As  I  prayed  I  heard  Mary  say,  "Lay 
still,  Ricky."  That  was  the  first  glim- 
mer of  hope  that  others  were  alive. 
Then  Dick  and  Lester  spoke.  Rick 
said  he  was  okay  and  that  he  could 
get  out.  Dick  told  him  to  be  careful, 
but  if  he  could  get  out,  to  run  for 
help! 

I  called  to  Dick  but  he  couldn't 
hear  me.  He  had  a  floor-to-ceiling 
kitchen  cabinet  on  him,  so  I  called  to 
Lester.  I  told  him,  "Petey  is  dead  and 
I'm  being  crushed.  Get  me  out."  He 
said,  "I  can't,  I've  got  the  kitchen 
sink  on  top  of  me."  At  that  time 
Mrs.  Stevens  started  to  scream, 
"Dad's  dead  and  I  think  my  husband 
is  dead."  One  of  her  sons  was  close 
to  me  and  I  heard  him  cry  out,  "Oh 
no"  very  quietly.  Then  the  other  boy 
started  to  scream,  "Get  this  stuff  off 
of  me."  Mrs.  Stevens  was  then  soinp

to  crawl  out  over  a  floor  which  was 
standing  up  like  a  wall.  Lester  and 
Dick  told  her  to  sit  down  or  she 
would  would  have  it  on  the  rest  of 
us.  At  that  she  finally  sat  down. 

Dick  and  Lester  were  able  to  free 
themselves.  Dick  crawled  out  through 
a  hole  which  was  not  much  larger 
than  his  head.  Lester  received  huge 
splinters  all  over  his  back  as  he 
crawled  out.  Both  had  badly  bruised 
ribs  for  weeks  afterwards. 

Dick  tried  to  get  Mary  out  while 
Les  was  trying  to  get  out.  Mary,  six 
months  pregnant,  was  pinned  be- 
tween the  stove  and  the  refrigerator. 
Fortunately  the  stove  was  held  away 
from  her  by  the  kitchen  table.  She 
asked  Lester  where  Sherri  was  and 
Lester  told  her  that  he  couldn't  see 
her.  Mary  said  then  that  Sherri  was 
dead. 

I  heard  a  car  coming  and  a  car  door 
slam  as  Dick  said  that  Rick  had 
brought  help.  Friends  and  neigh- 
bors came  from  all  around  to  help. 
They  got  Mrs.  Stevens  and  Mary  out 


and  then  the  boys.  They  found 
Sherri  just  before  they  released  Petey 
and  me.  Mary  said  she  saw  them 
cover  her  up  and  carry  her  out. 
Sherri  had  been  lying  between  Dick 
and  Lester  under  debris. 

I  had  stopped  talking  long  ago 
because  it  was  so  hard  for  me  to  talk 
and  I  seemed  to  be  so  exhausted.  I 
could  not  move  my  arms  from  the 
elbows  down  and  I  kept  trying  to 
move  my  feet  because  they  were  so 
numb.  I  thought  at  that  time  that  my 
back  was  broken.  My  hips  and  head 
held  the  weight  of  those  walls,  which 
kept  the  weight  off  my  chest  and  al- 
lowed me  to  breathe. 

I  can't  begin  to  tell  people  about 
the  crushing  feeling  that  pressure 
gave  me.  Only  someone  who  has  ex- 
perienced something  similar  can 
know  the  awful  crushed  feeling  I 
underwent.  The  walls  seemed  to  fall 
slowly  as  if  a  Hand  was  letting  them 
down  easily.  I  believe  very  strongly 
that  God's  hands  did  just  that.  I 
never  could  stand  to  be  pinned  down 
or  to  be  in  a  small  place,  but  in  God's 
way  He  helped  me  overcome  this.  I 
was  pinned  there  for  about  ninety 
minutes  but  it  didn't  seem  that  long 
with  God  beside  my  son  and  me. 

I  could  hear  men's  voices  above  me 
for  they  were  walking  on  the  wall 
which  held  me  as  a  prisoner.  I 
screamed  for  them  to  get  off  but 
they  couldn't  hear  me.  I  didn't  think 
they  knew  where  I  was,  so  I  found 
a  piece  of  lath  and  tried  to  get  it  up 
through  the  debris  to  let  them  know 
I  was  under  them.  I  could  only  get 
it  to  go  side-ways  and  someone  found 
it  and,  much  to  my  dismay,  pushed  it 
back  into  my  hand.  When  I  pushed  it 
out  again  they  took  it  from  me.  Thev 
raised  a  wall,  which  started  to  bring 
the  feeling  back  into  my  legs.  Then 
they  let  it  down  again.  I  believe  that 
I  screamed  because  of  the  relief  I 
felt,  only  to  be  crushed  again.  I  heard 
a  saw  at  my  head  and  plaster  began 
to  fall.  I  closed  my  eyes  and  held 
my  breath. 

When  the  plaster  seemed  to  stop 
falling  I  was  able  to  open  my  eyes  to 
see  daylight  again.  The  first  face  I 
saw  was  Lester's;  I  did  not  recognize 
any  of  the  other  faces.  I  was  never 
so  glad  to  see  anyone  in  my  life!  I 
reached  out  my  arm  to  him,  but  I 
couldn't  get  up  for  I  had  been  numb 
so  Ions. 


As  they  lifted  me  up  I  reached 
back  and  told  Lester  to  take  care  of 
Petey  for  he  was  dead.  Dick  was 
there  when  they  found  Sherri  so  it 
was  right,  we  felt,  that  Lester  found 
Petey. 

Our  neighbor,  Mrs.  Lester  Kuhn, 
whom  I  had  never  met,  took  Mary, 
Rick,  Petey  and  me  to  the  hospital. 
They  had  Petey  wrapped  in  a  blan- 
ket and  another  neighbor  was  hold- 
ing him. 

I'm  grateful  to  the  Lord  that  no 
one  else  was  hurt  other  than  bumps 
and  bruises.  He  was  more  than  won- 
derful to  me!  I  only  received  bruises, 
neuritis  of  the  left  leg  and  an  in- 
jured pelvis.  It  may  sound  like  a  lot, 
but  the  doctors  said  it  would  take 
six  months  for  me  to  heal.  They  said 
I  couldn't  ride  horses  again  until 
fall.  I,  however,  was  riding  horses 
again  the  last  of  June.  My  pelvis  had 
miraculously  healed  that  quickly. 
Mary  and  Lester  have  a  new  little 
baby  girl  to  take  the  place  of  Sherri 
and  I  can  still  have  other  children. 

In  Psalm  115:14  the  Lord  says, 
"The  Lord  shall  increase  you  more 
and  more,  you  and  your  children." 

He  took  Petey  for  a  very  good  rea- 
son. We  know  that  now.  We  weren't 
as  close  to  God  as  we  should  have 
been  and  Petev  wasn't  ours  to  really 
keep.  He  belonged  to  God  who  sent 
him  to  us  to  warm  our  hearts  for  a 
short  time.  Of  course  we  are  crying 
inside,  but  it  is  for  ourselves.  It  can't 
be  for  Petey,  he  has  more  than  the 
richest  people  on  this  earth!  If  we 
could  realize  our  children  are  only 
loaned  to  us  by  God,  we  wouldn't  feel 
so  hurt  when  something  happens  to 
them. 

So  you  see,  we  have  more  than 
ever,  now,  because  of  our  glorious 
disaster!  ▼

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The  Biblical  doctrine  of  the  crea- 
tion of  Adam  and  Eve  has  almost 
completely  faded  from  the  intellec- 
tual horizon  of  modem  man.  A  cen- 
tury ago  Charles  Darwin  popular- 
ized the  idea  that  men  and  apes  have 
descended  from  common  ancestors, 
and  this  view  now  prevails  in  all  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  where 
advanced  degrees  in  the  sciences  are 
granted. 

To  be  sure,  Adam  is  sometimes 
mentioned  in  scientific  publications, 
as  may  be  seen  in  the  titles  of  two 
recent  books,  In  Search  of  Adam  and 
The  Death  of  Adam.  But  the  under- 
lying assumption  in  all  such  writings 
is  that  the  Biblical  Adam  is  simply 
a  myth,  produced  by  the  fertile  ima 
ginations  of  Hebrews  who  lived  in  a 
pre-scientific  age. 

Evangelical  Christians  who  find 
themselves  continually  exposed  to 
such  evolutionary  viewpoints  need  to 
ponder  carefully  the  Biblical  empha- 
sis on  the  historicity  of  Adam.  Events 
connected  with  the  life  of  Adam  and 
Eve  are  referred  to  in  Genesis  1,  2, 
3,  4,  5;  I  Chronicles  I;  Job  31;  Eccle- 
siastes  3,  7;  Luke  3;  Romans  5;  I 
Corinthians  11,  15;  II  Corinthians  11; 
I  Timothy  2;  and  Jude.  Therefore  it 
is  not  too  much  to  sav  that  the  re- 
moval of  Adam  from  the  realm  of  ac- 
tual history  destroys  the  validity  and 
trustworthiness   of  the   entire   Bible! 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  said  con- 
cerning the  human  author  of  the 
Book  of  Genesis:  "Had  ye  believed 
Moses,  ye  would  have  believed  me: 
for  he  wrote  of  me.  But  if  ve  believe 
not  his  writings,  how  shall  ye  believe 
my  words?"  (John  5:46-47).  The 
apostle  Paul  wrote:  'Tor  as  in  Adam 


all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all 
be  made  alive"  (I  Cor.  15:22).  If  uni- 
versal death  through  Adam  is  a  myth, 
then  so  is  the  doctrine  of  the  resur- 
rection. The  historicity  of  Adam  is  a 
pivotal  doctrine  of  Scripture. 

Nonetheless,  some  professing 
Christians  who  have  been  deeply  in- 
fluenced by  uniformitarian  and  evo- 
lutionary teaching  adhere  to  what 
has  come  to  be  called  "theistic  evolu- 
tion." They  seek  to  interpret  the 
Genesis  account  of  man's  origin  in 
terms  of  the  uniformity  principle  of 
gradual  processes  within  the  chrono- 
logical framework  of  the  evolutionar)' 
timetable  of  earth  history.  In  other 
words,  theistic  evolutionists,  general- 
ly speaking,  believe  that  God  directed 
evolutionar\'  processes  in  the  animal 
kingdom  through  vast  ages  of  time. 
Finally,  between  one  and  five  mil- 
lion years  ago,  they  say,  He  breathed 
His  spiritual  image  into  a  male  and 
a  female  ape-like  animal.  Since  that 
time  further  evolutionary  processes 
are  said  to  account  for  the  present 
differences  between  men  and  various 
t\'pes  of  apes. 

In  order  to  give  this  view  some  de- 
gree of  Biblical  respectability,  some 
theistic  evolutionists  have  suggested 
that  Genesis  2:7  ("And  Jehovah  God 
formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the 
ground,  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils 
the  breath  of  life;  and  man  became 
a  living  soul")  can  be  interpreted  to 
mean  that  "the  dust  of  the  ground" 
from  which  God  formed  Adam  was 
IhHng  "dust"  and  is  thus  symbolic  of 
the  animal  kingdom.  We  are  told  also 
that  Adam's  creation  simply  involved 
the  impartation  of  a  spiritual  nature 
to  a  sub-human  creature,  for  the  Bible 


says  that  "man  became  a  living  soul." 

Going  even  beyond  this,  a  promi- 
nent evangelical  scholar  has  recently 
insisted  that  such  expressions  as  "God 
formed"  and  "God  breathed"  in 
Genesis  2:7  are  anthropomorphisms 
that  cannot  be  taken  literally  lest  we 
attribute  bodily  parts  (hands  and 
lungs)  to  God.  Thus,  the  entire  pas- 
sage is  to  be  interpreted  "theological- 
ly" rather  than  scientifically  or  em- 
pirically, for  it  was  never  intended 
bv  God  to  give  us  an  actual  picture 
of   how    man    came    into    existence. 

He  warns  us  against  reading  into 
this  passage  our  preconceived  notions 
of  how  God  must  have  created  man 
lest  we  make  God  out  to  be  a  sort  of 
magician  using  sleight-of-hand  meth- 
ods and  thus  bring  Scripture  into  un- 
necessary conflict  with  the  assured 
results  of  biological  and  anthropologi- 
cal science. 

Of  course,  if  these  views  are  valid, 
then  Genesis  2:7  doesn't  really  tell 
us  anything  about  man's  physical 
origin,  except  that  God  must  have 
somehow  directed  the  evolutionary 
processes  that  ultimately  led  to  the 
formation  of  the  animal  body  into 
which  God  "breathed"  the  first  hu- 
man "soul." 

But  the  science  of  Biblical  her- 
meneutics  (interpretation)  does  not 
permit  Genesis  2:7  to  be  handled 
in  this  way!  One  of  the  basic  laws 
of  this  time-honored  and  God-hon- 
ored science  is  the  law  of  context.  Ac- 
cording to  this  law,  each  passage  of 
the  Bible  must  be  understood  in  the 
light  of  the  passages  that  precede  and 
follow  it  and  ultimately  in  the  light 
of  the  entire  Bible.  Otherwise,  a  pas- 
sage could  be  twisted  out  of  context 
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and  be  made  to  teach  something  that 
it  was  never  intended  to  teach.  Basi- 
cally, this  is  how  every  heresy  and 
cult  throughout  church  history  sprang 
forth. 

What  light,  then,  does  the  imme- 
diate context  of  Scripture  shed  upon 
the  meaning  of  Genesis  2:7?  It 
demonstrates,  in  the  first  place,  that 
the  phrase  "man  became  a  living 
soul"  does  not  allow  a  pre-human 
form  of  life  for  Adam's  body.  The 
phrase  "living  soul"  {ne-phesh  hayah) 
should  actually  be  translated  'living 
creature,"  for  the  same  phrase  appears 
in  Genesis  1:20  and  21,  and  is  ap- 
plied to  sea  creatures!  In  other  words, 
the  purpose  of  Genesis  2:7  is  not  to 
tell  us  that  Adam  had  a  unique  soul 
(which  we  already  learn  by  implica- 
tion in  Genesis  1:26-27),  but  that 
Adam  was  not  any  kind  of  a  living 
creature  until  he  became  one  by  the 
creative  breath  of  God.  Until  that 
moment  he  was  inanimate,  lifeless 
matter. 

The  significance  of  this  fact  can 
hardly  be  overestimated. 

This  leads  us  to  a  second  impor- 
tant discovery  from  a  study  of  the 
immediate  context:  namely,  that 
"dust  of  the  ground"  cannot  be  under- 
stood symbolically  of  animals  but 
must  be  interpreted  literally.  Note, 
for  example,  the  terms  of  God's 
curse  upon  Adam  in  the  following 
chapter:  "Cursed  is  the  ground  for 
thy  sake  .  .  .  thorns  also  and  thistles 
shall  it  bring  forth  to  thee  ...  in 
the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat 
bread,  till  thou  return  to  the  ground; 
for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken:  for 
dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shalt 
thou  return"  (Gen.  3:17-19).

Did  the  Creator  shape  man 

in  a  moment  of  time? 

Or  did  He  merely 

breathe  His  spiritual  image 

into  an  ape-like 

animal,  as 

theistic  evolutionists  say? 

To  some  Christians 

today  it  would 

not  seem  an 

important  issue. 

But  far  more 

is  at  stake 

than 

readily 

appears. 
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Two  interesting  things  are  said 
here  about  the  "ground"  and  the 
"dust"  from  which  Adam  was  taken: 
(1)  it  would  bring  forth  thorns  and 
thistles,  and  (2)  Adam  would  return 
unto  it. 

Now  if  "dust  of  the  ground"  sym- 
bolizes the  animal  kingdom  in  Gen- 
esis 2:7,  what  does  it  mean  here? 
Does  this  passage  mean  that  animals 
brought  forth  thorns  and  thistles  as  a 
result  of  the  curse?  And  does  it  mean 
that  Adam  had  to  return  to  the  ani- 
mal kingdom?  Those  who  believe  in 
reincarnation  might  favor  the  idea 
that  "dust"  here  includes  the  ani- 
mal kingdom,  but  a  theistic  evolution- 
ist  would  hardly  want  to  use  this 
as  a  proof-text  of  his  'living  dust" 
idea! 

Thus,  the  hermeneutical  law  of 
context  demands  that  "dust  of  the 
ground"  in  Genesis  2:7  be  interpreted 
literally.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  Edward 
J.  Young,  "the  man  was  real,  the 
dust  was  real,  the  ground  was  real 
as  vi'as  also  the  breath  of  life.  To 
these  elements  of  the  verse  the  term 
'anthropomorphism'  cannot  legiti- 
mately be  applied"  {Studies  in  Gene- 
sis One,  Presbyterian  and  Reformed 
Pub.  Co.,  1964,  p.  57). 

But  what  can  we  say  about  the 
verbs  "formed"  and  "breathed,"  which 
theistic  evolutionists  set  aside  as 
mere  anthropomorphisms?  Dr.  Young 
again  comments:  "The  phrase  'and 
God  formed'  is  not  merely  figurative 
and  devoid  of  meaning.  Although 
with  physical  hands  God  did  not 
form  the  bodv  of  Adam,  nevertheless, 
God  did  produce  Adam's  bodv  from 
the  dust  in  such  a  wav  that  this  ac- 
tion may  accurately  be  designated  a 
'forming.'  Even  the  words  'and  God 
breathed'  indicate  a  definite  action  on 
God's  part.  The  divine  breathing  was 
not  accomplished  by  means  of  phys- 
ical, material  organs.  It  was  a  divine, 
not  a  human,  breathing.  Although 
the  term  'anthropomorphic'  may  be 
applied  to  the  phrase  'and  God 
breathed,'  nevertheless,  the  phrase  is 
not  empty  of  content.  This  is  true, 
even  though  one  cannot  state  precise- 
ly what  the  divine  breathing  was" 
(Studies  in  Genesis  One,  p.  57  note). 

The  immediate  context  of  the  sec- 
ond chapter  of  Genesis  clearly  shows 
that  such  phrases  as  "God  formed" 
and  "God  breathed"  are  in  complete 
harmony  with  the  concept  of  a  liter- 


al and  miraculous  creation  of  Adam's 
body. 

VVhat  also  about  the  creation  of 
Eve?  In  Genesis  2:22,  for  example, 
God  is  said  to  have  "built"  (wayyiven) 
Eve  from  a  portion  of  Adam's  side. 
Now  it  could  be  argued  that  this  is 
likewise  an  "anthropomorphic  verb," 
for  it  brings  to  mind  the  work  of  a 
carpenter  or  craftsman.  But  such  an 
argument  obviously  proves  nothing 
with  regard  to  a  possible  evolution  of 
the  first  woman  from  sub-human 
forms,  for  the  passage  is  perfectly 
clear  in  showing  us  that  Eve  was 
taken  physically,  literally  and  super- 
naturally  from  the  side  of  man. 

Once  we  grant  that  Eve  was 
created  supematurally,  of  course,  the 
whole  purpose  of  tr\'ing  to  interpret 
Adam's  creation  in  evolutionary  terms 
collapses.  To  connect  Adam's  body 
with  the  animal  kingdom  but  to 
admit  that  Eve's  body  was  directly 
created  would  be  absurd,  either  from 
the  standpoint  of  evolutionary  science 
or  Biblical  creationism.  We  may  not 
know  in  exact  detail  how  God  fash- 
ioned the  bodies  of  our  first  parents, 
but  that  He  created  them  miraculous- 
ly is  the  plain  teaching  of  Genesis. 

Moving  now  to  the  broader  con- 
text of  the  New  Testament,  we  find 
additional  light  on  the  creation  of 
man.  When  the  Pharisees  confront- 
ed the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  the  di- 
vorce question  (Matt.  19:3),  He  an- 
swered them  by  asserting  the  per- 
manence of  the  marriage  bond  in  the 
terms  of  Genesis  2:24— "Therefore 
shall  a  man  .  .  .  cleave  unto  his  wife: 
and  they  shall  be  one  flesh." 

Now  it  is  important  to  note  that 
our  Lord  introduced  this  reference 
to  the  first  marriage  in  Genesis  2 
(which  serves  as  a  God-given  pattern 
for  all  marriages)  by  appealing  to  a 
statement  in  Genesis  \:27—"male  and 
female  created  he  them."  In  other 
words,  the  uniqueness  of  human 
marriage  in  the  world  of  living  things 
is  based  not  only  upon  man's  spirit- 
ual nature,  but  also  upon  man's 
physical  nature,  and  hoth  were  creat- 
ed directly  by  God! 

In  opposition  to  the  theistic  evolu- 
tion position,  therefore,  the  Bible 
teaches  us  that  God  not  only  created 
man  in  His  image  and  likeness 
(spiritually),  but  also  male  and  fe- 
male (physically).  If  man  had  been 
an   animal   physically   before   he   ac- 


quired his  spiritual  nature,  he  would 
already  have  been  male  and  female, 
and  the  statements  of  Genesis  1:27 
and  Matthev;'  19:4  would  be  inac- 
curate and  misleading. 

Let  us  pursue  still  another  line.  In 
harmony  with  our  Lord's  teaching 
that  man  was  created  physically  as 
well  as  spiritually,  the  apostle  Paul 
states:  "All  flesh  is  not  the  same 
flesh:  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh 
of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts  .  .  ." 
(I  Cor.  15:39).  The  basic  thrust  of 
theistic  evolution,  of  course,  is  that 
all  flesh  on  earth  is  the  same  flesh. 
The  concept  of  the  family  tree  of  liv- 
ing things  (illustrated  in  the  earlv 
chapters  of  most  college  and  high 
school  textbooks  on  biolog)'  and  an- 
cient history)  depicts  the  human  race 
as  a  twig  on  the  branch  of  anthro- 
poid mammals.  Such  a  view  can- 
not be  harmonized  with  Paul's  doc- 
trine  of  man's  physical   uniqueness. 

Perhaps  the  clearest  New  Testa- 
ment statement  concerning  the  super- 
natural origin  of  mankind  is  found  in 
I  Corinthians  11:8  and  12— "For  the 
man  is  not  of  the  woman:  but  the 
woman  of  the  man.  .  .  .  For  as  the 
woman  is  of  the  man,  even  so  is  the 
man  also  hy  the  woman."  The  prepo- 
sition "of"  (ek)  has  reference  here 
to  ultimate  physical  origin,  while  the 
preposition  "by"  (dia)  refers  to  the 
process  of  birth.  Paul  is  saying  that 
while  all  men  today  are  born  of 
women,  women  had  their  ultimate 
origin  in  a  man  (compare  Gen.  3:20 
with  Acts  17:26  ASV).  But  this 
can  be  true  only  if  theistic  evolution 
is  false,  for  other^\'ise  the  first  woman 
would  ha\'e  come  physically  from  an 
animal,  not  a  man. 

What,  then,  is  our  conclusion?  If 
the  Bible  is  true,  then  two  great  mir- 
acles of  God  brought  the  human  race 
into  existence.  The  body  of  the  first 
man  was  formed  supematurally  from 
the  literal  dust  of  the  ground  and  be- 
came alive  the  moment  God's  invis- 
ible, spiritual  image  was  "breathed" 
into  him.  The  second  great  miracle 
occurred  when  a  woman  was  formed 
from  a  portion  of  this  man's  side. 

God  has  carefully  guarded  this  vast- 
ly important  doctrine  from  abuse  and 
perversion  by  a  wide  context  of  Bib- 
lical references  that  support  and 
clarify  the  basic  detailed  statements 
of  the  second  chapter  of  Genesis.     T 
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A  few  years  ago  Roger  Babson 
wrote  that  he  didn't  advocate  going 
back  to  the  old  out-house.  Neither  do 
I.  He  was  writing  about  the  irre- 
sponsibihty  of  our  younger  genera- 
tion. He  advocated  getting  back  to 
the  basic  three  R's  in  education.  Few, 
if  any,  paid  any  attention.  But  even 
more  important  is  the  need  for  the 
return  of  three  rare  antiques  to  our 
homes.  These  three  used  to  be  re- 
ferred to  as  the  family  altar,  the 
woodshed  and  the  prayer  closet.  It 
is  hoped  someone  will  pay  attention. 

The  Family  Altar 

"When  I  was  a  chaplain  in  an 
Arkansas  penitentiary,"  says  Mr. 
Hogg,  "out  of  seventeen  hundred 
convicts,  I  found  only  one  who  had 
been  brought  up  in  a  home  where 
they  had  an  old-fashioned  family  al- 
tar. I  heard  since  that  he  was  re- 
leased as  he  was  found  innocent. 
There  is  an  atmosphere  in  the  Chris- 
tian home  which  makes  it  impossible 
for  skepticism  or  atheism  to  live 
there.  May  God  give  us  back  the  old- 
fashioned  family  altar,  and  the  old- 
fashioned  Bible,  and  the  old-fashion- 
ed parents.  Then  the  Holy  Spirit  will 
come  down  as  the  glory  cloud  came 
down  on  the  Tabernacle." 
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Even  in  our  fundamental  church 
families  many  of  these  old-fashioned 
altars  are  missing.  With  the  passing 
of  the  older  generation,  many  of 
them  have  been  relegated  to  the  at- 
tics. In  the  spot  where  the  family 
altar  used  to  be  sits  the  modem 
electronic  device  that,  as  one  Bible 
institute  teacher  stated,  is  producing 
a  generation  of  vouth  with  grape- 
fruit eves  and  peanut  brains. 

If  there  isn't  room  in  our  homes 
for  both  (the  TV  and  the  family  al- 
tar), then  let  us  get  the  valuable  an- 
tique out  of  the  attic  and  remove  the 
less  valuable  article  to  a  place  less 
noticeable.  This  decisive  move  will 
do  spiritual  wonders  for  our  own 
souls  and  the  souls  of  our  children! 
And  it  will  also  make  a  telling  effect 
on  our  churches  for  good.  Father,  you 
are  the  God-appointed  spiritual  priest 
to  lead  your  family  to  God.  See 
Deuteronomy  6:6-9.  "Come,  ye 
children,  hearken  unto  me:  I  will 
teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord"  (Ps. 
34:11); 

The  Woodshed 

Only  the  older  generation  knows 
what  the  woodshed  is.  It  had  two  im- 
portant uses.  Wood  was  stored  in  this 
shed  for  the  kitchen  stove  and  the 


round  oak  heating  stove.  And  it  was 
here  that  many  sons  and  daughters 
received  some  of  their  most  valuable 
education.  When  put  into  the  stoves, 
the  wood  produced  needed  heat. 
When  applied  to  the  proper  spot  on 
disobedient  children,  it  produced 
responsible  citizens.  These  children 
learned  to  respect  authority. 

Does  this  old-fashioned  woodshed 
sound  too  rough?  It  is  rough.  I've 
been  there!  But  I  would  not  trade 
what  I  learned  there  for  all  the  mod- 
ern philosophical  methods  and  com- 
fortable classrooms  on  self-behavor- 
ism  put  together. 

To  the  Bible  this  old-fashioned 
woodshed  is  not  too  rough.  Listen  to 
this:  "He  that  spareth  his  rod  hateth 
[not  spoileth,  as  it  is  often  quoted] 
his  son:  but  he  that  loveth  him  chas- 
teneth  him  betimes"  (Prov.  13:24). 
Also  this:  "Chasten  thy  son  while 
there  is  hope,  and  let  not  thy  soul 
spare  for  his  crying"  (Prov.  19:18). 
And  this:  "Foolishness  is  bound  in 
the  heart  of  a  child;  but  the  rod  of 
correction  shall  drive  it  far  from  him" 
(Prov.  22:15).  And  two  more  verses: 
"Withhold  not  correction  from  the 
child:  for  if  thou  beatest  him  with  the 
rod,  he  shall  not  die.  Thou  shalt  beat 
him  with  the  rod,  and  shalt  deliver 
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his  soul  from  hell"  (Prov.  23:13-14). 

If  a  man  had  written  these  words 
we  would  call  him  brutal,  barbarous, 
irrational.  But  these  are  God's  words, 
and  we'd  better  be  careful  what  we 
call  Him! 

Get  one  thing  straight.  The 
chastening  work  (the  woodshed  work) 
of  a  faithful  father  is  a  work  of  love. 
The  lack  of  chastening  is  called 
hating  the  child.  Who  said  so?  God! 
And  He  ought  to  know;  He  made  us. 

Personally,  I  feel  sorry  for  the  child 
who  never  learns  where  God  has 
placed  authority.  In  the  home,  this 
authority  is  delegated  by  God  to  the 
parents.  Right  here  is  where  the  child 
must  learn  it  and  respect  it.  If  he 
doesn't  learn  it  here,  he  probably 
never  will.  If  he  learns  it  well  in  the 
home,  he  will  submit  to  authority  in 
the  school,  in  the  state  (civil  author- 
ity) and  in  the  church  (divine  author- 
ity). This  is  the  reason  the  Bible  can 
say  that  the  rod  "shall  deliver  his 
soul  from  hell." 

Some  time  ago  a  West  Coast  uni- 
versity professor  declared,  "We  are 
now  reaping  the  harvest  of  an  un- 
spanked  generation."  And  what  a 
harvest  we  are  seeing!  WTiat  else  ac- 
counts for  all  the  beatles,  beatniks, 
demonstrators  and  rebels?  How  else 
can  we  explain  all  the  disobedience, 
lawlessness  and  vandalism? 

Not  many  days  ago  I  heard  a 
schoolteacher  in  a  mid-western  city 
school  system  say  that  it  cost  $50,000 
a  year  just  to  replace  windows  in  the 
school  buildings  in  his  city.  Most  of 
this  was  deliberate  destruction  by 
vandalism.  Who  were  the  vandals? 
Undisciplined  youth!  Whose  fault 
was  it?  Parents  who  had  let  the  wood- 
shed rot  down! 

Thank  God  for  the  few  old-fash- 
ioned parents  who  still  have  the  old 
woodshed  in  good  working  order. 
There  still  are  a  few  fine,  well  dis- 
ciplined young  people  around. 

The  Prayer  Closet 

The  prayer  closet— what's  that? 
This  is  a  secret  place  where  the  in- 
dividual believer  gets  alone  with  His 
Heavenly  Father  and  talks  things 
over.  But  who  does  this  any  more? 
Who  has  the  time?  And  besides,  we 
must  be  on  the  very  friendliest  of 
terms  with  God  before  we  will  lay  our 
hearts  bare  before  Him.  It  is  in  the 
closet    that    we    will    become    most 


honest  with  our  Father  about  our  sins 
—yea,  every  secret  sin  that  is  no  one 
else's  business.  It  is  here  that  we  can 
best  lay  upon  Him  our  burdens.  And 
if  we  are  to  weep  o\'er  our  own  sins 
and  failures,  and  over  the  lost  con- 
dition of  our  sons,  daughters,  neigh- 
bors  and  friends,  it  will  probably  be 
in  this  closet  alone  with  God.  This 
kind  of  business  is  too  serious  and 
sacred  for  public  gaze  and  display. 

For  some  time  now  I  have  been 
tired  of  trying  to  run  human  organiza- 
tions devised  to  keep  the  church 
going.  I'm  tired  of  trying  the  hundred 
and  one  methods  different  men  have 
brainstormed.  I  think  Satan  is  mak- 
ing fools  of  us  when  we  come  to 
think  that  anything  else  can  take  the 
place  of  these  three  rare  antiques  of 
great  value.  The  local  church  can- 
not be  spiritually  stronger  than  the 
people  who  belong  to  it. 

People  live  (should,  at  least)  in 
homes.  But  what  kind  of  homes?  Is 
there  a  family  altar  in  your  home?  If 


not,  why  not?  Is  there  Biblical  dis- 
cipline in  your  home?  Parents,  are 
your  children  in  obedient  subjection 
to  you?  Do  they  know  that  you  are  to 
be  in  absolute  authority?  Now  turn 
to  Matthew  6:6  and  read  what  Jesus 
said  about  the  prayer  closet.  Have 
you  been  there  regularly?  T 
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"Sounds  like  ive  have  a  coufle  of 
good  future  prospects  for  the  church 
choir  in   there!"

call  home,  but  that  was  1,200  miles 
away.  I  considered  talking  to  my 
friends,  but  would  they  really  be 
concerned?  I  thought  of  turning  to 
the  Bible,  but  where  would  I  look? 
I  finally  thought  of  a  record  I  had 
from  the  FCA  summer  conference  of 
the  year  before,  and  as  I  listened  to 
it  I  heard  a  man  speak  whom  I've 
always  kind  of  idolized— Bob  Pettit. 
I  heard  him  say:  "We  are  not  trying 
for  the  state  championship,  nor  are 
we  playing  for  the  national  champion- 
ship. We  are  playing  but  for  one 
thing— the  victor)'  of  Christ  in  the 
hearts  of  men." 

Here  I  was  worried  about  my  aca- 
demics, my  basketball,  about  ever)'- 
thing,  and  had  been  neglecting  the 
one  thing  that  counts  the  most.  I 
never  did  receive  that  "bolt  of  light- 
ning," but  I  knew  the  moment  when 
I  heard  those  words  roll  off  that  rec- 
ord that  I  was  a  Christian.  I  had  been 
giving  my  life  to  the  wrong  goals.  I 
knew  then  that  I  wanted  to  give  my 
life  to  Jesus  Christ  and  His  ser\'ice. 
I  had  been  waiting  for  the  outside 
light  and  all  the  time  it  was  inside. 

I  believe  there  are  many  persons 


looking  for  Jesus,  wanting  someone 
to  tell  them  just  how  to  become  a 
Christian.  But  these  folks  are  waiting 
to  see  how  this  faith  works  in  the 
lives  of  those  who  profess  being 
Christians.  They  need  to  be  shown 
how  much  Jesus  really  means  to  you 
and  me.  He  was  a  man  who  came 
to  the  people,  the  neglected,  the 
hungry,  really  whoever  would  have 
Him.  I  know  that  Jesus  Christ  is  as 
close  and  as  personal  as  you  will  let 
Him  be,  but  no  more.  You  have  to 
open  up  your  heart. 

To  know  Christ  each  of  us  needs 
to  let  Him  come  into  our  life.  Let 
Him  show  you  the  way— not  the 
way  to  fortune,  fame,  and  praise 
to  your  name— but  let  Him  show  you 
the  way  to  know  His  kingdom, 
power,  and  glory.  The  choice  is  sim- 
ple between  the  eternal  and  the  pass- 
ing, between  the  strong  and  the  weak, 
between  the  living  challenge  and 
boring  conformity,  between  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  world.  I  love  Jesus 
Christ  and  I  try  to  ser\'e  Him  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  no  matter  how 
small  and  insignificant  that  might 
be.  But  I've  made  my  choice  and  I've 
never  regretted  it.  Have  you?  ▼ 
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'7  Want  Nothing  To  Do 

With  Jesus  Christ!"  ^ 

'*I  want  nothing-  to  do  with  Jesus  Christ!"  How  many 
times  in  my  16  years  of  missionary  service  to  the  Jewish 
people  of  Los  Angeles  have  I  heard  those  words!  Each 
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time  I  hear  them  they  shake  me  to 
the  bottom  of  my  soul. 

I  think  of  the  httle  old  man  with 
his  crisp,  gray  hair  and  his  clipped, 
gray  beard.  Several  times  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  talk  vwth  him  in  his 
home,  opening  up  the  Word  of  God 
to  him.  He  is  gone  now.  His  last 
words  are  still  ringing  in  my  ears. 
"I  want  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ."  It  is  too  late  for  him,  now. 
He  knows  the  truth  but  it  is  far,  far 
too  late.  He  must  now  bow  the  knee 
to  the  One  in  whom  he  could  not 
believe. 

As  I  look  back,  I  think  of  the 
many  homes  where  I  have  called;  I 
think  of  the  many  rejections  of  liter- 
ature; of  the  passive  acceptance  of 
others;  and  of  those  who  really  lis- 
tened because  there  was  a  need  in 
their  hearts,  although  they  may  not 
have  been  aware  of  it. 

The  Jewish  mission  field  is  a 
great  one,  but  missionaries  alone  can 
barely  scratch  the  surface.  It  is  for 
those  in  the  church,  for  the  believer 
who  knows  Jesus  Christ  personally, 
to  contact  the  Jew  individually,  and 
deal  with  him  through  the  Holv 
Spirit  of  God.  In  no  other  way  can 
Jews  be  reached  as  effectively  with 
the  gospel. 

It  is  not  "romantic"  or  easy  to  ring 
doorbells  daily  and  to  tell  blank  faces 
they  are  sinners;  that  there  must  be 
a  sacrifice  for  their  sin  in  order  for 
them  to  have  fellowship  with  God; 
and  that  the  sacrifice  is  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ.  My  own  experiences 
have  been  many  in  the  past  16  years. 


One  day  stands  out  in  my  mind. 

The  sun  was  warm  in  the  January 
sky.  Here  and  there  a  tiny  wisp  of 
a  cloud  hovered  lazily.  The  street  was 
Ions  and  narrow,  stretching  endless- 
Iv,  it  seemed,  as  I  began  at  the  "top" 
to  make  my  way  down  one  side.  It 
was  an  apartment  section.  Some 
apartments  housed  24  families,  some 
16,  and  some  only  six  to  eight.  With- 
out exception,  they  were  Jewish  j>eo- 
ple. 

I  have  often  heard  Los  Angeles 
spoken  of  as  a  cold,  unfriendly  city. 
In  spite  of  this,  people  were  visiting 
back  and  forth.  To  this  dav  I  dislike 
to  make  the  first  call  of  the  morning. 
So,  with  the  usual  reluctance,  I  ap- 
proached the  first  apartment.  Out- 
side, two  ladies  were  sunning  them- 
selves within  a  stucco  fence. 

"Good  morning,"  I  said,  smiling. 
"I  have  something  to  make  your  day 
more  enjoyable." 

They  looked  at  me  crossly.  Nei- 
ther answered. 

I  began  to  tell  them  about  sin  and 
that  we  all  need  a  sacrifice  for  it.  At 
last  one  said,  "We  will  read  it.  We 
will  read  it."  She  was  brushing  me 
off. 

The  next  apartment  was  a  large 
one.  At  517V2  upstairs  an  elderly  man 
came  to  the  door.  His  expression  was 
not  antagonistic.  I  explained  that  the 
"Mediator"  (our  contact  paper  con- 
taining a  tract)  was  written  by  Jew- 
ish men  who  believed  Jesus  was  the 
Messiah.  Would  he  mind  reading  it? 
No,  he  would  not  mind.  In  fact, 
being  in   a   talkative   mood,   he   told 


me  about  a  Jewish  man  in  Chicago 
who  had  spoken  to  him  about  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

At  this  point  his  wife  interrupted 
him  and  began  to  take  issue  with  me 
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in  Yiddish.  About  every  third  sen- 
tence she  would  say  in  perfect  Eng- 
lish, "Why  don't  you  get  another 
job?"  Her  husband  seemed  embar- 
rassed and  tried  to  soothe  her.  She 
yanked  the  "Mediator"  out  of  his 
hand  and  tore  it  into  little  pieces. 
"Bah!"  she  said. 

I  offered  him  another  which  he 
tucked  safely  under  his  arm  out  of 
her  reach.  I  talked  a  little  longer 
about  real  peace  with  God  and  the 
need  for  fellowship  with  Him.  Then, 
realizing  I  was  only  annoying  his 
wife,  I  left.  As  I  went  down  the 
stairs  she  said:  "Get  yourself  another 
job  and  stop  bothering  us!"  I  grinned 
to  myself  as  I  heard  him  reply,  "Now, 
now,  Sarah.  .  .  ." 

Downstairs  the  lady  flatly  told  me 
no  and  banged  the  door  shut.  At  the 
apartment  across  the  hall,  an  elderly 
lady  accepted  the  "Mediator."  As  she 
did,  the  door  across  the  hall  opened 
again. 

"I'm  going  to  tell  the  Rabbi  on  you, 
Tillie!"  Bang!  went  the  door.  The 
man  from  upstairs  was  now  down  on 
the  walk  reading  the  "Mediator" 
with   obvious  interest. 

On  a  cross  street  at  8333  an  el- 
derly man  opened  the  door.  The 
record  said  he  had  refused  the  liter- 
ature the  last  time.  He  was  friendlv 
until  he  saw  what  I  had. 

"What  do  you  want  from  me?"  he 


^^It  is  not  'romantic 
to  ring  doorbells  and  tell 
blank  faces  they  are  sinners.'' 
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asked.  "Do  you  want  me  to  believe 
in  your  Jesus?" 

I  told  him  our  interest  was  getting 
Jewish  people  to  read  the  Tenach 
(Old  Testament)  and  to  realize  God 
says  we  are  all  sinners  and  we  can- 
not have  fellowship  with  Him  vwth- 
out  the  proper  sacrifice  for  our  sin. 

"I  know  all  that,"  he  said.  "We 
Jews  don't  need  you  to  tell  us  what 
to  do." 

"Do  you  have  a  sacrifice  for  your 
sin?" 

He  shrugged.  "Who  knows?  Okay, 
so  I'll  read  it.  Now  what  else  do  you 
want  from  me?"  He  grinned.  "Okay, 
okay,  go  give  out  your  little  papers. 
I'm  a  busy  man."  Gently,  but  firm- 
Iv,  the  door  of  8333  closed. 

At  8370,  some  thirty  calls  later,  I 
found  another  upstairs  apartment.  On 
the  door  was  a  small  grill  about  the 
size  of  a  50  cent  piece.  When  I 
rang,  it  was  opened  to  reveal  a  round, 
brown  eye. 

'What  do  you  want?"  The  voice 
sounded  young  and  anything  but 
friendly.  I  held  up  the  "Mediator." 
"I'd  like  to  leave  this  little  paper  with 
you,"  I  said  to  the  eye. 

"If  it  is  about  Jesus  Christ,  I  don't 
want  it.  I  don't  want  anything  to  do 
with  Jesus  Christ." 

There  was  no  point  in  trving  to 
talk  with  an  eye  and  the  door  was 
obviouslv  not  going  to  be  opened. 
The  card  said:  Refused  "Mediator." 
Wants  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ. 

I  looked  at  my  watch.  It  was  now 
11:15.  I  debated  for  a  minute,  stand- 
ing on  the  curb.  Should  I  do  another 
block  and  run  the  risk  of  getting 
into  a  long  conversation  just  at  lunch 
time  or  should  I  stop  and  look  for  my 
husband  who  was  calling  a  few  blocks 
away?  I  decided  on  the  former,  not- 
ing there  were  only  five  houses  re- 
maining in  the  next  block.  Some  had 
been  cleared  away  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  apartment  building. 

An  elderly  man  was  coming  down 
the  walk.  "Are  you  8381?"  I  asked. 

"What  are  you,  a  missionary?"  He 
eyed  the  "Mediators"  under  my  arm. 
"If  that  stuff  is  about  Jesus  Christ, 
I  don't  want  it!" 

I  tried  to  talk  to  him  but  he  growl- 
ed at  me:  "Go  to  the  Christians!"  and 
walked  away. 

Next  was  another  elderly  man.  I 
had  no  sooner  offered  him  a  "Media-

tor"  than  he  besan  to  scream  at  me. 
The  sum  and  substance  of  his  anger 
was  that  I  had  ruined  his  entire  day 
because  I  was  trying  to  convert  Jew- 
ish people  to  my  belief. 

I  tried  to  calm  him,  because  he 
was  quite  loud.  "Have  I  asked  you 
to  do  anything  but  read  a  little 
paper?"  I  asked.  "You  don't  have  to 
agree  with  it,  you  know.  You  read 
many  things  with  which  vou  do  not 
agree,  I  am  sure." 

He  wasn't  listening.  "You  don't 
find  Jewish  people  out  banging  on 
doors  trving  to  sell  their  religion,  do 
you?  No,  they  have  more  sense.  They 
mind  their  own  business  as  you 
should  be  doing."  By  this  time  he  was 
screamins  asain. 

"Do  you  want  your  neighbors  to 
hear  you?"  I  asked.  Then,  as  he 
quieted  a  little,  I  told  him  that  Jews 
today  couldn't  "sell"  their  religion  be- 
cause they  had  no  hope  to  offer  a 
lost,  weary  world.  He  began  to  scream 
again. 

"I  won't  talk  if  it  upsets  you  so," 
I  said,  preparing  to  leave. 

"No,  wait!  See  this  ring?"  He 
showed  me  a  ring  with  a  triangle  on 
it.  "You  would  be  surprised  if  you 
knew  what  it  stands  for." 

"Tell  me." 

"No,  I  took  an  oath  not  to  talk 
about  it.  You  wouldn't  understand, 
anyway.  Whv  should  I  tell  you?  Do 
you  know  why  I  don't  believe  that 
trash?  I  have  four  degrees  after  my 
name." 

"Do  they  make  you  happy?"  I 
asked  him.  He  didn't  answer  but  I 
was  beginning  to  understand  him. 
"You  had  better  ask  yourself  some 
questions.  Ask  why  the  name  of  Jesus 
sends  you  into  a  fit  of  anger.  It  isn't 
me  you  dislike— it  is  the  One  I  rep- 
resent. You  can't  see  God;  you  can't 
feel  Him;  you  can't  understand  Him; 
so  you  don't  believe  He  is.  Even 
with  your  degrees,  God  eludes  you." 


His  mood  changed.  "How  do  peo- 
ple receive  you?" 

I  shrugged.  "Some  are  interested; 
others  don't  want  to  be  bothered;  but 
mostly  they  are  willing  to  read  the 
'Mediator.' " 

"How  much  are  your  little  papers?" 

"Nothing.  They  are  free,  like  God's 
gift  of  salvation." 

o 

He  didn't  smile.  Gruffly,  he  said: 
"Give  me  one  of  those  papers." 

On  the  way  home  my  mind  kept 
going  back  to  those  who  said:  "I 
don't  want  anything  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ."  In  spite  of  the  warm  sun- 
shine, I  shivered.  How  do  vou  live 
without  Him!  I  still  remembered  the 
days  when  I,  myself,  did  not  know 
Him.  I  could  still  remember  the  un- 
named fear  that  went  to  bed  with  me 
each  night;  the  days  when  there  was 
something  missing,  though  I  didn't 
know  what.  People  can  always  fill 
their  days  with  material  things— ah, 
yes,  but  the  nights  are  when  you  are 
alone— alone.  .  .  .  Jewish  people  who 
want  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus  Christ 
must  have  the  same  fears.  Each  time 
I  put  away  the  little  record  cards  I 
think:  "This  day  is  finished.  With  it 
has  gone,  perhaps,  the  last  oppor- 
tunity some  of  these  will  ever  have 
to  hear  about  Him.  The  saddest 
words  they  will  remember  are:  'I 
want  nothing  to  do  with  Jesus 
Christ.' " 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  there 
are  never  enough  missionaries  to  go 
around.  How,  then,  can  missionaries 
to  the  Jewish  people  cope  with  the 
great  numbers  of  Jews  who  will  go 
into  eternity  lost  without  Christ?  The 
only  possible  solution  is  for  mem- 
bers of  churches  to  get  a  real  vision  of 
this  vast  mission  field.  It  is  up  to 
them  to  seek  out  their  Jewish  friends 
and  neighbors  by  indhndiial  contact 
and  to  seek  to  win  them  to  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God.'  T 
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On  December  10,  1965,  after 
more  than  four  years  of  'mtense 
suffering  caused  by  cancer,  Mrs. 
Van  Der  Puy  entered  the  presence 
of  the  Lord.  A  Jewish  nurse  who 
bad  attended  her  said  to  an  ad- 
ministrator in  her  hospital,  "For 
a  long  time  I  have  been  waiting 
to  see  a  true  Christian  .  .  .  and 
now  I  have  seen  one." 

Mrs.  Van  Der  Puy  was  the  wife 
of  Abe  C.  Van  Der  Puy,  president 
of  the  World  Radio  Missionary 
Fellowship. 

Mr.  Van  Der  Puy  has  written, 
"The  holy  beauty  which  many 
saw  in  their  contact  with  Dolores 
reached  back  all  the  way  into  her 
most  private  life.  In  every  home 
circumstance  we  witnessed  her 
simple  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and 
her  walk  in  the  fulness  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Some  seem  to  think  that 
the  kind  of  spiritual  victory  she 
had  is  possible  for  only  a  select 
few  of  God's  children.  This  is  not 
true.  Anyone  can  have  it  simply 
by  taking  the  little  bundle  of 
bis  life  and  laying  it  at  the  feet 
of  Jesus."

All  Christians  have  a  basic  prob- 
lem. It's  the  question  of  how  to  have 
personal  victorv  in  every  situation  oF 
life.  I  have  found  a  formula  for  it 
in  II  Corinthians  13:1 1  of  the  Living 
Letters  paraphrase.  There  are  four 
simple  commands:  (1)  rejoice,  (2) 
grow  up  in  Christ,  (3)  be  comforted, 
(4)  live  in  harmonv  and  peace. 

You  will  never  have  a  problem  that 
goes  bevond  this  formula.  As  I  look 
at  the  first  command,  "Rejoice,"  I 
realize  the  whole  formula  depends 
on  this.  If  you  can't  rejoice,  vou  can 
never  go  on  to  the  other  three  com- 
mands. 
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VICTORY 

at  Any  Price 


To  rejoice  when  the  hard  things 
come  in  life  is  often  to  rejoice  alone. 
Others  tend  to  look  on  the  human 
side  which  sees  no  cause  for  rejoic- 
ing when  difficult  circumstances 
come.  I  really  don't  want  you  to  go 
through  a  difficult  experience,  and 
you  don't  want  me  to.  Amy  Car- 
michael  said  that  we  need  to  prav 
for  courage  to  allow  our  loved  ones 
to  go  through  difficulties.  We  all 
want  the  best  for  our  children.  But 
we  don't  always  kno\\'  what's  best  for 
them.  We  would  give  them  only  the 
good  things  of  life.  We  would  keep 
them  from  all  suffering.  At  least  I 
would  for  my  children,  and  I'm  sure 
you  would  for  yours.  But  the  absence 
of  suffering  has  never  built  character. 
It  is  often  the  hard  things  that  bring 
us  closer  to  the  Lord. 

I  cannot  forget  what  my  husband 
has  sometimes  said,  that  our  char- 
acter is  revealed  by  what  spills  over 
when  we're  bumped  unpleasantly. 
As  I  look  back  I  am  appalled  at  what 
spilled  over  out  of  my  life.  It  cer- 
tainly wasn't  the  character  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  But  there  came 
a  time  in  mv  life  when  I  had  to  face 
life  realistically.  Either  God  was 
doing  what  was  right  or  He  wasn't 
God.  And  I  was  sinning  by  not  will- 
ingly  accepting  what  God  had  sent 
to  me. 

I  remember  the  first  time  I  was 
bumped  by  my  particular  illness. 
Our  family  doctor  had  to  tell  me  the 
nature  of  my  malady.  I'm  sure  he 
was  appalled  at  what  spilled  out  of 
my  life.  But  there  came  a  dav  when 
I  recognized  that  I  didn't  need  anv- 
thing  else  but  the  Lord  Jesus  him- 


self. He  could  supply  my  need  for 
anything  that  came  to  me  and  all  I 
had  to  do  was  take  it  from  His  hand 
and  sav  "Thank  you,"  and  rejoice. 

The  next  time  I  was  bumped  with 
this  particular  illness  another  doctor 
had  to  tell  me  exactly  what  I  was 
facing.  This  time  it  was  really  much 
more  serious,  for  the  only  hope  he 
could  give  me  was  that  of  time.  But 
it  wasn't  the  battle  that  it  had  been 
the  first  time.  God  had  shown  me 
with  Paul,  "whether  we  live  or 
whether  we  die,"  we  are  the  Lord's. 
Life  and  death  are  both  glorious  for 
the  Christian,  and  God  may  be 
pleased  to  use  either  one.  It  isn't  ours 
to  choose.  He  knows  what  is  best. 

Just  a  few  weeks  ago,  I  had  an- 
other bump.  Another  doctor  had  to 
spell  out  my  future.  I  don't  think  he 
would  have  told  me  if  I  were  not  so 
carefree  now  about  it.  I  know  mv  life 
is  in  God's  hands.  What  comes  to  me 
is  right.  He  can  preserve  me  even  in 
this  condition.  He  has  preserved  me 
for  four  \'ears. 

I  am  grateful  today  that  I  have 
learned  to  rejoice  in  every  circum- 
stance. I  don't  really  have  a  problem 
in  the  world.  Because  of  this  atti- 
tude on  my  part,  I  feel  that  God  has 
made  our  home  a  place  to  be  treas- 
ured. He  has  done  much  for  our 
children  and  for  those  around  us. 
Others  can  rejoice  with  us. 

Now  the  second  command  involves 
a  long,  long  process.  "Grow  up  in 
Christ."  I  am  convinced  that  we  don't 
realize  the  depth  of  commitment  that 
this  takes. 

To  mind  comes  the  picture  of  the 
vine  with  its  branches  growing  from 
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it.  When  you  look  at  the  vine,  you 
see  this  wonderful  living  thing,  so 
sturdy,  so  sufficient.  It  has  every- 
thing the  branches  need.  We  expect 
to  see  luxuriant  branches  just  load- 
ed with  fruit.  Not  the  fruit  that  we 
are  going  to  bear,  but  the  fruit  that 
the  Holv  Spirit  can  bear  in  us:  love, 
joy,  peace,  meekness,  longsuffering 
and  all  the  rest.  We  expect  to  see  this 
in  profusion  because  the  vine  is  so 
complete  and  so  willing  to  pour  its 
life  into  the  branches.  But  actuallv 
the  branches  appear  pretty  weak. 
Thev  don't  have  much  fruit  for  the 
world  to  see.  Because  so  little  fruit 
has  grown  the  husbandman  comes 
around  to  clip  off  this,  clip  off  that, 
put  on  a  little  more  fertilizer  and 
hope  that  next  year  each  branch  will 
bear  more  fruit. 

Reese  Hovvells  in  his  book,  htter- 
cessor,  says,  "One  thing  the  husband- 
man won't  do  is  to  graft  the  old  life 
into  the  vine.  Self  can  never  abide  in 
the  Saviour.  Not  an  atom  of  it."  Do 
we  really  believe  that?  Or  do  we  crv 
out  when  He  comes  to  cut  away  that 
which  isn't  pleasing  to  Him?  That 
which  self  inspires?  Most  of  us  put 
up  quite  a  fight  when  He  tries  to 
cut  off  things  which  hinder  our 
spiritual  growth.  But  there  is  noth- 
ing else  that  will  make  us  grow  up 
into  Christ  like  God's  pruning  proc- 
ess. 

The  third  command,  and  I  have 
sometimes  wondered  why  it's  here,  is 
a  verv  simple  one.  It  says,  "Be  com- 
forted." This  implies  that  God  has 
provided  everything  we  need  for  com- 
fort. All  we  have  to  do  is  accept  it. 
I've  found  here,  too,  that  friends  and 
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loved  ones  are  not  much  help  be- 
cause they  sympathize  with  me  rather 
than  strengthen  my  hands  in  God. 

I  have  a  dear  friend  who  knows 
the  Lord  well.  She  is  a  person  who 
is  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  a  most 
remarkable  way.  She  visited  me  in 
the  hospital  while  I  was  going 
through  such  pain  it's  difficult  to  de- 
scribe. I  look  back  on  those  five 
weeks  in  the  hospital  as  very  black. 
I  didn't  know  such  pain  existed.  I 
wondered  whv  God  would  allow  me 
to  have  this  pain.  My  own  heart 
found  it  difficult  to  accept  comfort 
in  this  situation.  My  friend  confessed 
to  me  after  mv  discharge  from  the 
hospital:  "I  left  your  room  and  just 
cried  out  to  the  Lord  to  take  you 
home.  I  just  couldn't  stand  to  see  you 
suffer."  But  this  was  not  the  will  of 
God.  God  was  showing  me  that  He 
has  to  take  off  our  little  asbestos  suits 
because  gold  is  only  refined  through 
fire.  I  learned  very  quickly  that 
when  we  pass  through  fire,  He  is 
with   us. 

Perhaps  the  last  command  is  the 
most  important.  It  is  so  simple  vou 
can't  miss  its  meaning.  "Live  in  har- 
mony and  peace."  I  have  found  as 
I  have  gone  on  with  the  Lord  that  I 
cannot  leave  anvthins  in  mv  life  that 

o 

would  hinder  my  fellowship  with 
anyone— whether  it  be  their  thoughts 
against  me  or  mv  thoughts  against 
them.  I've  had  to  humble  myself 
many  times  to  go  to  people  to  clear 
up  a  grudge  or  a  misunderstanding. 
Now  I  can  look  at  anyone  with  the 
love  the  Holv  Spirit  gives  me  for 
him.  The  fellowship  I  have  with 
God's  people  today  is  so  precious,  I 


wonder  why  it  took  me  so  long  to 
learn  this  lesson. 

Paul's  command  doesn't  only  say 
"peace,"  you  notice;  it  says  "harmony 
and  peace."  I've  found  that  harmonv 
among  Christians  makes  an  impres- 
sion on  the  world.  Even  though  the 
body  of  Christ  seems  so  split  and  so 
full  of  factions,  God  sees  it  perfect 
and  entire  and  moving  together  just 
as  He  planned  it.  This  is  what  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  trying  to  do  in  us 
today.  What  He  does  for  me  He 
doesn't  do  merely  for  me;  He  does  it 
for  the  body.  God  has  planned  that 
the  world  see  His  people  moving 
ahead  in  unity.  It  doesn't  always 
come  easily,  though,  because  God  so 
often  uses  those  around  us  to  humble 
us  in  order  to  make  us  into  some- 
thing. 

Or,  God  may  use  circumstances 
to  break  us  and  bring  us  to  the  place 
where  He  can  bless  us  and  others 
through  us.  But  God  onlv  goes  as 
far  as  we  are  willing  to  let  Him  go. 
Several  vears  ago  as  I  faced  the  fact 
that  I  had  cancer,  I  told  Him  I  was 
willing.  At  that  time  I  had  no  idea 
what  He  was  going  to  do.  But  I'm 
glad  that  that  dav  I  truly  consecrat- 
ed mv  life  to  Him.  Otherwise,  many 
times  I  would  have  wanted  to  turn 
back.  I  feel  as  if  I'm  just  touching  the 
fringes  of  what  God  has  for  me,  but 
I  realize  that  it  isn't  necessary  for 
me  to  be  in  good  health.  He  can  use 
illness  as  much  as  or  more  than  He 
can  use  good  health. 

I  thought  when  I  first  became  ill 
that  I  was  being  set  off  on  a  shelf  and 
that  1  would  have  no  work  for  God. 
I  couldn't  even  sing.  But  the  Holy 
Spirit  brought  me  to  realize  that  He 
would  do  God's  work  in  and  through 
me.  He  used  mv  telephone  and  my 
doorbell  to  bring  f)eople  to  me  that 
He  needed  to  bless  through  what  He 
has  given  me.  The  blessing  was  not 
only  for  me  but  also  for  others.  There 
is  never  a  day  when  God  doesn't 
bring  to  me  someone  who  needs  the 
message  that  Jesus  Christ  in  any  cir- 
cumstance is  absolutely  enough. 
There  is  nothing  we  will  ever  need 
from  here  to  eternity  that  He  is  not 
able   to   supplv. 

Oh,  may  each  of  us  be  willing  to 
accept  all  that  God  wants  to  do  in 
us  to  build  a  Christlike  character,  not 
counting  the  cost  but  saying,  "Vic- 
tory at  any  price!"  T

Now  that  you  are  a  believer,  vou 
should  know  that  Jesus  Christ  has 
pro\ided  victory  o\er  sin   for  you. 

There  hath  no  temptation  taken 
you  but  such  as  is  common  to  man: 
but  God  is  faithful,  who  will  not 
suffer  you  to  be  tempted  above  that 
ye  are  able;  but  will  with  the  tempta- 
tion also  make  a  wav  to  escajje,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it.— The  Lord 
knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  godlv 
out  of  temptations.— For  in  that  he 
himself  hath  suffered  being  tempted, 
he  is  able  to  succour  them  that  are 
tempted.— He  is  able  to  save  them  to 
the  uttermost  that  come  unto  God 
by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make 
intercession  for  them.

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Mothers  in 
Foreign  Lands

"Mother"!  No  matter  what  the 
language  in  which  this  word  is 
spoken,  it  is  doubtful  that  there  is 
any  other  word  so  universally  mean- 
ingful. To  Americans,  who  have 
firmly  established  the  custom  of  ob- 
serving Mother's  Day,  even  all  the 
commercialization  of  the  day  has  not 
overshadowed  the  fact  that  much 
honor  is  due  to  mothers.  And  even 
the  loudest  praises  and  most  lavish 
expressions  of  love  can  in  no  ade- 
quate wav  compensate  for  the  well- 
performed  job  of  motherhood— par- 
ticularly that  of  Christian  mother- 
hood. In  a  unique  sense  the  power  of 
the  Gospel  is  particularlv  potent 
when  it  comes  into  the  hands— and 
heart  and  life— of  a  mother.  A  dedi- 
cated. God-fearing  Christian  mother 
will  never  relax  her  pravers  and  her 
efforts  to  see  her  children  come  to 
Christ. 

It  is  a  known  fact  that  in  lands 
where  Christ  has  been  preached,  the 
role  of  the  woman  is  on  a  far  higher 
plane    than    in    heathen    or   unevan- 
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gelized  areas.  Not  only  does  the 
power  of  the  Gospel  change  the  in- 
dividual woman  herself.  Because  it 
brings  a  different  set  of  values  into 
focus  and  being,  the  status  of  the 
woman  is  elevated  as  well,  and  her 
usefulness  comes  to  the  fore  in  ways 
other  than  the  strictly  physical. 

Four  women  who  either  grew  up 
in  other  lands  themselves,  or  who 
have  lived  and  worked  on  foreign 
soils,  have  told  of  the  role  of  women, 
along  with  some  of  the  customs,  in 
these  lands.  Mrs.  Rav  Davis  comes 
from  Argentina  and  Mrs.  Jose 
Thompson  from  Puerto  Rico.  Mrs. 
Fred  Fogle  and  Mrs.  Rose  Foster 
have  served  as  missionaries  in  France 
and  Africa,  respectively. 

Mrs.  Davis  remembers  her  fine 
Christian  mother,  who  had  great 
concern  that  her  children  misht 
know  the  Lord  and  serve  Him.  When 
the  youngest  of  the  five  children  was 
vet  verv  small  and  the  mother  was 
not  well,  she  praved  eamestlv  that 
God  mioht  allow  her  to  live  until  her 

o 

voungest  was  15  and  until  all  her 
children  knew  the  Lord.  And  God 
answered  her  prayers. 

Mrs.  Thompson's  familv  was  a 
church-minded  familv— though  not 
Catholic  as  one  might  expect  in  a 
Latin  American  land.  These  folks 
were  Protestants,  but  not  saved.  The 
children  were  obliged  to  be  obedient 
to  their  parents  and  to  respect  them, 
and  were  not  given  the  opportunity 
for  verv  much  personal  freedom  until 
thev  were  grown. 


Mrs.  Fogle  points  out  the  fact  that 
most  French  parents  are  very  strict 
with  their  children  and  demand  ex- 
plicit obedience,  and  the  children 
are  required  to  treat  their  parents 
with  definite  respect.  "They  would 
never  'talk  back'  to  a  parent."  French 
families  are  closely  knit  throughout 
life,  and  are  very  affectionate.  No 
child  would  think  of  going  to  bed  or 
leaving  the  house  without  kissing  the 
adults.  Even  when  meeting  familv 
members  on  the  street,  they  kiss. 

In  an  Argentine  home,  says  Mrs. 
Davis,  the  mother's  place  is  in  the 
home,  caring  for  her  husband  and 
children.  'The  center  of  the  home  is 
the  mother.  Without  the  mother  it 
really  isn't  a  home.  She  is  really  the 
queen  of  the  home."  This  is  largely 
true  also  in  Puerto  Rico,  Mrs. 
Thompson  agrees. 

One  question  asked  was  whether 
the  young  people  in  these  lands  en- 
joy the  same  degree  of  freedom  as 
do  the  youth  of  the  LInited  States. 

The  Latin  American  ladies  say 
definitely  no.  Mrs.  Thompson  re- 
calls that  "there  was  the  plaza  and 
we  used  to  go  there  and  walk  around, 
but  we  couldn't  be  by  ourselves," 
and  they  had  to  be  chaperoned. 
When  a  girl  finishes  high  school, 
then  she  may  "have  a  boy  friend  and 
get  engaged."  However,  Mrs.  Thomp- 
son admits  that  there  is  probably  a 
tendency  in  Puerto  Rico  now  toward 
a  little  relaxation  in  this  strict  conduct 
demanded  of  young  people. 

On  the  question  of  youthful  free- 
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dom,  Mrs.  Fogle  says  yes— and  no.  In 
many  respects,  French  young  people 
have  few  restrictions,  and  yet  not  in 
"the  better  famiHes."  Young  people 
start  dating  much  later  than  in  the 
U.S. 

It  seems  to  be  true  in  these  other 
lands  that  children  have  much  more 
demanded  of  them  in  their  school 
work  than  in  this  country.  Mrs. 
Fogle  says  there  is  no  time  at  all  for 
extracurricular  activities  in  French 
schools,  and  there  are  no  clubs  or 
other  organizations  in  the  schools. 
Argentine  children  have  much  school 
work  to  do,  also.  Puerto  Rican  moth- 
ers encourage  their  children  in  school: 
"Some  mothers  didn't  have  the  op- 
portunity to  go  to  school,  so  they  want 
their  children  to  get  an  education." 

What  happens  when  mothers  come 
to  know  Christ?  "It  makes  everything 
different,"  says  Mrs.  Davis.  There  is 
no  compromise.  The  mother  becomes 
"definitely"  Christian,  and  her  great 
desire  is  that  her  husband  and  chil- 
dren also  become  Christians.  Separa- 
tion is  greatly  stressed  in  Argentina; 
Christians  want  to  be  known  as  dif- 
ferent from  worldly  people.  This 
applies  in  the  case  of  Christian  young 
people,  too.  Therefore,  the  things  of 
the  world  hold  no  temptation  for 
them.  "If  you're  a  Christian,  you're 
all  Christian."  She  says,  furthermore, 
that  in  the  Christian  homes  there  are 
not  the  problems  commonly  expected 
with  teen-age  girls  in  our  own  coun- 
try. The  girls  are  willing  to  go  along 
with  their  mothers— literally.  She 
mentions  that  girls  attend  WMC 
meetings  from  their  early  teens  and 
on,  and  it  is  no  problem  to  them  to 
be  in  the  company  of  the  older  wom- 
en. "My  mother  was  always  my  best 
friend,"  she  states  firmly. 

The  French  families  just  seem  to 
live  all  vear  for  their  month  of  va-

cation  in  the  summer;  they  save  and 
plan  for  this,  as  the  highlight  of  their 
year.  Why  are  the  French  mothers, 
along  with  all  other  French  people,  so 
exceedingly  difficult  to  reach  for 
Christ?  Mrs.  Fogle  has  pondered  long 
on  this  question.  "It's  all  basically  a 
sin  problem  .  .  .  they  just  don't  have 
a  proper  evaluation  of  sin.  .  .  ."  In 
fact,  they  don't  really  know  the 
meaning  of  the  word  "sin."  And  sin 
is  ingrained  in  their  lives. 

As  yet  African  mothers  haven't 
been  mentioned.  But  this  is  because 
the  African  situation  is  so  different 
from  those  in  the  other  countries 
dealt  with.  The  Gospel  has  made  a 
great  change  in  a  lot  of  African  wom- 
en— yes,  indeed.  But  instead  of  the 
women  and  children  being  the  ones 
coming  to  Christ  first,  as  is  the  case 
in  many  places,  in  Africa  more  often 
the  men  were  first  reached.  Some- 
times the  women  have  been  slow  to 
come,  and  slow  even  to  attempt  to 
learn  because  of  their  downtrodden 
condition  for  generations  past.  In  the 
"old  days"  life's  prospects  were  dark

indeed  for  a  girl.  She  married  early, 
and  had  nothing  to  look  forward  to 
except  to  serve  her  husband,  bear 
children,  and  work— constant,  un- 
relenting work  throughout  her  years. 
It  was  the  responsibility  of  the  wom- 
en not  only  to  prepare  the  food  for 
their  families,  but  to  provide  it  as 
well.  Even  vet,  to  a  great  extent  this 
is  true.  Therefore,  gardens  are  vital 
to  the  African  women.  Children, 
especiallv  the  girls,  are  very  young 
when  they  have  to  go  to  the  gardens 
with  their  mothers,  either  to  "baby- 
sit" the  younger  ones  or  to  wield  the 
hoes  themselves.  But  now  it  is  pos- 
sible for  a  girl  to  attend  the  govern- 
ment  schools,  and  eventually  either 
go  into  schoolteaching  herself,  or 
clerk  in  a  store,  or  work  in  an  office. 

One  of  the  sidelights  on  the  Afri- 
can scene  is  that  very  little  is  done 
in  the  disciplining  of  children.  "I 
never  saw  anyone  whip  a  child,"  says 
Mrs.  Foster.  (On  the  rare  occasions 
when  discipline  is  administered,  it  is 
done  in  anger  and  cruelty.)  This  is 
indeed  a  contrast  to  the  other  lands, 
where  strict  discipline  is  maintained! 

The  key  to  the  family  situation  and 
the  status  of  the  wife,  says  Mrs.  Fos- 
ter, is  whether  the  husband  is  a  Chris- 
tian. "Where  only  the  women  are 
Christians,"  she  says,  "it  is  much  like 
in  the  homeland— they  are  handicap- 
ped." 

In  all  the  lands  around  the  world 
there  is  no  higher  role  for  women 
than  that  of  Christian  motherhood. 
It  is  a  unique,  God-appointed  task. 
Surely  one  of  the  greatest  privileges 
and  advantages  any  child  can  have  is 
that  of  a  Christian  mother.  "Her 
children  arise  up,  and  call  her  blessed; 
her  husband  also,  and  he  praiseth 
her."  "Her  price  is  far  above  rubies." 
"A  woman  that  feareth  the  Lord,  she 
shall  be  praised."  T 
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Evangelicals  Meeting 

at  Wtieaton 

Took  an 

Unprecedented   Stand 

for  the 

World  To  See 


Every  year,  for  a  period  known  as 
Easter  vacation,  Christian  college 
campuses  across  the  country  grow 
desolate  and  lonely  as  only  a  few  stu- 
dents stay  behind  to  study  or  make 
money  at  their  jobs. 

This  year  during  Easter  vacation, 
howe\'er,  the  campus  of  Wheaton 
(Illinois)  College  was  humming  with 
excitement  as  an  unprecedented  gath- 
ering of  nearly  one  thousand  mission- 
ar)'  leaders  from  around  the  world 
gathered  to  discuss  the  mission  of  the 
church. 

The   gathering   was   sponsored   b\ 


the  two  leading  evangelical  mission 
groups— the  Evangelical  Foreign  Mis- 
sions Association  and  the  Interde- 
nominational Foreign  Missions  Asso- 
ciation. Together  the  groups  repre- 
sent some  thirteen  thousand  mission- 
aries who  serve  in  foreign  lands.  Of 
course,  thev  represent  nearly  all  de- 
nominational and  non-denomination- 
al foreign  mission  groups  in  today's 
evangelical  world. 

Officially  called  the  Congress  on 
the  Church's  World-Wide  Mission, 
the  conclave  was  a  historic  session 
that  will  probably  not  be  matched 
in  this  century. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  20th  cen- 
tury a  huge  group  of  evangelical  mis- 
sion leaders  were  uniting  to  make  a 
statement  to  the  world  concerning 
the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 

Why  have  the  meeting?  For  many, 
the  ultimate  goal  was  to  share  ideas 
and  problems  and  to  unify  efforts  to 
push  cooperatively  toward  the  goal 
of  evanoelizina  the  world. 


For  others  it  was  a  time  just  to  say 
once  and  for  all  to  the  w'orld:  "This 
is  what  we  are  trying  to  do." 

To  still  others  it  was  a  supreme 
seminar  session  when  the  most  acute 
problems  of  missionary  endeavor  to- 
day could  be  discussed  in  a  well- 
thought-out  manner. 

This  was  the  feeling  of  most.  And 
the  method  by  which  the  discussion 
was  guided  was  a  statement  forged 
by  the  conference  and  called  the 
"Wheaton  Declaration." 

Daily  from  April  II  through  16, 
various  parts  of  the  declaration  were 
studied  th rough  a  series  of  well- 
researched  papers.  In  these  sessions, 
delegates  followed  the  prepublished 
paper  as  it  was  read  by  the  author. 
Then  each  person  was  dismissed  to 
a  preassigned  study  group  where  he 
shared  with  his  fellow  delegates  his 
contributions  on  the  subject  present- 
ed in  the  previous  session. 

Since  discussions  involved  today's 
outstanding     missions     leaders,     the 
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Several  Brethren  men  attended  the  conference,  including  missionary  George  Cone  (left), 
missionary  candidate  Jim  Renick  (center),  and  former  missionary  Harold  Dunning,  now 
instructor  of  missions  at  Biola  College.  This  was  representative  of  the  delegates,  who  in- 
cluded a  surprising  number  of  missionaries  and  missionary  candidates.  A  delegation  from 
Grace  College  and  Seminary  also  attended,  including  Dr.  Homer  Kent,  Sr.,  J.  Paul  Dowdy, 
and  Bill  Fay. 


The  delegates  daily  studied  heavily  re- 
searched papers  on  contemporary  subjects 
as  they  were  actually  presented. 


Study  groups  were  excitingly  valuable. 
And  at  the  end  of  the  conFerence,  a 
forthright  and  uncompromising  dec- 
laration was  forged. 

The  declaration  included  a  pre- 
amble and  then  specific  discussion  of 
ten  leading  areas  of  interest,  ranging 
from  Romanism  to  the  matter  of 
church  growth.  Some  of  the  other 
subjects  covered  were  universalism, 
"the  hostile  world,"  social  concern, 
and  the  explosive  problem  of  pros- 
elvtization. 

Delegates  did  much  more  than  just 
participate  in  study  groups.  Exten- 
sive informal  discussion  groups  were 
ever)'where.  Said  one  delegate,  "It 
would  be  worth  it  just  for  the  good 
you  get  out  of  the  helpful  discussions 
at  the  dinner  table." 

The  reason  was  understandable. 
The  delegate  listing  read  like  a 
"Who's  Who  in  Evangelical  Mis- 
sions." 

Inspirational  meetings  were  car- 
ried on  daily,  as  well.  In  fact,  the 
first  two  days  of  the  congress  were 
turned    over    to    this    format    alone 


(Saturday  and  Sunday,  April  9  and 
10). 

Several  Brethren  delegates  attend- 
ed. All  thought  the  conference  was 
helpful  as  well  as  historic. 

"It  was  a  time  to  share,  to  learn, 
and  to  contribute,"  said  Clyde  Lan- 
drum.  "And  what  impressed  me  was 
the  unanimity  of  action  and  determi- 
nation to  reach  a  lost  world." 

John  Zielasko  was  impressed  with 
the  "seriousness  and  certainty"  of 
the  delegates,  adding  that  "it  was  re- 
freshing to  learn  that  a  large  segment 
of  Christians  have  not  been  infected 
by  the  disease  of  doubt." 

Missionary  George  Cone  looked  to 
the  future  in  his  analysis  of  the  gath- 
ering. "Let  us  learn  from  this  congress 
that  we  evangelicals  must  unite  our 
efforts  for  the  proclaiming  of  the 
Gospel,  that  we  might  realize  the 
mandate  of  Christ  to  His  disciples 
in  our  day." 

Which  seemed  to  summarize  the 
attitude  after  the  final  prayer  was  of- 
fered. It  was  time  now  to  return  to 
the  field.  It  was  time  for  action.     T

Mr.  Fix-It 
Goes  To  Africa 


One  of  the  concerns  on  the  Breth- 
ren Africa  field  in  recent  years  has 
been  the  need  for  a  quahfied  me- 
chanic to  care  for  the  mission's  motor 
vehicles.  Far  too  much  time  is  con- 
sumed on  the  part  of  specialized  mis- 
sionaries in  the  business  of  keeping 
the  cars  in  working  order.  Just  as  the 
going  of  a  builder  relieved  mission- 
aries from  the  burden  of  doing  their 
own  construction  work,  so  the  addi- 
tion of  an  auto  mechanic  to  the 
C.A.R.  staff  will  release  others  to 
give  their  full  time  to  their  appointed 
ministries.  The  answer  to  the  need 


for  a  mechanical  expert  is  in  the  per- 
son of  Tom  McDairmant. 

Both  Tom  and  his  wife,  Gracia, 
were  born,  reared,  and  educated,  and 
then  met  and  were  married  in  south- 
ern California.  Both  came  to  know 
Christ  as  personal  Saviour  during  the 
very  early  years  of  their  lives.  Grow- 
ing up  under  the  influence  of  Chris- 
tian homes  and  church  activities,  dur- 
ing their  vouth  they  made  their  in- 
dividual decisions  to  serve  the  Lord, 
feeling  a  special  desire  to  become  mis- 
sionaries. But  as  the  years  passed, 
they  knew  no  real  leading  in  the  mat-

ter,  until  the  spring  of  1965  when  a 
missionary  conference  was  held  in 
their  home  church,  the  Seal  Beach 
Brethren  Church.  At  that  time  the 
Lord  led  them  to  offer  themselves  for 
service  in  Africa.  Late  summer  found 
the  McDairmant  family  moving  to 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  so  that  Tom 
might  take  a  year  of  special  study  in 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  to  help 
equip  him  for  a  spiritual  ministry  as 
well  as  a  ministry  in  physical  things. 
During  the  midyear  meeting  of  the 
FMS  board  of  trustees,  the  McDair- 
mants  were  appointed  to  service  in 
the  Central  African  Republic.  Con- 
sequently, thev  are  now  involved  in 
their  preparations,  hoping  to  be  able 
to  depart  by  midsummer. 

The  McDairmant  outfit  appeal 
will  be  presented  in  Brethren 
churches  in  the  usual  way,  through 
the  Missionary'  Outfit  Clubs.  A  slide- 
tape  set  presenting  this  family  will 
be  made  available  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, and  churches  are  urged  to 
write  to  the  FA-IS  office  for  booking 
when  it  is  available. 

Before  it  will  be  possible  for  the 
McDairmants  to  depart  for  the  field, 
they  must  also,  besides  having  suf- 
ficient funds,  have  total  support 
underwritten  for  themselves  and  their 
three  children— Nancy,  six,  Danny, 
five,  and  Margaret,  one.  Interested 
churches,  groups,  or  individuals  are 
urged  to  contact  the  FMS  office  in 
regard  to  all  these  matters.  ▼

MEET 

VICTOR 


Saint  Paul  boldly  stated  that  he 
was  not  ashamed  of  the  Gospel,  for 
it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation 
to  everyone  who  believes.  Paul  must 
have  seen  many  miraculous  changes 
in  the  lives  of  hardened  sinners 
through  the  power  of  the  Gospel.  It 
is  little  wonder  that  he  could  shame- 
lessly proclaim  to  the  Roman  church 
that  the  Gospel  was  God's  dyna- 
mite to  re-create  sinners  into  saints. 
After  seeing  this  sudden,  high-ex- 
plosive impact  upon  the  lives  of 
men,  one  must  certainly  agree  with 
Sinner  Paul  saved  by  grace. 

One  such  radical  change  happened 
recently  in  the  life  of  "Victor  X," 
Mexican  husband,  father,  and  stu- 
dent. Before  he  experienced  the 
power  of  the  Gospel  in  his  life,  he 
was  a  very  discouraged  young  man. 
He  would  go  through  his  religious 
rites,  only  to  come  out  feeling  more 
weary  with  sin  than  ever.  He  tried 
praying  to  great  men  of  the  Bible 
and  of  the  church,  but  the  burden  of 
sin  was  never  removed.  These  cere- 
monies went  on  for  years  without  any 
results  or  change  in  his  character. 

Then  came  the  dav  when  Victor's 
search  for  peace  with  God  turned 
into  bitterness.  Religion  was  an 
empty  thing  for  him  which  only  tried 
to  soothe  his  conscience.  At  home, 
his  young  wife  already  had  left  him 
five  times  and  was  getting  ready  to 
pack  up  for  the  sixth  and  last  trip. 
The  youngest  of  his  four  children 
needed  an  operation,  and  his  wife 
was  expecting  their  fifth  child.  Then, 
finally,  Victor's  health  broke  and  he 


himself  needed  an  operation.  But 
through  these  eight  years  of  marriage 
he  had  finished  junior  high  school 
and  was  terminating  high  school  be- 
fore  beginning  his  university  career 
toward  a  law  degree.  He  did  his 
studying  at  night  and  worked  in  a 
bank  during  the  day. 

When  he  was  presented  with  the 
good  news  of  what  Jesus  had  done 
and  wanted  to  do  for  him,  Victor 
could  not  believe  it.  After  a  few  ex- 
planations of  key  Bible  verses,  he 
was  able  to  say,  "Here  it  is  in  my 
own  Bible;  how  blind  I  have  been!" 
The  verse  that  spoke  to  him  the  most 
was  Jesus'  own  invitation:  "Come 
unto  me,  all  ve  that  labour  and  are 
heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest" 
(Matt.  11:28).  That  day  the  angels 
in  heaven  sang  again  with  joy  be- 
cause another  lost  sheep  had  been 
found  by  the  Good  Shepherd.  Vic- 
tor went  home  rejoicing. 

When  he  reached  home,  however, 
he  found  that  his  wife  and  children 
had  left  "for  good"— so  read  the  note. 
He  searched  for  scriptural  advice 
concerning  his  plague.  He  found  the 
advice  in  Ephesians,  chapter  5,  where 
he  was  admonished  that  he  should 
love  his  wife  as  himself,  even  as 
Christ  loved  the  church  and  gave 
himself  for  it. 

Victor  found  his  wife  and  told  her 
that  he  loved  her.  She  did  not  be- 
lieve him.  After  a  few  days  of  "Yes, 
I  do  lo\'e  you,"  and  "You  don't, 
either!"  he  was  ready  to  put  aside 
Jesus  and  the  Bible.  But  after  he  real- 


ized that  it  was  Christ  in  the  believer 
who  conquers,  things  were  better. 
And  his  wife  returned  home. 

She  saw  a  new  life  in  her  husband. 
Finally  she,  too,  accepted  the  Saviour. 
Prayer  was  being  offered  for  the 
health  of  the  head  of  this  home  and 
his  young  son.  Soon  both  of  them 
were  completely  healed  without 
operations.  There  was  no  question 
about  this— it  was  divine  intervention. 
The  wife  of  the  home  was  also  trans- 
formed. She  even  submitted  to  her 
husband  instead  of  fighting  with 
him.  To  climax  things,  she  begged 
forgiveness  from  her  mother-in-law 
for  being  so  mean  in  the  past.  The 
mother-in-law  is  still  looking  on  in 
disbelief— not  only  for  the  confession 
but  also  for  the  wonderful  turn-over 
in  the  home  of  her  son.  Even  though 
she  does  not  agree  with  her  son  about 
Christ,  she  has  no  arguments  about 
the  new  home  she  sees. 

This  young  couple  was  baptized 
in  December  of  1965.  For  taking  this 
step  with  Christ,  the  wife  of  the 
home  was  almost  completely  disown- 
ed by  her  family.  She  tried  to  explain 
that  she  was  not  following  a  church 
or  a  religion  but  only  Jesus  Christ. 
However,  they  refused  to  listen  to 
her.  The  man  of  the  house  became  a 
"witnessing  fool."  He  told  all  his 
relatives  of  the  change  that  only 
Christ  can  make  in  a  life  and  home. 
When  he  hears  a  sermon,  he  often 
repeats  it  to  his  cousins  and  friends. 
Some  of  his  in-laws  have  told  him 
they  like  to  come  to  his  home  because 
they  do  not  get  drunk  there  as  thev 
did  in  past  times.  This  married 
couple  is  very  faithful  in  church  at- 
tendance, along  with  their  five  chil- 
dren. They  have  both  said  that  this 
past  year  with  Christ  has  been  the 
happiest  in  all  of  their  married  life. 

Recently  there  was  a  lack  of  money 
in  this  home.  Victor  took  out  the 
Bibles  and  hymn  books  and  held  a 
family  church  service.  The  purpose 
of  the  occasion  was  to  ask  the  Lord 
for  the  supplying  of  their  needs.  In 
the  middle  of  the  worship  time,  the 
mailman  knocked  at  the  door.  He 
had  a  twenty-dollar  check  for  Victor 
from  his  sister  in  the  States. 

Nov\'  he  can  shout  with  Saint  Paul: 
"I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ:  for  it  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth"!  y 
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What  About  Differences? 

As  the  dialogues  continue  in  an 
effort  to  bring  the  Roman  CathoHc 
Church  and  the  Protestants  together, 
there  are  certain  problems  which 
arise.  One  side  or  the  other  must 
make  some  adjustment.  Frequently 
it  appears  that  Rome  is  softening  and 
moving  somewhat  toward  the  Prot- 
estant  position.  However,  these  Ro- 
man Catholic  concessions  may  really 
mean  very  little. 

Concerning   Indulgences 

About  the  difference  between 
Rome  and  Protestantism,  Fernando 
Cardinal  Cento  of  the  Vatican's 
Sacred  Penitentian,'  has  stated  that 
Protestants  "remember  well  the 
abuses  in  Luther's  day  that  in  part 
led  to  his  break  with  Rome  in  1517. 
At  least  since  the  17th  centurv  the 
Orthodox  likewise  have  objected  to 
the  whole  practice  of  indulgences, 
noting  that  among  Catholics  it  often 
caused  superstition.  Theologians 
found  the  justification  of  the  prac- 
tice to  be  rather  doubtful.  Now  at- 
tention is  being  drawn  to  the  spirit 
of  love,  generosity  and  good  works. 


Indulgences  will  no  longer  be  grant- 
ed for  the  wearing  of  objects  of  piety. 
Emphasis  is  rather  being  placed  on 
the  personal  intentions  with  which 
they  are  used." 

Is   This  t/ie  Answer? 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  is  no 
promise  to  remove  the  unscriptural 
practice  of  indulgences,  but  rather  to 
take  awav  the  part  which  is  offensive 
to  the  Protestants.  For  those  who 
have  Biblical  convictions  this  is  not 
the  answer. 

Ecumenism  Continues 

In  an  eastern  city  a  report  states, 
'ICatholics  and  Protestants  praved 
and  sang  together  here  last  night  at 
one  of  the  nation's  first  ecumenical 
services.  The  historic  service  was  held 
at  the  Irondequoit  United  Church  of 
Christ  where  priests  and  ministers 
alike  led  pravers,  a  Presbvterian  choir 
sang  and  a  Jesuit  preached  the  ser- 
mon. Sponsored  bv  six  Protestant  and 
three  Catholic  churches  of  West 
Irondequoit,  the  service  marked  the 
first  local  implementation  of  the  de- 
cree  on    ecumenism   of   the    Second 


Vatican  Council.  It  called  on  Cath- 
olics not  only  'to  engage  in  dialogue 
and  in  other  common  witness'  with 
other  churches,  but  also  to  pray  for 
the  cause  of  Christian  unity.  A  Cath- 
olic authority  observed  Catholics  have 
attended  services  in  each  other's 
churches  in  the  past,  but  he  believes 
this  is  the  first  time  anywhere  they 
have  planned  and  conducted  a  serv- 
ice in  a  Protestant  house  of  worship. 
In  his  sermon.  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Clark, 
S.  J.,  professor  of  dogmatic  theology 
at  Woodstock  College,  described  de- 
velopments in  the  Catholic  Church 
that  are  influencing  communication 
with  the  Protestant  churches.  He  was 
introduced  by  Rev.  David  Cull,  pas- 
tor of  Summer\'ille  Presbvterian 
Church.  The  benediction  was  given 
by  the  host  pastor.  Rev.  Harleigh 
Rosenberger." 

The  Real  Issue 

What  is  the  basis  for  final  au- 
thority? Bible  believing  Protestants 
say  it  is  God's  Holy  Word.  Roman 
Catholics  sav  it  is  the  Bible  plus 
tradition.  A  world  church  will  come 
only  when  one  of  these  two  views  is 
changed.  There  may  be  vet  one  other 
way:  that  is  if  one  of  the  two  groups 
gains  sufficient  political  power  to 
annihilate  the  other. 

The  Bible  reveals  that  a  world 
church  will  come.  Not  the  appear- 
ance of  a  one-world  church,  but  the 
appearance  of  the  risen  Lord,  is  the 
blessed  hope  of  true  believers.         T

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No  man  whom  God  has  greatly 
used  in  His  work  has  advocated  so- 
cial dancing.  That  includes  the  his- 
tory of  the  church  as  well  as  the  pres- 
ent time.  Wesley,  Moody,  and  all 
other  men  of  their  spiritual  caliber 
have  considered  it  worldly  and  have 
taken  a  firm  stand  against  it. 

No  fundamental  Bible  institute, 
college  or  seminary  allows  its  fac- 
ulty, staff,  or  student  body  to  par- 
ticipate in  or  even  to  attend  dances. 

No  fundamental  church  accepts 
dancing  but  rather  takes  a  forthright 
stand  against  it. 

Why? 

Young  people  do  not  like  to  be  told 
that  something  is  wrong  without 
being  given  a  good  reason.  The  fol- 
lowing quotations  should  give  them 
the  answers  to  their  questions. 

"Physiologically,  dancing  is  a  vent 
for  excitement,  and  stimulates  ex- 
citement .  .  .  sexual  impulses  are 
excited  by  dancing"  {Encyclopedia  of 
Social  Sciences). 

"The  social  dance,  then,  can  be 
designed  as  love-dancing.  It  is  the 
expression  of  the  sex  philosophy  of 
a  given  period.  We  must  consider 
the  social  dance  as  a  manifestation 
of  the  sex  psychology  and  philoso- 
phy of  the  time"  {Texthook  of  So- 
cial Dancing). 

"The  social  dance  has  usually 
been  the  result  of  joint  physical  ex- 
uberance and  sex  stimuli"  (Colliers 
Encyclo-pedia) . 

"There  can  be  scarcely  any  doubt 
that  dancing  came  about  as  an  ad- 
junct of  sexual  stimulation"  {Medi- 
cal Review  of  Reviews). 

"The  confessional  reveals  the  fact 
that  nearly  every  known  lapse  of 
female  virtue  is  traceable  to  the 
dance"  {Roman  Catholic  Archbishop 
S-paulding). 

Disobedient  Christians 

To  dance  or  to  attend  a  dance  is 
deliberately  to  disobey  all  of  the  au- 
thority of  the  teachings  of  the  Bible 
concerning  separation  and  is  to  dis- 
regard the  teaching  of  your  own 
church. 

It  is  to  sin  deliberately  against 
God  who  gave  us  the  Bible,  against 
Jesus  Christ  who  shed  His  blood  for 
our  salvation,  and  against  the  Holy 
Spirit  who  convicts  us  of  even  the 
thoughts  of  such  insubordination. 


It  is  evidence  to  all  that  your  re- 
ligion is  not  as  real  and  is  not  as 
meaningful  as  you  claim.  This  will 
cause  people  to  lose  respect  for  you 
as  a  Christian,  for  your  church  that 
preaches  one  thing  but  practices  an- 
other, for  your  pastor  whose  spiritual 
authority  is  not  even  respected  by 
those  of  his  own  membership,  for 
the  Bible  whose  authority  of  promise 
you  profess  to  accept  but  whose  au- 
thority of  precept  you  ignore,  and 
for  Christ  whom  you  love  but  whose 
Lordship  you  reject. 

Whom   It  Hurts 

It  hurts  you  to  attend  dances.  In 
your  heart  you  know  it  is  wrong  and 
to  do  that  which  you  believe  to  be 
wrong  sears  your  conscience,  grieves 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  breaks  your  fel- 
lowship with  God. 

It  hurts  the  unsaved  when  you  at- 


tend a  dance.  It  causes  them  to  lose 
respect  for  your  Christianity,  your 
church,  your  pastor,  the  Bible,  and 
even  for  Christ  himself.  Having  lost 
this  respect,  they  will  certainly  never 
desire  to  be  saved. 

It  hurts  the  church  when  you  at- 
tend a  dance.  The  older  Christians 
are  disappointed  in  you.  Your  testi- 
mony is  no  longer  the  blessing  it 
once  was  to  them.  Your  ministry, 
whether  it  is  singing,  playing  an 
instrument,  leading  in  prayer,  or 
whatever,  loses  its  effect.  The 
younger  Christians  are  especially 
hindered.  If  it's  all  right  for  you  to 
attend  a  dance  once  a  year,  what's 
wrong  with  them  attending  once  a 
week?  If  vou  show  them  by  your  con- 
duct that  our  stand  against  dancing 
is  meaningless,  you  plant  the  ques- 
tion in  their  mind  that  perhaps  our 
stand  against  tobacco,  alcoholic  bev- 
erages, movies,  petting,  and  so  forth. 


is  really  just  talk  which  is  not  meant 
to  be  obeyed. 

What  It  Costs 

What  will  it  cost  to  attend  the 
prom?  Here  is  an  itemized  statement: 

1.  It  will  cost  you  your  peace  of 
mind— you  can't  have  peace  of  mind 
when  you  are  on  enemy  territory. 

2.  It  will  cost  you  your  testimony 
—the  unsaved  know  that  a  genuine 
Christian  doesn't  attend  dances. 

3.  It  may  cost  some  unsaved  per- 
son his  soul— he  has  silently  been 
watching  you,  but  now  you  have 
shown  him  your  Christianity  isn't 
real. 

4.  It  will  cost  you  your  ministry 
among  other  Christians— you  can't 
be  a  blessing  to  others  when  you  are 
living  below  Christian  standards. 

5.  It  will  cost  your  church— you 
have  shown  the  world  that  your 
church  doesn't  practice  what  it 
preaches.  No  one  wants  to  attend  a 
church  like  that. 

6.  It  will  cost  you  your  fellowship 
with  Christ— He  demands  your  sepa- 
ration, but  you  have  deliberately  dis- 
obeyed Him.  Such  is  sin  and  sin 
breaks  fellowship  with  God. 

7.  It  will  cost  Christ— you  have 
accepted  Him  as  the  Lord  of  your 
life,  but  now  you  are  telling  Him  you 
don't  want  his  Lordship. 

What  You  Gain 

What  will  you  gain  by  going  to 
the  prom?  You  will  gain  the  "enjoy- 
ment of  the  pleasures  of  sin,"  but, 
remember,  such  enjoyment  is  but 
"for  a  season"  (Heb.  11:25). 

Conclusion 

Young  person,  the  decision  is 
yours  and  your  parents'.  The  gain  is 
small,  the  cost  is  great,  and  the  con- 
sequences have  eternal  implications. 
As  a  pastor,  it  is  my  responsibility  be- 
fore God  to  urge  you  as  strongly  as 
possible  to  "deny  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lust,  and  live  soberly,  right- 
eously, and  godly,  in  this  present 
world;  looking  for  that  blessed  hope, 
and  the  glorious  appearing  of  the 
great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ;  who  gave  himself  for  us,  that 
he  might  redeem  us  from  all  in- 
iquity, and  purify  unto  himself  a  pe- 
culiar people,  zealous  of  good  works" 
(Titus  2:12-14).  T

As  a  new  mother  I  have  found 
the  past  ten  months  filled  with  first- 
time  experiences,  and  they  have  been 
a  joy  and  blessing  to  my  heart.  As 
I  have  watched  our  httle  daughter 
grow  and  develop,  many  precious 
truths  of  the  Word  have  become  more 
meaningful  to  me.  God's  Word  uses 
practical  illustrations  and  experiences 
to  help  us  understand  its  message 
better,  and  in  many  places  it  refers 
to  the  "babe"  or  "child"  in  the  Chris- 
tian life. 

It  was  a  delightful  moment  when 
I  saw  my  babv  for  the  first  time  and 
reflected  upon  the  miracle  of  birth. 
What  a  beautiful  baby  she  was  to 
me!  Is  it  hard  to  imagine  the  joy  in 
heaven  over  the  repenting  sinner 
whom  God  created  and  for  whom 
He  sent  His  Son  to  die?  God's  Word 
tells  us  that  "except  a  man  be  born 
again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God"  (John  3:3).  When  we  are 
born  again,  we  receive  spiritual  life 
but  we  are  born  as  babes  and  need 
to  grow. 

Of  course,  the  doctor's  formula 
for  mv  little  one  was  not  T-bone 
steaks,  but  milk;  and  I  didn't  need  to 
teach  her  that  she  should  drink  it.

Mother,  Do  You  Work  Away  From  Home?

In  this  age  of  materialism  it  looks 
as  if  we  have  lost  our  vision  of  being 
mothers.  Why?  Our  Adversary  (I 
Peter  5:8)  has  gradually  taken  our 
eves  off  our  great  responsibility  of 
motherhood  and  focused  them  on  the 
things  of  this  world. 

As  mothers  who  are  employed 
away  from  home  let  us  ask  ourselves 
a  few  questions.

Some  jobs  taken  bv  women 
may  be  a  definite  leading  of  the  Lord 
for  a  special  reason.  How  about 
yours?  Are  we  so  busy  about  our  own 
business  that  we  have  no  time  for  our 
Father's? 

Oh?  You  witness  at  work?  This 
may  be  well  and  good,  but  how  about 
those  little  ones  who  rush  in  the  door 
and  call,  "Hey,  Mom,  I'm  home"  to 
an  empty  house?  Remember  the  smell 
of  homemade  bread  and  warm  pea- 
nut butter  cookies  after  school  and 
the  loving  arms  when  you  ran  in  the 
door?  Remember  the  mountain  of 
things  you  liked  to  talk  about  with 
Mom?  E\'er  try  it  with  a  baby  sitter 
or  a  TV  set? 

Too  often  now  the  argument  is, 
"Look  at  all  I'm  doing  for  my  fam- 
ily. Why,  we  can  buv  our  bread  and 
cookies  now.  The  children's  toy  box

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Knott's  Berry  Farm!  Just  the  men- 
tion of  this  place  brings  a  feel- 
ing of  nostalgia.  The  little  old  red 
schoolhouse,  the  grist  mill,  the  gen- 
eral store,  the  stagecoach,  and  many 
other  things  are  there  to  show  us  how 
our  country  lived  50  years  ago.  There 
is  so  much  to  see  and  enjoy  that  one 
could  spend  several  days  just  strolling 
the  paths,  in  the  shade  of  giant  euca- 
lyptus, sycamore,  elm,  and  other 
trees  not  so  familiar  to  us.  It  is  truly 
an  education  for  the  younger  gener- 
ation, and  the  older  folks  can  spend 
their  leisure  reminiscing  former  days. 
The  farm  is  really  a  city  in  itself  with 
even  its  own  government  post  office. 
Many  fine  specialty  shops  dot  the 
grounds.  It  is  amazing  to  know  that 
the  Knott  family  built  this  business 
completely  on  their  own,  beginning 
with  a  roadside  berry  stand. 

On  the  farm  near  the  Indian  vil- 
lage is  the  Inspiration  House,  where 
christian  books,  records,  cards, 
plaques,  and  Bibles  can  be  purchased. 
Over  the  bridge  is  the  "Chapel  by 
the  Lake,"  where  small  groups  can 
watch  a  large  picture  of  Christ 
"come  to  life"  while  the  story  of  His 
life  is  being  told.  In  the  same  area 
is  the  Mission  Trail,  with  a  small 
replica  of  the  early  missions  of  Cali- 
fornia. In  the  center  of  all  of  this  is 
the  tall  white  "Church  of  Reflec- 
tions," where  my  husband  serves  as 
pastor.  As  you  walk  in,  you  see  on 
the  east  wall  a  lovely  stained  glass 
window  picturing  Christ  as  the 
Shepherd.  (This  was  given  to  the 
Knotts  by  their  employees.)  With 
the  lovely  red  carpet  on  the  rostrum, 
a  grand  piano  on  one  side  and  an 
electric  organ  on  the  other,  it  makes 
a  lovely  picture. 

Mr.  Knott  has  a  church  service 
for  his  employees  and  visitors  at 
11:15.  Employees  may  take  off  from 
work  at  the  farm  to  attend.  The 
minister  is  hired  by  Mr.  Knott.  Our 
Sunday  school  meets  at  nine  o'clock 
and  the  worship  service  at  ten.  This 
is  the  loveliest  time  of  the  day. 
There  is  plenty  of  parking  and  every- 
thing is  so  quiet.  If  you  want  to  eat 
breakfast  "out,"  the  Garden  Room 
and  the  Cable  Car  Kitchen  are  open. 
The  whole  atmosphere  gives  a  sense 
of  tranquility.  It  reminds  me  of  the 
verse  in  Psalm  46:10:  "Be  still,  and 
know  that  I  am  God."  The  words 
"be  still"  mean  to  let  go.  Let  go  our

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heavy  burdens  and  know  that  He 
is  God.  He  can  handle  the  situation. 
No  matter  how  we  finagle,  there 
seems  no  way  out  of  our  maze.  Then 
His  voice  speaks:  "Be  still."  Cease 
your  struggling;  be  assured  that  I  am 
the  Almighty  One.  The  first  verse 
of  Psalm  46  says:  "God  is  our  refuge 
and  strength,  a  very  present  help  in 
trouble."  When  we  put  our  trust  in 
Christ,  then  God  is  trulv  our  refuge 
and  He  can  lead  us  by  the  still  waters 
of  Psalm  23.  Let  us  "let  go"  our 
plans  and  ambitions,  and  let  Him 
lead  as  we  begin  each  day. 

As  we  walk  to  the  church  enjoy- 
ing the  beauties  of  nature  and  revel- 
ing in  His  love,  we  are  soon  joined 
by  others.  From  time  to  time  we  have 
large  groups  visit,  such  as  scouts, 
newsboys,  departments  from  a  near- 
by church,  and  folks  from  far  and 
near  from  all  walks  of  life.  These 
come  to  visit  Knotts  and  start  their 
day  in  worship  at  the  church. 

To  help  our  visitors  feel  at  home 
there  are  small  signs  to  indicate 
where  each  class  belongs.  The  nur- 
sery and  kindergarten  meet  in  the 
train  depot,  adults  in  the  church,  and 


one  primary  class  in  a  room  behind 
the  rostrum.  The  others  meet  in  the 
covered  wagons,  or  the  wagon  circle 
when  a  class  is  too  large  for  the 
wagons. 

We  have  a  regular  membership 
as  well  as  those  who  come  because 
they  enjoy  hearing  the  gospel  as  it 
is  presented.  Some  come  for  the 
winter  only  and  we  enjoy  seeing 
them.  I'm  thinking  of  one  cou- 
ple especially  whose  love  for  Christ 
and  the  Word  shines  on  their  faces. 
Their  testimony  is  often  on  their 
lips:  "Isn't  He  wonderful!" 

Because  of  the  nature  of  our  work 
it  is  rather  difficult  to  keep  in  touch 
with  visitors.  Being  in  the  adult  class 
helps  us  to  get  acquainted  with  those 
who  come  onlv  to  Sunday  school. 
When  we  are  friendly  and  try  to 
remember  names,  folks  feel  more 
comfortable. 

In  manv  ways  our  church  is  like 
any  other  church  where  the  Word  of 
God  and  the  Living  Word  are  loved 
and  honored,  and  the  pastor's  wife 
has  about  the  same  responsibilities 
and  opportunities.  We  often  have 
prayer  meeting  and  Bible  study, 
young  people's,  board  meetings  and 
get-togethers  at  our  house.  There  are 
phone  calls  regarding  weddings  and 
funerals  with  arrangements  to  make 
and  appointments  to  set  up.  Our 
home  is  always  open  and  we  love 
having  it  that  way. 

I  have  spent  most  of  the  past  24 
years  caring  for  mv  family.  There 
was  a  time  when  I  was  miserable 
and  frustrated,  feeling  I  was  failing 
the  Lord.  I  resented  the  children 
because  thev  kept  me  from  being 
active  for  the  Lord.  God  used  the  late 
Dr.  DeHaan  to  speak  to  my  heart 
and  give  me  a  new  joy;  he  pointed 
out  that  God  never  intended  the 
mothers  to  be  out  going  and  doing, 
even  though  it  be  for  a  good  cause. 
We  have  a  tremendous  job  not  only 
caring  for  our  family's  physical  needs 
but  also  their  spiritual  needs.  The 
realization  of  this  fact  marked  a 
great  turning  point  in  my  life  and 
taught  me  to  put  the  emphasis  where 
it  belonged. 

As  we  yield  to  the  Lord  in  every- 
thing and  every  situation.  He  gives 
us  His  peace;  the  Holy  Spirit  can 
then  fill  us,  and  our  lives  will  mani- 
fest the  fruit  of  the  Spirit:  'love,

How  we  praise  the  Lord  for  WMC 
and  the  women  who  make  up  the 
organization.  How  we  thank  Him 
for  the  many  things  He  has  enabled 
us  to  do  in  past  years.  Truly  it  can 
be  said  that  we  are  missionary  mind- 
ed, and  so  our  program  as  well  as  our 
goals  are  geared  to  missions.  We  be- 
lieve  manv  souls  have  been  reached 
for  Christ'  through  WMC. 

As  financial  secretary-treasurer  of 
WMC  there  is  a  burden  I  would  like 
to  share  with  you.  As  we  see  the  of- 
ferings coming  in  and  goal  after  goal 
attained,  we  rejoice  because  God 
has  led,  and  women  have  allowed 
themselves  to  be  led  to  give  gener- 
ously and  sacrificially  to  His  work.

The  WMC 
pages  in  the  Missionary  Herald  are 
paid  for  from  these  funds.  The 
printed  page  is  very  potent  in  reach- 
ing those  who  do  not  listen  to  the 
spoken    word.    As   Christian   women 


who  read  and  enjoy  our  Herald,  we 
should  also  feel  the  responsibility 
of  passing  it  on  to  others.  (As  home- 
makers  we  realize  the  importance 
of  getting  our  money's  worth,  and 
this  is  one  way  to  stretch  our  dol- 
lars.) Do  you  use  the  Herald  Annual, 
where  valuable  information  is  at  your 
fingertips?  This  item  alone  is  price- 
less in  the  work  of  WMC. 

Can  you  imagine  for  a  moment 
what  our  WMC  would  do  without 
program  packets,  pen  pointers,  con- 
ference programs  and  materials,  and 
receipts  you  receive  for  your  money? 
As  our  group  grows  there  is  a  need 
for  more  and  more  printing.  Do  you 
realize  all  the  worth  that  is  contained 
in  your  program  packets?  Please  take 
time  really  to  get  acquainted  with 
the  contents  of  vour  packet.  It  sim- 
plifies your  work  and  that  of  vour 
national  officers  as  well.  Look  espe- 
cially for  the  financial  sheet  and  send 
the  blanks  in  with  vour  offerings. 
I  am  certain  if  you  use  the  contents 
of  the  packet  you  will  never  want 
to  be  without  it. 

May  I  tell  you  something  alarm- 
ing? As  valuable  as  our  Pen  Point- 
ers are  to  the  work  and  as  difficult 
as  it  might  be  to  do  without  them, 
we  cannot  afford  to  have  them  re- 
printed this  year.  Two  of  the  series 
are  entirely  gone  and  the  supply  of 
se\'eral  others  will  soon  be  exhaust- 
ed. Surely  we  do  not  desire  this  sort 
of  condition  to  continue. 

The  postage  for  mailing  all  these 
materials,  the  correspondence  for  na- 
tional officers,  and  letters  to  local 
councils  are  items  of  expense,  also. 
Our  organization  is  large  enough  to 
use  bulk  mailing  rates  so  we  have 
cut  down  considerably  on  mailing 
costs. 


Occasionally  an  emergency  arises 
and  a  phone  call  is  necessary,  but 
these  items  are  kept  at  a  minimum. 
A  small  expense  is  the  insurance  and 
bond  for  the  financial  secretary-treas- 
urer. The  amount  of  money  she 
handles  makes  this  a  feasible  expendi- 
ture. 

In  order  to  have  a  well  planned 
and  organized  program  for  the  work, 
it  is  necessary  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  meet  twice  a  year  and  the 
board  once  a  year.  You  \\'omen  have 
graciously  voted  to  pay  mileage  and 
a  small  amount  toward  the  officers' 
expenses  for  these  meetings  and  for 
national  conference.  This  has  result- 
ed in  much  better  attendance  at  these 
meetings,  which  is  certainly  an  asset 
to  any  group  with  the  responsibilities 
of  planning  for  the  Lord's  work. 

As  we  analyze  this  account  we  see 
hov\'  these  ex'penses  lay  a  foundation 
for  our  missionary  accomplishments. 
Each  year  1 5  per  cent  of  this  offering 
is  given  for  a  definite  missionarx 
project. 

By  now  you  may  be  asking  whv 
this  was  not  brought  to  vour  atten- 
tion sooner.  Our  national  conference 
has  voted  to  move  from  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana,  to  other  states  every 
five  years.  This  was  true  this  past 
year,  and  it  has  entailed  added  ex- 
pense to  the  extent  that  our  G.  and 
P.  fund  is  quite  "embarrassed."  If 
we  would  meet  this  goal  each  year 
we  could  care  for  this  additional  ex- 
pense  quite   adequately. 

As  Christian  women  wanting  to 
heed  the  admonition  of  our  Lord  b\- 
doing  everything  decently  and  in 
order,  I  am  sure  you  will  care  for 
the  matter  as  you  pray  and  give  dur- 
ing the  months  of  June,  July  and 
August.  The  blessings  will  be  ours 
as  we  obey  Matthew  10:8:  "Freeh- 
ye  have  received,  freely  give." 

"Be  diligent  in  these  things;  give 
thyself  wholly  to  them;  that  thy 
progress  may  be  manifest  unto  all" 
(I  Tim.  4:15,  A.S.V.).  T

MY    UNUSUAL    EXPERIENCE 

OF     VISITING     ITS 

MISSION    POINTS

The  invitation  of  our  missionary, 
Bill  Burk,  to  come  and  visit  him  and 
his  family  at  Quatipuru,  Brazil, 
seemed  very  unrealistic  if  not  amus- 
ing. Yet  the  Lord  knew  that  our 
heart's  desire  in  years  past  had  been 
to  serve  Him  in  Brazil.  When  He 
laid  it  upon  the  heart  of  one  of  His 
own  to  send  not  only  my  husband 
to  Brazil,  but  me  also— again,  this 
did  not  seem  real.  But  as  final  pre- 
parations were  made,  Psalm  37:4-5 
became  very  real:  "Delight  thyself 
also  in  the  Lord;  and  he  shall  give 
thee  the  desires  of  thine  heart.  Com- 
mit thy  way  unto  the  Lord;  trust  also 
in  him;  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass." 
Why  the  Lord  was  so  good  to  us,  I  do 
not  know,  but  I  am  very  grateful. 

Our  arrival  in  Belem,  Brazil,  was 
during  the  early  morning  hours  be- 
fore dawn.  As  we  were  waiting  to 
go  through  customs,  I  noticed  a 
skinny  dog  come  strolling  in,  but  no 
one  seemed  to  mind.  The  air  was 
warm  and  humid,  not  unlike  Florida. 
As  we  scanned  the  waiting  faces, 
how  glad  we  were  to  see  familiar 
ones— the  Altigs,  Barbara  Hulse, 
Randy  Maycumber,  Ralph  Schwartz 
and  even  two  of  the  Schwartz  chil- 
dren! 

The  hospitalitv  of  all  of  the  mis- 
sionary families  will  long  be  remem- 
bered. We  enjoyed  many  different 
foods,  such  as  "abricor"  and  other 
tropical  fruit— even  red-skinned  ba- 
nanas. We  ate  "sururu"  (small  mus- 
sel or  clam),  "couve"  (spinach-like 
leaf),  "cara"  (root  vegetable),  "farina," 
and  others.  After  smelling  and  seeing 
the  farina  being  made,  I  was  not  sure 
I  was  glad  I  had  eaten  it.  The  fellow- 
ship in  the  homes  of  the  missionaries 
will  always  be  cherished.  The  amaz- 
ing love  that  our  Brethren  mission- 
aries have  for  these  native  people  can 
only  come  from  the  Lord.  The  pov- 
erty,   the    primitive    way    of   life    of 


many,  and  the  strong  indoctrination 
of  Roman  Catholicism  could  be  very 
discouraging  to  an  American. 

One  of  our  outstanding  memories 
of  Brazil  is  the  wonderful  work  God 
has  done  in  the  lives  of  believers. 
We  met  five  of  the  national  pastors 
who  were  won  to  the  Lord  and  train- 
ed by  our  missionaries.  What  a  privi- 
lege it  was  to  see  one  of  them.  Pastor 
Trinity,  baptize  a  son-in-law  and  two 
daughters  of  a  former  witch  doctor. 
The  witch  doctor  had  been  won  to 
Christ  by  the  pastor.  Testimonies 
from  the  Christians  on  the  islands 
were  thrilling. 

One  of  these  experiences  I  remem- 
ber v\'ell,  because  I  had  to  walk  a 
plank  that  I  thought  I  couldn't.  It 
seemed  bad  enough  to  climb  out  of 
the  boat  and  up  a  ladder  to  get  into 
the  house  built  on  stilts  over  the 
water.  These  folks  lived  beside  the 
Possom  Island  church.  As  we  visit- 
ed in  the  home,  I  noticed  that  one 
side  of  the  house  had  no  wall  and

there  was  a  treadle  sewing  machine 
near  the  edge.  I  assumed  these  peo- 
ple were  accustomed  to  the  sloshing 
of  the  water  under  the  house.  Also  in 
the  family  were  two  teen-age  daugh- 
ters and  a  young  boy. 

Bill  suggested  we  go  next  door 
to  the  church  (which  was  also  on 
stilts).  To  get  there  we  had  to  walk 
across  a  plank— thin  and  narrow  and 
long  it  looked  to  me.  The  man,  Bill, 
and  my  husband  went  on  across.  I 
gulped.  I  could  just  see  mvself  fall- 
ing off  and  burbling  to  the  bottom  of 
the  river.  I  could  not  speak  Portu- 
guese to  the  lady  or  girls  to  explain 
how  I  felt.  One  of  the  girls  looked 
at  me  and  then  started  across  and 
reached   out   her   hand   to   lead   me 


across.  This  kindness  I  shall  always 
remember.  Safely  in  the  church,  we 
listened  to  testimonies  of  the  father 
and  family  which  gave  all  the  glory 
to  Christ  who  had  changed  their 
home. 

Another  believer  sat  in  his  bam- 
boo home  on  stilts  and  told  us  of 
how  happy  he  was  in  the  Lord.  As 
I  sat  on  a  wobbly,  home-made  chair 
and  noticed  the  absence  of  world- 
ly possessions  and  looked  at  the 
patched  clothes  and  bare  feet  of  these 
Christians,  I  marveled  at  their  con- 
fidence and  jov  in  the  Lord.  Their 
daughter  is  Pastor  Trinity's  wife  and 
they  have  a  son  who  is  working  with 
the  Alavcumbers.  As  the  mother 
spoke  of  the  way  the  Lord  had  sup- 
plied all  their  needs  and  given  them 
all  they  wanted,  I  was  reminded  of 
I  Timothy  6:6:  "But  godliness  with 
contentment  is  great  gain."  As  we 
left,  the  barefooted  old  man,  in  a 
gentlemanly  manner,  helped  me 
down  the  notched  log  to  get  back 
into  the  boat. 

As  we  went  home  Bill  remarked 
that  for  many  years  he  had  not  seen 
this  part  of  the  Amazon  River  so 
calm.  I  again  marveled  at  the  good- 
ness of  the  Lord,  because  He  knew 
how  unseaworthv  I  really  am. 

The  Lord  made  it  possible  for  us 
to  make  the  200-mile  trip  across  the 
Amazon  to  visit  the  Johnsons  at 
Macapa.  We  were  told  that  this  was 
the  dr\'  season  and  upon  leaving  the 
plane  I  could  see  why.  Everything 
was  drs'  and  powdered  with  dust. 
Yet  here  we  found  enthusiastic  mis- 
sionaries and  believers  serving  the 
Lord. 

We  felt  highly  honored  as  we  en- 
tered a  chapel  for  an  evening  service 
and  saw  all  the  decorations  that  had 
been  prepared  for  our  coming.  Tree 
branches  were  all  around  the  room: 
miniature  Brazilian  flags  and  stream- 
ers were  strung  across  the  room.  A 
special  program  was  presented,  in- 
cluding a  skit  (all  in  Portuguese,  of 
course).  This  was  a  wonderful  wav 
to  end  a  busy  day  of  touring  the 
town,  seeing  the  equator  marker,  and 
visiting   in   the   homes   of   some   be-

lievers. 

We  were  sorry  to  leave  so  soon 
this  land  of  Brazil,  but  grateful  that 
we  were  privileged  to  receive  a 
glimpse  of  what  God  is  doing  in  that 
far-away  land.  T

Christian  Radiance 

A  meteor  raced  across  the  sky  along  the  eastern. border 
of  the  nation.  Police,  radio  and  television  switchboards 
lit  up  as  the  calls  jammed  the  switchboards.  Excitement 
ran  wild  as  folks  were  alerted  by  the  brilliant  meteor 
emanating  rays  of  beautiful  color  as  it  sped  across  the 
eastern  sky. 

Radiance  is  described  bv  the  dictionary  as  brightness 
shooting  in  rays,  brilliance  or  splendor.  The  Bible  indi- 
cates that  the  Christian  ought  to  radiate  the  beauty 
and  splendor  of  our  blessed  Lord.  "God  would  make 
known  .  .  .  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  this  mystery  .  .  . 
which  is  Christ  in  you,  the  hope  of  glory"  (Col.  1:27). 
"That  ye  may  be  blameless  and  harmless,  the  sons  of  God 
...  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  nation,  among 
whom  ye  shine  as  lights  in  the  world"  (Phil.  2:15). 

True  Christian  radiance  is  not  a  man-made  pietv.  Such 
displays  seen  occasionally  are  easily  identified  as  "put  on," 
false  and  emptv.  Our  Lord  is  not  pleased  with  such  sham 
and  imitation. 

True  Christian  radiance  is  borne  out  of  a  real,  vital 
experience  with  God  through  the  acceptance  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  which  experience  has  been 
accomplished  bv  the  Holv  Spirit.  It  begins  with  re- 
generation and  progresses  with  the  sanctifving  work  of 
God  in  human  life  (Titus  3:4-6;  Col.  1:10-14). 

The  child  of  God  has  a  new  life,  a  new  Saviour,  a  new 
Lord,  a  new  salvation,  a  new  joy,  a  new  guidebook,  and 
a  bright  new  future.  His  new  life  is  in  Jesus  Christ, 
founded  upon  Christ  and  controlled  bv  Christ,  his  Lord. 
His  future  is  glorious,  leading  to  the  grand  climax  of  his 
redemption  by  the  Captain  of  his  faith  (Heb.  2:10).  He 
walks  triumphantly,  girded  with  the  promises  of  the 
Word,  guided  bv  the  direction  of  the  Spirit,  and  sup- 
plied with  resurrection  power  (Eph.  3:16-21).

The  Christian  is  not  devoid  of  the  flesh,  personality, 
weakness,  problems  of  environment  and  even  the  attacks 
of  Satan.  Our  Lord  has  graciously  provided  through 
Christ,  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  revelation  of  the  Word 
the  answer  to  every  need.  He  has  given  "all  things  that 
pertain  unto  life  and  godliness"  (II  Peter  1:3).  Reallv, 
there  is  not  a  moment  in  the  Christian  experience  when 
the  child  of  God,  claiming  God's  enabling  grace,  cannot 
smile  the  radiance  of  living  faith  in  Christ.

The  Christian  life  is  centered  in  Christ  (Gal.  2:20).  He 
is  able  (Eph.  3:20).  He  will  not  fail  (I  Peter  1:3-5).  He 
will  provide  (James  1:5).  He  never  leaves  or  forsakes 
(Ps.  37:28;  Heb.  13:5).  This  leaves  no  room  for  the  tools 
of  Satan,  such  as  discouragement,  downheartedness,  lack 
of  joy,  emptiness,  the  verv  opposites  of  Christian  ra- 
diance. The  Christian  life  is  as  certain  as  the  existence  of 
this  universe— thev  are  both  in  the  hands  and  control 
of  our  Lord  (Col'  1:16-17;  Heb.   1:2-3). 

The  Christian  has  his  abundance  in  Christ.  He  has 
a  wonderful  Lord,  a  marvelous  salvation  and  experience, 
a  bright  and  glorious  future.  Therefore,  he  ought  to  be 
continuously  thrilled  to  the  depths  of  his  being.  His 
conversation,  his  walk,  his  testimonv  should  radiate  the 
enthusiasm  and  jov  of  his  Saviour.  Christ  should  con- 
tinually dominate  the  thinking,  expression  and  actions 
of  the  believer. 

Are  the  expressions  "Praise  the  Lord,"  "Amen,"  "Isn't 
He  a  wonderful  Saviour,"  "Thank  vou,  Lord,"  "Praise 
His  name,"  and  so  forth,  outmoded  in  this  dav?

Reading  from  their 
pens  one  cannot  miss  the  excitement,  the  jovs,  the  thrill 
and  the  radiance  thev  had  from  their  Lord.  The  Bible 
truths  concerning  the  Christian  life  give  abundant  evi- 
dence  that  this  is  the  tenor  of  the  Christian  experience. 

In  the  midst  of  a  sinful,  crooked  and  perverse  nation 
there  is  a  real  need  for  more  Christian  radiance.  We  must 
reveal  the  real  jovs,  truths  and  blessings  of  our  new  life 
to  those  who  do  not  know  Christ.  The  daily  revelation  of 
this  confident  happiness  of  a  life  with  Christ  will  speak 
vividly  to  those  in  need.  It  will  increase  the  quest  for 
the  truth  about  salvation.  It  will  encourage  the  weaker 
believers  and  strengthen  the  stronger.  Mav  our  Christian 
radiance  as  the  meteor  in  the  skv  emanate  the  beauties 
of  our  wonderful  Lord  and  create  in  this  world  a  desire 
for  the  answer  to  spiritual  needs.  T 
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The  Columbus  Challenge

Ohio's  capital  city,  with  a  popula- 
tion second  only  to  that  of  Cleveland, 
represents  a  tremendous  challenge  for 
the  work  of  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions. In  a  city  of  511  Protestant 
churches,  it  is  amazing  that  there  are 
so  few  Bible-believing  churches.  The 
church  membership  rolls  of  these 
churches  in  comparison  with  the 
population  of  the  city  give  one  of 
the  worst  percentages  in  the  nation. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  64  per 
cent  of  the  population  of  the  Greater 
Columbus  area  have  no  church  af- 
filiation at  all. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  be- 
gan with  a  Bible  study  conducted  by 
Rev.  Nathan  Meyer  in  the  home  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Marion  Forrest.  The 
Bible  study  was  held  during  the 
summer  of  1964.  Early  in  that  sum- 
mer, on  the  11th  of  June,  the  present 
pastor,  along  with  Rev.  Lester  Pifer 
of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  were  invited  to  visit  the 
class.  It  was  on  that  night  that  a 
call  was  extended  to  Rev.  Dave 
Hocking  to  be  the  first  pastor  of  the 
group  of  people  meeting  there.  After 
much  prayer  and  consideration  of  the 
opportunity.  Rev.  Hocking  and  his 
family  moved  to  Columbus  on  Sep- 
tember 12,  1964,  and  began  the  first 
Sunday  services  on  September  13. 

During  that  first  month,  when 
the  attendance  figures  were  in  the 
twenties,  it  became  evident  to  the 
newly-formed  Grace  Brethren 
Church  that  a  larger  meeting  place 
would  be  necessary  if  they  were  to 
grow.  After  investigating  various  pos- 
sible places  to  meet,  the  church  fi- 


nally decided  on  the  Sharon  Memo- 
rial Hall  in  the  suburb  of  Worthing- 
an  old  historical  museum.  The

building  had  very  few  classroom  pos- 
sibilities and  the  large  room  in  the 
center  of  the  building  could  only  ac- 
commodate around  seventy  people 
comfortably.  But  the  Lord  saw  fit  to 
bless  abundandy  in  that  old  historical 
building  as  attendances  increased  and 
many  souls  were  won  to  Christ. 

In  January,  1965,  the  pastor  began 
a  Bible  study  class  on  the  southeast 
side  of  the  city  in  the  suburb  of  Bex- 
ley.  The  class  met  in  the  home  of  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Bernard  Dennison,  mem- 
bers of  the  church.  From  a  beginning 
class  of  around  seven  to  ten  adults, 
the  attendance  grew  to  a  record- 
breaking  63  adults  during  October, 
1965.  The  Lord  used  the  class  to 
reach  many  new  people  for  Christ. 

The  church  soon  realized  that  the 
Sharon  Memorial  Hall  would  not  be 
adequate  to  handle  the  people  who 
were  coming  to  church.  We  had  set 
an  Easter  goal  for  1965  of  100  people 
in  church.  It  was  not  until  the  week 
before  Easter  Sunday  that  a  new 
meeting  place  was  acquired.  The 
Lord  opened  up  a  wonderful  place 
for  us  when  he  gave  us  the  oppor- 
tunity to  use  the  facilities  of  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventist  Church  in 
Worthington.  On  our  first  Sunday 
in  the  church  we  had  a  record  at- 
tendance of  133.  We  have  continued 
to  meet  there  up  to  the  present  time, 
and  we  have  appreciated  very  much 
the  fine  facilities  of  this  little  colo- 
nial church  seating  240  people. 

A  history  of  any  church  is  not 
complete  unless  the  spiritual  victories 
are  counted  as  first  among  the  manv 
blessings  from  the  Lord.  In  1965  the 
Lord  gave  us  a  wonderful  year  with 
58  first-time  decisions  for  Christ,  and 
a  total  of  93  decisions  over  all.  We 
praise  the  Lord  for  the  wav  in  which 
He  has  worked  in  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  people  here  in  Columbus.  He  has

given  us  26  decisions  for  Christ  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter  of  this  year, 
and  it  is  our  prayer  that  many,  manv 
more  hungry  hearts  in  this  great  citv 
will  come  to  the  Saviour.  The  mem- 
bership of  the  church  at  the  end  of 
the  last  quarter  stood  at  79,  and  at 
the  writing  of  this  article  there  were 
ten  more  waiting  to  be  baptized  and 
to  join  the  fellowship  of  the  church. 

Attendances  during  the  past  month 
of  April  have  been  the  highest  ever. 
The  Sunday  school  averaged  125  for 
the  month,  the  morning  service,  185, 
and  the  e\ening  service,  96.  On 
Easter  Sunday  we  had  a  new  record 
of  225  in  the  morning  ser\'ice. 

On  Palm  Sunday,  April  3,  we  had 
our  ground-breaking  service.  The 
property  is  paid  for,  the  Brethren 
Construction  Crew  has  arrived,  and 


work  has  already  begun  on  our  new 
building.  We  are  greatly  looking  for- 
ward  to  the  completion  of  this  build- 
ing and  a  church  we  can  call  "home." 
The  Lord  has  done  wonderful 
things  in  Columbus,  but  our  prayer 
is  that  the  work  will  not  cease  to 
grow  because  of  lack  of  vision  or 
because  of  a  lack  of  praver,  but  that 
this  will  be  only  the  beginning  of 
what  God  will  do  in  this  great  citv. 
There  is  a  need  for  many  more 
churches  in  this  citv  that  \\'ill  preach 
the  Word  of  God.  Thousands  are 
without  Christ  and  desperately  in 
need  of  answers  to  life  and  eternity. 
We  urge  all  of  our  Brethren  people 
to  pray  earnestly  for  this  great  cit\' 
that  God  will  continue  to  pour  out 
His  blessing  here,  and  that  many 
souls  will  be  saved  and  other  churches 
established.  ▼

WHAT'S  A  MOTHER  TO  DO? 

(The  temptations  young  peofle 
face  in  these  days  are  very  real  and 
attractive.  This  can  he  farticidarly 
true  for  the  young  person  attending 
a  school  where  99  per  cent  of  the 
student  body  are  not  Christian  and 
the  remainder,  with  two  or  three  ex- 
ceptions, are  only  weakly  professing. 
Diane  Button  attends  high  school 
where  99  per  cent  of  the  student 
hody  are  Jewish.  It  is  diffictdt  to 
"he  friends"  and  constantly  resist 
those  activities  in  which  your  friends 
indidge.  However,  the  Lord  is  able 
in  matters  such  as  these,  and  when 
one  "resists,"  not  only  does  the  devil 
flee,  hut  God  also  vindicates  the  re- 
sister  and  exposes  the  sham  and 
shame  of  sensual  pleasure .—BLB) 

Time  and  again  as  you  tune  in 
the  radio  or  television  you  hear  some 
frustrated  mother  and  wife  mourn- 
fully intone  the  words,  'What's  a 
mother  to  do?"  And  she  of  course 
has  reference  to  one  of  three  great 
family  upheavals:  either  sister  is  on 
a  diet  and  is  not  getting  the  proper 
amount  of  vitamins,  or  brother 
snatched  a  piece  of  cake  after  he 
brushed  his  teeth  and  is  even  now 
eating  it  as  he  is  running  down  the 
street,  or  hubby  has  just  come  home 
from  the  office  with  a  splitting  head- 
ache and  is  apparently  unable  to  at- 
tend that  all-important  party  at  the 
Smiths.  But  the  good  old  advertising 
huckster  comes  to  the  rescue  of  the 
distressed  mother  and  suggests  an 
anti-cavity  toothpaste,  a  vitamin- 
packed  breakfast  food,  and  an  effer- 
vescent tablet  to  overcome  the  trou- 
bles of  each  of  her  charges  and  the 
household  is  once  again  on  an  even 
keel. 

But  this  question,  'What's  a 
mother  to  do?"  is  many  times  asked 
in  areas  of  family  life  other  than  the 
material  and  physical.  It  is  often  a 
perplexing  question  in  the  area  of 
things  spiritual.  And  by  God's  grace 
we  do  have  the  answer.  Let  me 
show  you  what  I  mean. 

An  intercom  is  a  wonderful  in- 
strument. I  have  one  on  my  desk, 
which  is  located  in  that  section  of 
the   garage   which   has   been    "made

over"  into  a  study.  The  intercom  is 
connected  with  a  companion  unit  in 
the  kitchen  of  the  mission.  Bv  means 
of  this  unit  I  am  able  to  hear  any 
conversation  with  great  volume  and 
claritv  if  it  is  carried  on  in  the  kit- 
chen, breakfast  room,  dining  room  or 
hall.  If  I  listen  attentivelv  I  can 
distinguish  conversation  in  anv  other 
part  of  the  house  without  too  much 
difficulty.  Even  though  I  installed 
the  unit  to  save  steps  and  make  com- 
munication between  the  study  and 
the  house  something  other  than 
"shouting  out  the  window,"  still  it 
does  ser\'e  the  purpose  of  a  monitor 
for  eavesdropping  on  certain  conver- 
sations between  members  of  my  fam- 
ily. 

For  instance—  One  Friday  after- 
noon recently  I  was  jarred  out  of  the 
book  I  was  reading  when  over  the 
intercom  I  heard  a  door  slam  in  the 
house,  footsteps  race  out  into  the 
kitchen,  and  my  daughter  Diane's 
voice  sav,  "Hi,  Mom!  Guess  what? 
Judy  asked  me  to  go  to  a  party  with 
her  this  weekend.  She  told  me  she 
had  a  date  fixed  up  for  me  with  a 
real  groovy  [what's  "groovy"?]  guy. 
He  plays  an  electric  guitar  in  a  five- 
piece  folk-rock  combo.  He's  a  Fairfax 
grad  and  was  a  football  player  and 
was  on  the  track  team.  She  says  he  is 
a  nice  boy  and  that  he  had  seen  me 
at  school  and  had  asked  her  to  ar- 
range the  date.  Party's  going  to  be 
at  the  home  of  one  of  the  boys  we 
know.  It's  going  to  start  at  eight 
o'clock  and  I  guess  it'll  last  till  twelve 
or  maybe  longer.  I  sorta  wish  I  could 
go  and  yet  .  .  ."  and  here  DeeDee

(Diane  to  you)  let  her  voice  trail  into 
silence. 

Now  my  wife  has  a  much  better 
head  for  dealing  with  children  than 
I  have.  Me?  I  come  out  flat-footed 
and  lay  down  the  law.  I'm  a  you 
can't  do  that  and  you  have  to  do  this 
sort  of  parent.  And  there  is  nothing 
that  breaks  off  what  the  world  calls 
"communication"  any  more  quickly 
or  effectively  than  that  sort  of  cor- 
rection. But  my  wife  has  a  much  bet- 
ter approach.  She  has  the  good  sense 
to  give  a  child  the  chance  to  make 
his  own  decision.  And  if  it  is  a  cor- 
rect decision,  then  she  is  not  in  the 
child's  bad  graces  and  he  has  learned 
once  more  the  importance  of  being 
a  sensible,  stable  Christian.  So  she 
asked,  'Well,  what's  the  boy  like 
and  what  have  you  decided  to  do?" 

Diane  hesitated  for  a  minute  and 
then  replied,  "I  saw  this  fellow  when 
I  was  leaving  school.  Didn't  meet 
him,  just  saw  him  from  across  the 
street.  He's  one  of  the  'In'  crowd.  You 
know  what  I  mean:  high  boots,  those 
ivy  league  pants,  and  long,  blond 
hair.  The  crowd  Judy  runs  with  all 
dress  that  way." 

"Yes,  but  what  did  you  decide  to 
do?"  prompted  my  wife. 

"Well  goodness.  Mom,  what  could 
I  do  but  refuse!  I  told  her  I  couldn't 
come  because  I  had  to  go  to  church 
on  that  night.  The  party  was  to  be 
Sunday  night.  Some  day  I'll  get  my 
reward  for  passing  up  all  these  op- 
portunities." And  I  heard  Diane  walk 
from  the  kitchen  and  then  the  door 
to  her  room  closed. 

The  weekend  passed  and  Monday 
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rolled  around  and  again  I  was  in  the 
study  with  the  intercom  turned  on. 
Mrs.  Button  was  in  the  kitchen.  Once 
again  I  heard  the  door  slam  and  foot-

steps  race  into  the  kitchen  and  mv 
daughter  Diane  excitedly  cry  out, 
"Oh,  Mom!  Guess  what?  Where  do 
you  think  Judy  spent  Sunday  night, 
Mom?  In  jail,  Mom!  in  jail!  Am  I 
glad  I  went  to  church!  Isn't  that  ter- 
rible? In  jail!  And  her  boy  friend  too. 
They  went  to  the  party.  And  there 
was  no  one  in  the  house  but  all  these 
kids.  And  thev  had  beer,  Mom.  Kids, 
and  they  had  beer.  And  the  neigh- 
bors called  the  police  and  Judy  and 
her  boyfriend  left  the  party  and  the 
police  picked  them  up  on  the  street 
and  took  them  to  jail.  And  thev 
called  their  parents!  I'd  have  just 
died!  Can  you  imagine  Dad—  Well, 
Judv  said  her  mother  was  put  out 
with  her,  whatever  that  means,  but 
she  came  down  to  the  police  station 
and  got  her.  Then  she  took  Judv 
home  and  talked  with  her.  And  Mom, 
Judy  said  that  after  that  they,  she 
and  her  mother,  had  a  couple  of 
drinks  and  went  to  bed.  Mom,  im- 
agine, drinks!" 

"Are  you  glad  vou  turned  down  her 
invitation?"  asked  mv  wife. 

"Oh  Mom,  ^'ou  know  it!  I'm  sure 
glad  our  home  honors  the  Lord.  I'm 
sure  thankful  that  I  know  Him  and 
that  He  is  able  to  keep  a  person 
from  making  mistakes  even  when 
thev  feel  drawn  toward  such  things. 
And  I'm  sure  glad  we  don't  have 
'drinks'  in  our  home!"  And  as  Diane 
left   the   kitchen,   the   sound   of  her 


footsteps  and  the  softly  closed  door 
to  her  room  betrayed  the  serious 
thoughts  of  her  mind.  She  had  made 
a  right  decision  and  made  it  as  unto 
the  Lord,  and  He  had  honored  her 
and  her  family  for  it. 

"What's  a  mother  to  do?"  Well,  if 
you  have  given  any  thought  to  this 
account  as  you  have  read  it,  you 
now  know  what  a  mother  should  do 
in  the  matter  of  the  spiritual  welfare 
of  her  children.  She  should  do  the 
same  thing  the  father  is  enjoined  to 
do  in  Ephesians  6:4:  "And,  ye  fa- 
thers, provoke  not  your  children  to 
wrath:  but  bring  them  up  in  the  nur- 
ture and  admonition  of  the  Lord." 

If  this  is  done,  the  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  the  child  will  be  sound,  for 
the  God  of  heaven  gives  this  assur- 
ance: "Train  up  a  child  in  the  wav 
he  should  go:  and  when  he  is  old, 
he  will  not  depart  from  it"  (Prov.  22: 
6). 

Yes,  the  "In"  group  with  its  Wa- 
tusi,  and  its  Jerk,  and  its  folk-rock 
music,  and  its  long  hair,  and  its  tight 
pants,  and  its  high  boots  holds  a  fas- 
cination for  the  youth  who  lacks  a 
background  in  spiritual  things  and 
spiritual  life.  But  thanks  be  to  God 
when  He  enables  us  to  point  our  dear 
children  to  the  One  who  holds  the 
answer  to  all  of  life's  problems  and 
drives,  to  the  One  who,  above  everv- 
thing  else,  is  able  to  satisfv  in  an 
age  of  dissatisfaction.  T

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You  have  heard  that  time-honored 
piece  of  advice  often  repeated  to 
athletes.  It  goes  something  like  this; 
"Now,  remember!  Should  you  be 
defeated,  be  a  good  loser!" 

We  ought  to  question  this  advice  to 
an  athlete,  and  likewise  question  this 
approach  to  the  Christian  way  of  life. 
We  must  learn  to  be  good  sportsmen 
if  we  intend  to  be  good  athletes,  but 
not  necessarily  good  losers.  In  the 
Christian  life  there  is  no  place  for  a 
good  loser. 

A  young  mother  was  one  day  en- 
tertaining her  Sunday-school  teacher. 
Four  small  children,  all  under  school 
age,  romped  about  the  family  room 
adjoining  the  living  room.  As  things 
began  to  grow  more  livelv  it  became 
increasingly  hard  for  the  two  adults 
to  visit.  Excusing  herself,  the  chil- 
dren's mother  entered  the  playroom 
and  spoke  to  them.  She  had  to  speak 
a  second  and  third  time.  The  little 
ones  were  quite  normal  and  quieted 
for  a  time,  but  soon  began  again. 
Becoming  quite  nervous  and  impa- 
tient the  irate  mother  dashed  through 
the  doorway,  grabbed  the  oldest  child, 
and  spanked  him  severely.  This  did 
not  remedy  the  situation  but  only  pro- 
voked it.  Realizing  her  friend  in  the 
living  room  had  heard  and  seen  all 
only  added  to  the  mother's  confusion. 

Returning  once  more  to  her  wait- 
ing guest,  she  sat  down  and  burst  into 
tears.  "I've  tried  and  tried  not  to  lose 
my  temper  with  the  children,  but  I 
just  can't  seem  to  master  it, "  she 
sobbed. 

Is  it  possible  that  many  a  Christian 
has  settled  for  something  other  than 
God's  best  because  he  has  learned  to 
be  a  good  loser?  Such  a  person  per- 
iodically goes  down  to  defeat  in  his 
personal  life.  He  is  bound  by  some 
chainlike  habit  and  has  resigned  him- 
self to  being  a  good  loser.  He  at- 
tempts  to  witness  for  Christ  in  a  clear- 
cut,  straightforward  manner,  but  the 
effort  ends  in  failure.  Often  a  habit 
that  binds  his  life  becomes  humiliat- 
ing and  distasteful.  He  tries  to  get 
victory  over  it,  but  the  result  is 
defeat. 

To  accept  continual  defeat  and 
thus  try  to  develop  the  good  loser 
spirit  is  to  have  a  perverted  idea  of 
the  Christian  way  of  life.  A  con- 
stant diet  of  defeat  leaves  a  bitter 
taste  in  one's  mouth,  a  taste  to  \yhich 
we  should  never  try  to  become  ac- 


customed. Furthermore  it  gives  one 
offensive  breath  and  this  stymies  our 
testimony. 

A  young  truck  driver  had  as  a 
vouth  accepted  Christ  as  Saviour.  He 
had  courted  and  married  a  lovely 
girl  who  made  a  wonderful  Christian 
wife.  The  Lord  blessed  their  home 
wth  two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl. 

As  many  a  truck  driver  will  testify, 
sitting  behind  the  wheel  of  a  tractor- 
trailer  for  hours  at  a  stretch,  traveling 
turnpikes  and  super  highways,  can 
become  a  boring  task.  As  a  result  of 
many  lonely  hours  the  young  hus- 
band accepted  a  package  of  cigarettes 
as   company.   Then    he   turned   to  a 

pipe- 
Finally  realizing  the  habit  had  over- 
taken him,  he  decided  the  time  had 
come  to  give  it  up.  After  all,  he  now 
had  a  teen-age  son.  He  did  not  want 
the  boy  to  follow  in  his  footsteps  so

cerned.  Fle  knew  also  that  his  wife 
was  convinced  the  habit  had  no  place 
in  her  Christian  husband's  life.

He  filled 
his  pockets  with  chewing  gum,  life- 
savers  and  candy  bars.  For  a  few  days 
he  thought  he  was  free  of  it.  But  alas! 
He  could  not  help  himself.  He  filled 
his  pipe  and  yielded.  The  battle  was 
lost.  He  went  down  again  in  defeat. 

Weeks  passed,  then  months.  One 
night  dri\ing  along  the  Pennsylvania 
Turnpike  he  suddenly  felt  sick,  dizzy. 
Perhaps  the  wind  was  blowing  the 
e.xhaust  fumes  back  up  into  his  trac- 
tor cab.  He  opened  the  windows.  A 
breeze  swept  through.  Still  he  knew 


something  v\'as  wrong. 

Pulling  the  huge  truck  to  the  side 
of  the  road,  he  leaped  out  and  lav 
exhausted  on  the  cold  ground.  His 
face  and  hands  felt  strange.  Pulling 
himself  together,  he  stood  and  reach- 
ed  into  the  cab  for  his  flashlight. 
Turing  the  light  on  his  hands,  he 
saw  they  were  very  red.  Upon  close 
examination  in  his  mirror  he  discov- 
ered his  face  was  the  same  color. 
What  could  be  wrong? 

Suddenly  like  a  vision  his  habit 
was  reviewed  on  the  screen  of  his 
mind.  "Give  it  up,"  a  voice  cried. 
"Throw  away  your  pipe!"  With  stiff 
hands  he  reached  into  his  jacket  pock- 
et, grasped  the  pipe,  and  hurled  it 
out  into  the  darkness.  It  was  gone! 
Gone! 

Placing  his  hands  over  his  face 
and  resting  his  head  on  the  steerino 
wheel,  he  resolved  never  to  touch 
tobacco  again.  "With  your  help. 
Father,  I  can  be  victorious  this  time." 

As  soon  as  he  reached  home,  he 
related  the  whole  episode  to  his  wife. 
Upon  investigation  thev  discovered 
in  the  first-aid  book  that  red  hands 
and  face,  dizziness,  and  so  forth,  were 
acute  symptoms  of  carbon-monoxide 
poisoning. 

Facing  his  amazed  wife,  he  de- 
clared: "The  Lord  was  riding  with  me 
tonight.  It  was  His  voice  I  heard.  I 
have  smoked  for  the  last  time." 

And  indeed  he  had.  For  as  the  days 
turned  into  weeks,  and  the  weeks  into 
months,  he  was  victorious  in  his 
heavenly  Father's  strength.  He  had 
overcome.  He  had  conquered.  Victory 
was  his. 

There  is  a  real  note  of  victory  in 
the  words  of  Jesus  as  recorded  in 
John  16:33;  "Be  of  good  cheer;  I 
have  overcome  the  world."

One  day  I  received  a  telephone 
call  from  a  man  in  great  distress. 
When  I  arrived  at  his  home  I  found 
him  weeping  and  all  torn  up  emo- 
tionally. He  told  me  that  the  evening 
before,  his  wife  had  gone  out  for  a 
while  and  had  left  him  with  their 
little  baby.  While  she  was  gone  he 
was  seized  with  a  fanatical  urge  to 
kick  the  babv  to  death.  When  he 
realized  what  he  had  almost  done 
he  sat  down  and  wept  bitterly. 

Now  on  this  day  he  was  seized 
with  a  similar  urge  to  take  his  own 
life.  In  his  desperation  he  had  called 
for  me.  I  soon  discovered  why  he 
was  so  emotionally  torn  up:  for  some 
time  he  had  been  embezzling  monev 
from  his  employer.  His  sense  of  guilt 
v\'as  too  great  for  him  to  bear. 

When  I  asked  him  why  he  had 
chosen  to  call  me  he  answered,  "Don't 
you  remember  giving  me  a  little  tract 
entitled  'Four  Things  God  Wants 
You  to  Know'?"  As  I  thought  back 
over  my  many  experiences  of  handing 
out  tracts  I  finallv  made  the  associa- 
tion. 

"Ever  since  I  read  that  tract,"  he 
continued,  "I  have  felt  dirtv  and 
filthy  inside." 

It  was  my  privilege  then  and  there 
to  lead  this  man  to  Jesus  Christ.  Later 
his   wife   also  came   to   Christ.    The 


Lord  then  enabled  him  to  work  out 

his  emotional  problems  which  were 

caused  by  his  sinful  actions.

Several  years  back  I  wrote  a  little 
tract  entitled  'Are  You  a  Christian?

Brethren  church.  I  went  by  Grey- 
hound bus  and  all  told  I  spent  four 
davs  and  four  nights  on  the  road. 

During  this  time  God  gave  me 
innumerable  opportunities  to  witness 
and  to  hand  out  tracts.  Among  the 
many  I  witnessed  to  were  two  young 
ladies  who  sat  in  the  seat  immediate- 
ly in  front  of  me.  These  young  ladies 
were  returning  from  Salt  Lake  City, 
where  they  had  been  attending  col- 
lege, and  were  now  on  their  way 
back  home,  which  was  located  near 
Sun  Valley,  Idaho. 

After  talking  to  them  about  their 
spiritual  need  I  gave  each  of  them 
one  of  my  little  tracts  entitled  'Are 
You  a  Christian?

She  gave  it  to  us  to  read  and  I 
felt  like  it  was  just  what  I've  been 
trying  to  say  all  this  time.  Is  it  pos- 
sible for  you  to  send  me  several 
copies?  I  loaned  mine  to  a  friend 
and  she  lost  it,  and  I'd  just  love  to 
have  you  send  me  one  more  and 
several  more  if  vou  have  anv  to  spare. 
I'm  trying  to  be  a  Christian  but  I'm 
not  really  one.  I  feel  so  manv  people 
say,  "Oh,  I  believe  in  Christ,"  but 
as  we  look  at  them  we  can't  tell  that 
they  do.  And  I  believe  if  we  reallv 
commit  our  lives  to  Christ  then  any- 
one can  see  Christ  in  our  lives. 
"Actions   speak  louder  than   words."

Here  was  another  wonderful  op- 
portunity to  tell  a  seeking  soul  about 
our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

I  hope  these  few  fruitful  experien- 
ces from  mv  own  life  mav  be  an  en- 
couragement to  others  both  to  write 
and  to  distribute  Christian  literature. 
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You  see  the  word  "new"  every- 
where. There  it  is  on  your  box  of 
breakfast  cereal,  urging  you  to  try 
some  new  combination  of  wheat  and 
rice  flakes,  or  rice  and  com  flakes, 
and  so  forth.  Reach  for  that  jar  of 
instant  coffee  and  there  it  is  again, 
"new,"  combined  with  another  sell- 
ing-point, "20  cents  off!"  Driving 
downtown  you  pass  a  billboard  of- 
fering "new"  reduced  rates  for  travel- 
ing to  Europe  by  super-jet.  Open 
your  evening  newspaper  and  you  are 
faced  with  an  ad  (to  quote  a  con- 
temporary Christian  writer)  offering 
"new  filter-tip  cancerettes  at  a  'new' 
low  price." 

Americans  evidently  succumb  to 
this  type  of  thing.  Otherwise,  com- 
panies would  not  spend  millions  an- 
nually on  Madison  Avenue  intellects 
who  produce  reams  of  copy  using  the 
word  "new."  There  is  something  in 
human  nature  that  causes  us  to  try 
every  new  thing.  And  we  readily  ad- 
mit there  are  many  new  things 
around  us  today.  How  did  we  manage 
before  they  came  on  the  market? 

But  this  "new"  emphasis  really 
isn't  so  modem.  We  read  in  the  book 
of  Acts  that  the  citizens  of  Athens 
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spent  much  time  at  the  Areopagus 
(Mars'  Hill)  waiting  "to  hear  some 
new  thing"  (17:21).  When  the  apostle 
Paul  finally  turned  up,  the  daily 
throng's  first  question  was:  "May  we 
know  what  this  new  doctrine,  where- 
of thou  speakest,  is?"  (17:19).  Yet 
most  of  this  rabble  failed  to  recognize 
that  Paul  really  had  something  new, 
something  never  known  before,  to 
offer  them:  newness  of  life  in  Jesus 
Christ.  People  who  hanker  after  the 
latest  fashions  or  the  newest  trend 
are  often  disappointed.  The  "new" 
instant  coffee's  flavor  is  practically 
the  same  as  the  old  product. 

The  truth,  however,  about  the  gos- 
pel is  that  it  offers  no  new  approach 
to  the  Lord  God,  nor  does  it  hint  at 
some  new  form  of  worshiping  Him. 
It  goes  far  beyond  these  ideas  bv 
actually  changing  human  personality: 
"If  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a 
new  creature:  old  things  are  passed 
away;  behold,  all  things  are  become 
new"  (II  Cor.  5:17)— as  new  as  any- 
thing originated  by  God  during  the 
six  days  of  creation.  The  Word  of 
God,  one  of  the  most  ancient  of 
books,  is  also  up-to-date.  Its  own  tes- 
timony is  this:  "The  word  of  God, 
which  liveth  and  abideth  for  ever" 
(I   Peter    1:23).   The   Bible   with   its 


gospel  message  is  right  up-to-the- 
minute. 

The  Bible  is  "new,"  therefore,  be- 
cause it  has  a  message  for  modem 
times;  and  the  gospel  is  "new"  be- 
cause it  offers  a  new  life  in  Christ. 
Isn't  this  what  people  have  been 
searching  for  through  the  centuries? 
What  we  have  to  offer  to  modern 
man  is  better  than  what  Ponce  de 
Leon  spent  years  hunting  for,  the 
Fountain  of  Youth.  The  new  life  we 
offer  comes  by  the  process  of  being 
born  again,  or  born  anew.  New  life 
in  Christ  is  not  something  that  loses 
its  newness,  like  a  new  automobile 
that  wears  out  after  a  hundred  thou- 
sand miles.  Life  in  Christ  is  some- 
thing that  continues  and  grows  and 
grows  (at  least  it  should!).  It  can 
lead  to  an  experience  of  which 
Jeremiah  wrote:  "His  compassions 
fail  not.  They  are  new  every  morn- 
ing .  .  ."  (Lam.  3:22-23).  How  won- 
derful it  is  to  get  up  in  the  morning 
and  face  the  new  day  with  Christ. 

But  do  we  ever  get  excited  about 
this  new  possession  which  is  ours  bv 
faith  in  Christ  Jesus?  Do  we  attempt 
to  get  it  across  to  others?  Why  not 
take  a  page  out  of  the  advertising 
agency's  rules  of  procedure,  and  use 
"new"  methods?  Ah,  but  here's  the 
hard  nut  to  crack.  Some  good  Chris- 
tians readily  inform  you:  "We've 
never  done  it  that  way;  we  always  do 
it  this  way!"  Sometimes  godly  people 
reject  a  new  means  of  making  Christ 
known,  only  because  it  happens  to  be 
unprecedented  and  newfangled.  They 
won't  even  give  it  a  trial!  This  new 
means,  naturally,  must  be  worthy  of 
the  gospel;  but,  please,  let's  not  cast 
it  aside  just  because  it  has  never  been 
tried  before. 

Having  wTitten  all  this,  however, 
the  writer  is  convinced  that  what  is 
needed  in  these  modern  times,  far 
more  than  new  methods,  and  far  more 
than  new-bom  men,  is  a  new  work 
of  God,  the  Holy  Spirit,  among  us. 
God  himself  is  the  Author  of  renew- 
ing, or,  to  use  a  more  familiar  term, 
revival.  This  is  the  great  need  in  cur- 
rent Christian  experience:  the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  which  results  in 
"the  new  man,  which  after  God  is 
created  in  righteousness  and  true 
holiness"  (Eph.  4:24).  Until  this  hap- 
pens, we  cannot  expect  the  numbers 
God  desires  to  see  of  new-born  souls.

Graduation  at  Grace  for  1966 

Grace  Theological  Seminary  is  now 
completing  its  29th  year  of  ministry, 
and  Grace  College  is  completing  the 
18th  year.  To  God  must  be  given 
glory  for  sustaining  and  perpetuating 
their  ministry  over  these  many  years 
and  through  the  many  perils. 

Two  excellent  classes  are  being 
graduated  this  year.  Out  from  the  col- 
lege will  go  a  group  of  young  men 
and  women  academically  prepared  for 
many  areas  of  service.  The  most  im- 
portant aspect  of  their  training,  in 
our  estimation,  was  the  spiritual  im- 
plementation they  received  in  Grace 
College.  No  matter  where  they  will 
serve  and  what  they  will  be  doing, 
the  spiritual  and  moral  preparation 
they  received  in  Grace  College  will 
constitute  their  most  valuable  and 
treasured  resources. 

Another  excellent  class  of  seminary 
graduates  will  be  going  forth  to  serve 
the  Lord.  Some  will  be  going  into  the 
pastorate,  others  to  the  mission  field, 
still  others  into  teaching,  and  yet 
others  into  the  chaplaincy.  These 
graduates  go  forth  grounded  in  the 
teaching  of  the  Word  of  God.  This 
orientation  and  implementation  pro- 
vides them  vwth  a  ministry  for  which 
the  world  is  crying  today. 

The  Conditions  in  London 

The  city  of  London,  that  will 
shortly  be  invaded  by  the  Billv  Gra- 
ham Evangelistic  Team,  is  a  city 
where  crime  of  every  kind  has  sky- 
rocketed out  of  proportion  to  the 
growing    population,    where    60    per 

cent  of  the  criminal  cases  go  unsolv- 
ed 

ed,  where  only  one  crime  in  12 
reaches  a  court  sentence,  where  the 
Constabulary  Chief  says  that  last 
year  was  the  worst  vear  of  the  cen- 


tury, where  new  racial  tensions 
are  developing,  where  church  at- 
tendance is  dwindling,  where  less 
than  3  per  cent  of  the  population 
were  in  church  on  Easter  Sunday, 
where  ministerial  candidates  continue 
to  drop  sharply. 

This  describes  a  moral  and  spiritual 
condition  that  characterizes  the  major 
cities  of  the  world.  This  is  a  con- 
dition where  all  the  vaunted  progress 
of  men  is  not  stemming  the  tide, 
where  the  explosion  in  knowledge 
is  not  meeting  the  need,  where  the 
modern  counseling  clinic  is  not  avert- 
ing the  calamities. 

Into  a  world  like  this  go  the  grad- 
uates of  Grace  Schools  with  the  only 
message  that  will  meet  the  needs  of 
men. 

The  Cause  of  Such  Conditions 

Men  are  sinners  by  nature,  and 
from  within,  out  of  the  heart,  come 
the  things  that  are  permeating  the 
atmosphere  all  across  the  world.  But 
this  alone  is  not  the  explanation  for 
the  unprecedented  descent  into  the 
maelstrom  of  iniquity.  A  philosophy  is 
abroad  that  is  laying  the  groundwork 
for  this  unprecedented  outbreak  of 
lawlessness  in  the  moral  and  spiritual 
realm. 

Simply  stated  it  is  this:  namely, 
that  there  is  no  final  truth.  Once  the 
basic  assumption  is  made  it  leads  to 
the  next  assertion  that  all  conclusions 
must  be  questioned.  This  means  that 
the  fences  are  all  down.  There  is 
nothing  settled.  Without  any  cer- 
tainties to  mark  out  the  path  of  con- 
templation or  conduct,  men  are 
thrown  into  confusion,  frustrations, 
and  chaos,  and  the  resulting  situa- 
tion is  one  of  anarchy,  lawlessness, 
and  degradation. 

It  is  a  tragedy  that  men,  professing 
themselves  to  be  wise,  have  become 
such  fools.  When  man  becomes  the 
measure  of  all  things,  when  men 
arrive  at  the  point  that  each  man  does 
that  which  is  right  in  his  own  eyes, 
there  is  the  making  for  ever)'  evil 
work,  the  gradual  disintegration  of 
society,  and  the  sure  and  certain  de- 
struction of  civilization.  Alarms  are 
being  sounded  from  every  quarter  of 
the  land  as  men  view  the  tidal  wave 
of  violence  and  devastation  move 
across  the  world.  But  this  cry  of  alarm 
is  concerned  only  with   the  effects, 


almost  never  with  the  cause.  And 
where  any  attention  is  given  to  cause, 
the  one  sufficient  cause  is  bypassed 
or  deliberately  ignored. 

The  All-sufficient  Cause 

The  Word  of  God  is  forever  settled 
in  heaven.  The  deliberate  attempt  to 
unsettle  it  in  the  earth  and  scuttle 
its  message  completely  explains  the 
deplorable  situation  into  which  the 
world  is  now  moving.  Even  the  pro- 
fessing church  is  doing  little  to  serve 
as  a  restraining  force  for  evil,  be- 
cause  the  inspiration,  inerrancy,  and 
absolute  authority  of  the  Bible  have 
been  repudiated,  or  made  of  none 
effect  by  the  clever  way  its  truth  is 
rationalized  away.  Without  any  guid- 
ing star  in  the  midst  of  this  dark 
night  of  confusion  and  despair,  men 
are  groping  their  way  blindly  toward 
the  brink  of  destruction.  As  long  as 

o 

this  situation  prevails,  as  long  as 
men  refuse  to  listen  to  some  of  the 
absolutes  of  the  Word  of  God,  it  may 
well  be  expected  that  the  path  to- 
ward destruction  will  become  more 
precipitous  and  the  speed  of  descent 
more  swift. 

There  Is  Hope  for  Some 

Into  a  world  like  this  these  young 
graduates  are  going.  They  have  the 
one  message  this  world  needs.  They 
have  the  one  Saviour  who  is  able 
to  salvage  from  destruction.  They 
have  the  one  hope  for  a  world  doom- 
ed to  destruction.  Those  who  receive 
this  message  will  fill  out  the  num- 
her  of  the  church,  the  salvation  of 
which  God  is  accomplishing  during 
this  present  age.  To  know  that  Grace 
Schools  is  discharging  its  responsi- 
bility in  the  accomplishment  of 
God's  purpose  during  this  age  brings 
great  gratification.

As  we  have  wTitten  in  these  col- 
umns before,  we  now  reaffirm  again, 
that  the  proposed  library  is  essential 
not  only  for  the  efficient  operation 
of  Grace  Schools,  but  also  for  region- 
al accreditation  for  the  college.  For 
that  reason  a  program  of  fund  rais- 
ing is  being  launched  among  the 
churches  during  the  summer  months.

Editorially    Speaking 


God  said  in  Exodus  3:14:  "I  AM 
THAT  I  AM."  Yet,  in  the  news  to- 
day a  challenge  is  being  presented 
against  the  very  existence  of  God. 
Just  to  think  that  there  is  no  God  is 
horrible  to  me.  But  to  declare  that 
God  was  alive,  and  is  now  dead  and 
does  not  exist  any  more,  is  utterly  un- 
thinkable. Evervthing  I  have  read  of 
the  "God  Is  Dead"  movement  savs  to 
me:  "Another  person  wants  public- 
ity." And  to  me  it  seems  he  has 
chosen  a  very  poor  way  to  get  it.  "The 
fool  hath  said  in  his  heart.  There  is 
no  God,"  seems  to  have  even  a  greater 
meaning  todav  than  in  the  dav  when 
the  Psalmist,  under  the  inspiration  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  penned  it  in  the 
generations  past. 

"Most  miserable"  was  the  character- 
ization of  those  who  did  not  believe 
that  Jesus  Christ  rose  from  the  dead 
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(I  Cor.  15:19).  But  most,  most,  most 
miserable,  hopeless,  meaningless, 
worthless  is  the  life  that  says,  "God 
was  alive,  but  is  now  dead." 

Prophecy  as  a  Testimony 

Aside  from  our  personal  fellowship 
and  communion  with  God,  the  areat- 
est  testimonv  to  the  living  God  is 
fulfilled  prophecy.  One  or  two  in- 
cidents in  time  might  be  presented 
prophetically  hundreds  or  thousands 
of  years  before  fulfillment,  although 
this  is  almost  unthinkable.  But  there 
have  been  hundreds,  ves,  many  hun- 
dreds of  prophecies  specifically  given 
and  exactly  fulfilled.  This  just  could

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not  occur  by  the  rules  of  chance. 
There  must  be  One  who  is  omnis- 
cient, omnipotent,  and  omnipresent, 
and  who  can  communicate  with  men. 
We  know  the  true  God. 


Motive  power  in  foreign  missions 
comes  through  this  one  true  God.  If 
\^'e  make  any  impression  for  God  in 
this  godless,  atheistic,  "God-is-dead" 
world,  we  will  need  to  make  it 
through  the  dedication  and  involve- 
ment of  the  children  of  God  in  this 
great  program  of  witnessing. 

The  church  is  the  agency  of  the 
living  God  for  His  work  in  this  age. 
None  of  us  would  say  that  the 
church  has  measured  up  to  her  full 
opportunities.  In  recent  secular  maga- 
zines much  has  been  made  of  the 
theme,  "The  Church  Is  in  Trouble." 
Who  has  denied  that  the  church  is 
in  trouble!  The  church  has  always 
been  in  trouble.  It  was  the  acti\ity 
of  the  church  in  the  first  centuries 
that  filled  the  arenas  with  Christians 
for  the  lions  to  devour. 

God  never  promised  that  the 
church  would  not  be  in  trouble.  The 
blood  of  the  martyrs  has  always  been 
the  seed  of  the  church.  The  only  pe- 
riods when  the  church  has  not  actual- 
ly been  in  trouble,  have  been  when 
she  was  flirting  with  the  world,  liv- 
ing  in  compromise,  and  denying  her 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Then  she  was  not 
in  trouble  with  the  world,  but  with 
her  Lord.  Persecution  is  never  pleas- 
ant, yet  the  early  disciples  rejoiced 
that  thev  were  counted  worthy  to  suf- 
fer for  His  name.  Changes  in  recent 
years,  as  we  live  in  a  riotous  world, 
may  well  indicate  that  true,  bom- 
again  believers  will  soon  be  having 
trouble  with  the  world.  It  is  very  pos- 
sible—\es,  probable— that  within  the 
lifetime  of  most  of  us  it  will  not  be 
uncommon  for  true  believers  to  pa\' 
for  their  faith  with  their  lives.

PART  I 

An  honest  friend— a  rare  and 
worthy  person  to  have  around— tells 
me  that  most  of  what  I  say  about 
Puerto  Rico  sounds  like  commercials 
of  a  Caribbean  tourist  agent.  He 
knows,  though,  that  I  am  not  partic- 
ularly interested  in  Puerto  Rican 
tourism,  but  accepts  the  fact  that  I 
should  consider  it  a  compliment  to 
be  associated  with  the  country  that 
so  generously  and  happily  hosted  me 
during  the  four  vital  years  of  my  col- 
lege life. 

My  friend  attributes  my  enthu- 
siasm for  Puerto  Rico  to  what  he 
terms  "a  weather  shock."  And  he 
might,  in  a  sense,  be  right.  A  man  of 
my  kind,  born  in  the  tropical  breezes 
and  green  hills  of  the  heart  of  Africa, 
and  li\'ing  for  a  time  amid  the  nat- 
ural glamor  of  the  sunny  Caribbean 
island,  would  not— to  say  the  least- 
embrace  Chicagoland's  winter  with 
the  same  "commercial-sounding"  de- 
votion   and   warmth    as   he   has   for 
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Puerto  Rico's  all-vear-round  spring- 
summer  weather. 

But  my  interest  in  Puerto  Rico  is 
rooted  in  something  much  deeper 
than  the  warm  ocean  that  surrounds 
it.  I  am  interested  in  the  challenge 
that  Puerto  Rico  poses  to  the  evan- 
gelical churches  of  North  America. 
This  challenge  is  more  than  "the  call 
of  the  ocean, "  however  valuable  and 
genuine  that  may  be  for  beach-seek- 
ers. It  is  a  spiritual  challenge,  a  call 
to  meet  and  teach  people  swimming 
in  the  meaninglessness  and  anxietv 
of  the  frantic  changes  unfolding  in 
Puerto  Rico,  as  in  the  rest  of  the 
world,  to  be  sure,  but  within  the  spe- 
cific and  unique  opportunities  that 
this  island  offers. 

I  arrived  in  Puerto  Rico  in  the 
fall  of  1961  and  became  one  of  the 
two  thousand  foreign  students  who 
study  each  vear  in  the  various  uni- 
versities and  special  development  pro- 
grams for  which  the  island  has  be- 
come so  famous  in  recent  years.  Sep- 
tember to  December  of  that  vear  con- 
stituted my  most  unforgettable 
months.  Like  Columbus,  I  made  a 
few  far-reaching  and  startling  dis- 
coveries.  First,  the  language  of  Puerto 
Rico  is  Spanish.  Secondly,  it  is  not 
very  easy  to  "win  friends  and  influ- 
ence people"  in  a  language  and  a  cul- 
ture about  u'hich  vou  know  close  to 
nothing.  Thirdly,  even  in  Puerto 
Rico— one  of  the  most  heavily  popu- 
lated islands  in  the  world,  inhabited 
by  a  colorful   and  energetic  people, 


undergoing  a  dramatic  and  peaceful 
socio-cultural  reconstruction,  and  en- 
joying such  wonderful  weather  that 
the  island  is  lovingly  called  "the 
daughter  of  the  sea  and  the  sun"— 
even  with  such  a  people  and  such 
drama,  life  can  be  dry,  dull,  and  lone- 
some for  a  foreign  student.  My  fourth 
and  most  important  discovery  was 
that  if  you  are  a  stranger  as  I  was  in 
Puerto  Rico— I  mean  a  total  stranger 
in  terms  of  culture  and  language  and 
race  and  thought  patterns  and  so  on 
—to  run  into  a  true  Christian  family 
is  like  coming  to  an  oasis  in  the  mid- 
die  of  the  thirstiest  desert. 

It  takes  more  than  weather  and 
excitement  and  the  warmth  of  the 
people  to  make  one  enjoy  a  country. 
It  takes  an  encounter  with  a  person, 
a  family,  a  group  of  people,  who 
ha\e  something  of  infinite  value  to 
offer  to  vou. 

When  I  arrived  in  Puerto  Rico  I 
was  not  a  confessed  Christian,  al- 
though I  was  still  nursing  some 
haunting  memories  of  mv  mother's 
conversion.  When  mv  mother  became 
a  Christian  back  in  1952,  I  felt  a 
strange  kind  of  relief  come  upon  our 
house.  Outwardly  I  resisted  it,  and 
when  I  entered  high  school  in  1957 
I  felt  "big"  enough  to  denounce 
Christianity  publicly.  But  deep  in- 
side I  knew  there  was  at  last  a  stroke 
of  reality  in  our  home.  As  mv  sisters 
one  bv  one  became  Christian,  and  as 
I  saw  the  corresponding  changes  in 
their  li\es,  I  began  secretly  to  hope

and  even  pray  that  this  faith  would 
not  leave  our  home. 

And  so  I  came  to  Puerto  Rico  with 
a  secret  desire  to  be  a  Christian,  and 
a  public  desire  to  be  a  non-Christian. 

What  excited  me  most  were  the 
rare  educational  opportunities  that 
the  island  provided  to  us  foreign  stu- 
dents. As  a  steppingstone  between 
North  and  Latin  America,  and  as  a 
unique  example  of  peaceful  change 
and  rapid  national  development, 
Puerto  Rico  is  a  laboratory  for  the 
emerging  nations. 

However  great  one's  educational 
expectations  are  when  he  enters  col- 
lege, there  are  other  aspects  of  col- 
lege life  which  also  demand  his  at- 
tention.  My  attention  was  drawn  to 
the  people  I  met  within  the  university 
community:  the  professors,  the  ad- 
ministrators, the  laborers,  and  the 
students.  And  I  learned  many  things 
about  the  various  groups  of  the  col- 
lege, and  came  to  one  ver}'  depress- 
ing conclusion:  that  the  most  highly 
"educated "  men  are  not  necessarily 
the  "best"  men  on  campus.  This  was, 
of  course,  a  very  disappointing  dis- 
covery and  severely  shook  mv  faith 
in  education. 

One  of  the  first  persons  to  whom 
I  took  a  liking  was  a  young  Califor- 
nia girl  on  the  facultv.  She  surely 
was  not  one  of  those  charming, 
swinging  personalities,  but  she  had  a 
sincere  and  open  manner  of  doing 
things.  \\'hen  I  learned  that  she  was 
a  Christian  I  became  curious.  I 
learned  also  that  she  had  been  presi- 
dent of  an  Inter-Varsitv  Christian 
Fellowship  when  she  was  in  college, 
and  that  she  was  now  associated 
with  an  IVCF  sister  movement  in 
Puerto  Rico.  She  invited  me  to  Bible 
study  sessions,  but  in  the  beginning 
I  was  quite  reluctant  to  attend.  How- 
ever, I  devoured  the  literature  that 
she  gave  me,  and  read  over  the  Bible 
study  passages  many  times.  In  public 
I  still  pretended  to  be  absolutely  in- 
different. 

During  Christmas  vacation  the 
girl  asked  me  if  I  could  come  with 
her  to  visit  one  of  her  best  friends 
in  San  Juan,  one  hundred  miles  away 
from  the  universitv.  And  this  is  how 
I  met  the  Brennemans,  Brethren  mis- 
sionaries in  Puerto  Rico,  who  led 
me  to  the  Lord.  In  the  next  article 
I  will  be  talking  about  mv  ex-periences 
with  this  wonderful  family. 
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And  what  is  the  front  line  in  the 
Christian  Hfe? 

Some  would  say  that  it  is  in  dark- 
est Africa.  Others  might  opine  that 
it  is  the  life  of  a  pastor.  Still  others 
would  say  that  of  a  seminary  teacher 
or  student,  or  maybe  an  ordinary 
church  worker.  A  disciple  of  Christ 
would  certainly  want  to  be  where 
the  going  is  the  most  difficult  and 
the  action  the  thickest.  Or  would  he? 
But  it  does  seem  logical  that  a  de- 
voted soldier  of  Christ  would  want 
to  live  and  die  fighting  on  the  front 
line  under  the  banner  of  the  cross 
of  Jesus. 

One  who  knew  how  to  breathe  this 
prayer  was  David  Brainerd,  mission- 
ary to  the  New  England  Indians  from 
1743  to  1747.  He  was  a  Yale  man; 
yet  he  went  into  the  uneducated 
tribes  of  his  day  with  the  Gospel. 
Anyone  would  have  said  that  this 
young  man  of  26  years  would  be 
throwing  away  his  education  and  life. 
But  David  went  to  the  people  nobody 
wanted.  Some  dared  to  say  that  these 
savages  had  no  souls.  Even  many  of 


the  natives  of  North  America  laugh- 
ed at  him  and  called  him  the  "blab- 
ber." But  David  Brainerd  went  where 
God  wanted  him  to  be  and  did  what 
God  wanted  him  to  do. 

The  results  were  amazing.  In  the 
four  years  he  had  to  live  (he  died  at 
the  age  of  30),  he  probably  did  more 
to  evangelize  the  American  Indians 
than  any  other  man  or  organization 
in  the  last  one  hundred  years.  This 
man  had  a  confidence  in  Christ  to 
make  him  trust  that  there  would  be 
converts  every  time  he  preached  to 
the  Indians.  It  seems  that  every  time 
he  preached  he  had  more  reason  to 
trust  in  Christ,  because  the  converts 
always  came. 

Anyone  who  reads  the  life  of  Paul 
in  the  Book  of  Acts  must  admit  that 
he  was  on  the  front  line  for  the  Lord. 
Everywhere  this  man  went,  he  put 
his  life  at  stake  in  order  to  preach 
the  Gospel.  Consequently,  there  were 
riots  everywhere  Paul  went.  People 
tried  to  kill  him  several  times.  He 
just  moved  out  of  the  danger  zones 
when  the  trouble  was  the  hottest.  But 
he  lived  to  preach  another  day  and 
caused  another  riot  elsewhere.  It  was 


said  that  Paul  and  his  men  turned 
the  world  upside  down.  This  apostle 
would  have  made  a  superb  mission- 
ary among  university  students  in 
Latin  America. 

But  what  is  the  front  line  in  the 
Christian  warfare?  It  is  nothing  less 
than  being  in  God's  will  and  doing 
the  work  He  demands  there  of  His 
disciple.  It  is  not  enough  merely  to 
be  in  God's  place;  the  main  thing  is 
working  at  the  job  in  God's  will,  be- 
cause when  one  is  actually  doing  the 
work  that  God  has  for  him,  he  is 
denying  himself.  This  is  the  front 
line,  denying  self  and  faithfully  per- 
forming the  task  that  Christ  wants 
done. 

It  seems  that  Saint  Paul  did  not 
want  to  be  the  apostle  to  the  Gen- 
tiles. He  constantly  wanted  to  witness 
in  Jerusalem.  He  often  took  up  of- 
ferings for  the  Jerusalem  brethren. 
In  Romans  9:3  he  said  that  he  was 
willing  to  trade  in  his  salvation  in 
order  that  his  people  might  know 
Christ  personally  and  intimately  as 
their  Saviour.  Then  in  Romans  10:1 
he  confessed  that  his  great  desire  and 
prayer  was  that  Israel  might  be  saved. 
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A    Yale  man  ...  a  Montana 
farmer  .  .  .  and  the  man 
who  hated  New  Guinea 


Paul's  will  for  himself  was  to  bear 
witness  to  the  Jews.  But  God's  will 
was  for  him  to  go  out  to  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth,  to  the  Gentile 
first  (Acts  9:15).  Paul  was  one  of 
the  best  educated  men  in  his  day. 
He  wanted  to  reside  in  the  cultural 
center  of  Jerusalem  as  a  witness  for 
Christ.  Every  time  he  raised  his  voice 
abroad  to  the  Gentiles,  he  was  de- 
nying self.  This  was  the  front  line 
for  Paul.  But  here  he  experienced 
the  joy  and  peace  of  Christ  that  was 
to  be  found  onlv  here. 

There  is  the  case  of  the  Christian 
rancher  in  Montana.  He  was  born  to 
be  a  rancher.  He  loved  caring  for 
cows  and  seeing  things  grow  on  his 
ranch.  But  God  called  him  to  be  a 
pastor.  This  man  finallv  sold  his  trac- 
tor and  his  ranch  with  much  sadness. 
Now  he  is  living  in  a  citv,  where  he 
does  not  wish  to  be,  and  is  pastoring 
people  instead  of  caring  for  cows.  He 
had  a  much  easier  time  with  the 
cows.  One  might  call  this  man  a 
modem  Amos  (Amos  7:10-17). 

Then  there  is  the  dedicated  Chris- 
tian who  hated  New  Guinea.  He 
said  that  this  island  was  one  of  the 
hottest  places  in  the  world  as  well  as 
one  of  the  most  humid.  He  went  on 
to  say  that  malaria  and  other  tropi- 
cal diseases  were  commonplace  there. 
However,  he  concluded:  "That  is 
where  mv  familv  and  I  are  going  lo 
preach,  because  that  is  where  God 
wants  me  to  work  for  Him." 

A  Christian  office  worker  might 
want  to  be  out  preaching  the  Gospel 
in  some  adventurous  countrv.  But  if 
he  is  doing  the  job  that  God  has  for 
him,  he  is  on  the  front  line!  Many 
seminary  students  are  anxious  to  be 
out  in  Christian  work  before  thev 
finish  school.  But  if  they  are  in  God's 
will  and  working  at  His  job,  they  are 
on  the  front  line.  If  only  all  students 
would  learn  this  lesson,  they  would 
do   less    "Christian    service"    and    be 


more  devoted  students  for  the  sake  of 
Christ.  Many  Christian  workers  learn 
this  too  late  and  their  Greek  and 
Hebrew  suffer  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  an 
ordinary  church  worker.  If  that  per- 
son is  in  God's  place  and  faithfully 
laboring  there,  he  is  on  the  front  line. 

It  took  David  Brainerd  just  a  few 
years  to  finish  his  work.  The  apostle 
Paul  took  much  longer,  because  God 
had  more  v\ork  for  him.  But  he  re- 
tired from  this  earthly  life  saying,  "I 
have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  fin- 
ished my  course,  I  have  kept  the 
faith"  (II  Tim.  4:7). 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  supreme  ex- 
ample for  any  Christian.  He  said  in 
John  4:34:  "My  meat  is  to  do  the  will 
of  him  that  sent  me,  and  to  finish 
his  work."  When  he  was  thirsty,  he 
spoke  to  the  woman  at  the  well. 
When  he  was  sleepv,  he  got  up  and 
rebuked  the  sea.  Often  when  he  was 
tired,  he  prayed.  When  he  was  going 
to  the  cross,  he  took  a  detour  in 
order  to  speak  to  Zaccheus.  Yes,  Jesus 
finished  all  the  work  that  the  Father 
had  for  Him.  At  last  He  died,  saying, 
"It  is  finished."  When  Christ  con- 
quered death  there  was  nothing  left 
undone  that  led  to  His  glorious  resur- 
rection. 

A  true  disciple  of  Christ  would 
want  to  follow  his  Master  in  this 
aspect  of  life:  that  is,  to  do  and  to 
finish  the  job  He  has  for  His  war- 
rior. Looking  unto  Jesus  the  Author 
and  Finisher  of  our  faith,  we  would 
want  to  pray:  "Lord,  teach  me  to  be 
on  the  front  line.  Dear  Jesus,  You 
were  always  there,  working  and 
fighting.  Lord,  teach  me  to  work  in 
my  place  as  You  worked  in  Yours. 
All  Your  faithful  followers  finished 
their  work;  Lord,  teach  me  to  toil  and 
to  finish  the  work  You  have  for  me. 
Teach  me  to  be  on  the  front  line."

Todav  is  a  beautiful  Lord's  Dav.  It 
has  been  one  of  those  extra-special 
days— a  rare  one— no  emergencv  at  the 
hospital  in  the  last  24  hours,  and  no 
company  of  sick  missionaries,  or  well 
ones  either,  for  that  matter.  It  is 
just  a  dav  of  rest!  There  were  three 
decisions  at  the  church  this  morning, 
and  Dr.  Taber  went  to  another 
church  to  preach,  about  thirty  kilo- 
meters from  here. 

This  week  we  had  another  of  our 
famous  strangulated  hernias.  This 
grandmother  was  a  Christian  and  one 


of  our  church  members  about  1 1 
kilometers  from  Boguila.  The  poor 
soul  had  this  hernia  for  a  long  time, 
but  it  strangulated  and  the  skin  got 
so  tight  that  it  glistened.  But  the 
family  said,  this  is  not  the  hernia, 
it  is  another  abcess.  (It  was  the  size  of 
two  big  oranges.)  An\'Avay,  thev  punc- 
tured it  with  a  sharp  instrument— 
probablv  a  spear— and,  lo  and  behold, 
they  were  wrong;  it  was  a  strangu- 
lated hernia  all  right.  So,  they  were 
scared  and  came  in  on  the  run: 
"Please  come  and  get  Mama  right 
away,  something  terrible  just  happen- 
ed to  her!  She  had  a  strangulated 
hernia  and  we  thought  it  was  an 
abcess  and  it  is  all  coming  through 
the  skin!" 

Needless  to  say.  Dr.  Taber  got  into 
the  Peugeot  pickup  and  went  out 
and  got  her.  When  she  arrived,  I  told 
Dr.  Mason  that  humanly  speaking 
she  had  no  chance  to  live.  But  as  we 
always  say,  where  there  is  life  there 
is  hope.  We  got  her  ready  for  sur- 
gery, and  put  her  on  the  table  think- 
ing she  would  never  get  off  it  alive. 
We  did  a  bowel  resection,  put  a  drain 
in  the  place  that  was  opened  in  the 
\'illage,  gave  her  antibiotics  and 
I.V.'s,  and  now  she  is  greeting  us  in 
the  mornings  and  saving  "Thank  you, 
thank  you"  as  we  come  in!  She  is  cer- 
tainly alive  in  answer  to  prayer.

(Excerpts  from  a  letter  irom  the  Altigs  con- 
cerning the  trip  back  to  Belem  from  Sao 
Paulo,  where  they  took  delivery  of  a  pick- 
up) 

Some  of  vou  may  remember  that 
when  we  were  here  during  the  sec- 
ond term,  we  became  acquainted  with 
a  family,   the  man  of  which   was  a 


radio  operator.  I  taught  him  English, 
and  as  a  result  he  was  able  to  go  to 
the  States,  take  a  course  in  radar 
operation,  and  get  a  much  better 
position  in  the  Brazilian  Air  Force, 
where  he  is  a  sergeant.  Arriving  in 
Campinas,  we  looked  for  their  name 
in  the  phone  book,  but  it  was  not 
listed.  Then  we  called  the  local  air 
base;  they  had  a  group  of  Air  Force 
people  there  who  knew  Albert  and 
gave  me  a  phone  number  to  call.  I 
called  and  got  the  man  himself.  He 
could  hardly  believe  that  we  were  in 
town,  and  told  us  to  stay  right  there 
and  he  would  come  and  get  us,  which 
he  did  in  about  ten  minutes.  What 
a  greeting!  They  were  really  glad  to 
see  us  and  took  us  to  their  home  in 
a  very  beautiful  part  of  the  city, 
where  we  sta\'ed  for  two  nights. 

Saturday  morning  we  left  Cam- 
pinas and  took  off  for  Belem,  about 
eighteen  hundred  miles  on  the  far 
side  of  the  jungle.  Brazil  is  a  really 
big  country  and  in  the  south  it  is  a 
rich  country.  It  looks  like  the  high 
plateau  part  of  New  Mexico  or  Colo- 
rado without  the  high  mountains. 
There  are  rolling  hills,  valleys  with 
farms  and  rivers,  cities  and  towns, 
and  for  the  first  third  of  the  way, 
asphalted  roads  with  filling  stations 
and  restaurants.  There  was  rain  every 
once  in  a  while  so  the  weather  was 
fine.  The  first  night  out  we  found 
the  finest  motel  on  the  whole  road, 
where  we  got  a  room  for  two  dollars. 
It  even  had  a  private  bathroom.  We 
found  nothing  like  it  anywhere  else. 

The  second  night  out  we  couldn't 
find  a  place  to  sleep,  so  I  cut  a  lot 
of  grass  and  put  it  on  the  floor  of 
the  pickup,  laid  a  blanket  over  it, 
and  slept  there.  Vivian  slept  on  the 
front  seat.  During  the  night  a  herd 
of  cattle  came  by,  and  one  of 
them  came  near  the  back  of  the 
truck  and  looked  in  for  a  long  time. 
I  was  afraid  he  was  going  to  start 
eating  the  grass  I  was  sleeping  on. 
The  next  dav  I  bought  a  mattress  for 
a  dollar  and  a  half  and  we  slept  in 
the  car  most  of  the  nights. 

All  in  all,  the  trip  was  a  wonderful 
experience.  We  are  thankful  to  the 
Lord  for  His  protection  and  blessing 
ever\'  turn  of  the  wheels,  and  nov\'  we 
have  this  fine  transportation  which 
we  can  use  to  take  the  Gosp)el  to  any 
part  of  the  land.

of 

CHRISTIAN 

EXPERIENCE

In  studying  the  doctrine  of  salva- 
tion, we  find  three  phases  of  salvation 
—past,  present,  and  future.  In  Phijip- 
pians  3:7-21,  Paul  deals  with  these 
three  phases.  As  we  study  this  pas- 
sage in  our  King  James  Version,  we 
find  that  all  three  begin  with  the  let- 
ter  "F." 

Found   in    Christ 

(Phil.  3:7-9) 

Pearl  S.  Buck  tells  of  a  child  who 
was  placed  in  an  orphanage  because 
of  the  violent  death  of  her  entire 
family.  Later  she  was  temporarily 
placed  in  a  number  of  foster  homes. 
However,  the  result  was  alwavs  the 
same— she  was  returned  to  the  or- 
phanage because  she  refused  to  com- 
municate with  those  about  her. 
When  Pearl  Buck  was  told  of  the 
child,  she  immediatelv  offered  to 
take  her  into  her  home,  although 
she  knew  it  would  be  impossible  for 
her  to  adopt  the  child  because  of  age 
restrictions.     Patiently     she     worked 


with  the  child,  showing  her  in  every 
way  possible  that  she  was  loved  and 
wanted.  After  a  short  period  of  time 
the  child  began  to  show  signs  of  de- 
siring to  communicate,  and  finally 
one  day  she  broke  through  and  spoke. 
She  was  subsequentlv  placed  in  a 
home  where  she  led  a  happy,  normal 
life.  This  child  had  been  emotion- 
ally lost.  Home  and  loved  ones  had 
been  swept  from  her,  and  it  was  not 
until  she  saw  and  experienced  love 
once  again  that  she  found  herself  and 
became  a  happy  child. 

Perhaps  you  have  experienced  the 
frustrations  of  being  physically  lost. 
It  may  have  been  in  the  woods,  or  in 
a  crowd,  or  in  an  unfamiliar  city- 
no  matter  where,  the  sensation  is 
the  same.  The  joy  and  the  peace 
which  follow  when  you  are  found 
are  inexplicable. 

All  who  ha\'e  never  accepted 
Christ  as  Sa\iour  are  lost.  Thev  are 
experiencing  daily  the  frustrations 
which  life  in  this  day  and  age  pro- 
duce. They  are  experiencing  dissatis- 
faction with  self  and  others  without 
knowing  the  cause.  They  are  lost 
spiritually,  and  it  is  only  when  thev 
become  conscious  of  the  wonderful 
love  of  Christ  that  there  is  hope  for 
them. 

In  Philippians  3:9  Paul  tells  us 
that  he  counted  all  things  as  duno 
that  he  might  win  Christ  and  be 
found  in  Him.  Paul  understood  his 
own  spiritual  condition.  He  accepted 
by  faith  the  righteousness  which  God 
offered  him  in  love  through  Christ, 
and  consecjuentlv  he  was  found. 

The  peace  and  joy  which  flood 
our  hearts  upon  conversion  are  just  as 
inexplicable  as  those  experienced 
when  we  are  found  after  being  phys- 
ically lost.  We  at  last  are  able  to  rest 
in  peace,  knowing  that  God  knows 
all  things  and  that  He  does  all  things 
well. 

Fellowship  with  Christ 
(Phil.  3:10-14) 

The  dictionary  gives  as  a  meaning 
of  fellowship  "a  mutual  sharing,  as

the  sufferings  which  the  cause  of 
Christ  is  experiencing  in  the  world 
today? 

When  we  have  fellowship  with 
someone,  there  is  an  interchange  of 
experiences,  activities,  or  conversa- 
tion. So  it  must  be  in  our  fellowship 
with  Christ.  We  must  be  so  aware 
of  His  presence  with  us  daily  that  we 
can  know  and  feel  His  guiding  hand 
in  our  ever}'  activity.  We  must  prac- 
tice the  presence  of  God— share  our 
burdens,  secrets,  expectations  and 
plans  with  Him— and  He  will  share 
His  enlightening  power  with  us. 

When  our  fellowship  on  the  hu- 
man plane  is  broken,  it  is  usually  be- 
cause of  differences  of  opinion,  plans, 
ideas,  or  desires.  We  no  longer  have 
the  same  goal  as  our  companion; 
therefore,  we  no  longer  enjoy  his 
company.  If  our  fellowship  with  our 
Saviour  is  broken,  it  is  because  His 
plan  is  no  longer  our  plan  and  His 
desires  have  transcended  our  own. 
We  no  longer  enjov  prayer,  Bible 
studv,  church  services,  because  our 
goals  no  longer  correspond  with  those 
of  Christ. 

Once  we  have  been  found  through 
faith  in  Christ,  we  can  never  be  lost 
again.  However,  the  joy  and  peace 
«hich  we  experienced  at  that  mo- 
ment when  we  were  found  can  be 
marred  if  we  do  not  daily  have  fellov\'- 
ship  with  Christ.  He  is  ever  ready  to 
be  made  a  part  of  our  daily  lives— it 
is  we  who  shut  Him  out.  Let  us 
pray  with  Paul,  "That  I  may  know 
him,  and  the  power  of  his  resurrec- 
tion, and  the  fellowship  of  his  suf- 
ferings " 

Fashioned  like   Christ 
(Phil.  3:20-21) 

In  these  verses  we  find  the  final 
state  of  our  salvation.  "For  our  con- 
versation [citizenship]  is  in  heaven, 
from  whence  also  we  look  for  the 
Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  who 
shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it 
may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his  glo- 
rious body." 

We  are  exhorted  often  in  Scripture 
to  follow  Christ's  example  in  our 
daily  walk.  We  are  told  to  follow  His 
steps,  to  be  holy  as  He  is  holv,  to  be 
obedient,  and  to  have  His  humilit\' 
and  submissiveness  (I  Peter  2:21;  1: 
16;  Phil.  2:5-8).  These  are  goals  for 
which  we  daily  strive.  We  long  to  be

There  are  many  kinds  of  love  in 
this  world.  Take,  for  instance,  the 
love  a  tiny  child  has  for  a  favorite 
toy.  Remember  that  blanket,  Mom? 
When  the  child  gets  older  a  pet  no 
doubt  takes  first  place  in  his  heart. 
In  our  house  it  has  been  cats. 

Bv  the  time  girls  reach  their  teens 
thev  have  discovered  bovs.  Of  course, 
bovs  have  been  there  all  the  time, 
but  for  some  strange  reason  thev  take 
on  a  new  importance. 

Girls  get  very  chummy  with  each 
other  at  this  age,  and  we  have  the 
love  of  a  good  friend.  This  girl  is 
the  girl  to  whom  you  tell  something 
in  strict  confidence  and  then  sit  back 
and  wait  to  see  how  long  she  can 
keep  quiet.  Let  me  give  you  a  clue, 
girls;  if  you  don't  want  the  secret  to 
get  out,  don't  tell  anyone  about  it. 

All  the  while  somewhere  in  the 
background  there  has  been  a  lady  in 
the  house.  She  cleans,  washes  dishes, 
does  the  laundrv  and  sewing,  is  a 
chauffeur,  a  nurse  and  vou  name  it. 

This  lady  of  the  house  is  called 
mother.  Here  we  have  a  different 
love.  It  is  special  in  manv  wavs. 
There  is  nothing  to  compare  with  the 
love  a  mother  and  daughter  share. 
When  a  girl  needs  to  tell  someone  her 


troubles,  who  listens?  When  she  can't 
make  a  decision  on  an  important  mat- 
ter, \\'ho  can  help  her  decide?  Mom, 
of  course. 

From  the  first  day  your  daughter 
came  to  share  your  home  you  should 
have  determined  with  God's  help  to 
raise  her  according  to  God's  leading. 
It  is  never  too  early  to  take  children 
to  church.  If  they  are  taken  from 
the  first  they  will  learn  early  that 
God  is  supreme  in  vour  life  and 
therefore  should  be  in  theirs.  Then  is 
the  time  to  begin  telling  them  of 
God's  love  for  them.  Until  children 
are  old  enough  to  know  differently 
they  look  up  to  both  mother  and 
father  as  the  supreme  beings.  We  are, 
in  their  eyes,  a  god.  How  dare  we 
fail  them  by  not  walking  according 
to  God's  will  that  we  may  prepare  the 
way  for  Him  to  become  the  real  God 
in  their  lives!  Proverbs  22:6  says, 
"Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go:  and  when  he  is  old,  he 
\^'ill  not  depart  from  it." 

Mother,  be  firm  in  vour  discipline 
of  that  daughter.  Even  though  she 
may  not  like  the  idea,  one  day  she 
will  thank  you  for  it.  Take  a  trip 
backwards  into  your  own  girlhood 
and  remember  just  how  vou  felt  at 
various  stages  of  your  life.  It  should 


temper  vour  correction  of  your 
daughter.  I  can  well  remember  how 
mistreated  I  thought  I  was  during  my 
growing-up  years.  At  times  I  thought 
I  had  the  meanest  mom  around.  Sure- 
ly I  knew  right  from  wrong  and  could 
very  well  take  care  of  myself.  It  was 
years  later,  when  I  became  a  mother 
myself,  that  I  wrote  mv  mother  thank- 
ing her  for  the  strict  code  by  which 
she  brought  me  up.  Then  I  could  see 
the  pitfalls  that  my  inexperienced 
eyes  failed  to  show  me  when  I  was 
a  girl. 

Teach  your  daughter  what  a 
mother  should  be  by  the  example 
you  live  before  her.  The  old  saying, 
'What  vou  do  speaks  so  loud  I  can't 
hear  what  you  say, "  reminds  us  of  the 
importance  of  a  right  walk  before 
our  children.  Motivate  your  daugh- 
ter to  acquire  the  habit  of  daily  pray- 
er and  Bible  reading.  Have  a  family 
altar  time  when  all  members  of  the 
family  can  take  part.  Encourage  her, 
at  an  early  age,  to  talk  things  over 
with  God  and  seek  His  will  in  all 
things.  Lead  her  to  make  a  decision 
to  accept  Christ  as  her  Saviour. 
There  will  be  no  greater  thrill  for  vou 
than  the  day  she  decides  to  take  that 
step. 

Teach  her  what  the  Bible  means 
\\'hen  it  says,  "Be  ye  not  unequally 
yoked  together  with  unbelievers:  for 
what  fellowship  hath  righteousness 
with  unrighteousness?  and  what 
communion  hath  light  v\dth  dark- 
ness?" Help  her  to  know  the  dif- 
ference between  good  companions 
and  bad,  so  that  she  may  have  a  sense 
of  values  that  will  stand  her  in  good 
all  her  life. 

Give  her  responsibilities  to  help 
prepare  her  for  the  business  of  mak- 
ing her  way  in  this  world.  Jobs 
around  the  house  never  hurt  a  girl. 
Most  like  to  cook  and  are  eager  to 
learn.  Of  course,  you  could  do  the 
job  faster  and  with  less  mess,  but 
how  else  is  she  to  learn?  All  the 
chores  a  woman  does  a  daughter 
should  learn  to  do.  The  results  will  be 
slow  to  meet  with  your  approval  but 
one  day  they  will.  Learn  to  show  your 
approval  by  word  and  action.  A 
spoonful  of  praise  will  one  day  bake 
a  cake  of  self-assurance  and  happi- 
ness.

fashioned  like  Christ  in  our  attri- 
butes. However,  here  Paul  is  remind- 
ing us  of  a  glorious  promise  which 
will  be  fulfilled  at  Christ's  coming 
—the  resurrection  of  the  body.  It  will 


not  be  the  same  corrupt,  earthy  body, 
but  a  spiritual  body  partaking  of  the 
nature  of  God's  own  heavenly  glory. 

John  tells  us,  "When  he  shaU  ap- 
pear, we  shall  be  like  him."  What  a 
glorious  thought— one  which  is  be- 
yond comprehension  now.  No  won- 
der that  there  will  be  no  more  tears, 
no  more  sickness,  no  more  death,  for 
our  bodies  will  be  perfect  even  as 
Christ's  body  is  perfect. 

John,  however,  gives  us  an  exhor- 
tation following  this  tremendous 
promise.  "And  every  man  that  hath 
this  hope  in  him  purifieth  himself" 
(I  John  3:2-3).  We  are  not  just  pa- 
tiently to  sit  and  wait  until  the  day 
when  we  shall  be  like  Him,  but  we 
are  to  strive  daily  toward  the  goal 
which  has  been  set  before  us— God's 
call  to  the  life  above  in  Christ  Jesus.

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Dear  Friend, 

Are  you  a  Christian?  Before  you 
answer  this  question,  make  sure  that 
you  know  God's  definition  of  a  Chris- 
tian. 

We  can  say  that  we  are  Christians, 
but  this  does  not  make  it  so.  God  is 
the  judge.  He  is  the  one  who  will 
one  dav  separate  the  Christian  from 
the  non -Christian.  He  is  the  one  who 
will  one  day  pronounce  us  to  be 
"saved"  or  "lost."  He  is  the  one  who 
will  destine  us  to  an  eternal  existence 
in   heaven   or  hell. 

This  being  true  we  can  accept  onlv 
God's  definition  of  a  Christian.  God 
has  laid  down  a  basic  requirement 
which  must  be  met.  If  you  have  met 
this  requirement,  then  you  can  say 
that  you  are  a  Christian.  If  you  have 
never  met  this  requirement,  then 
you  are  not  a  Christian  no  matte; 
what  you  might  think  about  it  or 
what  some  relioious  organization 
might  tell  you. 

God  has  given  us  a  book  which  we 
call  the  Bible.  In  this  book  God 
clearly  and  plainly  tells  us  how  we 
can  know  that  we  are  Christians. 

Faith  or  Belief  in  Jesus  Christ 
Is  God's  Only  Way  of  Saving  a  Man. 

"For  by  srace  are  ye  saved  throuph 


faith;  and  that  not  of  yourselves:  it 
is  the  gift  of  God:  not  of  works,  lest 
any  man  should  boast"  (Eph.  2:8-9). 
"Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  thou  shalt  be  saved"  (Acts  16:31). 

Belief  in  Christ  Assures  Man  of 
Eternal  Life.   The  Result  of 
Unbelief  Is  Condemnation. 

"For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that 
he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  beliereth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life" 
(John  3:16). 

"He  that  helieveth  on  him  is  not 
condemned;  but  he  that  helieveth 
not  is  condemned  already,  because 
he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of 
the  only  begotten  Son  of  God"  (John 
3:18). 

Probably  scores  of  people  v\'ho 
claim  to  have  believed  in  Christ  have 
not  actually  believed  in  Him  at  all. 
When  the  Bible  uses  the  word  "be- 
lieve," it  is  not  speaking  merely  of 
a  mind  belief. 

The  words  "believe"  and  "faith" 
are  both  translated  from  a  Greek 
word  which  means  to  trust,  to  com- 
mit, or  to  confide.  This  is  what  God 
is  telling  us  to  do  when  He  tells  us  to 
believe  in  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ.  If 
you  have  committed  (or  trusted)  your

life  and  soul  into  the  keeping  and 
care  of  Jesus  Christ,  you  are  saved. 
If  you  have  placed  your  soul  con- 
fidently in  His  eternal  arms,  you  are 
a  Christian.  But  if  you  have  never 
done  this,  then  you  are  not  saved, 
neither  can  you  call  yourself  a  Chris- 
tian. 

You  may  believe  mentally  about 
Jesus.  You  may  believe  the  historical 
facts  of  His  life,  but  this  does  not 
make  you  a  Christian.  Secular  his- 
tory as  well  as  the  Bible  attests  to 
the  birth,  death  and  resurrection  of 
Jesus,  but  the  mere  believing  of  these 
facts  does  not  make  you  a  Christian. 

Let  me  illustrate  to  you  what  I 
mean.  Supposing  your  doctor  said  to 
you,  "You  are  seriously  in  need  of 
surgery;  unless  I  operate  tonight  you 
will  not  be  alive  when  morning 
comes." 

Suppose  then  you  agree  to  go  into 
surgery    as    he    recommends.    And 

o 

while  you  are  yet  in  your  room,  just 
before  being  wheeled  into  surgery,  I 
approach  you  and  ask,  "Do  you  be- 
lieve in  your  doctor?" 

If  you  were  to  answer,  "Yes,"  I 
would  know  what  you  meant.  You 
would  not  be  saying  to  me  that  you 
mentally  believed  he  was  a  real  man, 
a  real  doctor.  You  would  not  be  say- 
ing to  me  that  you  mentally  believed 
he  was  a  man  with  an  M.D.  degree. 
Rather  you  would  be  saying  to  me, 
"Yes,  I  trust  my  doctor.  Yes,  I  am 
willing  to  commit  myself  into  his 
hands  for  this  operation.  Yes,  I  have 
confidence  that  mv  life  is  safe  in 
his  hands." 

Yet  when  many  people  answer 
"yes"  after  being  asked  the  question, 
"Do  you  believe  in  Jesus  Christ?" 
what  they  really  mean  is  that  they 
believe  there  was  a  man  named  Jesus 
who  walked  upon  the  earth  several 
centuries  ago  and  that  He  was  hung 
upon  a  cross  to  die  and  that  He 
was  placed  in  a  tomb  and  then  rose 
again. 

Dear  friend,  the  believing  of  these 
historical  facts  alone  will  not  save 
you  or  make  you  a  Christian.  Rather 
in  essence  you  must  say  personally 
to  Jesus  Christ,  "Lord,  I  am  lost  and 
I   cannot  save  myself.   I   cannot   get 
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myself  to  heaven,  but  here,  Lord,  is 
my  hfe.  Here  is  my  soul,  Lord,  I  rest 
it  in  Thee." 

This  is  what  the  Bible  is  talking 
about  when  it  speaks  of  belief  or 
faith.  As  one  dear  man  of  God  has 
put  it,  "Faith  is  the  hand  of  the  heart 
that  reaches  out  and  takes  hold  of 
Jesus  and  brings  Him  into  the  open 
door  of  the  heart." 

Faith,  of  course,  is  intangible  to 
man.  Man  cannot  see  faith.  He  can 
see  the  results  or  the  fruits  of  faith, 
but  he  cannot  see  faith  itself.  God, 
however,  can  see  faith.  Faith  is  tan- 
gible to  God.  And  when  God  sees 
faith  or  belief  exercised,  it  is  at  this 
moment  that  He  saves  us  and  receives 
us  as  His  very  own. 

"But  as  many  as  received  him 
[Christ],  to  them  gave  he  power  to 
become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to 
them  that  believe  on  his  name"  (John 
1:12). 

Right  now,  dear  friend,  won't  you 
believe  in  Jesus?  Won't  you  place 
your  faith  in  Him?  Won't  you  place 
your  soul  in  the  safe  keeping  of  His 
everlasting  arms?  If  you  will  only  do 
this  right  now,  then  you  can  confi- 
dently say  with  the  apostle  Paul,  "I 
know  whom  I  have  believed,  and  am 
persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep 
that  which  I  have  committed  unto 
him  against  that  day"  (II  Tim.  1:12), 

If  you  will  but  come  to  Jesus,  He 
will  accept  you.  He  will  not  turn  one 
away.  "Him  that  cometh  to  me  I  will 
in  no  wise  cast  out"  (John  6:37).   T

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Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake  is  well 
known  as  a  leader  both  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  and  in  the  ecu- 
menical   movement. 

It  is  reported  bv  the  Buffalo,  New 
York,  Courier  Express  that  Dr.  Blake 
holds  the  move  to  unite  the  Protes- 
tant denominations  is  "one  step  in 
a  long-range  reunion  of  all  Christen- 
dom, including  the  Roman  Catholics 
and  the  Eastern  Orthodox  Churches." 

The  Goal 

The  goal  of  the  ecumenical  move- 
ment is,  of  course,  eventuallv  to  have 
a  one-world  church.  This  is  some- 
times called  "unified  Christianity." 
But  it  is  admitted  that  there  are 
many  barriers  to  this  unified  Chris- 
tianity. As  long  as  groups  disagree  on 
some  matters  which  pertain  to  faith 
and  action,  there  will  be  divisions. 
Dr.  Blake  has  a  solution  for  this 
problem.  He  has  suggested  that  we 


rid  ourselves  of  the  view  known  as 
sola  scriptiira:  that  is.  Scripture  alone 
as  authority.  Once  the  authority  of 
God's  Word  loses  its  hold  on  the 
common  people  and  once  they  weak- 
en to  follow  the  view  that  there  are 
other  "authorities"  besides  the  Bible, 
men  can  easily  unite.  But  their  unit- 
ing is  not  then  on  what  thev  believe, 
but  on  what  they  do  not  believe. 
When  one  group  believes  the  virgin 
birth  of  Christ  as  a  Bible  doctrine  and 
another  group  denies  the  virgin 
birth,  there  is  difference  of  opinion 
and  no  common  ground.  Howe\er, 
when  the  Bible  is  no  longer  accept- 
ed as  "the  final  rule  of  faith  and 
practice,"  these  groups  may  come 
together.  Having  lost  the  authority 
of  the  Word  of  God,  thev  do  not 
have  enough  convictions  to  disagree. 
Dr.  Blake  is  right  in  stating  that  the 
old  view  of  sola  scriptitra  is  a  barrier 
to  the  ecumenical  movement. 


The  Roman  View 

For  centuries  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  has  denied  sola  scri-ptura.  In- 
stead, Rome  has  held  that  there  are 
two  sources  of  authority,  the  Bible 
and  tradition.  If  the  Protestant  wing 
of  the  over-all  ecumenical  movement 
and  the  Roman  wing  of  the  same 
movement  can  together  reject  the 
final  authority  of  the  Bible  and  ap- 
prove tradition,  or  human  wisdom, 
their  differences  \vi\\  be  progressive- 
ly minimized. 

"God  Is  Dead" 

The  "God  is  dead"  philosophy 
helps  to  tear  down  among  the  liberals 
what  little  restraining  influences  they 
had  in  the  past.  What  the  liberals 
mean  bv  the  "God  is  dead"  view  is 
that  the  God  presented  in  the  Scrip- 
tures is  no  longer  in  existence.  Hav- 
es 

ing  theorized  that  the  Bible  was  onlv 
man's  imagination,  fairy  tales,  and 
folklore,  thev  find  it  easy  to  depre- 
ciate the  Bible.  With  the  Bible  out 
of  the  way,  the  old  God-concepts  are 
gone,  and  God  is  said  to  be  dead. 

The  liberals  who  come  to  this 
ridiculous  conclusion  are  special 
atheists.  Dr.  William  Hamilton,  of 
Colgate-Rochester  Divinity  School,  is 
reported  to  have  stated:  "We  are 
atheists,  but  Christian  atheists."  Such 
liberals  are  reconstructing  their  ideas 
about  God  to  fit  human  wisdom.  To 
consider  one  doctrine  as  an  example, 
they  would  say  that  the  supposed 
God  of  the  Bible  who  demands  the 
virgin  birth  of  Christ  is  now  reject- 
ed, and  the  real  God  will  not  require 
the  so-called  historical  event  of  the 
virgin  birth.  Supposedly  being  scien- 
tific, they  consider  the  supernatural 
to  be  passe. 

With  many  groups  ready  to  reject 
sola  scriptitra,  ready  to  go  along  with 
the  ecumenical  "God  is  Dead"  theory, 
the  liberal  leaders  feel  thev  are  on 
the  way  toward  a  one-world  church. 
Although  we  believe  most  Breth- 
ren have  personal  convictions,  there 
are  many  grass  roots  members  who  do 
not.  Ecumenism  is  finding  a  mass  of 
people  like  the  man  who  was  asked, 
"What  do  vou  believe?" 

"I  believe  what  my  church  be- 
iieves. 

"What  does  your  church  believe?" 
"It  believes  what  I  believe." 
"What  do  you   both   believe?" 
"We  both  believe  the  same  thing." 
This  is  fertile  soil  for  the  liberal 
ecumenical  movement.  T

Alcoholism  continues  its  increasing  spiral  overtaking 
thousands  oF  victims  each  year.  Approximately  five  mil- 
lion Americans  now  are  chronic  alcoholics.  About  3  per 
cent,  or  1 50,000,  are  "skid  row"  type  repeatedly  jailed 
for  public  intoxication,  according  to  an  estimate  of  the 
National  Opinion  Research  Center  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  Other  authorities  feel  that  10  per  cent,  or  500,- 
000,  have  reached  the  "derelicts"  or  "wrecks"  stage.  Re- 
ports indicate  that  two  million  of  the  six  million  arrests 
in  the  United  States  in  1964  were  for  public  drunken- 
ness, and  chronic  alcoholics  continue  to  dominate  the 
total  categories.  The  number  of  people  in  the  United 
States  directly  affected  by  chronic  alcoholism  has  been 
estimated  at  twentv-five  million,  counting  the  addicts  and 
their  immediate  families.  This  is  one-eighth  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  U.S. 

The  ramifications  of  this  problem  are  frightening.  The 
National  Council  on  Alcoholism  estimates  that  business 
and  industry  lose  about  $2,000,000,000  a  year  and  wage 
earners  approximately  $430,000,000  a  year.  The  pressure 
and  enticement  of  advertising  being  promoted  by  the 
alcoholic  industry  is  reaching  every  phase  of  society.  A 
high  pressure  educational  program  to  "fix"  in  the  minds 
of  the  American  people  that  "alcohol  belongs"  and  "social 
drinking  is  proper"  is  bound  to  engross  thousands  each 
year.  Fifty  thousand  people  died  on  America's  highways 
last  year.  How  many  of  these  fatal  accidents  are  directly 
attributed  to  drinking  drivers?  One  cannot  drive  down 
the  highway  any  more  without  realizing  that  the  car 
approaching  from  the  front  or  the  rear  may  be  in  the 
hands  of  a  drunk. 

The  greatest  increases  in  adherents  are  being  found 
among  women  and  young  people.  Women,  more  delicate 
than  the  opposite  sex,  seem  to  be  more  vulnerable  to  the 
effects  of  alcohol.  Women  with  much  time  on  their  hands 
become  easy  prey  to  alcohol  at  clubs,  cocktail  parties  and 
recreational  centers.  The  increase  in  marital  strife  lead 
ing  to  broken  homes  is  another  factor  in  this  realm. 
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Youth,  with  its  insatiable  desire  for  "kicks,"  a  "thrill," 
and  an  urge  "to  go  all  the  way"  is  another  target  for  this 
evil.  The  increase  of  the  flow  of  money  in  young  people's 
hands,  the  use  of  the  automobile  and  popularization  of 
the  "wild  party"  and  "blast"  have  contributed  to  the  in- 
creasing problem.  The  F.B.I,  indicates  in  its  reports  that 
there  is  a  direct  correlation  between  the  use  of  alcohol 
and  the  rising  trends  of  juvenile  crime. 

Alcoholism  bv  unique  maneuvering  is  gradually  being 
removed  from  the  criminal  bracket.  It  is  amazing  in  a 
well-educated  country  that  in  spite  of  laws  a  person  can 
drink  alcohol  until  he  loses  complete  control  of  his  facul- 
ties. He  can  take  a  high  powered  car  and  drive  like  a 
maniac  slaughtering  his  own  kin  and  others  in  a  highway 
accident  and  be  suspended  simply  because  he  was  not  re- 
sponsible, but  "sick."  Since  the  skills  of  legal  counsel 
have  so  successfully  treated  alcoholic  cases  in  the  courts, 
great  pressure  has  been  placed  in  the  psychological  realm 
and  in  the  church  to  treat  this  problem  as  a  sickness  and 
not  sin.  The  weakness  of  the  spiritual  lives  of  many  in 
the  church,  coupled  with  the  increased  domination  of 
unresenerates  on  church  rolls,  have  caused  many  churches 
and  churchmen  to  fall  for  this  line.  These  facts  certainly 
point  to  the  need  of  the  gospel  in  America. 

The  Bible  is  our  source  book  on  what  is  sin.  There  are 
many  warninos  in  the  Bible  against  strong  drink. 

The  Levitic  priesthood  was  forbidden  to  drink  wine 
or  strong  drink  before  handling  the  work  at  the  Taber- 
nacle  altar  (Lev.  10:9).  The  Nazarite,  a  member  of  a  rigid 
separatist  order,  was  never  to  drink  wine  or  strong  drink 
or  liquor  of  grapes  (Num.  6:3).  Samson's  mother  was  for- 
bidden to  drink  while  carrying  her  child,  and  Samson  was 
not  to  be  allowed  to  drink  strong  drink  (ludges  13:4-7, 
14).  The  wise  man  of  Proverbs  says,  "Wine  is  a  mocker, 
strong  drink  is  raging:  and  whosoever  is  deceived  there- 
by is  not  wise"  (Prov.  20:1).  Isaiah  and  Peter  record  in 
Holy  Writ  the  instruction  from  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be- 
ware of  the  dangers  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

One  must  stand  amazed  that  well  meaning  people, 
churches,  clergymen  and  priests  ignore  the  strong  ad- 
monition of  God  on  the  dangers,  effects  and  results  of 
alcohol.  The  child  of  God  is  to  be  separated  from  this 
world  unto  the  Lord  (as  was  the  Nazarite).  He  is  to  be 
a  priest  to  carry  his  own  sin  burdens  to  God's  offering 
place  for  sin  (as  was  the  Levitical  priest).  Strong  drink 
was  forbidden  near  the  house  of  God.  How  can  such  be 
brought  within  the  walls  of  the  sanctuarv  and  indulged 
in  by  clergy  and  laity? 

It  is  high  time  for  ministers,  Bible  teachers  and  leaders, 
Sunday-school  teachers,  and  the  church,  its  auxiliaries  and 
its  people,  to  stand  in  condemnation  of  the  increase  in 
alcoholism  and  the  tendency  to  overlook  this  gross  sin. 
They  must  point  men,  women  and  our  youth  to  the  Lamb 
of  God  who  can  take  away  this  sin  from  their  hearts.  T 
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An  End  and  a  Beginning 

at  Galion,   Ohio

Dedication  Sunday,  May  22, 
brought  both  an  end  and  a  beginning 
at  Grace  Brethren  Church  in  GaHon, 
Ohio. 

Our  day  of  God's  blessings  symbol- 
ized the  end  of  building  plans  and 
actual  construction  that  had  been 
in  process  for  many  months.  The 
Lord  has  been  faithful  through  it 
all. 

Our  finished  product  is  even  more 
attractive  and  practical  than  most  of 
our  own  had  dared  to  imagine,  and 
all  built  at  a  most  nominal  cost. 

The  5,000  square  feet  are  well 
used  to  provide  sanctuary  area  seat- 
ing for  225.  The  downstairs  fellow- 
ship hall  and  Sunday-school  area  can 
house  five  separate  Sunday-school 
departments  and  a  total  of  14  possible 
Sunday-school  rooms.  The  baptistry  is 
located  on  the  right  front  side  of  the 
sanctuary  area  and  has  an  attractive 
painting  of  the  Jordan  river  in  the 
background.  The  church  building  is 
located  in  Gabon's  expanding  west 
side  on  the  edge  of  a  proposed  new 
160-acre  housing  development. 

Donation  of  time,  materials  and 
equipment  came  from  various  inter- 
ested businesses  and  industries  as 
well  as  from  our  own  people.  Multi- 
plied hundreds  of  hours  of  time  were 
donated  by  our  own  church  members 
in  assisting  the  Brethren  Construction 
Crew  in  the  erection  of  our  new  fa- 
cilities. But  now  the  building  of  ma- 
terial  facilities  has  come  to  an  end. 

Something  far  greater  has  begun. 
God's  people  have  begun  anew  to 
realize  that  great  spiritual  goals  can 
be  realized.  Approximately  two  weeks 
before  dedication  we  baptized  seven 
adults,  and  with  eight  new  adult 
members  we  brought  four  new  fam- 
ilies into  our  church  membership. 

Our  people  at  Gallon  had  seen 
God  meet  our  needs  in  some  unusual 
ways  in  months  gone  by,  but  now  as 
we  looked  forward  to  our  dedication 
day  we  faced  a  new  difficulty.  To 
complete  our  total  project,  we  had 
spent  some  $1,400  more  than  the 
maximum  we  could  borrow  through 


our  home  missions  commitments.  So 
to  continue  a  good  testimony  with  our 
creditors  our  church  bodv  voted  just 
two  weeks  before  dedication  to  bor- 
row $1,000  on  a  short  term  loan 
through  local  financing  facilities.  But 
the  same  night  that  the  loan  was 
authorized,  our  people  also  decided 
that  our  dedication  day  offering  goal 
for  debt  reduction  would  need  to  be 
that  same  $1,000.  And  so  we  prayed. 
On  May  22  after  our  dedication  dav 
morning  service  our  special  offering 
totaled  over  $500.  As  the  dav's  serv- 
ices were  concluded,  our  dedication 
day  special  offering  was  $1,004. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  a  realiza- 
tion that  what  the  Lord  had  begun 
in  hearts  a  few  years  back  in  Gallon 
He  would  continue  to  perform. 

What  a  blessed  afternoon  dedica- 
tion service!  What  an  impressive 
hour  and  1 5  minutes  to  see  our  sanc- 
tuary, designed  to  seat  225  persons, 
overflowed  with  261  present.  This 
was  an  all-time  attendance  record  for 
anv  service  in  Gallon.  Visitors  from 
our  immediate  neighborhood,  the  city 
of  Gallon,  and  surrounding  areas 
were  abundant.  Mayor  Wilhelm  of 
Gallon  and  the  president  of  the  citv 
council  in  nearby  Crestline  were  pres- 
ent for  the  service.  Visitors  from 
many  northern  Ohio  Brethren 
churches  were  present.  In  a  challeng- 
ing message  by  Rev.  Dave  Hocking, 
of  Ohio's  fastest-growing  Brethren 
church  at  Columbus  and  the  modera- 
tor of  Northern  Ohio  District  of 
Brethren  Churches,  we  were  faced 
with  the  challenge  in  Ephesians  of 
being  "Built  Together  for  Christ." 

The  excellent  work  of  the  Breth- 
ren Construction  Company  with  Don 
Sellers  and  Bob  Baer  was  acknowl- 
edged as  thev  presented  the  keys  of 
the  new  building  to  our  trustees, 
Herman  Fischer,  Kenneth  Gulick 
and  John  Morgan.  Our  church  archi- 
tect, Ralph  Hall,  from  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Service,  was  present 
for  the  dedication  service. 

Another  new  feature  for  our  dedi- 
cation day  was  the  first  Sunday 
musical  presentation  by  our  new 
Grace  Brethren  Carillon  Bell  Choir. 


Through  the  special  interest  and  ef- 
forts of  one  of  our  members  and  the 
director  of  our  new  choir,  Mrs.  Ted 
Kirtland,  we  have  the  first  bell  choir 
for  the  Gallon  area  and  perhaps  the 
first  carillon  bell  choir  in  Brethren 
churches  in  recent  times. 

And  so  the  new  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Gallon  faces  the  new  chal- 
lenges of  God's  known  future  in  new 
building  facilities.  We  desire  a  united 
host  of  God's  people  committed  to 
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Him  in  marvelous  unitv,  to  be  spirit 
ually  strong  ourselves  and  then  to 
reach  out  from  Galion  into  north 
central  Ohio  and  bring  the  unreached 
to  our  blessed  Saviour.  We  dare  to 
accept  the  promise  of  our  Lord 
through  His  servant  in  Jeremiah  29: 
11,  "I  know  the  plans  I  am  planning 
for  you,  plans  of  f)eace  and  not  of 
evil,  to  gi\'e  vou  an  expected  end" 
(Rotterdam  Trans.).  T

AN  EVALUATION

Sometimes  we,  as  missionaries, 
wonder  just  how  much  we  have  been 
able  to  do  in  serving  Christ.  We  look 
at  those  who  have  come  to  know  Him 
under  our  ministry  and  we  wonder: 
Do  they  really  mean  business  for  the 
Lord?  Have  they  really  taken  a  stand 
for  Him,  or  are  they  hedging?  Do 
their  lives  show  any  change? 

Recently,  driving  home  in  the  car 
with  some  Jewish  people  who  attend 
our  meetings  for  the  blind,  we  were 
discussing  the  message  of  the  eve- 
ning. Mr.  Button  had  quoted  the 
first  part  of  Isaiah  53:6;  he  left  off 
the  last  phrase,  "And  the  Lord  hath 
laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all," 
because  it  was  not  important  at  that 
point  in  the  message. 

As  we  drove  along  after  the  meet- 
ing, however,  Mrs.  R—  said,  "Rev. 
Button,  vou  forgot  to  quote  all  that 
verse  from  Isaiah.  You  left  off  the 
last  part."  And  she  repeated  the 
phrase.  My  husband  explained  to 
her  why  he  had  not  quoted  the  en- 
tire verse  and  she  was  satisfied.  She 
went  on  to  tell  us  some  of  the  other 
verses  of  Scripture  she  had  learned. 
We  were  simply  thrilled!  Here  we 
had  been  v\'ondering  how  real  her 
salvation  was,  and  she  had  been 
learning  Scripture  in  spite  of  the  fact 
she  was  blind! 

A  woman  has  been  attending  the 
regular  Wednesday  night  meetings 
for  the  past  vear.  She  is  not  an  elderlv 
woman,  but  she  has  had  much 
trouble  and  sorrow  this  past  year.  In 
December  she  buried  her  husband, 
who  died  of  cancer.  We  attended  the 
funeral  and  found  it  without  hope. 
We  helped  her  as  much  as  possible 
and  she  was  appreciative.  She  seem- 
ed to  find  peace  at  the  meetings  and 
came  regularly.  Then,  as  the  messages 
began  to  hit  home  and  as  her  finan- 
cial condition  changed  for  the  bet- 
ter, she  began  to  draw  awav,  telling 
Miss  Eraser  the  people  who  attend- 
ed the  meetings  were  "misfits"  and 
she  didn't  feel  she  belonged  there. 

I  was  interested  in  finding  out 
what  a  "misfit"  was;  the  dictionary 


says  it  is  something  that  fits  badly— 
a  person  poorly  adjusted  to  his  en- 
vironment. So  perhaps  she  is  right. 
People  who  do  not  know  the  Lord  are 
reallv  misfits,  because,  through  sin, 
they  are  not  well  adjusted  to  this 
world.  If  this  is  so,  then  she,  too,  is 
a  misfit.  Pray  for  this  woman  that  she 
will  realize  the  wonderful  grace  of 
God  and  the  true  meaning  of  salva- 
tion through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Perhaps  it  is  because  God's  Word 
is  convicting  her  that  she  feels  the 
way  she  does. 

Then  there  is  the  case  of  an  elderly 
woman  who  was  contacted  by  a 
Christian  who  attends  our  meetings 
—a  Hebrew  Christian.  She  and  Iso- 
bel  Fraser  managed  to  get  Mrs.  W— 
to  come  to  the  meetings.  She  was 
happv  to  come  and  seemed  to  be 
tender  toward  the  messages.  In  the 
meantime,  the  ladv  who  contacted 
her  contacted  another  lady  who 
promised  to  come  to  the  meeting. 
She  was  told  to  be  at  Mrs.  W— 's 
home  for  pick-up  on  the  night  of  the 
meeting.  It  so  happened  she  knew 
Mrs.  W—  well,  and  when  this  new 
woman  found  out  what  the  meetings 
were  like,  she  told  all  Mrs.  W— 's 
friends  and  thev  began  to  persecute 
her.  She  refused  to  return  because  of 
their  persecution.  Pray  for  this 
woman  who  thinks  more  highly  of 
her  acquaintances  than  she  does  of 
God's  Word. 


Many  times  we  have  visitors  who 
back  away  as  soon  as  they  find  out 
they  are  sinners.  Can  you  blame 
them?  Did  you  like  to  hear  it  in  the 
beginning? 

For  most  of  our  people,  saved  and 
unsaved,  the  ties  of  traditional  Juda- 
ism are  difficult  to  break.  The  holy 
davs,  the  burning  of  the  candles  on 
Friday  night,  the  celebration  of  the 
Passover,  the  doing  of  "mitzvahs"— 
these  things  are  habits  not  easily 
broken.  Concerning  God's  Word  thev 
know  verv  little.  The  blind  find  it 
difficult  to  search  the  Scriptures  be- 
cause of  their  blindness,  and  the 
sighted  find  it  difficult  because  thev 
have  never  done  it  before.  They 
need  much  prayer.  But  didn't  you? 
And  don't  vou  now? 

It  is  almost  time  for  the  annual 
picnic.  Everyone  wants  to  come  to 
the  picnic.  It  is  a  time  of  fun,  and 
who  doesn't  like  fun?  There  is  the 
usual  grumbling  about  those  who 
haven't  attended  regularly  and  who 
express  a  desire  to  go  to  the  picnic; 
there  are  the  usual  cries  of  "don't 
fix  it  this  way  because  I  am  on  a 
diet";  there  are  the  usual  admonish- 
ings  of  "pick  me  up  early."  There 
will  be  plenty  of  good  food  and  games 
for  everyone.  When  the  picnic  is 
over,  how  many  of  our  people  will 
be  able  to  say  they  truly  know  the 
God  of  heaven?  Only  He  knows  the 
answer!  ▼

Dedicate  Temporary  Meeting  Place  at  Bothell 


The  Grace  Brethren  Church  at 
Bothell,  Washington,  dedicated  their 
new  air  dome  on  May  2.  Sixt\'-five 
people  attended  the  dedication  serv- 
ice. Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb  was  the 
speaker,  challenging  the  congrega- 
tion to  greater  heights  of  service  for 
Christ.  Rev.  Richard  Messner,  head 
of  the  Grace  College  Development 
Department,  brought  special  music 
for  the  occasion.  Nearlv  all  the  min- 
isters of  the  Northwest  District 
were  present. 

The  church  has  purchased  three 
and  one-half  acres  of  property  in  a 
a  new  area  that  is  expected  to  see 
heavv  development  in  the  next  few 
years.  The  total  indebtedness  for 
the  property,  $9,000,  has  now  been 
reduced  to  $4,700.  Improvements  to 
the  property  in  clearing,  installation 
of  cement  work,  grading,  and  con- 
struction of  rest  rooms  and  furnish- 
ings approximate  $6,000.  The  church 
will  pay  a  rental  on  the  use  of  the 
air  dome  while  it  is  being  used  on 
their  property.  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council,  owner  of  the  air 
dome,  expects  to  use  it  for  the  begin- 
ning of  new  churches  in  areas  where 


it  is  practical  and  where  temporary 
rental  facilities  are  not  available. 

The  air  dome  is  made  of  a  heavv 
gauge  nylon  plastic.  It  is  mounted 
on  a  concrete  slab  and  will  be  used 
until  the  new  building  on  the  prop- 
erty is  ready  for  occupancy.  It  is  at- 
tractive, light,  and  expansive  beyond 
expectation.  The  fluorescent  lights 
are  placed  in  channels  around  the 
floor  perimeter  of  the  building,  the 
lighting  following  the  curvature  of 
the  dome.  It  illuminates  like  dav. 
The  dome's  translucence  brings  in 
the  dav  light  and  makes  it  an  at- 
tractive ad\'ertising  piece  at  night. 
The  acoustics  are  good. 

The  air  dome  is  an  inflated  build- 
ing, held  up  by  a  pressure  of  ap- 
pro.ximately  four  to  seven  pounds.  A 
metal  framework  inside  insures 
against  anv  danger  of  collapse  while 
people  are  in  attendance.  The  fan 
unit  is  powered  with  electricity,  with 
a  standby  gasoline  engine  that  auto- 
matically starts  should  the  electric 
power  fail.  Heat  can  be  fed  into 
the  fan  unit  to  maintain  desired  tem- 
perature. A  double  door  at  the  en- 
trance forms  the  air  lock  to  hold  the 


pressure  during  exit  or  entrance.  The 
metal  framework  inside  provides  the 
necessary  track  and  assembly  for  the 
curtain  dividers  for  classroom  areas. 
The  air  dome  will  seat  approximate- 
ly 150  people  and  care  for  the  same 
number  in   Sunday  school.  It  is  ex-

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pected  that  the  property  will  be  paid 
off  and  the  new  building  erected 
before  the  congregation  outgrows  the 
dome. 

This  congregation  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  their  venture  in  a  new 
method  of  church  extension.  The 
men,  women  and  children  worked 
long  hours  in  the  preparation.  Under 
the  fine  leadership  of  the  pastor,  Rev. 
Clarence  Green,  all  of  the  members 
of  the  church  assisted  in  clearing  the 
property.  The  men  worked  long  hours 
in  the  construction  of  the  rest  rooms, 
the  entrance,  the  platform  and  the 
foundation  of  the  dome.  The  women 
were  assisted  bv  five  teen-age  girls  in 
sewing  all  the  drapes  for  the  Sunday- 
school  dividers.  The  BYF  bought 
shrubbery  and  also  some  items  to 
furnish  the  rest  rooms.  The  church 
praved  about  acquiring  some  carpet- 
ing for  an  aisle  runner  and  for  the 

o 

platform,  and  a  furniture  store  deal- 
er in  the  area  gave  the  carpeting  to 
the  church  alone  with  enoush  tile 
for  the  rest  rooms. 

In  preparation  for  the  dedication 
services,  the  junior  department  of  the 
Sundav-school  passed  out  handbills 
in  the  communities  of  Bothell  and 
Lvnnwood.  T\\'o  of  the  boys  were 
supposed  to  be  at  baseball  practice 
but  chose  rather  to  serve  the  Lord  in 
distributing  the  handbills. 

Pastor  Green  is  praising  the  Lord 
for  a  fine,  sustained  attendance  run- 
ning in  the  high  60's.  They  have 
recorded  three  more  decisions  for 
Christ,  and  several  voung  families 
are  to  come  into  the  work  momen- 
tarily. 

Much  commendation  is  due  this 
active  congregation  for  their  hard 
work  and  dedication  of  labor  for  our 
precious  Lord.  Special  words  of  ap- 
preciation must  go  to  the  Northwest 
District  Mission  Board  and  its  sup- 
porting churches  for  their  contribu- 
tion in  property  and  pastor's  salary 
for  this  new  field.  Great  victories  lie 
ahead  for  this  congregation.  Gotl's 
blessings,  we  believe,  are  certain  as 
they  claim  their  community  for 
Christ.  w

May  1  was  a  grand  day  of  climac- 
tic blessing  at  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  in  Hagerstown,  Maryland.

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Because  Mrs.  Jeane  Dixon  has  won  international  fame 
as  a  prophetess,  seems  to  possess  some  uncanny  perceptive 
quahties,  has  made  numerous  detailed  predictions  which 
have  come  true,  considers  her  "gift"  as  from  God,  has  made 
some  predictions  of  the  future  which  closelv  relate  to  what 
the  Bible  says  is  going  to  come  to  pass,  and  because  many 
Christians  have  been  disturbed  bv  these  predictions,  the 
subject  at  hand  is  well  worthy  of  our  present  attention.  Let 
me  remind  vou  of  our  first  article  about  Mrs.  Dixon,  "The 
Gift  of  Prophecy,"  published  in  this  magazine  on  April  16, 
1966.  The  conclusion  of  our  former  study  was  that,  oesides 
making  some  good  guesses  and  logical  deductions,  she  docs 
possess  a  gift,  but  tnat  her  gift  cannot  be  from  God.  She 
fails  the  Biblical  tests  of  accuracy  and  effect. 

However,  having  said  all  this,  it  is  most  interesting— ves, 
almost  startling— to  note  some  unique  yaralleh-in-contrasi 
between  the  Bible  and  Mrs.  Dixon's  prophecies  of  the  future 
in  the  religious  realm.  Four  distinct  visions  which  she 
claims  to  have  experienced  in  recent  years,  according  to 
her,  "fit  into  a  mosaic  which  has  enormous  significance 
for  all  mankind."  We  shall  look  at  each  one  separately  with 
her  interpretation  and  then  put  each  under  the  scriptural 
microscope. 

The  Serpent-Wisdom  Vision 

"The  first  of  these  seemingly  momentous  visions  occurred 
shortly  after  midnight  on  July  14,  1952."  Mrs.  Dixon  claims 
that  this  was  the  vision  that  enabled  her  to  give  proper  in- 
terpretation to  later  ones.  She  was  in  bed  on  a  hot,  humid 
Washington  summer  evening,  covered  only  with  a  sheet- 
drowsy  but  not  asleep.  "Suddenly  I  could  feel  a  physical 
motion  against  the  mattress  .  .  .  facing  the  East  ...  I  saw 
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the  body  of  a  snake  [italics  mine]  ...  no  bigger  than  a  gar- 
den hose.  I  felt  its  powerful  body  twisting  down  the  side 
of  my  bed  ...  I  could  feel  its  head  nudge  beneath  my  ankles 
...  its  body  growing  larger  as  it  wrapped  itself  around  m\ 
legs  and  hips  ...  as  the  snake  gradually  entwined  itsell 
around  my  chest  now  as  big  as  a  man's  arm.  It  slowly  turned 
its  eyes  and  gazed  into  mine.  In  them  was  the  all-knowinc 
wisdom  of  the  ages.  ...  I  seemed  to  know  I  had  much  tc 
learn  .  .  .  that  I  must  look  to  the  East  for  God's  wisdom  anc 
guidance.  ...  It  was  telling  me  that  if  my  faith  was  great 
enough  I  could  penetrate  some  of  the  divine  wisdom.  A  sense 
of  peace  on  earth,  good  will  toward  men  coursed  through 
my  being.  .  .  .  The  snake  gradually  withdrew.  It  was  3;H, 
a.m. 

I  have  quoted  extensively  here  from   Mrs.   Ruth   Mont| 
gomery's  book  about  Mrs.  Dixon  to  show  how  the  prophetess 
claims  to  have  received  her  wisdom  about  future  events—, 
from  a  serpent!  This  is  an  experience  very  much  like  thai 
described  by  the  witch  doctors  among  primitive  Indians  iri; 
the  Amazon  valley  who  know  the  reality  of  the  "white  boa,' 
the  demon  spirit  that  gives  them  strength  and  understand  j 
ing.  Any  well  informed  Christian  knows  the  Bible  stor%'  olj 
the  serpent  Satan  in  Genesis  3.  He  prophesied  in  verse  5. 
"Ye  shall  be  as  gods,  knowing  good  and  evil. "  And  God  said 
in  verse  22,  "Behold,  the  man  is  become  as  one  of  us,  tc 
know  good  and  evil."  Satan  there  talked  of  "wisdom"  and 
"knowing."  And  Eve  saw  that  the  fruit  of  the  tree  was  de- 
sirable to  make  one  "wise."  Satan,  the  serpent,  was  the  first 
false  prophet,  prophesying  the  truth  with  a  lie  and  leadinc 
men  away  from  faith   in  the  true  God.  What   Satan  saic 
would  happen  did  happen;  but  he  implied  that  it  would  be 
good  for  man,  when  in  reality  it  was  the  door  for  the  tragio 
entrance  of  sin  and  all  its  consequences  into  the  humar 
race.  And  as  we  look  at  the  other  visions  of  Mrs.  Dixor 
and  the  interpretations  she  says  the  serpent  vision  enablec 
her  to  make,  vou  will  see  a  startling  parallel— the  truth  with 
a  lie,  the  substitution  of  good  for  bad  and  bad  for  good 
Satan  knows  much,  but  satanic  wisdom  is  never  given  fon 
the  good  of  mankind  or  the  o\orv  of  God. 

One  World  Church  Vision 

The  "one  world  church"  vision  reportedly  occurred   ir 
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958  at  St.  Matthew's  Cathedral  when  Mrs.  Dixon  was 
hoosing  ten  purple  containers  to  bum  candles  for  inten- 
ions.  She  had  just  reached  into  her  purse  for  coins  when 
he  found  her  hands  entangled  in  a  mass  of  purple  and  gold 
)alls  which  floated  upward  and  gradually  merged  into  a 
nassive  purple  disk  edged  in  gold  enveloping  the  statue  of 
he  virgin  Mary.  Mrs.  Dixon  says,  "The  Ploly  Mothers 
ace  came  alive  .  .  .  and  the  most  magnificent  sunshine 
looded  down  from  the  dome  of  the  church.  Suddenly  bril- 
iant  rays  shone  on  every  imaginable  people  and  religion 

.  .  every  nationality  and  creed.  A  remarkable  peace  over- 
ame  me  and  I  knew  that  a  council  of  our  church  [she  is 
,  devout  Catholic]  would  soon  bring  together  under  the 
oof  of  the  Holy  See  in  Rome  the  religions  and  nationalities 
f  all  the  world."  As  Mrs.  Dixon  later  told  one  of  her  friends 
if  this  vision  she  said,  "Our  Church  is  going  to  call  a  great 
ouncil  of  all  faiths  and  creeds  .  .  .  peoples  from  everv  land 
vill  be  represented  and  eventual!}'  all  religions  will  be 
)rought  together  under  one  sun.  Our  Holy  See  in  Rome 
5  going  to  start  the  trend." 

Less  than  four  years  later  Pope  John  XXIII  summoned  the 
cumenical  Council  to  Rome,  the  second  ever  to  be  held 
n  St.  Peter's  Basilica.  And  beside  2,700  of  the  Roman 
lierarchy  there  were  representatives  of  128  major  Protestant 
lenominations  and  of  the  Eastern  and  Russian  Orthodox 
hurches.  This  council  reconvened  under  Pope  Paul  VI, 
vho,  in  his  opening  discourse,  made  an  appeal  for  Chris- 
ian  unity  heading  toward  a  complete  and  universal  union 
if  all  Christians.  Since  that  time  many  more  drastic  steps 
lave  been  taken  toward  uniting  all  faiths  under  one  can- 
pv.  The  movement  toward  a  world  church  is  here,  and  it 
5  big  and  is  moving  fast.  This  is  the  verv  heart  crv  of  the 
National  and  World  Councils  of  Churches,  and  they  in- 
lude  Rome.  The  Pope  recently  stated,  "Our  separated 
)rethren  are  walking  toward  us." 

It  is  not  mv  purpose  here,  though  it  would  be  a  good  one, 
o  show  how  evil  such  a  movement  is  and  whv,  except  to 
tate  that  it  involves  the  giving  up  of  the  very  cardinal  doc- 
rines  of  the  faith  on  which  true  Christianity  stands.  My 
Hirpose  is  to  show  from  Scripture  that  what  Mrs.  Dixon, 
mder  serpentine  enlightenment,  predicts  as  the  wonderful 
vorld  church  is  a  startling  parallel-in-contrast  to  what  God 
ays  will  really  happen. 

Now  please  read  Revelation  17;l-6,  9,  15,  18.  It  is  my 
borough  conviction  that  a  detailed  study  of  this  chapter 
vill  show  that  the  wicked  woman  described  here  speaks  of 
he  apostate  world  church  of  the  end  of  this  age. 

The  symbol  of  the  harlot  is  used  consistently  in  Scripture 
o  represent  apostate  religion  (for  instance,  see  Ezek.   16). 

od  speaks  of  unfaithful  Israel  as  having  committed  spirit- 
lal  adultery.  In  contrast,  faithful  Israel  is  called  Jehovah's 
aithful  wife,  and  the  pure  church  is  pictured  as  the  pure 
)ride. 

Purple  and  gold,  a  priest  told  Mrs.  Dixon,  were  colors 
lighly  significant  of  things  in  the  religious  realm.  The 
larlot  of  Revelation  17  is  arrayed  (v.  4)  in  purple  and  scarlet 
ind  decked  with  gold.  She,  according  to  verse  15,  sits  upon 
nany  waters,  which  represent  peoples,  nations  and  tongues, 
)r  races  and  nationalities.  She  is  called  the  "mother  of  har- 
ots";  that  is,  she  as  an  apostate  church  induces  others  to 
oin  in  her  abominations  and  departure  from  the  pure  faith 
)f  the  true  God. 

Let  me  make  perfectly  clear  one  point:  the  only  world 
:hurch  spoken  of  in  the  Scriptures  that  does  not  have  Christ 
himself  personally  present  as  its  sole  and  supreme  head  is 
m  apostate  and  false  one.  To  join  it  is  to  join  forces  with 
spiritual  wickedness,  and  that  in  high  places.  It  is  to  suc- 


cumb again  to  the  lie  of  the  serpent.  I  believe  a  world 
church  including  Catholics  and  Protestants  and  most  other 
religious  groups  is  coming.  But  it  will  be  a  false,  apostate 
church  and  will  ultimately  suffer  total  destruction  (v.  16). 
It  will  certainly  never  bring  in  Christ's  kingdom.  That  will 
take  the  bodily  return  of  Christ  himself. 

Papal  Authority  Vision 

Another  of  the  major  visions  of  Mrs.  Dixon  deals  with  the 
end  of  papal  authority.  It  is  curiously  entangled  with  the 
"vision  of  Fatima,"  which  Rome  claims  happened  in  Portu- 
gal in  1917  when  three  girls  "saw  the  Virgin  Mary  coming 
out  of  the  sun."  The  story  of  Fatima  says  that  these  three 
girls  received  prophecies  of  future  events,  some  of  which 
'have  come  to  pass."  One  of  these  prophecies,  however, 
was  to  have  been  revealed  or  made  known  by  the  papacy 
in  1960,  a  revelation  which  was  never  forthcoming.  Now 
Mrs.  Dixon's  vision:  "The  next  step  came  while  she  was 
kneeling  at  prayer  in  St.  Matthew's  Cathedral,  holding  her 
crystal  ball.  .  .  .  'Before  me  stood  the  Holy  Mother  draped 
in  purplish  blue,  gold  and  white  rays.  I  saw  the  throne  of 
the  Pope,  but  it  was  empty.  The  Pope  was  off  to  one  side 
and  had  blood  running  down  his  face.  ...  I  realized  that  in 
this  century  a  pope  would  be  bodily  harmed  and  after  that 
the  head  of  the  church  will  wear  a  different  insignia.' "  This 
was  a  sign  to  Mrs.  Dixon  of  the  end  of  papal  authority  and 
what  she  claims  to  be  the  unrevealed  prophecy  of  Fatima. 

Does  the  Bible  have  anything  to  say  that  in  any  way 
parallels  this?  Read  Revelation  13.  This  chapter  tells  us  of 
a  Satanic  trinity.  The  first  beast  is  the  Antichrist,  the  second 
beast  is  the  false  prophet,  and  the  dragon  is  Satan  himself, 
who  empowers  the  beasts.  Here  we  are  interested  in  the 
second  beast,  or  the  false  prophet,  surely  the  head  of  the 
false  religion  in  the  end  time.  What  does  he  do?  Look  at 
verses  11-16  and  you  will  see  that  he  gives  up  his  position 
and  prestige  to  the  Antichrist  so  that  he  causes  all  to  wor- 
ship him.  Compare  this  with  Revelation  17:16-17  and  you 
will  see  that  ultimately  the  harlot— the  apostate  world 
church— after  being  used  by  the  Antichrist  in  his  rise  to 
power  is  consumed  by  him  as  he  "hurts"  her  with  utter  de- 
struction. 

I  shall  not  be  so  bold  as  to  identify  the  false  prophet  as 
the  last  pope,  but  I  shall  be  so  bold  as  to  state  that  the 
world  church,  whether  under  papal  authority  or  not,  is  not 
as  Mrs.  Dixon  claims,  the  answer  to  the  world's  problems; 
rather,  it  will  be  the  very  tool  Satan  will  use  to  prepare  the 
hearts  of  men  to  serve  his  man,  the  Antichrist,  through  the 
wonders  of  the  false  prophet.  So  we  can  know  that  there  is 
coming  an  end  to  papal  authority  when  this  last  world  dic- 
tator causes  all  to  receive  his  mark  and  worship  his  image. 

New  Savior-New  Christianity  Vision 

"It  was  a  vision  dominated  by  a  bright  sunglow  before 
sunrise  on  February  5,  1962.  .  .  .  Stepping  out  of  the  sun 
she  saw  a  pharaoh  with  queen  Nefertiti  (a  queen  of  early 
Egypt).  The  queen  carried  a  child  dressed  in  soiled  and 
ragged  clothes.  The  eyes  of  the  child  were  all  knowing— 
full  of  wisdom  and  knowledge.  ...  As  she  watched,  the 
child  grew  to  manhood  ...  a  small  cross  formed  above  him 
and  began  to  expand  until  it  dipped  over  the  earth  in  all 
directions.  Simultaneously  peoples  of  every  race,  religion, 
and  color,  each  kneeling  and  lifting  his  arms  in  worshipful 
adoration,  surrounded  him." 

Now  listen  to  Mrs.  Dixon's  interpretation.  "A  child  born 
somewhere  in  the  Middle  East  shortly  after  7:00  a.m.  EST 
on  February  5,  1962,  will  revolutionize  the  world.  Before 
the  close  of  this  century  he  will  bring  together  in  one  all 
embracing  faith  all  mankind.  This  will  be  the  foundation 
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of  a  new  Christianity,  with  every 
sect  and  creed  united  through  this 
man  v\'ho  will  walk  among  the  people 
to  spread  the  wisdom  of  the  Al- 
mighty Power.  .  .  .  This  person, 
though  born  of  humble  peasant 
origin,  is  a  descendant  of  queen  Nef- 
ertiti  and  her  pharaoh  husband. 
Mankind  will  begin  to  feel  his  power 
in  the  1980's  and  during  the  next 
ten  years  the  world  as  we  know  it 
will  be  reshaped  and  revamped  into 
one  without  wars  or  suffering.  This 
will  be  accomplished  by  1999." 

Let  me  note  in  passing  that  Ne- 
fertiti  was  the  queen  of  Pharaoh 
Akhenaton  (Amenhotep  IV)  who  led 
a  religious  revolution  in  Egvpt, 
worshiping  the  sun  disc;  some  have 
wronglv  claimed  he  was  a  mono- 
theist.  So  here,  coming  out  of  Eg\'pt, 
Mrs.  Di.xon  sees  a  world  ruler  with 
a  new  Christianity. 

What  does  the  Bible  sav  \vi\\  real- 


ly happen?  Daniel  (Dan.  11:36), 
John  (Rev.  13:1  ff.;  17:12-13),  and 
Paul  (II  Thess.  2:1-3,  8-12)  all  say 
that  a  world  ruler  is  coming.  The 
"new  religion"  he  will  bring  is  the 
worship  of  himself,  and  he  has  the 
number  of  a  man,  666.  He  will  claim 
to  be  the  world's  savior  and  will  op- 
pose the  worship  of  anv  other;  hence, 
his  name  is  "Antichrist."  His  end  is 
certain,  for  he  is  the  one  "whom  the 
Lord  shall  consume  wth  the  spirit  of 
his  mouth"  (II  Thess.  2:8;  cp.  Rev. 
19:19-20). 

Was  he  bom  in  Egypt?  I  don't 
know,  but  I  do  know  that  we  would 
be  denving  all  Biblical  admonition 
if  v\'e  were  to  gi\'e  heed  to  or  fear 
the  predictions  of  this  woman  whose 
prophecies  fail  to  meet  the  test  of 
Biblical  accuracv  and  who  would  lead 
us  awav  from  the  alreadv  revealed 
truths  of  God's  Word.  Mrs.  Dixon 
would  have  us  believe  that  the  world 


church,  the  new  savior,  and  the  new 
Christianity  that  she  predicts  will  be 
"the  answer  to  the  prayers  of  a  trou- 
bled world."  But  God  tells  us  that 
these  trends  are  really  leading  to  a 
world  dictator  who  will  oppose  all 
that  is  called  God. 

Under  the  searchlight  of  the  Scrip- 
ture Mrs.  Dixon's  visions  are  re- 
vealed to  be  false,  satanic,  and  lead- 
ing away  from  a  knowledge  and 
understanding  of  "the  more  sure  word 
of  prophecv,"  the  Bible.  She  is  a 
false  prophetess  and  should  be 
neither   feared   nor   followed. 

The  end  of  this  age,  as  foretold 
by  God's  revelation,  is  not  a  pleasant 
picture.  To  mv  reader  who  knows 
not  the  true  Saviour,  Jesus  of  Cal- 
varv,  I  urge:  Consider  Him,  for  in 
Him  alone  is  refuge  for  a  coming 
hour  of  tribulation.

The  Signs  of  the  Times 

As  never  before  in  the  history  of 
the  world  during  the  Christian  era, 
the  signs  of  the  approaching  end  of 
the  age  have  been  multiplying. 
WTiether  you  look  at  the  international 
situation,  the  financial,  the  scientific, 
the  cultural,  the  moral,  the  religious, 
or  what,  all  seem  to  be  telling  one 
story,  the  climax  of  an  age,  the  cul- 
mination of  trends,  the  converging 
of  currents  in  a  gigantic  maelstrom. 
It  was  none  other  than  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  who  insisted,  "When  these 
things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then 
look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads;  for 
your  redemption  draweth  nigh" 
(Luke  21:28). 

Think  of  the  Moral  Conditions 

"As  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noah,  so 
shall  it  be  also  in  the  days  of  the 
Son  of  man"  (Luke  17:26).  And 
what  was  it  like  in  the  days  of  Noah? 
"And  God  saw  that  the  wickedness 
of  man  was  great  in  the  earth,  and 
that  every  imagination  of  the 
thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only  evil 
continually.  .  .  .  The  earth  also  was 
corrupt  before  God,  and  the  earth 
was  filled  with  violence"  (Gen.  6:5, 
11). 

And  what  is  it  like   today?   The 
answer   is   to   be    found   in    the    in- 
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creasing  number  of  articles  on  crime 
and  violence  appearing  in  the  news- 
papers and  periodicals  decrying  the 
trend  of  the  times.  Here  is  one  en- 
titled "The  Fear  that  Haunts  the 
'Good  Life.' "  A  few  excerpts  from 
this  article  are  representative  of  many 
others. 

"Americans  are  burdened  with  fear, 
a  fear  of  physical  danger  and  death, 
the  fear  of  falling  prey  to  a  criminal 
on  the  streets.  .  .  .  It's  one  of  the 
paradoxes  of  the  modern  age  that  as 
life  gets  more  comfortable,  opportuni- 
ties for  crime  grow  apace. 

"It's  a  new  kind  of  fear.  .  .  . 

"Men  fear  for  the  safety  of  their 
women  .  .  .  and  women  are  so  ab- 
sorbed in  fear  that,  beyond  worrying 
about  assault  and  rape,  they  have 
sometimes  turned  to  manufacturers 
who  would  exploit  these  anxieties.  A 
number  of  companies  have  marketed 
several  types  of  'female  protection' 
devices.  .  .  ." 

The  one  word  that  is  used  in  this 
article  to  characterize  the  whole  crime 
situation  is  the  word  "violence,"  the 
very  word  used  in  the  Genesis  ac- 
count to  describe  the  wickedness  of 
the  days  of  Noah.  Let  him  that  has 
wisdom  contemplate  the  trend  of  the 
times. 


A  Government  Watch  on  Humanity 

A  startling  headline  greeted  the 
readers  of  the  May  16  issue  of  L7.  S. 
T^ews  and  World  Report:  "A  Gov- 
ernment Watch  on  200  Million 
Americans."  A  subtitle  reads,  "Your 
life  story  may  be  on  file  with  the 
Government  before  long,  subject  to 
official  scrutinv  at  the  push  of  a  but- 
ton. That's  the  trend.  It  can  lead  to 
a  'data  bank'  in  Washington,  storing 
up  facts  on  everybody's  records  on 
schooling,  jobs,  taxes,  arrests,  other 
information." 

The  article  goes  on.  "Today  the 
Social  Security  number  is  on  most  tax 
returns.  Banks  and  businesses  use 
people's  Social  Security  numbers 
when  reporting  interest  and  dividend 
payments  to  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service.  That  number  has  become 
a  universal  identification  number 
around  which  the  lifetime  record  of 
everv  individual  can  be  built. 

"Plans  taking  shape  for  the  1970 
census  suggests  an  interest  in  ob- 
taining much  more  information  about 
individuals,  including,  possibly,  their 
religious  affiliation.  .  .  . 

"The  potentials  of  this  whole  de- 
veloping trend  are  alarming  to  a 
growing  number  of  individuals  who 
are  aware  of  what  is  happening. 
This  alarm  grows  from  the  possibilitv

that  I  was  to  go  the  next  year.  Not 
only  that,  but  He  also  raised  up  three 
others  in  the  college  to  go  on  the 
crusade.  We  had  to  prepare  by  read- 
ing books,  listening  to  tapes,  getting 
shots,  and  above  all  studying  the 
Word  and  praying. 

"The  two  weeks  spent  in  Mexico 
really  changed  my  life.  Everv  other 
afternoon  we  heard  very  challenging 
and  revolutionary  messages,  and 
spent  time  in  prayer  together  as  a 
group  (about  two  hundred).  The  rest 
of  the  time  we  were  engaged  in  per- 
sonal literature  evangelism  .  .  .  you 
ne\'er  know  what  the  warfare  is  really 
like  until  you  get  into  it.

Because  of  our  proximity  to  Grace 
College  and  Seminary,  the  Winona 
Lake  Brethren  Church  and  other 
area  Brethren  churches  are  presented 
with  the  unique  privilege  and  the 
awesome  responsibility  of  being  a 
church  home  for  students  while  they 
are  awav  from  their  home  churches. 
As  I  recall  my  own  experience  I  re- 
member well  the  "undocked"  feeling 
I  had  when  attendance  at  college 
made  it  necessary  to  be  away  from  a 
Brethren  church  and  in  no  direct 
personal  contact  with  a  pastor-coun- 
selor. Therefore  I  count  it  a  unique 
privilege  as  well  as  an  awesome  re- 
sponsibility to  be  pastor  of  what 
might  be  called  the  "Seminary-Col- 
lege" church. 

Preaching 

Preaching  to  those  who  are  in  the 
"academics,"  both  student  and  pro- 
fessor, does  present  some  special 
challenses.  But  the  words  of  I  Co- 
rinthians  1:18  and  2:5  ("For  the 
preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that 
perish  foolishness;  but  unto  us  which 
are  saved  it  is  the  power  of  God.  .  .  . 
That  your  faith  should  not  stand  in 
the  wisdom  of  men,  but  in  the  power 
of  God"),  plus  the  warm  response  to 
the  plain  presentation  of  the  claims 
of   Christ   in   His  Word,   have   con- 


firmed my  conviction  that  these  in 
"academics"  need  and  appreciate 
simple  Bible  preaching  that  touches 
on  their  lives  just  as  anyone  else. 

Counseling 

But  the  more  unique  ministry 
comes  in  the  oft  repeated  opportuni- 
ties to  talk  (the  updated  term  is  coun- 
sel) with  students  of  many  denomina- 
tions in  the  study  about  their  person- 
al needs  and  problems.

It 
would  be  impossible  to  re\ievv  the 
variety  of  needs  which  students, 
newh'  away  from  home,  often  have— 
from  a  faulty  attitude  toward  a 
roommate  or  professor  to  the  deepest 
stress  and  spiritual  turmoil. 

College   area  churches  need   your 
earnest  prayers  as  they  seek  to  min- 


ister to  your  youth.  And  one  of  the 
preatest  needs,  I  believe,  is  for  Breth- 
ren  students  to  be  encouraged  to  at- 
tend Brethren  churches  and  to  be- 
come active  and  faithful  in  them. 

Student  Membership 

So  to  remove  the  "shroud"  that 
often  makes  unclear  just  how  a  stu- 
dent may  "dock"  into  and  become  a 
real  part  of  a  church  home  while 
away  from  his  home  church,  the  Wi- 
nona Lake  Brethren  Church  (and 
probably  other  area  Brethren 
churches  too)  is  offering  a  STU- 
DENT MEMBERSHIP  plan  this 
fall.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  "tie" 
the  Brethren  students  into  the  local 
church  oiving  them  the  sense  of  be- 
longing  plus  eligibility  for  offices  and 
teaching  positions  in  the  church.  The 
plan  is  simple. 

1.  Any  student  who  is  a  member 
of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  is  eligible. 

2.  He  will  secure  a  letter  from  his 
pastor  indicating  that  he  is  a  member 
in  good  standing. 

3.  He  will  be  received  into  "student 
membership"  upon  request  and  pre- 
sentation of  said  letter. 

4.  This  membership  is  valid  only 
while  attending  Grace,  and  it  does 
not  affect  his  home  church  member- 
ship, nor  is  it  reported  on  the  Winona 
Lake  Brethren  Church  statistical  re- 
port. 

We  do  hope  that  you  will  encour- 
age your  youth  to  come  to  Grace  and 
that  you  will  encourage  them  to 
"dock"  into  some  area  Brethren 
church  through  "student  member- 
ship" while  here.  It  will  help  us  take 
better  care  of  them  and  give  them  a 
more  secure  church  relationship  until 
they  come  back  home  to  you.  ▼

of  abuse  in  a  period  when  the  Gov- 
ernment shows  what  has  been  de- 
scribed as  an  expanding  tendency  to 
use  its  power  against   individuals." 

The  invention  of  computers  as  a 
means  of  collecting  and  classifying 
the  multiplying  facts  of  life  in  the 
midst  of  an  exploding  population  has 
produced  this  terrifying  possibility. 
But  what  is  today  mere  alarm  over 
the  possibility,  will  one  day  become 


reality,  as  clearly  indicated  in  the 
prophetic  Word.  John  wrote,  "And 
he  causeth  all,  both  small  and  great, 
rich  and  poor,  free  and  bond,  to  re- 
ceive a  mark  in  their  right  hand,  or 
in  their  foreheads:  and  that  no  man 
might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had 
the  mark,  or  the  name  of  the  beast, 
or  the  number  of  his  name"  (Rev. 
13:16-17). 

Buying  Up  the  Opportunity 

There  are  moral  implications  asso- 


ciated with  these  developing  trends. 
For  Christians  it  is  high  time  to 
awake  out  of  sleep  and  redeem  the 
time,  for  now  is  our  salvation  nearer 
than  when  we  first  believed.

Student  Pastors 

Get  a 

Double  Education

"Preach  the  word,"  v\'as  the  ad- 
monition of  the  apostle  Paul  to  young 
Timothy. 

Twenty-nine  Grace  seminarians 
this  past  vear  heeded  the  words  of 
Paul  and  combined  preaching  and 
pastoral  experience  with  their  semi- 
nary education. 

Of  this  number,  20  are  already 
married.  Six  were  juniors,  with  four 
married;  'en  were  middlers,  with 
seven  married;  and  13  were  seniors, 
with  nine  married.  Nine  have  chil- 
dren, and  14  of  the  wives  were  regu- 
larly employed  to  help  their  hus- 
bands set  their  seminary  degrees. 

Seven  of  the  men  have  been  li- 
censed by  the  denominations  of 
which  thev  are  members,  and  six  are 
ordained.  Eleven  of  these  have  been 
serving  as  regular  pastors,  two  as  as- 
sistants, and  one  as  interim  pastor; 
13  have  served  occasionally  in  pulpit 
supply  work,  others  as  youth  directors 
and  choir  directors. 

Denominations  represented  by  the 
church  in  which  these  men  have 
served  are:  Brethren,  four;  Baptist, 
four;  Congregational  Christian,  one; 
Evangelical    Mennonite,   one;    Evan- 


gelical United  Brethren,  one;  and 
Independent,  six.  The  combined 
membership  of  these  churches  totaled 
1,037,  the  largest  with  300  members 
and  the  smallest  with  25.  Sunday 
morning  congregations  ranged  from 
35  to  250. 

Those  serving  as  regular  pastors 
usually  ministered  in  Sunday  school, 
morning  and  evening  worship  serv- 
ices and  frequently  in  youth  meet- 
ings. Some  also  had  the  responsibil- 
ity for  midweek  services,  funerals, 
weddings  and  baptisms. 

Each  week  these  young  Timothys 
traveled  a  total  of  2,772  miles  to  and 
from  their  churches  and  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  ministerial  duties. 

Their  tenure  of  service  ranged 
from  five  months  to  two  and  one-half 
years,  for  a  combined  service  total  of 
twenty  and  one-half  years. 

Only  three  of  these  student  pastors 
reported  that  their  salary  paid  all  of 
their  seminary  expenses;  for  one,  it 
covered  three-fourths  of  his  expenses; 
for  three,  one-half;  for  five,  one- 
fourth;  and  for  four,  none.  Nine 
men  indicated  that  their  personal 
expenses  involved  in  carrying  on  this 
ministry  were  cared  for  b)'  their 
churches.  It  is  quite  evident  why  it 
is  necessary  for  the  wives  of  so  many 
of  the  seminarians  to  be  employed. 

Not  onlv  do  these  young  Timothys 
receive  invaluable  experience  as  stu- 
dent pastors,  but  their  churches  also 
receive  great  blessing  through  the 
ministry  of  dedicated  men  who  love 
Christ  and  love  to  preach  His  Word, 
in  which  they  are  being  well  trained 
at  Grace  Theological  Seminary.     T

(Editor's  note:  Last  month  Okite 
told  of  leaving  his  home  in  Kenya 
to  study  in  a  Puerto  Rican  univer- 
sity, and  subsequently  his  meeting 
with  .  the  Maxwell  .  Brennemans, 
Brethren  missionaries  in  Puerto 
Rico.) 

I  stood  strongly  against  missionary 
paternalism  in  class  at  Wheaton 
Graduate  School  of  Theology  this 
year.  But  ironically  I  have  a  most 
wonderful  "missionary  father"  in 
Puerto  Rico.  I  have  accepted  the 
title,  "our  African  son,"  which  "my 
dear  Mother  B."  conferred  upon  me. 
And  Mr.  Brenneman  can  claim  an 
African  son  because  he  has  helped 
me  to  develop  sound  and  durable 
principles  of  life  for  both  time  and 
eternity. 

A^V  attitude  toward  missions  and 
missionaries  has  undergone  a  revolu- 
tionary change  since  my  becoming  a 
Christian  and  particularly  since  mv 
becoming  part  of  the  Brenneman 
family.  Several  vears  have  gone  bv 
since  I  became  a  Christian,  but  each 
day  I  detect  how  Christ  prepared  my 
mind  and  mv  conditions  and  expe- 
riences in  such  a  way  that  when  I 
finally  confronted  Him,  I  could 
totally  let  go.  As  far  back  as  1952, 
when  my  mother  was  saved,  I  felt 
His  presence  many  times.  I  can  re- 
call my  experiences  of  His  presence 
at  certain  Inter- Varsity  meetings  and 
how  these  so  puzzled  me  and  pressed 
me  on  to  consider  Him  more  serious- 
ly. I  can  remember  how  He  guided 
me  all  along,  and  how  He  was  re- 
jected and  spat  upon  by  me  on  so 
many  occasions. 

At  the  university  in  Puerto  Rico,  I 
had  become  a  part  of  students  who 
were  radically  dedicated  to  world 
peace.  I  was  so  politically  minded, 
and  I  looked  at  all  things  in  terms 
of  peaceful  relations  between  men 
of  different  cultures  and  sexes  and 
religions  and  races  and  what-have- 
you.  But  our  faculty  advisors,  great 
men  in  their  own  rights,  shocked  me 


in  one  way:  they  could  inspire  us 
concerning  world  peace  and  under- 
standing, vet  they  could  successfully 
and  shamelessly  maintain  a  "cold 
war"  in  their  families  and  agsressive- 
Iv  support  a  "hot  war"  in  their  owti 
lives. 

So,  when  I  visited  the  Brennemans 
in  their  home,  armed  to  the  teeth 
with  my  prejudicial  attitude  toward 
a  "good  family, '  I  saw  somethina 
different.  Something  infinitely  su- 
perior to  my  idealistic  notions.  There 
was  that  spiritual  dimension  against 
which  I  had  previously  developed  a 
mental  block.  I  saw  it  in  action  here. 
I  was  overcome. 

The  next  time  I  was  with  Mr. 
Brenneman  I  could  accept  him  as  a 
successful  man,  a  man  who  could 
talk  to  me,  because  he  had  a  happy, 
contented,  and  admirable  family.  I 
put  the  Brenneman  family  with  the 
political  context  and  said;  "How 
much  better  it  is  to  have  a  quiet 
and  happy  home  and  a  storm  out- 
doors, than  a  storm  indoors  when 
outdoors  is  quiet  and  happy." 

It  must  have  been  at  this  time 
that  I  began  to  "preach"  about  the 
"Kingdom  of  God"  and  to  be  regu- 
lar  at  Inter-Varsity  study  sessions.  I 
entertained  the  idea  that  peace  de- 
pended upon  the  righteousness  with- 
in the  hearts  of  individuals,  and  that 
the  formula  for  this  was  conceived 
by  Jesus  two  thousand  years  ago  and 
recorded  in  the  Bible.  If  its  central 
theme  would  be  grasped  and  placed 
within  the  context  of  the  contem- 
porary world,  we  would  live  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

This  idea  was  very  much  encour- 
aged by  the  university  church  to 
which  I  went  regularly  at  this  time. 
The  Inter-Varsity  group  was  also 
quite  fond  of  a  phrase,  "Christ  the 
Lord,"  which  I  interpreted  at  first  as 
the  key  title  of  Jesus,  the  One  who 
must  be  obeyed. 

The  great  irony  of  the  whole  sit- 
uation was  that  the  more  I  read  the 
Bible,  the  more  I  realized  it  talked 
just  like  my  mother:  in  highly  exalt- 
ed   terms    with    no    practical    basis. 


This  was  a  serious  letdown! 

At  this  point  I  needed  the  help 
of  a  friend.  The  Inter-Varsity  group 
had  been  very  sincere,  and  had  chal- 
lenged me  to  the  full.  But  I  was  be- 
coming self-conscious  among  them. 
It  was  no  longer  delightful  to  study 
the  Bible  with   them. 

I  went  to  Mr.  Brenneman.  I  re- 
member how  disgusted  I  felt  as  he 
opened  his  Bible,  but  I  kept  quiet, 
hoping  to  hear  how  he  got  his  prin- 
ciples that  were  so  practical  from  the 
Book.  We  stayed  up  late  that  night. 

It  was  a  marvelous  thing  to  realize 
that  Christ  could  be  Lord,  but  first 
and  most  wondrously.  He  is  my  Sav- 
iour. 

After  I  became  a  Christian  a  friend 
asked,  "Are  you  now  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God?" 

I  began  to  sweat;  I  couldn't  an- 
swer that.  I  regretted  ever  talking 
about  the  Kingdom  of  God.   I  told 

o 

him:  "I  have  joined  the  Church  of 
Christ.  I  am  not  quite  clear  about 
the  Kingdom.  I  need  to  study  it." 

That  was  the  beginning  of  my 
search  for  a  church.  I  went  to  many 
churches.  I  thought  at  one  time  of 
registering  with  the  university 
church,  which  seemed  quite  liberal 
and  open-minded.  The  word  "liberal" 
was  my  pet  word  then.  It  represented 
all  the  forward-looking  ideas  and 
people. 

But  I  became  suspicious  about 
their  attitude  toward  the  Bible.  I 
could  get  along  with  many  of  the 
liberal  ideas,  but  when  I  realized 
that  the  Bible  was  not  going  to  be 
our  final  authority,  I  began  to 
question  several  things.  "Suppose  I 
don't  agree  with  these  philosophical 
interpretations?  Suppose  there  is  a 
cultural  twist  to  these  views  which 
I  as  an  African  cannot  detect,  but 
only  swallov^'  wholesale  as  being 
Christian?"  And  so  on. 

I  decided  to  return  to  my  family 
and  my  church,  the  Grace  Brethren 
Bible  Church.

Inferior? 


To  many  nationals  the  term  "missionary"  is  not  ac- 
ceptable. Possibly  those  of  us  in  the  "sending"  and 
"going"  business  are  partially  responsible. 

Do  we  think  of  these  people  to  whom  we  send  or  go 
as  poor,  benighted,  ignorant,  inferior  people,  and  do  we 
go  to  them  as  the  superior  to  the  inferior?  If  ever  we 
do,  we  have  the  answer  to  our  query  as  to  why  nationals 
are  often  unhappy  with  missionaries. 

We  are  not  superior  and  they  inferior.  The  mission- 
ary may  have  better  training,  more  experience,  better 
equipment;  but  training,  experience,  and  equipment  do 
not  make  a  man  superior— they  only  make  him  more 
responsible  to  others. 

The  work  of  the  witness  or  the  missionary  is  not  to 
serve  as  a  superior  with  inferiors;  rather,  it  is  to  give  a 
message  of  the  love  of  God  in  Christ  to  all  men.  The 
one  to  whom  we  v\atness  may  be  on  a  much  lower  scale 
of  living— and  he  needs  Christ.  He  mav  be  in  a  much 
higher  area  of  life,  but  he  still  needs  Christ. 

We  have  nothing  to  give  but  the  Gospel.  Were  we 
to  attempt  to  give  our  civilization,  our  educational  ad- 
vantages, our  manner  of  life,  our  motives  might  be  ques- 
tioned. But  that  is  not  the  ministry  or  message  of  the 
missionary  who  is  an  evangelical  believer. 

He  does  ha\'e  something  very  precious.  It  will  not 
harm  any  good  thing  the  recipient  already  has.  Rather, 
it  will  enhance  his  whole  life. 

Our  duty  as  evangelical  believers  is  to  concentrate  on 
the  delivery  and  distribution  of  the  Gospel.  The  great 
apostle  said,  "This  one  thing  I  do."  Let's  imitate  him 
and  make  that  one  thing  the  presentation  of  the  Gospel.

Our  Lord  will  order  our  steps  in  every  problem  and 
difficulty  concerning  our  return  to  the  field.

Although  God  was  speaking  to  George  ("Duke")  Wal- 
lace through  various  means  that  one  summer,  it  was  this 
verse  which  finally  settled  things  for  him.  tie  knew  then 
that  God  wanted  him  on  the  mission  field.  But  what 
field?  This  then  became  the  concern  of  his  heart.  Slowly 
God  revealed  His  answer.  After  Duke  became  Breth- 
ren, he  was  drawn  to  the  work  in  Brazil  because  of  his 
love  for  water,  islands,  and  everything  associated  with 
those  things.

The  re- 
cruits themselves  rejoice  in  moving  forward  in  God's 
call  and  plan  for  their  lives. 

You,  too,  can  rejoice  in  the  privilege  of  aiding  in 
the  accomplishment  of  all  this,  for  as  Brethren  people 
respond  to  the  recommended  dollar-per-member  for  the 
outfit  funds  of  outgoing  recruits,  this  will  be  one  hurdle 
cared  for  in  the  process  of  their  going.  Local  churches  are 
entrusted  with  the  responsibilitv  of  caring  for  this  need. 

Another  requirement  upon  which  the  Wallaces'  de- 
parture will  be  contingent  is  the  matter  of  total  support 
being  underwritten  for  the  family.

Are  the  heathen  really  lost  with- 
out Christ?  Or  have  we  tricked 
our  missionaries  into  spending  their 
lives  for  nothing? 

In  order  to  attempt  to  solve  this 
problem,  let  us  ask  ourselves  several 
direct  questions  about  the  heathen 
who  have  never  heard  of  Christ. 

What  Do  We  Mean,  "Lost?" 

In  the  Scripture  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  anyone  who  has  sinned  by 
nature  and  practice  has  come  short 
of  God's  standard  and  is  alienated 
from  God.  As  long  as  a  wall  stands 
between  God  and  the  individual  he  is 
considered  'lost"  and  in  need  of 
reconciliation.  The  Bible  says  that 
this  is  true  of  all  people  (Rom.  3:23, 
etc.).  Hence,  if  he  is  not  saved,  he  is 
lost. 

Are  Not  the  Heathen  Ignorant 
and  Therefore  Innocent? 

With  the  possible  exception  of 
Adam  and  Eve  before  the  Fall  the 
Bible  never  treats  any  people  or  race 
as  neutral  or  innocent.  Everyone  is 
a  sinner  by  birth  because  he  comes 
from  Adam,  and  everyone  who  is 
capable  of  reasoning  is  an  active 
sinner  (Jer.  17:9;  13:23). 

Can  the  Heathen  Be  Lost  if   They 
Have  Never  Rejected  Christ? 

An  individual  does  not  "become 
lost"  when  he  rejects  Jesus  Christ.  He 
was  lost  even  before  he  heard  of 
Christ.  He  was  lost  because  he  was 
a  sinner.  Jesus  said  He  came  to  seek 
and  to  save  that  which  was  lost  (Luke 
19:10).  The  people  to  whom  he  re- 
ferred were  lost  before  He  came  to 
earth  because  of  their  sin,  not  be- 
cause of  Him.  It  may  be  true  that 
rejecting  Jesus  Christ  is  the  final 
condemning  feature,  but  a  man  is 
lost  because  he  is  a  sinner. 

//  a  Heathen  Does  the  Best  He 

Can,  Is  This  Not  Enough  Since 

He  Has  Never  Had  the  Full 

Revelation  of  Christ? 

When  Christ  came,  even  the  de- 
vout Jew  who  was  doing  his  best  to 
follow  what  God  had  told  him  had  to 
accept  Christ  as  Saviour  (Acts  18, 
19).  After  the  resurrection  of  Christ 
the  very  best  of  people  had  to  become 
Christians.  The  best  has  never  been 
good  enough  in  the  Bible. 

These  first  four  points  attempt  to 


understand  the  present  position  of  the 
heathen  and  realize  that  none  of  his 
qualifications  make  him  eligible  to 
be  anything  but  lost.  Let  us  how  con- 
sider some  specific  objections  as  to 
why  a  heathen  in  the  lost  condition 
just  described  could  not  possiblv 
enter  heaven  in  his  present  state. 

There   Is   No   Salvation 
Without  the  New  Birth 

The  Bible  and  Christ  state  empha- 
tically that  absolutely  no  one  will 
ever  enter  heaven  without  experienc- 
ing the  new  birth  on  earth  (with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  unaccount- 
able child  and  those  who  died  before 
Christ).  More  specifically  than  this, 
the  Bible  insists  that  salvation  can 
come    only    by    the    name    of   Jesus

Christ.  We  may  not  like  the  idea  of 
the  heathen  going  to  hell;  yet  where 
else  can  they  go?  Without  the  name 
of  Christ  they  cannot  qualify  for 
heaven  (John  3:3;  14:6;  Acts  4^12;  I 
John  5:11,   12). 

//  the  Heathen  are  Not   Lost, 

Then  It  Would  Be  Better  that 

Christ   Had   Not   Come 

For  many  people  who  do  the  best 
they  can,  the  Bible  says  that  the  Cross 
is  a  stumbling  block.  If  Christ  had 
not  come,  these  people  would  not 
have  rejected  Him,  would  have  con- 
tinued to  do  good,  and  they  would 
have  been  saved.  If  the  heathen  are 
not  lost,  the  commission  for  us  to  go 


as  missionaries  is  wrong  since  news 
of  Christ  will  condemn  those  who  re- 
ject Him.  If  the  heathen  were  not 
lost  but  when  they  heard  of  Christ 
they  became  lost,  then  Christ  did  in- 
jury to  them. 

God  Says  that  He  Has  Demonstrated 
His  Grace   to  All  Men 

The  Bible  says,  "For  the  grace  of 
God  that  bringeth  salvation  hath  ap- 
peared to  all  men"  (Titus  2:11).  God 
has  demonstrated  the  reality  of  him- 
self through  nature,  and  every  man  is 
supposed  to  follow  that  testimony.  It 
may  be  assumed  that  God  will  send 
word  of  His  Son  to  those  who  obey 
the  light  given.  However,  it  is  likely 
that  very  few  could  possibly  follow- 
that  light  (Rom.  3:10-12).  Since  God 
has  demonstrated  His  grace,  the 
heathen  are  without  excuse  (Rom. 
1:20).  All  have  some  concept  of  Deity; 
they  have  perverted  that  revelation. 

The  Heathen  Have  Intentionally 
Rejected  the  Grace  of  God 

Not  only  have  they  refused  it 
(Rom.  1:18),  but  they  take  pleasure 
in  their  rejection  (Rom.  1:32).  The 
attitude  of  Scripture  indicates  that 
they  quite  joyfully  embrace  the  sin 
which  is  their  heritage. 

God  Is  Not  Obligated  To 

Give  Anyone  the  Opportunity 

To  Be  Saved 

If  six  people  are  sentenced  to  be 
executed  and  the  governor  pardons 
one  of  them,  then  the  one  has  ex- 
perienced grace  while  the  five  ex- 
perience justice.  God  went  further; 
He  extended  His  grace  to  all  and 
now  merely  asks  them  to  accept  it. 
Let  us  not  limit  God  to  our  code  of 
ethics. 

Conclusion 

All  men  are  basically  lost  and 
bound  for  a  Christless  eternity.  God  is 
not  obligated  to  save  anyone.  By  His 
own  grace  He  sent  His  Son.  Only 
those  who  believe  and  call  upon  the 
Son  are  saved.  It  may  be  assumed 
that  God  will  send  news  of  His  Son 
to  anvone  who  honestly  desires  to 
know  the  true  God.  Our 
obligation  is  to  be  witnesses  to  all 
the  people  to  whom  God  will  direct 
us;  knowing  that  we  are  obedient  and 
that  God  is  holy,  we  leave  the  results 
in  His  hands.  T

Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think 
how  vitally  important  each  letter  of 
the  alphabet  is?  Everything  we  write 
and  every  word  we  speak  is  made 
possible  because  of  these  26  letters. 
Take  for  instance  the  letter  "M." 
This  letter  is  the  very  center  of  our 
alphabet.  It  is  found  in  some  of  the 
dearest  and  most  expressive  words 
in  the  English  language,  such  as 
mother,  home,  family,  grandmother, 
music,  memories,  meditation,  prom- 
ise, mercy,  redemption,  communion, 
commission,  and  commitment.  If 
these  words  were  taken  from  us, 
what  would  we  have  in  life? 

Life  would  be  very  lonely  without 
a  home  with  Mother  in  it,  without 
a  family  and  grandmother.  The  days 
would  be  very  dull  with  no  music 
or  memories,  no  time  for  tneditation, 
no  promise  to  keep,  no  mercy  to 
share.  And  life  would  be  hopeless 
indeed  without  redemption  bv  Christ, 
communion  with  Christ,  a  commis- 
sion from  Christ,  and  commitment  to 
Christ. 

Yes,  this  is  all  true;  but  for  the 
WMC  woman  the  letter  "M"  has 
another  important  meaning.  Not  only 
is  "M"  the  very  center  of  our  alpha- 
bet, but  it  is  also  the  center 
of  our  WMC  emblem.  For  us  "M" 
equals  "missionary"— Women's  Mis- 
sionary Council.  Perhaps  this  is  only 
a  word  to  some,  but  to  every  woman 
in  WMC  it  should  be  a  calling  from 
Christ,  a  daily  way  of  life.  The  word 
"missionary"  here  does  not  mean 
someone  else  on  duty  for  Christ.  It 
means  vou  and  me  personally  com- 
missioned and  committed  to  Christ 
for  missionary  service. 

Too  often  we  think  of  mission- 
aries only  in  the  area  of  foreign  mis- 
sions and  fail  to  recognize  the  truth 
that  every  child  of  God  is  called  to 
be  a  missionary.  Charles  Erdman 
once  wrote,  "Redemption  secures 
sanctification,  and  results  in  serv- 
ice." Even  so  God  calls  a  vast  num- 
ber of  us  into  service  in  the  mission 
field  of  our  own  homes  to  our  own 
families.  There  is  no  greater  work 
for  us  to  do  for  God  than  to  sur- 
render our  babes  to  Him  even  before

birth,  to  teach  them  God's  Word 
from  infancv,  to  lead  them  to  Christ 
in  childhood,  to  train  them  for  ser\'- 
ice  as  they  mature,  and  to  encourage 
them  by  every  possible  means  to  sur- 
render their  lives  for  full-time  serv- 
ice in  their  youth. 

The  world  is  capturing  many  of 
the  young  people  from  our  Christian 
homes  who  might  have  devoted  their 
lives  to  service  for  Christ.  God's 
heart  must  be  heavy  with  grief  over 
the  loss  of  these  whom  He  desired  to 
commission  for  missionary  service  at 
home  or  abroad.  Even  though  there 
are  many,  many  detrimental  influ- 
ences outside  the  Christian  home,  we 
Christian  mothers  are  the  ones  who 
lay  the  foundation  for  the  first  faith 
of  our  children. 

The  Scriptures  speak  of  Ahaziah, 
who  walked  in  the  way  of  his  moth- 
er, who  was  his  counselor  or  to  do 
wickedly;  but  they  also  call  to  re- 
membrance the  unfeigned  faith  that 
was  in  Timothy,  which  dwelt  first 
in  his  grandmother  Lois  and  his 
mother  Eunice.  Their  faithfulness  to 
God's  Word  not  only  kept  Timothv 
true  to  his  faith  but  also  gave  him  a 
firm  foundation  upon  which  his  life 
for  Christ  in  missionary  service  was 
established.  Paul  loved  him  dearly 
as  his  own  son  and  committed  to  him 
many  difficult  tasks  because  of  his 
complete  confidence  in  him. 


Our  churches  are  full  of  young 
Timothys  and  their  sisters  whom 
God  needs  in  some  special  place  of 
service.  These  young  people  have 
mothers  and  grandmothers  who  are 
or  who  could  be  like  Lois  and  Eunice 
to  raise  their  children  in  the  nurture 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  If  you 
have  no  children  at  home,  perhaps 
God  wants  vou  to  be  a  missionary 
to  some  of  these  mothers  and  grand- 
mothers to  bring  them  to  Christ  so 
they  can  teach  their  own  children 
also. 

Whatever  God  wants  us  to  do  as 
missionaries  must  begin  with  us  per- 
sonally in  our  own  home,  with  our 
own  Bible  and  our  own  time  of  pray- 
er and  meditation.  From  that  central 
point,  if  we  are  committed  to  God's 
call,  the  scope  of  our  missionary  in- 
fluence will  spread  from  ourselves 
to  our  family,  our  church,  our  com- 
munity, our  country,  and  into  all 
the  world.

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I  love  to  walk  along  a  woodland 
path  in  spring.  The  leaves  underfoot 
don't  rustle  and  swish  anymore.  They 
are  soft  and  pliable  now,  food  for 
the  new  growing  things.  All  around 
are  new  green  shoots  poking  out  of 
the  dark  earth,  promising  all  manner 
of  surprises!  Soon  there  will  be  red 
and  white  trillium,  yellow  adder 
tongue  and  violets,  and  the  little 
brown  blossoms  of  the  wild  ginger. 
There  are  no  color  barriers  here  in 
God's  garden!  Here  are  trees  and 
shrubs  whose  buds  are  beginning  to 
swell  with  the  promise  of  new  leaves 
and  flowers.  Here  will  be  something 
that  no  one  has  ever  seen  before.  The 
old  ones  lies  at  our  feet  still  working 
for  God.  They  are  food  for  the  plants 
and  trees  of  the  forest,  yes;  but  more 
than  that,  they  are  a  soft  bed  for  the 
animals,  a  hiding  place  for  the  bugs, 
and  will  help  to  make  nests  for  the 
birds.  They  remind  me  of  the  com- 
pletely vielded  life  of  a  Christian, 
pliable  to  God's  will,  used  of  Him 
to  nurture  other  Christians  and  to 
help  bring  new  life  to  others  through 
the  saving  knowledge  of  His  grace. 

The  slanting  ravs  of  the  sun  make 
a  striped  pattern  along  the  path  as 
the  bare-branched  trees  cast  shadows, 
but  soon  the  pattern  will  change  to 
polka  dots  as  the  leaves  appear.  No- 
tice the  places  where  the  sun  shines 
on  the  ground.  See  the  many  sprout- 
ing things?  The  earth  is  happier  here 
and  the  activity  begins  sooner  than 
in  the  cooler,  darker  places.  "I  am 
the  light  of  the  world:  he  that  fol- 
loweth  me  shall  not  walk  in  dark- 
ness, but  shall  have  the  light  of  life." 

I  love  to  walk  along  the  woodland 
path  in  spring.  It  is  so  quiet  here  one 
can  almost  hear  the  "growing."  It's 
a  soft  sound,  for  the  birds  have  not 
yet  begun  the  steady  search  for  food 
and  building  materials,  the  constant 
chirpings   and   full-throated   singing. 


and  the  arguing  and  raucous  scream- 
ing. 

Hark!  Do  you  hear  what  I  hear? 
Peep>ers!  It  is  indeed  these  little  frog 
harbingers  of  an  Ohio  spring!  The 
sound  alwavs  thrills  me,  for  I  am  im- 
mediately  transported  back  to  my 
childhood.  I  am  standing  in  the  farm- 
yard with  my  beloved  grandfather, 
with  whom  I  spent  my  summers,  and 
he  is  tellinp  me  about  the  sights  and 
sounds.  I  wish  everyone  could  have 
a  grandfather  to  explain  things  and 
share  quiet  times.  But  everyone  can 
have  a  Heavenlv  Father  who  shares 
even  more  wonderful  and  exciting 
things  through  His  Word,  our  Bible— 
"things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and 
.  .  .  things  which  are,  and  .  .  .  things 
which  shall  be  hereafter"  (Rev.  1: 
19). 

I  love  to  walk  along  a  woodland 
path  in  spring.  Suddenly  I  come  to 
an  open  meadow  that  slopes  down  to 
a  lake.  The  ground  is  all  spongy  as  I 
go  down  to  the  shore  and  seat  myself 
on  a  flat  rock.  My  mind  goes  wan- 
dering back  to  the  Sea  of  Galilee, 
and  I  see  a  boat  with  men  in  it.  I 
notice  One  walking  on  the  water  to- 
ward the  boat.  Out  of  the  boat  comes 
one  of  the  men,  walking  toward 
Jesus  .  .  .  watch  out,  he's  sinking! 
He  took  his  eyes  off  the  Lord  for  a 
moment.  But  a  strong  hand  goes  forth 
and  propels  Peter  back  into  the  boat, 
saved.  Aren't  vou  glad  that  you  are 
not  lost  everv  time  )'ou  take  your  eyes 
off  the  Lord? 

Spring  and  storms  are  svnonymous. 
The  roll  of  distant  thunder  and  the 
pattering  of  raindrops  bring  me  back 
to  reality  and  I  dash  for  the  shelter  of 
the  forest  and  an  overhang  of  rock 
I  had  passed  on  the  trail.  "Rock  of 
Ages,  cleft  for  me,  let  me  hide  my- 
self in  Thee,"  the  words  I  learned  so 
long  ago  in  childhood,  ring  in  my 
ears. 


As  I  glance  out  at  the  lake  I  can 
see  the  rippling  and  sloshing  on  the 
shore  as  the  wind  blows  harder. 
There  is  a  brilliant  flash  of  lightning 
followed  by  a  giant  crash  and  a  rum- 
ble of  thunder.  My  mind  turns  to 
another  storm,  and  I  see  a  boat  with 
frantic  seamen  battling  the  wild 
waves.  In  the  boat  a  sleeping  man 
lies  quiet  and  composed.  A  seaman's 
cry  is  heard  above  the  storm:  "Mas- 
ter, wake  up!  Save  us— we  perish!" 
The  quiet  form  rises,  looks  at  each 
frightened  man  and  then  at  the  vio- 
lent sea,  and  as  another  mighty  gust 
of  wind  pushes  at  them.  He  calls  for 
peace  and  quiet.  Immediately  the 
sea  is  still,  for  "even  the  winds  and 
the  sea  obey  him"  (Matt.  8:27). 
Why  shouldn't  they?  He  made  them. 
"In  the  beginning  was  the  Word, 
and  the  Word  was  with  God,  and 
the  Word  was  God.  .  .  .  and  with- 
out him  was  not  anything  made  that 
was  made"  (John  1:1,  3). 

Yes,  I  love  to  walk  along  a  wood- 
land path  in  the  spring.  My  foot 
kicks  a  stone,  and  as  it  turns  over, 
some  little  black  bugs  go  scurrying 
for  the  darkness  of  another  stone. 
They  just  don't  like  the  light.  I  think 
of  so  many  people  who  could  have 
the  "Light  of  the  world"  just  for  the 
taking  (John  8:12),  but  they  prefer 
the  darkness  of  night,  of  unbelief. 

I  look  again  at  the  sunlit  path 
before  me,  and  as  I  near  the  end  of 
the  woodland  trail  I  turn  around  and 
look  back.  Standing  there  quietly,  I 
sense  anew  that  the  forest  is  like  our 
lives.  Here  are  sunshine,  shadow, 
birth,  death,  mystery,  promise,  health, 
disease,  malformation,  strength,  and 
protection;  but  above  all,  the  un- 
mistakable ownership  of  God  is  mani- 
fest. Truly  "The  earth  is  the  Lord's, 
and  the  fulness  thereof;  the  world, 
and  they  that  dwell  therein"  (Ps.  24: 
1).  "The  heavens  declare  the  glory 
of  God;  and  the  firmament  showeth 
his  hand)'work.  Day  unto  day  ut- 
tereth  speech,  and  night  unto  night 
shevveth  knowledge.  There  is  no 
speech  nor  language,  where  their 
voice  is  not  heard"  (Ps.  19:1-3). 

And  as  surely  as  spring  has  come 
to  the  woodland,  God's  precious  Son, 
the  Lord  Jesus,  is  coming  again  to 
take  His  own  to  be  with  Him  for- 
ever and  ever,  because  "he  is  faithful 
that  promised"  (Heb.

What  daring  adventures  and  hard- 
ships the  Pilgrims  must  have  gone 
through  while  striving  to  gain  their 
most  longed-for  privilege— freedom. 
Their  thankfulness  was  beyond 
measure  as  they  knelt  and  thanked 
God  for  His  mercy,  guidance,  and 
care.  This  is  the  heritage  they  left 
to  me— and  to  you. 

With  the  apostle  Paul  we  can  say,

to  go  through  the  many  trials  for 
our  freedom  our  forefathers  did.

However,  we  are  left  with  a  tre- 
mendous responsibility  to  keep 
America  free.

We,  through  our  education  and 
spiritual  knowledge,  will  remember 
that  it  is  all  according  to  His  great 
plan  and  that  everything  will  turn 
out  according  to  that  plan  in  the 
end. 

Many  famous  people  in  the  past 
have  tried  to  preserve  what  I  hold  as 
my  heritage.  Abraham  Lincoln,  one 
of  our  greatest  presidents,  once  said 
in  a  famous  speech  at  the  time  of 
the  emancipation,  "A  house  divided 
against  itself  cannot  stand.  I  believe 
this  government  cannot  endure  per- 
manendy  half  slave  and  half  free.  I 
do  not  expect  the  Union  to  be  dis- 
solved, but  I  do  expect  it  will  cease 
to  be  divided.  It  will  become  all  one 
thing,  or  all  the  other.  Either  the 
opponents  of  slavery  will  arrest  the 
further  spread  of  it,  and  place  it 
where  the  public  mind  shall  rest  in 
belief  that  it  is  in  course  of  ulti- 
mate extinction;  or  its  advocates  will 
push  it  forward  till  it  has  become 
alike  lawful  in  all  the  states,  old  as 
well  as  new,  north  as  well  as  south." 

I  wonder,  don't  you,  what  the  Pil- 
grims would  think  if  they  could  see 
the  world  as  it  is  today.  What  would 
be  their  reaction?  Is  this  the  way 
they  wanted  their  new-found  freedom 
to  turn  out?

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We  are  living  in  a  day  when 
frustration  has  become  an  interna- 
tional state  of  mind.  Men  fear  each 
other.  Nations  are  in  great  fear  of 
each  other.  Everyone  fears  war. 
There  is  universal  fear  of  the  H- 
Bomb  and  other  weapons  developed 
through  nuclear  energy.  Thus,  it 
seems  logical  to  human  reason  that 
the  least  common  denominator  or 
common  purpose  for  all  men  should 
be  a  world  government. 

In  1945  after  the  Second  World 
War,  which  was  cut  short  by  the 
use  of  the  atomic  bomb,  the  wisdom 
of  men  was  soon  cr\'Stallized  into  a 
common  desire  for  world  government. 
At  that  time,  in  1945,  Dr.  Einstein 
said,  "The  secret  of  the  bomb  should 
be  committed  to  a  World  Govern- 
ment and  the  United  States  should 
immediately  announce  its  readiness 
to  give  it  to  a  World  Government. 
This  government  should  be  founded 
by  the  United  States,  the  Soviet 
Union  and  Great  Britain,  the  onlv 
three  powers  with  great  militar\- 
strength.  All  three  of  them  should 
commit  to  the  World  Government  all 
of  their  military  strength.  The  fact 
that  there  are  only  three  nations  with 
great  military  power  should  make  it 


easier  rather  than  harder  to  establish 
such  a  government." 

Now  that  over  twenty  years  have 
elapsed,  the  statement  of  Dr.  Ein- 
stein seems  a  little  unrealistic  to  con- 
ditions as  we  find  them  today.  How- 
ever, we  can  see  that  almost  overnight 
world  20\'ernment  has  become  the 
cry  of  politicians,  scientists,  econ- 
omists, educators  from  kindergarten 
to  universitv,  and  even  religious  lead- 
ers. Someone  said,  "A  world  sovern- 
ment  is  our  only  hope  for  peace." 
Soon  after  World  War  II  this  cliche 
was  repeated,  restated  and  re-empha- 
sized bv  all  media  of  communication, 
radio,  press  and  classroom.  This 
viewpoint  became  common  to  the 
people  of  the  "grass  roots."  Almost 
every  personality  in  government, 
whether  in  the  executive,  lesislative 
or  judicial  branch,  became  enthu- 
siastic for  world  oovernment,  or  be- 
cause  of  pressures  remained  silent 
concerning  his  negative  convictions. 

Professor  Harold  Lasky  stated  the 
case  very  succinctly  when  he  said: 
"Every  implication  of  this  discovery 
means  planned  internationalism, 
economic,  social,  political.  Sover- 
eignty must  go;  that  means  also  that 
the  interests  which  sovereignty  pro- 


tects must  be  recognized  as  outmod- 
ed in  character." 

Professor  Lasky  put  into  words  the 
concepts  which  have  been  generally 
accepted  since  that  time,  that  atomic 
energy,  internationalism,  economics, 
social  and  political  controls,  the  sur- 
render of  our  national  sovereignty  are 
all  part  of  life  in  the  post-atomic 
bomb  era. 

Dr.  Arthur  Compton,  leader  in 
the  development  of  nuclear  fission, 
and  for  many  years  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Physics  at  the  University 
of  Chicago,  seemed  to  bring  to  a 
head  the  sum  total  of  human  wisdom 
when  he  said,  "World  Government 
has  become  inevitable.  The  choice 
before  us  is  whether  this  government 
\vill  be  agreed  upon  or  whether  we 
shall  elect  to  fight  a  catastrophic  third 
world  war  to  determine  who  shall 
be  master." 

In  1945,  after  World  War  II,  men 
old  enough  to  remember  the  League 
of  Nations  recalled  how  the  old 
league  failed  back  in  the  days  of 
Woodrow  Wilson.  Some  men  still 
alive  at  that  time  who  had  pushed 
for  "league"  then  began  to  promote 
the  United  Nations.  Concerning  this 
move,  Herbert  Hoover  wrote:  "The 
United  Nations'  organization,  except 
in  one  particular,  follows  very  close- 
Iv  the  pattern  of  Woodrow  Wilson's 
League  of  Nations.  The  Council, 
dominated  bv  the  Great  Powers,  each 
with  its  veto,  the  Assembly,  the 
Secretariat,  the  machinery  for  ap- 
peal in  case  of  aggression,  the  proc- 
esses of  investigation,  conciliation, 
arbitration,  the  economic  and  mili- 
tary sanctions— all  these  were  better 
formulated  in  the  League  and  with 
fewer  words.  But  the  admission  of 
aggressive  dictatorship  to  its  mem- 
bership would  never  have  been  ac- 
cepted b\'  Woodrow  Wilson.  He  con- 
ceived the  Leasue  as  an  association 
of  free  nations,  not  to  include  men 
and  dictatorships  conspiring  for  its 
ruin." 

For  those  of  us  who  believe  God's 
Word,  divine  revelation  is  the  au- 
thority. The  Bible  reveals  to  us  that 
there  will  come  a  world  go\'ernment 
at  the  end  of  this  age.  It  will  be  under 
the  control  of  one  man,  a  man  in 
whom  will  be  wrapped  up  all  the 
greatness  of  all  the  human  race,  but 
it  will  be  a  godless  rule.  World  gov- 
ernment  will  come.  You  may  read  of 
it  in  Revelation,  chapter  13.  ▼

The  Christian  and  His  Money 

The  Bible  says,  "The  love  of  money  is  the  root  of 
all  evil"  (I  Tim.  6:10).  This  phrase,  often  mistated  and 
more  often  misinterpreted,  has  been  a  tool  of  Satan  to 
cloud  thinking  on  finances  by  both  Christian  and  non- 
Christian.  The  Apostle  is  not  here  dealing  with  the  sub- 
ject of  monev,  but  with  a  dangerous  sin— the  sin  of  cnvet- 
ousness.  "The  love  of  monev  is  a  root  of  all  evil"  is  a  more 
literal  translation. 

God  has  warned  against  setting  our  affections  upon 
the  things  of  this  world.  "Set  your  affections  on  things 
above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth"  (Col.  3:2).  This  warn- 
ing was  not  without  penalty  in  the  parable  spoken  of 
the  rich  man  who  built  his  barns.  The  admonition  fol- 
lows: "But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God"  (Luke 
12:31).  "For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  vour  heart 
be  also"  (Luke  12:34). 

Basically,  there  is  nothing  wrong  in  the  possession 
of  wealth.  Job  was  a  wealthy  man,  "the  greatest  of  all 
the  men  of  the  east"  (Job  1:3).  The  Word  of  God  also 
declares  that  he  was  "perfect  and  upright,  and  one 
that  feared  God,  and  eschewed  evil"  (Job  1:1).  Abraham, 
Isaac,  Jacob,  Joseph,  Da\'id,  Solomon  and  Daniel  were 
ancients  of  wealth.  There  is  no  doubt  that  these  men 
were  wealthy  because  God  blessed  them.  They  followed 
the  rules  that  brought  God's  maximum  blessing.  The 
fear  of  God,  the  desire  for  God's  glory,  and  giving  of 
just  due  were  the  ingredients  of  their  success  in  the 
financial  realm. 

God  has  planned  a  program  by  which  Vlis  work  shall 
have  its  support.  The  10  per  cent  tithe  is  a  decimal 
point  set  by  God.  Tithing  is  clearly  taught  in  Abraham's 
and  Jacob's  examples  in  Genesis  (Gen.  14:17-20;  28:22). 
It  was  continued  throughout  the  Levitical  priesthood  of 
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the  Old  Testament.  Malachi  accused  the  people  of 
robbing  God  through  failure  to  tithe  (Mai.  3:8-10).  Jesus 
indicated  that  the  God-given  plan  was  still  in  operation 
when  He  said,  "Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites!  for  ye  pay  tithe  ,  .  .  These  ought  ye  to  have 
done  .  .  ."  (Matt.  23:23).  Paul  emphatically  enjoined 
the  Corinthian  believers  to  give  as  "God  hath  prospered 
him"  (I  Cor.  16:2).  There  is  no  indication  in  Scripture 
that  God  discontinued  His  plan  on  the  tithe.  The  early 
apostles  seemed  to  carry  the  same  instruction  to  support 
the  early  church.  There  is  no  indication  in  the  annals 
of  early  church  history  that  they  discontinued  the  tith- 
ing plan  of  God.  It  is  therefore  safe  for  us  to  jwint 
out  that  in  these  great  days  of  abundance,  this  ought  to 
be  a  minimum  wherein  the  believer  can  begin  his  sys- 
tematic support  of  God's  work. 

The  tithe  is  God's  basic  plan  for  His  children  to 
support  His  work.  It  is  an  indication  of  our  acknowl- 
edgement of  God's  daily  provision.  Tithing  and  giving 
in  direct  proportion  to  God's  provision  is  a  graphic  pic- 
ture of  the  heart's  affections,  if  carried  out  in  the  proper 
spirit  and  fear  of  God.  It  reveals  clearly  the  subjective 
response  of  an  obedient  child  of  God.  Practically,  it  is 
the  answer  to  the  care  of  the  Lord's  house.  His  ex- 
tension  of  missionary  witness   and   testimony. 

Giving  proportionately  and  regularly  is  not  the  final 
discharge  of  man's  responsibility  and  privilege.  A  heart 
attitude  filled  with  the  love  of  Christ  and  motivated 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  is  necessary  to  accompany  the  giving. 
If  this  be  so,  then  the  heart  has  its  affection  set  upon 
things  above.  Does  it  not  naturally  follow  then,  that 
any  other  talents,  time,  endowments  of  material  or  life 
should  also  be  dedicated  to  God's  usage?  The  Chris- 
tian has  many  possessions  which  have  come  either  di- 
rectlv  or  indirectly  from  the  Lord,  all  of  which  should 
properly  be  used  for  God's  glory. 

District  statistical  reports  have  generally  indicated 
that  God  is  not  receiving  His  tithe.  Our  national  sta- 
tistical  report  will  show  that  we  have  come  short  of 
being  a  tithing  church.  Is  this  an  indication  of  a  poverty 
condition  in  our  fellowship?  We  think  not.  The  Nation- 
al Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  has  been  richly 
blessed  of  God.  Our  people  are  basking  in  the  sunshine 
of  God's  abundant  provision.  It  must  follow  then,  that 
we  are  not  showing  our  gratefulness  in  giving  where  it 
is  seen  on  our  statistics. 

If  we  are  robbing  God  of  our  tithes  and  offerings, 
can  it  be  also  that  He  is  not  getting  His  share  of  our 
time,  talents,  leadership,  cooperation  and  love?  Could 
this  be  a  reason  for  the  lack  of  revival,  insufficient  lead- 
ership in  our  Sunday  schools  and  churches,  the  loss 
currently  being  reported  in  attendances  and  interest 
in  reaching  the  lost?  When   heart  affection   is  not  set

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The  Brethren   Investment  Foundation  Meets 
Vital  Need  in   Brethren   Church   Extension

The  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion is  a  non-profit  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  in  June,  1955.  It  is  dedicated 
to  the  task  of  helping  to  make  the  re- 
deeming grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  known  to  all  America.  The 
foundation  is  a  separate  corporation 
from  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  Inc.,  having  the  same  board 
of  directors,  the  same  officers,  and 
the  same  corporate  members  as  the 
council.  This  assures  the  fact  that  the 
foundation  will  always  be  a  Brethren 
agency  and  will  be  used  in  the  propa- 
gation of  the  gospel  through  the  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  found  that  it  was  becoming 
more  and  more  difficult  to  finance 
church  construction  through  regular 
loaning  institutions.  In  many  in- 
stances mission  churches  found  that 
it  was  impossible  to  borrow  monev 
from  such  institutions.  Churches 
needed  new  facilities  for  growth  and 
expansion,  but  they  were  unable  to 
borrow  the  necessary  funds.  The 
work  of  the  council  expanded  rapid- 
ly, and  the  amount  of  money  which 
it  required  in  its  church  building 
program  greatly  increased.  For  these

reasons  the  officers  and  board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  council  realized  the 
urgent  need  for  a  separate  corporation 
to  handle  loan  funds  necessary  to  fi- 
nance church  extension.  Upon  ap- 
proval of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  the  directors 
organized  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  to  meet  this  need.  This 
provided  for  the  Brethren  fellowship 
an  organization  to  which  Brethren 
people  could  lend  their  money  and 
have  it  used  in  the  Lx)rd's  work. 

The  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion borrows  money  from  Christian 
people,  principally  Brethren  people, 
and  lends  it  to  Brethren  churches  for 
the  primarv  purpose  of  purchasing 
building  sites  and  erecting  new 
church  buildings  or  needed  additions 
to  existing  buildings.  In  addition  to 
loaning  money  for  church  construc- 
tion, the  foundation  loaned  approxi- 
mately $670,000  to  Grace  College 
and  Seminarv  for  the  construction 
of  the  girls'  dormitorv  and  agreed  to 
loan  approximately  $270,000  for  a 
men's  dormitory. 

The  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion has  two  plans  for  borrowing 
monev.  Amounts  up  to  $500  are 
placed  in  savings  accounts  which 
pay  4  per  cent  interest  compounded 
semi-annuallv.  Amounts  of  $500  and 
up  are  placed  in  investment  accounts 
paying  5  per  cent  interest.  The  in- 
terest will  be  paid  quarterly,  semi- 
annuallv  or  annuallv,  or  it  will  be 
compounded  quarterly,  semi-annual- 
ly or  annually,  at  the  election  of  the 


investor.  When  a  savings  account  is 
increased  to  $500,  it  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  an  investment  account  pay- 
ing 5  per  cent  interest. 

It  has  been  the  consistent  policy  of 
the  foundation  to  return  money  to 
depositors  and  investors  in  cases  of 
emergencv,  practicallv  by  return  mail. 
However,  depending  upon  the 
amount  involved,  the- foundation  re- 
serves the  right  to  request  from  30 
to  90  davs'  notice. 

Approximatelv  1,325  have  savings 
accounts  and  1,260  investment  ac- 
counts in  the  foundation. 

The  Lord  has  wonderfully  blessed 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation, 
which  has  grown  to  approximately 
$5,200,000  in  assets.  The  assets  con- 
sist principally  of  cash  in  bank; 
monev  invested  in  insured  building 
and  loan  associations;  notes  receiv- 
able from  churches,  Grace  College 
and  Seminars',  other  organizations; 
and  office  equipment. 

Through  Brethren  people  the  Lord 
enabled  the  foundation  to  furnish  fi- 
nancial assistance  to  approximately 
eightv  churches. 

Christian  investments  in  the  foun- 
dation are  as  safe  as  the  application  of 
sound  business  principles  can  make 
them.  The  officers  and  directors  of 
the  corporation  are  endeavoring  to 
do  evers'thing  possible  to  assure  the 
safetv  and  security  of  all  investments. 
Major  investments  are  made  in  real 
estate  which,  after  all,  is  the  most 
stable  and  sound  security  in  the 
countrv.  At  least   10  per  cent  of  all

the  money  bor^o^ved  bv  the  founda- 
tion is  invested  in  Hquid  assets  to 
provide  a  resen'e  fund  to  care  for  an) 
emergencies.  This  reser\e  fund  is  in- 
sured bv  an  agency  of  the  United 
States  government.  All  the  assets  of 
the  foundation  and  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  are  behind 
the  loans. 

Christians  may  place  investments 
in  the  foundation  with  deep  spiritual 
satisfaction  that  the  Lord  will  protect 
them.  The  foundation  has  never  fail- 
ed to  make  an  interest  payment  when 
it  became  due,  or  to  pay  back  money 
when  request  was  made  for  it.  No 
one  has  ever  lost  any  money  in  the 
foundation. 

The  most  satisfying  aspect  of  an 
investment  in  the  Brethren  Invest- 
ment Foundation  is  the  knowledge 
that  money  entrusted  to  you  bv  the 
Lord  will  be  ser\'ing  Him  in  helping 
to  extend  the  testimony  of  the  gospel 
in  America,  and  will  not  be  used  in 
projects  which  Christians  cannot  en- 
dorse. 

Your  investments  in  the  founda- 
tion are  vital  to  growth  in  our  home- 
mission  program.  Churches  can  be 
built  only  as  fast  as  funds  are  made 
available.  We  feel  certain  that  man\ 
of  the  churches  that  we  now  have 
would  not  be  in  e.xistencc  if  it  had 
not    been    for    the    foundation.    We

What  is 
The  Brethren  Church  ooing  to  do 
about  these  opportunities?  Is  it  going 
to  meet  the  challenges?  These  open 
doors  present  a  great  need  for  in- 
vestment funds.  Would  you  like  to 
help  in  this  important  missionary' 
program?  The  future  growth  of  the 
various  departments  of  our  Brethren 
work  will  depend  to  a  very  large 
extent  on  \\'hat  we  do  now  in  the  way 
of  building  new  Brethren  churches.

Sam  and  Eva,  our 
neulyweds,  and  Betty  were  in  the 
third  seat;  Sam  B.,  Luba,  and  Ella 
occupied  the  middle  seat;  Ralph, 
Edith,  and  I  sat  in  front,  t^ow  thank- 
ful I  am  for  mv  "bus,"  given  bv  the 
SMM. 

We  had  hardly  said  good-bye  to 
the  group  with  the  Buttons  and 
started  off  when  Edith  said  she  had 
a  question.  She  had  been  thinking 
about  it  for  some  time  and  the  mes- 
sage that  evening  made  her  wonder 
more.  Rev.  Button  had  presented  the 
three  offices  of  Messiah— prophet, 
king,  and  priest— and  their  fulfill- 
ment in  Christ  Jesus,  flow  could 
God  have  a  son?  She  thought  He 
was  a  spirit. 

God  is  spirit;  so  are  we!  That  is, 
we  have  a  body,  soul,  and  spirit.

The  term  "son"  does  not  mean 
that  He  is  less  than  or  inferior  to 
God  the  Father.  Even  as  a  human 
father  and  son  have  the  same  attri- 
butes, so  do  God  and  His  Son.  It 
is  a  case  of  relationship.  This  is  espe- 
ciallv  seen  on  a  human  level  when 
the  son  becomes  of  age.  He  is  equal 
to  his  father  and  often  willingly  sub-

One  reason  is  because  of  the 
teaching  of  another  Moses.  Moses 
Maimonides,  a  great  Jewish  sage  and 
author  of  the  Thirteen  Articles  of 
Faith,  influenced  Jewish  understand- 
ing of  the  Hebrew  "echod,"  one— a 
unitv.  In  his  article  regarding  the 
oneness  of  God,  he  used  the  Hebrew 
"vachid,"  one— a  single  one.  So 
though  Jewish  people  say  "echod," 
thev  think  "yachid"!  This  is  espe- 
cially true  of  the  passage  that  is  the 
heart  of  Judaism,  Deuteronomy  6:4. 
Genesis  3:24  and  other  passages  were 
referred  to,  showing  the  use  of  the 
word  as  a  unity.  God  too  is  a  unity, 
a  tri-unity.  (Luba  left  us.  She  is 
sighted,  but  we  waited  until  she 
was  safely  inside  her  building.) 
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The  reason  for  His  birth  was  that 
God  the  Son  might  become  one  of 
us.  This  was  essential  that  He  might 
fulfill  the  office  of  priest,  as  Rev. 
Button  had  brought  out  in  his  mes- 
sage. Now  He  knows  our  infirmities 
and  temptations  and  is  able  to  suc- 
cor us.  Above  all,  He  became  our  sac- 
rifice, our  substitute.  Only  as  the 
God-man  could  He  do  this.  (As  I 
took  Ralph  to  the  door,  he  also  had 
a  question.  It  was  regarding  a  Breth- 
ren group  merging  with  another  de- 
nomination. No,  this  was  not  our 
church.  We  are  "orthodox";  this  other 
group  is  not  true  to  the  Bible.) 

Just  before  this  I  had  told  Edith 
she,  too,  was  the  result  of  a  miracle 
birth.  Returning  to  the  car,  I  told 
her  the  story  of  God's  promised  son 
to  Abraham  and  the  miracle  that 
fulfilled  the  promise.  Because  of  this 
birth,  she  and  Sam  were  here. 

Again  came  the  question,  why 
don't  the  Jews  believe  it?  Some  do; 
the  first  Christians  were  Jews.  Today, 
though  a  Jewish  person  may  have 
little  knowledge  of  Judaism,  one 
thing  he  does  know:  for  him  Jesus  is 
taboo.  This  is  one  stumblingblock. 
For  both  Jew  and  Gentile,  sin  is  the 
greatest  hindrance  to  belief  in  Ghrist 
Jesus.  Each  wants  to  come  to  God  on 
his  own  terms.  Although  he  admits 
he  is  not  perfect,  he  is  not  willing 
to  admit  to  being  a  sinner!  The  need 
is  to  see  oneself  in  relationship  to 
God.  Job's  experience  (Job.  45:5-6) 
was  recounted.  Each  needs  to  see 
himself  in  the  light  of  God's  Word; 
then  he  will  accept  God's  way.  (As  I 
took  Edith  to  the  door,  she  thanked 
me  for  the  discussion.) 

What  is  Sam  B.'s  reaction  to  what 
has  been  said?  Should  I  ask  him?  He 
very  seldom  says  anything,  but  is  a 
good  listener.  After  a  few  incon- 
sequential remarks,  I  did  ask  him 
what  he  believed  about  these  things. 
He  replied  that  the  more  he  heard, 
the  more  he  believed  them.  I  pointed 
out  that  head  knowledge  is  not 
enough.  There  is  need  for  an  appli- 
cation of  these  truths.  To  help  ex- 
plain, I  used  medicine  as  an  example. 

Had  Sam  ever  applied  these  truths 
in  his  own  life?  Recognizing  that  he 
was  a  sinner,  that  Jesus  is  God  and 
Saviour,  had  he  personally  applied 
these  truths?  His  response  was  that 
when  you  are  alone,  it  is  easy  to  do 
what  you  please.  Marriage  makes  a 


Missions  at  Work  in  Navajoland

Missions  at  work.  .  .  .  Forms 
were  being  laid  for  the  paving 
project  of  the  National  WMC  and 
pouring  concrete.  A  Navajo  father 
was  working  out  tuition  for  his 
children  so  they  could  attend  the 
Brethren  Navajo  Mission  Board- 
ing School.  A  visiting  mother  of  a 
staff  member,  being  a  nurse,  was 
pressed  into  service  to  help  meet 
an  immediate  need  for  medication. 
A  Brethren  serviceman  from 
Washington  enroute  home  prior 
to  being  sent  to  Viet  Nam  stopped 
by  to  lend  a  hand  for  a  few  days. 
This  young  man,  the  National 
Youth  Council  summer  mission- 
ary, and  some  of  the  staff  members 
made  a  trek  up  the  Jemez  Moun- 
tains to  set  up  for  a  summer  Nava- 
jo camp.  Visitors  were  stopping  by 
and  joining  hands  with  the  mis- 
sion staff.  I  saw  all  this  and  much 
more  in  my  visit  to  the  Brethren 
Navajo  Mission. 

There  was  a  1:00  a.m.  hospital 
run  to  rush  an  expectant  mother 
to  a  hospital.  Another  Navajo  (a 
boy)  was  added  to  a  growing  tribe 
—and  a  growing  mission  field.  At 
3:00  a.m.  there  was  another  call 
and  a  return  trip  to  the  hospital, 
but  this  time  it  was  death  instead 
of  a  new  life.  It  was  a  sleepless 
night  dealing  with  life  and  death 
—but  our  world  moves  on. 

A  Navajo  man  missing  three 
months  was  found  dead  and  re- 
turned  by   the   Navajo   police.    I 

difference;  one  has  to  consider  the 
other  party.  God  should  be  first  in 
our  lives.  Each  person  gives  account 
to  God  for  himself  only.  He  was 
reminded  of  Mr.  Button's  relating 
that  Mrs.  Button  came  to  Christ  be- 
fore he  did  and  was  partially  re- 
sponsible for  his  conversion.  This 
could  happen  in  Sam's  life.  Before 
leading  him  toward  his  door,  I  told 
Sam  that  this  was  a  matter  to  be  set- 
tled  between  himself  and   God. 

In  SaMM  that  night  much  had 
been  said  for  the  Messiah,  God  the 
Son.  May  His  precious  Word  and 
this  testimony  cause  these  dear  ones 
to  come  to  be  "in  Christ  Jesus."   T 


was  struck  by  the  hopelessness  of 
the  weeping  as  we  stood  at  the  fu- 
neral by  the  open  grave.  So  many 
lost  and  without  Christ  ...  so 
much  to  do  ...  so  few  to  help. 

I  saw  a  superintendent  with 
a  love  and  heart  concern  for  the 
Navajo  without  Christ— a  super- 
intendent with  an  immediate  need 
for  three  teachers  in  the  boarding 
school. 

Can  a  visitor  communicate? 
With  children  it's  easy.  Take  a 
Bible  story  book,  a  baseball  and 
bat,  or  a  basketball  and  you'll 
soon  develop  a  friendship  and 
have  a  love  for  those  little  dark- 
eyed  Navajos.  Or  try  a  plate  of 
fresh  baked  peanut  butter  cook- 
ies—this will  work  every  time. 

God's  handiwork  is  seen  all 
around  in  the  beauty  of  formations 
in  rock,  the  mesas,  sunsets,  and 
sunrises,  all  joining  to  make  one 
feel  close  to  God.  And  then  the 
early  morning  staff  devotions  each 
day  help  mold  the  personnel  to- 
gether for  a  more  effective  min- 
istry among  the  Navajo  people. 

You  can  help  keep  "missions 
at  work  in  Navajoland."  Pray!

Leamersville,  Pa.,  Dedicates  Addition, 
Celebrates  30th  Anniversary

The  dedication  of  the  new  addi- 
tion to  the  Leamersville  Grace 
Brethren  Church  was  held  Sunday 
afternoon,  June  19,  at  2; 30  p.m. 
Rev.  Lowell  Hoyt,  teacher  in  The 
King's  College  of  Briarcliff  Manor, 
New  York,  was  the  dedicatory  speak- 
er. Seven  other  Brethren  ministers 
participated  in  the  dedication  serv- 
ice: Dean  Walter,  Robert  Crees, 
Clair  Gartland,  Ralph  Hall,  Homer 
Lingenfelter,  Sheldon  Snvder  and 
Galen  Lingenfelter.  Three  hundred 
people  were  present  for  the  service. 

A  week  of  special  30th  anniversary 
services  were  held,  beginning  with 
the  dedication  Sunday  and  closing 
the  following  Sunday  evening.  For- 
mer pastors  of  the  church  and  men 
who  had  been  called  into  the  min- 
istry from  the  local  church  were  in- 
vited to  speak  in  various  services 
throughout  the  week.  The  speakers 
during  the  week  were  Rev.  Lowell 
Hoyt,  Rev.  Galen  Lingenfelter,  Rev. 
Kenneth  Wilt,  Rev.  Joseph  Gingrich, 
Rev.  Robert  Crees,  Rev.  Clair  Gart 
land.  Rev.  Gerald  Teeter,  Rev.  Don- 
ald Burchfield,  Rev.  Victor  Rogers, 
and  Rev.  Homer  Lingenfelter.  All 
the  former  pastors  were  represented 
except  Rev.  Randall  Rossman,  who 
was  unable  to  attend  because  of  ill- 
ness. 

Rev.  Ralph  C.  Hall,  of  the  Breth 
ten  Home  Mission  Council's  Archi- 
tectural Department,  was  the  archi- 
tect for  the  beautiful  addition  to  our 
building.  Local  contractors  were  re- 
sponsible for  the  construction  of  the 
building.  The  Leamersville  congrega- 
tion has  shown  great  vision  and  pur- 
pose in  the  planning  and  completion 
of  the  structure.  The  new  addition 
was  begun  in  the  spring  of  1965  and 
was  finished  before  Dedication  Dav. 


This  new  addition  has  been  added 
to  the  main  church  building  of  40 
bv  70  feet.  It  is  a  building  of  50  by 
60  feet  which  forms  a  "T"  with  ouf 
main  building,  making  the  church 
more  than  twice  the  size  of  the  for- 
mer main  building.  The  higher  roof 
structure,  extending  beyond  the 
chimney,  shows  the  extension  of  the 
main  building  which  has  been  added 
to  lengthen  our  sanctuary.  The  lower 
sides  shows  the  two  floors  of  class- 
rooms all  the  way  around  the  build- 
ing. Our  new  church  addition  has  in- 
creased   the    sanctuarv's    seating    ca- 
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pacitv  from  200  to  350  people.  In- 
cluded in  the  new  sanctuary  is  a  choir 
and  pulpit  area  which  will  seat  35 
people.  A  new  baptistry  has  been 
placed  behind  the  choir  area.  The 
new  building  not  onlv  serves  to 
lengthen  our  sanctuary,  but  also  gives 
us  1 1  additional  classrooms,  one  of- 
fice room,  two  rest  rooms,  three 
storage  rooms,  a  radio  control  room, 
and  baptistry  dressing  rooms,  as  well 
as  a  large  basement  auditorium. 

New  carpeting  has  been  installed 
in  the  sanctuarv  and  a  large  draperv 
placed  in  the  front  of  the  baptistry. 
Also,  a  new  acoustical  tile  ceiling, 
new  lighting,  new  church  furniture 
and  Cushion  Eze  pews,  and  a  com- 


plete redecoration  of  the  sanctuary 
have  been  added  to  meet  the  needs 
of  this  growing  congregation.  A  new 
Hammond  church  organ,  console 
model,  was  presented  to  the  church 
by  Mr.  Willard  T.  Stuckey,  Jr.,  in 
Januarv,  1963.  Previously,  a  new 
Hamilton  piano  had  been  bought 
bv  the  church. 

Seven  regular  pastors  and  two 
interim  pastors  have  served  the 
church  during  the  30  years  of  her 
history.  The  late  Rev.  George  W. 
Rogers  founded  the  Leamersville 
church  Sunday,  July  5,  1936.  He 
served  the  church  as  pastor  for  two 
vears  until  he  passed  on  to  be  with 
the  Lord.  During  his  first  year  of 
ministry  the  church  was  accepted 
into  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches.  The  early  be- 
sinnins  of  the  church  was  in  an  old 
brick  school  house  on  the  same  lots 
on  which  the  church  now  stands. 
With  the  pastors  and  growth  over  the 
vears,  the  Lord  has  given  the  build- 
ings as  they  now  stand:  the  present 
church  with  the  new  addition,  the 
parsonage  and  garage  in  the  back. 

During  the  present  ministry  of 
Pastor  X'ictor  S.  Rogers,  a  regular 
radio  ministry  has  been  begun,  broad- 
casting the  Sunday  morning  worship 
service  over  station  WKMC,  the 
Cove  Broadcasting  Company.  We 
trust  that  this  lighthouse  in  the  valley 
may  continue  to  spread  abroad  the 
glorious  gospel  of  Christ  in  this  area.

Progress  on  the  Library  Fund 

For  three  months,  June,  July,  and 
August,  a  task  force  composed  of 
development  personnel  and  adminis- 
tration from  Grace  Schools  is  doing 
its  best  to  address  a  personal  appeal 
to  the  members  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches  in  be- 
half of  the  proposed  library-  Manv 
who  read  this  column  will  be  ap- 
proached by  these  men,  and  it  is  our 
sincere  hope  that  each  one  will  give 
careful  attention  to  the  project  and 
the  many  ways  in  which  it  will  be 
possible  to  promote  this  work. 

As  of  this  date  some  seventy-three 
thousand  dollars  in  cash  and  pledges 
has  been  received.  A  fuller  report 
will  be  given  elsewhere  in  this  issue 
of  the  Herald.  This  is  indeed  a  great 
encouragement  to  us  here  at  the 
school.  We  have  no  way  of  knowing 
what  the  result  will  be  from  the  fund 
drive  this  summer,  but  it  is  our  hope 
that  it  will  reach  $200,000.  This  is 
the  figure  we  have  set  as  the  amount 
needed  before  construction  can  begin. 
That  is  approximately  one-third  the 
cost  of  the  building.  Construction 
will  take  at  least  a  year,  and  during 
that  period  we  are  trusting  that  the 
Lord  will  enable  us  to  raise  the  rest 
of  the  money  to  meet  the  cost  of  the 
building. 

"And  We  Are  Not  Saved" 

To  a  people  who  had  resisted  ever\' 
effort  of  God  through  the  centuries  to 
reach  them,  the  prophet  Jeremiah 
said,  "The  harvest  is  past,  the  sum- 
mer is  ended,  and  we  are  not  saved" 
(Jer.  8:20).  This  was  the  cry  of  the 
prophet  during  those  fateful  days 
when  already  the  invasions  of  Nebu- 
chadnezzar had  begun  and  it  was 
only  a  matter  of  time  until  the  city 
of    Jerusalem    and    its    inhabitants 


would  be  carried  away  captive  to 
Babvlon.  The  days  of  opportunitv 
were  spumed  until  it  was  at  last  too 
late. 

In  similar  fashion  God  is  speaking 
to  His  people  today.  He  is  speaking 
to  us  in  relation  to  the  school  He 
raised  up  twenty-nine  years  ago,  the 
school  He  has  protected  and  support- 
ed through  these  years,  the  school 
that  has  sent  Christian  workers  out 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  He  has  given 
us  a  summer  of  opportunitv  such  as 
we  have  never  had  in  the  history  of 
this  school  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds  for  the  library.  There  has 
never  been  a  time  when  there  has 
been  so  much  prosperity,  so  much 
money  in  the  hands  of  the  people  of 
God.' 

But  God  never  puts  money  in  the 
hands  of  His  people  but  what  He  ex- 
pects to  take  account  of  their  steward- 
ship. How  long  the  present  boom 
will  continue,  no  one  knows.  But  we 
do  know  that  this  boom  is  for  the 
good  of  His  work,  wherever  God's 
people  are  blessed  with  the  material 
benefits  it  is  now  bringing.  Let  us 
buy  up  the  opportunity  while  it  is 
summer  (Eph.  5:16).

So  Called 


For  many  intelligent  people  to- 
day, science  is  a  religion.  The  ritual 
is  the  scientific  method,  the  priest- 
hood consists  of  the  great  discoverers 
and  interpreters  of  Nature,  and  the 
statement  of  faith  is  that  all  of  reality 
is  capable  of  being  explained  ulti- 
mately bv  a  consistent  application  of 
the  scientific  method.  Vast  numbers 
of  students  in  colleges  and  universi- 
ties all  over  the  world  are  being  train- 
ed in  the  atmosphere  and  toward  the 
goals  of  this  great  new  religion  called 
scientism. 

The  real  tragedy  of  this  situation, 
of  course,  is  that  the  true  God  of 
creation,  redemption,  and  revelation 
has  no  place  in  this  religion.  Manv 
modern  scientists  are  fully  confident 
that  man's  unaided  reasoning  is  able 
to  resolve  all  the  ultimate  mvsterich 
of  the  universe.  Typical,  perhaps,  is 
this  statement  by  William  Bonner, 
professor  of  mathematics  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  London;  "It  is  the  business 
of  science  to  offer  rational  explana- 
tions for  all  the  events  of  the  real 
world,  and  any  scientist  who  calls 
on  God  to  explain  something  is  fall- 
ing down  on  his  job.  ...  If  the  expla- 
nation is  not  forthcoming  at  once, 
the  scientist  must  suspend  judgment: 
but  if  he  is  worth  his  salt  he  will 
alwavs  maintain   that   a   rational   ex- 
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planation  will  eventually  be  found" 
{The  Mystery  of  the  Expanding 
Universe,  1964,  p.  119). 

Now  it  should  not  be  too  surpris- 
ing to  Christians  that  unregenerate 
men  of  science  should  exhibit  such 
intellectual  pride,  for  we  know  that 
"the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the 
things  of  the  Spirit  of  God:  for  they 
are  foolishness  unto  him:  neither  can 
he  know  them,  because  they  are 
spiritually  discerned"  (I  Cor.  2:14). 
But  one  of  the  great  dangers  that 
confronts  the  Christian  today  is  the 
assumption  that  Christian  professors 
of  science,  especially  those  who  teach 
in  Christian  liberal  arts  colleges,  are 
automatically  and  completely  im- 
mune from  the  insidious  influences 
of  the  modern  cult  of  scientism. 

Although  the  natural  sciences, 
especially  as  thev  deal  with  the  ques- 
tion of  origins,  are  certainly  not  the 
only  subjects  in  the  liberal  arts  cur- 
riculum that  call  for  drastic  reorienta- 
tion in  terms  of  Biblical  revelation, 
thev  are  at  least  the  most  obvious. 
And  yet,  in  an  alarming  number  of 
cases  science  teachers  in  church-relat- 
ed colleges  do  not  present  such  sub- 
jects as  cosmology,  geolog}',  paleon- 
tology, biology,  and  anthropology 
from  a  truly  Biblical  standpoint.  All 
too  often,  textbooks  are  used  and  con- 


cepts are  taught  that  completely 
undermine  the  Christian  position  on 
origins,  though,  to  be  sure,  classes  are 
begun  with  prayer  and  may  be  fol- 
lowed by  an  inspiring  chapel  service. 
The  product  of  this  type  of  educa- 
tion is  frequently  a  warm-hearted 
Christian  whose  mind  has  been  in- 
doctrinated by  the  concepts  of  scien- 
tism. 

It  is  important  to  recognize  that 
there  is  no  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing in  the  world  today  where  any  ad- 
vanced degree  in  any  science  is  of- 
fered where  Biblical  revelation  is 
given  its  rightful  priority.  Thus, 
powerful  pressures  con\'erge  upon 
the  Christian  who  feels  led  to  teach 
science  in  a  Christian  liberal  arts  col- 
lege and  who  desires  to  obtain  ad- 
vanced degrees  in  his  field.  Though 
his  faith  in  the  "fundamentals"  of  the 
faith  may  not  be  visibly  shaken,  he 
is  certainly  not  receiving  advanced 
training  in  the  Biblical  doctrine  of 
the  creation  of  the  universe,  the  solar 
system,  the  earth,  plants,  animals, 
and  man;  nor  is  he  being  taught  how 
to  interpret  earth  history  in  terms  of 
such  cosmic  catastrophes  as  the 
Edenic  curse  and  the  Flood.  Thus, 
it  is  common  to  find  Christian  men 
of  science  scoffing  at  the  idea  of  a

Education  to  Our  Day 


What's 
Happening 
at  Grace? 
-Part  1 


*First  in  a  series  of  articles  by  ihe 
chairmen  of  the  four  divisions  of  instruc- 
tion  at    Grace   College. 


The  need  for  Christian  emphasis 
in  education  is  as  great  today  as  at 
any  time  in  our  history.  It  has  al- 
ways been  real.  Present  attempts  to 
ban  the  Bible  from  the  public  schools 
and  to  rule  God  out  of  public  life 
point  up  a  new  kind  of  challenge 
with  which  we  must  deal  effectively. 

Christian  Education   Is  Broader 
than    Mere   Secular    Education 

Let  us  see  Christian  education  not 
as  a  narrow  form  but  a  broad  one. 
It  goes  higher  in  significance  and 
deeper  in  meaning  than  anything  the 
materialist  has  to  say.   Natural   and

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physical  explanations  are  good  up  to 
a  point  but  don't  go  far  enough.  We 
live  in  a  world  where  ethical,  moral 
and  spiritual  truths  operate  just  as 
much  and  are  just  as  real  as  natural, 
physical  truths  in  the  scientific  realm. 

Spiritual  Discernment  Is  a 
Gift   to  the   Christian 

The  Bible  speaks  of  the  wisdom 
of  men  and  the  wisdom  of  God.  It  is 
true  that  men  can  achieve  a  preat 
deal  in  research  and  experimenta- 
tion, but  we  need  to  see  that  there  is 
a  limit  to  human  wisdom.  Beyond 
this  limit  of  the  material  we  find 
truths  that  are  immaterial,  or  meta- 
physical. It  is  here  that  we  call  in 
the  star  witness  and  learn  from  God 
by  revelation.  This  is  spiritual  dis- 
cernment (I  Cor.  2:14-16).  It  is  also 
called  the  mind  of  Christ. 

Christian  Education  Is  a  Matter 
of  Balance  as  Well  as  Emphasis 

The  professional  educational  de- 
partment at  Grace  College,  as  well 
as  other  departments  here,  empha- 
sizes the  spiritual  significance  of  edu- 
cation. As  we  look  at  the  missionary 
angle,  we  realize  that  we  touch  lives 
in  the  early,  formative  years  for  good 
or  otherwise.  Therefore  we  must  start 
the  educative  process  early  in  one's 
life,  placing  the  emphasis  where  it 
belongs,  thus  harmonizins  God's 
Word  and  His  work  as  seen  all  about 
us. 

The  Importance  of  Teaching 

Let  us  not  imagine  teaching  to  be 
less  important  or  more  important 
than  preaching  or  evangelizing.  We 
don't  need  to  make  comparisons  or 
judgments.  Rather,  let  us  look  at 
them  as  complementary,  with  each 
furthering  the  cause  of  Christ.  Jesus 
himself  went  about  teaching,  preach- 
ing and  healing  (Matt.  9:35).  He  was 
probably  better  known  for  His  teach- 


ing than  He  was  for  His  preaching. 

It  Is  Not  Illegal  To  Talk 
About  the  Lord  in  the  Classroom 

Some  people  do  not  agree  on  this 
point,  but  it  is  the  writer's  opinion 
that  one  cannot  go  very  far  in  the 
sciences,  literature  or  art  without  en 
countering  spiritual  truths.  Christian 
teachers  by  their  comments  can  make 
it  very  clear  where  they  stand.  I 
cannot  see  that  we  are  compelled  to 
be  silent  while  the  irreligionist  and 
evolutionist  speak  out  against  the 
Bible. 

Evolution   Is  the  Perennial  Problem 

Somebody  must  speak  out  against 
the  erroneous  claims  of  evolution. 
Our  many  textbooks  are  slanted  in 
favor  of  evolution  without  warrant. 
Just  imagine  the  damage  to  our  chil- 
dren if  we  abandon  education  to  the 
secularist  and  allow  the  teaching  of 
evolution  to  go  on  without  protest  or 
challenge.  Remember  that  it  is  the 
evolutionist  who  is  hard-pressed  for 
adequate  evidence  for  his  theory. 
His  is  the  position  that  has  never 
been  proven.  Further,  it  presents  no 
improvement  over  the  Biblical  ac- 
count of  creation  as  we  have  it  in 
Genesis. 

The  Emerging  Christian  Day  School 

Sooner  or  later  the  church  must 
take  a  stand  on  the  matter  of  the 
Christian  day  school.  As  the  public 
schools  degenerate,  morally,  ethically 
and  spiritually,  more  and  more  Chris- 
tian people  will  see  the  wisdom  of  a 
dual  educational  system.  Further- 
more, they  will  be  ready  to  support 
Christian  schools. 

We  hold  to  a  twofold  purpose  in 
preparing  leaders  for  education.  (1) 
We  urge  Christians  to  make  an  im- 
pact upon  public  schools  not  only  as 
godlv  teachers  but  also  as  godly  ad-

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Today,  some  are  speaking  oF  the 
"suburban  captivity"  of  the 
church.  Others  are  voicing  their  con- 
cern about  an  "ingrown"  church  that 
has  lost  its  clear-cut  sense  of  pur- 
pose. Many  are  suggesting  that  the 
period  of  Laodicea  has  arrived.  Still 
others  are  proposing  that  the  church 
has  become  a  cloister  for  contented, 
complacent  pew  sitters.  I  am  forced 
to  conclude  that  we  have  become 
more  of  a  mutual  admiration  society 
than  a  courageous  advancing  armv. 
We  have  become  more  of  a  senti- 
mental lighthouse  on  the  corner  than 
a  spreading  flame  of  fire.  While  we 
so  often  attempt  to  build  a  "kingdom 
on  the  corner,"  the  masses  in  the  in- 
ner city,  the  tough  teen-agers  in 
Everywhere,  USA,  the  intellectual 
fraternity  in  institutions  of  higher 
education,  and  the  common  people  on 
the  street  are  pouring  over  the  brink 
of  hell  untouched  by  the  gospel. 

This  Sunday  is  recognized  on  the 
church  calendar  as  Pentecost  Sunday, 
on  which  we  commemorate  the  birth- 
day of  the  church.  It  would  be  well 
for  us,  therefore,  to  reflect  on  the 
opening  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Acts. 
The  resurrected  Christ  personally 
had  fellowshiped  with  His  disciples 
for  a  period  of  forty  days  after  His 
resurrection.  He  promised  them 
power  after  the  Holy  Spirit  would 
come  upon  them;  then  they  were  to 
be  witnesses  throughout  the  world. 
One  day  as  they  stood  in  His  pres- 
ence, they  saw  Jesus  ascend  into 
heaven.  During  the  next  ten  days 
they  selected  a  replacement  for  Judas, 
the  traitor.  They  praved.  They  wait- 
ed. Then  the  Dav  of  Pentecost  came 
—the  birthday  of  the  church.  Sud- 
denly there  was  a  unique  manifesta- 
tion of  the  supernatural:  a  sound 
from  heaven  as  of  a  rushing  mighty 
wind,  cloven  tongues  like  as  of  fire, 
the  coming  of  the  Holv  Spirit  in  the 
New  Testament  sense,  and  a  speak- 
ing in  other  tongues. 

Now  we  can  never  exjject  to  see 
the  Dav  of  Pentecost  repeated;  that 
was  a  special  dav;  God  was  initiating 
a  new  movement  in  historv.  But,  I 
believe  that  the  power  evidenced  in 
the  opening  chapters  of  the  Book  of 
Acts  can  be  ours  today.  Give  your 
attention  to  what  God  was  doing 
with  that  humble  group  of  disciples. 
Observe  their  dynamic,  their  decla- 
ration, and  their  determination,  and 


vou  will  find  new  courage  to  face  the 
challenges  of  our  day. 

The  disciples'  dynamic  was  not 
concocted  in  a  caldron  of  falsehood. 
Nor  was  it  the  uncertainty  of  philo- 
sophic speculation,  but  the  incom- 
parable power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Consider  the  emphasis  on  the 
Holv  Spirit  in  the  Book  of  Acts.  In 
chapter  2,  verse  4  we  read,  "And 
they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holv 
Ghost.  .  .  . '  This  was  the  main  thing 
at  Pentecost.  It  is  a  mistake  to  place 
major  emphasis  on  the  manifestations 
and  overlook  its  real  purpose.  The 
signs  and  accompaniments  were  tem- 
porary, but  the  presence  of  the  Holv 
Spirit  was  to  remain.  Manifestations 


the  first  century  Christians  had.  We 
need  to  be  "filled"  with  the  Holy 
Spirit.  My  heart  longs  to  see  people 
walk  with  the  Saviour.  But,  this  is 
the  age  of  the  "shrug"— a  character- 
istic which  means,  "We  could  not 
care  less."  And,  I'm  certain  that  we 
will  never  communicate  to  such  peo- 
ple unless  we  rely  uf>on  the  dynamic 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Another  crucial  factor  in  the  suc- 
cess of  those  early  disciples  was  their 
declaration.  Here  I  want  to  empha- 
size both  their  message  and  their 
method.  (Again  turn  to  Acts  2:32- 
36,  38;  3:13-15,  19;  4:10-12,  33.) 

These  disciples  struck  the  world  in 
a  head-on  collision  with  the  news— 


and 
Pentecost 
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would  vary.  They  would  not  speak 
in  tongues  on  all  occasions  of  Spirit 
in-filling.  Tongues  like  as  of  fire  and 
the  roaring  sound  would  not  re- 
peatedly  accompany  the  Holy  Spirit. 
But  the  in-filling  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
would  be  a  permanent  practice.  Even 
so  the  most  important  thing  at  Pente- 
cost was  the  Spirit,  not  the  signs.  The 
signs  were  passing,  the  Spirit  was 
permanent.  (Notice  Acts  4:8;  4:31; 
5:32;  6:3,    5.) 

These  early  Christians  possesed 
a  dynamic  available  to  no  other 
movement  in  history,  such  as  Bud- 
dhism and  Confucianism. 

Christians  todav  need  exactlv  what 


"Christ  is  risen!"  Their  message  was 
centered  in  the  Resurrected  Lord. 
Thev  boldly  declared  that  through 
His  death  on  Calvarv  He  had  pro- 
vided salvation.  He  was  exalted  with 
the  Father.  And,  men  must  repent 
of  their  sin.  Their  method  was  a 
straightforward,  convincing,  author- 
itative preaching  of  the  gosjjel.  They 
didn't  preach  before  the  people;  they 
preached  to  the  people!  In  these 
chapters  you  do  not  find  phrases  such 
as:  "In  all  probability  .  .  ."  or,  "It  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  .  .  . "  There  is 
not  a  nebulous  statement  in  their 
message  from  beginning  to  end. 
In   our   society   people   are   being

bombarded  with  various  kinds  of  mes- 
sages on  every  hand.  The  one-eyed 
monster,  the  radio,  the  magazines, 
the  newspapers,  the  books— all  of 
these  are  trying  to  sell  us  sex,  alco- 
hol, tobacco,  communism,  cultism, 
materialism,  and  false  philosophies  of 
every  stripe. 

In  the  midst  of  the  chaos  and  con- 
fusion people  are  looking  to  the 
so-called  church  only  to  hear  certain 
theologians  speak  of  themselves  as 
"Christian  atheists"  who  assert  that 
"God  is  dead."  What  a  comforting 
message  for  mothers  and  fathers 
whose  boys  are  being  slain  by  the 
Viet  Cong  in  Viet  Nam!  What  a  mes- 
sage to  give  to  a  defeated  teen-ager 
who  is  stained  by  sin!  What  a  mes- 
sage for  a  \yorld  that's  rocking  and 
reeling  on  the  brink  of  insane  self- 
destruction!  The  generation  that  has 
mastered  the  "twist"  is  a  "twisted 
generation";  and  the  only  thing  that 
can  straighten  it  out  is  the  message 
of  Jesus  Christ.  The  tragedy  of  this 
hour  is  that  we  have  too  many  dead 
men  in  the  pulpits  giving  out  too 
many  dead  sermons  to  too  many 
dead  people. 

A  third  factor  related  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  early  disciples  was  their 


determination.  On  the  Day  of  Pente- 
cost when  the  crowds  saw  the  super- 
natural manifestations  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  they  mocked  (2:13).  The  re- 
ligious leaders  were  opposed  to  the 
Nazarene  heresy,  but  Peter  boldly 
exalted  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  The  apos- 
tles were  imprisoned  and  threatened 
for  preaching  the  resurrection. 
Stephen  and  James  were  martyred. 
But,  the  disciples  refused  to  stop 
preaching  Christ.  Furthermore,  their 
determination  involved  not  only  their 
preaching,  but  also  their  praying. 

These  men  were  Spirit  filled;  they 
were  confident  in  their  message,  and 
they  just  would  not  quit.  Consider 
today's  contrasts.  People  once  active 
in  the  church  have  become  discour- 
aged and  are  passive  observers. 
Preachers  hop  from  church  to  church 
because  of  disappointments.  Profess- 
ing Christians  fade  like  ualted  flow- 
ers  vyhen  faced  with  the  subtle  temp- 
tations of  Satan  or  the  scorching 
persecutions  of  the  world. 

We  nestle  in  our  reclining  chairs 
in  the  comfort  of  our  air-conditioned 
homes  and  watch  the  cowboys  dis- 
play the  courage  we  wish  we  had. 
We  watch  the  law  officers  show  the 
resolution  we  wish  we  could  muster. 
Too  many  have  become  spectators 
standing  on  the  sidelines.  Cushions 
have  been  substituted  for  the  cross 
when  we  ought  to  be  fle.xing  our 
muscles  for  action.  We  need  deter- 
mination. The  life  of  depression, 
doubt,  and  defeat  is  not  the  legacy  of 
the  child  of  God. 

On  the  Day  of  Pentecost  the  dis- 
ciples of  Jesus  were  poised  on  the 
threshold  of  a  new  era  of  history.  On 
this  Pentecost  Sundav  many  of  us 
are  facing  a  momentous  step  in  our 
lives.  How  will  we  fare?  We  dare 
not  plot  our  own  futures.  We  dare 
not  trust  our  own  strength.  ▼

church  there  has  been  increase  with- 
in recent  years,  and  for  this  we 
thank  God.

ministrators.  There  is  much  in  the 
history  of  American  education  to  sup- 
port this  view.  Historically,  we  are 
on  safe  ground.  (2)  We  prepare 
teachers  for  Christian  schools,  here 
and  abroad.  This  mav  not  be  as  glam- 
orous  to  some  as  the  former.  Finances 
with  which  to  work  may  be  less,  but 
we  believe  the  results  and  the  satis- 
faction will  be  most  rewarding. 

A  Personal  Testimony 

Around  Easter  time  a  Christ- 
honoring  program  was  presented  bv 
the  children  of  a  Christian  day 
school.  At  the  conclusion  a  man 
nearbv  remarked,  "It  could  never 
have  happened  in  a  public  school." 
Christian  education  is  broader  than 
anv  other  kind  because  it  embraces 
the  wisdom  of  God  as  well  as  the  wis- 
dom of  men. 

Consistency  Is  the  Jewel 

Christian  education  is  generally  ac- 
cepted throughout  the  church  as  es- 
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sential  at  the  higher  educational  level. 
This  accounts  for  the  existence  and 
support  of  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary. We  are  vitally  interested  in 
the  leadership  preparation  program. 
We  understand  that  our  very  survival 
depends  largely  upon  these  schools. 
We  also  understand  that  these  schools 
depend  upon  our  churches  for  sur- 
vival. Bv  the  same  token  we  must 
become  involved  in  the  Christian 
education   of   our   youth    in   an    un- 


broken progression  from  the  elemen- 
tarv  through  secondary  and  on  to 
higher  education,  culminating  with 
ample  facilities  for  graduate  theo- 
logical preparation  for  all  who  can 
profit  by  it.

literal  creation  of  the  world  in  six 
davs  or  a  universal  flood,  not  because 
thev  feel  that  such  doctrines  are  un- 
biblical  but  because  they  are  "un- 
scientific." 

The  danger  of  allowing  "science" 
(whether  used  in  the  narrow,  popular 
sense  or  in  the  broader.  Biblical  sense 
of  human  knowledge)  to  sit  in  judg- 
ment upon  Scripture  is  that  human 
knowledge  is  not  onlv  finite  and 
therefore  severely  limited  (I  Cor.  13: 
12)  but  also  sinful  and  therefore 
dangerously  distorted  (II  Peter  3:5). 
Apart    from    the    divinely    inspired 


revelation  of  Scripture,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  know  ultimately  any  fact  of 
nature,  historv,  or  life  in  its  true 
perspective.  If  we  cannot  even  know 
oiirsehes  without  the  mirror  of  Scrip- 
ture (lames  1:23-25),  how  much  less 
can  we  presume  to  know  the  origin 
of  the  earth  and  of  livins  thinss 
without  the  help  of  God! 

Christian  voung  people,  together 
with  their  parents  and  pastors,  need 
to  evaluate  the  impxjrtance  of  a  Chris- 
tian education  in  an  age  of  desperate 
spiritual  and  theological  apostasv. 
They  need  to  ask  themselves  whether 


it  is  reallv  possible  to  serve  God  ef- 
fectivelv  if  the  heart  is  "spiritual" 
while  the  mind  remains  surrendered 
to  the  modern  cult  of  scientism.  They 
need  to  ask  whether  the  "Christian" 
college  thev  are  planning  to  attend 
or  support  is  really  Christian  in  its 
approach  to  the  liberal  arts.  It  is 
possible,  after  all,  for  otherwise  sin- 
cere Christians  to  err  concerning  the 
faith  bv  submitting  to  "the  knowl- 
edge which  is  falselv  so  called"  (I 
Tim.  6:20).  T 
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TEACHING  POWER

Many  pupils  in  evangelical 
churches  today  seem  unchallenged 
and  unchanged  by  Bible  teaching. 
Apparently  this  is  not  a  new  problem, 
but  dates  back  beyond  the  beginning 
of  the  Sunday  school.  However,  a 
teacher  should  not  be  content  with 
this  evident  lack  of  spiritual  growth 
and  the  absence  of  Christlike  living. 

Both  the  teaching  and  the  learning 
of  God's  Word  ought  to  be  an  in- 
teresting and  happy  adventure. 
Teaching  God's  precious  truth  ought 
to  result  in  transformed  lives  for 
pupils  who  will  become  "doers  of  the 
Word  and  not  hearers  only." 

Tragically,  Sunday-school  classes 
are  often  lifeless,  uninteresting,  and 
the  source  of  boredom.  The  idealistic 
teacher  would  like  to  see  pupils  leav- 
ing the  classroom  with  sparkling  eyes, 
a  serious  determination  to  practice 
the  Word  of  God,  and  deep  questions 
about  God  himself.  But  all  too  often 
pupils  are  glad  for  the  bell  and  re- 
lease from  a  dull,  boring  session. 

Pastors,  teachers,  youth  leaders  and 
church  members  seem  to  be  awaken- 
ing to  the  fact  that  Christianity  is, 
to  a  large  extent,  educational.  This 
is  one  reason  such  a  class  as  Christian 
Education  Seminar  is  taught  at 
Grace  College.  Church  leaders  are 
seeking  to  provide  proper  organiza- 
tion, adequate  facilities,  and  equip- 
ment for  learning  in  the  Christian 
realm.  Employing  appropriate  teach- 
ing techniques  and  using  suitable  in- 
structional materials  can  be  conducive 
to  interesting  teaching  and  learning. 

But  these  factors,  important  as  they 
are,  cannot,  in  themselves,  guarantee 
"teaching  power." 

Teaching  power  is  found,  basically, 
in  three  important  factors.  To  begin 
with,  it  is  impossible  to  have  Chris- 


tian education  without  the  Word  of 
God,  which  must  be  the  basic  core  of 
the  curriculum.  Second,  it  is  absolute- 
ly necessary  that  the  curriculum  be 
taught  by  regenerate  teachers.  Teach- 
ers cannot  communicate  Christian 
truths  satisfactorily  if  they  have  not 
first  experienced  them.  Third,  the 
Holy  Spirit's  work  is  a  prerequisite 
for  spiritual  growth  and  power  in 
every  phase  of  teaching  and  learning. 
Apart  from  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  through  the  teacher  and  the 
written  Word  of  God,  Christian  edu- 
cation will  remain  ineffective  and 
will  differ  little  from  secular  educa- 
tion. 

True  Christian  teachers  must  be 
not  only  regenerated  but  also  com- 
pletely yielded  to  God.  Many,  when 
saved,  fail  to  yield  their  all  to  Christ 
and  continue  to  live  a  rather  carnal 
life.  Such  teachers  find  it  difficult 
to  lead  their  pupils  into  real  fellow- 
ship with  God,  since  they  themselves 


know  nothing  of  the  joy  of  fellow- 
ship attained  by  the  filling  of  the 
Spirit. 

The  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
also  necessary  if  the  Word  of  God  is 
to  make  an  impact  on  the  pupils' 
lives.  The  Bible  was  virritten  through 
the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
The  Bible  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  there- 
fore, work  together  to  perform  God's 
purpose.  The  Holy  Spirit  controls 
man's  mind  so  that  he  may  under- 
stand the  Word  of  God,  and  con- 
trol man's  heart  so  that  he  may  sub- 
mit to  its  teachings. 

I  have  been  preparing  to  become 
an  elementary  teacher.  This  goal  is 
now  easily  within  sight.  I  may  also 
soon  become  a  Sunday-school  teacher. 
In  both  events,  I  plan  to  depend 
upon  the  ministrv  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
so  that  my  work  as  a  teacher  will 
be  successful  and  blessed  of  God. 

The  Bible,  in  several  passages,  re- 
fers to  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a  teacher. 
One  of  these  is  found  in  John  14:26: 
"But  the  Comforter,  even  the  Holy 
Spirit,  whom  the  Father  will  send 
in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  you  all 
things,  and  bring  to  your  remem- 
brance all  that  I  said  unto  you" 
(ASV).  He  alone  can  bestow  "teach- 
ing power"  upon  those  who  minister 
the  Word  of  God.  T

Brazil!

The  date  was  January  31,  1959; 
the  place,  the  heart  of  Brazil.  Two 
bulldozers— one  grinding  and  screech- 
ing along  a  mutilated  forest  to  the 
north,  the  other  doing  the  same  but 
arriving  from  the  south— met  in  the 

o 

middle  of  what  had  previously'  been 
solid  jungle.  Symbolicallv,  the  two 
touched  blades.  And,  though  the 
thought  may  have  been  far  from  the 
minds  of  the  engineers  and  workmen, 
they  at  that  moment  opened  a  new 
frontier  for  Christ. 

For  the  first  time  in  Brazilian  his- 
toric it  became  possible  to  dri\'e  from 
the  city  of  Belem,  located  at  the 
mouth  on  the  south  side  of  the  Am- 
azon River,  on  through  to  Brasilia, 
the  fabulous  new  capital  of  Brazil. 
Of  course,  the  trip  is  not  yet  ex- 
actly equal  to  a  ride  across  the  turn- 
pikes of  the  United  States.  The  road 
is  a  dirt  one  which,  I  am  told,  con- 
tains holes  big  enough  to  swallow  a 
Volkswagen.  And  during  the  rainy 
season— well,  only  the  unprintable 
comments  of  Brazilian  truck  drivers 
who  depend  upon  this  artery  for  their 
livelihood  would  adequately  explain 
the  mess. 

The  importance  of  this  worth-while 
project  to  the  economic  well-being 
and  the  progress  of  Brazil,  however, 
cannot  be  doubted.  Foreign  com- 
panies,    including     leading     United 


States  manufacturers,  are  investing 
heavily  in  the  country.  Thousands  of 
Brazilians  have  already  moved  into 
the  area  to  open  up  new  farm  lands. 
Towns  and  villages  are  springing  up 
in  the  heart  of  an  area  that  a  few 
months  previous  boasted  of  its  primi- 
tive inhabitants— the  cobra,  the  jag- 
uar, and  the  guariba  monkev.  When 
we  further  consider  that  of  all  the 
nations  of  the  world  Brazil  will  dou- 
ble her  population  sooner  than  anv 
of  the  rest  (from  80  million  in  1966 
to  160  million  in  the  year  2000),  we 
must  admit  that  all  indications  seem 
to  verify  the  slogan:  "Brazil,  the  land 
of  the  future." 

Recentlv  Dr.  Bernard  Schneider, 
president  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  Board  of  Trustees,  and  I  had 
the  distinct  privilege  of  meeting  for 
nine  davs  with  our  missionaries  in 
Brazil.  We  were  there  to  prav  and  to 
counsel  with  them  as  they  sought 
God's  direction  with  respect  to  fu- 
ture plans  for  fulfilling  the  Lord's 
will  in  that  vast  land.  Such  plan- 
ning is  no  small  task,  for  Brazil  is  a 
land  that  not  only  challenges  the 
ser\'ant  of  the  Lord  with  its  teeming 
populations  but  also  baffles  him  with 
its  unlimited  opportunities.  The 
challenges  are  so  plentiful  that  the 
problem  is  not  what  we  can  do  to 
make  an  impact  for  Christ,  but 
rather,  what  we  should  do  first.  So 
tremendous  are  the  opportunities  and 
so  gratifying  the  results  when  com- 


pared to  other  mission  points  around 
the  world,  that  it  would  take  a  verv 
short-sighted  missionary  (of  which, 
praise  God,  we  have  none)  not  to 
see  that  God  has  placed  him  in  one 
of  the  most  fertile  missionary  fields 
our  Lord  has  for  us  in  the  world  to- 
day. Brethren,  God  has  not  told  us 
to  permit  this  ground  to  go  unplanted 
or  unharvested,  as  the  U.S.  gov- 
ernment has  ordered  of  some  of  its 
farmers.  The  admonition  is  still,  "Lift 
up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields; 
for  they  are  white  already  to  har^'est" 
(John  4:35).  This  our  missionaries 
in  Brazil  mean  to  do  with  your  back- 
ing and  prayer  support. 

Look  for  a  moment  at  an  impres- 
sive list  of  plans,  part  of  which  is 
copied  directly  from  the  minutes  of 
a  recent  field  council  meeting. 

Belem.  We  know  many  of  vou  are 
already  praying  that  God  will  bless 
the  efforts  of  our  missionaries  as  they 
seek  to  establish  groups  of  believers 
around  this  strategic  city  of  over  a 
half  million  people.  But  they  need 
help  to  accomplish  the  task.  Also 
needed  in  the  city  of  Belem  is  a  radio 
ministrs'  to  add  to  the  outreach  of 
our  entire  work  in  the  Belem-Amapa 
area.  There  is  great  need  for  a  mis- 
sionary to  establish  a  youth  ministry 
—to  work  with  high-school  and  col- 
lege youth  in  Belem  and  the  sur- 
rounding area.  Very  little  is  being 
done  in  the  north  of  Brazil  to  reach 
this  important  group  of  future  lead- 
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ers.  God  is  just  as  concerned  for  the 
souls  of  those  who  travel  over  the 
asphalt  roads  and  cobblestone  alleys 
of  a  Brazilian  city  as  He  is  for  those 
who  must  find  their  way  through 
the  maze  of  a  Brazilian  jungle  and 
carry  a  spear  instead  of  a  book.  Time 
after  time  I  have  encountered  Bra- 
zilians who  have  come  up  through 
the  public  and  private  schools  of  the 
land  and  have  later  graduated  from 
the  institutes  of  hisher  learning,  who 
have  bv  and  large  rejected  the  reli- 
gion of  childhood  vears  and  are  al- 
most totally  unaware  of  the  real 
teachings  of  the  Bible.  Surely  God 
has  a  man  for  this  vital  area  of  mis- 
sionary service. 

Brother  and  Sister  Keith  Altig  are 
moving  into  a  place  that  was  once 
bypassed  by  our  mission.  At  the  time 
it  appeared  to  be  a  static  community 
with  a  limited  future.  Now  it  is  de- 
\eloping  into  one  of  the  fastest  grow- 
ing cities  in  the  area.  Meetings  are 
in  progress,  and  encouraging  reports 
indicate  that  soon  a  congregation  will 
be  established  in  the  town  of  Castan- 
hal.  This  will  help  greatly  to  tie  into 
closer  fellowship  our  churches  along 
the  Belem-Brasilia  highway. 

On  the  north  bank  of  the  Amazon 
Ri\'er,  in  the  Macapa  region,  there 
exists  a  need  to  evangelize.  Here  a 
boat  ministry  could  be  very  effec- 
tive for  the  Lord.  As  you  stand  on 
the  edge  of  that  breathtaking  scene 
and  contemplate  the  hundreds  of 
souls  \vho  li\'e  and  work  along  the 
banks  of  that  mighty  river,  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  can  be  heard  resoundini; 
in  your  heart;  "Whom  shall  I  send, 
and  who  -will  go  for  us?"  Where— 
yes,  where  among  all  of  our  churches 
is  the  dedicated,  capable  young  man 
who  has  the  fear  of  God  in  his  heart, 
the  talents  and  capabilities  in  his 
physical  body,  and  the  love  for  ad- 
A'enture  and  hardship  in  his  soul, 
who  would  be  pleased  and  honored 
to  answer,   "Here   am   L   send   me?" 

There  are  other  needy  ministries, 
such  as  an  increased  literature  thrust 
and  a  Bible  institute  to  train  future 
pastors  and  c\angelists.  There  is  the 
constant  need  to  man  and  expand 
the  already  existing  works,  and  the 
challenge  of  establishing  new- 
churches,  as  at  present  the  Schwartz- 
es are  doing  in  Capanema  and  the 
Johnsons  in  Macapa.

What  a  thrill  it  was  to  see  the 
way  the  Lord  is  blessing  in  the  estab- 
lishing of  churches  and  congrega- 
tions!  Shortly  after  Brother  Schneider 
and  I  stepped  off  the  plane  into  the 
blazing  tropical  sun  at  Macapa,  we 
were  escorted  by  missionar}'  George 
Johnson  to  a  little  prayer  chapel  in 
a  suburb  of  the  cit\-.  Here  we  found 
a  Sunday  school  in  progress  under 
the  direction  of  a  Brazilian  lavman. 
Time  permitted  only  short  words  of 
greeting  and  encouragement  before 
we  were  whisked  off  to  the  opposite 
side  of  town.  Walking  across  a  nar- 
row,  wobbly  boardwalk,  past  ro\\s  of 
unpainted  wooden  houses  built  on 
stilts  to  keep  them  out  of  the  water  at 
high  tide,  we  finally  stooped  to  pass 
through  the  doorway  into  one  of 
the  homes  and  there  found  a  layman 
leading  another  Sunday  school  class. 
Again  we  had  the  joy  of  bringing 
words  of  greeting  and  encouragement 
and  of  participating  in  the  service 
for  a  few  minutes.  The  surroundings 
are  not  so  loA'eh'  as  our  churches  in 
the  United  States,  the  benches  not 
so  comfortable,  the  odors  not  so 
pleasant,  and  the  dress  not  so  chic. 
But  the  faith  in  Christ  is  just  as  real, 
the  joy  of  the  Lord  just  as  wonderful, 
and  Christian  fellowship  just  as 
sweet. 

Our  missionaries  are  doing  a  tre- 
mendous job  in  an  area  that  presents 
many  problems.  Li\ing  is  not  easy 
in  the  tropics.  It  is  a  struggle  to  pur- 
chase the  staples  of  life,  a  struggle  to 
be  sure  your  food  and  drinking  \vater 
are  pure.  There  is  the  battle  against 
insects,  bugs,  bats,  scorpions,  and 
sometimes  even  snakes.  Then,  there 
is  the  constant  danger  that  one  may 
pick  up  some  of  those  living  beings 
known  as  parasites,  worms,  and  amoe- 
bae, which  like  to  live  on  the  inside 
of  the  human  body  and  wear  down 
its  resistance  and  strength.  Few 
escape  the  in\'asion  of  these  insidious 
creatures;  thus,  health  is  impaired, 
ser\uce  diminished,  and  the  \'aluable 


missionary  must  be  set  aside  for  a 
time  to  regain  his  health.  Yes,  your 
missionaries  need  prayer— prayer  that 
they  might  be  wise  and  take  the 
necessary  precautions  to  guard  their 
health,  and  prayer  that  God  will 
protect  them  when  such  precautions 
are  not  possible. 

Along  with  prayer,  your  mission- 
aries need  help:  help  to  realize  the 
ambitious  plan  they  have  outlined 
for  the  area  of  Brazil  to  which  God 
has  called  The  Brethren  Church; 
help  to  make  an  impact  for  Christ 
where  we  now  find  our  mission  in 
operation;  help  to  expand  into  the 
ever-increasing  and  challenging  areas 
of  Brazil.  We  praise  the  Lord  that 
already  some  help  is  on  the  way.  Two 
families,  the  George  Wallaces  and 
the  Earle  Hodgdons,  will  in  the 
months  ahead  be  leaving  to  enter 
language  school  and  then  to  find 
their  places  in  God's  service.  Also, 
the  Eddie  Miller  family  is  returning, 
and  will  be  able  to  enter  the  work 
immediately  upon  arriving  in  the 
country. 

But  this  is  only  a  beginning.  Dare 
we  dream  of  the  day  when  there  \\il! 
be  a  series  of  Brethren  churches  along 
the  Belem-Brasilia  highway? 

Churches  in  some  of  the  growing, 
prosperous  communities  of  southern 
Brazil?  Churches  among  the  thou- 
sands of  Japanese-speaking  people? 
Yes,  even  congregations  among  some 
of  the  Indian  tribes  of  Brazil?  Dare 
we  plan  for  the  day  when  our  li 
churches  pastored  bv  Brazilian  pas-  |! 
tors,  and  our  day  schools  guided  bv 
faithful,  dedicated  Brazilian  teachers, 
will  be  sending  a  steady  stream  of 
eager  students  to  enter  our  Bible  in- 
stitutes and  prepare  for  the  service  of 
Christ?  Surely  The  Brethren 
Church  has  the  needed  \ision;  and 
her  young  people,  I  am  confident, 
have  the  necessary  dedication  to  of- 
fer themselves  for  some  of  these  "op- 
portunities unlimited"  in  Brazil— 
"the  land  of  the  future."  T

in  Puerto  Rico

Chicago,  Illinois,  has  long  been  a 
favorite  of  mine.  I  remember  first 
hearing  it  in  the  winter  of  1952-53 
when  I  was  a  student  at  Grace  Col- 
lege. "Unshackled"  is  a  half-hour 
dramatized  radio  program  based  upon 
the  life  of  someone  who  found  that 
his  life  was  being  wasted  and  that 
Christ  held  the  answer  to  his  prob- 
lems. Some  were  famous  personali- 
ties like  Billy  Sunday  and  IVIel  Trot- 
ter; others  were  unknown;  but  all 
v\'ere  transformed  li\'es  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

It  was  possible  to  purchase  or  rent 
tape  recordings  of  anv  of  these  pro- 
grams, and  this  I  did  on  two  oc- 
casions.  ThcA'  were  excellent  pro- 
grams for  devotions  in  young  people's 
meetings  or  Sunday-school  class  par- 
ties. On  one  occasion  I  even  went  to 
the  studio  to  see  a  live  performance 
of  one  of  the  programs.  It  was  the 
first  radio  program  I  had  ever  seen 


on  a  professional  level. 

After  our  seminary  training  we  felt 
the  Lord's  leading  to  Puerto  Rico. 
Here  the  cultural  language  is  Span- 
ish, and  how  I  wished  as  I  listened  to 
our  Spanish  radio  stations  that  a 
Spanish  "Unshackled"  program 
could  be  produced. 

Then,  to  my  pleasant  surprise,  one 
day  in  1964  I  learned  that  a  group  in 
Costa  Rica  was  translating  and  pro- 
ducing "Unshackled"  tapes  in  Span- 
ish. Brother  Douglas  Starkweather, 
a  missionary  printer,  had  purchased  a 
number  of  tapes,  and  one  radio  sta- 
tion was  going  to  broadcast  a  tape 
each  week.  Our  church  purchased 
five  or  six  tapes,  and  in  addition  to 
putting  them  on  the  air  we  used 
them  from  time  to  time  in  our  meet- 
ings. 

Almost  a  year  ago  Brother  Stark- 
weather returned  to  the  States  and  we 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  con- 
tinuing the  broadcasts.  They  are  now 
being  beamed  by  two  stations.  They 
not  only  get  the  Gospel  out,  but 
help  to  advertise  our  church  group 
as  well.  The  radio  station  donates 
the  half  hour  of  radio  time,  we  pur- 
chase the  tapes  for  only  a  few  dollars 
each,  and  we  get  a  spot  announce- 
ment before  and  after  the  program. 

Just  recently  an  anonymous  broth- 
er in  Christ  from  the  First  Brethren 
Church  in  Rittman,  Ohio  (Rev. 
Charles  Turner,  pastor),  sent  us  a 
sizable  gift  with  which  to  purchase 
some  twenty  additional  tapes. 

There  is  no  reason  why  this  broad- 
cast could  not  be  expanded  to  the 
other  radio  stations  around  the  San 
Juan  area  and  out  into  the  island. 
The  only  problem  is  that  a  program 
director  has  to  show  an  interest  in 
a  dramatic-type  gospel  program.  Pray 
that  more  will  do  so,  and  that  little 
by  little  this  ministry  will  expand 
and  redound  to  God's  glory.  T

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We're  Impressed 
With  Africa!

"First  impressions  are  lasting  im- 
pressions," the  saying  goes,  and  hav- 
ing just  recently  arrived  on  our  mis- 
sion field  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public we  can  attest  to  the  truth  of 
the  adage.  Already  there  are  engraven 
in  our  minds  and  hearts  impressions 
which  we  will  carry  with  us  forever. 
May  we  share  some  of  these  with 
you  who  by  prayer  and  gifts  have 
made  our  coming  possible? 

One  of  the  first  impressions  is  the 
realization  that  we  are  in  a  rapidly- 
changing  land.  Many  of  the  wild 
animals  which  make  for  thrilling 
"narrow  escape"  stories  have  passed 
from  the  scene  or  have  retreated  so 
far  into  the  bush  that  thev  are  no 
longer  seen  from  the  road.  As  our 
plane  rolled  to  a  stop  at  Fort  Lamy, 
capital  citv  of  the  Chad,  our  five- 
year-old  Mark  commented,  "I  don't 
see  any  lions." 

Africa  is  changing  in  manv  other 
ways,  too.  The  inroads  of  outside  in- 
fluences are  clearly  seen;  some 
changes  from  the  outside  world  are 
good  and  some  are  not.  With  the 
industrialization   of  a   nation   comes

the  production  of  good  products— 
and  others  which  only  increase  the 
problems.  Alcoholic  beverages  are  an 
example  of  the  latter.  This  impres- 
sion is  vivid  because  of  the  first 
trip  I  took  after  arriving  here  in 
Africa.  I  was  with  Harold  Ball,  the 
missionary-printer,  and  we  were  on 
our  way  back  to  Bangui  from  Fort 
Sibut.  At  a  curve  in  the  road  we  met 
a  larger  truck  on  our  side  of  the  road, 
traveling  verv  fast  (a  feat  in  itself  on 
these  roads).  There  was  a  quick 
swerve  in  an  attempt  to  avoid  an 
almost  certain  head-on  crash.  Mirac- 
ulously, the  collision  which  did  re- 
sult caused  no  injuries  and  relative- 
ly minor  damage  to  vehicles.  The  in- 
fluence of  alcohol  on  the  other  driver 
was  very  evident.  And  I  had  sup- 
posed that  I  had  left  the  danger  of 
such  drivers  behind  me  in  the  city 
streets  of  the  United  States!  We  are 
thankful  our  Lord  is  able  to  care  for 
us  wherever  we  are. 

An  important  impression  is  that  of 
the  people  themselves.  We  find  them 
to  be  most  friendlv,  especially  the 
Christians.  It  has  been  a  joy,  though 


we've  been  unable  to  understand 
much  of  what  was  said,  to  attend  a 
number  of  the  churches  out  here  and 
to  join  with  them  in  the  singing  of 
God's  praises  and  in  the  study  of 
His  Word.  Our  closest  contact  is 
with  those  in  training  at  the  Bible 
Institute,  since  we  attend  many 
classes  with  them  in  connection  with 
our  language  study.  It  is  thrilling 
to  know  that  many  of  these  men 
will  continue  on  to  become  pastors 
and  Christian  workers  here  in  Cen- 
tral Africa.  The  burden  of  all  the 
missionary  hearts  is  that  more  native 
Africans  might  sense  the  urgency  of 
the  hour  and  answer  the  calling  of 
God  to  become  servants  for  Him. 
Will  you  pray  with  us  to  this  end? 

There  is  also  the  impression  of  the 
missionary  family  that  takes  the  new 
ones  in  and  helps  them  over  any  hard 
places  in  making  a  multitude  of  ad- 
justments to  a  new  way  of  life.  These 
folks  have  already  made  impressions 
on  your  hearts,  I'm  sure,  as  during 
furlough  years  they  have  visited  your 
churches.  Those  we  had  not  known 
before  coming  have  already  manifest- 
ed real  Christian  love  bv  many  kind 
words  and  deeds. 

The  land  itself  is  impression-giv- 
ing, too.  A  land  of  beautv  in  many 
ways,  and  yet  a  land  of  desperate 
need  as  well.  A  land  on  which  the 
natives  are  dependent  for  their  gar- 
dens, which  for  the  most  part  provide 
their  food  and  crops  to  be  sold.  How- 
ever, we  know  that  the  greatest  need 
is  not  for  better  crops  but  rather  for 
the  harvesting  of  the  souls  of  those 
who  till  the  ground.  As  you  ride  bv 
village  after  village  you  see  many 
without  a  chapel  or  church,  and  per- 
haps not  a  single  Christian  resident, 
much  less  a  Christian  worker. 
Though  the  need  is  great,  we  praise 
God  for  the  faithful  native  pastors 
and  workers  who  are  "about  the  Fa- 
ther's business."  You  will  meet  them 
at  the  Bema  Seat  of  Christ  when 
they  receive  their  "well  done." 

We  are  impressed  with  Central 
Africa,  with  v\'hat  it  has  and  with 
what  it  needs.  Can  it  be  that  God 
is  trying  to  impress  your  heart  with 
Africa?  For  service  as  a  missionary? 
As  a  consistent  prayer  warrior?  As  a 
faithful  supporter  in  a  material  wav 
of  God's  program  in  the  Central 
African  Republic?  ▼

New  Work 
Begins  in  Tchad 

BANGUI,  CENTRAL  AFRICAN  REPUBLIC.  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  J.  P.  Kliever  arrived  here  on  June  15  and  im- 
mediately proceeded  to  gather  together  the  equipment 
which  they  will  need  to  begin  their  new  assignment  in 
the  Tchad,  working  out  from  the  mission  station  at 
N'Zoro. 

After  several  days  in  Bangui,  Mr.  Kliever  wrote  to 
the  FMS  office  as  follows: 

"There  has  been  a  run  on  pickups  here  in  Bangui,  and 
so  it  looked  like  a  wait  to  get  a  car,  but  the  Lord  ap- 
parently knew  all  about  it.  There  is  a  secondhand 
Volkswagen  Microbus  (Kombi)  that  has  traveled  ten 
thousand  miles,  has  all  kinds  of  extras,  is  equipped  for 
camping,  and  seems  to  suit  our  nomadic  type  of  \vork  as  it 
seems  we  will  be  traveling  among  the  people.  I  am  en- 
closing a  couple  of  snaps  for  what  thev  are  worth,  so  you 
can  see  a  little  of  what  is  possible.  The  side  tent  v\'ith 
poles,  ropes,  and  all,  the  full-length  luggage  rack  permit-

ting  'upstairs'  sleeping,  if  desired,  with  the  inside  fixed 
for  sleeping  and  eating.  Oh,  yes,  it  has  a  ladder,  light- 
weight metal  that  makes  it  possible  to  go  upstairs  easily! 
We  don't  know  whether  to  name  it  or  not— I  had  thought 
of  Kliever-Kamper,  Kliever-Karouser,  Kliever-Karavan— 
or  the  Tchad  Tchariot,  and  so  on! 

"For  the  moment,  we  have  arrived,  we  have  our  vehicle, 
and  we  are  getting  ready  to  do  what  we  can  as  the  Lord 
grants  vyisdom,  health,  and  open  doors.  Pray  for  us!" 


Another  Revolt 
Hits  Argentina 

BUENOS  AIRES,  ARGENTINA.  For  the  fourth 
time  in  1 1  years,  the  military  forces  have  taken  over  the 
government  of  Argentina.  On  Tune  28  the  government 
headed  by  Arturo  Illia  toppled  from  its  unsteady  founda- 
tion. Lieutenant  General  Juan  Carlos  Ongania,  former 
army  commander-in-chief,  took  power  through  a  ruling 
junta. 

According  to  U.S.  News  and  World  Report,  "Army 
spokesmen  charged  that  Illia  had  proved  unable  to  cope 
with  a  situation  of  mounting  inflation  and  political  ex- 
tremism." 

The  takeo\'er  of  the  president's  quarters  in  Casa  Rosada 
("Rose  House")  was  by  means  of  a  sudden  and  bloodless 
coup. 

No  problems  have  arisen  on  the  part  of  U.S.  citizens 
in  Argentina.  Brethren  missionaries  have  reported  abso- 
lutely no  trouble  or  difficulty  on  their  part  as  a  result  of 
this  change  in  government.

A  three-day  retreat  for  ten  missionary  men  and  42  Afri- 
can pastors  was  held  near  here  recently,  on  an  island  in 
the  middle  of  the  Ouham  river.  The  scene  of  the  retreat 
was  christened  the  "Isle  of  Patmos."  Rev.  Martin  Garber 
was  in  charge  of  arrangements,  and  he  and  a  group  of 
Africans  spent  two  days  clearing  away  the  brush  and  set- 
ting up  the  camp  site. 

Days  began  with  6  a.m.  praver  meetings,  followed  bv 
breakfast,  morning  devotions  featuring  special  speakers, 
and  seminars  concerning  different  aspects  of  the  work. 
Afternoons  were  free  for  recreation,  and  a  Bible  hour 
was  held  each  evening. 

In  spite  of  daily  rains,  all  agreed  that  a  most  profitable 
time  had  been  spent,  and  another  such  retreat  is  antic- 
ipated next  year.

Catholics  Attack  Mission  Conference 


CHICAGO,  ILL.  (MNS).  "Roman  Catholics  intoxi- 
cated with  ecumenical  euphoria  will  be  shocked  by  this 
declaration,  but  we  have  to  face  up  to  it  as  a  fact  of 
life  in  1966,"  said  John  B.  Sheerin,  C.S.P.,  M'riting  about 
the  Wheaton  Declaration  in  The  Neiv  World  (May  20, 
1966). 

Acknowledging  the  Congress  on  the  Church's  World- 
wide Mission  as  the  largest  planning  conference  of  Protes- 
tant missionaries  ever  to  be  held  in  North  America, 
Father  Sheerin  noted  that  the  sponsoring  associations  do 
not  work  with  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

"The  declaration  is  certainly  out  of  tune  with  the  ecu- 
menical movement,"  he  said,  "and  yet  I  feel  that  in  this 
document  the  conservative  evangelicals  are  laying  a  salu- 


tary stress  on  two  very  important  features  of  Christian 
teaching.  They  are  emphasizing  the  need  of  preserving 
the  puritv  of  the  Gospel  and  the  need  of  increasing  mis- 
sionary zeal.  There  are  some  ecumenists,  both  Catholic 
and  Protestant,  who  are  not  sufficiently  concerned  about 
preserving  intact  the  pure  Gospel." 

He  conceded  that  "syncretism  is  also  a  hazard  and  I 
heartily  agree  with  the  Wheaton  Declaration  when  it 
says  that  great  claritv  must  be  sought  in  presenting  the 
uniqueness  of  Christ." 

Father  Sheerin  regretted  that  "the  missionaries  at 
Wheaton  failed  to  see  Christian  disunity  as  one  obstacle 
to  mission  work."

After  being  challenged  to  reread! 
them  (Exod.  20:1-17)  and  to  pick  outj 
any  that  could  be  discarded  without! 
endangering  human  rights,  homes,! 
schools,  institutions  and  basic  free- 
doms the  skeptic  later  conceded, 
"I've  been  racking  mv  brains  to  find 
just  one  of  those  commandments  we 
could  do  without  and  still  keep  things 
going.  But  there's  not  one  you  can 
drop  and  still  expect  men  to  act  like 
human   beings." 

What's  true  of  the  Decalogue  is 
true  of  the  whole  Bible.  It's  relevant. 
"All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspira- 
tion of  God,  and  is  profitable  for  doc- 
trine, for  reproof,  for  correction,  for 
instruction  in  righteousness:  that  the 
man  of  God  mav  be  perfect,  through- 
Iv  furnished  unto  all  good  works" 
(11  Tim.  3:16-17). 


The  Bible 


Reason  One: 
-Profitable  for  Instruction 


John  Quincv  Adams  did  not  hesi- 
tate to  affirm,  "The  first  and  almost 
onlv  book  deserving  of  universal  at- 
tention is  the  Bible.  I  speak  as  a 
man  of  the  world  .  .  .  and  I  sav  to 
vou,  'Search  the  Scriptures.'"  In  his 
Diary  (Sept.  26,  1810)  the  sixth 
President  of  the  United  States  made 
this  entrv:  "I  have  made  it  a  prac- 
tice for  several  vears  to  read  the  Bible 
through  in  the  course  of  everv  vear. 
I  usuallv  devote  to  this  reading  the 
first  hour  after  I  rise  everv  morning. 

"Read  it  to  be  wise,  believe  it  to 
be  safe,  practice  it  to  be  holv"  is  a 
triad  loaded  with  meaning. 

o 

"Read  it  to  he  mse.  .  .  ."  President 
Herbert  Hoover  paid  the  Bible  a 
tribute  on  this  point:  "There  is  no 
other  book  so  various  as  the  Bible, 
nor  one  so  full  of  concentrated  wis- 
dom." It  instructs  the  mind. 

"Believe  it  to  he  safe.  .  .  ."  The 
apostle  Paul  taught,  "The  holy  scrip- 
tures .  .  .  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  ■ 
unto  salvation  through  faith  which  is  < 
in   Christ  Jesus"   (II  Tim.   3:15).   It' 
teaches  the  soid. 

"Live  it  to  he  holy.  .  .  ."  Abraham  i 
Lincoln   found   the   Bible  something! 


to  live  bv.  "I  am  profitably  engaged 
in  reading  the  Bible,"  he  wrote. 
Take  all  of  this  Book  upon  reason 
that  vou  can,  and  the  balance  by 
Faith  and  you  will  live  and  die  a 
better  man."  It  relates  time  and  eter- 
nity. 

"I  am  a  Bible-bigot,"  wrote  John 
Wesley  in  his  journal  (June  2,  1766). 
'I  follow  it  in  all  things,  both  great 
ind  small."  Do  we?  If  not,  why  not? 

Reason  Two: 
The  Bible — Powerful  in  Influence 

William  Lyon  Phelps,  the  early 
American  educator,  felt  that  every 
:opy  of  the  Scriptures  ought  to  have 
written  on  its  cover  these  words: 
'Highlv  explosive!  Handle  with 
:are." 

The  Bible  is  not  static.  It  condones 
ox  it  condemns.  It  illuminates  or  in- 
:inerates.  It  is  never  unproductive. 
Sin  may  keep  a  man  from  this  Book, 
but  when  applied,  this  Book  will 
keep  a  man  from  sin. 

As  with  a  man,  so  with  a  nation. 
Here  the  weight  of  the  open  Bible  is 
incalculable  bv  the  very  judgment 
of  men  in  high  places,  present  and 
past.  Federal  Judge  Luther  W. 
Youngdahl  contends,  "If  we  are  to 
win  the  cold  war  we  must  get  back 
to  God,  and  and  to  get  back  to  God 
we  must  get  back  to  the  Bible."  It 
can  save  us  from  catastrophe. 

It  is  sheer  tragedy  that  a  nation 
such  as  ours,  molded  into  greatness 
bv  this  instrument,  should  now  find 
itself  making  nearly  every  official 
judgment  against  it.  We  could  learn 
much  from  emerging  Africa.  The 
government  of  Ghana  recently  placed 
an  order  in  London  for  five  hundred 
thousand  Bibles  to  be  used  as  text 
books  in  e^'erv  public  school  in  the 
republic  of  seven  million  people. 

So  much  a  part  of  the  warp  and 
woof  of  developing  America  was  the 
Bible  that  Andrew  Jackson  affirmed, 
"That  Book,  Sir,  is  the  rock  upon 
which  our  Republic  rests." 

Reason  Three: 
The  Bible — Purifier  of  the  Life 

"Now  are  ye  clean  through  the 
word.  .  .  ."  Dr.  Carl  G.  Morlock, 
professor  of  clinical  medicine  in  the 
Mayo  Foundation  and  consultant  in 
internal  medicine  at  the  world-fa- 
mous clinic,  testifies:  "I  try  to  set 
aside  some  portion  of  each  day  for 
Bible  reading  and  prayer.  Wlien, 
however,  the  press  of  work  crowds 


out  time  that  should  be  given  to  these 
matters,  I  find  that  my  personal  life 
suffers.  The  Bible  is  a  secure  guide 
for  living  in  a  world  which  seems  to 
be  ever  more  uncertain  of  what  is 
best  in  human  conduct." 

It  is  the  authority  when  we  seek 
for  light  on  spiritual  regeneration. 
Here  we  learn  how  old  things  pass 
away  and  all  things  become  new  (II 
Cor.  5:17).  Greek  mythology  may  tell 
us  how  Circe,  with  her  magic  wand, 
turned  men  into  swine,  but  the  Bible 
is  the  only  authority  on  how  swine 
are  turned  into  men.  "I  don't  want 
to  read  the  Bible,  that  is,  not  yet," 
said  an  inebriate  still  in  love  with 
his  sin,  "for  I  know  what  it  will  do 
to  me." 

Let's  quote  presidents  again:  "I 
have  always  said,  and  \\'ill  always 
say,  that  the  studious  perusal  of  the 
sacred  Volume  will  make  better 
citizens,  better  fathers,  better  hus- 
bands" (Thomas  Jefferson).  "When 
you  have  read  the  Bible,  you  will 
know  it  is  the  Word  of  God,  be- 
cause you  will  have  found  it  the  key 
to  your  own  heart,  your  own  happi- 
ness and  your  own  duty"  (Woodrow 
Wilson).  "Its  words  constantly  in- 
fluence mv  thoughts,  words  and  deeds 
...  in  all  areas  of  life.  I  memorize 
and  repeat  it  daily"  (Herbert  Taylor, 
past  president  of  Rotary  Internation- 
al). 

Reason  Four: 
The   Bible — Provisions   for   the  Soul 

"Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone. 
.  .  ."  It  is  said  that  Alexander  slept 
with  Homer's  Iliad  under  his  pillow: 
e\'en  the  great  conqueror  needed 
something  more  than  swords  and 
soldiers.  When  will  we  learn,  in  this 
age  of  affluence  and  militaristic 
might,  that  our  destiny  is  not  wrap- 
ped up  in  guns  or  butter,  or  even 
guns  and  butter. 

".  .  .  But  by  every  word  of  God." 
Billy  Graham  says,  "Through  the 
years  of  experience  I  have  learned 
that  it  is  far  better  to  miss  breakfast 
than  to  forego  a  session  with  His 
Word.  Not  that  the  Bible  is  some 
kind  of  a  religious  fetish  which 
brings  good  fortune,  but  that  I  my- 
self lack  decisiveness  and  purpose 
and  guidance  when  I  neglect  what 
is  more  important  than  mv  necessary 
food."  "Brown  bread  and  the  Gospels 
is  good  fare,"  goes  the  English  Puri- 
tan saying. 

When  one  is  born  again,  becomes 


spiritually  alive,  he  discovers  his  need 
of  spiritual  groceries.  Suddenly  "that 
old  Book"  is  no  longer  a  manual;  it  is 
meat  and  drink.  The  testimony  of 
those  who  receive  strength  and 
stamina  from  it  is  universal.  Even 
the  most  saintly  must  feed  upon  it. 
Paul,  a  prisoner  in  a  dank  Roman 
dungeon,  wrote  his  friend  Timothy, 
"The  cloke  that  I  left  at  Troas  with 
Carpus,  when  thou  comest,  bring 
with  thee,  and  the  books,  but  espe- 
cially the  parchments"  (II  Tim.  4:13). 
The  cloak  he  needed  for  the  body, 
the  books  for  the  mind,  and  the 
parchments  (Scriptures)  for  the  spirit. 
"Especially  the  parchments."  Do  we 
put  this  emphasis  on  the  soul  food? 
We  should. 

Summary 

"The  Bible  reveals  the  mind  of 
God,  the  state  of  man,  the  way  of 
salvation,  the  doom  of  sinners,  the 
happiness  of  believers.  Its  doctrines 
are  holy,  its  precepts  binding,  its  his- 
tories true,  its  decisions  immutable. 

"It  contains  light  to  direct  you, 
food  to  support  you,  comfort  to  cheer 
you.  It  should  fill  the  memory,  rule 
the  heart,  guide  the  feet.  It  is  a  mine 
of  v\'ealth,  a  paradise  of  glory,  a  river 
of  pleasure. 

"Here  paradise  is  restored,  heaven 
is  opened,  hell  is  disclosed.  Christ  is 
its  grand  object,  our  good  its  design, 
the  glory  of  God  its  end. 

"It  is  given  you  in  life,  will  be 
opened  in  judgment  and  remembered 
forever.  It  rebukes  the  slightest  sin, 
woos  the  greatest  sinner,  wins  the 
hardest  heart. 

"It  offers  protection  in  infancy, 
happiness  in  childhood,  inspiration 
in  youth,  strength  for  maturity,  as- 
surance for  old  age,  comfort  in  death, 
and  salvation  and  riches,  glory  and 
reward  for  all  eternity"  (A.  F.  Miller). 
This  Holy  Book  I'd  rather  own  than 
all  the  gold  and  gems 

That   e'er   in   monarch's  coffers 
shone,  than  all  their  diadems. 
Nay,   were   the   seas  one  chrysolite, 
the  earth  one  golden  ball, 

And  diamonds  all  the  stars  of 
night,  this  Book  were  worth 
them  all; 
For  here  a  blessed  balm  appears  to 
heal  the  deepest  woe. 

And  those  who  read  this  Book  in 
tears,  their  tears  shall  cease 
to  flow. 

Thanks  be  unto  God  for  his  un- 
speakable gift  .  .  .  the  Bible!

In  Everything  .  . 
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"This  has  been  a  terrible  day. 
Everything  went  wrong,"  Anne 
thoupht  as  she  unlocked  her  door 
and  entered  her  apartment  after  her 
day's  work.  All  through  supper  she 
sat  there  in  a  gloomy  mood,  rehears- 
ing in  her  mind  the  frustrating  events 
of  the  day.  Doing  her  dishes,  she 
broke  a  plate  to  add  to  her  woes. 

Feelino  \'ery  slum,  she  thouoht, 
"I  puess  I'd  better  have  my  devotions 
for  today.  Maybe  that  will  raise  my 
spirits  a  little."  Anne  had  been  read- 
ing through  the  New  Testament,  and 
her  chapter  this  evening  was  I  Thes- 
salonians  5.  As  she  browsed  through 
the  chapter,  her  eves  picked  up  the 
imprint  of  the  words,  but  her  mind 
was  on  other  things— until  she  came 
to  verse  18,  and  suddenly  it  really 
hit  her. 

"In  everything  give  thanks.   .   .  ." 

"In  everA'thing?"  she  thought. 
"Even  when  I  missed  my  bus  this 
morning  because  of  that  last-minute 
phone  call,  and  had  to  stand  in  the 


rain  1  5  minutes  longer  and  was  late 
for  work?  When  the  careless  driver 
splashed  muddy  water  all  over  my 
coat  just  back  from  the  cleaners? 
When  the  boss  laid  me  out  for  mis- 
placing those  important  papers  some- 
one else  had  filed?  .  .  .  Well,  let  me 
read  a  little  further.  Maybe  it  really 
doesn't  mean  everything." 

".  .  .  for  this  is  the  will  of  God 
in  Christ  Jesus  concerning  you." 

"Does  that  mean  I  am  going 
against  the  will  of  God  when  I  am 
not  thankful?" 

Does  it?  I  have  asked  myself  this 
question,  and  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  if  we  cannot  be  thankful 
about  everything  we  are  not  really 
surrendered  to  the  will  of  God.  Let 
me  explain  what  I  mean.  A  promi- 
nent theologian  gives  three  areas  of 
yieldedness:  first,  to  the  Word  of 
God;  second,  to  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit;  and  third,  to  acts  of 
Providence.  These  providential  acts 
include  even'  circumstance  that  God 
allows  to  happen  in  our  lives,  and 
each  of  them  has  a  purpose— be  it 
development  of  patience,  self-control, 
or  what  have  vou,  the  ultimate  goal 
of  these  annoyances  is  to  make  us 
more  righteous  and  holy,  to  mold  us 
into  the  image  of  Christ.  If  we  can- 
not give  thanks  for  these  things,  we 
are  not  really  surrendered  to  His 
plan  and  working  in  our  lives.  Nor 
are  we  letting  God  operate  to  ac- 
complish   His  purpose  in   our  lives. 


Righteousness  results  from  chasten- 
ing only  to  those  who  are  "exer- 
cised thereby"  (Heb.  12:11).  Do  we 
actually  believe  that  "all  things  work 
together  for  good"  to  us  as  Christians 
(Rom.  8:28),  that  God  knows  best, 
even  in  the  "little"  things? 

Yes,  that  is  what  they  are,  just 
'little"  things.  Yet  in  the  lives  of 
many  of  us  as  Christians  it  is  these 
"little"  things  that  defeat  us.  We  do 
not  live  the  victorious,  triumphant 
life  moment  by  moment. 

What  about  the  "big"  things?  Are 
we  to  give  thanks  when  we  are  laid 
off  work,  when  we  are  suffering  from 
a  prolonged,  painful  illness,  when  a 
child  of  ours  dies?  Bill  Bright  says 
that  sometimes  we  must  say  "Thank 
you"  through  our  tears,  but  we  must 
say  "Thank  you."  Even  if  we  do  not 
realize  the  purpose  of  the  event  at 
the  time,  we  must  consciously  make 
the  indication  of  our  submission  to 
the  will  of  the  Lord. 

The  New  Testament  is  full  of 
exhortations  to  give  thanks.  We  are 
to  gi\'e  thanks  whether  we  eat  or  do 
not  eat  (Rom.  14:6),  and  with  our 
prayers  (Phil.  4:6);  but  Colossians 
i:\7  just  about  covers  the  subject: 
we  are  to  give  thanks  in  whatever 
we  do. 

I  realize  that  this  is  not  as  easy  as 
it  mav  seem.  Although  this  command 
has  been  forcibly  impressed  upon  me 
this  year,  it  is  a  constant  battle  to 
put  the  principle  into  practice  in  mv 
life.  Sometimes  I  live  for  a  day  or 
days  with  resentment  instead  of 
thankfulness  for  some  hard-to-bear 
incident  that  God  has  brought  into 
m\'  life,  but  I  am  thankful  for  the 
Lord's  forgi\ing  grace.  All  we  have 
to  do  is  come  to  Him,  confess  that 
we  have  been  ungrateful  and  re- 
bellious against  His  will;  and  He  will 
forgive  us  and  restore  our  peace  and 
jo\'.  When  we  think  of  all  He  has 
done  for  us,  it  is  not  so  hard  to  be 
always  thankful. 

The  attitude  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment Christians  was  characterized  by 
thankfulness  and  rejoicing  in  what- 
ever thev  did.  The  apostles  rejoiced 
that  they  were  "counted  worthy  to 
suffer  shame  for  His  name"  (Acts  5: 
41).  Paul  rejoiced  in  everything  that 
happened  to  him.  Let  us  also  en- 
deavor to  follow  the  will  of  God  in 
this  matter,  and  "in  everything  give 
thanks."  ▼

I  Want  You  To  See"

Twice  now  I  have  had  the  over- 
whelmingly joyous  experience  of  see- 
ing brought  into  this  world  two  pre- 
cious bundles  that  would  bear  my 
name:  my  own  children.  I  have 
fumbled  with  inexpressible  gratitude 
to  thank  my  Lord  for  the  joy  that 
came  from  knowing  a  child  had  been 
bom  that  was  mine— indeed,  on  con- 
signment from  Heaven. 

No  joy  could  possibly  parallel  this, 
except  for  experiences  similar  to  the 
one  that  came  my  way  only  a  short 
time  ago. 

A  young  medical  service  officer 
had  come  to  me  with  this  request: 
"Chaplain,  there's  a  young  man  I 
want  you  to  see."  I  had  gained  this 
Lieutenant's  friendship  over  a  period 
of  time,  and  though  I  saw  little  ap- 
petite for  spiritual  things,  still  I 
thanked  the  Lord  that  he  expressed 
enough  confidence  to  send  one  of  his 
men  in  my  direction.  For  any  chap- 
lain such  requests  come  often.  Stories 
of  almost  hopelessly  complicated 
problems  are  often  related  to  us, 
and  we  grope  for  guidance  to  give  the 
counsel  that  will  begin  the  process  of 
"untangling." 

My  assistant  and  I  climbed  into 
the  open  jeep  given   to  us  for  our 


field  training,  in  which  we  are  pres- 
ently engaged.  We  journeyed  on 
once-dusty  roads— now  slimy  mud  as 
a  result  of  a  heavy  downpour  that 
drenched  not  only  the  roads  but  jeep 
and  occupants  as  well.  I  pondered 
as  we  journeyed  from  our  home  camp- 
site to  a  sister  campsite.  What  would 
it  be  this  time?  Would  I  be  able  to 
help?  Would  this  fellow  be  the  least 
bit  receptive  to  spiritual  counsel? 

We  arrived  and  I  stopped  at  the 
"Aid"  station  to  see  if  I  could  make 
contact  with  the  man.  I  was  told 
that  he  was  waiting  in  the  chapel 
tent.  "We  can't  help  him;  maybe  you 
can,"  commented  his  First  Sergeant. 
"Maybe  I  can't— but  I'll  try,"  I  re- 
plied, thinking,  however,  of  other 
counseling  sessions  that  had  left  me 
shaking    my    head    and    wondering. 

He  twisted  his  cap  in  his  hands  as 
he  haltingly  unfolded  a  story  of 
tragedy,  sorrow,  and  gross  misfortune. 
He  had  married.  Unfaithfulness  and 
a  runaway  wife  had  literally  crushed 
him.  He  had  wandered  for  nearly 
two  years  in  almost  hopeless  despair. 
Now  on  top  of  all  this  there  would 
soon  be  a  child  born  to  him  and  an- 
other young  woman.

We  discussed  the  possibilities  open 
to  him.  Then  I  began,  leaning  heav- 
ily on  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  to  tell  him  of  the  salvation, 
the  love  and  forgiveness  he  could 
know  through  personal  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ.  After  some  further  counsel 
and  quiet  waiting  on  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  do  His  work,  we  quietly 
bowed  our  heads  and  he  crudely,  but 
very  sincerely,  asked  the  Lord  to  for- 
give him— to  take  what  was  left  of 
the  tangled  web  of  his  life. 

Mine  was  the  joy  to  see  a  trem- 
bling soul  take  a  feeble  but  definite 
step  to  clasp  the  hand  of  the  Mas- 
ter. 

"Chaplain,  there's  a  man  I  want 
you  to  see"  had  been  my  invitation  to 
see  a  new  life  born  into  the  family 
of  the  redeemed  .  .  .  and  I  humbly 
praised  the  Lord.  T

The  Time  To  Pray 


By  Dr.  R.  A.  Torrey 


If  we  would  know  the  fullness 
of  blessing  in  the  prayer  life,  it  is 
important  not  only  that  we  pray  in 
the  right  wav  but  also  that  we  prav 
at  the  right  time.  We  note  Christ's 
example. 

"And  in  the  morning,  rising  up 
a  great  while  before  day,  he  went 
out  and  departed  into  a  solitary  place, 
and  there  prayed"  (Mark  1:35). 
Many  of  the  mightiest  men  of  God 
have  followed  the  Lord's  example  in 
this.  In  the  morning  hour  when  the 
mind  is  fresh,  free  from  distraction, 
concentration  is  possible  for  effec- 
tive praying.  Here  we  get  victory  be- 
fore the  hour  of  trial  and  temptation. 

"And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  davs, 
that  he  went  out  into  a  mountain  to 
pray,  and  continued  all  night  in 
prayer  to  God"  (Luke  6:12).  Nights 
of  prayer  to  God  are  followed  bv 
davs  of  power  with  men.  If  we  set 
apart  the  whole  night  for  prayer  there 


will  be  no  hurry;  there  will  be  time 
for  our  hearts  to  become  quiet  before 
God  and  the  mind  to  be  brought 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

Jesus  Christ  prayed  before  all  the 
great  crises  in  His  earthly  life.  He 
praved  before  choosing  the  12  dis- 
ciples, before  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount,  before  starting  out  on  an 
evangelistic  tour,  before  His  anoint- 
ing with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  His 
entrance  upon  His  public  ministry, 
before  announcing  to  the  T\\'elve 
His  approaching  death,  before  the 
great  consummation  of  His  life  at  the 
cross.  He  prepared  for  every  crisis 
by  a  protracted  season  of  prayer. 

He  also  prayed  after  His  great 
achievements  and  im-portant  crises. 
When  He  fed  the  five  thousand  and 
the  multitude  wanted  to  make  Him 
king,  "He  went  up  into  the  moun- 
tain apart  to  pray"  (cp.  Matt.  14:23; 


John  6:15).  So  He  went  from  victory 
to  victory. 

Jesus  Christ  gave  a  special  time  to 
prayer  when  life  was  unusually  busy. 
The  busier  Christ's  life  was,  the 
more  He  prayed.  Sometimes  He  had 
no  time  to  eat  (Mark  3:20),  some- 
times He  had  no  time  for  needed 
rest  and  sleep  (Mark  6:31,  33,  46), 
but  He  always  took  time  to  pray. 

Jesus  Christ  prayed  before  the 
great  temptations  of  His  life.  He 
came  "unto  a  place  called  Gethsem- 
ane,  and  saith  unto  the  disciples. 
Sit  ye  here  while  I  go  and  pray 
yonder"  (Matt.  26:36).  The  calm 
majesty  of  His  bearing  in  meeting  the 
awful  onslaughts  of  Pilate's  judgment 
hall  and  of  Calvary  was  the  outcome 
of  the  victory  of  Gethsemane. 

"Pray  without  ceasing"  (I  Thess. 
5:17).  "Praying  at  all  seasons"  (Eph. 
6:18,  RV).  Our  whole  life  should  be 
a  life  of  prayer.  We  should  walk  so 
habitually  in  His  presence  that  even 
when  we  awaken  in  the  night  it 
would  be  the  most  natural  thing  for 
us  to  speak  to  Him  in  thanksgiving 
or  in  petition.  ▼

Your  Most  Valuable  Possession 


An  ancient  Roman  empress  was 
asked  to  display  her  most  valuable 
jewels.  Without  hesitation  she  called 
a  servant  and  asked  him  to  bring  in 
her  children.  "These,"  she  said 
emphatically,  "are  my  most  valuable 
jewels." 

How  can  a  Christian  mother  help 
her  daughter,  her  most  priceless 
jewel,  to  mature,  grow  and  develop 
into  a  wholesome,  well-adjusted.  God- 
fearing Christian    woman? 

One  way  is  to  gi\'e  serious  and 
prayerful  attention  to  all  phases  of 
the  daughter's  development— includ- 
ing her  education. 

In  my  opinion,  the  best  and  broad- 
est education  a  young  woman  can 
get  is  a  Christian  education.  Not 
only  are  all  academic  areas  studied 
in  a  Christian  college,  but  also  a 
more  indispensible  area  is  added— 
that  of  faith  and  spiritual  values. 

Here  are  some  wa\'S  mothers  can 
help  their  daughters  (and  sons,  too) 
adjust  to  Christian  education  in  a 
Christian  college.  Remember,  the 
mother  cannot  do  the  adjusting;  she 
can  only  ease  the  way  for  her  child. 

Teach  yotir  daughter  to  trust  the 
Lord  for  daily  strength  and  irisdoni. 

The  student  who  has  been  trained 
to  keep  in  daily  contact  with  the 
Lord  God  of  heaven  is  most  fortu- 
nate.    Although    campuses    abound 


with  counselors,  there  will  be  times 
when  your  daughter  will  ha\e  needs 
and  pressures  she  feels  she  can  dis- 
cuss with  no  one.  Has  she  been 
taught,  by  your  word  and  example, 
to  call  upon  the  Lord?  Call  unto 
me,  and  I  will  answer  thee,  and 
shew  thee  great  and  mighty  things, 
which  thou  knowest  not"  (Jer.  33:3). 
This  passage  urges  all  who  call  upon 
the  Lord  in  trouble  to  expect  mar- 
velous results.  What  a  rich  heritage 
for  a  daughter  to  have  had  this  kind 
of  training! 

Teach  your  daughter  to  respect 
autliority. 

On  the  college  campus  there  are 
all  kinds  and  degrees  of  authority  .  .  . 
student  authority,  administrative  au- 
thority, academic  authority  and  oc- 
casional ci\il  authority.  If  your 
daughter  has  been  taught  by  you  to 
respect  those  over  her,  she  will  have 
little  difficulty  in  adjusting.  This 
does  not  mean  that  she  should  be 
opinionless  and  agree  blindly  to 
e\ery  regulation.  But  if  she  has  been 
taught  to  expect  regulations  because 
these  characterize  orderly  living,  she 
uill  be  far  ahead  of  the  girl  who 
spends  her  time  trying  to  flaunt  au- 
thority. Explain  to  your  daughter  that 
if  a  regulation  seems  to  be  unreason- 
able or  unnecessary,  there  is  a  proper 
way  to  investigate  and  evaluate  that 


regulation  and  to  see  about  modify- 
ing or  changing  it. 

Teach  your  daughter  to  get  along 
with  others. 

Many  fine  young  people  have 
trouble  with  peers.  Good  personal- 
social  relations  are  as  important  a 
part  of  college  life  as  are  academics. 
Teach  \'our  daughter  to  respect  the 
rights  of  others  and  to  put  herself 
in  the  "shoes"  of  another.  If  she  does 
this,  her  final  judgments  will  be  fair 
and  just.  Ex-plain  to  her  that  she  will 
learn  much  from  listening  to  and 
evaluating  the  ideas  of  others. 

Teach  your  daughter  to  he  able 
to  take  care  of  herself. 

She  will  need  to  know  how  to  do 
certain  chores  for  herself.  Also,  she 
needs  some  know-how  in  taking  care 
of  her  possessions.  Ask  yourself  the 
following  questions: 

Can  she  wash  and  iron  her  own 
clothes? 

Does  she  know  how  to  take  care 
of  her  nylons  and  synthetics? 

Can  she  clean  a  bathroom? 

Does  she  pick  up  without  being 
told?  ^ 

Does  she  practice  good  grooming 
and  keep  herself  sweet  and  clean? 

Gix'e  your  daughter  some  training 
in  making  her  own  decisions. 

Perhaps  she  always  has  asked  your 
opinion.  Give  her  an  opportunity 
T\o\v  to  be  on  her  own  and  make  a 
few  decisions.  Then  help  her  to 
evaluate  these  decisions  and  see  how 
she  can  improve.  The  three  areas  of 
decision-making  that  usually  con- 
front the  college  freshman  are:  (1) 
dating  (teach  her  to  use  her  head 
as  i\ell  as  her  heart);  (2)  money 
(teach  her  to  budget);  and  (3)  use 
of  time  (teach  her  to  use  time  well- 
to  budget  between  social  life  and 
academics). 

Going  away  to  school  and  livino 
in  a  "group  situation"  is  an  impor- 
tant part  of  your  daughter's  educa- 
tion. It  includes  educating  the  whole 
person.  Parents  can  help  young  peo- 
ple make  a  satisfactory  adjustment  to 
college  life  by  directing  them  to 
remember  daily  their  commitment 
to  the  Lord  and  to  seek  the  Lord's 
direction  in  every  phase  of  colleoe 
life. 

Finally,  the  daughter  whose  moth- 
er prays  for  her  e\ery  da\-  is  a  for- 
tunate vouno  lady.  ▼ 
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Dare 
To  Be 
Different

In  II  Chronicles  20:35-37  we  read 
of  the  destruction  of  the  ships  of 
good  King  Jehoshaphat.  He  lost  his 
ships  because  he  sent  them  to  Tar- 
shish,  not  having  been  careful  in 
his  choice  of  a  business  partner.  He 
had  at  first  refused  Ahaziah  (I 
Kings  22:49)  but  later  gave  in  (prob- 
ablv  after  having  been  called  some- 
thing equivalent  to  "square").  He 
soon  found  that  the  child  of  God  is 
in  grave  danger  when  he  chooses 
the  wrong  companions. 

The  Africans  tell  of  a  certain  kind 
of  bird  that  is  easilv  trapped.  You 
need  only  smear  a  thick  glue  on  a 
branch  where  these  birds  like  to  roost. 
The  first  bird  roosts  on  the  branch, 
fluttering  and  chirping  as  he  tries  to 
get  loose.  His  excitement  attracts 
other  birds,  who  come  to  see  what 
all  the  commotion  is  about.  The  loud 
twittering,  instead  of  being  a  warn- 
ing, has  proven  to  be  an  allurement 
to  death.  Soon  the  whole  branch  is 
full  of  birds,  stuck  fast,  doing  the 
"bird  twist"  to  be  freed. 

Manv  people  are  no  wiser  as  they 
follow  the  crowd,  being  called  into 
trouble  by  others  who  have  already 
been  trapped.  If  you  will  not  follow-, 
thev  call  vou  "vellow,"  or  "chicken." 
These  so-called  friends  are  only 
anxious  to  have  someone  else  share 
in  their  shame  and  guilt. 

Let  us  prav  that  we  Christians 
may  have  the  desire  and  power  to  be 
different.  Remember,  it  takes  more 
courage  to  stand  alone  and  do  right 
than  to  follow  the  crowd  into  trou- 
ble. T

On  Friday, 
August  19,  a  special  fellowship  cof- 
fee hour  and  devotional  period  is 
planned  with  the  ministers.  Plan  now 
to  attend  each  session! 
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Much  propaganda  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  people  of  our  nation 
concerning  the  great  world  prograni 
for  peace  to  be  secured  through  the 
United  Nations.  People  in  general 
swallow  the  propaganda  not  because 
they  really  believe  it,  but  because  they 
see  no  other  source  of  world  peace. 

Having  rejected  the  Biblical  truth 
concerning  the  actual  and  premil- 
lennial  return  of  Christ,  the  Prince 
of  Peace,  the  world  has  no  sure 
foundation  as  a  hope  for  peace.  Lack- 
ing this  foundation  of  the  Rock 
Christ  Jesus,  men  are  content  to 
build  on  the  shifting  sands  of  the 
United  Nations. 

An  F.B.I,  report  to  the  Senate 
Committee  states;  "Attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  incidents 
and  cases  previously  cited  involved 
Soviet  employees  of  the  United  Na- 


tions. They  are  guests  of  the  United 
States  and  are  supposedly  dedicated 
to  the  cause  of  international  peace 
but  they  are,  in  fact,  carefullv  select- 
ed envoys  of  the  international  com- 
munist conspiracy,  trained  in  trick- 
ery and  deceit  and  dedicated  to  the 
concept  of  fully  exploiting  the  free- 
doms of  the  countries  thev  seek  to 
destroy." 

In  spite  of  all  this,  people  in  gen- 
eral still  think  there  is  hope  for  world 
peace  through  the  U.N.  even  though 
largely  controlled  by  the  Soviet 
Union  and  her  sympathizers. 

Even  many  intelligent  Americans 
are  confused  about  the  whole  matter 
of  peace.  Deceived  Christians  often 
think  that  anything  which  talks  about 
"peace"  is  peaceful,  and  deserving  of 
our  support.  This  is  the  reason  so 
manv  churchmen   have  been  drawn 


into  communist-front  organizations. 

Dr.  Stefan  T.  Possony  clarified 
this  subject  of  "peace"  when  he  de- 
clared: "To  Communists,  'peace'  is, 
first,  an  invitation  to  non-Commu- 
nists never  to  resist  Soviet  aggression. 
'Peace'  means,  second,  the  utilization 
of  conflict  methods  short  of  war,  such 
as  propaganda,  political  warfare,  up- 
risings, and  guerilla  fighting,  and 
refers  to  the  nonmilitarv  phase  of 
armed  conflict,  such  as  the  creation  of 
optimum  conditions  within  which 
battle  can  be  risked.  'Peace'  means, 
third,  the  terminal  point  of  Commu- 
nist world  conquest,  and  fourth,  the 
period  after  the  consolidation  of  the 
classless  society." 

The  only  real  insurance  against  the 
trickery  of  modern  false  theories 
about  world  peace  is  to  know  God's 
Word.  God  has  warned  us  so  that 
when  these  things  come  to  pass  we 
may  know  and  understand. 

The  Bible  believer  understands 
that  true  world  peace  will  become 
a  realitv  only  when  Christ  rules  as 
King  of  Kings. 

Isaiah  saw  that  day  and  described 
it  as  a  time  when  the  Messiah  would 
reign  from  Jerusalem.  "Come  ye, 
and  let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of 
the  Lord,  to  the  house  of  the  God  of 
Jacob;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his 
ways,  and  we  will  walk  in  his  paths: 
for  out  of  Zion  shall  go  forth  the  law, 
and  the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jeru- 
salem. And  he  shall  judge  among  the 
nations,  and  shall  rebuke  many  peo- 
ple: and  thev  shall  beat  their  swords 
into  plowshares,  and  their  spears  into 
pruninghooks:  nation  shall  not  lift  up 
sword  against  nation,  neither  shall 
thev  learn  war  anv  more"  (Isa.  2: 
3-4). 

Bible  believers  know  that  prior  to 
Christ's  reign  of  peace  there  will  be 
the  short  reign  of  the  false  messiah, 
the  Antichrist.  He  will  deceive  the 
peoples  of  the  earth  to  think  that  he 
has  all  the  answers  to  the  world's 
needs.  He  will  be  the  Satan-inspired 
world  ruler. 

Before  the  Antichrist  can  reign, 
however,  there  must  be  some  unify- 
ing of  the  nations,  such  as  the  U.N. 
is  now  making  possible.  This  con- 
dition mav  come  through  the  present 
U.N.  or  through  some  other  organi- 
zation vet  to  take  its  place. 

We  \\'ho  believe  God's  Word  will 
put  no  confidence  in  the  U.N.  At 
best  it  represents  man's  efforts,  which 
are  doomed  to  failure.  T

Brethren  Home  Missions  Emphasis 

The  month  of  August  is  the  beginning  of  our  annual 
emphasis  on  the  needs  of  Brethren  Home  Missions  lead- 
ing to  the  offering  goals  of  1966-'67.  This  emphasis  will 
properly  be  slanted  in  the  direction  of  reaching  people 
for  Christ.  This  is  our  basic  business  (Matt.  28:18-20; 
Acts   1:8). 

The  population  of  our  nation  continues  to  soar  at  the 
rate  of  a  birth  every  seven  and  one-half  seconds.  We  have 
now  reached  a  total  population  figure  of  200,000,000. 
Interestingly,  Brethren  Home  Missions  has  had  its  great- 
est growth  in  reaching  young  adults  in  the  large  city  and 
urban  areas.  Five  years  ago  (1960)  there  were  34  mil- 
lion  young  adults.   Today   (1965   reports)   there   are    36

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million.  In  1970  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  42.6 
million  young  adults,  or  an  increase  of  18  per  cent  in 
the  next  five  years.  This  percentage  increase  is  three 
times  that  of  the  previous  five-year  period.  Young  adults 
in  the  years  1965  to  1970  will  account  for  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  total  growth  in  U.S.  population.  These  peo- 
ple, important  in  our  "People  Business,"  wll  be  marry- 
ing, starting  families,  establishing  new  homes,  and  will 
become  our  future  growth  prospects.  We  must  gear  our 
church  building  program  to  meet  this  need. 

Crime  rates  have  always  been  a  barometer  of  the 
spiritual  and  moral  fibre  of  a  nation.  The  present  crime 
wave  is  now  described  as  a  national  crisis.  This  is  the 
wav  law  enforcement  officials  view  the  situation  as  riots 
erupt  in  city  after  city  while  crime  rates  soar.  In  the  last 
five  years  our  nation  has  recorded  an  increase  of  47  per 
cent  in  all  crimes.  Present  indications  forecast  that  1966 
will  reveal  an  increase  over  previous  years.  This  cannot 
be  blamed  on  a  mere  increase  in  population,  as  it  has 
consistently  outstripped  the  population  increase  at  a 
rate  of  five  to  one. 

Law  enforcement  officials  frantically  search  for  the 
"roots"  of  such  lawlessness.  "Public  attitude"  is  blamed 
for  causing  crime  to  get  out  of  hand.  A  spirit  of  lawless- 
ness and  a  contempt  for  law  are  said  to  be  growing 
among  the  American  people.  A  breakdown  in  family  life 
is  cited.  Parents  are  blamed  for  failing  to  discipline  their 
youngsters.  Moral  values  are  deteriorating.  Violence  is 
seen  to  be  gaining  wide  acceptance  as  a  way  for  people 
to  express  frustration  and  resentment.  Respect  for  law 
and  order  is  on  a  marked  decline.  Recent  decisions  in  the 
higher  courts  have  tied  the  hands  of  law  enforcement 
officials  in  getting  convictions  and  punishment  for  crim- 
inals. 

The  Bible  student  can  find  passages  indicating  that 
a  spirit  of  lawlessness  would  characterize  the  age  in  the 
end  time.  The  apostle  Paul  clearly  outlines  the  rebellion 
and  lawlessness  which  will  characterize  the  Antichrist 
and  his  work.  There  is  a  marked  similarity.  We  are  living 
in  days  when  anti-Christian  spirit  reigns. 

These  evident  facts  are  pointed  up  as  major  national 
tragedies,  as  in  the  case  of  the  recent  double  murder 
just  outside  of  Winona  Lake,  the  slaying  of  15  persons 
by  a  university  student  in  Austin,  Texas  or  the  slaughter 
of  the  nurses  in  South  Chicago.  They  yer\'  clearly  point 
up  the  dire  need  of  getting  the  gospel  to  the  lost.  America 
needs  the  gospel.  America  needs  divine  help  to  awaken 
and  see  her  need.  America  needs  more  Christians  in  the 
business  of  reaching  people— for  Christ.  Your  interest, 
your  prayers,  your  cooperation  in  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions will  help  to  meet  this  need.  T 
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The  Business  of  Brethren  Home  Missions

will  be  the  theme  of  our  promotion 
for  these  next  few  months  of  special 
emphasis.  Each  series  of  bulletins 
will  carry  a  message  on  "People  Busi- 
ness" built  upon  the  Scripture  verse, 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ve  that  labour 
and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
you  rest."  Please  do  not  fail  to  ob- 
serve each  one  of  the  five  bulletins 
and  read  the  message  for  you. 

How  did  home-mission  churches 
do  in  the  "People  Business"  for  1965? 
We  are  preparing  a  report  for  the 
annual  board  meeting  of  the  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council.  The 
recorded  souls  saved  totaled  566  for 
the  33  churches  reporting.  In  the 
"People  Business,"  as  in  any  other 
business,  we  could  always  wish  it 
were  better. 

A  New  Group  Report 

What  do  new  groups  seeking  a 
fundamental  fellowship  have  to  say? 
I  recommend  vou  read  "Blessings 
from  Fellowship  in  the  N.F.B.C."  by 
Allen  Herr.  "Since  occupancv  of  our 
new  church  structure  on  February 
13  of  this  year,  26  people  have  been 
baptized.  A  majority  of  our 
Lord's  Day  services  are  closed  with 
a  baptismal  service.  .  .  .  We  believe 
that  when  we  cease  to  win  souls  for 
Christ,  we  forfeit  our  right  to  exist 
as  a  Bible-believing  church."  Those 
are  the  words  from  a  pastor  who  is 
interested  in  "People  Business,"  and 
business  is  good. 

Tfte  Forgotten   Navajo? 

No,  the  Navajo  is  not  forgotten! 
The  100,000-plus  Navajo  Indians 
are  an  important  part  of  the  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  field.  Have  you 
read  "Summertime"  by  Larry  Wed- 
ertz  in  the  recent  issue  of  "The  For- 
gotten Navajo"?  "Forty-three  girls 
began  a  week  of  camp  with  a  day  of 
rain  .  .  .  and  before  the  week  ended 
one  girl  accepted  the  Lord  as  her 
Saviour  and  several  made  decisions 
to  live  for  Christ.  The  largest  boys 
camp  ever  was  conducted  the  last 
week  of  June  with  50  boys  present." 
Four  weeks  of  V.B.S.  will  soon  be 
followed  by  the  Christian  day  school 


for  some  sixty  Navajo  boys  and  girls. 
Services  are  held  every  Sunday  for 
the  Navajos.  All  of  this  is  part  of 
"People  Business." 

New  Bible  Classes 

A  number  of  new  Bible  classes 
and  churches  have  been  started  in 
the  last  year.  Santa  Barbara  and 
Santa  Maria  in  California,  Richmond 
and  Woodbridge  in  Virginia,  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  Lexington  and 
Minerva,  Ohio,  and  Richland,  Wash- 
ington, are  some,  and  more  are  under 
consideration. 

Why  start  all  these  new  ministries? 
There  is  only  one  answer!  We  are 
interested  in  "People  Business,"  carry- 
ing out  the  only  important  reason  for 
the  organization  of  Brethren  Home 
Missions.  We  are  interested  in  help- 
ing new  groups  get  started  that 
these  new  testimonies  might  give 
forth  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  News  Thrust 

Turn  to  "Home  Mission  Field 
Reports"  and  read  excerpts  from  let- 
ters written  to  the  office  of  Brethren 
Home  Missions.  What  is  important 
news  to  us?  That  souls  are  being 
saved  is  the  best  news  we  can  hear 
from  a  Brethren  Home  Missions  pas- 
tor. We  think  it  should  be  of  interest 
to  you.  This  indicates  that  the  home 
missionary  is  in  the  "People  Busi- 
ness," getting  the  job  done.

Interested  in  the  Jew? 

Very  much  so,  for  Jews  are  people 
and  Brethren  Home  Missions  is  in 
the  "People  Business."  Faithful  mis- 
sionaries are  knocking  on  doors  of 
Jewish  people  almost  every  day  in 
the  Fairfax  area  of  Los  Angeles. 
From  "Israel  Calls"  this  month  5'ou 
will  learn  that  not  all  "of  the  clergy" 
are  as  interested  in  "People  Business." 
This  is  not  only  true  of  rabbis,  but 
sad  to  say  of  far  too  many  "of  the 
clergy"  in  Protestant  denominations. 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Bruce  Button  and 
their  daughter  Dianne  have  been 
itinerating  for  several  weeks  among 
Brethren  churches,  telling  you  of 
their  interest  in  the  Jew  with  the 
prayer  that  you  will  become  interest- 
ed in  the  salvation  of  Jewish  people. 
Dare  we   be   uninterested?

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God's  blessing  has  been  upon  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  at  Lancaster, 
Pennsyh'ania,  from  its  inception. 
Rev.  Robert  Markley,  then  pastor  at 
PalmxTa,  Pennsylvania,  and  Rev. 
Alva  Conner,  pastor  at  the  Melrose 
Gardens  Brethren  Church  at  Har- 
risburg,  Pennsylvania,  got  a  small 
group  of  people  together  at  Man- 
heim,  Pennsylvania.  It  was  decided 
that  the  work  should  be  centrally  lo- 
cated in  the  Greater  Lancaster  area. 
Here  the  mother  church  was  to  be 
built  so  that  she  could  branch  out 
into  surrounding  communities.  These 
pastors  continued  to  nurture  the  Bible 
class  until  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  and  the  Northern  At- 
lantic District  Mission  Board  could 
place  a  full-time  man  on  the  field. 

God  never  opens  up  a  new  field 
without  having  the  laborer  to  reap 
the  harvest.  Rev.  William  Tweed- 
dale,  a  Grace  Seminary  graduate  serv- 
ing in  another  denomination,  became 
aware  of  God's  instruction  on  the 
ordinances  of  the  Word  of  God.  He 
paid  a  visit  to  Rev.  Robert  Markley, 
who  in  turn  explained  clearly  what 
The  Brethren  Church  believed.  Rev. 
Tweeddale  v\'as  baptized  by  trine 
immersion  and  became  available  for 
God's  call  to  the  Brethren  ministr)'. 
Here  was  God's  man  for  Lancaster! 

The  work  was  moved  to  the  Lan- 
caster Poultrv  Center,  and  regular 
services  were  begun.  A  radio  ministry 
was  launched;  a  strong  Bible  teach- 
ing and  preaching  program  was  in- 
itiated. An  enthusiastic  group  joined 
in  visitation.  God  had  set  the  stage  in 
Lancaster  County  for  this  evangelis- 
tic ministry,  and  He  would  give  the 
increase! 

The  Lancaster  building  under  con- 
struction by  the  Brethren  Construc- 
tion Crew  had  to  be  interrupted  to 
enlarge  the  building.  It  was  obviouslv 
impossible  to  seat  a  congregation  of 
225  in  a  185-capacity  auditorium. 
The  enlargement  provided  more 
classrooms  and  space  for  250  in  the 
sanctuary. 

Mid-way  in  the  building  program, 
a  group  led  by  the  Sunday-school 
superintendent,  Robert  Rohrer,  start- 
ed a  new  branch  work  at  Manheim,

ten  miles  northwest.  Rev.  Russell 
Weber  became  their  first  pastor.  Now 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  U.  L. 
Gingrich,  they  have  purchased  prop- 
erty, loan  funds  are  pouring  into 
the  B.I.F.  for  financing,  and  build- 
ing plans  are  almost  complete.  The 
construction  crew  is  scheduled  for 
this  new  building  next  year. 

Dedication  Day  at  Lancaster  re- 
vealed that  God's  blessing  was  con- 
tinuing.  The  building  facilities  were 


taxed  to  capacity.  Approximately 
se\'entv  people  with  the  new  Sunday- 
school  superintendent.  Rev.  Robert 
Lapp,  who  was  just  graduating  from 
the  Lancaster  School  of  the  Bible, 
joined  together  and  organized  an- 
other branch  church  at  Elizabeth- 
town,  25  miles  west. 

The  Elizabethtown  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church,  now  pastored  by  Rev. 
Warren  Tamkin,  has  its  property 
and  is  making  a  big  effort  to  com- 
plete its  payments  by  October  1.  The 
construction  crew  is  due  there  Octo- 
ber 1  to  begin  the  first  unit  building. 

Rev.  Robert  Lapp,  who  has  been 
practically  self-supporting,  being  a 
partner  in  the  successful  Plain  and 
Fancy  Farm  (Restaurant),  has  now 
become  the  chairman  of  the  New 
Holland  branch.  Approximately 
eighty  people  out  of  the  Lancaster 
church,  but  living  in  and  near  New 
Holland,  12  to  15  miles  northeast  of 
Lancaster,  have  organized  the  new 
Grace  Brethren  Church.  Rev.  Rich- 
ard McCarthy  has  been  called  as 
pastor.  Services  will  begin  Septem- 
ber 1  in  the  new  fire  hall  auditorium 
at  New  Holland. 

The  Lancaster  Church,  under  the 
aggressive  leadership  of  Rev.  Tweed- 
dale,  continues  to  Prow.  Attendances 
have  gone  over  the  350  mark  in 
worship  on  many  occasions.  Mission- 
ary giving  continues  to  rise.  Strong 
emphasis  is  still  placed  upon  reach- 
ing the  lost  in  Lancaster  through 
visitation.  Excellent  cooperation  be- 
tween the  district  mission  board,  the 
mother  church,  the  branches,  and  the 
Home  Missions  Council  is  testimony 
to  the  unity  produced  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  "Every  church  build  a  branch 
church;  yes,  sir,"  says  Rev.  Tweed- 
dale,  "this  is  God's  program  for  a 
growing  church."— L.E. P.  T

"Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleas- 
ant it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  to- 
gether in  unity!"  (Ps.  133:1).  This 
blessed  verse  of  Scripture  expresses 
so.  well  our  experience  since  our  af- 
filiation with  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches.  Just  a 
little  more  than  a  vear  ago  we  were 
stili  organically  connected  with  a  de- 
nomination that  had  gone  down  the 
broad  wav  of  apostasy.  After  manv 
rebukes  from  the  Lord  concerning 
this  unequal  yoke,  we  were  introduc- 
ed to  Grace  Brethren  in  such  a  way 
that  the  introduction  was  ob\'iouslv 
"of  the  Lord."  Through  a  prisoner 
at  Marion  Correctional  Institution, 
Marion,  Ohio,  I  was  introduced  to 
Brother  Ralph  Wilev,  \yho  arranged 
an  interview  with  Rev.  Lester  Pifer 
and  Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb.  From  there  the 
Lord  led  to  my  election  bv  the  Galion 
church  into  the  ministry  and  sub- 
sequently to  ordination  at  this  past 
district  conference. 

At  present  it  is  mv  jov  and  privi- 
lege to  be  pastor  of  a  group  of  be- 
lievers in  a  new  work  here  at  De- 
fiance. On  June  20,  1965,  they  held 
their  first  meeting,  numbering  about 
seventy  in  attendance.  Without  a 
penny  in  the  treasury,  but  rich  in 
faith  towards  God,  thev  separated 
themselves  from  the  same  modern- 
istic denomination  as  we  had  and  set 
out  to  ser\'e  the  Lord  with  all  their 
heart,  soul,  mind  and  body.  Thev 
took  a  firm  stand  on  the  Bible  as 
the  infallible  Word  of  God.  The 
mountains  that  were  moved  by  God 
through  praver  are  unbelie\'able  to 
many  in  this  community,  but  to 
those  of  us  v\'ho  are  saved  and  know 
the  power  of  Christ  it  was  not  shock- 
ing,   but    extremelv    thrillino. 

All  physical  and  material  needs 
have  been  more  than  adequately  met, 
and  since  occupancy  of  our  new 
church  structure  on  February   13  of 


this  year,  26  people  have  been  bap- 
tized. A  majority  of  our  Lord's  Day 
services  are  closed  with  a  baptismal 
service.  We  accept  this  as  all  being 
of  the  Lord  and  consequently  sub- 
scribe to  Him  all  the  glory  and  the 
honor.  It  is  our  earnest  hope  and 
praver  that  this  church  will  always 
remain  a  soul-winning  station,  for  we 
believe  that  when  we  cease  to  win 
souls  for  Christ,  we  forfeit  our  right 
to  exist  as  a  Bible-believing  church. 

Our  fellowship  with  Grace  Breth- 
ren has  meant  more  to  us  than  we 
could  ever  put  in  words.  The  deep 
spiritual  rapport  at  each  ministerial 
meeting;  the  thoroughness  exercised 
before  a  minister  is  accepted  into 
the  fellowship;  the  frankness  in  pre- 
sentation of  facts,  beliefs,  and  doc- 
trinal standards  to  prospective  con- 
gregations are  equally  impressive.  I 
have  never  seen  a  congregation  rise 
above  the  spiritual  level  of  its  lead- 
ership, and,  by  the  same  rule  of  meas- 
ure, I  believe  no  fellowship  of 
churches  will  rise  above  the  spirit- 
uality of  her  organizational  leader- 
ship.  We  here  at  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  in  Defiance  have  found 
without  exception  the  leadership  of 
the  N.F.B.C.  to  be  at  such  a  spiritual 
level  that  we  have  been  challenged 
to  a  closer  walk  with  the  Lord. 

Without  any  assurance  of  our 
ultimate  affiliation  with  the 
N.F.B.C,  the  Brethren  at  Winona 
Lake  never  failed  once  to  gi\e  us 
help  as  we  asked  for  it.  Llnselfishly 
they  gave  of  themselves  for  the  spirit- 
ual strengthening  of  those  in  De- 
fiance  they  believed  to  be  their  broth- 
ers and  sisters  in  the  Lord.  To  us  here 
at  Defiance  it  is  a  new  experience 
and  a  spiritual  blessing  to  be  able, 
without  conflict  of  conscience  or 
spirit,  to  promote  the  mission  pro- 
grams, the  college,  the  seminary,  and 
every  related  arm  of  outreach  without

the  awful  thought  that  we  may  be 
contributing  to  the  building  of  "Baby- 
Ion."

CLERGY" 


Door-to-door  calling  carries  with 
it  a  mystery.  You  never  know  just 
what  is  behind  the  door  on  which 
you  are  knocking.  There  was  a  mezu- 
zah  affixed  to  this  doorpost,  so  I 
was  certain  it  would  be  Jewish.  How- 
ever, I  have  been  fooled  a  few  times; 
Gentiles,  not  knowing  what  it  was, 
have  not  removed  the  mezuzah  upon 
movins  in. 

A  young  man  answered  my  knock. 
I  offered  him  a  copy  of  the  "Media- 
tor," explaining  what  it  was  and  also 
informing  him  that  I  believed  that 
Jesus  is  Messiah.  He  was  interested 
in  anything  along  this  line  since  he 
was  of  the  clergy!  At  my  inquiry  as 
to  what  he  meant,  he  said  he  was  a 
rabbinical  student.  I  was  invited  in 
for  a  discussion. 

The  first  subject  that  he  brought 
up  was  the  deity  of  Christ.  This,  of 
course,  he  did  not  believe.  To  him 
Jesus  was  a  good  man  and  Paul  in 
particular  was  responsible  for  propa- 
gating the  teaching  of  His  deitv.  I 
reminded  him  that  in  the  Gospels 
Christ  himself  claimed  equality  with 
God,  and  referred  him  to  John  8:45- 
59.  I  also  pointed  out  that  the  ac- 
cusation against  Jesus  was  blasphemy, 
a  man  claiming  to  be  God.  If  their 
accusation  were  true,  then  He  should 
have  been  put  to  death  according  to 
Old  Testament  teaching  (Lev.  24: 
16).  Also,  I  told  him  that  Jesus  was 
either  who  He  claimed  to  be  or  He 
was  deceived  or  a  deceiver.  To  this 
he  would  not  acquiesce. 

In  our  discussion  I  learned  that  he 
was  of  the  Reformed  Judaism  per- 
suasion and,  therefore,  did  not  take 
the  Bible  literally.  Each  individual, 
he  thought,  should  interpret  the 
Bible,  which  is  not  the  Word  of  God, 


for  himself.  Inspiration  of  the  Bible 
is  the  same  as  the  inspiration  a  poet 
or  writer  may  have.  How  the  in- 
dividual feels  is  to  be  the  criterion 
for  belief. 

Feelings  vary,  I  pointed  out  to 
him.  Who  has  the  authority  to  de- 
cide which  parts  of  Scripture  to  ac- 
cept? People's  ideas  about  God  and 
their  relationship  vary,  even  to  the 
point  of  being  diametrically  op- 
posed. I  gave  examples  of  the  beliefs 
and  practices  of  the  people  of  India 
contrasted  with  those  of  the  average 
American,  who  feels  that  if  he  is  a 
"good"  fellow  and  pays  his  debts  he 
is  acceptable  to  God. 

To  justify  his  position,  he  pointed 
to  the  Hassidim,  a  strict  orthodox 
Jewish  sect  which  originated  in  Cen- 
tral Europe.  They  had  little  oppor- 
tunity for  education  even  in  the  Old 
Testament  Scriptures,  and  so  feel- 
ings were  made  the  heart  of  their  be- 
lief. They  held  that  one  does  not 
have  to  be  a  scholar  to  be  pious. 

Then  he  told  me  a  story  to  explain 
what  he  meant.  A  pious  Hassid  sage, 
a  scholar  as  well  as  a  leader,  had  a 
dream  in  which  he  was  shown  that, 
though  he  was  pious,  there  was  one 
more  pious  than  he.  He  wanted  to 
meet  this  person.  Therefore,  taking 
a  ride  in  his  horse  and  carriage,  he 
gave  the  horse  its  head  and  it  brought 
him  to  a  cottage  in  the  forest.  Here 
he  found  a  man  whom  he  knew  to 
be  the  pious  one.  This  man  was  un- 
learned. He  had  only  been  taught 
the  aleph,  heth  (Hebrew  alphabet). 
One  day  this  poor  man  was  greatly 
desirous  of  praising  God  but  not 
knowing  what  to  do  and  being  un- 
learned,  he  had  just   repeated   over 


and  over  again  the  one  thing  he  knew 
—the  alphabet. 

I  agreed  that  one  does  not  need 
to  be  a  scholar  to  be  pious  and  that 
feelings  do  have  a  place  in  religion 
and  worship.  God,  however,  has 
given  a  revelation,  through  the  Jew- 
ish people,  that  all  men  may  know 
how  to  worship  Him.  It  is  essential 
that  we  know  God's  way.  I  quoted 
Isaiah  55:8  and  Proverbs  14:12. 

The  "God  is  dead"  movement 
was  discussed.  I  was  glad  to  learn 
that  he  did  not  go  along  with  that 
philosophy.  However,  though  he  be- 
lieved in  the  existence  of  God,  he 
did  not  want  to  go  into  this  or  the 
subject  of  eternity  very  deeply. 

We  did  not  agree  on  a  number  of 
other  subjects  discussed.  Prophecy 
relative  to  Israel  in  their  land  and 
a  personal  Messiah  was  foreign  to 
his  beliefs.  He  did  permit  me  to  re- 
fer him  to  Zechariah  12  and  Isaiah 
2  and  9,  which  speak  of  the  Messiah 
and  His  coming  to  bring  peace  to  the 
world. 

Sacrifice,  according  to  him,  came 
into  Judaism  through  its  association 
with  paganism,  especially  that  of  the 
Egyptians.  Knowing  that  as  a  Re- 
formed Jew  he  would  not  take  it 
literally,  still  I  reminded  him  of  the 
account  of  Adam  and  Eve  and  God's 
provision  of  a  covering  for  them  after 
their  sin  of  disobedience.  The  first 
sacrifice!  This  truth  was  brought 
down  to  the  suffering  Messiah  of 
Isaiah  53  and  its  fulfillment  in  Christ. 

His  reaction  was  to  try  to  discredit 
the  Word  by  saying  there  were  dis- 
crepancies. I  asked  to  be  shown.  First 
he  mentioned  that  there  were  varied 
accounts  of  the  Flood,  but  he  was 
not  able  to  find  them.  (Of  course 
not;  they  don't  exist.)  Then  he  said 
there  was  a  discrepancy  in  the  choos- 
ing of  Saul  to  be  king,  referring  to 
his  anointing  by  Samuel  (I  Sam.  9: 
25—10:1)  and  his  being  chosen  before 
the  people  (10:17-25).  This  was  no 
discrepancy!  As  we  were  reading 
these  passages,  a  friend  came  and 
our  discussion  was  over. 

Was  anything  accomplished  with 
this  one  "of  the  clergy"?  My  stand 
is  on  God's  promise  in  Isaiah  55:11 
regarding  His  Word:  "It  shall  not  re- 
turn unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  ac- 
complish that  which  I  please,  and  it 
shall  prosper  in  the  thing  whereto  I 
sent  it."  ▼

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THE  GATES 
OF  HELL 
Shall  Not 

Prevail! 


"Thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my 
church;  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it' 
(Matt.  16:18).  This  initial  statement  of  Jesus  ahout  the 
church  is  one  of  die  most  meaningful  and  dramatic  decla- 
rations of  the  Bible. 

Not  all  agree  on  all  the  meaning,  but  certain  essentials 
are  plain.  Jesus  Christ,  himself,  is  the  Builder  of  the 
church.  He  purchased  her  with  His  own  blood.  He  gave 
her  the  apostles  and  prophets,  who  nurtured  her  and  guided 
her  first  steps.  He  and  the  Father  sent  the  Spirit  to  be  her 
comforter  and  guide.  Most  significantly  for  the  present 
topic,  the  powers  of  evil  shall  not  overwhelm  or  destrov 
Christ's  church.  She  is  here  to  stay  till  God  translates  her. 

The  Man  who  spoke  these  words  and  the  man  who  wTOte 
them  must  have  had  a  high  sense  of  dramatic  art.  Look  at 
the  build-up.  Jesus  leaves  Jewish  territory  for  the  Greek- 
Roman  city  of  Caesarea  Philippi  on  the  slopes  of  snowy 
Mount  Hermon  to  the  north  of  the  lake  of  Galilee.  There, 
finding  more  safety  and  repose  among  Gentiles  than  among 
His  own  people  and  things,  Jesus  asks  His  little  band,  "Who 
do  men  say  that  I  the  Son  of  man  am?"  John  the  Baptist? 
No.  Elijah  or  Jeremiah  redivivus?  No.  "Thou  art  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  living  God,"  says  Peter,  and  goes  down  in 
history  forever  as  the  formulator  of  the  "Great  Confession.' 
Then  follows  Jesus'  declaration  about  the  church. 

Now,  church  people  have  always  liked  to  quote  these 
words  about  the  church  in  Christ  triumphant.  In  times  of 
persecution— "The  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail";  in  times  of 
moral  defeat  or  spiritual  stagnation— "The  gates  of  hell  shall 
not  prevail."  We  find  it  easv  and  comforting  in  our  own 
special  personal  times  of  suffering  "for  the  Word  of  God 
and  the  testimonv  of  Jesus"  to  applv  these  words  about 
the  church  triumphant.  And  we  sing,  '  'Mid  toil  and  tribula- 
tion and  tumult  of  her  war.  She  waits  the  consummation 
of  life  forevermore,  'Till  with  the  vision  glorious  her  long- 
ing eves  are  blest,  And  the  great  church  victorious  shall  be 
the  church  at  rest." 

The  Death  of  Churches  1 

But  we  must  pause  here  to  obser\'e  there  are  two  kinds 
of  churches  in  the  New  Testament.  Jesus  was  referring, 
of  course,  to  the  universal  church,  His  bodv,  purchased  with 
His  own  blood,  numbering  not  one  hvpocrite  or  unbeliever 
in  her  fold— "the  general  assemblv  and  church  of  the  first- 
born, which  are  written  in  heaven"  (Heb.  12:23).  Against 
this  church  the  devil  will  not  in  the  slightest  prevail! 

There  is  also  the  local  church.  Of  this  church  or  assemblv 
there  came  to  be  thousands  of  examples.  Each  believer  is 
(or  should  be)  associated  with  one  of  these  churches  some- 
where. Against  these  churches  the  gates  of  hell  do  some- 
times prevail.  Thev  simplv  die  and  disappear.  Or  while  thev 
keep  up  appearances  (Kev.  1:20;  cp.  2:5)  of  life,  the  Lord 
simplv  removes  "the  candlestick"  or  His  presence.  "Having 
a  form  of  godliness"  thev  "deny  the  power  thereof." 

Earlv  in  October,  1962,  I.  sjjent  some  davs  in  an  Arab 
village  of  central  Palestine,  not  more  than  three  miles  from 
the  border  of  Israel.  This  place,  called  Aboud,  is  a  mixed 
Muslim  and  Christian  village  of  se\'eral  hundred  souls. 
There  are  no  electric  lights  and  no  radios  in  the  place  and 
no  automobiles  or  plumbing.  The  wreckage  of  three  thou- 
sand vears  (at  least)  of  historv  lies  beneath  vour  feet  as  you 
walk  past  decrepit  stone  buildings  on  its  uneven  and  crook- 
ed streets.  At  one  end  of  the  town  the  muezzin  calls  the 
hours  of  Muslim  praver  from  his  minaret.  At  the  other  a 
church  bell  rings,  gathering  a  few  faithful  to  prav  in  a 
tattered  old  Greek  Orthodox  church  with  their  ragged 
priest  on  Sunda\'.  There  is  also  a  new  Latin  (Roman  Cath- 
olic)  school   in   another  part  of  town.   A  93-vear-old  man^j 
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amed  Ibrahim  showed  me  the  sites  and  sights:  a  Byzantine 
iscription,  now  part  of  a  door  Hntel;  the  tunnel  openmg 
3  three  stories  oF  ancient  civihzation,  thirty  or  forty  feet 
nderground,  and  many  other  interesting  things. 

But  what  impressed  me  most  were  the  ruins  of  seven 
hurch  buildings,  some  of  them  over  thirteen  hundred 
■ears  out-of-use!  All  of  them  in  ruins  for  centuries-some 
isible  today  only  as  foundation  remains!  From  the  fourth 

0  the  seventh  centuries  all  of  Palestine  and  Syria  was 
'lorious  in  its  outward  dedication  to  the  Christian  religion, 
['here  were  hundreds  of  church  spires  to  be  seen,  and  the 
holy  places"  of  Nazareth,  Bethlehem  and  Jerusalem  were 
hronged  with  worshipers.  Then  about  A.D.  615  came 
;::hosroes  and  his  invading  Zoroastrian  Persians.  Authorities 
av  every  church  building  in  the  country  save  Bethlehem's 
Ilhurch  of  the  Nativity  was  wrecked.  The  emperor  from 
}yzantium  quicklv  came  with  armies  and  sent  the  Persians 
jacking  for  home.  Some  of  the  churches,  including  Aboud's, 
vere  rebuilt,  especially  a  magnificent  new  Church  of  the 
■iolv  Sepulchre.  Sadly,  scarcely  half  a  century  later  Mo- 
lammed's  rampaging '  Arabs  crying,  "There  is  one  God, 
yiah,  and  Mohammed  is  his  prophet,"  came  and  destroyed 
nany  of  the  church  buildings  once  again.  The  people  had  no 
piritual  resources  to  resist  this  new  prophet,  even  though 
Jhristianity  and  Judaism  were  tolerated  bv  Islam.  Within 

1  few  decades  the  crescent  completely  overwhelmed  the 
:ross.  The  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  became,  and  remains 
:oday,  a  minority  island  cult  in  a  sea  of  Mohammedanism, 
jarelv  existing,  except  for  recent  Christian  missions,  in 
:he  land  of  the  Saviour's  birth,  not  because  Christianity  was 
jnlawful   but   because   it   was   unprofitable,   temporally! 

Aboud's  seven  ruined  church  buildings  teach  us  that  "the 
gates  of  hell"  can  and  do  prevail  over  local  churches.  The 
churches  of  Sweden  and  Denmark  ha\'e  yielded  to  the  gates 
j{  formalism  and  unbelief,  of  Nor\yay  to  the  gates  of  dis- 
Drder  in  the  40's,  of  Germany  to  the  gates  of  higher  criticism, 
Df  England  to  the  gates  of  worldliness  and  sin.  Read  Robert 
Evan's  book,  Let  Europe  Hear.  Thousands  of  congregations 
in  our  land  have  lost  the  candlestick  of  God's  presence.  I 
read  not  long  ago  that  the  average  existence  of  an  American 
congregation  on  a  given  location  is  only  seventy  years. 

Reasons 

Comes  the  question,  why? 

The  answer  is  sirnple.  A  congregation  of  Christians  will 
remain  a  church  of  Christ  as  long  as  the  church  remains  a 
church. 

Now  the  church  local  has  some  recognizable  attributes 
and  properties.  As  long  as  it  retains  them  it  is  a  healthy 
church.  When  some  are  weak,  perverted,  or  missing,  it  is  a 
sick  church.  When  enough  are  so,  it  is  a  dead  church.  A 
dead  church  is  no  church  at  all.  By  that  time  the  house  of 
God  will  have  become  a  den  of  thieves  with  the  judgment  of 
God  resting  on  it. 

These  characteristics  are  not  formally  listed  in  the  Bible; 
they  are  demonstrated.  Here,  as  frequently  in  other  areas, 
theology  is  formed  by  extrapolation  of  general  truths  from 
history. 

For  a  brief  period  the  church  universal  and  local  were  ap- 
proximately one,  all  in  one  place,  Jerusalem.  The  time  was 
after  that  first  Pentecost. 

Let  us  open  the  door  of  review  once  more  upon  those 
last  seven  verses  of  the  second  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Acts. 
They  show  us  the  first,  pure,  exemplar\'  church  and  demon- 
strate for  us  a  true  image  of  a  vital  local  church  (see  Acts 
2:4147). 


Spiritual  Life 

The  first  and  comprehensive  mark  of  the  local  church,  a 
mark  that  includes  all  the  others,  is  vitality:  that  is,  spiritual 
life.  I  refer  to  verse  41:  "Then  they  that  gladly  received  his 
word  were  baptized:  and  the  same  da)'  there  were  added  unto 
them  about  three  thousand  souls." 

A  miracle  of  churchmanship  took  place  in  Jerusalem.  It 
was  not  the  fact  that  three  thousand  souls  were  saved  that 
was  so  astounding,  remarkable  as  that  is.  Rather,  it  was  that 
a  small  church  assembly  of  120  adult  souls  (cp.  1:15)  was 
able  to  absorb  three  thousand  Jews  and  remain  a  Christian 
church.  It  was  a  2,500-per-cent  increase.  These  120  were 
not  socially  and  spiritually  accommodated  to  the  three  thou- 
sand, but  the  reverse.  This  was  no  organizational  accom- 
plishment. Rather,  a  li\ing,  vital  organism  absorbed  a  bulk 
of  25  times  its  size.  We  hear  of  problems  later,  but  the 
church  of  the  apostles  was  equal  to  the  task.  The  120  were 
a  microcosm  of  what  the  three  thousand  were  to  become. 
The  120  imparted  their  ideas,  customs,  institutions,  habits, 
ideals,  and  activities  to  the  three  thousand. 

There  are  churches  that  cannot  absorb  one  neighboring 
family  of  sincere  Christians  and  quickly  make  them  feel  at 
home.  Yet  love  crossed  all  national  lines  here.  "Parthians, 
and  Medes,  and  Elamites,  and  the  dwellers  in  Mesopotamia, 
and  in  Judaea,  and  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus,  and  Asia,  Phry- 
gia,  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the  parts  of  Libya 
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about  Gyrene,  and  strangers  of  Rome,  Jews  and  proselytes, 
Cretes  and  Arabians"-these  of  diverse  languages  and  cus- 
toms were  welded  into  a  loving,  living,  preaching,  praying 
force  that  overcame.  The  gates  of  hell  did  not  prevail,  but 
the  gates  of  heaven  did.  ,    t    j-      •      u- 

Bishop  Newbigin  of  the  church  of  South  India,  m  his 
book  The  Household  of  Faith,  has  described  modern  urban 
society  as  the  sand  of  the  seashore,  cast  up  and  threshed 
about  bv  a  wave  of  the  ocean,  falling  down  to  rest  a  moment 
onlv  to  be  lifted  by  the  next  wave  or  the  next  full  tide  to  be 
threshed  some  more.  Men  leave  the  country  m  droves  for 
the  city  to  join  the  restless  'lonely  crowd."  They  move 
from  job  to  job,  from  town  to  town,  with  the  result  that 
"there  is  no  business  like  the  moving  business."  Chnstian 
people,  to  say  nothing  of  unbelievers,  caught  up  in  this 
tide,  are  frequendy  bewildered  and  unhappy. 

Let  me  cite  a  painful  example. 

Thirteen  years  ago  I  left  my  family  in  Indiana  and 
came  to  seminary  in  Chicago  to  teach,  hoping  soon  to  find 
a  house  for  our  brood.  I  was  lonely  away  from  mv  wife  and 
little  ones.  When  I  called  mv  wife  on  the  telephone  she 
would  usually  cry.  Came  Wednesday  nisht;  as  was  my 
custom,  I  sought  out  a  praver  meetinp  and  found  one  m  a 
nearby  church.  Expectantly,  I  came  a  bit  early  before  more 
than  two  or  three  had  arrived  and  sat  down  a  few  rows  of 
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seats  from  the  rear.  The  people  came  into  the  room 
through  a  door  I  had  not  known  about.  Some  olanced  cur- 
iously, perhaps  e\en  suspiciously,  at  the  stranger,  but  none 
spoke.  The  pastor  entered  through  still  another  door 
near  the  pulpit,  led  the  service,  and  conducted  a  fair 
Bible  exposition.  He  glanced  at  me  once,  but  returned 
by  the  door  whence  he  had  come  without  speaking  to  me. 
I  loitered  a  bit  near  my  seat  and  after  a  few  minutes 
returned  to  my  room  at  the  seminary  dormitor\'  as  lonely 
as  I  had  come.  No  one  had  even  spoken  to  me.  The  gates 
of  hell  were  beginning  to  prevail  over  that  church.  It  was 
already  in  deep  trouble. 

The  life  functions  of  a  vital  church  appear  in  the 
verses  to  follow.  Four  of  them  are  in  verse  42.  Let  us 
read  it  as  the  Greek  text  indicates  and  as  the  best  com- 
mentaries, almost  with  one  consent,  suggest:  "And  thev 
continued  stedfastlv  in  the  apostles'  doctrine,  and  in  the 
fellowship,  and  in  the  breaking  of  the  bread,  and  in  the 
prayers."  "The\'  continued  stedfastlv"  is  in  a  construction 
indicating  that  all  that  follows  in  the  verse  is  a  list  of 
functions  to  which  they  gave  constant  attention.  They 
are  not  incidentals  but  the  main  thrust.  This  was  the 
church's  program,  if  we  may  use  that  really  bad  word. 

Apostles'  Doctrine 

In  the  first  place,  they  continued  in,  or  gave  constant 
attention  to,  the  apostles'  doctrine.  The  language  is  tech- 
nical, exact,  and  plain.  The  word  for  doctrine  is  not 
the  word  for  the  gospel  or  evangel  that  is  preached  to  the 
unsaved  to  bring  them  to  Christ.  It  is  not  kerygma,  but 
didache,  teaching  or  doctrine— the  whole  counsel  of  God 
for  those  on  the  way  to  Christian  maturity.  Modern 
Christians  are  said  to  desire  and  need  a  contemporary 
message  that  makes  Christianit\'  rele\'ant.  The  Bible  savs 
thev  need  doctrine  so  thev  will  know  what  Christianity 
is!  Martin  Luther  made  Christianit\'  rele^'ant  bv  preach- 
ing doctrine.  Dr.  Luther  emerged  from  his  cell  with  a 
true  discovery— that  justification  is  not  the  same  as 
sanctification.  The  former  is  complete  upon  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Christian  life.  It  need  not  await  the  end,  as 
does  entire  sanctification.  He  labored  the  point  in  print 
and  pulpit.  The  result  was  a  fresh  breath  from  heaven 
kno\\n  toda\'  as  the  Reformation. 

Understood  in  this  its  proper  sense,  doctrinal  instruc- 
tion ob^■iouslv  must  have  a  place  (first  place,  in  fact)  in 
the  church's  weekly  schedule. 

Fellowship 

Next  is  "the  fellowship."  The  Greek  is  plain  here:  not 
apostles'  fellowship  or  ordinary  sociability  around  a  coffee 
cup,  but  koinonia.  It  is  a  word  which  involves  mutuality, 
commonality,  participation  on  the  vital  level  of  inner 
being.  Aside  from  the  indwelling  presence  of  Christ  him- 
self, indeed  even  as  an  aspect  of  it,  this  mutuality  was 
the  most  precious  thing  in  the  life  of  these  people.  Just 
as  Jesus  said  it  would,  faith  in  Him  separated  these  con- 
verts from  Judaism  from  their  families.  Shortl\-  it  would 
separate  the  belie\'in2  daughter  from  her  pagan  mother, 
the  belie\ing  husband  from  his  pagan  wife,  and  a  "man's 
foes"  would  become  "they  of  his  own  household."  The 
sword  which  Jesus  promised  came. 

But  every  Christian  had  a  ne\A'  family,  so  that  he 
could  say  with  Jesus,  "Who  is  my  mother,  or  mv  breth- 
ren? .  .  .  Whosoe\'er  shall  do  the  will  of  God,  the  same  is 
mv  brother,  and  mv  sister,  and  mother"  (Mark  3:33,  3S"1. 
Our  churches  must  be  societies  wherein  those  in  trouble 
will  feel  at  home.  As  long  as  thev  are  without  the  tension 


of  stress  and  pain,  our  churches  are  un-Christlike,  for 
he  was  "a  man  of  sorrows  and  acquainted  with  grief." 

The  fellowship  of  the  church  needs  no  coffee  or  any 
other  physical  element  or  facility  for  its  production.  Do 
"honeymooners"  need  coffee  or  special  rooms  and  equip- 
ment for  meaningful  mutuality  of  affection?  Neither  will 
the  church  that  has  true  koinonia.  The  basic  need  of  to- 
day is  for  more  love  one  for  another  and  for  the  world 
Jesus  died  to  save,  not  more  social  rooms  and  gvmnasiums 
—useful  as  they  may  be. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  this  koinonia,  or  loving 
fellowship,  had  an  immediate  practical  outlet  in  the  apos- 
tolic community,  for  "all  that  believed  were  together, 
and  had  all  things  common;  and  sold  their  possessions 
and  goods,  and  parted  them  to  all  men,  as  even,'  man 
had  need"  (Acts  2:44-45).  This  is  the  Christian  formula 
for  a  "Great  Society"  even  among  poor  people! 

The  Lord's  Supper 

The  third  aspect  of  the  local  church's  vital  activity  is 
"the  breaking  of  the  bread,"  that  is,  the  observance  of 
the  Lord's  Supper.  The  reference  is  not  to  ordinary 
breaking  of  bread;  that  comes  in  verse  46.  The  Lord's 
Supper  is  mentioned  here  because  this  weekh'  obser\'ance 
was  the  heart  of  the  church's  worship.  It  was  the  recur- 
ring solemnity.  No  matter  that  in  certain  quarters  it  soon 
was  corrupted  from  a  memorial  rite  to  a  sacrificial  offer- 
ing with  meaning  dangerous  to  Biblical  Christianity-- 
it  was  and  remains  the  central  instrument  of  collective 
worship. 

But  worship,  being  basically  a  thing  of  the  heart  per- 
formed "in  spirit  and  in  truth"  rather  than  in  form,  is 
quite  as  central  in  other  parts  of  the  public  meetings  of 
the  church.  The  sermon,  the  reading  of  the  Scripture, 
singing,  and  praxer  should  be  vehicles  of  worship. 

Prayer 

The  fourth  clement  in  the  vital  processes  of  the  organ- 
ism known  as  church  is  praver.  This  is  not  to  be  dis- 
tinguished too  sharply  from  worship.  But  it  is  named 
here  whh  special  emphasis,  "and  in  the  pravers"— that  is, 
in  the  church's  pravers.  The  early  Christians  save 
constant  attention    to  this. 

Christian  Testimony 

Lasdy,  this  vital  thing  we  call  the  local  church  will 
constantly  exercise  itself  in  Christian  testimony.  The 
close  of  our  passage  lets  us  see  the  Jerusalem  congrega- 
tion thus  engaged,  and  later  passages  spell  it  out. 

The  church  against  which  "the  gates  of  hell  cannot 
prexail"  is  the  holy  universal  church,  the  total  number 
of  God's  elect  of  this  age.  some  in  heaven,  some  on  earth. 
The  gates  of  hell  may  prevail  over  local  churches  and 
somehow,  sometime,  usually  do,  as  history  sadly  demon- 
strates. If,  however,  a  local  church  remains  a  church,  that 
church  will  prevail.  Such  a  church  will  be  a  vital  thing 
absorbing  new  persons  into  the  body  naturally  and  with- 
out pain,  the  existing  body  furnishing  the  inherent  pat- 
tern for  the  growth  to  come.  The  vital  processes  in 
which  the  growth  consists  and  exists  will  operate  con- 
stantly, not  sporadicalh-.  There  will  be  five  of  them: 
(1)  proclamation  of  apostolic  doctrine,  (2)  the  niutual- 
it\-  of  life  among  the  members,  koinonia,  "the  fellowship," 
(3)  worship  of  God,  especially  at  the  Lord's  table.  (4) 
united  pra\er  leading  to  private  prayer  at  home,  and. 
finally,  (5)  praiseful  testimony  to  the  saving  power  of 
Jesus'  name  both  in  public  and  in  priwite.  ▼

PRAY  for  Evangelist  Scott  Weaver 
and  his  wife  as  they  lead  evangelistic 
meetings  in  Africa  this  fall. 

PRAY  for  the  director.  Bill  Smith, 
as  he  leads  the  work  of  the  Board  of 
Evangelism. 

GRACE  SEMINARY,  COLLEGE 

PRAY  that  all  the  new  students 
may  quickly  become  adjusted  to 
campus  life. 

PRAY  that  the  college  and  semi- 
nary retreats  (September  21  and  28, 
respectively)  v^'ill  prove  to  be  a  great 
blessing  to  both  students  and  faculty.

Within  recent  years,  and  more 
especially  within  recent  months,  there 
has  appeared  within  the  boundaries 
of  our  beloved  country  an  open  dis- 
respect and  repudiation  of  constituted 
authority.  Shameful  public  exhibi- 
tionism has  been  staged  to  display 
opposition  to  the  conduct  of  the  war 
in  Viet  Nam.  In  addition  to  mass 
demonstrations  on  college  campuses 
and  in  public  places,  professors  and 
students  have  displayed  open  con- 
tempt for  government  officials  who 
have  been  delivering  major  addresses 
to  public  gatherings. 

These  unseemly  demonstrations 
grow  out  of  the  conviction  that  dis- 
agreement justifies  open  repudiation 
and  contempt.  But  on  the  purely 
human  level,  this  is  not  true.  Gov- 
ernment officials  represent  a  proper- 
ly constituted  level  of  authority.  It 
must  be  presumed  that  these  men  are 
doing  their  best  to  discharge  the  re- 
sponsibilities the  citizens  of  the  na- 
tion have  laid  upon  them.  It  is  there- 
fore right  and  proper  that  the  citizens 
should  lend  every  aid  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  these  purposes,  and 
neither  by  attitude  or  demeanor  do 
anything  to  hinder.  It  is  altogether 
possible  that  the  citizen  does  not 
possess  the  information  necessary  to 
evaluate  the  Tightness  or  the  wrong- 
ness  of  governmental  direction. 

One  grave  outgrowth  of  the  pres- 
ent demonstrations  is  the  undermin- 
ing of  confidence  and  respect  for  gov- 
ernment. This  must  inevitably  move 
in  the  direction  of  lawlessness  and 
anarchy.  Perhaps  that  in  part  ex- 
plains the  tidal  wave  of  lawlessness, 
riots,  and  insubordination  that  is 
sweeping  across  our  land.  Any  in- 
terpretation of  liberty  that  refuses  to 
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recognize  restraint  in  the  interests 
of  others  and  the  general  welfare  of 
the  nation  is  not  liberty  but  license. 

No  matter  what  the  course  of  the 
world,  the  Christian  cannot  join  in 
this  pattern  of  response.  At  a  time 
when  a  monster  of  iniquity  was  rul- 
ing in  Rome,  Nero  Caesar,  the  apos- 
tle Paul  wrote:  "Let  every  soul  be 
subject  unto  the  higher  powers.  For 
there  is  no  power  but  of  God:  the 
powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  God" 
(Rom.  13:1).  This  is  a  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  God  is  sovereign,  and 
therefore  works  all  things  after  the 
counsel  of  His  own  will  (Eph.  1:11). 
To  resist  human  authorities  is  thus 
to  resist  God  (Rom.  13:2).  The  pur- 
pose of  these  authorities  is  to  promote 
good  and  prevent  evil  (Rom.  13:3- 
4).  The  conscience  of  the  believer 
should  tell  him  that  subjection  and 
respect  are  proper  (Rom.  13:5).  He  is 
paving  taxes  in  order  to  enable  the 
public  authority  to  accomplish  this 
task  (Rom.  13:6).  In  line  with  that 
he  ought  to  render  to  all  their  dues: 
respect  to  whom  respect  is  due,  and 
honor  to  whom  honor  is  due  (Rom. 
13:7). 

The  believer  is  not  only  exhorted 
to  recognize  the  purpose  of  God  in 
establishing  human  government,  and 
the  purpose  of  men  in  organizing 
human  sovernment,  but  he  is  also  ex- 
horted  to  pray  "for  kings,  and  for  all 
that  are  in  authority;  that  we  may 
lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all 
godliness  and  honesty"  (I  Tim.  2:2). 
In  the  midst  of  lawlessness,  anarchy, 
and  confusion  that  gospel  cannot 
prosper.  And  it  is  God's  purpose,  and 
it  should  be  the  purpose  of  every 
Christian  to  join  Him  in  this,  to  pro- 
mote the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God 
among  the  sons  of  men  (I  Tim.  2: 
3-6). 


Yea,  and  Beyond  Their  Power 

The  grace  of  giving  among  the 
saints  and  for  the  work  of  the  Lord 
is  as  old  as  the  Christian  church.  In 
chapters  8  and  9  of  II  Corinthians 
the  most  touching  passage  on  this 
point  in  the  entire  Bible  is  recorded. 
It  reaches  the  very  heart  of  the  mat- 
ter when  it  points  to  that  giving  of 
God  in  the  person  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Though  He  was  rich,  vet  for 
our  sakes  He  became  poor  that  we 
through  His  poverty  might  be  rich 
(11  Cor.  8:9).  This  makes  Him  the 
unspeakable  gift  (II  Cor.  9:15).  Many 
of  these  early  Christians  caught  the 
significance  of  this  event,  and  thev 
went  bevond  their  power  in  giving 
(II  Cor.  8:3).  It  was  this  spirit  that 
enabled  the  church  to  survive  the 
crises  of  history  and  to  make  progress 
through  difficulty.  It  is  this  same 
spirit  that  will  enable  us  to  accom- 
plish the  impossible  in  our  day. 

It  is  the  prayer  of  us  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary and  Grace  College  that  this 
same  spirit  of  giving  will  possess 
Brethren  people  and  enable  us  to 
accomplish  the  task  before  us  in  the 
building  of  the  library  for  Grace 
Schools.  Four  good  reasons  argue  for 
the  display  of  this  grace  now. 

1.  We  are  living  in  a  time  of  un- 
precedented prosperity.  Never  have 
the  saints  had  more  money  in  their 
hands  than  right  now.  And  God  has 
entrusted  this  into  our  hands  for 
spiritual  stewardship.  To  miss  this 
opportunity  may  mean  that  it  will  be 
withdrawn.  A  change  in  the  present 
economy  could  easily  take  place. 

2.  Giving  now  will  enable  the 
school  to  begin  construction,  and  con- 
struction in  process  will  have  a  ten- 
dency to  stimulate  further  giving  and 
the  completion  of  this  project. 

3.  Accreditation  on  the  regional 
level  has  reached  that  point  where 
the  building  of  the  library  will  al- 
most certainly  tip  the  scale  in  favor 
of  approval.  A  library  of  this  char- 
acter will  clearly  indicate  that  the 
purpose  of  the  school  on  the  academic 
side  is  to  promote  quality  education. 

4.  On  the  practical  side  and  in  line 
with  the  basic  purposes  of  the  school, 
the  library  is  absolutely  essential  to 
the  effective  and  efficient  operation 
of  the  school.  It  is  needed  right  now" 
if  we  are  to  do  our  best  in  pre- 
paring young  people  for  Christian 
service.  T 
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During  the  first  world  war,  the 
American  Mathematical  Association 
offered  the  services  of  its  members 
to  the  War  Department.  The  reply 
came:  "Thank  vou,  but  we  alread\ 
have  a  mathematician."  Todav  there 
are  tens  of  thousands  of  mathemati- 
cians working  in  industry'  and  de- 
fense. As  recently  as  the  late  1930's, 
scientists  were  strange  men  who 
worked  in  isolated  parts  of  the  world 
with  limited  private  support,  "plav- 
ing"  with  an  interesting  hobby.  To- 
dav the  whole  world  is  aware  of  the 
actions  and  discoveries  of  scientists, 
and  money  for  scientific  education 
and  research  is  passed  out  bv  the 
millions  by  private  and  governmental 
agencies.  A  recent  book  by  Ralph 
Lapp  examines  the  rise  to  power  of 
scientists  under  the  title  The  New 
Priesthood. 

What  can  the  small  liberal  arts 
college  do  in  the  midst  of  such  a 
rapidly  expanding  area  of  knowledge? 
VVhat  should  the  Christian  college 
attempt  to  do  as  it  prepares  Christian 
young  people  to  assume  positions  of 
leadership  in  such  a  scientific  society? 

Dr.  Harlow  Shapley,  for  30  years 
head  of  the  Department  of  Astron- 
omy at  Har\'ard,  states  in  Science 
Pmiders  Religion  that  "scientists  for 
the  most  part  are  agnostic.  .  .  . 
Logical  proofs  of  the  existence  of  a 
personal  God  are  to  most  of  us  mean- 
inoless."  If  this  is  the  messaoe  of 
science  to  the  young  people  of  toda\'. 
it  should  be  ob\'ious  that  there  is  a 
need  for  Christian  schools  to  take  a 
positive  stand  in  presenting  science 
in  an  atmosphere  favorable  to  Bibli- 
cal revelation. 

First  Corinthians  1:21  states  that 
"the  world  bv  wisdom  knew  not 
God,"    and    Romans    1:28    explains. 
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"They  did  not  like  to  retain  God  in 
their  knowledge."  One's  knowledge 
of  God,  and  his  attitude  and  rela- 
tion to  God,  therefore,  do  not  stem 
alone  from  his  scientific  wisdom,  but 
rather  are  the  result  of  human  choice 
and  intent. 

The  facts  of  mathematics,  chem- 
istry, physics,  and  biology  are  no  dif- 
ferent for  the  Christian  than  they  are 
for  the  unbeliever.  A  Christian 
chemist  can  analyze  compounds,  a 
Christian  farmer  can  apply  fertilizers 
scientifically,  and  a  Christian  mathe- 
matician can  operate  a  computer. 
The  Christian  college  need  not  ex- 
clude science  from  the  curriculum 
just  because  the  message  of  secular 
science  is  a  godless  one. 

God  in  the  very  beginning  placed 
man  in  charge  of  His  creation,  and  in 
Genesis  1:28  said,  "Be  fruitful,  and 
multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and 
subdue  it:  and  have  dominion  over 
the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl 
of  the  air,  and  over  every  livins  thino 
that  moveth  upon  the  earth."  God's 
Word  is  for  His  people,  and  He 
has  authorized  them  to  subdue,  or 
bring  under  control,  the  forces  of 
nature.  These  include  the  forces  of 
gravitation,  electricity,  atomic  energy, 
and  climate.  Man's  dominion  over  all 
living  things  is  a  direct  command 
from  God,  and  includes  research  in 
control  of  disease,  the  development 
of  better  nutrition,  and  the  improve- 
ment of  plants  and  animals. 

The  Natural  Science  Division 

Every  student  in  Grace  College  is 
required  to  take  one  year  of  a  labo- 
ratory science,  so  as  to  experience  in 
some  depth  the  discipline  and  skill 
development  offered  bv  such  a  course. 
For  those  who  plan  to  teach,  addi- 
tional work  is  required  in  other 
sciences,  geography,  and  conserva- 
tion. E\erv  educated  person  needs  to 
be  acquainted  with  the  vocabulary 
and  general  principles  of  both  bio- 
logical and  physical  science,  and  this 


need  will  become  greater  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

Grace  College  is  accredited  bv  the 
State  of  Indiana  for  the  teaching 
major  in  mathematics  and  the  teach- 
ing minor  in  general  science.  Ele- 
mentary school  teachers,  in  addition 
to  the  science  courses  I  have  listed, 
are  required  by  the  curriculum  to 
study  mathematics  during  their 
sophomore  \"ear  and  to  take  some 
work  in  modern  mathematics  during 
their  senior  year. 

Young  people  interested  in  the 
nursing  profession  may  complete 
work  for  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Nursing  by  combining  their  three 
years  of  study  in  a  recognized  school 
of  nursing  with  two  years  of  liberal 
arts  education  at  Grace  College. 

Laboratory  facilities  at  Grace  Col- 
lege are  being  expanded  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  as  equipment  for  biology 
is  being  installed.  This  area  is  being 
strengthened  bv  the  addition  this  fall 
of  Mr.  Daniel  Wonderlv,  an  ex- 
perienced biology  teacher  with  both 
biological  and  theological  education 
of  some  depth.  Laboratory  facilities 
for  chemistry  and  physics  will  be 
improved  as  the  biologv'  classes  oc- 
cupy their  own   laborator\'  quarters. 

Science  instruction  and  research  as 
it  is  carried  on  in  the  large  universi- 
ties requires  expenditures  of  vast 
sums  of  money  for  elaborate  equip- 
ment, and  much  time  on  the  part  of 
leading  professors.  The  Christian 
liberal  arts  college  with  its  emphasis 
on  teaching  will  likely  never  seek  to 
compete  with  the  large  research  in- 
stitutions. Yet  it  is  recognized  that 
in  the  sciences,  good  teaching  is  sup- 
ported best  by  the  excitement  and 
interest  of  original  investigation  on 
the  part  of  instructor  and  class.  Ad- 
ditional expansion  of  the  division  of 
natural  science  and  the  early  construc- 
tion of  a  science  building  are  goals 
which  must  be  pursued  if  Grace  Col- 
lege is  to  provide  these  opportunities. 
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In  his  famous  sermon,  The  Reef- 
er of  the  Springs,  Peter  Marshall  re- 
lated the  following  allegory. 

In  a  valley  of  the  Alps  lay  a  small 
village  situated  on  the  banks  of  a 
cr)'stal  clear  and  icy  cold  bubbling 
brook,  fed  by  a  spring  from  high  up 
in  the  mountains.  By  this  spring 
lived  a  hermit  of  whom  the  towns- 
people knew  nothing.  Every  day  the 
man  went  to  the  spring  to  get  water. 
As  he  did  so  he  removed  from  the 
spring  anv  debris  which,  if  not  re- 
moved, would  contaminate  its  water. 
Because  of  the  hermit's  work  the 
townspeople  below  had  the  purest 
of  water  to  drink  and  were  the  envy 
of  the  continent.  By  and  by  the  old 
man  died.  Then  there  was  no  one  to 
remove  the  branches,  dirt,  rocks,  and 
other  obstacles  from  the  spring.  In 
time  it  became  contaminated,  the 
stream  became  foul,  and  the  people 
who  drank  the  water  became  sick. 

Peter  Marshall  used  this  allegory 
to  set  forth  the  crucial  place  that  a 
mother  occupies  in  the  life  of  her 
family.  I  would  like  to  use  the  same 
allegory  to  show  the  crucial  place 
that  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
occupies  in  the  lives  of  the  local 
churches    of    our    denomination. 

The  town  is  our  denomination 
made  up  of  the  local  churches  of  our 
fellowship.  The  stream  and  the  spring 
are  the  theological  system  that  each 
of  us  holds  dear.  It  is  a  pure  system 
in  which  our  souls  have  rejoiced  and 
for  which  we  (and  others  who  hold 
the  same  system)  are  renowned.  The 
keeper  of  the  springs  is  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminarv.  The  seminary  is 
situated  at  the  headwaters  of  a  school 
of  theological  thought.  So  long  as 
the  seminary  polices  the  spring  and 
removes  any  impurities  that  may 
tend  to  contaminate  the  stream,  the 
water  which  our  denomination  drinks 
will  be  pure. 

The  existence  of  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  therefore,  is  absolutely 
essential  to  the  existence  of  our  de- 
nomination. But  that  isn't  all  of  the 
story.  The  existence  of  our  denomi- 
nation is  absolutely  essential  to  the 
existence  of  our  seminary.  We  are 
Siamese,  if  you  please!  Each  is  com- 
pletely dependent  upon  the  other! 
Five  Ways  ihe  Seminary 

Can  Help  the  Local  Churches 

of  Our  Denomination 
1.  The  seminary  can  keep  abreast 


of  current  theological  movements  and 
keep  the  denomination  informed  of 
the  dangers  within  them.  Theological 
error  is  subtle  and  often  difficult  to 
detect.  The  seminary  should  be  the 
"watch  dog"  for  the  denomination  in 
this  respect. 

2.  The  seminary  can  turn  out 
Christian  workers,  evangelists,  mis- 
sionaries, and  pastors,  thoroughly 
trained  in  the  Word  of  God,  able  to 
communicate  it  effectively  to  others, 
and  applying  it  to  every  situation  in 
life. 

3.  The  seminary  can  sponsor  con- 
ferences and  workshops.  Some  of  this 
has   been    done.    Last   spring   Grace 
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Seminary  sponsored  a  workshop  for 
the  Christian  education  staffs  of  local 
churches  on  teaching  methods  and 
materials.  Similar  workshops  are 
being  planned  for  pastors  and  for 
parents. 

4.  The  seminary  can  supply  pulpit 
speakers.  It  has  a  Speakers'  Bureau 
whose  services  are  available  to  the 
local  churches  upon  demand,  and 
which  recommends  capable  students 
for  pulpit  supply. 

5.  It  supplies  men  to  work  with 
the  local  church  in  the  Pastoral  In- 
tern Program.  This  program  is  of  mu- 
tual benefit  to  the  local  church  and 
the  seminary.  A  man  can  be  obtained 
for  a  summer  to  be  the  pastor's  under- 


study and  substitute,  trained  to  carry 
on  the  ministry  of  the  church  in  the 
pastor's  absence. 

Five  Ways  the  Local  Church 
Can   Help  the  Seminary 

1.  The  local  church  can  enlist  and 
encourage  students  planning  on 
Christian  service  to  come  to  seminary. 
Christian  service  requires  seminary 
training.  The  seminary  trains  the 
men,  but  the  pastor  and  local  church 
must  send  them  to  the  seminary. 
They  play  a  vital  role  in  encourag- 
ing students  to  enter  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

2.  The  local  church  can  support 
the  seminary  financially.  Education 
costs  money.  It  costs  the  seminary 
approximately  $1,050  per  year  to  train 
one  student.  The  student  pays  $460. 
This  leaves  $590  to  be  brought  in 
from  some  other  source.  Brethren  pas- 
tors and  congregations  greatly  favor 
this  scholarship  program  for  Breth- 
ren men.  Few,  however,  realize  that 
for  every  Brethren  student  entering 
the  seminary,  much  more  money  will 
have  to  be  sent  in  from  the  various 
churches.  At  the  present,  only  about 
12  per  cent  of  the  seminary's  support 
comes  from  Brethren  churches.  If, 
therefore,  the  school  were  solely  de- 
pendent upon  Brethren  gifts,  it 
v\'ould  have  to  close  its  doors,  with 
disastrous  results  to  our  denomina- 
tion. 

3.  The  local  church  can  encourage 
the  seminary  in  its  ministry.  It  would 
be  helpful  if  each  church  could  have 
a  first-hand  report  from  a  seminary 
representative  at  least  once  a  year. 
The  seminarv  would  be  greatly  en- 
couraged h\  the  interest  thus  shown 
in  its  strategic  work. 

4.  The  local  church  can  cooperate 
with  and  support  the  conferences  and 
workshops  sponsored  by  the  seminary. 
The  recent  Christian  education  work- 
shop is  a  good  case  in  point.  Out  of 
a  total  of  49  paid  registrations,  only 
1 1  were  Brethren,  representing  just 
five  of  the  64  Brethren  churches  in- 
vited from  Ohio,  Indiana,  and 
Michigan. 

5.  The  local  church  can  cooperate 
with  the  Pastoral  Intern  Program. 
Here  is  a  good  opportunity  to  in- 
vest directly  in  a  young  man's  life 
ministry.  Perhaps  it  will  cost  the 
local     church     between     $700     and

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The  story  of  a  man  who  warns  ... 

^^Don't  Miss  the  Christian  College!'' 


I  missed  the  Christian  college! 

Perhaps  the  greatest  mistake  of  my 
hfe  was  in  not  attending  a  Christian 
college.  There  may  have  been  some 
advantages  in  a  secular  university, 
but  the  losses  were  so  great  that  I 
shall  always  regret  my  failure  to  iden- 
tify myself  with  a  Christian  student 
group.  This  is  one  of  the  main  rea- 
sons I  have  given  more  than  thirtv 
years  of  my  life  to  Christian  higher 
education. 

What  were  some  of  the  losses 
which  I  suffered— and  still  suffer? 

Loss  of  Lasting  Friendships 

My  most  conscious  loss  is  that  of 
so  few  lasting  friendships  formed 
while  I  was  in  college.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  there  was  so  little  of  mutual 
interest  between  me  and  my  school- 
mates in  things  pertaining  to  God's 
Word,  spiritual  matters,  and  prepa- 
ration for  Christian  service  that  I 
formed  no  lasting  friendships  with 
other  members  of  my  class.  I  have 
not  been  in  touch  in  more  than 
twenty  years  with  even  one  other 
member  of  my  graduating  class.  Per- 
haps the  fault  is  partly  mine. 

When  I  talk  with  those  who  chose 
a  Christian  rather  than  a  secular 
college,  I  am  almost  envious  of  them 
in  their  continued  interest  in  and 
contact  with  former  fellow  students. 
I  feel  the  same  wav  as  I  observe  the 
wonderful  friendships  being  formed 
each  year  on  my  own  college  cam- 
pus. What  these  young  people  ex- 
perience is  simply  marvelous. 

To  live  together  in  a  dormitory, 
to  sing  together  in  a  quartet,  choir, 
or  chorus,  to  pray  together,  to  be 
members  of  a  gospel  team,  to  share 
burdens  with  one  another,  to  be 
members  of  a  Christian  athletic  team 
—these  produce  bonds  of  friendship 
which  far  outweigh  the  friendships 
formed  in  secular  institutions. 

Absence  of  Christian  Philosophy 

Another  loss  I  sustained  in  not  at- 
tending a  Christian  college  was  the 
lack  of  sympathetic  help,  on  the  part 


of  teachers,  in  relating  the  study 
and  findings  of  sociology,  psychology', 
philosophy,  science,  and  other  areas 
of  learning  to  life  values  and  to  my 
own  spiritual  development. 

Mine  was  a  long,  arduous,  painful 
task  to  build  a  reasonable  foundation 
for  my  faith.  Except  for  help  outside 
the  school,  I  was  in  a  battle  all  alone. 
I  knew  I  had  met  God.  I  knew  mv 
life  had  been  changed.  I  knew  I  was 
a  born-again  Christian.  This  was  an 
incontrovertible  fact  which  gainsay- 
ing teachers  could  not  reason  away. 
At  the  same  time,  however,  I  was  not 
given  assistance  in  building  a  ration- 
al foundation  for  my  faith.  This  has 
long  since  been  done.  But  it  was  in 
spite  of  my  teachers  in  the  secular  col- 
lege. Had  I  attended  an  evangelical 
Christian  college,  I  would  have  had 
sympathetic  yet  scholarly  help  in  re- 
lating my  academic  study  to  my  faith 
and  experience. 

Lack  of  Biblical  Training 

A  further  serious  loss  sustained  in 
my  college  davs,  which  has  been  a 
veritable  handicap  throughout  the 
years,  was  the  absence  of  Bible  study. 
My  experience  was  quite  typical.  I 
was  a  country  and  small-town  boy.  I 
attended  Sunday  school  throughout 
my  childhood  and  youth.  For  a  time 
I  even  identified  myself  with  a  teach- 
er training  program  in  the  local 
church.  The  fact  still  remained  that 
my  understanding  of  the  Bible  was 
limited,  and  mv  knowledge  of  the 
proper  way  to  study  the  Bible  was 
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negligible.  Such  understanding  and 
such  knowledge  could  have  been 
gained  at  a  Christian  college. 

But  I  went  to  a  secular  college! 
Those  years  which  could  have  meant 
so  much  in  living  in  and  with  God's 
Word  went  by  with  little  progress  in 
Bible  training. 

Through  private  study  and  other 
methods  I  have  tried  to  remedy  the 
situation.  The  fact  remains,  however, 
that  students  in  Christian  colleges, 
through  required  Bible  study,  obtain 
within  their  four-year  college  course 
proficiency  in  the  study  and  use  of 
God's  Word  which  far  exceeds  my 
progress  in  self-directed  effort. 

No  Christian  Leadership  Experience 

The  last  loss  or  handicap  sustained 
because  I  went  to  a  secular  rather 
than  a  Christian  college  is  even  more 
personal. 

Mv  jxjst-college  days  have  included 
much  interest  and  effort  in  the  pro- 
motion of  church  work,  as  it  relates 
to  individual  and  home  religion.  This 
has  meant  winning  people  to  Christ 
and  helping  them  to  be  effective 
Christians.  Admittedly,  the  prime 
requisite  for  such  work  is  a  personal 
witness.  I  had  such  a  witness  "in  mv 
heart."  But  I  did  not  get  the  training 
and  experience  necessary  to  witness 
properly  to  others.  A  Christian  col- 
lege could  have  provided  such  train- 
ing  and   experience.— C.H.W. 

As  you  plan  for  your  college  years, 
let  nothing  keep  you  from  attending 
a  Christian  college.  You  will  find 
academic  training  of  a  high  order. 
But  of  much  greater  importance  will 
be  your  gains  in  lasting  friendships, 
in  forming  a  Christian  philosophy  of 
life,  in  developing  a  personal  faith 
and  experience  based  upon  God's 
Word,  and  in  the  effectiveness  of 
your  Christian  testimony.

Though  evangelical  church  attend- 
ance and  membership  today  is  on  the 
increase,  some  disturbing  facts  sug- 
gest that  not  all  is  right.  For  in- 
stance, (I)  pastors  report  a  high  in- 
cidence of  spiritual  problems  in  their 
congregations;  (2)  only  a  small  mi- 
nority in  most  congregations  are  ac- 
tive  and  effective  witnesses  outside 
the  shelter  of  their  own  churches; 
(3)  half  of  our  young  people  going  to 
Christian  colleges  today  fail  their 
preliminary  Bible  exams,  and  of  those 
who  choose  a  secular  college,  many 
soon   find  their  faith  overthrown. 

Problems  such  as  these  seem  to 
point  to  one  rather  obvious  fact: 
many  in  our  evangelical  churches  are 
not  adequately  grounded  in  the  Word 
of  God. 

Why  is  this  so? 

Could  it  be  that  too  much  of  our 
preaching  today  is  done  on  the  ele- 
mental plane  and  not  enough  on  the 
advanced    study    of    the    Word? 

Though  the  majority  of  people  in 
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our  Bible-believing  churches  are 
Christians,  the  majority  of  sermons 
preached  to  these  folk  are  evangelis- 
tic in  nature.  As  a  result,  congrega- 
tions are  not  getting  the  "whole 
counsel  of  God"  (Acts  20:27),  nor  are 
they  leaving  the  principles  of  the 
first  things  of  Christ,  which  are  es- 
sential to  salvation,  to  press  on  into 
the  meat  of  the  Word  (Heb.  6:1-2). 

Even  in  teaching  the  Word  of 
God  there  should  be  a  note  of  evan- 
gelization, and  every  minister  should 
be  reaching  souls  for  Christ.  But  is 
not  his  main  task  to  expound  the 
Word  of  God,  to  feed  the  flock  (I 
Peter  5:2),  to  "preach  the  word  .  .  . 
with  all  longsuffering  and  doctrine" 
(II  Tim.  4:2)?  Paul  in  his  pastoral 
letters  to  Timothy  and  Titus  con- 
tinually stresses  this  obligation  (I 
Tim.  4:6,   13-16;  6:2). 

Because  this  emphasis  has  been 
neglected,  many  of  our  church  mem- 
bers do  not  have  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  Scriptures.  This  in  turn 
has  not  onlv  fostered  churches  filled 
with  spiritually  immature  Christians, 
but  it  has  also  discouraged  witness- 
ing. Much  has  been  said  of  personal 
evangelism  and  its  techniques,  but 
probably  the  average  Christian  is 
not  a  soul  winner  not  so  much  be- 
cause he  doesn't  want  to  be,  but  be- 
cause he  feels  inadequately  prepared 
to  handle  the  Scriptures  or  to  answer 
questions  the  unbeliever  may  ask. 
Thus  he  shifts  the  job  of  evangeliza- 
tion back  to  the  already  overburdened 
pastor  (again  note  II  Tim.  2:2;  3:17). 

In  effect,  the  church  has  turned 
the  formula  for  evangelization  up- 
side down!  A  Christian  invites  his 
neighbor  to  church,  hoping  the  pas- 
tor will  have  a  good  evangelistic  mes- 
sage  that  will  convict  his  friend.  Thus 
he  feels  he  has  discharged  his  obliga- 
tion.  In  reality  he  has  only  shifted  it 
to  the  pastor. 

This  is  not  the  Biblical  formula. 
Rather,  the  mature  Christian,  in- 
structed in  God's  Word,  should  seek 
to  lead  his  friends  to  Christ  and  then 
bring  them  to  church,  where  the  pas- 
tor's Biblical  instruction  will  build 
them  up  in  the  grace  and  knowledge 
of  Christ.  This  is  God's  ordained 
way. 

The  average  Christian  today  does 
not  have  an  overall  comprehension 
of  the  Bible:  its  panoramic  scope,  doc- 
trines  and   teachings.    Nor   does    he 


understand  its  geographical  and  his- 
torical settings. 

Topical  and  textual  preaching  are 
largely  responsible  for  this.  Too  much 
of  our  preaching  Sunday  by  Sunday 
is  hit  and  miss.  Instruction  in  school 
is  not  a  bit  of  this  and  a  dash  of  that. 
It  is  systematic,  logical,  and  taught 
so  that  the  advanced  is  built  upon 
the  elemental.  So  should  be  our 
preaching.  In  this  way  Christians 
learn  the  whole  counsel  of  God  and 
"grow  in  the  grace  and  knowledge 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ"    (II   Peter   3:18). 

"All  scripture  is  given  by  inspira- 
tion of  God,"  says  Paul,  "and  is 
profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof, 
for  correction,  for  instruction  in 
righteousness:  that  the  man  of  God 
may  be  perfect,  throughly  furnished 
unto  all  good  works"  (II  Tim.  3:16- 
17).  The  Word  "throughly"  has  the 
thought  of  "completeness,"  or  entirely 
suited  in  accomplishment.  A  mature 
Christian  is  mature  because  he  has  a 
comprehension  of  all  the  aspects  of 
God's  Word.  The  pastor  must  in- 
struct people  with   this  as  his  goal. 

One  reason  why  many  church  peo- 
ple lack  in  systematic  Bible  preach- 
ing is  that  the  pastor  does  not  do 
it.  One  reason  why  the  pastor  does 
not  expound  the  Word  systematically 
is  that,  by  and  large,  he  was  not  in- 
structed that  way  in  seminary  or 
Bible  college.  Very  few  schools, 
training  young  men  for  the  ministry, 
teach  their  men  this  method  of  in- 
struction. The  problem,  then,  comes 
back  onto  the  church  for  not  insist- 
ing that  its  schools  train  men  to  min- 
ister to  them  in  this  way.  But  the 
average  church  member  does  not 
know  what  is  best  for  the  church  or 
for  himself  in  matters  of  spiritual 
knowledge,  and  so  he  goes  on  satis- 
Bed  with  a  "milk  diet"  instead  of  the 
kind  of  "meat  diet"  urged  upon  Chris- 
tians (Heb.  5:11—6:1).  This  is  the 
cycle  that  plagues  the  Christian 
church  today. 

How  can  we  correct  this  situation 
in  our  churches? 

First,  the  pastor  should  systemati- 
cally begin  to  expound  the  Word  of 
God  week  b\'  week.  Since  he  is  the 
shepherd  of  the  flock,  it  is  his  pri- 
mary duty  to  "feed  the  flock"  (Acts 
20:28)  and  to  declare  the  whole  coun- 
sel of  God.  To  the  principles  of  the

"first  things"  (Heb.  6:1)  should  be 
added  the  "meat"  of  the  Word.  The 
pastor  must  not  preach  either  one 
exclusively,  but  must  combine  the 
two  into  a  "balanced  diet,"  remem- 
bering his  responsibility  to  "feed  the 
flock." 

Secondly,  he  should  show  his  peo- 
ple that  his  main  duty  is  to  instruct 
the  Christian,  and  that  it  is  the 
Christian's  responsibility  to  go  out 
and  evangelize.  In  many  churches 
today  pastors  are  pouring  their  evan- 
gelistic energies  into  the  Sunday 
evening  sermon,  but  non-Christians 
just  aren't  there.  Meanwhile,  a  con- 
gregation of  Christians  sits  all  but 
immobilized  as  a  potential  evangelis- 
tic force. 

Indeed,  our  church  formula  seems 
to  be  upside  down.  Reversing  it 
would  make  us  more  efficient  in  our 
evangelistic  outreach,  reduce  the 
spiritual  immaturity  within  our 
churches,  and  build  healthier  young 
people  and  adults  who  would  have 
a  \\'orking  knowledge  of  the  Scrip- 
tures and  could  apply  it  both  to  their 
own  problems  and  those  of  the  world 
around  them.  T

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Peace  Corpsman  . . . 
or  Missionary?

I'm  jealous!  My  ears  get  red  and 
a  strange  feeling  creeps  over  me  every 
time  I  open  a  local  East  African 
newspaper  and  read  about  a  new 
shipment  of  peace  corpsmen  off 
loading  in  Nairobi  or  Dar  es  Salaam. 
And  such  reports  in  the  past  fev\' 
years  have  not  been  few.  I  read 
about  their  high  training  in  various 
skills.  Thev've  had  basic  language 
study  and  some  survival  or  jungle 
training.  As  representatives  of  Uncle 
Sam  they  are  said  to  be  the  pick  of 
American    colleges   and    universities. 

Now  I  have  no  arguments  with 
the  Peace  Corps.  Idealisticallv  it's 
sound,  and  certainlv  e\'ervthing  pos- 
sible should  be  done  to  further  good 
relations  and  to  introduce  the  Ameri- 
can way  of  life  in  a  country  where 
communism  is  making  a  tremendous 
bid  for  supremacv.  More  power  to 
them! 

But  the  place  where  the  green- 
eyed  monster  creeps  up  and  sticks 
pins  in  me  is  right  here.  How  many 
of  these  peace  corpsmen  are  born- 
again  Christians  and  should  be  com- 
ing  out  to  Africa  as  full-fledged  mis- 
sionaries? The  Peace  Corps  is  gain- 
ing at  the  expense  of  the  mission 
field,  and  I'm  jealous. 

Now  wait  a  minute.  Please  get  off 
my  back.  I  do  know  that  it's  pos- 
sible for  a  peace  corpsman  to  be  a 
real  witness  for  Christ.  The  place 
of  the  layman  in  Christian  ser\'ice 
has  been  well  proven.  But  listen  for 
a  minute. 

I  have  picked  up  a  church  period- 
ical half  a  dozen  times  in  the  past 
few  months  and  found  long  articles 
on  the  Peace  Corps  program.  Follow- 
ing along  with  the  articles  have 
been  numerous  pictures  of  young  peo- 
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pie  from  that  group  going  out  to  serve 
under  the  Peace  Corps.  But  in  the 
same  space  of  time  I  haven't  seen  one 
picture  of  a  missionary  headed  for  the 
foreign  field.  Just  recently  there  was 
a  picture  of  a  young  lady.  All  of  her 
educational  and  spiritual  qualifica- 
tions were  listed.  What  a  missionarv 
she'd  make!  But  instead  she's  joining 
the  Peace  Corps  and  going  out  to 
teach  the  African  women  on  the 
Gold  Coast  how  to  knit.  Shades  of 
chlorophvll! 

Now  it  isn't  that  this  church  isn't 
carrying  on  its  missionary  work.  Thev 
are  evangelical  and  they  are  mission- 
arv minded.  On  the  opposite  page 
from  the  picture  of  the  voung  lady 
previously  mentioned  was  a  sentence 
in  small  tjjpe.  "Six  voung  people  \vere 
recentlv  commissioned  to  the  foreign 
mission  work  of  the  church."  But 
no  names— no  pictures.  After  all,  they 
were  only  missionaries. 

From  all  indications,  even  among 
strongly  evangelical  circles,  it's  far 
more  popular  these  days  to  be  a  corps- 
man  than  a  missionary. 

What  bothers  me  is  the  downgrad- 
ing of  the  missionary  and  his  work  bv 
both  the  church  and  the  world.  No\\' 
I  have  been  a  missionary'  long  enough 
so  it  does  not  bother  me  personally.  I 
did  not  come  to  the  mission  field  to 
get  into  the  world's  Who's  Who.  I 
am  not  jealous  for  myself,  but  for  the 
missionarv  program  of  our  blessed 
Lord. 

What  the  Peace  Corps  is  doing, 
missions  have  done  better  for  a  hun- 
dred years  past.  Missionaries  have 
learned  the  vernaculars,  not  just  a  bit 
of  kitchen  Swahili.  They  have-  trans- 
lated the  New  Testament  and  the 
complete  Bible  into  scores  of  these 
languages.  Thev  have  surveyed  roads, 
established  and  run  schools,  taught 
manners,     mechanics,     morals,     mid- 


wifery and  micrology.  They  have 
built  sawmills  and  harnessed  rivers 
to  turn  generators  and  grist  mills. 
Missionaries  have  healed  the  sick  by 
surgery  and  modern  medicine  and 
fought  the  ancient  disease  of  leprosy 
with  outstanding  success.  Thev  have 
lived  with  the  African  people  and 
eaten  grubs  and  monkeys  and  roasted 
ants— but  they  have  not  danced  to 
the  tom  tom  under  the  light  of  the 
moon,  sampled  African  beer,  or  gone 
barefooted. 

Instead  thev  have  raised  the  stand- 
ards of  African  life  bv  living  saintly 
Christian  lives.  Missionaries  have  not 
been  short  termers  with  even  a  small 
salary  paid  from  government  coffers. 
Thev  ha\'e  lived  by  faith  and  expect- 
ed to  burn  out  under  a  tropical  sun. 
And  thev  have  brought  peace,  true 
peace,  peace  to  live  with  and  peace 
to  die  with  to  thousands  of  African 
people. 

We  might  add  that  they  have  done 
it  a  great  deal  more  cheaply  as  well. 
It  is  reported  that  R.  Sargeant  Shri- 
ver,  director  of  the  Peace  Corps,  said, 
"It  takes  $9,000  per  year  to  maintain 
each  peace  corpsman  on  the  job." 
The  average  cost  of  maintaining  a 
missionarv  on  the  field  for  a  year  is 
$2,000. 

I'm  proud  to  be  a  missionarv— to 
follow  in  the  train  of  those  pioneers 
whose  blood  has  stained  these  foreign 
soils  and  whose  faith  is  now  carried 
on  in  a  live  and  flourishing  national 
church. 

The  Lord  has  commanded,  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature"  (Mark  16: 
15).  Let's  keep  first  things  first.       ▼

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As  this  is  being  written  just  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  1966  con- 
ference of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  every  in- 
dication is  that  a  great  conference  is  in  the  offing.  The  dav  of  praver  on 
Saturday,  August  13,  was  a  time  of  real  blessing.  The  Sunday-school 
convention,  now  in  progress,  is  an  outstanding  event.  The  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
was  held  this  past  week.  It  is  hardlv  fitting  to  report  details  of  the  actions 
taken,  since  the  meeting  of  the  society  corporations  is  vet  in  the  future, 
and  there  will  be  further  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Suffice  it  to  sav  that  the  vear  past  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  vears 
in  the  historv  of  Brethren  Foreign  Missions.  We  anticipate  that  four 
new  missionary  families— the  Tames  Renicks,  Thomas  McDairmants, 
Earle  Hodgdons,  and  CTeorge  Wallaces— will  be  in  active  service  by  the 
end  of  1966.  But  if  this  is  to  be  true,  we  will  need  vers'  fine  coopera- 
tion in  the  receiving  of  total  support  commitments  and  outfit  funds 
for  these  families,  because  new  families  cannot  leave  for  the  field  until 
these  two  items  are  cared  for.

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Or\ille  Jobson  have  returned  to  the  States  from  their 
special  tour  of  duty  in  Africa. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Mason,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Balzer,  and  Mrs. 
Minnie  Kennedy  have  returned  from  Africa  for  furlough. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hill  Maconaghv,  on  furlough  from  Argentina,  ha\'e 
returned  to  the  U.S.  after  two  months  spent  in  Puerto  Rico,  where 
thev  supplied  while  the  James  Dickson  family  was  in  the  States.

Gun  Mishap  Hurts 
Chris  Ball,  14 

BOZOUM,  C.A.R.  On  Tuesday,  July  26,  Christopher 
Ball,  14  years  old  and  the  eldest  child  of  missionary 
printer  Harold  Ball  and  his  wife,  went  on  a  hiking  trip 
into  the  "bush"  nearby  with  a  group  of  other  boys  liv- 
ing at  the  Bible  Center  station.  While  there  Chris  suf- 
fered an  accident  with  a  .22  rifle,  when  the  gun  dis- 
charged and  the  bullet  went  through  his  upper  lip,  the 
bones  of  the  nose  and  cheek,  and  grazed  the  eyeball. 

Because  Dr.  Mason,  the  mission  surgeon,  was  away 
from  the  Medical  Center  on  a  trip  to  the  Chad,  Chris 
was  rushed  to  the  government  hospital  at  Bouar,  110 
kilometers  west.  Accompanying  him  were  his  mother, 
the  Eddie  Mensingers,  and  Miss  Rosclla  Cochran  (Miss 
Cochran  and  Mrs.  Mensinger  are  nurses).  The  doctor 
there  recommended  going  to  Bangui,  where  there  is  now 
an  excellent  eve  specialist.  Officials  wired  for  a  govern- 
ment plane  from  Bangui.  Within  two  hours  Chris  and 


Chris  Ball  and  pals. 

Mrs.  Ball  were  en  route  to  the  capital  city.  There  the 
specialist  operated  on  Chris'  eve,  and  bandaged  it.  This 
item  is  being  written  during  the  15-dav  period  of  waiting 
before  the  outcome  of  the  surgery  will  be  known. 

At  the  time  of  his  son's  accident,  Harold  Ball  was  in 
the  Chad,  delivering  literature. 


Castro's  Communism  Pops  Up  in 
Africa;  Publishes  False  "Bible" 


CONGO,  AFRICA.  Castro-communism  has  raised  its 
ugly  head  in  Africa!  No  one  would  have  been  surprised 
if  Castro's  gains  had  been  in  Latin  America,  for  he  has 
been  trying  to  export  communism  to  that  part  of  the 
world  for  several  years.  But  eyebrows  upped  as  his  first 
foothold  outside  Cuba  has  been  gained  in  Africa.  Russia 
and  Red  China  have  tried  for  a  long  time  to  get  into 
Africa  with  their  brand  of  communism  but,  generally 
speaking,  have  had  little  success. 

According  to  L7.  S.  News  &  World  Report  four  hun- 
dred Cuban  communist  "military  advisers"  are  entrenched 
in  the  Congo,  one  of  the  republics  formed  by  the  break- 
up of  French  Equatorial  Africa.  This  former  French- 
controlled  territory  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  former 


Belgian  Congo.  It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  there  were 
Cubans  involved  in  the  1964  struggle  in  the  Belgian 
Congo  with  the  Simba  rebels.  However,  these  were  loyal 
Cubans  who  were  quick  to  sav,  "Cuba  si,  Castro  no." 

Another  move  by  the  Communists  has  been  made  in 
a  very  strange  field— the  publishing  of  the  Bible!  Ac- 
cording to  an  article  by  Leo  Heiman  in  The  Mission- 
ary Crusader  (July,  1966),  "The  Bibles  are  with  com- 
mentaries which  turn  them  into  propaganda  tools  for 
the  Communists."  Three  rewTitten  and  "updated"  edi- 
tions of  the  Holy  Book  are  being  peddled  in  East  and 
West  Africa,  according  to  the  report.  These  they  call 
"The  True  Bible,"  "The  Illustrated  Bible,"  and  "Stories 
from  the  Bible."

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Hammers  and 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Richard  DeArmey  planned  to  meet  their 
sons  upon  their  arrival  in  New  York  City. 

The  young  men  will  resume  their  studies  as  middlers 
in  Grace  Seminary,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 

Rev.  Tom  Julien,  missionary  in  charge  at  the  Chateau, 


has  reported  recent  blessings  in  the  work: 

"There  have  been  a  number  of  conversions  recently, 
and  evidence  of  srowins  interest  in  the  Chateau.  We 
have  people  here  almost  constantly;  I  would  not  have 
imagined  that  within  two  years  the  work  could  develop 
as  it  has.  We  are  convinced  of  the  value  of  a  neutral 
center  bridging  the  gap  between  the  church  and  the 
man  on  the  street,  and  trust  that  by  this  fall  Bible 
classes  on  the  local  level  will  be  started,  developing  even- 
tually into  churches.  About  five  of  the  youth  have  asked 
to  be  baptized— perhaps  toward  fall  we'll  do  that.  We  do 
not  want  to  be  in  a  hurry,  but  most  of  the  conversions 
seem  genuine. 

"Concerning  literature,  we  have  finished  the  series  of 
five  tracts  and  are  in  the  process  of  distributing  the  last 
of  the  series.  There  seems  to  be  a  wide  interest  in  this 
approach,  and  we  shall  therefore  probably  make  them 
available  to  workers  all  over  France." 


"Many  Visitors  in  Bangui!"--Says  Host 


BANGUI,  C.A.R.  The  traffic  gets  terrific  at  mission 
headquarters  here  from  time  to  time!  Rev.  Roy  Snyder 
reports: 

"About  the  time  the  Cones  headed  up  country,  the 
Ball  family  came  down  this  way  with  Mrs.  Kennedy's 
outfit  to  take  to  M'Baiki.  They  were  here  overnight  and 
went  to  M'Baiki  the  next  day.  She  stayed  in  M'Baiki 
five  days  getting  the  house  set  up  for  Lester  [Kennedy] 
and  family.  The  day  after  the  Ball  family  arrived,  Klievers 
came  to  get  some  more  things,  and  also  did  some  packing 
of  the  remainder  of  their  outfit  that  is  to  be  taken  up 
north  when  the  builder's  truck  comes  down  this  way 
again.  The  day  before  the  Klievers  departed  from  Bangui, 


the  Jobsons  arrived.  Later  in  the  day  Goodmans  arrived. 
That  was  the  1 9th  [July].  Goodmans  had  a  loaded  pick- 
up as  they  brought  the  remainder  of  their  outfit— some 
had  been  brought  before  on  the  big  truck.  There  has 
been  quite  a  bit  of  confusion  here  with  Klievers  and 
Williamses  moving  out  and  Goodmans  moving  in,  then 
the  coming  of  the  Kennedys.  Williamses  will  be  going 
to  Batangafo  to  take  some  of  their  outfit  up  there  to  store 
during  their  furlough.  They  plan  to  spend  most  of  August 
at  Batangafo.  Lord  willing,  the  Mason  family  will  be 
arriving  in  Bangui  at  the  beginning  of  next  week  to  go  on 
furlough.  The  Balzers  also  plan  to  leave  on  the  plane  of 
August  4,  while  Mrs.  Kennedy  leaves  on  the  2nd."

Rev.  James  Marshall  writes  concerning  God's  protection 
in  a  time  of  danger: 

"We  had  a  meeting  of  the  national  council  and  also 
missionary  group  in  Rio  Cuarto.  I  drove  up  this  time.  On 
the  way  I  had  a  terrif\ing  experience. 

"A  truck  came  toward  us  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  Just 
before  it  passed  us,  one  of  the  supporting  bars  for  the 
canvas  roof  came  loose  and  swung  out  across  the  road 
just  in  front  of  the  car,  at  windshield  level.  I  saw  what 
was  going  to  happen  and  tried  to  swerve  off  the  road, 


but  there  was  a  cement  culvert  there.  I  ducked  my  head 
under  the  dashboard  and  guess  I  prayed.  It  was  so  fast 
I  couldn't  do  much.

I'd  like  to  show  you  "my  home" 
and  "my  church."  While  to  some 
they  are  just  another  home  and 
church,  to  me  they  are  different,  for 
it  was  here  that  I  first  learned  about 
my  Saviour.  Won't  you  please  join 
me  as  we  look  in  on  the  beautiful 
and  comparatively  quiet  section  of 
New  San  Juan. 

Behind  the  walls  at  Adams  1721, 
Las  Lomas  (Summit  Hills)  is  an  in- 
ternational center,  a  language  labora- 
tory, a  theological  school,  a  Brethren 
church  .  .  .  diversity  of  experience, 
richness  of  life,  completeness  of 
service. 

There  is  hardly  such  a  thing  as  a 
typical  week  in  this  home-church.  As 
a  general  rule,  the  house  is  full— not 
only  because  of  the  full  weekly  pro- 
grams, but  also  because  of  the  many 
visitors  who  come  and  go,  and  others 
like  me  who  become  adopted  into  the 
family. 

"But  the  history  of  the  church  is 
not  particularly  spectacular"  is  the 
comment  you  get  from  Pastor  Max 
Brenneman  when  you  ask  him  about 
the  church.  And  vet,  the  histor)'  of 
The  Brethren  Church  in  Puerto  Rico 
is,  in  its  own  special  way,  spectacu- 
lar. 

It  started  in  1958.  Mr.  Brenneman 
was  pastor  of  the  Brethren  church  in 
Fillmore,  California.  At  the  annual 
national  conference  that  year  Mr. 
Emmit  Adams,  who  was  living  in 
Puerto  Rico  as  a  factory  manager, 
made  the  appeal  for  Puerto  Rico  to 
be  adopted  as  a  mission  field. 

Upon  hearing  that  Puerto  Rico  had 
been  officially  designated  as  a  field 
of  the  FMS,'  Mr.  Brenneman  "felt 
urged"  to  turn  to  his  wife  and  sug- 
gest: "Let's  volunteer  to  go  to  Puerto 
Rico   on   a   self-support   basis."    Her 


answer  was,  as  a  good  wife:  "What- 
ever you   say!" 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Brenne- 
mans  had  been  officially  accepted 
and  shortly  afterwards  were  on  their 
way  to  Puerto  Rico. 

The  first  services  were  held  in  the 
home  of  the  Paul  DeVos  family,  who 
are  members  of  the  Third  Brethren 
Church  in  Philadelphia.  Shortly,  the 
church  building  of  the  Crusada 
Evangelica  Misionera  in  the  heart 
of  the  metropolitan  area  became  the 
place  of  worship. 

In  February,  1960,  Rev.  James 
Dickson,  with  his  wife,  June,  and 
their  two  children,  arrived  to  start 
the  Spanish  arm  of  the  mission.  For 
some  time  both  the  Spanish  and 
English  branches  of  the  work  were 
cared  for  under  the  same  roof.  But 
when  this  proved  impractical,  the 
Dicksons  began  a  work  in  their  own 
home   in   Country  Club,   while   the

Brennemans  began  likewise  to  use 
their  home  in  Las  Lomas  as  both 
parsonage  and  church. 

When  I  lived  with  the  Brenne- 
mans, about  a  year  ago,  they  were 
still  largely  a  self-employed  family. 
This  was  very  difficult  for  me  to 
understand.  For,  in  reality,  they  were 
full-time  missionaries.  There  was  al- 
ways that  penetrating  and  personal 
concern  for  each  of  the  members  of 
the  church  in  addition  to  an  aggres- 
sive evangelistic  outreach. 

The  church  actually  is  a  fellowship 
of  friendly  families  and  their  friends. 
Mr.  Brenneman  realized  the  im- 
portance of  this  family  unitv  in  a 
Puerto  Rican  setting.  This  aware- 
ness of  a  cultural  reality  accounts 
for,  humanly  speaking,  the  unity 
and  stability  and  confidence  which 
exist  in  the  church.  And  yet  many 
individuals  who  have  wandered  thou- 
sands of  miles  away  from  their  native 
homes  have  come  to  this  church  and 
have  found  fellowship. 

But  the  more  important  character- 
istic of  this  church  is  its  willingness 
to  live  by  the  Word  of  God  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  I 
became  convinced  that  this  fellow- 
ship was  exalting  the  Christ  of  the 
Bible,  the  same  Christ  whose  Spirit 
lives  with  us  through  our  everyday 
experiences,  both  in  the  practice  of 
their  daily  living  and  in  their  beliefs. 

I  have  accepted  this  fellowship  to 
be  a  part  of  the  true  church  of  Christ 
because  of  the  manifest  reality  of 
dynamic,  living  love  which  exists 
among  the  brothers  and  sisters.  And 
so  I  can  fully  submit  myself  to  this 
Brethren  church,  and  wholly  accept 
my  various  obligations  therein,  for  I 
know  that  the  Lord  my  God  and 
Saviour  lives  there!  T 
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IN  BRAZIL  .  .  . 


In  our  Christian  experience  there 
are  times  when  we  must  endure  sit- 
uations which  shake  our  faith.  At 
times  we  think  it  impossible  to  go 
through  such  an  experience.  We 
could  not  endure  if  we  did  not  have 
God  on  our  side.  At  times  like  these 
the  Spirit  brings  to  our  remembrance 
the  words  of  a  hvmn  or  a  passage  of 
Scripture  such  as  Romans  8:38-39: 
"For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither 
death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  prin- 
cipalities, nor  powers,  nor  things  pres- 
ent, nor  things  to  come,  nor  height, 
nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature, 
shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord." 

During  the  years  we  spent  in 
Brazil  these  verses  were  used  by  God's 
Spirit  to  remind  me  over  and  over 
again  that  we  can  never  be  separated 
from  His  love. 

".  .  .  neither  death.  .  .  ."  Mv  faith 
was  severelv  shaken  when  God  saw 
fit  to  take  my  friend  Maria  home  to 
glory.  She  was  one  of  the  first  to  ac- 
cept Christ  in  our  church  in  the 
interior  tov^'n  of  Capanema.  I  saw 
Maria  for  the  first  time  as  she  and 
her  daughters  came  into  the  tent 
where  we  were  holding  special  evan- 
gelistic meetings.  She  had  dark  curlv 
hair  and  was  a  mere  four  feet  six 
inches  in  height.  She  listened  in- 
tentlv,  and  although  she  didn't  come 
forward  that  night,  she  accepted 
Christ  in  her  heart.  She  told  me  later, 
"This  is  what  I  have  been  waiting 
for  all  of  mv  life."  She  became  a 
close  friend  and  confided  in  me, 
explained  customs  of  her  people,  and 
brought  me  manv  loveh'  tropical 
plants  for  mv  garden.  She  asked  m\' 
suggestions  for  disciplining  her  chil- 
dren. She  wanted  so  much  to  rear 
her  eight  children  for  Christ.  Then

she  took  sick  and  in  a  week's  time 
was  dead.  "Whv,  Lord?"  was  mv 
crv.  Would  mv  doubting  heart  turn 
bitter  in  this  encounter  with  the  real- 
ity of  death?  Would  this  separate  me 
from  God's  love?  No,  instead,  it 
drove  me  to  His  Word,  and  He  drew 
me  closer,  comforted  me  v\'ith  the 
admonition  that  His  will  and  wav 
are   perfect. 

".  .  .  nor  principalities,  nor  powers. 
.  .  . "  All  at  once,  it  seemed,  a  revolu- 
tion v\'as  upon  us.  The  communists 
were  inciting  rebellion.  We  were  in- 
structed to  carry  our  identification 
cards  with  us  at  all  times.  The  mili- 
tary police  were  everywhere— patrol- 
ling the  streets,  in  the  post  office,  in 
front  of  anv  government  office.  Even 
Jake,  the  Jewish  monev-changer,  was 
in  great  fear.  He  had  fled  from  com- 
munistic aggression  in  Europe  and 
knew  what  treatment  to  expect  from 
communism.  What  if  the  commu- 
nists won  out?  What  would  happen 
to  us  foreigners,  and  Christians  at 
that?  Would  we  have  to  flee,  or  face 
rugged  persecution?  Would  we 
bravely  die  for  Christ?  Again  the 
Lord's  admonition  became  meaning- 
ful—none of  these  things  can  "sepa- 


rate us  from  the  love  of  God,  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord." 

".  .  .  things  present.  .  .  ."  Do  you 
ever  bog  down  under  your  dailv 
load?  In  Brazil  there  are  ever  so  many 
annovances:  the  ever-present  quantity 
of  bugs,  the  depressing  humidity,  the 
torrential  rains  during  the  rainy  sea- 
son. There  are  the  fight  to  keep  well, 
the  unex'pected  fevers,  the  sadness  of 
poverty,  and  widespread  incurable 
disease.  No,  the  present  things  have 
not  the  power  to  separate  us  from 
God. 

".  .  .  nor  things  to  come.  .  .  ." 
Each  of  us  could  list  fears  for  the  fu- 
ture. There  is  the  thought  of  an- 
nihilation in  an  atomic  war,  the 
dread  of  cancer  or  some  other  disease. 
Yes,  these  things  can  be  upsetting, 
thev  can  bring  worrv  to  us;  but  whv 
worrv  about  things  to  come  when  we 
know  that  our  lives  are  in  God's 
hands?  His  love  surrounds  us. 

".  .  .  nor  height,  nor  depth.  .  .  ." 
Have  vou  e\'er  heard  someone  sav, 
"Oh,  I  could  never  fiv  a  plane"?  Or 
another  say,  "I  would  be  afraid  to 
sleep  on  a  ship  out  there  on  the  vast 
ocean  "?  Often  at  the  times  of  our  de- 
parture for  the  field  or  returning  to 
the  States  for  furlough  there  have 
been  tragic  air  disasters  which  put 
doubts  in  our  minds  as  to  the  safet\' 
of  air  travel.  As  we  fasten  our  safetv 
belts  before  take-off  and  as  the  air 
hostess  goes  through  the  routine  ex- 
planations  of  how  to  use  the  life 
jackets  in  case  of  accident,  the 
thought  occurs:  "What  if  these  are 
our  last  moments  on  earth?"  But 
we  have  His  promise,  "I  will  never 
leave  vou  nor  forsake  vou."  Whv 
should  we  fear  heights  in  air  travel 
or  depths  of  the  sea  over  which  we 
sail?  Can't  His  power  reach  to  the 
highest  heavens  and  to  the  deepest 
depth  of  anv  sea? 

".  .  .  nor  anv  other  creature.  .  .  ." 
No,  not  even  Satan  in  all  his  power 
can  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God. 
Whv?  Because  our  lives  are  hid  in 
Christ,  God's  Son.  Nothing  can  re- 
move us  from  this  secure  position.

RETIREMENT

My  husband  and  I  had  served  al- 
most twenty-five  years  in  Africa  with 
only  three  furloughs.  Then  the  fall 
of  1950  loomed  before  us,  with  the 
prospect  of  another  furlough  and  pos- 
sible retirement.  Mr.  Foster's  health 
was  failing;  thus  the  prospect  of  re- 
turning to  Africa  after  furlough,  at 
our  age,  was  doubtful. 

One  thing  that  was  present  in  our 
daily  thinking  and  prayer  was  the 
question  of  where  we  would  live  in 
the  homeland.  On  the  field  our  in- 
come was  sufficient  to  meet  our  daily 
needs,  but  there  was  not  an  over 
supply  to  lay  aside  for  the  future. 

We  had  not  been  aware  of  the 
seriousness  of  Mr.  Foster's  illness. 
Therefore  it  was  a  shock  to  hear  the 
French  doctor  say  the  never-to-be- 
forgotten  words:  "There  is  no  hope 
for  recovery;  call  vour  mission  doc- 
tor." Soon  thereafter  the  Lord  called 
my  beloved  companion  to  his  eternal 
home  in  glory. 

Then  I  faced  the  future  alone. 
When  I  arrived  in  the  States,  there 
was  no  Philathea  Residence,  no  place 
I  could  call  home.  Mv  sisters  were 
kind  and  offered  me  a  home,  but  it 
did  not  seem  advisable  to  accept  their 
invitation.  All  of  them  lived  far 
from  anv  Brethren  church.  But  the 


Lord  is  faithful.  He  has  said,  "I  will 
go  before  thee,  and  make  the  crooked 
places  straight"  (Isa.  45:2).  "I  will 
guide  thee  with  mine  eye"  (Ps.  32: 
8).  "I  will  never  leave  thee,  nor  for- 
sake thee"  (Heb.  13:5).  With  these 
and  many  other  precious  promises 
mv  furlough  and,  later  on,  my  re- 
tirement began. 

The  first  year  in  the  homeland  the 
Lord  very  graciously  opened  a  place 
of  service  for  me.  There  were  13 
girls  in  Grace  Seminary  who  need- 
ed a  house  mother,  and  I  was  given 
the    blessed    privilege    of    occupying 


that  place  of  service  and  blessing. 
The  following  1 1  \'ears  were  spent 
in  traveling  among  our  churches,  pro- 
motins  the  cause  of  foreign  missions.

In  1959  the  Lord  laid  a  burden 
upon  the  hearts  of  our  WMC  ladies 
to  build  a  residence  for  retired  single 
ladies.  This  home  became  a  realitv 
in  1961. 

I  am  thankful  for  those  who  plan- 
ned it.  Surely  our  all-wise  God  led 
them.  He  knows  that  even  mission- 
aries are  human  and  individualistic.

This  grandmother  was  a  perfect 
ladv,  verv  polite.

After 
devotions,  as  I  tucked  each  one  in 
bed,  we  had  a  blessed  time  as  thev 
responded  in  their  individual  \\av  to 
the  gospel.  There  were  manv  deci- 
sions to  ask  Jesus  to  come  into  their 
hearts.  Pray  that  these  girls  mav 
grow  in  their  Christian  life  and  take 


the  Good  News  to  their  own  people.

August  1966 

A  WMC  Membership  Studv  Committee  was  appointed  at  national 
conference  in  1964.  From  the  questions  and  suggestions  of  seven  dis- 
tricts the  following  recommendations  were  made.  Local  and  district 
officers  mav  save  these  for  their  records. 

1.  Local  membership  is  based  on  attendance  and  confession  of  Christ 
as  Sa\'iour.  Active  membership  is  made  up  of  those  women  who  have 
signed  the  covenant  card  after  attending  meetings.  Those  who  do  not 
attend  regularlv  and  show  no  interest  should  be  considered  inactive 
and  should  be  visited  as  part  of  the  local  missionarv  endeavor. 

2.  The  non-Christian  woman,  too,  should  be  a  part  of  our  mis- 
sionary endeavor  and  should  be  invited  to  attend  but  should  be  won 
to  Christ  before  being  invited  to  become  a  member. 

3.  The  roll  should  be  revised  once  a  vear  at  the  annual  consecration 
meeting.  Those  who  are  absent  should  be  contacted. 

4.  In  the  case  of  new  groups,  it  is  suggested  that  as  few  as  two  of- 
ficers could  be  used  (president  and  secretary-treasurer),  and  other  com- 
mittee chairmen  could  be  appointed. 

5.  Large  councils  mav  divide,  but  this  should  not  necessarily  be 
bv  age.  The  size  of  the  group  should  be  determined  bv  the  meeting 
place  desired.  The  goal  must  be  to  make  our  ministry  to  one  another 
more  effective,  that  we  mav  win  others  for  Christ., 

6.  The  local  constitution  as  set  up  bv  the  National  WMC  should  be 
used  as  a  basis  for  the  local  WMC,  Anv  elaboration  of  this  for  local 
activities  mav  enlarge  the  pattern  but  should  preser\'e  the  main  struc- 
ture of  the  constitution  as  given.

The  Progress 

About  sixty  Christians  slipped  out 
of  their  pews  and  walked  down  the 
aisle  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.  They 
were  dedicating  themselves  to  the 
work  of  beginnino  a  branch  church 
in  Elizabethtown,  a  community  about 
twenty  miles  away. 

The  mother  church  has  grown 
from  17  people  on  Easter  Sunday  in 
1961  to  a  thriving  congregation  with 
a  Sunday-school  attendance  of  344 
in  1966.  During  this  time  the  church 
has  also  seen  a  group  of  people  leave 
to  begin  a  work  in  Manheim,  a  com- 
munity about  ten  miles  north  of  Lan- 
caster. 

One  of  the  keys  the  Spirit  of  God 
has  used  to  bring  about  this  victory 
is  the  much-talked-about  elective 
Sunday-school  system  of  adult  train- 
ing; we  call  it  the  Sunday  Morning 
Bible  Institute.  We  have  literally 
chanaed  our  Sunday  school  into  a 
thriving  Bible  institute  designed  to 
train  Christians  to  work  in  God's 
harvest  fields. 

The  Program 

The  lady  who  is  interested  in  ad- 
vancing her  sewing  technique  enrolls 
in  the  local  high  school  evening  adult 
training  program.  She  fully  realizes 
that  this  will  mean  study,  prepara- 
tion, and  even  the  taking  of  examina- 
tions. Yet  our  Sunday  schools,  afraid 
to  hurt  feelings,  refuse  to  challenge 
students  by  giving  examinations.  The 
one  thing  that  makes  our  Space-con- 
scious Young  Adults  unique  is  that 
they  do  want  to  be  challenged.  Our 
Sunday  school  not  only  gives  exami 
nations  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  but 
also  pro\'ides  a  college-type  catalog 
listing  all  the  future  courses  for  the 
next  three  years.  This  is  given  to 
each  adult  who  enrolls  in  our  Sun 
day  Morning  Bible  Institute. 

The   curriculum    is   planned    four 


years  in  advance  by  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  and  is  reviewed 
each  quarter. 

The  Problems 

Over  the  past  years  many  Chris- 
tian workers  have  asked  about  our 
program.  Let's  look  at  some  of  their 
questions. 

Do  you  not  have  trouble  finding 
enough  teachers  to  teach  all  of  these 
adult  classes? 

I  believe  that  in  the  average  evan- 
gelical,  Bible-believing  church  there 
is  the  greatest  reservoir  of  Bible 
scholarship  in  your  community.  A4r. 
Jones,  for  instance,  has  been  ab- 
sorbing the  Word  of  God  like  a 
sponge  for  the  past  ten  years.  Yet  he 
would  be  afraid  to  stand  up  and  teach 
the  average  men's  class  with  from 
60  to  600  men.  If,  howe\'er,  Mr. 
Jones  were  asked  to  share  his  Bible 
knowledge  with  eight  to  ten  in- 
terested  people,  he  most  likelv  would 
respond  with  a  ready  "Yes."  So  we 
keep  our  classes  as  small  function- 
ing units.  We  believe  in  the  prin- 
ciple "divide  to  multiply"  as  much 
on  the  adult  level  as  on  the  chil- 
dren's level. 

T\yicc    a    year    we    also    pass    out 


dedication  cards  upon  which  we  en- 
courage our  people  to  indicate  their 
dedication  of  their  talents  to  the 
Lord. 

Hon'  do  you  avoid  having  every- 
one go  to  the  class  taught  hy  the 
most  yofular  teacher} 

We    avoid    this    by    using   a   total 

o 

adult  training  program.  When  Bill 
Smith  goes  to  college,  he  receives 
some  of  his  training  from  teachers 
whom  he  enjoys  more  than  others. 
This  means  he  studies  under  teach- 
ers he  does  not  like  as  well,  because 
he  needs  the  credits  to  graduate. 
Our  students  know  that  thev  must 
be  exposed  to  a  total  training  pro- 
gram. 

Our  students  pre-enroll,  listing  a 
first,  second  and  third  choice.  Our 
Board  of  Christian  Education  then 
enrolls  each  student  in  accordance 
with  the  greatest  need. 

What  about  age  grou-ping? 

We  have  found  that  the  problem 
of  age  grouping  mav  be  a  hindrance 
rather  than  a  blessing  to  the  local 
church.  I  am  glad  that  I  do  not  have 
to  go  to  the  young  married  woman 
and  tell  her  the  Sunday  after  her  30th 
birthday  that  she  has  to  move  to  the 
old  married  women's  class. 


The  group  leaving  the  Lancaster  church  to  begin  the  New  Holland  work. 
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As  far  as  class  meetings  for  young 
adults  or  older  folks  are  concerned, 
these  become  a  function  of  the 
church  rather  than  the  Sunday 
school. 

Another  question  may  arise  in  your 
mind:  Where  do  yoii  find  enough 
material  for  all  these  adidt  classes? 

In  our  denomination  (Grace 
Brethren)  we  have  adult  quarterlies 
that  are  excellent  for  our  book 
studies  (books  of  the  Bible).  Evan- 
gelical publishing  houses  such  as 
Gospel  Light  are  another  source  of 
training  material  on  the  adult  level. 
We  use  just  as  much  of  this  type  of 
material  as  is  offered.  Never  in  the 
history  of  the  Christian  church  has 
good  Christian  literature  been  so 
easily  available  to  the  local  church. 

We  try  to  balance  our  program 
\\'ith  a  New  Testament  study  \\hen 
our  denominational  quarterly  calls  for 
an  Old  Testament  study,  and  vice 
versa.  We  also  use  the  book  Great 
Doctrines  of  the  Bible  by  William 
Evans  as  a  one-year  doctrinal  study. 
This  study  is  repeated  every  year  in 
the  same  rotation.  We  offer  courses 
in  prophecy,  discipleship,  the  Chris- 
tian home.  It  is  not  at  all  uncom- 
mon for  a  young  married  mother  to 
ask  what  the  Scriptures  teach  about 
disciplining  her  children,  or  an  older 
Christian  to  ask  the  doctrine  teacher 
to  list  a  verse  that  teaches  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  God.  We  use  a  wide 
selection  of  materials  in  an  effort  to 
gear  our  material  to  each  Christian's 
personal    need. 

At  times  we  see  the  need  for  a 
special  book  study,  so  we  may  use 
one  of  the  Moody  Colportage  books 
or  a  book  from  Back  to  the  Bible. 

With  all  of  these  adult  classes 
going  on  at  the  same  time,  do  yoii  not 
need  more  room  than  is  afforded  hy 
the  average  church? 

Almost  every  grov\'ing  congrega- 
tion could  use  additional  space.  It 
seems  that  we  are  always  in  a  build- 
ing program.  However,  to  begin  with 
we  divided  our  sanctuary  into  five 
sections.  The  auditorium  was  divided 
into  its  four  comers,  and  a  class  also 
meets  in  the  chancel  area. 

Do  you  mind  the  noise  of  compet- 
ing teachers'  voices? 

We  minimize  this  problem  by 
keeping  our  classes  as  small  and  as 
informal  as  possible.   Sally  and  Jim

have  attended  a  banquet  with  the 
Smiths  who  live  up  the  block.  They 
sit  together  and  are  able  to  main- 
tain  their  own  conversation,  even 
though  there  are  five  hundred  other 
people  in  the  banquet  hall.  The  noise 
is  not  a  major  factor  at  the  banquet 
table,  and  it  is  no  great  problem  in 
a  small   Sunday-school  class. 

Promotion 

Promotion  and  graduation  are  im- 
portant. We  encourage  our  adults 
to  take  the  exams  and  receive  credit 
toward  the  diploma.  There  are  some 
who  have  chosen  to  audit  these 
courses,  but  most  of  our  people  are 
enrolled  in  the  total  program. 

After  four  years  of  balanced  train- 
ing we  believe  we  have  the  best- 
trained  teachers  available,  either  to 
take  positions  of  leadership  in  a  new 
branch  church,  or  to  become  Sunday- 
school  teachers.  We  apply  literally 
Paul's  injunction  to  Timothy:  "The 
things  that  thou  hast  heard  of  me 
.  .  .  the  same  commit  thou  to  faith- 
ful men,  who  shall  be  able  to  teach 
others"   (II  Tim.   2:2). 

Some  of  our  adults  have  felt  keen- 
ly the  desire  for  graduate  study  in  a 
Bible  school  or  Bible  college.  In  our 
Sunday  school  we  feel  that  we  are 
touching  destiny.  If  the  Lord  should 
delay    His    coming,    every    Sunday 


school  will  have  to  train  workers  to 
reap  the  han'cst. 

The    Possibilities 

On  September  4  of  this  year  an- 
other conoregation  will  begin  in  the 
area  of  New  Holland,  about  twenty 
miles  east  of  Lancaster.  We  will  be 
losing  about  sixty  of  our  fine  people 
to  this  new  work.  But  we  are  ex- 
pecting the  Lord  Jesus  to  continue 
His  blessings  upon  the  work  at  Lan- 
caster, and  we  are  trusting  Him  for 
a  double  miracle.  For  we  are  also 
breaking  ground  in  order  to  enlarge 
our  facilities  for  this  coming  year. 
The  new  wing  will  enlarge  the  seat- 
ing  capacity  of  the  Lancaster  church 
to  about  five  hundred,  and  there  will 
be  a  lower  auditorium  larger  than 
our  present  one.  The  new  wing  will 
also  include  a  church  office  as  well 
as  an  enlarged  foyer.  Do  pray  for  us. 
We  have  a  wonderful  field  in  which 
to  work,  and  we  ha\'e  some  wonder- 
ful people  who  are  anxious  to  do 
the  Lord's  bidding. 

Why  not  try  the  Sunday  morning 
Bible  institute  in  your  Sunday 
school?  Why  not  "go  modern"  (while 
remaining  good,  old-fashioned  funda- 
mentalists)  and  change  your  Sunday 
school  into  a  modern  harvesting  ma- 
chine that  can  be  used  to  reap  a 
precious  harvest  of  souls?  T

Such  headlines  rock  our  nation 
day  after  day.  We  read  the  news  ac- 
count, comment  "What  a  shame!  I'm 
glad  that  will  never  happen  to  me," 
and  then  go  nonchalantly  about  our 
business. 

What  would  you  think  if  vour 
daughter  became  a  teen-age  pros- 
titute? What  would  race  through 
your  mind  if  vou  were  to  come  home 
one  night  after  work  and,  beholding 
half  of  vour  family  dead  on  the  floor, 
see  vour  son  lunge  at  vou  with  a 
kitchen  knife?  Impossible?  Homes 
are  annihilated  this  way  every 
week. 

Why  do  such  tragedies  as  these 
occur?  Are  we  losing  our  children? 
Where  is  the  root  of  this  problem? 

Communists  are  quoted  as  saving, 
"Give  us  your  children  until  thev 
are  five  years  old,  and  then  vou  can 
train  them  your  way."  Psychologists 
and  educators  say  that  the  first  five 
years  of  the  life  of  a  child  will,  with 
rare  exception,  determine  the  course 
of  life  he  uill  take. 

The  basic  need  of  the  child  is  to 
know  Jesus  Christ  as  his  own  per- 
sonal Saviour.  However,  he  must 
also  be  trained  in  the  things  of  the 
Lord.  He  must  be  taught  from  the 
Bible.  He  must  learn  to  depend  upon 
and  trust  in  God  day  bv  day.  Such 
training  does  not  happen  overnight. 
Sad  to  say,  such  training  does  not 
take  place  in  many  Christian  homes. 
Even  worse  is  that  many  churches 
do  not  provide  proper  training  for 
the  child. 

On  Sunday  morning  the  average 
child  approaches  the  church  with 
two  tools:  a  New  Testament  for  Sun- 
day school,  and  a  pencil  for  church. 
He  knows  that  there  will  be  plenty 
of  church  bulletins  and  offering  enve- 
lopes  in  the  church  pews  on  which 
to  doodle.  We  parents  chuckle  to 
ourselves  as  we  watch  them  draw. 
The  trouble  is  that  ten  years  later 
we  see  them  doing  the  same  thing! 
No  attention  is  paid  to  the  worship 
time;  no  thought  is  given  to  the 
sermon.  Why?  The  answer  is  that 
thev  have  not  seen  the  necessity  for 
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worship  in  past  years;  why  begin 
now?  This  is  not  to  say  that  the 
church  services  have  not  been  good. 
But  to  the  four-  and  five-year-old, 
even  the  seven-  or  eight-year-old,  the 
service  means  very  little.  It  is  above 
his  head! 

That  is  why  I  deem  it  a  vital  part 
of  the  educational  program  of  the 
church  to  establish  a  children's 
church  program.  Such  a  ministry 
makes  worship  of  God  a  vital  facet 
of  their  living.  Such  a  program  is 
geared  to  the  proper  age  le\'el,  so 
that  it  means  something  to  the  child. 

Children's  church  is  not  a  baby- 
sitting program.  This  is  where  many 
churches  fall  short.  Children's  church 
is  not  a  repetition  of  the  Sunday- 
school  hour.  And  children's  church  is 
not  a  recreation  period. 

Children's  church  is,  however,  a 
time  in  which  the  children  are  en- 
couraged to  praise  God.  An  atmos- 
phere of  reverence  pervades  the  area 
of  worship.  The  children  adore  God 
through  the  singing  of  songs  of  praise, 
through  the  giving  of  an  offering, 
through  praying,  and  through  listen- 
ing to  and  learning  the  Word  of  God. 

Also,  children's  church  is  a  time 
of  training  for  public  worship.  The 
children  prav  aloud;  they  read  the 
Scripture  aloud;  they  sing  in  their 
own  choir;  they  serve  as  the  minister, 
usher,  and  hostess.  As  they  grow 
older  and  develop  spiritually,  their 
talents  are  blended  into  the  main  wor- 
ship service  of  the  church.  As  a  re- 
sult, thev  experience  the  practical 
values  of  worshiping  God  in  teen-age 
years. 

To  organize  a  children's  church  is 
relatively  easy,  but  to  follow  through 
with  the  weekly  program  is  not  so 
easy.  It  takes  work.  There  must  be 
preparation;  there  must  be  dedica- 
tion. Young  lives  are  at  stake;  thev 
must  be  handled  with  prayer. 

These  words  may  sound  idealistic, 
but  thev  are  very  practical.  Our 
churches  are  losing  young  people 
by  the  scores  because  the  church 
means  very  little  to  them.  Unless 
your  children  see  the  practical  value 
of  worshiping  God,  you  may  lose 
them— at  home  and  in  the  church. 
But  under  prepared  personnel  and 
proper  leadership,  a  children's 
church  ministry  in  the  educational 
program  of  your  church  can  save 
them  before  it  is  too  late.  T 
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What  is  our  task  as  ministers 
of  the  Word  of  God?  Is  it  to  be  en- 
gaged in  civil  rights  demonstrations, 
kissing  babies  and  patting  parents  on 
the  back,  walking  around  with  a 
pious  look  and  folded  hands,  or  does 
our  task  reach  beyond  these  things 
which  have  become  a  part  of  some 
ministers'  activities?  The  Word  of 
God  gives  definite  teaching  along 
this  line,  and  this  includes  some  il- 
lustrations. Let  us  look  at  one  of 
these  illustrations  and  find  some 
specific  instruction  regarding  the  task 
of  the  minister  of  the  Word  of  God. 
It  is  found  in  Acts  3:1-10. 

There  are  three  phases  in  the  story 
which  we  want  to  consider:  the  oc- 
casion, the  event,  and  the  result. 

The  occasion  for  the  healing  of 
the  lame  man  was  the  coming  of 
Peter  and  John  to  the  temple  to 
pray.  At  the  entrance  to  the  temple 
they  encountered  a  lame  man  who 
had  been  carried  there  in  order  to 
beg  alms  of  those  passing  on   their 
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wav  to  prayer.  He  was  accustomed 
to  this  way  of  living  and  probably 
had  no  hope  of  doing  anything  else 
for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  On  this 
particular  day  Peter  and  John  ap- 
proached him,  and  his  usual  asking 
of  alms  attracted  their  attention.  They 
did  not  pass  by  but  turned  to  him 
and  replied  to  his  request,  an  act 
which  was  to  transform  his  life. 

The  event  that  changed  the  lame 
man's  life  is  seen  in  verses  4  to  6, 
where  Peter,  fastening  his  eyes  on 
the  expectant  man,  says,  "Silver  and 
gold  have  I  none;  but  such  as  I  have 
give  I  thee:  In  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Nazareth  rise  up  and  walk." 
Peter  and  John  did  not  have  money 
to  give  this  man;  and  even  if  they 
had,  thev  would  not  have  been  able 
to  help  further  than  to  put  some 
food  in  his  mouth  with  such  a  gift. 
What   he   needed   was   for   God   to 


touch  his  life.  Peter  realized  that 
Jesus  Christ  was  the  answer  to  this 
man's  problem.  He  therefore  fastened 
his  eves  on  the  man  and  in  the 
power  of  Jesus  Christ  met  the  need. 

The  result,  described  in  verses  7 
to  10,  was  a  remaking  of  bones  and 
muscles.  The  man's  feet  and  ankle 
bones  received  strength,  and  he  was 
able  to  walk  as  he  had  never  been 
able  to  do  before  in  his  life.  His 
need  had  been  met  in  and  through 
the  power  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Naz- 
areth. 

The  minister  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  has  a  specific  task:  to 
present  Jesus  Christ  to  men  and 
women  who  from  birth  have  been 
spiritually  deformed.  In  His  power 
men  are  transformed  into  new  crea- 
tures. He  is  the  answer  to  their  need 
—not  money,  sympathy,  or  smiles.  He 
is  the  answer,  and  He  is  the  mes- 
sage. Your  task  and  mine  is  to  take 
the  message  as  the  answer  to  men's 
needs.  Let  us  be  doing  our  work!  ▼

While  shopping  with  ni\  daughter 
Joyce  just  a  few  weeks  ago  I  took 
time  to  observe  the  organs  on  displa^^ 
Aware  of  the  need  of  an  organ  in 
our  church,  I  confessed  to  Jo\ce  my 
secret  desire  to  purchase  one  for  our 
conoresatiun.  I  was  not  sure.  h(n\- 
ever,  if  my  husband  shared  mv  feel- 
ing. 

At  a  church  luncheon  the  follow- 
ing day  our  pastor  informed  Jovce, 
who  was  chairman  of  the  music  com- 
mittee, that  he  had  discovered  a 
lovelv  Hammond  concert  organ  that 
was  being  sold  at  a  considerable  dis- 
count. He  suggested  that  mavbe  it 
was  the  Lord's  time  to  work  on  such 
a  project.  In  relating  this  informa 
tion  to  me  Joyce  remarked  that  be- 
cause of  a  deficit  in  the  general  fund 
at  this  time  it  would  be  verv  difficult 
to  persuade  the  church  to  act  on  the 
matter. 

Throughout  the  night  I  kept  mull- 
ing the  subject  over  in  m\'  mind  until 
I  knew  that  I  must  do  something 
about  it.  But  how  was  I  to  tell  m\ 
husband  of  mv  decision?  Maybe  if 
I  had  time  I  could  persuade  him,  but 
there  was  no  time.   M\    husband   is 
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a  verv  kind  and  generous  man,  but 
I  had  never  asked  him  for  such  an 
amount  before.  In  desperation  I 
pra\ed:  "Lord  if  vou  want  us  to  do 
this  together,  then  show  me  what  to 
do." 

Follow  ing  breakfast  the  next  morn- 
ing I  mentioned  the  matter  to  him, 
and  he  replied  bv  suggesting  that  we 
gi\e  $500.  I  was  disappointed,  but 
I  felt  he  knew  best.  I  was  sure  that 
the  matter  v\as  closed.  But  the  ne.xt 
dav  when  I  stopped  b\  mv  husband's 
office,  he  remarked  that  he  had  had 
lunch  with  our  daughter  and  that 
much  of  their  con\^ersation  had  cen- 
tered around  the  organ.  When  he  in- 
formed me  that  he  had  called  the 
pastor  and  had  offered  SI 000,  I  knew 
that  the  Lord  was  speaking  to  us 
both. 

I  then  confided  to  mv  husband 
mv  own  conviction  that  we  should 
make  a  gift  of  the  total  amount.  We 
shared  the  thought  that  unless  we 
made  some  sacrifice  it  wouldn't  mean 
nearly  so  much.  After  some  careful 
deliberation  we  decided  together  that 
we  would  do  this  thing  for  the  Lord. 

We  had  heard  our  pastor  sav  that 
\ou  can't  outgi\e  the  Lord,  and  we 
soon  disco\'ered  the  truth  of  his  re- 
marks. Through  this  experience  we 
have  learned  the  blessing  of  giving 
and  have  a  new  understanding  of  the 
word  "faith."  Along  with  the  others 
in  our  church  who  praved  for  this 
addition  to  our  musical  program  we 
simply  thank  the  Lord  for  His  won-

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The  Word  That  Works

"Lillv-]ivered  canaries"  —  that's 
what  we  are!  Cowards! 

One  of  the  most  deplorable  fail- 
ures amonp  Christians  is  the  failure 

o 

to  witness  for  Jesus  Christ.  Perhaps 
you  inwardly  desire  to  witness  for 
our  Lord,  but  the  problem  is  that 
vou  are  a  bit  timid  and  uncertain.  I 
want  to  share  with  \'ou  a  truth  from 
Colossians  that  could  completely 
transform  your  desire  and  ability  to 
witness. 

While  Colossians  1:3-8  is  basically 
Paul's  thanksgiying  to  God  concern- 
ing  the  Colossian  Christians,  the 
passage  also  suggests  se\'eral  eye- 
opening  truths  concerning  the  mes- 
senger and  the  message  that  came  to 
the  Colossians. 

The  name  of  the  messenger  of  God 
who  founded  the  church  at  Colosse  is 
mentioned  in  verse  7— Epaphras.  As 
far  as  we're  concerned,  his  name 
might  just  as  well  have  been  Sas- 
aphras.  At  this  point  you  can  proudly 
say  that  you  know  as  much  as  most 


Bible  scholars  about  Epaphras,  since 
almost  nothing  is  recorded  about 
who  this  man  was.  He  was  apparently 
rather  insignificant,  but  God  used 
him  to  found  this  church.  Why? 

I  believe  the  answer  is  partially 
found  in  his  relationship  to  the  Lord 
Jesus.  In  verse  7  Paul  speaks  of 
Epaphras  as  a  fellow  bondser\'ant.  In 
other  words,  his  will  and  actions 
were  dominated  by  Christ.  Self-cen- 
teredness  and  pride  had  been  laid 
aside  in  his  desire  to  serve  the  Mas- 
ter. Here  was  a  man  who  could  be 
controlled  by  the  Spirit.  Furthermore, 
he  was  a  faithful,  dependable  min- 
ister of  Christ,  loyal  in  doing  the 
bidding  of  the  Lord. 

So  the  first  clue  to  being  a  suc- 
cessful witness  and  servant  of  Christ 
is  found  in  the  insignificant  but 
loyal  life  of  the  messenger,  Epaphras. 
The  second  clue  is  to  be  found  in 
a  realization  of  the  power  of  the  mes- 
sage. 

The  message  is  mentioned  in  verse 


5  very  simply  as  "the  gospel."  Ac- 
cording to  I  Corinthians  15  the  gos- 
pel  is  the  message  that  Christ  died 
for  our  sins,  was  buried,  and  rose 
again  the  third  day.  Of  course,  the 
New  Testament  de^•elops  the  ramifi- 
cations of  this  central  truth,  but  this 
basic  message  has  the  power  to 
transform  lives.  "It  is  the  power  of 
God"  (I  Cor.  LI 8).  Colossians  1;6 
explains  that  the  gospel  was  con- 
tinually bearing  fruit,  not  only  at 
Colosse,  but  also  in  all  the  rest  of 
the  world.  Though  for  some  reason 
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the  King  James  Version  has  ommit- 
ted  it,  a  Greek  New  Testament 
would  indicate  that  the  gospel  not 
only  bore  fruit,  but  also  was  increas- 
ing. Ne^^•  converts  were  being  won 
by  its  transforming  message.  The  gos- 
pel has  inherent  energy  to  bear  fruit 
and  expand.  It  is  like  a  tree  that  each 
year  bears  fruit  and  also  expands  the 
size  of  its  trunk  and  branches. 

What  kind  of  fruit  did  the  gospel 
bear  in  the  Colossians?  Verse  4  in- 
dicates that  the  gospel  was  respon- 
sible for  their  faith  in  Jesus  Christ: 
that  is,  their  dav-bv-dav  living  in  the 
sphere  of  Christ.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  thev  were  li\'ing  by  faith  in 
Christ,  controlled  by  the  Spirit,  the 
gospel  was  also  bearing  the  fruit  of 
lo\'e  on  their  part  to\\'ard  all  the 
saints.  Epaphras  had  brought  the 
seed  of  the  gospel  and  had  so\ved  it 
among  the  Colossians.  Now,  that  seed 
was  blossoming  forth  and  producing 
la\'ish  fruit. 

I  began  bv  noting  that  some  of  us 
are  a  bit  timid  and  uncertain  when 
it  comes  to  witnessing.  We  think 
we  need  a  convincing  personality  and 
an  eloquent  \'ocabulary  before  we 
can  attempt  to  lead  men  to  Christ. 
But  this  passage  de-emphasizes  the 
messenger,  except  to  mention  his 
faithfulness.  Furthermore,  it  is  ob- 
vious that  the  power  of  any  testimony 
for  Christ  is  to  be  found  in  the  in- 
herent energy  of  the  gospel  to  pro- 
duce fruit  and  to  expand.  In  Acts 
1:8  Jesus  simply  told  his  disciples 
to  be  witnesses,  to  carry  the  gospel 
to  others.  Really,  this  doesn't  take 
great  ability;  God  has  even  given  us 
a  Book  that  we  can  quote  from. 
But  it  does  take  availability  and  faith- 
fulness. When  you  witness  for  Christ, 
depend  not  on  yourself,  but  realize 
that  you  have  the  Word  that  works!

The  Four  Great 
Powers  of  the  End  Time 


Not  long  ago  it  was  reported  from 
the  Copley  News  Service:  "Commu- 
nist China  is  on  the  verge  of  develop- 
ing a  strike  force  of  lons-ranse  nu- 
ts O  O 

clear  missiles,  atomic  scientist  Ed- 
ward Teller  predicts.  Teller,  known 
as  the  Tather  of  the  H-Bomb,'  made 
his  views  known  in  a  letter  to  the 
chairman  of  the  House  sub-commit- 
tee on  the  Far  East  and  Pacific; 
Zablocki  made  the  letter  public  Fri- 
dav.  The  scientist  warned  the  United 
States  will  he  more  vulnerable  to 
atomic  attack  than  Russia,  once  Red 
China  has  an  atomic  deliverv  capa- 
bility. 'The  Chinese  could  not  threat- 
en the  So\'iet  Union,'  Teller  said.  He 
explained,  'Russia,  unlike  the  United 
States,  is  protected  hy  an  anti-missile 
defense  which  would  be  feasible 
against  a  relatively  unsophisticated 
missile  force.'  He  continued,  'It  is 
particularly  disturbing  to  see  a  threat 
develop  against  which  the  Russians 
are  immune,  but  the  United  States  is 
not.  .  .  .'  " 

Many  will  remember  that  after 
World  War  II  Dr.  Einstein,  speaking 
from  his  own  human  wisdom,  stated 
that  a  world  go\'ernment  should  be 
established  "founded  by  the  United 
States,  the  So\iet  Union  and  Great 
Britain,  the  only  three  powers  with 
great  military  strength." 

If  Dr.  Einstein  had  read  the 
Books  of  Daniel  and  Revelation  care- 
fully, he  would  have  discovered  that 
God  has  a  blueprint  for  the  ages.  As 
the  time  draws  near  for  the  return  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  King  of 
Kings  and  Lord  of  Lords,  the  Scrip- 
tures re\'eal  there  will  be  four  great 


powers  on  the  earth:  the  king  of  the 
north  (Ezek.  38),  the  king  of  the 
south  (Dan.  1 1),  the  kings  of  the  east 
(Rev.  16)  and  the  willful  king  (Dan. 
1 1 )  who  will  become  the  world  ruler. 

Since  the  "kings  of  the  east"  must 
include  Chinese  territory.  Dr.  Ein- 
stein should  have  included  this  vast 
area  in  his  prognostications.  The  fact 
that  China  has  come  forth  with 
such  tremendous  war  potential  in  the 
last  few  years  is  no  surprise  to  pro- 
phetic students.  This  is  in  perfect 
harmonv  with  God's  revelation.  One 
of  the  great  powers  of  the  end  time 
must  be  the  "kings  of  the  east." 

As  we  in  our  day  see  wars  and 
rumors  of  war  and  the  steady  move- 
ment to\\-ard  world  government,  we 
need  to  be  aware  that  perhaps  in 
the  near  future  all  these  four  divi- 
sions mcntined  in  the  Scriptures  may 
be  brought  under  one  great  head. 
How  Russia  and  China  will  be  sub- 
dued by  the  world  dictator  we  may 
not  see  at  the  moment,  but  this  is  all 
in  God's  overall  plan  of  the  ages.

plished  in  the  day  of  the  Great 
Tribulation.  God's  Word  says  that 
day  will  be  a  time  "such  as  was  not 
since  the  beginning  of  the  world  to 
this  time,  no,  nor  ever  shall  be" 
(Matt.  24:21). 

Within  the  short  period  of  the 
Great  Tribulation  the  Satan-deceived 
nations  of  the  earth  will  one  by  one 
be  subdued  under  the  one  world 
ruler  to  come.

Four   Phases  of   Divine  Commitment 

The  world-wide  implications  that  mark  our  home-mis- 
sion responsibilitv  are  tremendous.  These  are  revealed 
in  Paul's  second  letter  to  the  Corinthians.  "And  all  things 
are  of  God,  who  hath  reconciled  us  to  himself  by  Jesus 
Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  the  ministry  of  reconciliation; 
to  wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world 
unto  himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them; 
and  hath  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation" 
(II  Cor.  5:18-19). 

A  sovereign  God  has  ordained  that  men,  who  ha\'e 
been  made  recipients  of  His  divine  grace  of  salvation, 
shall  have  the  solemn  responsibilitv  of  reaching  a  world 
of  lost  souls.  Thus,  God's  children  have,  by  divine  means, 
become  the  sole  heirs  to  the  awesome  task  involved  in 
the  ministry  of  reconciliation. 

The  word  of  reconciliation  coupled  with  the  designated 
ambassadorship  for  Christ  provide  the  child  of  God  with 
a  soul-stirring,  heart-searching  commitment.  "God  was  in 
Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself  .  .  .  and  hath 
committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation."  Anvthing 
short  of  world-wide  \'ision  for  the  lost,  total  dedication 
of  self  and  talent,  and  readiness  of  acceptance  of  this 
divine  responsibilitv  would  leave  one  empty-handed  and 
embarrassed  at  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 

Christ  Commitment 

We  believe  that  our  Lord,  the  image  of  the  invisible 
God,  the  first-born  of  every  creature,  the  creator  of  all 
things,  has  been  given  sovereign  authority  over  the 
church.  "And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the  church 
.  .  .  that  in  all  things  he  might  have  the  preeminence. 
For  it  pleased  the  Father  that  in  him  should  all  fulness 
dwell"  (Col.  1:18-19). 

Home-mission  churches  must  be  established  in  Christ, 
upon  Christ  and  through  Christ.  He  must  be  the  head 
of  the  church.  Its  message,  its  program,  its  intent  and  pur 
pose  are  to  be  centered  in  Him.  Our  goal  must  be  to 
please  Him  in  every  facet  of  our  li\es.  Our  Lord,  hav 
ing  made  peace  through  the  blood  of  His  cross,  the  One 
in  whom  we  have  redemption  through  His  blood,  even 


the  forgiveness  of  sins,  having  delivered  us  from  the 
power  of  darkness,  unquestionably  is  deserving  of  our 
adoration  and  exaltation. 

Bible  Teaching  and  Preaching 

The  word  of  reconciliation  implicates  every  doctrine 
and  facet  of  truth  in  the  Scripture.  The  gospel  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  sah'ation  to  every  one  who  believes 
(Rom.  1:16).  Old  Testament  prophets  spoke  God's  Word 
with  great  fear  and  respect.  The  apostles  of  New  Testa- 
ment times  were  teachers  and  preachers  of  God's  Word 
in  power  to  the  salvation  of  manv  souls.  The  apostle  Paul 
earnestly  instructed  the  church  to  studv  and  cherish  the 
Word  of  God.  He  bade  his  disciple  Timothv  to  "preach 
the  word;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  season;  reprove,  re- 
buke, exhort  with  all  longsuffering  and  doctrine"  (II 
Tim.  4:2).  So  sincerely  did  this  grip  the  heart  of  Paul 
that  personal  commitment  to  the  gospel  was  genuinely 
expressed.  "But  as  we  were  allowed  of  God  to  be  put 
in  trust  with  the  gospel,  even  so  we  speak;  not  as  pleasing 
men,  but  God,  which  trieth  our  hearts." 

The  Bible-teaching  and  -preaching  church  is  a  fulfill- 
ment of  God's  purpose  on  earth.  This  church,  a  de- 
positorv  for  the  truth,  is  used  to  instruct,  to  stimulate,  to 
cause  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  God  to  rejoice.  The 
Bible-teaching  church  has  a  solid  ministry  in  these  davs 
of  uncertainty. 

Soul-winning 

Our  Lord  came  to  seek  and  save  the  lost  (Luke  19:10). 
He  demonstrated  His  compassion  for  the  lost  on  many 
occasions  during  His  earthlv  ministry.  His  heart  and  soul 
were  revealed  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  Father's  will  on 
the  cross. 

The  example  of  our  Lord  coupled  with  His  Lordship 
in  the  believer's  life  paralleled  with  the  purpose  of  God 
in  Christ  in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation  present  a  clear 
picture  of  our  responsibility.  God  has  clearly  shown  that 
He  wants  saved  men  to  reach  the  lost.  Into  the  fabric

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Building  To  Reach  More  People 


Hagerstown,  Maryland 


In  Brethren  Home  Missions  the 
process  of  building  is  a  continuing 
one,  and  we  Hke  it  because  to  us  it 
is  an  indication  of  growth.  It  is  al- 
ways good  news  when  a  home-mis- 
sion pastor  writes,  "We  must  add  to 
our  building,  for  we  are  running  out 
of  space."  We  have  received  just 
such  letters  from  the  pastors  at  Koko- 
mo,  Indiana;  Hagerstown,  Mary- 
land; and  Davenport,  Iowa.  We  are 
continually  receiving  the  same  report 
from  new  groups  meeting  in  homes, 
public  social  halls,  grange  halls, 
Y.M.C.A.'s,  and  vacant  store  build- 
ings. 

Rev.  Herman  Hein,  Jr.,  of  Koko- 
mo,  Indiana,  writes,  "We  have  158 
children  pre-enrolled  in  our  Chris- 
tian day  school.  This  vear  our  school 
will  be  the  largest  vet  with  almost 
twice  the  number  of  students."  The 
only  ansv\'er  to  this  need  is  to  build, 
and  a  building  is  under  construction. 
This  is  not  the  only  area  in  which 
there  is  a  need.  The  Sunday  school  in 
August  was  running  37  per  cent 
ahead  of  August,  1965.  This  pastor 
carried  home  from  the  national  Sun- 
day-school convention  a  number  of 
trophies  won  within  the  last  year. 
New  families  are  movine  into  the  In- 
dian  Heights  area  at  the  rate  of  15 
to  25  per  month. 

From  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  this 
word  came:  "The  work  here  has 
grown  so  much  that  many  times  the 
back  part  of  the  auditorium  is  crowd- 
ed out  with  Sunday-school  children, 
and  we  have  junior  church  in  the 
addition.  Considering  these  condi- 
tions we  felt  the  Lord  leading  in  the 
building  of  a  new  \\'ing  to  our  pres- 


ent building."  This  church  with  a 
sizable  debt  wondered  if  they  should 
start  another  building  program.  The 
decision  was  made  to  build  and  trust 
the  Lord,  and  today  over  $3,700  has 
been  given  toward  payment  of  ma- 
terials. A  contractor  and  member  of 
the  church,  John  Cook,  is  giving  his 
talents  in  supervision,  and  other 
members  have  rallied  to  help  with 
labor.  At  this  writing  the  roof  was 
almost  ready  to  go  on,  not  one  cent 
had  been  spent  for  labor,  the  ma- 
terials were  paid  for,  and  there  was 
no  increase  in  the  debt. 

The  church  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  is 
building  a  first  unit  with  occupancy 
expected  late  this  month  or  early  in 
October.  This  group  of  Brethren  are 
now  meeting  in  a  Seventh  Day  Ad- 
ventist  church  and  have  never  had  a 
building  of  their  own.  This  church 
with  93  members  is  ahead  of  its  goal 
of  100  by  January  1,  1967.  Every 
Easter  this  church  sets  a  goal  of  100 


more  than  the  previous  year.  The 
first  year  the  100  goal  was  exceeded 
by  33,  last  year  the  200  goal  was  ex- 
ceeded by  25  and  next  year  they  are 
praying  for  300.  With  continued 
growth  of  this  kind,  the  new  building 
will  be  adequate  for  only  a  short  time. 
We  will  be  getting  that  letter  from 
Pastor  David  Hocking  saying,  "I 
must  have  more  space— when  can  we 
build  an  addition?"  This  Sunday 
school  was  another  of  the  winners  in 
the  national  Sunday-school  contest, 
and  the  church  attendance  exceeds 
the  Sundav  school! 

The  Brethren  Construction  Crew 
M-as  organized  to  help  meet  the  need 
in  Brethren  Home  Missions  for  new 
buildings  and  additions.  This  crew 
is  now  scheduled  one  year  in  advance. 
Just  this  last  month  another  family, 
the  William  Shakletons  from  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church,  Fort  Lau- 
derdale, Florida,  was  added  to  the 
crew  to  help  speed  up  the  building 
projects.  It  is  still  necessary  for  many 
of  the  churches  to  have  local  con- 
tractors do  their  work. 

Through  our  home  missions  pro- 
motional materials  you  are  becoming 
aware  of  the  fact  that  Brethren  Home 
Missions  is  in  the  "people  business." 
To  be  in  the  people  business  we  must 
of  necessity  be  in  the  building  busi- 
ness. The  greater  the  job  our 
churches  do  in  the  people  business, 
the  greater  the  job  will  be  to  provide 
adequate  building  facilities— to  reach 
more  people.  T

Victory  is  in  View 


As  we  look  to  God  and  you,  vic- 
tory is  in  view.  The  1967  budget 
adopted  for  Brethren  Home  Missions 
was  $280,000,  and  with  the  present 
deficit  of  $70,000,  our  need  is  for 
$350,000  in  income.  In  the  last  fis- 
cal year  of  1965-66  the  total  income 
applicable  to  the  budget  and  deficit 
was  $340,000,  over  $40,000  of  which 
came  from  realized  annuities  and 
estates.  With  another  $30,000  in- 
crease this  year  in  the  offering  ($1.00 
per  member)  the  gap  would  be  nar- 
rowed to  less  than  $20,000  for  a  debt- 
free  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil and  xnctoryl  We're  praying  and 
trusting  God.

You're  right;  it's  the  teacher!  You 
may  have  the  finest  facihties,  but 
without  a  teacher  you  cannot  have 
a  school. 

Here  at  the  Navajo  mission  we 
have  the  very  best  facihties,  dormi- 
tories, dining  room,  and  classrooms. 
In  addition,  the  enrollment  this  year 
is  larger  than  ever.  As  the  school 
year  begins,  however,  we  are  short 
three  teachers  on  our  staff.  Because 
of  this  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
other  members  of  the  staff  to  curtail 
the  work  in  their  specialized  areas  to 
fill   the   vacancies   in   the   classroom. 

Our  superintendent,  Mr.  Larry 
Wedertz,  with  an  already  heavily 
loaded  schedule,  must  add  the  re- 
sponsibility of  teaching.  The  impor- 


tant and  vital  work  of  visitation  of 
our  missionary  Miss  Angie  Garber 
will  have  to  be  radically  reduced  to 
permit  her  to  teach  in  the  school.  Fur- 
thermore, our  medical  program  must 
be  greatly  restricted  in  order  that 
Miss  Lois  Wilson,  the  mission  nurse, 
mav  assume  additional  duties  in  the 
classroom. 

Can  it  be  that  the  missing  person 


in  the  above  situation  is  even  now 
reading  about  this  need?  It  is  not  too 
late  for  that  qualified  teacher  to  ap- 
ply for  one  of  these  positions.  Appli- 
cation may  be  submitted  directly  to 
the  superintendent,  Larry  Wedertz, 
Star  Route,  Cuba,  New  Mexico  or 
to  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  Box  587,  Winona  Lake,  In- 
diana 46590.

Days  of  Decisions 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
met  for  two  weeks,  spacing  over 
eighty  items  of  business  along  with 
the  reports  from  46  mission  points. 
This  board,  made  up  of  seven  pas- 
tors and  seven  laymen,  gives  its  time 
and  counsel  without  any  remunera- 
tion as  a  service  for  Christ.  Thoush 
the  day's  work  often  ran  into  the 
night  hours,  the  men  rejoiced  in  the 
progress,  the  reports  of  victory  and 
the  joy  of  personal  interviews  with 
the  missionaries. 


An  increasing  portion  of  their  time 
is  being  devoted  to  the  work  of  the 
Brethren  Investment  Foundation. 
New  fields  at  New  Holland,  Penn- 
sylvania; Richmond,  Virginia;  Santa 
Maria  and  Santa  Barbara,  Califor- 
nia; Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania;  and 
Woodbridge,  Virginia  were  approved. 
Approval  was  given  to  seek  person- 
nel for  these  fields  as  they  develop 
and  funds  become  available.  It  is 
gratifying  to  see  the  district  mission 
boards  of  the  Southeast,  Mid-At- 
lantic, Allegheny,  and  East  Districts 


carrying  a  large  share  of  the  support 
for  their  new  fields. 

The  board  gratefully  acknowledged 
thanksgiving  and  praise  to  the  entire 
brotherhood  for  their  $30,000  increase 
in  the  home-mission  offering  last 
year.  Significantly,  the  increased  of- 
fering, realized  annuities,  and  estates 
made  possible  a  substantial  reduction 
in  the  deficit.  Prayerfully,  plans  were 
laid  in  faith  that  we  might  see  an- 
other financial  victor)'  this  year, 
ending  vyith  a  complete  erasure  of  the 
debt  and  with  budget  needs  being 
met. 

Financial  reports  and  a  summar)'  of 
the  year's  activities  are  to  be  mailed 
in  September  to  all  of  the  corporation 
members.  T

"But  ve  shall  re- 
ceive power,  after  that  the  Holv 
Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and  )'e  shall 
be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jeru- 
salem,   and    in    all    Judaea,    and    in 


Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth"  (Acts   1:8).

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Grace  Brethren  at  Defiance  Dedicate  Edifice 


The  words  of  the  song  "To  God  Be 
the  Glory,  Great  Things  He  Hath 
Done"  speak  clearly  the  spirit  of  the 
Brethren  people  at  Defiance,  Ohio. 
The  new  building  of  100  by  48  feet 
stands  upon  four  acres  of  level  prop- 
erty next  to  a  proposed  school  site 
and  in  the  midst  of  a  large  area  of 
new  homes.  The  property  purchase 
price  was  $4,000.  The  total  cost  of 
the  building,  constructed  by  Mr. 
Harry  Sisco,  a  member  of  the  con- 
gregation, with  much  help  from  the 
congregation,  was  $53,000,  includ- 
ing property,  improvements  and 
equipment. 

The  building,  located  on  Route  66, 
one-half  mile  south  of  Defiance,  is 
a  modern  brick  educational  first  unit. 
Its  beautiful  auditorium  will  seat  ap- 
proximately 175,  and  there  are  16 
classroom  areas  for  the  growins  Sun- 
day  school. 

The  dedication  services  began  with 
a  weekend  Bible  conference  with 
Rev.  Richard  W.  DeHaan,  teacher 
of  the  Radio  Bible  Class,  as  speaker. 
The  Bible  class,  now  in  its  28th  year, 
is  aired  over  600  radio  stations 
throughout  the  world.  Rev.  DeHaan

o\'er    $650   was   received    to   be    ap- 
plied to  the  church  debt. 

This  congregation  held  its  first 
meeting  in  June  of  1965.  At  the  in-

Now  they  are  running 
consistently  at  the  one-hundred  figure 
with  records  up  to  160.

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CONFIRMATION 


How  do  some  Jewish  people  feel  about  their  religion? 
How  can  we  understand  them  better?

My  parents  are  missionaries  to  the 
Jewish  people  in  a  large  city  in  the 
United  States.  My  best  friend  is 
Jewish.  We  practically  grew  up  to- 
gether. Esther's  mother  died  when 
she  was  five.  I  used  to  tell  her  a 
lot  about  the  Lord  Jesus  and  how 
He  died  for  her.  She  took  a  New 
Testament  home  and  was  allowed  to 
keep  it  until  her  father  married 
again.  Then  his  wife  sent  it  back. 

Esther's  new  mother  was  very  nice 
to  her.  At  first  she  was  unhappy 
about  not  being  allowed  to  have  a 
Christmas  tree,  since  she  had  always 
had  one  before.  Then  she  began  cele- 
brating Hanukkah,  the  Feast  of 
Lights,  which  falls  about  the  time 
of  our  Christmas.  It  is  a  very  inter- 
esting holiday,  because  Jewish  chil- 
dren receive  gifts  for  eight  days.  It 
is  customary  to  give  gifts  of  money 
for  Hanukkah,  but  other  kinds  are 
given,  also.  Lately,  Jewish  people 
have  taken  to  decorating  their  homes 
and  using  electric  menorahs  (lamps) 
in  their  windows. 

Still,  Hanukkah  never  seems  to 
take  the  place  of  Christmas.  Manv 
Jewish  children  continue  to  have 
a  Christmas  tree,  though  they  are 
apt  to  call  it  a  "Hanukkah  bush." 

When  Esther  was  in  the  sixth 
grade,  she  began  to  go  to  Hebrew 
school.  She  had  all  school  vacations 
off  from  religious  school,  too.  She 
used  to  say,  'Well,  Hebrew  school  is 
over  for  the  summer  and  I  won't 
have  to  20  back  to  the  svnasoouc 
until  fall." 

Her  religion  was  a  sort  of  sporadic 
thing,  and  her  heart  was  not  in  it. 
We  often  talked  about  God,  heaven, 
and  a  few  other  things.  She  listened 


to  me  at  first.  As  we  grew  older,  she 
besan   to  talk  about  evolution   as  a 

o 

substitute  for  God. 

When  Esther  was  "confirmed,"  I 
was  invited,  naturally,  as  this  is  quite 
a  big  event.  She  received  many  lovely 
gifts  and  was  allowed  to  have  her 
hair  done  for  the  confirmation  serv- 
ice. I  went  with  her  family. 

Esther  was  confirmed  in  the  Jew- 
ish temple.  Everything  about  this 
temple  suggests  material  possessions 
and  extreme   structural   beauty. 

We  arrived  early  and  managed  to 
find  a  seat  near  the  front  of  the  audi- 
torium. Many  of  my  friends  were  in 
the  confirmation  class,  so  I  felt  right 
at  home.  The  school  I  attend  is  very 
large  and  is  composed  of  about  95 
per  cent  Jewish  students.  In  fact,  I 
think  I  am  the  only  Gentile  in  my 
high  school  who  ever  won  an  award 
in  Hebrew.  That  isn't  as  exciting  as 
it  sounds,  because  I  am  probably  the 
onlv  Gentile  in  that  school  who  ever 
took  Hebrew  in  the  first  place! 

I  sat  quietly  beside  Esther's  par- 
ents and  looked  at  the  people  around 
me.  The\'  didn't  seem  happy.  No  one 
smiled  at  me,  as  we  do  in  our  church 
when  a  stranger  visits. 

"Have  you  been  confirmed?"  the 
lady  next  to  me  asked. 

I  shook  mv  head. 

"Haven't  you  ever  attended  He- 
brew school?" 

I  smiled  at  her.  "No.  You  see,  I'm 
a  Christian." 

"Oh."  She  didn't  look  at  me  again. 

When  the  young  people  came  into 
the  auditorium,  thev  looked  very  nice. 
My  heart  turned  over  because  I  knew 
they  were  lost— not  because  they 
were  Jewish,  but  because  thev  didn't 


know  Jesus  died  for  their  sins. 
There  was  an  emptiness  in  this  great 
building— just  as  there  was  an  empti- 
ness in  their  hearts. 

The  rabbi  was  a  handsome  man. 
He  spoke  about  the  use  of  God's 
name  in  vain.  I  wondered  why  he 
couldn't  understand  the  truths  in 
the  Old  Testament  about  the  Mes- 
siah. 

The  second  rabbi  sat  on  the  plat- 
form and  slept.  I  wanted  to  cry  for 
all  those  boys  and  girls  who  should 
have  known  about  Jesus,  their  Mes- 
siah, but  who  had  spent  all  these 
years  going  to  religious  school  with- 
out hearing  once  how  He  loved  them 
enough  to  die  for  them.  He  was  of 
their  own  flesh,  and  yet  they  were 
indifferent  to  Him— though  He  had 
loved  them  always. 

There  were  no  Bibles,  and  there 
were  no  hvmns  filled  with  hope  and 
joy.  There  were  onlv  the  awful, 
mournful,  minor  songs  expressing 
something  they  themselves  did  not 
understand.  Oh,  how  glad  I  was  to 
know  of  salvation  and  how  to  have 
fellowship  with  God! 

The  onlv  Scripture  passage  used 
was  the  reading  of  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments  in  both  English  and 
Hebrew.  Then  the  storv  of  Ruth 
was  told.  It  ended  with  David.  If 
only  thev  could  understand  that  it 
extended  to  Jesus,  the  Messiah,  the 
coming  King! 

In  spite  of  the  message  on  pro- 
fanity, we  were  no  sooner  outside 
the  great  stone  building  than  some 
of  the  girls  used  God's  name  in  vain. 

"Didn't  you  listen  to  the  rabbi?" 
I  asked  in  surprise. 

"Don't  be  so  stuffy,"  they  told  me.

"This  is  a  part  of  life.  It  isn't  using 
God's  name  in  vain." 

Most  of  my  friends  say  they  will 
never  go  back  into  a  synagogue 
again.  They  are  happy  to  be  free  of 
formal  religion.  I  don't  wonder  at 
their  attitude.  How  could  they  want 
to  go  back  to  that  cold,  stone 
building  when  no  one  tells  them 
how  much  God  really  cares  for  each 
individual  person— so  much  that  He 
gave  His  Son? 

I  thank  God  that  I  was  bom  by 
His  grace,  into  a  family  who  knew 
Him  and  wanted  me  to  know  Him, 
too.  I  have  learned  how  much  my 
Jewish  friends  lack  spiritually,  and 
my  heart  aches  for  them  because  they 
are  blind  to  the  wonderful  love  of 
God.  If  He  wills,  someday  I  shall  go 
to  them  as  a  missionary.  In  the  mean- 
time I  can  serve  Him  in  my  place  as 
a  Christian  girl,  bearing  a  true  testi- 
mony of  His  love  before  my  friends. 
It  isn't  enough,  I  find,  to  let  your 
light  shine;  you  must  let  your  life 
shine,  too,  so  that  others  can  tell  you 
belong  to  Him.  T

During  the  Eisenhower  administra- 
tion a  new  miHtary  term  was  coined, 
it  was,  I  believe,  credited  to  his  Sec- 
retary of  State,  John  Foster  Dulles, 
and  was  used  in  relation  to  the  posi- 
tion the  United  States  had  assumed 
in  the  protection  of  Formosa  and  the 
islands  nearer  the  China  mainland. 
It  was  the  word  "brinkmanship." 
This  word  described  the  risk  our 
Government  was  taking  that  its  ac- 
tions  might  precipitate  an  all-out  wai 
with  Communist  China.  It  envi- 
sioned a  commitment  that  might  lead 
us  to  the  point  of  no  return,  and  the 
alternative  would  be  war  or  cowardly 
surrender. 

Men,  and  nations,  can  choose  a 
pathway  of  behavior  in  the  pursuit 
of  selfish  and  sinful  ambitions  that 
will  lead  them  not  to  brinkmanship, 
but  over  the  precipice  into  utter  ruin 
and  defeat.  Two  scriptural  passages, 
one  in  Genesis  and  one  in  Hebrews, 
present  to  us  just  such  a  situation. 
Read  Genesis  25:27-34  and  Hebrews 
12:17. 

The  story  concerns  a  family  affair 
—the  inheritance  of  the  father's 
estate  by  his  two  sons.  Strangely,  at 
least  at  the  beginning,  the  character 
of  the  sons  seems  not  to  be  involved. 
The  issue  has  to  do  onlv  with  what 
they  held  in  prospect  of  acquiring  as 
an  inheritance. 

An  inheritance  speaks  to  us  of  an 


endowment  from  the  past— from 
someone  or  something  that  has  been 
before  us.  It  is  somethins  we  have 
not  earned  for  ourselves.  We  mav 
not  be  worthy  of  it.  We  may  use  it 
wisely,  or  we  may  dissipate  it  fool- 
ishly. But  it  is  ours,  and  we  will  do 
something  with  it! 

James  Russell  Lowell  left  us  a 
poem  called  "The  Heritage."  It  con- 
cerns two  sons,  one  the  son  of  a  rich 
man  and  the  other  the  son  of  a  poor 
man. 

The    rich    man's   son    inherits    lands. 

And  piles  of  brick,  and  stone,  and  gold. 
And    he    inherits    soft    white    hands. 

And  tender  flesh  that  fears  the  cold. 
Nor  dares  to  wear  a  garment  old; 

A   heritage,    it   seems   to    nio. 
One   scarce    would   wish   to    hold    m   fee. 

The   rich   man's   son   inherits   cares; 

The  bank  may  break,  the  factory  burn, 
A  breath  may  burst  his  bubble  shares. 

And  soft  white  hands  could  scarcely  earn 
A    living    that    would    serve    his    turn.    .    .    . 

What   doth   the  poor  man's   son   ir^erit? 

Stout    muscles    and    a    sinew    heart, 
A   hardy   frame,   a   hardier  spirit; 

King  of  two  hands,  he  does  his  part. 
In  every  useful  toil   and  art; 

A  heritage,   it  seems  to  me. 
A   king   might   wish   to   hold    in  fee. 

What  doth  the  poor  man's  son  inherit? 

Wishes   o'erjoyed    with    humble    things. 
A  rank  adjudged  by  toil-won  merit. 

Content  that  from  employment  springs. 
A  heart  that   in  his  labor  sings.   -    .    . 

All  of  this  might  have  been  fine 
in  the  days  of  Mr.  Lowell.  However, 
today  the  rich  man's  banks,  his  bonds 
and  his  "bubble  stock"  are  all  insured 


by  the  federal  government,  and  he 
would  be  in  no  danger  of  soiling 
his  "soft  white  hands."  As  for  the 
poor  man,  his  son  might  better  fol- 
low the  old  man  on  the  relief  roll 
without  the  questionable  propriety  of 
conditioning  either  his  muscles  or  his 
heart! 

But,  as  Mr.  Lowell  recognized,  all 
men  must  die,  the  rich  and  the  poor 
alike. 

Both,    heir   to   some   six    feet   of   sod. 

Are  equal  in  the  earth  at  last; 
Both,    children   of   the   same    dear   God. 

Prove  title  to   your  heirship    vast. 
By    record    of    a    well-filled   past; 

A  heritage,  it  seems  to  me. 
Well  worth  a  life  to  hold  in  fee. 

But,  actually,  it  is  not  all  so  simple 
as  this.  Riches  or  rags  do  not  of  them- 
selves lead  to  so  glorious  an  inheri- 
tance as  here  indicated.  Is  the  future 
estate  to  be  considered  as  the  place 
of  bliss  and  blessing  to  all  men 
alike?  Does  it  not  matter  what  we  do 
with  our  heritage,  and  does  not  this 
doing  have  its  terminal  issue  in  an 
eternal  state  that  is  equated  with 
each  man's  personal  merit?  Yes,  what 
we  do  with  our  heritage  is  the  test  of 
values  and,  finally,  determines  our 
eternal  state. 

Our  story  gives  us  two  men,  broth- 
ers; in  fact,  twin  brothers!  Let  us  take 
a  good  look  at  them,  for  they  differ 
verv  greatly.  The  first  thing  we  learn 
is  that  God's  view  and  God's  eval- 
uation are  usually  quite  different 
from  man's.  In  the  Genesis  account 
we  read  that  "Isaac  loved  Esau  .  .  . 
but  Rebekah  loved  Jacob." 

Now,  after  we  have  extolled  the 
doctrine  of  God's  sovereign  election 
(Rom.  9),  can  we  safely  say  that 
arbitrarily  God  would  say,  "Jacob 
have  I  loved,  but  Esau  have  I  hated"? 
Where  is  this  surprising  thing  writ- 
ten? Look  at  Malachi  1:2-3:  "Was 
not  Esau  Jacob's  brother?  saith  the 
Lord:  yet  I  loved  Jacob,  and  hated 
Esau,  and  laid  his  mountain  and  his 
heritage  waste  for  the  dragons  of  the 
wilderness." 

Esau  "despised  his  birthright"  and 
God  moved  against  him.  He  passed 
the  point  of  no  return.  His  "brink- 
manship" led  him  to  the  precipice  of 
disaster,  and,  although  he  realized 
it,  he  did  so  too  late.  He  could  not 
call  back  the  day  he  sold  out  to  Jacob 
for  a  mess  of  pottage.  He  could  weep 
and  bewail  his  sorry  plight;  he  could 
swear     vengeance     on     his     brother

Jacob;  but  there  was  no  chance  to 
repent.  He  had  to  reap  as  he  had 
sown. 

Consider  Our   National   Heritage 

Just  a  few  days  ago  a  cartoon  ap- 
peared in  the  Washington  Evening 
Star,  and  a  day  or  so  later  a  stinging 
(but  justifiable)  rebuke  appeared  in 
a  letter  to  the  editor.  The  cartoon 
pictured  two  Klansmen  in  high 
spirits,  saying,  "I  am  dreaming  of  a 
white  Anglo  Saxon  Protestant 
Christmas  just  like  the  ones  I  used  to 
know." 

In  reply  came  this  letter:  "This  is 
the  greatest  insult  to  the  Protestant 
faith  that  I  have  ever  seen  in  print. 
Your  paper  has  had  other  insulting 
cartoons  and  remarks  which  I  have 
tried  to  overlook,  but  this  one  breaks 
our  relations.  I  happen  to  be  aware  of 
why  Protestantism  came  into  being. 
You  and  vour  staff  better  look  at  his- 
tory and  get  a  few  things  straight. 

"We  are  not  hidden  under  hoods 
or  cloaks  or  any  other  type  of  seclu- 
sion. If  you  don't  like  the  KKK,  fight 
it  and  leave  Protestantism  as  a  whole 
out  of  it.  We  gave  this  country  free- 
dom that  had  never  been  known  be- 
fore, but  there  are  many  others  who 
are  trving  to  destroy  it;  and  believe 
me,  when  they  get  control,  there  will 
be  no  more  freedom.  Yes,  I'm  mad— 
I'm  furious.  S.N. P." 

I  am  in  hearty  agreement  with  this 
lady's  righteous  anger.  What  she 
says  is  true.  Centuries  of  religious 
oppression  and  rivers  of  blood  went 
before  the  days  when  the  Pilgrims 
landed  at  Plymouth  Rock  in  1620; 
before  men  like  William  Penn  and 
Alexander  Mack  broke  away  from  the 
oppression  in  the  land  of  the  Refor- 
mation to  establish  in  the  New  World 
a  country  dedicated  to  the  freedom 
of  religious  liberty.  It  was  this  prin- 
ciple of  religious  freedom  that  al- 
lowed the  "persecutors"  of  the  Old 
World  also  to  come  to  the  New 
World  and  to  practice  their  religious 
beliefs  without  fear  of  reprisal. 

Today  this  freedom  is  being  as- 
sailed by  organized  atheism  and  bv 
communism  (if  there  is  a  difference); 
it  is  being  encircled  by  this  same 
European  adversary  in  Latin  Amer- 
ica, and  the  only  "olive  branch"  of- 
fered is  that  the  "erring  brethren"  re- 
turn  voluntarily  to  the  same  oppres- 
sor—the papal  church!  This  church. 


by  its  own  admission,  preaches  relig- 
ious freedom  in  lands  that  are  pre- 
dominantly Protestant  and  denies 
this  same  freedom  in  lands  which  it 
controls. 

"The  price  of  freedom  is  eternal 
vigilence."  America,  wake  up!  About 
the  only  protest  we  hear  today  is  the 
one  directed  against  the  Supreme 
Court  and  various  states  and  school 
districts  due  to  their  actions  restrict- 
ing the  reading  of  the  Bible  and  the 
saying  of  prayers  in  the  public 
schools.  If  we  are  going  to  preserve 
our  heritage  we  are  going  to  have  to 
do  something  more  personal  and  more 
effective  than  this.  And  we  are  going 
to  have  to  remember  that  "the  weap- 
ons of  our  warfare  are  not  carnal, 
but  mighty  through  God,  to  the  pull- 
ing down  of  strongholds." 

I  think  that  this,  too,  was  well  said 
in  our  Evening  Star:  'The  saddest 
fact  about  this  whole  controversial 
affair  is  that  every  Sunday  morning 
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thousands  of  church  pews  remain 
vacant.  And  during  the  week  many 
churches  take  on  a  musty  odor. 
Where  are  those  adults  and  children 
who  feel  the  need  of  prayer  and 
worship?  Why  don't  they  go  into  a 
church  building  and  pray?  .  .  .  Could 
it  be  those  persons  who  complain  the 
loudest  about  being  denied  the  right 
to  pray  in  school  are  sleeping  in  on 
Sunday  morning?" 

When  all  is  lost— when  our  heri- 
tage has  been  sold  down  the  river  for 
the  mess  of  pottage  of  an  extra  hour's 
sleep,  for  a  drive  into  the  country,  or 
for  some  other  pleasure  that  is  in- 
tended only  for  the  satisfying  of  the 
flesh;  when  we  finally  awake  to  the 
awful  realization  that  the  hand  of 
Antichrist  has  seized  upon  America, 
and  the  unbeatable  concentration  of 
power  of  the  apostate  church  is  in 
political  control  of  the  land;  when 
organized  atheism  moves  in  to  control 
the  other  two-thirds  of  the  world's 
peoples— then  we  will  weep  and  la- 


ment, but  it  will  be  too  late.  There 
will  no  chance  to  repent,  though  we 
seek  it  bitterly  with  tears! 

Our  Personal  Heritage — 
Our  Bodies  and  Our  Morals 

"Physical  fitness,"  to  borrow  a  cur- 
rent term,  has  a  moral  quality.  "If 
any  man  defile  this  body,  him  will 
God  destroy."  In  1919  I  spent  eight 
months  in  the  state  of  Montana. 
There  I  worked  on  a  farm,  and  lived 
with  the  farmer  and  his  wife  and 
little  son.  In  the  course  of  our  con- 
versation one  evening  this  good 
woman  told  me  of  her  brother,  who 
lived  in  Saint  Paul,  Minnesota.  He 
had  sown  his  wild  oats,  and  had 
"wasted  his  substance  with  harlots." 
He  married,  and  in  the  course  of  time 
a  baby  boy  was  born  to  this  union. 
But  the  baby  was  born  blind,  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  sin  and  the  disease  of  the 
father.  In  John,  chapter  9,  Jesus  en- 
countered a  man  who  had  been  born 
blind.  In  answer  to  a  question.  He 
said  that  his  blindness  was  not  be- 
cause of  the  sins  of  the  parents.  But 
that  could  not  be  said  in  the  case  of 
this  man  in  Saint  Paul.  He  had  sold 
his  heritage  for  the  pottage  of  lust 
and  selfish  desire. 

Our  Birthright  of  Sex 

Everyone  is  talking  about  sex  to- 
day. It  appears  in  the  local  papers  and 
magazines.  It  is  constantly  seen  and 
heard  on  TV  and  radio.  It  is  dis- 
cussed in  the  religious  periodicals, 
such  as  Christianity  Today,  Moody 
Monthly,  and  The  Sunday  School 
Times.  The  highest  compliment  to 
be  paid  a  star  is  to  call  her  sexy.  We 
are  at  a  loss  to  understand  what  they 
are  talking  about,  for  it  is  now  sup- 
posed to  be  something  good,  some- 
thing nice.  In  one  context  it  means 
merely  an  attractive  female,  a  pleas- 
ing personality.  In  another  setting  it 
is  supposed  to  cover  the  entire  range 
of  boy-girl  relationships,  while  in 
yet  another  it  becomes  plainly  sug- 
gestive, and  too  often  descriptive,  of 
what  has  always  been  understood  by 
the  word  "immorality."  However, 
when  "sex"  has  reached  the  stage  of 
fornication,  it  is  given  a  new  name- 
one  without  stigma  or  blame.  It  is 
said  to  be  love  in  its  deeper  mani- 
festation and  expression,  something 
good  because  of  the  context  in  which

the  parties  involved  acted.  Instead  of 
being  considered  a  crime,  this  kind 
of  immorahty  is  now  amply  subsi- 
dized by  the  government.  The  more 
children  a  woman  bears  out  of  wed- 
lock, the  greater  the  amount  of  her 
subsidy. 

Just  recently  I  talked  with  a  young 
woman  at  the  entrance  of  our  church. 
She  wanted  money.  Immediately  she 
told  me  that  she  had  a  baby,  and  was 
not  married.  I  asked  her  about  her 
family.  She  said  that  she  had  two 
sisters  living  here  in  the  city  and 
they,  too,  were  not  married,  although 
one  of  them  had  eight  children  and 
the  other  seven. 

The  tragedy  is  that  the  white  folk 
are  little  or  no  better.  Recently  sta- 
tistics have  been  released  here  in 
Washington  that  two  out  of  every 
five  children  born  are  illegitimate.  It 
has  become  so  commonplace  that  the 
attempt  is  now  being  made  to  clothe 
the  whole  thing  with  the  cloak  of 
respectability.  Driving  home  from 
Virginia  recently  we  heard  an  an- 
nouncement over  the  radio  that  there 
is  now  an  organization  demanding 
laws  legalizing  fornication  and  abor- 
tions! Oh,  if  our  lawmakers  only  had 
intelligence  enough  to  read  history, 
and  to  see  that  it  was  this  kind  of 
thins  that  has  been  the  downfall  of 
great  nations  before  us— Rome,  for 
one  example. 

This  subject  can  be  found  in  al- 
most anv  chapter  in  the  Bible.  Noth- 
ing is  more  universally  condemned 
from  Genesis  to  Revelation.  Yet  men 
choose  to  pay  no  attention  whatever 
to  the  prohibitions  in  the  Word  of 
God  against  such  deeds. 

The  "new  morality"  does  not  take 
seriously  any  portion  of  God's  Word. 
So  we  are  not  surprised  that  its  ex- 
ponents are  not  alarmed  over  such 
passages  as  Revelation  21:8:  "But  the 
fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the 
abominable,  and  murderers,  and 
whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and 
idolaters,  and  all  liars,  shall  have 
their  part  in  the  lake  which  burneth 
with  fire  and  brimstone:  which  is 
the  second  death." 

Men  who  scoff  now  at  Biblical 
morality  to  accommodate  themselves 
as  they  eat  their  mess  of  pottage  of 
"self-expression,"    of    satisfying    the 


passions  of  the  flesh,  of  making  their 
own  moral  code— since  "morals  are, 
after  all,  only  relative"— will  come  too 
late  to  realize  that  they  have  sold  out 
too  cheaply;  and,  though  they  may 
seek  it  with  bitter  tears,  there  will  be 
no  chance  to  repent. 

A  cursory  analysis  of  Esau's  record 
immediately  confronts  us  with  a 
warning  that  should  cause  us  to 
weigh  carefully  our  every  motive, 
desire  of  the  heart,  and  action. 

First,  the  Bible  tells  us  that  "he 
failed  [came  short]  of  the  grace  of 
God"  (Heb.  12:15).  I  take  this  to 
mean  not  only  that  he  failed  to 
measure  up  to  God's  standards  of 
morality  and  spiritual  stature,  but  also 
that  his  failure  lay  in  the  fact  that  he 
carelessly  failed  to  appropriate  the 
grace  of  God  that  would  have  pro- 
duced in  his  life  the  qualities  of  hu- 
man behavior  that  would  have  pleas- 
ed God. 

Second,  his  poverty  in  "the  grace 
of  God"  endangered  the  spiritual  ma- 
turity of  others  (Heb.  12:15—".  .  . 
and  bv  it  many  be  defiled").  The  lust 
of  the  flesh  is  the  most  contagious 
disease  in  the  professed  Christian 
church.  Here,  no  man  lives  unto  him- 
self. 

Third,  Esau  was  guilty  of  fornica- 
tion (Heb.  12:16).  His  concern  for 
temporal  and  material  things,  in  pref- 
erence to  God  and  spiritualitv,  was 
a  malignant  disease  that  was  eating 
away  the  vital  substance  of  true  life. 

Fourth,  Esau  was  a  profane  per- 
son (Heb.  12:16).  When  we  discover 
that  this  word  means  secular,  ir- 
reverent, irreligious,  blasphemous, 
we  understand  something  of  the  basic 
character  of  this  man.  Such  men  are 
always  ready  to  barter  their  heritage 
for  a  mess  of  pottage— anything  to 
satisfy  present  appetites  and  lusts! 

And,  fifth,  that  which  he  sold  so 
cheaply  and  so  flippantly  could  not 
be  recovered.  It  was  gone  forever. 

Joseph's  brothers  sold  out  for  their 
mess  of  pottage— 20  pieces  of  silver. 
The  time  came  when  they  could  find 
no  chance  to  repent.  Hear  their  la- 
ment: "We  are  verily  guilt)'  concern- 
ing our  brother,  in  that  we  saw  the 
anguish  of  his  soul,  when  he  besought 
us,  and  we  would  not  hear;  therefore 
is  this  distress  come  upon  us." 

King  Ahab  "sold  himself  to  do  evil 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord"  (I  Kings  21: 
20),  and  his  mess  of  pottage  cost  his 


nation  42  months  of  drouth;  his 
queen,  her  four  hundred  prophets; 
and  himself,  his  life.  He,  too,  found 
no  chance  to  repent. 

Judas  sold  his  Lord  for  30  pieces 
of  silver,  and  when  he  sought  a 
chance  to  repent,  the  priests  laughed 
at  him.  In  desperation  he  threw  the 
money  down  at  their  feet  and  went 
and  hanged  himself. 

The  only  way  out  is  not  to  take 
the  godless  way  in.  "Look  diligently. 
.  .  ."  (Heb.  12:15).  If  men  could  see 
the  final  issue  of  their  godless  deeds, 
they  would  not  commit  them.  Few 
men  have  this  ability,  or,  better,  this 
good  sense.  Moses  was  an  exception, 
for  he  chose  rather  "to  suffer  af- 
fliction with  the  people  of  God,  than 
to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a  sea- 
son ...  for  he  had  respect  unto  the 
recompence  of  the  reward."  Payday 
always  comes  someday.  Moses  did  not 
choose  to  forfeit  his  birthright  for 
Eg)'pt's  pottage.  "Keep  your  heart 
with  all  diligence,  for  out  of  it  are 
the  issues  of  life." 

"Some  years  ago,"  said  an  evan- 
gelist, "I  went  around  with  an  illus- 
trated lecture  on  John  Bunyan's 
great  book.  The  Pilgrim's  Progress. 
One  day  it  occurred  to  me  to  look 
closer  at  the  pack  on  the  pilgrim's 
back.  To  my  surprise  I  found  it  to  be 
a  none-too-large  red  sofa  pillow.  I 
compared  it  in  my  mind  with  the 
old-fashioned  woodcuts  in  the  Pil- 
grim's Progress  in  the  home  of  mv 
boyhood  days.  There  the  pilgrim  was 
portrayed  as  staggering  beneath  the 
load  of  a  great  and  heavy  burden; 
but  on  the  modern  side  that  burden 
had  dwindled  down  to  a  convenient 
sofa  pillow!  And  I  said  to  myself, 
'Here  is  a  good  illustration  of  how 
the  present-day  generation  has  lost 
its  conception  of  sin.'  The  average 
man  today  is  not  bothered  much  with 
a  sense  of  his  sinfulness." 

But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  "sin  is 
exceeding  sinful,"  and  when  our 
sophisticated,  materialistic,  fun-lov- 
ing generation  stand  before  the  holy 
Judge  of  all  the  earth  and,  in  His 
light,  see  themselves  as  they  are,  then 
their  sweetly  relished  mess  of  pottage 
will  turn  to  bitterness  of  soul  and 
anguish  of  every  sense  which  the 
human  personality  is  capable  of 
knowing.  But  there  will  be  no 
chance  to  repent,  though  they  seek 
it  bitterly  with  tears!  ▼

7966  National  Conference  Now 
History 

In  the  good  providence  of  God 
the  conference  for  which  we  prayed 
and  to  which  we  looked  forward  is 
now  history.  The  directors  of  the  var- 
ious interests  of  the  church  have 
met  for  long  hours  and  have  prayer- 
fully deliberated  over  the  many  prob- 
lems. They  have  set  new  goals  for 
the  coming  year.  The  prayer  meet- 
ings, the  Bible  messages,  the  elec- 
tions, the  resolutions,  the  plans  for 
the  future  have  all  been  under  the 
guidance  of  a  sovereign  God.  The  fel- 
lowship among  the  saints  was  a  fore- 
taste of  a  greater  gathering  together. 
But  now,  it  is  all  history,  and  the 
many  attendants  have  dispersed  to 
their  homes,  their  new  appointments, 
the  hopes  for  the  future.  Was  this 
conference  worth  while?  The  final 
word  cannot  be  spoken  on  this  point 
till  we  get  to  glory.  But  some  of  the 
evidence  will  be  exhibited  in  the  year 
ahead.  What  new  turn  for  the  better 
has  this  conference  produced  in  your 
life? 

/  Saw  a  Young  Man  Turn  to  Christ 

My  ministry  is  teaching  those  who 
have  already  come  to  Christ.  So  it  is 
not  often  that  I  witness  a  decision 
for  Christ.  But  when  I  do  behold 
such  an  incident,  I  never  fail  to  exult 
in  this  victory.  In  one  of  my  services 
this  summer  that  happened.  I'm  quite 
sure  that  it  was  not  my  message,  but 


it  did  happen  when  I  was  there.  This 
young  man  had  been  the  object  of 
much  prayer  and  concern  on  the  part 
of  many  people.  And  then  it  happen- 
ed. The  rejoicing  was  amazing.  Al- 
ready this  life  has  begun  to  bear 
fruit  for  the  Lord.  This  young  man 
is  on  his  way  to  a  life  of  full-time 
service.  What  the  story  will  be  after 
the  passing  years,  no  one  is  able  to 
sav.  But  should  the  Lord  continue 
to  delay  His  coming,  the  result  can 
well  be  one  of  the  most  glorious 
stories  we  will  ever  know. 

The  Dark  Bacl<ground  of  the  Wnrl^ 

The  shadows  are  throwing  their 
long,  dark  spectres  across  the  horizon 
as  the  day  of  this  age  approaches 
its  end.  Lawlessness  has  suddenly 
broken  loose  upon  the  world  until 
the  most  peaceful  community  has 
lost  its  once-treasured  security.  The 
law  enforcement  agencies  and  the 
courts  seem  to  be  paralyzed  in  their 
effort  to  control  the  situation.  Crime 
is  on  the  increase  in  every  area  and 
aspect  of  its  operation.  Mass  riots, 
wholesale  massacres,  killing  sprees 
are  the  order  of  the  day. 

In  addition  to  the  disorganized 
crime  with  its  fearful  and  accelerat- 
ing proportions,  organized  crime  has 
mounted  to  the  dimensions  of  a  $40- 
billion-a-year  industry  in  the  United 
States,  the  nation's  largest  business 
next  to  government.  Most  people  are 
paying  to  support  it  without  even 
knowing  that  they  are  being  "taken." 


The  amazing  structure  and  appalling 
effects  of  organized  crime  on  the 
lives  of  individuals  and  our  country's 
economy  has  become  a  grave  concern 
to  society,  for  which  some  solution 
is  being  sought. 

Sow  the  Wind — Reap  the  Whirlwind 

In  village,  hamlet,  city  and  metrop- 
olis animated  discussions  and  pains- 
taking research  are  being  undertaken 
in  the  effort  to  find  the  explanation, 
apply  a  remedy,  and  if  possible  head 
off  the  on-rush  toward  anarchy  and 
the  destruction  of  civilization.  In  the 
desperate  effort  to  diagnose  the  sit- 
uation, fix  the  blame,  and  apply  the 
remedy,  it  is  amazing  how  far  afield 
men  have  gone.  It  seems  at  times  that 
intelligent  men  with  studied  effort 
avoid  the  one  satisfactory  explana- 
tion: namely,  that  men  have  sown 
the  wind,  and  they  are  now  reaping 
the  whirlwind.  In  the  effort  to  avoid 
lifting  their  eyes  to  heaven,  men 
have  lowered  their  sights  to  the  level 
of  humanity,  and  in  so  doing,  with- 
out the  fixed  stars  of  God's  truth,  are 
now  drifting  about  on  the  trackless 
ocean  with  no  port  in  sight.  In  the 
midst  of  this  confusion  some  are 
crying  one  thing,  and  others  are  crv- 
ing  another,  and  the  ship  continues 
to  drift  before  the  changing  winds  of 
the  storm-tossed  sea. 

The  Light  in  the  Dark  Night 

In  the  midst  of  the  present  con- 
fusion of  thought,  in  the  midst  of 
the  torrent  of  emotion  and  fear,  in 
the  face  of  the  approaching  destruc- 
tion of  civilization,  is  there  not  need 
for  a  school  where  the  guiding  star 
for  this  life  is  the  absolute  and  in- 
fallible Word  of  God?  Is  there  not 
need  for  a  school  where  there  is  a 
haven  of  intellectual  achievement 
within  the  protective  walls  of  divine 
revelation?  Is  there  not  need  for  a 
school  where  teachers  are  determined 
to  preserve  and  protect  the  faith  of 
young  people  and  enable  them  to 
reach  the  mountain  top  of  intellectual 
maturity  within  this  framework  of 
reference?  Just  such  a  school  is  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  and  College. 
This  school  deserves  the  confidence, 
the  prayers,  and  the  support  of  God's 
people.  For  this  school,  under  God, 
offers  one  hope  for  the  future  of  our 
nation  and  humanity.  ▼

title:  "Academic  Freedom  in  the  Christian  College. '

Interest  in  academic  freedom 
ranges  over  the  entire  span  of  the 
intellectual  history  of  the  west.  From 
the  celebrated  issues  of  Socrates' 
teaching  in  ancient  Greece  to  the 
disagreement  at  St.  John's  Univer- 
sity in  New  York  State,  this  ques- 
tion has  properly  commanded  the  at- 
tention of  those  involved  in  higher 
education. 

Before  any  consideration  of  the 
question  of  academic  freedom  as  such 
is  undertaken,  however,  it  is  well  to 
recognize  that  a  preoccupation  with 
its  problems  may  well  result  in  a  dis- 
torted perspective.  Richard  Hofstad- 
ter  in  the  preface  to  his  book.  Aca- 
demic Freedom  in  the  Age  of  the 
College,  savs:  "To  \\Tite  onlv  about 
the  outstanding  violations  of  freedom 
would  be  to  treat  the  story  of  aca- 
demic suppression.  The  cases  are,  in 
a  sense,  the  pathology  of  the  problem. 
The  distortions  that  would  arise  from 
dealing  with  them  alone  are  com- 
parable  to  those  that  would  be  found 
in  the  history  of  the  labor  movement 
telling  only  of  strikes,  a  histor)'  of 
science  telling  onlv  of  the  encroach- 
ments of  theology  or  a  histor)'  of 
political  democracy  devoted  only  to 
its  defeats."  It  is  important  to  keep 
in  mind  that  one  of  the  notable 
achievements  of  the  western  world  is 
the  development  of  its  educational 
institutions.  That  these  have  been 
beset  by  issues  is  altogether  to  be  ex- 
pected of  anv  active,  growing  enter- 
prise, but  the  verv  vitality  of  that 
enterprise  suggests  that  it  was  not 
problem-centered  but  rather  concen- 
trating mainly  upon  the  realization 
of  inspiring  ideals.   Such   should  be 


our  perspective  in  dealing  with  the 
question  before  us. 

Although  there  is  constant  discus- 
sion about  academic  freedom 
there  is  not  alwavs  precise  agreement 
on  what  this  phrase  means.  In  his 
book  on  the  subject,  Professor  Rus- 
sell Kirk  quotes  with  approval  a  defi- 
nition bv  W.  T.  Couch:  "Academic 
freedom  is  the  principle  designed  to 
protect  the  teacher  from  hazards  that 
tend  to  prevent  him  from  meeting 
his  obligations  in  the  pursuit  of 
truth"  (Academic  Freedom,  p.  1).  A 
little  later  on  in  the  same  volume 
Kirk  says,  "Academic  freedom  is  a 
securitv  against  hazards  to  the  pur- 
suit of  truth  bv  those  persons  whose 
lives  are  dedicated  to  conserving  the 
intellectual  heritage  of  the  ages  and 
to  extending  the  realm  of  knowledge. 
It  is  the  right,  or  group  of  rights,  in- 
tended to  make  it  possible  for  certain 
persons  (always  verv  few  in  number, 
in  any  society,  when  compared  with 
the  bulk  of  the  population)  to  teach 
truthfully  and  to  employ  their  reason 
to  the  full  extent  of  their  intellectual 
powers"  (p.  3). 

Another  definition  has  been  ad- 
vanced by  Professor  Sidney  Hook: 
"Academic  freedom  is  a  specific  kind 
of  freedom.  It  is  the  freedom  of  pro- 
fessionally qualified  persons  to  in- 
quire, discover,  publish  and  teach  the 
truth  as  they  see  it  in  their  field  of 
competence,  without  anv  control  or 
authority  except  the  control  or  au- 
thority of  the  rational  methods  bv 
which  truth  is  established.  Insofar  as 
it  acknowledges  intellectual  disci- 
pline or  restraint  from  a  community, 
it   is   only   from    the   community    of 


qualified  scholars  which  accepts  the 
authority  of  rational  inquir)'"  (see 
Hook,  Fieresy,  Y es— Conspiracy ,  No). 

In  1940  representatives  of  the  As- 
sociation of  American  Colleges  join- 
ed with  those  from  the  American 
Association  of  Uni\ersitv  Professors 
to  issue  a  restatement  of  principles 
set  forth  in  1925  following  a  confer- 
ence on  academic  freedom  and  ten- 
ure. In  the  first  paragraph  of  this 
statement  there  is  this  assertion:  "In- 
stitutions of  higher  education  are  con- 
ducted for  the  common  good  and  not 
to  further  the  interests  of  either  the 
individual  teacher  or  the  institution 
as  a  whole.  The  common  good  de- 
pends upon  the  free  search  for  truth 
and  its  free  exposition."  This  state- 
ment continues,  "Academic  freedom 
is  essential  to  these  purposes  and 
applies  to  both  teaching  and  research. 
Freedom  in  research  is  fundamental 
to  the  advancement  of  truth.  Aca- 
demic freedom  in  its  teaching  aspect 
is  fundamental  for  the  protection  of 
the  rights  of  the  teacher  in  teaching 
and  of  the  student  to  freedom  in 
learning.  It  carries  with  it  duties  cor- 
relative with  rights." 

Of  particular  pertinence  to  the 
Christian  college  are  the  statements 
on  the  freedom  and  the  responsibility 
of  the  teacher  as  follows:  "The  teach- 
er is  entitled  to  freedom  in  the  class- 
room in  discussing  his  subject  but 
he  should  be  careful  not  to  introduce 
into  his  teaching  controversial  matter 
which  has  no  relation  to  his  subject. 
Limitations  of  academic  freedom  be- 
cause of  religious  or  other  aims  of  the 
institution   should   be   clearly   stated 
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in  writing  at  the  time  of  the  appoint- 
ment. 

"The  college  or  university  teacher 
is  a  citizen,  a  member  of  a  learned 
profession  and  an  officer  of  an  edu- 
cational institution.  When  he  speaks 
or  writes  as  a  citizen,  he  should  be 
free  from  institutional  censorship  or 
discipline  but  his  special  position  in 
the  community  imposes  special  obli- 
gations. As  a  man  of  learning  and 
an  educational  officer  he  should  re- 
member that  the  public  mav  judge 
his  profession  and  his  institution  by 
his  utterances.  Hence,  he  should  at 
all  times  be  accurate,  should  exer- 
cise appropriate  restraint,  should 
show  respect  for  the  opinions  of 
others  and  should  make  every  effort 
to  indicate  that  he  is  not  an  institu- 
tional spokesman." 

More  recently  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges  took  under  study 
a  preliminary  draft  statement  relat- 
ing to  student  academic  freedom.  It 
is  based  upon  the  assumption  that 
students  expect  to  be  recognized  as 
participants  in  the  development  of 
academic  policy.  This  statement, 
drawn  up  by  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Uni\'ersity  Professors  in  Oc- 
tober of  1965,  states  in  its  preamble; 
"Free  inquiry  and  free  expression  are 
essential  attributes  of  the  community 
of  scholars.  As  members  of  that  com- 
munity, the  students  should  be  en- 
couraged to  develop  the  capacity  for 
critical  judgment  and  to  engage  in  a 
sustained  and  independent  search  for 
truth.  The  freedom  to  learn  depends 
upon  appropriate  opportunities  and 
conditions  in  the  classroom,  on  the 
campus  and  in  the  larger  community. 
The  responsibility  to  secure  and  to 
respect  general  conditions  conducive 
to  the  freedom  to  learn  is  shared  by 
all  members  of  the  academic  com- 
munity. Students  should  endeavor  to 
exercise  their  freedom  with  maturity 
and  responsibility." 

Several  conclusions  may  imme- 
diately be  drawn  from  the  foregoing 
definitions  of  academic  freedom.  One 
of  these  is  that  freedom  should  be 
integrally  related  to  responsibility. 
Yet  how  to  adjudge  what  is  respon- 
sible behavior  is  not  entirely  clear. 
Nor  is  it  clear  when  freedom  be- 
comes license.  Manifestly,  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  members  of  the  academic 
community,  because  they  are  scholars, 
should  have  discriminating  judgment 
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which  is  more  than  abstract  and 
which  relates  to  the  circumstances  of 
daily  life.  In  effect,  it  is  implied  if 
not  expressed  that  the  educated  man 
can  know  the  good  and  as  an  ex- 
pected result  do  the  good.  In  our 
consideration  of  academic  freedom  in 
the  Christian  college  we  must  in- 
quire whether  this  assumption  is  con- 
sistent with  our  view  of  man  and  our 
epistemological  system.  We  should 
ask  whether  the  exercise  of  freedom 
can  result  in  responsible  behavior 
only  because  of  the  personal  integ- 
rity of  the  scholar,  a  group  of  scholars 
or  even  a  community  or  culture  for 
that  matter.  Moreover,  we  should 
certainly  inquire  whether  man's  sin- 
fulness does  not  vitally  affect  his 
ability  to  know  the  truth  as  well 
as  his  capacity  to  do  what  it  may 
demand.  Even  granted  the  radical 
transformation    of    regeneration    we 

o 

need  to  ascertain  to  what  degree  this 
makes  us  responsible  scholars  and  in 
what  particulars  we  remain  fallible 
and  sinful  even  though  saved  by 
grace. 

This  leads  to  another  obvious  in- 
ference which  may  be  drawn  from 
these  various  definitions.  It  is  that, 
whereas  truth  is  regularly  cited  as 
that  which  should  be  pursued  and 
understood,  it  is  not  always  clear  how 
the  term  "truth"  is  defined.  It  is 
significant  to  note  that,  in  the  AAUP 
statement,  recognition  is  given  to 
the  right  of  the  religious  institution 
to  establish  a  certain  framework  and 
to  expect  those  who  are  part  of  the 
academic  community  of  that  institu- 
tion to  recognize  and  respect  such  a 
framework.  This  would  suggest  that 
the  term  "truth"  bears  some  defini- 
tion before  principles  set  forth  by  a 
group  such  as  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges  can  be  effectively 
applied. 

This  is  not  a  new  problem,  for 
the  whole  question  of  what  consti- 
tuted academic  freedom  became  an 
issue  in  the  medieval  universities, 
where  presumably  a  theological 
framework  was  clearly  established. 
Even  those  universities  ostensibly 
under  public  control  were  within  this 
framework,  due  to  the  fact  that  in 
those  days  there  was  not  the  separa- 
tion of  church  and  state  we  know  to- 
day with  its  attendant  secularization. 

The  resolution  of  the  issue  may 
sound    familiar.    Hofstadter   remarks 


that  scholastic  thought  from  the  early 
14th  century  onward  was  character- 
ized by  a  radical  separation  between 
the  sphere  of  the  senses,  reason  and 
natural  knowledge,  on  the  one  side 
and  the  sphere  of  faith  and  revela- 
tion on  the  other  (Academic  Free- 
dom in  the  Age  of  the  College,  p. 
28).  He  continues,  "This  radical  dis- 
sociation of  faith  and  reason  seems, 
in  any  case,  to  have  had  a  valuable 
function  in  the  development  of  late 
medieval  philosophy  and  science.  It 
can  hardly  be  coincidental  that  the 
two  schools  that  are  now  considered 
to  have  mediated  the  fruitful  con- 
tinuity between  medieval  and  early 
modem  science,  the  Ickhamists  of 
Paris  and  the  Paduan  Averroists,  both 
resorted  to  philosophical  techniques 
that  in  some  measure  freed  specula- 
tion of  inquiry  by  divorcing  the  con- 
sequences from  the  tenets  of  the 
faith."  He  further  observes,  "What 
was  most  commonly  referred  to  in 
earlier  days  as  the  differentiation  be- 
tween revealed  truth  and  natural 
reason  also  became  transmuted  later 
into  differentiation  between  real 
truth  and  scientific  hypothesis  as 
well"  (p.  39). 

Such  an  accommodation  persists 
until  the  present  day.  We  are  still 
tempted  to  divorce  faith  and  reason, 
religion  and  science.  For  some  the 
solution  is  to  make  theology  a  part  of 
culture  or,  particularly  in  the  realm 
of  the  scientific,  irrelevant. 

Such  efforts  at  accomm.odation  are 
unsatisfactory  to  the  Christian  col- 
leges which  take  their  philosophy  of 
education  seriously.  These  have  in- 
sisted that  all  truth  is  God's  truth 
whether  such  be  found  in  the  world 
of  nature,  or  in  man,  or  in  the  prop- 
ositional  revelation  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  A  representative  state- 
ment is  as  follows:  "To  provide  a  lib- 
eral education  that  introduces  the 
student  to  the  organized  fields  of 
learning  and  presents  the  Christian 
theistic  view  of  the  world,  of  man 
and  of  man's  culture  in  the  light  of 
Biblical    and    natural    revelation;    to 


enable  the  student  to  understand 
truth  in  his  study  of  Scripture,  of 
nature  and  of  man;  to  pursue  right- 
eousness in  the  individual  life  and 
in  society;  and  to  appreciate  beauty 
both  in  God's  creation  and  in  human 
literature  and  the  arts." 

These  statements  give  us  some  in- 
dication of  the  definition  of  truth 
which  is  prerequisite  to  the  exercise 
of  academic  freedom  in  the  Christian 
college.  There  must  be  posited  the 
assumption  that  God  is  a  Being  who 
has  disclosed  himself  in  nature  and  in 
man  and  has  made  explicit  and  cate- 
gorical His  revelation  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  Indeed,  those  who  sug- 
gest that  God's  revelation  is  uniquely 
in  Jesus  Christ  should  recognize  that 
our  knowledge  of  Him  is  directly  re- 
lated to  His  disclosure  in  the  Bible. 
The  Scriptures  then  become  the  in- 
tegrating core  for  a  Christian  liberal 
arts  education  and  are  the  criterion 
by  which  truth,  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Holv  Spirit,  may  be  identified. 

In  this  it  is  understood  that  often, 
particularly  in  areas  where  truth  is 
derived  by  experimentation  and  de- 
scription or  by  rational  analysis, 
there  will  be  agreement  with  the  non- 
Christian  as  to  the  data.  The  im- 
portant distinction  lies  in  assigning 
to  such  data  their  meaning  or  signifi- 
cance. Often  this  distinction  is 
crucial. 

In  its  relationship  to  academic  free- 
dom, then,  the  Christian  college's 
pursuit  of  truth  is  ever  within  the 
framework  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 
Nor  should  it  be  thought  that  the 
Christian  college  is  the  only  institu- 
tion which  has  an  established  frame- 
work within  v\'hich  the  members  of 
that  particular  academic  community' 
are  expected  to  work.  Kirk  sa\'s, 
"There  is  not  much  point  in  critical 
thought  if  thought  itself  is  a  mere 
function  of  the  biological  organism, 
nor  much  point  in  new  ideas  unless 
those  ideas  may  lead  somewhere,  nor 
much  point  in  inner  resources  if  man 
has  no  inner  yearnings.  Somewhere 
there  must  exist  an  object.  All  men 
possessed  of  the  higher  imagination 
seek  for  such  an  object  in  existence. 
Religion  is  the  instrument  of  that 
search.  I  think  that  all  gifted  men 
must  have  some  sort  of  religion; 
and  if  they  decline  to  accept  tradi- 
tional religion,  then  they  set  to  work 
(often    unwittingly)    to   manufacture 


their  own  religion."  He  goes  on  to 
suggest  that  for  some  democracy  is 
a  living  faith,  indeed  a  religious  faith; 
and  that  this  is  well  illustrated  from 
some  of  the  writings  of  John  Dewey. 
Others  would  advance  the  illustration 
of  the  logical   positivism  of  Comte. 

An  imjxjrtant  advantage  which  the 
Christian  college  can  cite  is  that  its 
framework  of  reference  is  explicit. 
Both  faculty  and  students  who  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  such  an  insti- 
tution know  in  advance  what  its  pre- 
suppositions are.  They  in  effect  are 
entering  upon  a  freedom  to  be  exer- 
cised within  a  sphere  of  responsi- 
bility defined  both  theologically  and 
philosophically.  It  should  be  empha- 
sized again  here  that  the  establish- 
ment of  such  a  framework  and  the 
expectation  that  faculty  and  students 
will  understand  and  accept  it  is  legit- 
imate in  accordance  with  the  state- 
ment of  academic  freedom  drafted 
by  the  American  Association  of  Uni- 
versity Professors  and  the  Associa- 
tion of  American  Colleges. 

The  establishment  of  this  kind  of 
framework,  however,  is  sometimes 
cited  by  the  uninformed  as  an  in- 
dication of  intellectual  myopia.  Ad- 
mittedly there  have  been  instances 
in  which  institutions  with  a  Biblical 
framework  of  reference  have  sought 
to  exclude  from  discussion  certain 
questions  which  might  tend  to  be 
disquieting  or  embarrassing.  The  in- 
stitution which  is  truly  a  college  as 
well  as  truly  Christian,  however,  can- 
not but  answer  in  the  affirmative 
the  inquiry,  "May  any  question  be 
asked,  any  issue  examined?" 

Some  qualifications,  however, 
should  be  kept  in  mind.  The  discus- 
sion of  critical  questions  or  issues  pre- 
sumes a  searching  critique  on  the  part 
of  the  instructor,  not  simply  a  passive 
description.  Where  it  is  not  possible 
to  ascertain  finally  what  a  conclusion 
should  be,  this  must  be  freely  admit- 
ted. On  the  other  hand,  there  should 
not  be  the  presumption  that  there 
are  important  areas  on  which  there 
can  be  no  Christian  perspective 
brought  to  bear,  no  Biblical  teaching 
or  principle  invoked.  Too  often  the 
easy  way  out  is  simply  to  cite  various 
alternatives  and  never  engage  in  the 
difficult  task  of  ascertaining  what 
the  Word  of  God  has  to  sav  on  such 
a  question.  Even  more  injurious  is  the 
tacit  endorsement  of  a  view  which. 


if  rigorously  evaluated,  would  be 
found  to  be  antithetical  to  a  Chris- 
tian world  and  life  view. 

Moreover,  the  examination  of  such 
questions  cannot  extend  to  advocacy 
which  is  in  conflict  with  the  assump- 
tions of  the  institution.  To  do  so 
would  be  inconsistent  with  the  basic 
commitment  which  is  presumed  of 
all  who  teach  in  the  college.  Kirk 
says,  "It  is  a  principle  of  English  and 
American  jurisprudence  and  state- 
craft that  we  are  not  compelled  to 
extend  freedom  to  those  who  w^ould 
subvert  freedom"  (Kirk,  p.  115).  Simi- 
larly, Christian  colleges  are  not  obli- 
gated to  extend  freedom  to  those 
who  would  subvert  Christianity.  In 
an  editorial  in  the  April  9,  1965  issue 
of  Christianity  Today,  the  writer 
says,  "The  problem  of  academic  lib- 
erty in  relation  to  theological  state- 
ments of  faith  is  not  new.  The  real 
difficulty  is  how  to  resolve  the  ten- 
sion inherent  in  such  situations.  In 
I960  the  American  Association  of 
Theological  Schools  adopted  a  splen- 
did statement  on  academic  freedom 
and  tenure  that  says  in  part:  'An  in- 
stitution which  has  a  confessional  or 
doctrinal  standard  may  expect  that 
its  faculty  subscribe  to  that  standard. 
...  So  long  as  the  teacher  remains 
within  the  accepted  constitutional 
and  confessional  standard  of  his 
school  he  should  be  free  to  teach, 
carr\'  on  research  and  to  publish.  .  .  .' 

"It  is  therefore  clear  that  (1)  aca- 
demic freedom  does  not  include  the 
right  to  subvert  an  institution  by 
changing  its  theological  position;  (2) 
professors  who  cannot  honestly  teach 
within  the  framework  of  the  confes- 
sions they  sign  should  be  ethically 
sensitive  and  resign  their  posts;  (3) 
professors  who  no  longer  adhere  to 
a  confession  and  fail  to  resign  volun- 
tarily should  be  relieved  of  their  re- 
sponsibilities." 

This  does  not  rule  out  differing 
viewpoints  held  in  areas  in  which 
there  is  not  general  agreement.  Once 
the  institution  has  established, 
through  its  statement  of  faith,  the 
propositions  which  it  considers  to  be 
essential  to  its  educational  process, 
professors  should  be  free  to  take  posi- 
tions on  questions  which  are  within 
the  circumference  of  the  institution's 
beliefs.  T 
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Humanities  .  .  .  what  does  that 
mean? 

Not  very  much,  probably,  to  most 
people  outside  the  field  of  higher 
education.  So  let  me  begin  by  ex- 
plaining briefly  how  we  use  the 
word. 

It  does  not  refer  at  all  to  philo- 
sophical humanism,  as  opposed  to 
theism,  the  antireligious,  secular  out- 
look on  life  so  popular  today.  Nor 
does  it  refer  to  the  study  of  man 
himself,  for  such  studies  are  today 
classed  as  sciences  —  anthropology, 
psychology,   sociology,  and  so  forth. 

Rather,  the  term  "humanities"  is 
a  technical  educational  term  which 
has  come  down  from  the  past.  Orig- 
inally it  referred  to  those  branches 
of  learning  which  were  considered  to 
be  the  proper  pursuit  of  an  edu- 
cated man.  He  was  the  free  man,  as 
opposed  to  the  slave.  Since  the  slave 
did  the  work,  education  did  not  in- 
clude such  things  as  the  professions 
and  trades.  The  free  man  was  able 
to  devote  himself  to  cultural  studies: 
literature,  language,  philosophy,  and 
so  on.  Later,  when  slavery  had  ceased 
to  be  widespread,  the  same  tradition 
was  sometimes  preserved  in  the  dis- 
tinction between  the  "gentleman"— 
the  cultured,  educated  man— and  the 
common    laborer.    Now   that   higher 


education  has  become  the  right  and 
privilege  of  all  classes,  such  distinc- 
tions are  meaningless.  But  the  term 
continues  to  be  used  for  those  studies 
which  have  to  do  with  culture  and 
arts,  as  opposed  to  sciences,  trades 
and  professions. 

Now  the  pendulum  in  education 
has  swung  to  the  other  extreme.  To- 
day  the  professions  and  trades  have 
so  taken  over  higher  education  that 
the  "humanities"  are  being  hard 
pressed  to  justify  their  continuance. 
The  spirit  of  our  age  is  practicality, 
utilitarianism.  Science  and  technol- 
ogy are  demanding  an  ever  larger 
segment  of  the  college's  curriculum. 
The  demand  is  for  courses  that  "will 
help  me  get  a  job"  or  "will  be  use- 
ful in  my  work." 

We  at  Grace  College  believe  that 
there  is  still  need  for  an  education 
that  will  prepare  men  to  live  as  well 
as  to  make  a  living,  that  will  make 
a  man's  life  richer  and  fuller  and 
more  meaningful  along  with  his  in- 
creased power  to  earn  a  livelihood. 
The  Chinese  have  a  proverb:  "If  you 
have  two  loaves  of  bread,  sell  one 
and  buy  a  lily." 

The  humanities  division,  as  it  is 
organized  at  Grace  College,  includes 
five  departments:  Biblical  Studies  and 
Religion,  English  and  Speech,  Greek, 


Modem  Languages,  and  Philosophy. 
Eleven  full-time  and  four  part-time 
teachers,  or  more  than  one-third  of 
the  entire  teaching  staff,  are  devoted 
to  this  division.  Of  the  73  hours  of 
general  education  courses  required  of 
every  student  at  Grace,  41  hours  are 
in  the  humanities  division.  The  di- 
vision offers  at  present  four  major 
programs  and  nine  minors. 

Why  the  Humanities? 

There  are  many  reasons  why  we 
include  this  division  of  studies  in  the 
curriculum  at  Grace  and  seek  to 
emphasize  its  importance. 

The  first  has  already  been  sug- 
gested: to  broaden  the  student's 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the 
finer  things  of  life,  to  enrich  his  life 
in  the  realm  of  the  spirit.  The  fact 
that  the  department  of  Bible  is  a 
part  of  this  division  will  underscore 
for  the  Christian  its  basic  importance. 
But  this  element  is  not  limited  to 
specifically  religious  instruction.  It 
is  true  also  of  the  study  of  literature, 
poetry,  philosophy  and  the  rest  of  the 
humanities. 

Second,  in  our  day  more  of  life  is 
being  lived  outside  the  trades  and 
professions.  With  the  40-hour  work 
week  (and  it  may  get  even  shorter) 
even  the  working  man  has  more  lei- 
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sure  time  at  his  disposal  than  he 
spends  at  his  work.  And  the  com- 
bined effect  of  earher  retirement  and 
longer  life  span  is  to  enlarge  greatly 
that  portion  of  a  man's  life  which  is 
not  occupied  with  the  making  of  a 
living.  Certainly  a  liberal  education 
for  our  day  must  give  primary  con- 
cern to  those  studies  whose  useful- 
ness is  not  limited  to  the  work-a-day 
world. 

Third,  there  are  many  students  in 
our  school  who  are  not  going  into 
the  professions  or  trades,  and  many 
who  have  not  yet  decided  on  their 
life  vocation.  For  them  there  needs 
to  be  a  program  of  education  which 
is  not  primarily  aimed  at  prepara- 
tion for  a  specific  career,  and  one 
which  will  help  them  to  make  the 
decision  for  their  life  work.  A  liberal 
arts  program  of  general  education, 
with  a  heavy  concentration  in  the 
humanities,  is  admirably  suited  to 
this  large  body  of  students. 

Fourth,  many  of  these  studies  in 
the  field  of  humanities  are  directly 
useful.  Can  anyone  imagine  a  life 
which  would  not  be  benefited  by 
the  ability  to  read  and  write  and  ex- 


press oneself  well  in  the  English 
language?  And  there  are  professions 
in  which  these  studies  are  especially 
utilitarian.  Particularly  is  this  true  of 
the  Christian  ministry,  and  it  should 
be  remembered  that  one  of  the  rea- 
sons for  the  beginning  of  Grace  Col- 
lege was  to  provide  a  good  liberal 
arts  education  for  ministerial  stu- 
dents   ivho    would    be    entering    the 


semmarv. 


This,  then,  is  the  humanities  di- 
vision of  Grace  College.  It  lies  at  the 
\'er\'  heart  of  our  reason  for  existence. 
It  must  affect  rightly  the  life  of  ever)' 
student  who  comes  to  Grace.  It  must 
increasingly  receive  the  considera- 
tion of  our  administration  as  the 
school  grows,  that  we  may  not  lose 
our  purpose.  ▼

The  Challenge 

In  the  now-remote  years,  the  chal- 
lenge of  the  sea  stirred  the  imagina- 
tion of  youth,  and  uncharted  oceans 
were  conquered.  In  the  late  1800's 
the  challenge  of  the  vast  territories  of 
the  West  spurred  the  curiosity  of 
youth,  and  desert  wastes  were  crossed; 
many  adventurers  reached  the  balmy 
western  shores.  Today,  youth  is  chal- 
lenged by  the  last  great  physical 
frontier,  space. 

When  a  restless  enthusiast  of  the 
nineteenth  centurv  was  challenged 
bv  a  new  frontier,  he  needed  but  to 
throw  a  pack  over  his  beast  of  burden, 
shoulder  a  rifle  for  protection,  and 
tread  forth  to  conquer  or  be  con- 
quered. 

In  this  twentieth  century  the  path 
of  a  pioneer  is  much  more  techno- 


the  tremendous  need,  the  board  of 
trustees  authorized  the  erection  of 
the  first  men's  residence  hall. 

The  Committee 

On  March  4,  1965,  the  board  of 
trustees  took  up  the  challenge  of  the 
expanding  Grace  College  program 
and  appointed  a  building  committee 
to  plan  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
men's  residence  hall.  The  commit- 
tee, appointed  by  the  board,  included 
Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  Mr.  Russel 
Dunlap,  Rev.  Clvde  Landrum,  Rev. 
Ralph  Hall,  Rev.  Thomas  Hammers, 
and  Rev.  Arnold  Kriegbaum,  chair- 
man. Mr.  Dunlap  was  appointed  sec- 
retary, and  the  committee  has  func- 
tioned in  a  most  cooperative  and 
commendable  wav. 

The  business  transactions  for  the 
building  program  have  been  nego- 
tiated by  Mr.  Dunlap,  business  man- 
ager for  the  college.  He  has  handled 
all  the  responsibilities  for  the  com- 
mittee which  entailed  the  contracts 
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logical.  Major  Robert  M.  White, 
United  States  Air  Force,  has  stated 
that  "the  stairway  to  the  stars  is  built 
on  schoolbooks,  and  there  is  no  con- 
ceivable short  cut  for  a  young  man 
with  such  an  ambition."  Most  young 
people  are  aware  of  this  educational 
pyramid  existing  today.  They  are 
alert  to  their  need  for  a  well-rounded 
(liberal  arts)  education.  For  the 
Christian  young  person  this  impera- 
tive means  an  education  freed  from 
confusions,  based  on  the  eternal 
Christian  philosophy. 

The  Brethren  Church  has  taken  up 
the  challenge,  and  there  stands  at 
Winona  Lake  today  a  Christian  col- 
lege of  which  The  Brethren  Church 
can  be  justly  proud  and,  at  the  same 
time,  thankful  to  Almighty  God  for 
His  goodness  and  grace  in  providing 
—through  His  people— such  a  unique 
institution  in  America.  The  Lord  is 
blessing.  Enrollment  of  fine  students 
continues  to  climb.  The  spiritual  chal- 
lenge is  being  maintained.  With  the 
numerical  growth  of  the  student  body 
comes  the  challenge  for  expansion 
in  the  building  program.  Aware  of 


and  making  contacts  with  the  sup- 
pliers. A  deep  and  sincere  word  of 
appreciation  is  due  Mr.  Dunlap  for 
his  tireless,  efficient  labors. 

The  Cost 

The  cost  of  the  building  was  ap- 
proximately $265,000  for  20,800 
square  feet  of  space,  including 
$35,000  for  furnishings.  In  addition, 
it  was  necessarv  to  spend  $10,000  for 
citv  sewer  connection,  about  $3,000 
for  piping  citv  water  to  the  building, 
and  about  $2,500  for  paving  the  road 
to  the  residence  hall.  Second  and 
third  units  of  like  construction  will 
not  require  these  last  three   items. 

Financial  resources  used  for  con- 
struction commenced  with  $1,852 
in  cash,  and  the  balance  was  fi- 
nanced through  the  investments  of 
Brethren  people  with  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation. 

The  Crew 

Under  the  capable  leadership  of 
Rev.  Max  Fluke,  superintendent  of 
construction,  and  his  able  assistant, 
Mr.  Bert  Jordan,  the  building  nears 


completion.  They  and  their  crew 
worked  many  long  days  to  finish  this 
project,  and  the  Lord  alone  keeps 
"the  books."  The  painting  and  de- 
corating has  been  ably  done  by  Mr. 
Charles  Lockwood.  Mr.  Dave  Hacker, 
of  Dayton,  Ohio,  gave  much-appre- 
ciated assistance  with  the  furniture 
and  drapes. 

The  architect.  Rev.  Ralph  Hall, 
and  the  architectural  staff  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
planned  and  supervised  construction 
of  the  building  which  now  so  beau- 
tifully complements  Grace  campus. 

The  Completion 

On  the  evening  of  August  18,  at 
the  nine  o'clock  inspirational  hour 
of  the  conference  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches,  a 
dedication  service  was  conducted  in 
the  Winona  Lake  Auditorium.  Mr. 
William  Schaffer  presented  an  organ 
prelude  follov\'ed  bv  the  congrega- 
tional singing  of  "Faith  of  Our  Fath- 
ers." The  Carolaires,  who  traveled 
on  the  West  Coast  this  summer,  pro- 
vided special  music.  Psalm  67  was 
read  and  prayer  was  offered  by  Mr. 
Russel  Dunlap. 

Words  of  appreciation  were  given 
bv  Rev.  Kriegbaum,  and  the  short 
message  of  dedication  was  given  by 
Rev.  Clyde  Landrum,  assistant  gen- 
eral secretarv  for  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionarv  Societs'  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  President  Hovt  led  in  the 
prayer  of  dedication. 

Following  the  formal  dedicatory 
service,  a  general  invitation  was  ex- 
tended to  an  open  house,  where 
guides  directed  the  tour  and  answered 
questions  about  the  new  residence 
hall.  Refreshments  were  served  in  the 
first-floor  lounge  of  the  new  residence 
hall,  since  the  main  lounge  will  not 
be  completed  until  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember. The  top  three  floors  were 
made  readv  first  for  occupancy  so 
the  students  could  move  into  their 
rooms  when  they  arrived  on  campus. 

Brethren  folk  are  again  rejoicing 
in  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  who  has 
made  possible  the  erection  of  this 
much-needed  building  on  the  Grace 
College  campus.  Even  with  this  new 
residence  hall  it  has  been  necessary 
to  assign  almost  all  of  the  senior  men 
to  off-campus  housing.  Pray  that  soon 
the  next  unit  can  be  built  for  housing 
the  additional  men.  T

The  world  of  today  is  literature 
minded.  The  number  of  literates  on 
the  earth  is  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  Dr.  Frank  C.  Laubach  and 
his  associates,  in  their  program  to 
combat  illiteracy,  are  constandy 
building  up  the  number  of  literates, 
and  there  are  the  vast  numbers  who 
come  to  school  ase  each  year  and 
are  added  to  the  world's  readers. 

In  areas  where  there  are  many 
new  literates,  the  isms  soon  appear 
with  their  propaganda  of  the  printed 
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page.  The  Communists  have  begun 
e\'en  the  printing  of  Bibles,  but  with 
no  good  purpose,  I  assure  you;  their 
comments  and  footnotes  attempt  to 
discount  the  authority  and  truthful- 
ness of  the  Bible.  Recently,  gold- 
covered  copies  of  the  Koran  were 
sent  as  gifts  to  the  presidents  of  the 
newly-constituted  African  nations. 
Masses  of  beautifully  printed  Sunday- 
school  type  literature  is  now  being 
used  by  the  Buddhists.  The  largest 
religious  presses  in  the  world  are 
dedicated  to  the  printing  of  materials 
for  Jehovah's  Witnesses,  Mormons, 
and  so  on.  There  is  indeed  a  contest 
being  carried  on  to  secure  the  readinbi 
eyes  of  the  people  of  the  world,  and 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  evangelical 
Christian  faith  is  doing  poorly  in  this 
race. 

However,  we  evangelicals  are  doing 
something;  in  fact,  we  are  doing 
much,  and  these  efforts  are  beino 
blessed  of  the  Lord.  But  our  success 
is  in  circumscribed  areas.  And  in 
most  of  the  world  we  Brethren  have 
scarcely  begun  in  this  great  and  ef- 
fecti\e  ministry  of  literature.  We 
ha\'e  a  press  in  Mexico,  one  in  Argen- 
tina, one  available  to  us  in  France, 
and  some  presses  in  the  Central  Afri- 
can Republic.  These  are  doing  good 
work— but  are  so  small  amongst  the 
many. 

At  the  same  time,  cooperation  is  a 
good  word  in  the  field  of  literature. 
And  we  do  cooperate  with  the  Moody 
Literature  Mission,  using  and  recom- 
mending  their  excellent  film,  "Might- 
ier Than  the  Sword."  With  their 
consent  we  have  arranged  a  short  in- 


troduction in  sound  and  color  which 
adapts  the  film  to  our  special  use. 

Our  press  in  Africa  prints  for 
other  evangelical  believers,  and  in 
some  instances  their  presses  print  for 
us.  We  appreciate  the  fellowship 
with  ELO  (Evangelical  Literature 
Overseas),  a  group  vitally  concerned 
with  writing,  publishing,  and  dis- 
tributing good  Christian  literature. 
When  opportunity  pro\'ides,  we  co- 
operate in  their  workshops,  which 
specialize  in  teaching  national 
church  leaders  to  write,  publish,  and 
distribute  their  own  literature.  This 
is  in  complete  harmony  with  the  in- 
digenous policies  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  With  these  different  ones 
we  are  truly  'laborers  together  with 
God." 

The  1966-67  foreign  missions  goal 
of  the  national  Women's  Missionary 
Council  is  a  source  of  great  joy  to  us. 
They  ha\e  a  goal  of  supphing  at 
least  $3,900  for  literature  in  all  of 
our  foreign  fields.  This  will  be  of 
tremendous  help  in  the  program  of 
sending  forth  the  Gospel  to  our  lands 
of  endeavor. 

There  is  a  great  field  and  there  are 
\ast  opportunities  in  the  work  of 
Christian  literature  in  this  present 
day.  The  foreign  mission  section  of 
this  issue  of  the  Brethreii  Missio-iiary 
Herald  is  centered  around  the  theme 
of  Christian  literature.  Please  read 
these  challenging  articles,  and  then 
hold  before  the  Lord  this  business  of 
reaching  people  for  Christ,  and  build- 
ing them  up  in  the  faith,  through  the 
ministry  of  the  printed  page.  T

The  Other  day  I  began  thinking 
of  "God's  Hterature":  His  Holy  Word, 
the  Bible.  It  is  not  difficult  to  see 
what  a  very  wise  thing  it  was  for  Him 
to  have  written  the  message  that  He 
had  for  us.  A  written  message  does 
not  change  from  day  to  day  nor  down 
through  the  centuries.  We  have  the 
same  message  today  that  thrilled  those 
of  the  Early  Church.  Times  have 
chaneed,  circumstances  have  chana- 
ed,  but  the  message  is  the  same.  In 
its  written  form  it  is  economically 
produced  and  cheaply  sent  to  people 
all  over  the  world  to  be  read  in  many 
languages.  It  can  be  studied  and  re- 
studied  as  often  as  desired,  and  can 
enter  homes  and  other  places  where 
no  person  could  carry  the  message. 
These  are  some  of  the  advantages  of 
literature,  and  God  knew  it  was  the 
best  way  to  present  His  message. 

My  acquaintance  with  the  sales 
of  literature  in  Mexico  as  reflected 
in  Libreria  La  Voz  (bookstore)  in  Ti- 


juana, Baja  California,  would  lead 
me  to  conclude  that  God's  literature, 
the  Bible,  is  bv  far  the  best  seller 
of  all  the  books  that  are  offered.  It  is 
U'ondcrful  to  realize  that  as  it  is  read, 
God  is  speaking  to  many  souls  each 
day.  In  the  past  the  people  of  Mex- 
ico had  been  told  not  to  read  the 
Bible  because  they  could  not  under- 
stand it.  Now  the  prohibition  has 
been   lifted   and   the   Bible   is   being

bought  by  people  who  never  owned 
one  before.  Many  are  beginning  to 
understand  God's  wonderful  message 
of  salvation  to  a  lost  and  dying  world. 

Next  in  sales  in  the  Tijuana  book- 
store are  the  books  that  deal  with 
Bible  study  or  Bible  helps,  such  as 
dictionaries  and  concordances.  These 
are  for  pastors  as  well  as  others  who 
want  to  study  God's  Word— liter- 
ature produced  to  throw  light  upon 
what  God  gave  long  ago. 

Although  not  many  tracts  are  sold 


in  Tijuana,  their  use  is  very  wide- 
spread. Undoubtedly  there  are  many 
sources  of  free  tracts  and  sources 
where  they  can  be  obtained  more 
cheaply  than  at  the  bookstore.  Tracts 
are  used  of  God  to  make  people  want 
to  know  more  of  His  message.  The 
comment  has  been  made  by  some  of 
our  Mexican  brethren  that  the  tract 
which  is  a  translation  from  English 
does  not  present  the  thinking  pattern 
of  the  Latin,  and  they  wish— and  we 
encourage  them— that  some  of  the  na- 
tional Christians  would  write  tracts 
for  their  ov^-n  people.  However,  there 
are  many  good  tracts  already  written 
which  bring  the  sinner  to  realize  his 
need  for  God.  He  then  will  want  a 
Bible  or  Scripture  portion,  which  is 
God's  literature,  to  feed  his  soul  and 
help  him  grow  in  the  Lord. 

Think  of  the  wisdom  of  God  in 
setting  up  His  literature  program  to 
benefit  mankind  everywhere  in  all 
ages!  Thank  You,  Lord,  for  Your 
Word.

We  had  a  party  the  other  day.  The  things 
leading  up  to  it  had  begun  a  few  days  before 
under  the  used-to-be  shade  trees  down  by  the 
dispensary.  Since  the  acacias  there  had  grown 
tall  and  unshapely,  we  had  them  trimmed — strip- 
ped, in  fact,  until  there  was  nothing  left  but  the 
trunks.  It  would  have  taken  the  two  men  hours 
to  drag  away  all  the  branches  that  had  fallen. 

A  group  of  children  had  been  attracted  by  this 
"Operation  Tree-trim";  I  think  they  had  already 
struck  on  the  idea  of  dragging  the  branches  away. 
So  when  I  asked,  "How  many  children  do  you 
suppose  it  would  take  to  pull  this  branch  over 
there  and  deposit  it  in  the  tall  grass?"  there  were 
several  volunteers. 

There  was  a  great  display  of  enthusiasm  during 
the  next  hour  or  so.  It  was  fun!  There  were  large 
"trucks"  requiring  a  "chauffeur"  and  many  help- 
ers. There  were  "pickups"  which  were  easily 
handled  by  three  or  four  crewmen.  And  there 
were  the  little  "private  cars"  which  could  be 
easily  operated  by  a  five-year-old.  When  the 
"traffic"  was  finished  for  the  day,  I  gathered 
around  me  15  of  the  most  ambitious  children, 
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and  gave  them  "work  cards"  which 
would  permit  them  to  return  for  more 
work  (or  play— \\'hichever  they  pre- 
ferred to  call  it!).  The  next  day  they 
were  on  their  own  and  the  men  said 
they  worked  well.  The  third  morning 
I  went  down  and  found  a  row  of 
children  sitting  on  a  log,  each  with 
his  work  card  in  hand,  reporting  for 
duty,  waiting  for  more  branches  to 
fall  under  the  stroke  of  the  axe. 
When  that  work  was  finished,  I 
announced  that  on  Sunday  after- 
noon at  four  there  would  be  a  party 
at   my  house   for   the   "gang." 

They  were  all  there  before  three, 
and  the  party  was  a  success  because 
there  was  food:  bread,  pink  Kool-Aid, 
cookies,  and  a  take-home  souvenir.  It 
rained— but  five-  to  ten-year-olds  are 
small,  and  there  was  room  for  all  on 
my  front  porch  which  measures  six 
by  eight  feet.  We  sang  and  visited, 
and  I  took  the  opportunity  to  tell 
them  the  old,  old  storv  of  how  Jesus 
had  died  for  their  sins.  All  15  are 
children  of  Bible  Institute  students 
or  Christian  workers,  but  many  have 
not  yet  accepted  Christ  as  their  own 
personal  Saviour. 

In  work  and  in  play  these  children 
had  exhibited  a  great  deal  of  enthu- 
siasm and  ambition.  What  can  we  do, 
I  wondered,  to  cause  them  to  main- 
tain these  qualities  until  they  are 
adults?  Most  important,  of  course,  is 
to  keep  before  them  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  The  local  church  is  doing  this, 
but  the  African  church  desires  the 
help  of  the  missionary  in  training 
leaders.  They  want  and  need  the  help 
of  the  missionary  to  provide  them 
with    study    materials— literature. 

How  interested  would  these  chil- 
dren be  in  forming  a  literature  com- 
mittee?  I  brought  out  a   typewriter.

The  formula  for  effective  perfor- 
mance in  any  field  is  abilitv  plus 
motivation.  Abilitv  is  obtained  by 
combining  knowledge  and  skill,  or 
aptitude.  Motivation  comes  when  in- 
terest and  attitude  are  added  in 
proper  proportions.  In  children,  all 
the  ingredients  (or  their  potential) 
are  there.

What  good  is  literature  if  it  stays 
on  the  shelf?  The  roads  are  long,  and 
the  sun  is  hot:  how  can  we  expect 
the  people  from  out  in  the  bush  vil- 
lages to  walk  to  the  town  for  the 
purchase  of  literature?  How  can 
Christian  literature  be  attractively 
kept  before  the  public?  How  can  a 
great  Christian  impact  be  made  on 
the  minds  of  the  people?  Distribution 
seems  to  be  one  of  our  bottlenecks! 

The  subject  of  the  solurion  to  these 
problems  has  long  been  a  matter  of 
prayer  and  discussion  among  your 
missionaries.  We  have  felt  the  in- 
fluence of  the  printed  page  in  our 
own  personal  lives.  We  know  that 
many  times  you  are  what  you  read— 
whether  it  be  for  the  good  or  for  the 
bad.  The  printed  page  is  powerful. 

The  following  quote  comes  from  a 
Gospel  Light  publication:  "The  great- 
est power  today  is  not  nuclear  energy. 
It  is  a  tiny  substance  twenty-five  ten 
hundred  thousandths  of  an  inch 
thick,  the  thickness  of  the  printer's 
ink."  This  tiny  substance  has  been 
used  to  sway  the  course  of  nations, 
to  change  the  hearts  of  people,  and 
to  influence  the  minds  of  millions. 
Thousands  of  adults,  young  people, 
and  children  are  standing  with  need)' 
hearts  for  the  message  of  the  printed 
page  which  reveals  Jesus  Christ.  Fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  evangelicals  to 
meet  their  needs  at  this  time  would 
be  tragic. 

For  years  here  in  Central  Africa 
our  main  avenue  for  selling  Christian 
literature  was  from  book  rooms  at  the 


local  mission  stations.  Footlockers  of 
books  always  accompanied  the  mis- 
sionaries when  they  made  their 
chapel  visits  and  when  they  attended 
district  conferences.  It  was  very  evi- 
dent that  this  t)'pe  of  distribution  was 
spotty  and  inadequate.  It  by  no 
means  met  the  needs  of  the  popula- 
tion. 

In  recent  years  a  number  of  new 
independent  African  nations  have 
evolved.  The  Central  African  Repub- 
lic, the  countrv  in  which  our  mission 
is  located,  is  one  among  the  many 
which  have  been  born  during  this 
time.  The  value  of  education  is  being 
emphatically  stressed  by  new  African 
leaders.  Many  more  schools  have 
been  and  are  being  established.  In 
recent  vears  the  educational  program 
has  changed  completely— from  the 
selection  of  a  favored  few  to  a  pro- 
gram which  is  rapidly  including  all 
the  youth  of  school  age.  Thousands 
of  youth  are  readers  todav,  and  they 
are  greatly  interested  in  what  is  going 
on  in  the  world.  They  are  listening  to 
the  radio  and  reading  current  news 
and  information.  They  will  read 
Christian  books,  magazines,  and 
pamphlets,   also.  What  a  challenge! 

To  meet  the  challenge,  there  was 
a  new  idea  bom  at  the  Bible  Center 
in  the  Central  African  Republic  on 
a  pleasant  summer  evening  in  1963, 
as  three  of  us  men  discussed  the 
possibility  of  more  adequately  meet- 
ing the  need  of  literature  distribu- 
tion. This  new  idea  was  the  kiosks, 
small  bookstalls  to  be  placed  through- 


out the  area  of  our  mission's  work  in 
Africa.  We  began  to  pray  about  the 
idea.  One  was  built,  and  then  two. 
It  \\as  now  no  longer  simply  an  idea 
or  a  thought,  for  very  soon  it  became 
evident  that  this  new  idea  was  going 
to  be  a  popular  addition. 

While  we  were  home  on  furlough 
durino  1964-65,  word  was  received 
from  our  field  council  in  Africa 
recommending  the  building  of  a  total 
of  66  bookstalls.  During  missionan,' 
conferences  we  were  able  to  present 
the  need  in  many  of  our  churches. 
Others  of  you  read  of  the  need  in 
the  Missionary  Herald,  or  in  letters, 
or  heard  of  it  by  the  proverbial  grape- 
vine. 

The  Lord  wonderfully  provided  for 
this  project.  So  many  individuals, 
churches,  Sunda3'-school  classes,  and 
VBS  groups  responded  to  this  need 
that  shortly  the  neariy  $20,000 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  in- 
irial  inventories  was  provided.  For 
this,  we  as  a  mission  extend  a  heart- 
felt thank-you. 

Two  weeks  ago  the  48th  bookstall 
was  completed  by  our  builder,  Mr. 
Balzer.  Last  week  our  large  mission 
truck  came  grinding  up  the  Bozoum 
hill,  loaded  high  with  six  bookstalls. 
They  are  being  delivered  to  the  other 
districts  in  this  manner  and,  very 
shortly,  many  more  kiosks  will  be 
established  to  bear  a  testimony  for 
Jesus  Christ  by  the  printed  page  in 
this  country.  Again,  we  say  thank 
you  for  what  He  has  done  through 
you.  T 
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Anyone  who  visits  Paris  for  the 
first  time  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed 
by  the  importance  of  Hterature  in 
French  life.  The  bookstalls  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Seine,  the  magazine 
"kiosque"  on  every  corner,  the  sub- 
way passenger  mentally  devouring  a 
paperback— all  these  are  obvious 
signs  that  nearly  every  Frenchman  is 
a  reader. 

And,  usually,  he  is  a  reader  who 
thinks.  His  keen  insight  and  gift  for 
analysis  prevent  him  from  accepting 
new  knowledge  without  subjecting  it 
to  careful  criticism.  When  he  believes 
anything,  he  can  usually  supply  rea- 
sons. 

For  this  reason  France  presents  at 
the  same  time  tremendous  opportu- 
nities and  great  obstacles  to  Chris- 
tians who  wish  to  proclaim  the  Gos- 
pel by  the  printed  page.  There  are 
opportunities— for  anything  thought- 
fully written  and  attractively  printed 
will  find  a  reading  audience.  And 
there  are  obstacles— for  Christian  liter- 
ature which  falls  below  these  stand- 
ards will  do  discredit  to  the  Master. 

Though  some  literature  in  France 
is  still  disappointing  in  content  and 
shoddy  in  appearance,  recent  years 
have    witnessed    the    publication    of 
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much  that  is  excellent.  And  there  is 
evidence  that  this  trend  will  continue. 

One  of  the  events  of  the  past  year 
which  may  prove  significant  in  the 
field  of  Christian  literature  was  the 
installation  of  the  only  printing  press 
in  France  completely  dedicated  to 
evangelical  Christian  literature.  This 
press  is  operated  by  John  Miesel  of 
the  Une\angelized  Fields  Mission,  a 
Grace  Seminary  graduate.  The  pur- 
chase of  a  larger  press  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, the  addition  of  new  workers, 
and  the  steps  being  taken  toward 
encouraging  French  Christians  to 
write  quality  literature— these  are 
indications  that  this  press  may  have 
an  important  part  to  play  in  the  fu- 
ture literature  picture  for  France. 

The  printing  facilities  of  the 
U.F.M.  are  located  on  the  propertv 
of  the  Chateau  of  Saint-Albain,  and 
the  warm  spirit  of  cooperation  be- 
tween the  two  missions  provides  us 
at  the  Chateau  with  the  privilege  of 
engaging  in  literature  projects  which 
would  otherwise  be  impossible.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  first  of  these 
projects  was  realized:  the  production 
of  five  "phototracts." 

The  phototracts  follow  a  somewhat 
different  approach  in  presenting  the 
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message  of  the  Gospel.  Larger  than 
most  tracts,  they  use  photos,  modem 
layout,  and  short,  pithy  phrases  in- 
tended to  arouse  the  curiosity  of  the 
reader  and  prepare  for  a  possible  fu- 
ture personal  contact.  Rather  than  be- 
ginning by  tr\'ing  to  prove  that  the 
Bible  is  God's  Word  (which  few 
Frenchmen  accept),  they  underline 
the  emptiness  of  man's  heart  and 
show  how  Christ  came  to  make  it 
possible  for  man  to  find  God. 

Six  thousand  copies  of  each  of  the 
five  tracts  were  distributed  this  past 
year  at  Macon,  in  five-week  inters'als. 
A  number  of  interested  people  have 
contacted  the  Chateau  as  a  result. 

The  Brethren  literature  ministry 
is  not  limited  to  the  distribution  of 
tracts,  however.  Under  the  direction 
of  Daniel  Dutruc-Rosset,  our  French 
worker  (who,  until  the  organization 
of  Brethren  churches  in  France,  is  a 
member  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Fort  Wavne,  Indiana),  and 
Tim  Kauffman,  a  U.F.M.  worker,  a 
lending  library  is  set  up  every  other 
week  in  the  Macon  open-air  market. 
Market  work  has  been  carried  on 
e\er  since  we  came  to  the  Chateau, 
but  it  has  only  been  this  year  that  the 
library  approach  has  been  attempted. 
Not  only  do  more  people  show  in- 
terest, but  we  are  able  in  addition  to 
secure  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  people  who  take  books,  thus  per- 
mitting future  contacts. 

The  lending  library  also  plavs  a 
big  part  in  the  youth  activities  of  the 
Chateau.  Most  of  the  youth  who 
come  read  avidly,  and  many  of  them 
take  new  books  each  time  they  visit 
the  Chateau. 

Unfortunately,  the  lending  library 
is  quite  small.  Limited  funds  permit 
only  a  limited  number  of  new  books, 
and,  further,  it  is  inevitable  that  some 
books  disappear— people  do  forget. 
But  it  is  our  hope  that  eventually  we 
may  secure  most  of  the  Christian 
literature  in  print  in  French  for  the 
Chateau  library. 

Literature  can  never  replace  the 
Christian  worker,  for  "faith  cometh 
by  hearing."  Good  news  must  be  in- 
carnate in  the  lives  of  those  who  bear 
it  to  others.  But  it  is  nevertheless  an 
invaluable  supplement  to  the  mission- 
ary, and  the  means  of  placing  the 
Christian  message  permanently  in 
homes.  Please  join  us  in  prayer  for 
this  important  ministry.  T

National  Conference 
Laymen's  Sessions 
Feature  Evangelism 
and  Witnessing 

Each  morning  of  conference  week 
a  fine  group  of  lajonen  met  together 
to  sing,  pray  and  consider  the  min- 
istry of  evangeHsm.  Attendance  aver- 
aged 72,  and  offerings  received 
amounted  to  $241.04. 

Inasmuch  as  real  progress  is  being 
made  to  knit  together  more  closely  the 
Board  of  Evangelism  and  the  Nation- 
al Fellowship  of  Brethren  Laymen, 
two  of  the  speakers  were  representa- 
tives of  the  Board  of  Evangelism. 
Rev.  Bill  Smith,  the  director,  spoke 
on  "Methods  of  Evangelism."  Rev. 
Scott  Weaver,  who  will  begin  his 
ministry  of  evangelism  on  January  1, 
1967,  spoke  on  "The  Challenge  of 
Evangelism."  George  Wilhelm,  our 
national  president,  brought  a  mes- 
sage on  the  subject  "A  Layman  Looks 
at  Evangelism."  Dr.  Orville  Jobson, 
who  had  just  returned  from  a  special 
tour  of  duty  in  Africa,  presented  the 
subject  "Evangelism  in  Missions."  On 
Friday  of  conference  week  a  special 
fellowship  time  with  the  ministers 
was  held  in  the  Free  Methodist  Fel- 
lowship Hall.  Coffee  and  rolls  were 
enjoved  bv  all,  and  a  devotional  time 
was  shared  with  Professor  John  Davis 
bringing  the  message.  Over  275  lay- 
men and  ministers  were  present. 

Mr.  Russel  Dunlap,  business  man- 
ager of  Grace  College  and  Seminary, 
presented  a  report  giving  the  total 
amount  in  the  scholarship  fund, 
which  currently  stands  at  $8,479.94. 
Only  $1,520.06  remains  to  be  raised 
to  complete  the  goal  in  this  fund. 

Officers  elected  for  the  cominjj 
1966-67  year  were:  Ken  Kohler,  presi- 
dent; Roy  Lowery,  vice-president; 
Millard  Speece,  secretary;  Ben  Zim- 
merman, treasurer;  and  Ken  Kerman, 
Laymen's  Page  editor. 


The  Pastor's  Salary . . .  Ugh! 


In  the  six  vears  vou  have  permitted 
me  to  be  vour  Laymen's  Page  editor, 
I  have  never  taken  mv  typewriter  in 
hand  to  WTite  an  editorial  or  get  on 
a  soapbo.x. 

But  today,  I'd  like  to  discuss  with 
you  an  off-limits  subject  like  the  pas- 
tor's salary  and  allowances. 

Our  responsibility  as  Christian  lay- 
men and  those  who  comprise  the 
church  official  board  and  its  board  of 
trustees,  and,  in  many  churches,  sup- 
ply the  church  moderator,  demands 
that  we  examine  what  we're  paying 
our  pastors  in  The  Brethren  Church. 

In  recent  vears  great  strides  hav^' 
been  made  in  a  number  of  churches 
to  compensate  more  adequately  those 
to  whom  God  has  entrusted  the  spirit- 
ual leadership  of  our  people.  How- 
ever, many  churches  could  do  much 
more. 

Last  spring  it  was  my  privilege  to 
attend  a  district  conference  in  a  near- 
by state.  I  talked  to  a  number  of  the 
pastors  present  about  their  salary 
and  expense  arrangement,  and  was 
surprised  to  find  some  pastors  driving 
long  distances,  caring  for  meals  and 
incidental  expenses,  without  receiv- 
ing any  expense  allowance  from  their 
home  church.  What  was  the  topic  of 
conversation  just  prior  to  lunch? 
"There's  a  15-cent  hamburger  place 
half  a  mile  from  here,"  or  "We've  got 
to  stretch  our  grocery  money  while 
we're  here  .  .  .  perhaps  the  wife  and 


I  will  just  get  a  malt  for  lunch." 

One  Grace  Seminary  graduate  pas- 
toring  one  of  our  churches  recently 
confided:  "I'm  afraid  I'm  going  to 
have  to  give  up  the  pastorate.  My 
\\ife  and  I  trv  to  stretch  evers'  dollar 
as  far  as  we  can,  and  yet  with  our 
two  growing  children  and  today's 
rising  costs,  we  just  can't  make  it."  I 
would  be  ashamed  to  tell  you  this 
man's  salary  figure.  Yet  the  lavman 
who  is  the  moderator  of  his  church 
has  a  salary  in  the  five-figure  bracket. 
In  the  next  few  months,  many 
churches  will  be  considering  the  pas- 
tor's call  and  salar\'  for  l967.  Eco- 
nomic conditions,  church  sizes,  and 
resources  vary  in  different  sections  of 
the  country,  and  I  would  not  attempt 
to  set  a  pastor's  salar\'  figure  which 
could  be  deemed  "adequate."  A  good 
idea  used  bv  some  churches  is  to 
gather  six  or  so  of  the  outstanding 
and  successful  laymen  in  vour 
church.  Ask  each  man  to  jot  down  his 
annual  wage  on  a  blank  piece  of 
paper— without  disclosing  his  name. 
Then  total  the  amounts  and  take  an 
average.  If  you're  not  paying  vour 
pastor  what  the  amounts  average, 
then  consider  giving  him  a  raise  at 
the  next  business  meeting. 

We  all  realize  that  men  do  not 
accept  the  Lord's  call  to  the  ministry 
for  the  amount  of  money  thev  can 
make.  However,  let  us  make  sure  that 
we  are  paying  an  adequate  salary  to 
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the  man   whom  God  has  called   to 
shepherd  our  flock. 

Here  are  four  suggestions  that  will 
be  helpful  as  you  consider  the  pas- 
tor's salary  and  allowances. 

1.  The  thoughtful  layman  con 
cerned  about  increasing  his  pastor's 
effectiveness  should  alert  his  church 
to  set  a  goal  of  relating  the  pastor's 
basic  salary  (cash,  housing  and  util- 
ities) to  that  being  received  bv  com- 
parable ■professional  people  in  the 
church  or  community  with  similar 
education,  experience  and  ability  .  .  . 
modified  only  by  the  size  and  re- 
sources of  the  church. 

2.  Provide  some  of  the  fringe  bene- 
fits for  your  pastor  which  are  com- 
monly made  available  in  business  and 
industry.  This  should  include  the 
retirement  program  set  up  by  our 
Board  of  Ministerial  Benefits,  Social 
Security,  and  hospitalization  insur- 
ance. 


3.  Adequate  allowances  should  be 
given  to  cover  those  expenses  incur- 
red by  the  pastor  in  the  conduct  of 
his  work,  such  as  travel,  office  ma- 
terials, entertainment  of  evangelists 
and  visiting  missionaries,  and  so 
forth. 

4.  Alert  your  church  to  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  continuing 
personal  and  spiritual  growth  of  your 
pastor.  Ideally,  this  could  include  a 
full  month  for  vacation,  funds  for 
travel  to  national  and  district  con- 
ference, a  book  allowance,  and  per- 
haps an  annual  trip  to  a  Bible  or 
pastor's  conference. 

Our  pastors  are  understandably 
most  reluctant  to  discuss  these  mat- 
ters with  the  members  of  their 
churches,  fearing  the  possibility  of 
misunderstandings.  Laymen  must 
take  the  necessary  leadership  in  this 
area.  Let's  accept  this  responsihility!

It  was 
created  bv  action  of  the  National 
Conference  of  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches  in  session 
in  mid-August.  In  a  change  of  con- 
stitution, the  work  formerly  commit- 
ted to  the  National  Sunday  School 
Board  and  the  Brethren  Youth  Coun- 
cil is  now  committed  to  the  Christian 
Education  Department. 


The  broad  outline  of  the  work  of 
this  new  department  is  defined  in 
the  constitutional  amendment  adopt- 
ed by  the  conference,  which  reads: 
"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board 
to  study  and  promote  the  total  work 
of  Christian  education  in  all  of  its 
phases  and  departments,  including 
Sunday  school,  children's  church, 
training  hour.  Vacation  Bible  School, 
camps,  conferences,  retreats,  and  so 
forth,  and  to  recommend  or  pro\ade 
suitable  curricula  and  materials  for 
the  above.  This  shall  be  accomplish- 
ed through  research,  promotion,  as- 
sistance and  encouragement  at  the 
local,   district  and  national   levels." 

In  addition  to  this  constitutional 
change,  outlining  the  duties  of  this

Time  has  no  leisure  hours,  no  road- 
side resting  parks.  Methodically  she 
presses  on.  The  grains  of  sand  stream 
swiftly  through  the  hourglass,  and 
looking  back  we  see  another  year  is 
gone. 

It  seems  only  yesterday  we  met  in 
Long  Beach  and  accepted  with  eager- 
ness the  challenge  of  a  new  WMC 
theme,  "For  the  Master's  Use."  With 
each  monthly  study  in  Timothy  and 
Titus  a  desire  has  deepened  in  the 
hearts  of  many  women  in  our  councils 
to  be  surrendered  vessels,  cleansed 
and  prepared  unto  evers'  good  work 
for  the  glory  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

"It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks 
unto  the  Lord,"  and  so  we  bring  our 
praise  to  Him  for  that  which  He  has 
been  able  to  do  through  WMC  this 
year.  Reports  will  reveal  many  good 
works  in  growth  and  giving.  In  these 
we  can  only  say,  "This  was  the  Lord's 
doing,  and  it  is  marvelous  in  our 
eyes." 

Now  the  new  year  stretches  be- 
fore us,  but  I  would  remind  you  i^ 
too  will  pass  quickly  through  the 
hourglass.  We,  as  women  of  God, 
have  no  time  to  waste.  There  is  no 
doubt  in  the  minds  of  many  that 
ever)'  Bible-believing  church  faces  a 
critical  year.  Satan  would  seek  to 
undermine  and  destroy  any  denomi- 
nation which  stands  on  the  inspired 
Word  of  God  as  infallible. 

Thus  we  must  grasp  every  oppor- 
tunity to  give  ourselves  wholly  to 
Christ.  We  must  not  hesitate  but  will- 
ingly obey  as  He  speaks.  The  ad- 
monitions of  this  past  year  have  pre- 
pared us  for  the  command  in  our 
new  theme  verse,  "So  Send  I  You." 

In  John  20:21  Jesus  said  to  His 
disciples,  "Peace  be  unto  vou:  as  mv 
Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send 
I  you." 

Today  He  says  the  same  to  each  of 
us.  This  verse  sounds  verv  simple, 
but  a  study  of  it  reveals  a  much  deep- 


er meaning.  It  was  not  spoken  lightly, 
but  gravely,  when  there  was  not 
much  time  left  for  Christ  to  be  with 
those  whom  He  loved.  The  verses 
before  and  after  signify  its  vital  mean- 
ing and  place  in  God's  plan  for  every 
follower  of  His. 

This  20th  chapter  of  John  is  one 
of  the  great  resurrection  chapters, 
filled  with  infallible  proof  that  Jesus 
Christ  was  not  dead,  but  alive;  not 
in  the  tomb,  but  walking  in  the  midst 
of  the  disciples;  not  defeated  bv  sin 
and  Satan,  but  victorious  over  sin 
and  the  grave. 

Early  on  the  first  day  of  the  week 
Christ  had  met  Mar\-  in  the  burial 
garden— Mary,  whose  heart  was  like 
lead,  weeping  in  bitter  anguish  for 
Him  whom  she  had  loved  and  lost. 
Then  Christ  spoke  to  her:  "Mary." 
It  is  impossible  to  express  her  name 
in  an\'  tone  of  voice  so  as  to  reveal 
the  significance  of  His  voice  as  he 
spoke. 

But  instantly  Mary  saw  Him  and 
knew  Him  as  her  Lord  and  Master. 
Weeping  stopped,  anguish  disap- 
peared, and  in  her  joy  she  has- 
tened to  obey  His  command  as  He 
sent  her  to  tell  the  others  He  was 
alive. 

There  is  a  sequence  of  events  in 
these  few  moments  of  time  throuoh 
which  every  child  of  God  must  pass 
before  qualified  to  be  sent  by  our 
Lord. 

We  must  see  Jesus  as  our  own 
Saviour. 

We  must  believe  He  is  the  risen 
Christ. 

We  must  then  be  willing  to  obey 
gladly  when   He  sends  us. 

By  evening  of  that  same  day  at 
least  ten  of  the  disciples  had  secured 
themselves  in  a  room  because  of  their 
fear  of  the  Jews.  What  had  brought 
them  together  after  three  sorrow- 
filled  days  and  nights?  No  doubt  it 
was  the  stories  they  had  heard  that 


Jesus  was  alive,  risen  from  the  dead. 

And  suddenly  He  was  there.  They 
saw  Him  and  believed  it  was  Jesus. 
Then  as  He  said,  "Peace  be  unto 
you,"  He  showed  them  the  wounds 
on  His  body— His  nail-torn  hands  and 
pierced  side. 

Now  they  had  no  doubt.  This  was 
truly  Jesus.  They  saw  Him,  they 
believed,  and  their  fear  vanished. 
And  John  says,  "The  disciples  there- 
fore \\'ere  glad,  when  they  saw  the 
Lord." 

This  was  seeing  ^\^th  understand- 
ing which  resulted  in  believing.  The 
door  was  still  locked,  the  Jews  still 
outside,  but  now  they  were  secure 
and  rejoicing  in  Him. 

I  would  remind  vou  that  without 
seeing,  believing,  and  rejoicing  these 
disciples  could  never  have  been  ready 
for  the  import  of  the  message  of  the 
next  verse. 

"Then  Jesus  said  to  them  again, 
Peace  be  unto  you:  as  my  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you." 

Was  this  "peace"  just  a  tranquil- 
izer for  their  fear  of  the  Jews?  No, 
indeed;  it  was  a  peace  producing 
courage  and  a  burning  zeal  in  view 
of  the  work  He  was  sending  them  to 
do.  He  had  told  them  they  were  to 
be  messengers;  now  He  was  sharply 
bringing  them  back  to  the  realization 
of  the  grave  responsibility  resting 
upon  them. 

Notice  that  first  His  message  of 
peace,  then  the  evidences  on  His 
body  indicating  His  power  over 
death,  all  reminded  them  that  their 
own  gladness  was  not  the  most  im- 
portant thing,  their  outi  safety  from 
the  Jews  not  the  final  thing;  of 
greatest  importance  was  the  fact  that 
Christ  was  sending  them  in  a  special 
way  to  do  a  special  work. 

The  verb  "send "  is  used  twice  in 
this  verse.  It  sounds  the  same  but 
there  is  a  vital  distinction  which 
should  make  a  great  deal  of  differ- 
ence to  us  during  this  year  as  we  are 
constantly  reminded  in  W'MC  that 
we  are  sent. 

The  first  use  of  this  verb,  "as  the 
Father  hath  sent  me,"  marks  a  "set- 
ting apart,"  or  "to  be  sent."  Christ 
spoke  here  about  himself.  He  was 
the  Sent  One  of  God.  This  verb  rep- 
resents delegated  authority. 

But  when  Christ  said,  "So  send  I 
you, "  He  used  another  verb  which 
never   refers   to   delegated   authority 
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but  rather  to  "dispatch  under  au- 
thority." 

Literally  He  said  to  them,  "As  the 
Father  hath  delegated  all  authority 
to  me,  so  now  I  send  you  under  that 
authority,  which  is  mine  to  carry  out 
my  enterprises."  Then  breathing  on 
them  He  said,  "Receive  ye  the  Holy 
Spirit,"  thus  promising  the  soon  com- 
ing of  the  Spirit  of  God. 

What  a  marvelous  and  adequate 
sending  that  was.  With  the  authority 
of  God  upon  Him  He  really  said, 
"I  am  sending  you,  but  you  cannot  go 
expect  in  one  power,  that  of  the  Holy 
Spirit." 

Every  disciple  in  that  room  could 
have  said,  "I  will  not  go;  I  will  not 
be  sent."  But  they  did  not. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  new 
WMC  year  everyone  of  us  has  a  de- 
cision to  make.  Will  we  obey  when 
sent,  or  will  we  ignore  His  authority? 
Will  we  go  in  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  or  will  we  refuse  His  power 
and  trust  in  our  own  flesh? 

Surelv  the  challenge  of  our  theme 
should  bring  us,  like  Isaiah,  to  the 
altar,  to  the  cleansing  power  of  the 
fiery  coal  upon  our  lives,  that  with 
every  sin  purged  away  we  might  be 
ready  eagerly  to  answer,  "Here  am  I, 
Lord;  send  me." 

If  this  is  our  answer,  then  we  are 
putting  ourselves  completely  at  the 
disposal  of  Christ  with  no  resen'ations 
as  to  time,  place  or  manner  of  service. 
Christ  had  prayed  to  His  Father, 
"As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world, 
even  so  have  I  also  sent  them  into 
the  world." 

This  is  the  challenge  of  our  theme. 
This  is  the  scope  of  our  sending— a 
scope  so  far  reaching  that  not  until 
Christ  comes  again  will  our  sending 
be  finished,  our  task  completed. 

But  what,  we  might  ask,  has  He 
sent  us  to  do?  We  need  only  to  search 
the  Scriptures  to  know  what  God  ex- 
pects of  us,  for  the  parallel  of  re- 
sponsibility in  the  reason  for  Christ's 
sending  and  ours  is  very  striking. 

In  the  first  place,  Christ  was  sent 
to  glorify  the  Father,  and  even  so  are 
we  sent  to  glorify  Him.  Remember 
how  Jesus  prayed,  "I  have  glorified 
thee  on  the  earth;  I  have  finished 
the  work  which  thou  gavest  me  to 
do." 

The  last  and  greatest  work  of 
Christ  which  brought  the  greatest 
glory  to  God  was  the  giving  of  His 


own  blood  as  the  ransom  price  for 
our  bodies  and  our  souls.  No  wonder 
Paul  WTOte,  "Ye  are  bought  with  a 
price:  therefore  glorify  God  in  your 
bodv,  and  in  your  spirit,  which  are 
God's."  Christ  made  both  our  body 
and  our  spirit  and  bought  them  both, 
so  we  must  look  upon  our  whole 
selves  as  holy  to  the  Lord,  using  our 
bodies  as  property  belonging  to  Him 
and  sacred  for  His  sending  and  serv- 
ice. 

Secondly,  Christ  was  sent  to  mani- 
fest God  the  Father,  and  we  are 
sent  to  manifest  Christ  the  Son.  He 
said,  "I  have  manifested  thy  name 
unto  the  men  which  thou  gavest  mc 
out  of  the  world."  How  striking  then 
that  Paul  claimed  to  be  "called  by 
God's  grace  to  reveal  [or  manifest] 
God's   Son,"    that   he   might   preach 
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Him  among  the  heathen. 

As  "Women  Manifesting  Christ" 
we  are  sent  on  a  mission  of  revealing 

o 

convincingly  and  without  doubt  the 
very  Son  of  God.  This  is  possible 
only  by  living  daily  in  the  Word  of 
God  and  in  constant  communion  with 
our  Lord  Jesus.  Jesus  often  went  up 
into  the  mountain  with  the  thought 
of  God  the  Father  filling  His  whole 
being.  Likewise,  we  must  give  Christ 
an  opportunity  by  His  Word  and 
communion  to  assert  himself  and  im- 
press himself  absorbingly  upon  our 
vision.  Then  we  will  be  able  to  ful- 
fill our  sending. 

In  the  third  place,  Christ  was  sent 
to  be  a  servant,  and  even  so  are  we 
sent  to  serve.  For  it  was  written  of 
Him,  "The  Son  of  man  came  not  to 
be  waited  on,  but  to  serve";  and  it  was 
written  to  us,  "For  he  that  serveth 


Christ  is  acceptable  to  God,  and  ap- 
proved of  men." 

The  opportunities  in  WMC  in  this 
area  are  innumerable.  There  are  the 
needs  of  the  sick  and  sorrowing,  open- 
hearted  hospitality  to  God's  servants, 
working  with  children  and  young 
people,  serving  in  SMM,  aiding  our 
pastors  and  their  families,  minister- 
ing to  missionaries,  praying,  teaching, 
and  many  other  types  of  service. 

And  so  we  could  go  on,  for  there 
are  many  parallels  of  responsibility 
between  us  and  Christ.  But  I  would 
like  to  turn  to  more  specific  areas  of 
ser\'ice  to  which  I  believe  God  has 
chosen  to  send  us. 

As  members  of  the  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches  we 
bear  many  vital  responsibilities  laid 
upon  us  by  our  Lord. 

First  and  foremost,  we  are  sent  to 
uphold  the  doctrines  and  practices  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures  as  believed  and 
taught  in  our  fellowship  of  churches. 

We  are  not  an  independent  organi 
zation  but  founded  upon  the  funda- 
mental doctrines  of  The  Brethren 
Church  as  taught  in  the  Word  of 
God.  We  are  an  auxiliary  and  an 
integral  part  of  its  working  and  re- 
sponsibility. The  WMC  was  given 
birth  and  nurtured  by  our  fellowship. 
We  belong  to  it.  Therefore  as  God 
has  committed  to  our  church  certain 
areas  of  the  world  as  our  home  and 
foreign  mission  fields,  our  institutions 
of  learning,  so  these  are  inescapably 
our  first  responsibility  in  WMC. 

Secondly,  we  are  sent  to  the  fields 
of  the  world,  primarily  to  the  seven 
Brethren  fields  of  Africa,  Argentina, 
Brazil,  France,  Hawaii,  Mexico,  and 
Puerto  Rico.  God  sends  us  to  pray  for 
our  missionaries  and  native  Chris- 
tians, to  give  of  our  substance  to  send 
missionaries  and  help  to  keep  them  in 
their  fields.  How  wonderfully  God 
has  wrought  in  your  generous  giving, 
and  for  this  we  truly  praise  Him. 

Now  the  challenge  is  even  greater 
with  ne^v  missionaries  going  out, 
others  returning  to  their  fields,  vast 
needs  for  literature  on  all  fields,  and 
funds  needed  for  equipment  and  new 
areas  being  planned.  We  should 
thank  God  for  the  privilege  of  sup- 
porting God-fearing  men  and  women 
as  they  go. 

In  the  third  place,  we  are  sent  to 
aid  in  the  evangelization  of  our  own 
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country.  We  cannot  escape  the  fact 
that  our  nation  is  plunging  deeper 
and  deeper  into  crime,  communism, 
race  hatred,  spiritual  confusion,  and 
unbelief.  This  mission  field  lies  at 
the  very  doors  of  our  homes,  and  we 
dare  not  ignore  it.  The  crime  rate  in 
America  is  increasing  5  per  cent 
faster  than  the  birth  rate.  Can  you 
tell  where  this  will  lead? 

As  never  before  America  needs  the 
true  gospel  as  preached  in  Brethren 
churches.  Bible  classes  are  calling  for 
leaders  and  funds  to  start  new 
churches.  We  must  answer  God's 
call  as  we  increase  our  prayer  burden 
and  giving  for  the  work  of  Brethren 
Home  Missions. 

God  also  sends  us  to  be  soul  win- 
ners in  our  own  communities,  to  wit- 
ness constantly  to  others,  and  to  lead 
our  o\\Ti  families  in  the  ways  of  the 
Lord. 

There  is  another  area  of  service 
to  which  God  sends  ever\'one  of  us. 
That  is  in  the  field  of  Christian  edu- 
cation. This  covers  the  lifetime  of 
every  indindual.  It  involves  the  train- 
ing of  the  entire  family  in  Brethren 
Sunday  schools,  various  opportuni- 
ties for  the  young  people  of  our 
churches,  and  the  support  with  our 
gifts,  our  pravers,  and  our  youth  of 
Grace  College  and  Grace  Theolosi- 
cal  Seminary. 

We  are  encouraged  to  know  that 
this  year  WMC  ladies  gave  the 
largest  offering  for  Christian  educa- 
tion in  our  history.  But  to  help  to 
preserve  the  vouth  of  our  Brethren 
churches  for  the  work  of  the  Lord 
in  home  and  foreign  fields,  we  must 
do  even  more  in  this  major  offering, 
in  special  projects,  in  prayer,  and  in 
the  giving  of  our  own  children  for 
the  work  of  our  own  denomination. 

Dr.  Harold  Etling  recentlv  said 
that  the  most  vital  thing  Brethren 
Sunday  schools  need  from  WMC 
ladies  is  our  presence  with  our  fami- 
lies regularly  in  Sunday  school.  Sure- 
Iv  this  is  the  least  we  can  do. 

God  has  given  The  Brethren 
Church  two  unique  schools  of  higher 
Christian  education,  Grace  College 
and  Grace  Theological  Seminarv.  It 
is  a  known  fact  that  manv  church- 
related  Christian  colleges  today  are 
struggling  to  maintain  their  verv 
existence  against  the  inroads  of  our 
government,  modernism  and  indif- 
ference to  moral  standards. 


We  must  maintain  our  ov\ti  schools 
with  our  pravers  and  our  gifts,  or  the 
outcome  is  settled.  Someone  else  wdll 
take  control,  as  has  happened  to  other 
Christian  schools,  and  the  testimony 
of  God's  Word  will  be  removed.  I 
pray  we  mav  realize  the  extent  to 
which  God  sends  us  to  the  aid  of  our 
youth  in  Christian  education.  Let  us 
work  so  that  Brethren  Sundav 
schools,  our  vouth  work,  and  Grace 
Schools  will  feel  the  impact  of  WMC 
this  year. 

God  has  set  His  seal  of  approval 
upon  the  work  among  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple in  the  Fairfax  area  of  Los  Ange- 
les. A  number  of  vears  ago  He  bur- 
dened the  hearts  of  WMC  women 
to  give  for  the  support  of  this  testi- 
mony. You  have  been  faithful,  and 
this  year  we  rejoice  in  a  Thank 
Offering  of  $6,226.60.  God  continues 
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to  send  us  to  the  lost  sheep  of  Is- 
rael as  plans  are  considered  for  a 
second  such  witness.  Let  us  pray 
eamestlv  that  workers  will  volunteer, 
and  let  us  again  respond  generously 
with  our  gifts. 

God  also  sends  us  to  the  women  of 
our  churches  and  communities  by 
means  of  each  local  WMC.  It  is  our 
task  to  reach  every  woman  we  can 
that  she  might  be  brought  into  a 
closer  fellowship  with  Christ  in 
WMC.  And  so  we  commit  to  you 
again  the  vital  needs  of  our  General 
and  Publication  Offering  that  WMC 
materials  may  be  available  to  every 
local  and  district  group  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Lest  some  would  interpret  this 
emphasis  upon  the  ministries  of  our 
own  denomination  as  narrow  and  un- 


qualified, I  would  hasten  to  say  that 
this  is  not  meant  to  exclude  what 
God  may  send  vou  to  do  in  other 
areas.  However,  our  first  responsibil- 
ity as  women  receiving  the  benefits  of 
a  church  which  stands  without  com- 
promise upon  the  infallible  Word  of 
God  is  to  place  the  works  of  our  own 
denomination  first  on  our  list  for 
praver,  projects,  and  gifts. 

We  are  the  women  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church,  more  than  4,000  of  us, 
and  God  sends  us  to  do  the  work  of 
women  in  our  church  and  wherever 
else  He  reveals  His  will  for  us  to  go. 

Recentlv  I  heard  Rev.  John  Zie- 
lasko  say,  "Never  underestimate  the 
power  of  a  woman."  Then  he  pro- 
ceeded to  tell  of  the  amazing  turn  of 
events  in  Brazil  against  the  commu- 
nists when  the  women  took  up  their 
telephones  and  began  their  campaign 
under  the  slogan:  "The  March  of 
the  Familv  for  God  and  the  Country." 

I  would  like  to  say  to  you,  never 
underestimate  the  power  of  women 
sent  under  the  power  of  the  Spirit 
of  God. 

Can  you  not  envision  the  tremen- 
dous impact  we  can  make  for  Christ? 
We  are  the  women  in  Brethren 
homes.  We  are  the  mothers  of  Breth- 
ren families.  I  believe  God  is  sending 
us  by  the  power  of  the  Spirit  of  God 
under  a  similar  slogan,  "The  March 
of  Brethren  Families  for  Christ  and 
the  Church." 

There  is  no  future  for  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  or 
the  Women's  Missionarv  Council  if 
we  do  not  take  our  families  with  us 
as  we  respond  to  God's  sending.  The 
sands  of  time  stream  swiftly  through 
the  hourglass,  and  soon  all  oppor- 
tunities will  be  past. 

Never  have  the  challenge  and  bur- 
den been  so  great  for  our  countr\'  in 
Brethren  Home  Missions. 

Never  have  the  needs  been  so 
desperate  for  Grace  Schools  and  our 
vouth  work. 

Never  has  each  hour  been  so 
weighted  with  urgency  on  the  for- 
eign fields. 

Never  has  Israel's  necessity  for  the 
Messiah  been  more  vital. 

Never  has  our  beloved  church  had 
more  critical  need  of  our  lovaltv  and 
devoted  service. 

The  new  \'ear  is  before  us.  Mav 
God  help  each  one  of  us  to  respond, 
"Here  am  I,  Lord;  send  me."  T

At  the  base  is  a  glass-topped 
table  displaying  African  village  life. 
On  the  picture  window  sill  are  some 
African  violets  in  bloom,  reminding 
us  that  our  African  Christians  are 
growing  in  grace  and  need  the  water- 
ing of  the  Word  and  the  help  of 
the  missionaries  to  build  a  strong 
African  church.  "The  harvest  truly 
is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are 
few;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest"  (Matt.  9: 
37-38).  The  challenge  is  tremendous, 
the  door  wide  open. 

Back  of  the  divider  are  the  kitchen 
unit  and  cupboards.  I  will  put  on  the 
kettle  and  we  will  have  a  snack  at 
the  table.  The  refrigerator  is  at  my 
elbow. 

This  door  leads  into  the  bedroom, 
so  we  will  take  a  look  at  it  with  its 
roomy  clothes  closet  and  the  furnish- 
ings.

WMC  RECOMMENDATIONS 
FOR  LOCAL  COUNCILS   1966-1967 

We  Recommend: 

1.  That  a  consecration  sen'ice  be  held  annually  (pref- 
erably early  fall)  in  each  local  council  to  reconsecrate 
membership  and  to  recognize  new  members. 

2.  That  the  secretary  of  each  local  council  keep  the 
membership  cards  and  be  responsible  for  giving  her  card 
to  any  member  transferring  to  another  council. 

3.  That  officers  in  the  local  council  be  elected  and 
begin  planning  in  June,  be  installed  in  July,  and  take 
office  at  the  close  of  the  August  meeting.  The  national 
and  district  statistical  reports,  compiled  bv  the  retiring 
president,  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  district  president 
by  July  1,  and  shall  include  all  reports  from  July  1,  1966, 
through  June,  1967. 

4.  That  each  council  promote  the  evangelization  of  chil- 
dren, encouraging  each  woman  to  assist  willingly  in  Sun- 
day school,  VBS,  children's  Bible  classes,  Active  Chris- 
tian Teens  (Brethren  Youth  Fellowship),  and  other 
church-sponsored  vouth  activities. 

5.  That  the  women  in  each  council  continue  to  show 
increased  interest  in  the  SMM  in  all  possible  wavs,  such 
as  praver,  work  projects,  financial  help,  and  a  willingness 
to  serve  as  a  patroness  or  in  anv  other  capacitv. 

6.  That  the  women  of  each  council  read  and  use  the 
Pen  Pointers.  We  suggest  an  annual  quiz  in  each  coun- 
cil. (More  Pen  Pointers  may  be  obtained  from  the 
National  WMC  literature  secretan',  Mrs.  Elmer  Tarn- 
kin,  Box  775,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana  46590. 

7.  That  each  WMC  member  give  regularlv  as  the 
Lord  leads  and  prospers  her. 

8.  That  we  send  good,  usable  clothing  to  the  follow- 
ing  missions  (each  local  council  be  responsible  for  en- 
tire expense):

b.  Cooperate  with  or  sponsor  a  monthly  visitation  and 
tract  distribution  program,  with  the  local  tract  chairman 
keeping  a  monthly  record  of  tracts  used. 

5.  MONTHLY  MEETINGS 

A  minimum  of  12  devotional  meetings,  using  the 
Brethren   WMC   programs.

cooperate  in  the  conquest  of  space, 
while  communism  boasts  it  will  con- 
quer and  bur}'  us  within  a  decade. 
It  seems  sensible  to  suppose  that  anv 
surprise  attack  of  our  enemy  would  be 
accompanied  bv  a  retaliation  on  the 
part  of  the  LI.S.A.,  and  perhaps  the 
West  in  general,  of  such  magnitude 
that  Russia  would  be  reduced  to  a 
poverty-stricken  conqueror,  a  victim 
for  some  other  would-be  figure.  Con- 


cerning the  evaluation  of  these 
things,  we  can  only  let  the  specula- 
tors speculate. 

The  Bible  Revelation 

The  Bible  gives  a  careful  descrip- 
tion of  the  destruction  of  the  King 
of  the  North,  who  might  be  described 
as  "Rosh."  This  destruction  is  of  a 
different  nature  than  what  might 
be  seen  in  a  war  between  the  U.S. A 
and   the   U.S.S.R. 

For  one  thing,  Russia's  doom  will 
come  as  a  result  of  a  conflict  in  the 
land  of  Israel.  "After  many  days  thou 
shalt  be  visited:  in  the  latter  years 
thou  shalt  come  into  the  land  that  is 
brought  back  from  the  sword,  and  is 
gathered  out  of  many  people,  against 
the  mountains  of  Israel,  which  have 
been  always  waste:  but  it  is  brought 
forth   out   of   the   nations,   and   they

shall  dwell  safely  all  of  them.  Thou 
shalt  ascend  and  come  like  a  storm, 
thou  shalt  be  like  a  cloud  to  cover 
the  land,  thou,  and  all  thy  bands, 
and  many  people  with  thee"  (Ezek. 
38:8-9). 

Second,  Russia's  attack,  apparent- 
ly not  directed  against  the  West,  will 
be  against  "the  land  of  unwalled  vil- 
lages," a  name  for  Israel  as  is  made 
clear  in  Ezekiel  38:14-18. 

Third,  Russia  will  be  opposed  by 
certain  nations,  seemingly  the  West, 
described  in  Ezekiel  38:13. 

And  fourth,  Russia  will  be  a  guard 
or  a  command  over  certain  other  na- 
tions, one  of  which  appears  to  be  the 
Arab  block. 

The  Arab  World 

It  is  already  a  fact  that  the  Pales- 
tine Liberation  Army  has  been  re- 
ported to  face  a  "fight  to  the  death" 
to  liberate  Palestine  and  restore  it  to 
its  "rightful  owners."  It  is  reported 
the  headquarters  of  this  liberation 
army  is  now  in  Cairo. 

Concerning   This  Past  Summer 

A  news  item  from  Damascus,  dated 
July  14,  1966,  states:  "Syria  today 
claimed  two  Israeli  Mirage  fighters 
were  shot  down  in  a  50-minute  aerial 
clash  over  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  An 
army  spokesman  said  here  a  Syrian 
MIG  was  hit  during  the  clash  but 
the  pilot  bailed  out  safely  inside 
Syrian  territory.  The  battle  started, 
the  spokesman  added,  when  two  Is- 
raeli planes  raided  along  the  Syrian- 
Israeli  frontier  in  the  area  of  Arab 
operations  to  divert  Jordan  River 
tributaries— a  plan  designed  by  Arab 
countries  to  counter  Israel's  tapping 
of  the  Jordan  waters  to  reclaim  the 
Negev  Desert.  .  .  ." 

So  the  Russians  and  the  Arab 
world  are  getting  together  with  a 
common  purpose  which  is  not  new  to 
Bible  believers.  The  Arabs  are  de- 
termined to  push  Israel  off  into  the 
Mediterranean  Sea.  The  Russians  are 
willing  to  help.  But  Israel  will  not  be 
permanently  defeated.  God  has  a  fu- 
ture work  for  Israel.  But  even  the 
uniting  of  the  resources  of  the  Arabs 
and  Russians  is  doomed  to  failure. 
The  question  is  not,  "Will  Russia  be 
defeated?"  but  "W'hen  will  it  hap- 
pen?" 

"And  when  these  things  begin  to 
come  to  pass,  then  look  up,  and  lift 
up  your  heads;  for  your  redemption 
draweth  nigh"  (Luke  21:28).  T

A  Qualified  Home  Missionary — a   Vital  Necessity 

Missionan'  personnel  is  one  of  the  vital  links  in  anv 
successful  missionary  venture.  The  importance  of  this 
aspect  is  seen  in  the  purpose  for  which  the  work  is  under- 
taken, the  field  to  be  reached,  the  people  involved,  the 
goal,  and  the  support  to  establish  the  ministry. 

The  American  mission  field  is  unlimited.  The  evan- 
gelization of  new  areas  and  the  establishment  of  a  new 
church  is  a  specialized  science.  The  opportunity  to  build 
a  conservative,  Bible-believing  church  at  this  point,  with 
the  trends  in  the  modern  church,  is  an  excellent  one.  To- 
day, as  not  in  the  past,  people  are  disgusted  with  an 
idealism  which  has  no  real  foundation,  truth  which  has 
no  Biblical  basis,  a  religion  with  no  dynamic  or  power  to 
overcome  sin.  In  this  scientific  age  of  education,  progress, 
and  development  the  Brethren  home  missionary  has  his 
golden  opportunity  to  build  a  church  with  a  lasting  testi- 
mony for   Christ. 

Christian  Experience 

The  salvation  of  the  missionary  is  an  absolute  necessity 
(I  Tim.  1:11-15).  The  voung  missionary  couple  arriving 
at  the  new  field  must  know  what  the  Bible  teaches  about 
the  new  birth,  regeneration  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  cleans- 
ing and  justification  work  of  the  blood  of  Christ,  and  the 
resulting  relationship  with  God  in  His  family.  This 
knowledge  must  have  come  by  insight  into  the  Word  of 
God  and  by  practical  experience  in  the  life. 

America  is  a  needy  mission  field.  Sin  is  in  evidence 
everywhere.  Crime  rates  continue  to  spiral  upwards.  Sex 
and  immoralit\'  are  becoming  more  widely  publicized  and 
accepted  every  day.  Apostasy  is  seen  in  the  attendance, 
doctrine,  and  purpose  of  the  average  church.  New  fami- 
lies created  by  a  rapid  population  increase  are  seeking 
truth,  facts  and  reality  in  Christianity.  They  want  an  ex- 
jjerience  that  will  be  rewarding,  that  will  bring  about  a 
change  in  attitude  toward  sin,  and  they  crave  for  the  joy 
of  fellowship  with  God's  children. 

The  home  missionary  must  be  able  to  display  the  fruits 
of  a  new  life  in  Christ  (II  Cor.  5:17;  Gal.  5:22-23).  He 
must  be  ready  to  deal  with  the  young  couple  next  door 


who,  because  of  a  series  of  circumstances,  are  brought 
by  the  Spirit  of  God  under  conviction  and  prepared  for 
the  new  birth.  The  missionary  couple's  joy  of  salvation, 
their  Christian  experience,  and  their  prayer  life  must  be 
so  dynamic  that  they  will  place  their  confidence  and 
faith  in  God,  expecting  and  anticipating  that  He  will 
accomplish  His  work  in  spite  of  the  discouragements,  dis- 
appointments, and  whatever  else  may  come. 

Education 

Knowledge  of  the  Word  of  God,  of  human  nature  and 
its  relationships,  and  of  methods  and  procedures  in  church 
building,  Sunday  school,  and  organizations  will  be  of  in- 
estimable  value.  We  live  in  a  modern  age  of  educated 
people.  It  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  to  have  a  high  per- 
centage of  a  new  mission  church's  constituents  as  college 
graduates,  teachers,  engineers,  and  professional  business 
people.  Higher  education  on  the  college  level  and  spe- 
cialized training  on  the  seminary  level  are  a  tremendous 
help  in  equipping  the  missionary  for  a  lasting  and  fruit- 
ful ministry'  among  such  people. 

Wisdom,  directed  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  in  the  use  of 
previous  training,  the  application  of  our  knowledge  to 
the  lives  of  our  people,  is  another  priceless  virtue.  A  man 
may  have  the  finest  training  available,  but  if  it  is  not 
directed  by  the  Spirit  and  properly  used  in  working  with 
people,  his  ministry  may  be  ineffective.  His  ability  to 
get  along  with  all  kinds  of  personalities,  to  use  all  the 
talents  and  capabilities  of  his  people,  and  to  direct  these 
assets  in  a  constructive  way  is  a  vital  factor  in  building 
a  church.  Continued  discipline  in  personal  study  of  the 
Word  of  God  (II  Tim.  2:15;  4:1-5)  and  in  the  applica- 
tion of  all  facets  of  his  previous  training  will  build  for 
the  man  of  God  a  Bible-teaching  and  -preaching  ministry. 

Practical 

Brethren  home  missionaries  must  be  soul  winners,  able 
to  build  congregations  that  know  the  joy  of  salvation  and 
live  exemplars'  testimonies  before  others.  The  home- 
mission  pastor  must  stimulate  faith  and  trust  in  God,  be- 
lief and  faith  in  prayer,  and  growth  in  all  aspects  of  the 
Christian  life.  He  is  building  a  church  by  building  new 
lives  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Building  and  trade  experience  are  good  aids  to  a  pas- 
tor's understanding  of  the  needs  of  his  people,  his  church 
and  Sunday-school  organization,  and  his  church  building 
program.  Good  judgment  in  the  practical  application  of 
all  his  knowledge,  training,  and  experience  is  another 
excellent  trait.  Willingness  to  learn  new  methods  and 
procedures,  accept  direction,  and  seek  the  help  of  others 
will  further  equip  the  man  of  God  in  his  missionarv'  task.

Is  Vital  Growth  Really  Coming? 

The  Brethren  Church  Grows  with  Home  Missions 


During  1965  the  number  of 
churches  having  been  directly  as- 
sisted by  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  reached  104.  Many  of 
these  churches  were  brought  through 
all  the  stages  of  development  of  the 
home-mission  church,  including  the 
building  program. 

A  Service  Organization 

A  much  larger  figure  would  give 
the  number  of  churches  assisted  by 
administrative  office  in  organization, 
locating  church  sites,  procuring  pas- 
tors, places  for  building  programs, 
use  of  the  construction  crew,  and  fi- 
nancial assistance  in  loans  through 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation. 
Brethren  Home  Missions  is  a  service 
organization  to  help  any  church 
whenever  this  is  possible. 

Self-supporting  Churches 

Since  the  1965  conference  nine 
home-mission  churches  have  become 
I  self-supporting:  Fort  Wayne  and 
Goshen,  Indiana;  Grandview,  Wash- 
ington; Hatboro,  Pennsylvania;  Mar- 
gate and  Pompano  Beach,  Florida; 
San  Jose,  California;  Virginia  Beach, 
Virginia;  and  Wheaton,  Illinois.  All 
of  these  churches  have  new  buildings. 

New  Fields  Added 

Nine  new  fields  have  been  added 
to  the  roster  of  home-mission  points 
during  the  last  vear.  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Woodbridge,  Vir- 


ginia, are  Bible  classes  awaiting  the 
call  of  a  pastor  to  be  underwritten 
financially  by  four  eastern  district 
mission  boards.  Santa  Barbara  and 
Santa  Maria,  California,  are  Bible 
classes  awaiting  the  call  of  a  pastor 
as  the  Lord  mav  lead.  Richland, 
Washington,  has  just  received  a  new 
pastor.  Rev.  Nelson  Hall,  who  will 
serve  this  year  as  a  self-supporting 
missionary.  Richmond,  Virginia; 
New  Holland,  Pennsylvania;  Le.x- 
ington,  Ohio;  and  Minerva,  Ohio, 
have  just  obtained  pastors  during  this 
year.  Financial  support  is  being  given 
in  varied  amounts  to  these  new  fields, 
with  district  mission  boards  and  local 
churches  carrying  the  larger  share  of 
the  financial  load. 

New  Building  Programs 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  used  for  the  first  time  in  its 
history  one  of  the  new  plastic  air 
domes  at  Bothell,  Washington.  The 
temporary  structure,  an  inflated 
building,  can  be  moved  at  a  minimum 
of  cost. 

The  Brethren  Construction  Crew 
finished  the  beautiful  new  edifice 
at  Gabon,  Ohio,  in  April.  The 
building,  designed  by  the  Architec- 
tural  Department,  was  financed 
through     the     Brethren     Investment 

o 

Foundation.  The  crew  is  now  putting 
the  finishing  touches  to  a  spacious, 
colonial-style  building  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,     in     the     Worthington     area. 


motivated  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  They 
are  God's  children  who  have  been 
assigned  to  specific  sectors  of  God's 
mission  field.  In  dependence  upon 
God  they  are  laying  the  foundation, 
building  the  superstructure,  and 
placing  in  operation  all  that  we  un- 
derstand that  God  desires  in  His 
church  on  earth.  Upon  their  dedica- 
tion hangs  a  heavy  and  grave  respon- 
sibility in  God's  program  of  evangeli- 
zation of  our  nation.  The  measure 
of  success  may  be  determined  in  part 
by  our  cooperation,  encouragement, 
and  prayer  support. 

We   cannot   build   good   Brethren 


churches  without  good  Brethren 
missionaries.  We  cannot  place  mis- 
sionaries in  new  fields  and  sustain 
those  already  there  without  the  sup- 
port of  Brethren  people.  We  cannot 
expect  young  missionaries  to  place 
their  lives,  talents  and  strength  upon 
God's  altar  of  service  in  Brethren 
Home  Missions  unless  God's  people 
will  stand  with  them  in  prayer  and 
pledge  of  faithful  support  in  a  fi- 
nancial way.  Make  your  weeklv  gifts 
to  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  of- 
fering a  prayerful  investment  in  this 
vital  ministry.

Hagerstown,  Mar3'land;  Kokomo,  In- 
diana; and  Winona,  Minnesota,  are 
in  process  of  building  additions. 
Davenport,  Iowa,  has  an  addition 
planned  which  should  begin  in  the 
near  future.  Elizabethtown,  Pennsyl- 
vania, is  paying  off  its  property,  has 
plans  ready,  and  is  awaiting  the 
Brethren  Construction  Crew. 

New  Building  Sites 

Kent,  Washington,  has  a  beauti- 
ful new  site  in  a  fine  residential  area 
and  is  rapidly  working  on  its  prop- 
erty indebtedness  as  plans  are  de- 
\'eIoped  for  a  new  building.  Lexing- 
ton, Ohio,  has  its  1.9-acre  site.  Or- 
lando, Florida,  has  purchased  four 
acres.  Sacramento,  California,  is 
facing  major  site  costs  in  a  new  area 
there.  Property  there  runs  $17,000 
an  acre  and  up. 

New    Churches   Organized 

Indianapolis,  Indiana;  Lexington 
and  Minerva,  Ohio;  New  Holland, 
Pennsylvania;  and  Woodbridge,  Vir- 
ginia, were  all  organized  during  this 
year.  During  the  last  year  Defiance, 
Ohio,  was  organized,  chose  its  prop- 
erty, and  finished  a  fine  building 
program  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Home  Missions  Council,  having  re- 
cei\'ed  no  financial  aid.  The  new 
churches  at  Sinking  Spring,  Ohio, 
and  Penn  Valley  and  Telford,  Penn- 
sylvania, ha\'e  been  assisted  in  getting 
organized,  finding  property,  and  get- 
ting under  way  with  their  works. 
Here  again  no  home-mission  finan- 
cial aid  \A'as  needed  for  these  churches 
to  develop. 

Several  new  fields  are  on  the 
horizon.  In  Kentucky,  Louisville  is 
already  under  way.  In  Florida  we  are 
to  meet  with  two  new  groups  in  De- 
cember. We  are  eager  to  see  new 
churches  begun  in  some  of  the  states 
where  no  churches  of  our  fellowship 
exist.  Pray  for  God's  direction,  for 
laborers  for  these  harvest  fields,  and 
for  missionary  funds  to  meet  these 
new  challenges.  The  Brethren 
Church  is  growing— growing  with

A  VITAL 
MINISTRY 


Jesse  Book  and  his  family  have 
just  moved  into  their  new  split  level 
home  on  Rohrerstown  Road,  Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania.  Their  expe- 
rience was  tvpical  of  hundreds  of 
families  who  have  found  their  wav 
to  a  home-mission  church. 

When  they  walked  inside  the  love- 
ly church,  they  were  greeted  warmly 
and  an  usher  took  Billy,  their  six- 
year-old,  to  the  first-grade  class.  The 
Sunday-school  teacher,  Mrs.  Kepiro, 
made  Billy  feel  right  at  home.  His 
class,  like  the  others,  was  kept  small 
for  the  sake  of  personal  contact, 
with  a  ver)'  personal  message  about 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  greeter  explained  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Book  that  the  Sunday  morning 
Bible  institute  was  just  about  to  be- 
gin. There  were  several  classes  from 
which  they  could  choose:  Doctrine, 
Hebrew,  History,  Book  Studies, 
Brethren  Beliefs  and  Practices,  and 
Teen  Problems.  The  class  on  teen 
problems— an  adult  Sunday-school 
class— seemed  to  meet  their  need,  for 
their  daughter,  Jane,  would  not  come 
to  Sunday  school  because  she  said 
she  did  not  know  anyone.  Mr.  and 
A4rs.  Book  had  desired  answers  to 
the    problems    of   raising   teen-agers. 

They  were  placed  in  a  small  Sun- 
day school  class  of  about  20  adults 
all  interested  in  the  same  thing:  how 
to  be  better  parents  to  their  teens. 
They  liked  the  idea  that  thev  would 
be  together.  Mrs.  Book,  who  had  just 
had  her  39th  birthday,  was  also  happy 
that  no  prying  Sunday-school  secre- 
tary tried  to  find  out  her  age  and 
place  her  in  the  "over  forty  class." 

It  was  not  long  before  Mrs.  Book 
realized  that  the  Bible  did  have 
something  to  say  about  raising  teens. 


The  class  discussion  was  lively,  and 
centered  itself  around  the  Bible.  At 
first  they  were  surprised  when  thev 
heard  the  teacher  refer  to  a  test  giyen 
in  Sunday  school;  "But  after  all," 
they  reasoned,  "if  we  took  an  adult 
evening  course  at  high  school  we 
would  be  expected  to  put  down  on 
paper  the  things  we  had  learned." 
Thev  were  happy  to  learn  that  the 
Bible  was  studied  on  such  a  high 
level. 

They  had  hoped  to  stay  for  church, 
but  Billy  had  a  hard  time  sitting 
through  two  services.  However,  the 
Sunday  school  classes  gathered  to- 
gether for  closing,  and  before  thev 
knew  it  they  were  ushered  right  into 
the  morning  worship  service  by  the 
singing  of  the  Doxology.  Billy  was 
having  the  time  of  his  life,  for  from 
Sunday  school  he  went  right  into 
Junior  Church,  and  Miss  Clift  had 
asked  him  to  be  an  usher. 

As  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Book  left  the 
church,  they  could  not  help  but  feel 
the  warmth  of  the  people.  They  were 
made  to  feel  that  someone  cared 
about  them.  They  talked  about  Sun- 
day evening  service  on  the  wav  home 
in   the   car— that   is,   between    Billy's 


enthusiastic  comments  about  all  that 
he  had  done.  To  think  that  he  was 
asked  to  be  an  usher! 

After  a  few  more  Sundays  of 
coming  to  Sunday  school  and  church, 
the  Books  decided  to  try  the  Sunday 
evening  service.  Jane  had  been  asked 
at  school  by  one  of  the  teens  to  at- 
tend A.C.T.  (Active  Christian 
Teens),  which  she  did  gladly  because 
she  was  just  beginning  to  feel  part 
of  her  new  neighborhood.  Jane 
especially  enjoyed  the  Sunday  eve- 
ning service,  because  there  were  so 
many  teens  who  were  interested  in 
the  "something  more"  in  life  than 
she  found  among  the  high  school 
crowd. 

The  testimony  time  meant  some- 
thing to  Mr.  Book,  especially  a  testi- 
mony given  about  the  Lord's  help  to 
a  fellow  in  his  business.  As  a  busi- 
nessman he  had  to  know  that  life 
was  directed  by  someone  other  than 
Wall  Street.  It  made  him  stop  and 
think  about  his  own  spiritual  needs. 
Many  of  the  testimonies  that  evening 
touched  his  heart. 

Then  Billy  told  his  mother  about 
Wednesday  night  and  that  he  could 
attend  "Jets"  and  in  another  two 
years  could  become  part  of  Stockade, 
also  meeting  on  Wednesday  night. 
Mrs.  Book  thought  it  was  a  good 
idea,  but  she  did  not  want  Billy  to 
go  out  alone  at  night.  But  when  they 
learned  that  there  was  an  activity  for 
every  member  of  the  family,  thev 
decided  to  enjoy  the  night  out  as  a 
family.  The  church  conducts  a  nur- 
ser)',  a  Jets  program  where  Moody 
film  strips  are  shown  to  the  chil- 
dren. Stockade,  SMM,  Prep  Time, 
and  for  the  adults  an  intensive  Bible 
study  from  the  Scofield  correspond- 
ence course. 

It  was  after  the  evening  service 
one  night  that  Mrs.  Book  found  out 
that  21  babies  had  been  born  the 
year  before  into  the  church  family, 
and  that  each  new  mother  was  pre- 
sented with  a  rosebud  from  the 
Women's  Missionary  Council.  She 
was  surprised  to  know  that  most 
Brethren  home-mission  churches  are 
made  up  of  young  couples  who  have 
just  found  the  Lord  as  Saviour;  this 
was  new  and  exciting  to  her.  Her 
husband  later  told  her  that  he  too 
had  found  out  more  about  this  new 
church— that  it  was  started  with  just 
17  people  and  that  the  Home  Mis- 
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sions  Council  with  Dr.  Grubb  and 
Rev.  Pifer  had  given  wise  counsel 
when  each  major  decision  had  to  be 
made.  He  told  her  these  men  had 
dedicated  their  lives  and  talents  to 
start-  new  churches  all  over  the 
United  States  just  like  this  one. 

Later  that  evening  they  were  tell- 
ing their  neighbors  about  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Lancaster,  and 
how  from  this  one  church  three  other 
branch  churches  had  been  started  in 
less  than  five  years.  Their  neighbors 
decided  to  visit  this  new  and  different 
church  with  them  the  next  Sunday. 

One  night  Mrs.  Book  attended  her 
first  WMC  meeting.  The  entire  meet- 
ing was  centered  around  our  mission 
field  of  Hawaii.  The  ladies  wore 
bright,  bold  shifts  and  some  were 
barefoot.  Beautiful  flowers  were 
everywhere.  Exotic  fruit  was  served 
in  watermelon  and  cantaloupe  halves. 
After  special  music,  slides  from  the 
mission  field  in  Hawaii  were  shown 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin,  who  plan 
to  be  missionaries  in  Hawaii.  It  was 
a  perfect  evening  with  wonderful 
fellowship,  a  good  way  to  get  to  know 
the  women  of  the  church.  Mrs.  Book 
was  delighted. 

The  Books  learned  more  about  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ;  in  fact,  it  was  dur- 
ing a  visit  from  the  pastor  that  Mrs. 
Book  made  her  decision  for  the  Lord. 
Mr.  Book  rededicated  his  life  to  the 
Lord  Jesus,  having  received  Christ 
as  Saviour  many  years  before. 

The  Book  family  are  happy  with 
their  new  home,  and  even  happier 
with  their  new  church;  but  what 
really  satisfies  them  is  the  knowl- 
edge that  they  are  members  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  The  whole  family 
has  found  a  new  purpose  and  a  new 
joy  in  living,  all  because  you  prayed 
and  gave  for  the  work  of  the  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council.

(Note:  This  home-mission  church 
still  maintains  a  record  for  students 
enrolled  in  Grace  Schools  on  a  per 
capita  basis.) 
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I  have  been  V/missionary  to  the 
Jewish  people  in  the  Fairfax  district 
of  Los  Angeles  for  some  17  years. 
People  often  approach  me  and  tell 
me  thev  would  like  to  speak  to  their 
Jewish  friends  and  neighbors  about 
their  Lord  and  Saviour,  but  they 
don't  know  how  to  go  about  it  or 
what  to  say. 

First  of  all,  vou  must  Jove  your 
Jewish  neighbors  and  friends.  This 
means  a  real  heart  love,  because  they 
are  swift  to  sense  insincerity.  Then 
you  must  show  a  steady  concern  for 
their  salvation  and  for  their  personal 
problems.  This  makes  them  realize 
you  are  different  from  most  Gentiles. 
It  also  allows  them  to  see  a  little  of 
Christ  who  dwells  in  you.  Never  be 
too  busy  to  listen  to  their  troubles  or 
to  help  whenever  possible. 

Having  laid  such  a  groundwork 
(and  it  is  not  as  easy  as  it  sounds), 
vou  must  trust  the  Holv  Spirit  to 
show  )'ou  what  to  do  next.  Do  not 
run  ahead  (again,  very  hard).  Slow 
down  and  listen  to  the  Spirit's  lead- 
ing. 

Jewish  people  know  very  little 
about  the  Word  of  God.  Most  of 
those  with  whom  we  deal  are  of 
the  modern,  reformed  persuasion. 
Thev  have  little  belief  in  anvthing. 
Don't  be  afraid  that  your  friend  will 
know  more  about  the  Old  Testament 
than  vou  do.  Chances  are  he  will 
know  so  little  that  it  will  amount  to 
almost  nothino.  He  might  not  even 
be  able  to  quote  the  Ten  Command- 
ments. 

Jewish  people  are  not  looking  for 
a  personal  Messiah.  The  modern  be- 
lief is  that  the  nation  of  Israel  is  the 
Messiah  and  fits  the  description  given 
in  Isaiah  53.  If  your  friend  should  be 
looking  for  a  personal  Messiah  (a 
few  Jewish  people  are),  he  will  be 
looking  for  a  great  leader  who  will 
make  the  nation  of  Israel  the  greatest 
nation  in  the  world.  However,  most

are  not  looking  for  a  God-Man  who 
comes  to  die  for  sins.  Rather,  they 
look  for  a  man.  We  find  many  Jewish 
people  \\'ho  are  willing  to  acknov\'l- 
edge  Tesus  as  the  Messiah,  but  when 
it  comes  to  believing  He  is  God  and 
came  to  die  for  their  sins— there  they 
draw  the  line. 

We  try  to  impress  our  Jewish 
friends  w'ith  the  fact  that  there  are 
three  types  of  people  in  the  world: 
Jews,  Gentiles,  and  Christians— true 
believers  who  may  be  Jews  or  Gen- 
tiles. You  will  find  it  necessary  to 
repeat  this  information  over  and  over 
until,  perhaps  a  vear  or  two  later, 
vour  friend  will  say  something  that 
leads  you  to  believe  he  has  grasped 
a  little  of  what  vou  have  said.  Most 
Jews  believe  every  Gentile  is  a  Chris- 
tian. 

A  Jewish  person  believes  that  if  he 
accepts  Jesus  as  his  Messiah  and 
Saviour,  he  is  no  longer  a  Jew.  How- 
ever, you  must  show  him  that  he 
is  really  not  changing  in  any  way 
except  to  embrace  true.  Old  Testa- 
ment Judaism.  It  is  wise,  too,  to  show 
him  that  we  Gentile  Christians  have 
accepted  the  teachings  of  a  Jewish 
book;  we  believe  in  a  Jewish  Mes 
siah;  we  put  our  faith  in  the  God 
of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob. 

Never  try  to  thrust  the  Word  of 
God  upon  a  Jew  who  is  definitely 
not  interested.  You  will  find  that  your 
friends  and  neighbors  will  respond,  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  to  prove  vou 
are  WTong. 

o 

In  witnessing  to  Jewish  people,  it  is 
difficult  to  remain  calm  and  in  com- 
mand of  the  situation  at  all  times. 
Their  glib  explanations  of  w^hat  Scrip- 
ture passages  mean,  their  attitude  of 
disbelief— these  things  tend  to  dis- 
turb the  believer.  You  must  never 
become  angry.  Many  times  a  Jewish 
person  who  is  afraid  you  might  be 
right  uses  the  name  of  our  Lord  in  a 
\'ain  way.  He  may  sav  horrible  things 
about  the  One  on  whom  we  depend 
for  salvation.  Remember  that  he  is 
spiritually  blind  and  it  is  up  to  vou 
to  assist  him  in  gaining  his  spiritual 
sight. 

Jewish  people  like  to  be  friendly. 
Invite  them  to  have  coffee  with  vou. 
A  lunch  is  also  good  and  helps  to 
begin  a  Christian  witness.  It  is  ^vell 
to  invite  only  one  person  at  a  time 


if  you  want  to  engage  him  in  con- 
versation about  the  Word  of  God. 
If  there  are  more,  they  will  tend  to 
laugh  at  your  efforts  and  disregard 
the  discussion.  It  is  easy  to  turn  the 
conversation  any  way  you  wish  by 
introducing  something  pertinent.  You 
must  be  guided  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  this. 

I  use  a  copy  of  the  Jewish  Old 
Testament  in  English.  It  can  be  pur- 
chased at  any  Jewish  bookstore.  It  is 
called  The  Holy  Scripttires  Accord- 
ing to  the  Masoretic  Text,  translated 
by  Jewish  authorities.  It  is  much  like 
the  King  James  Version  of  the  Old 
Testament  except  for  controversial 
portions  of  Scripture  such  as  Isaiah 
9:6-7.  However,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
use  controversial  passages.  Pursue  one 
line  of  thought  and  stick  to  it.  Tell 
Aour  Jewish  friend  he  is  a  sinner 
because  his  book,  the  holv  Scriptures, 
says  so.  Use  vour  Bible  to  prove  your 
point.  It  will  be  denied,  of  course, 
but  don't  let  that  bother  you.  The 
Old  Testament  sacrifices  were  proof 
that  the  people  believed  in  sin.  To- 
day the  Jewish  people  celebrate  Yom 
Kippur,  the  Day  of  Atonement  for 
sin.  They  will  trv  to  explain  it  away. 
When  at  a  loss,  always  return  to  sin 
and  the  necessity  for  a  blood  atone- 
ment found  only  in  Jesus,  the  Jewish 
Messiah. 

Don't  try  to  use  the  New  Testa- 
ment unless  your  friend  has  been  \\'it- 
nessed  to  many  times  from  the  Old 
Testament. 

Know  when  to  stop.  There  is  a 
point  \\'hen  your  friend  will  want  to 
escape  for  the  time  being.  Try  not  to 
go  beyond  that  point.  Rely  on  the 
guidance  of  the  Holv  Spirit  to  tell 
\ou  when  to  stop. 

The  most  important  thing  of  all  is 
your  life.  It  must  mirror  Christ,  or 
your  witnessing  will  be  ineffective. 
That  means  you  must  present  a 
humble,  loving,  kindly,  helpful  life 
at  all  times.  | 

The  Jewish  person  will  not  go  to 
church.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Chris- 
tian to  be  concerned  for  him  enough 
to  take  the  gospel  of  salvation  to  him. 
So  don't  be  afraid  to  witness  to  your 
Jewish  friends  and  neighbors.  Don't 
forget  to  prav.  If  vou  pray  and  are 
faithful,  God  will  bless  vou  far  more 
than  you  can  ever  imagine.  T

One  year  ago  using  Spanish  in 
Toppenish,  Washington,  was  beyond 
the  imagination  of  Rev.  Sam  I.  Hor- 
ney,  who  had  resigned  after  16  years 
of  working  with  the  Spanish-Ameri- 
can people  in  the  Taos,  New  Mexico, 
valley.  He  was  still  in  Taos  awaiting 
the  coming  of  the  new  pastor  and 
anticipating  a  new  and  different  min- 
istr)'  as  pastor  of  an  Anglo  home- 
mission  church.  What  a  surprise! 

Almost  immediately  upon  the  ar- 
rival of  Pastor  Horney  the  oppor- 
tunity opened  up  for  him  to  preach  to 
a  group  of  Spanish-speaking  people 
—at  their  request.  Since  that  day 
manv  more  opportunities  have  open- 
ed for  use  of  Pastor  Horney's  Span- 
ish-speaking ability. 

For  six  weeks  prior  to  Septem- 
ber 1  Rev.  Homey  preached  in  Span- 
ish on  a  CBMC-sponsored  program 
over  stations  KREW,  Sunnyside, 
and  KENE,  Toppenish.  At  the  close 
of  this  series  it  was  made  known  he 
would  continue  such  a  broadcast  if  he 
had  a  sponsor.  On  Saturday  night, 
September  10,  a  member  of  the  Top- 


penish church  called  and  said  he 
would  sponsor  a  Spanish  gospel  pro- 
gram for  the  continuation  of  this 
ministry.  Here  was  an  almost  im- 
mediate answer  to  pastor  Horney's 
prayer.  The  program  will  be  known 
as  "Bellas  Palabras." 

Now  another  opportunity  has 
opened  for  a  testimony  to  a  number 
of  the  Spanish-speaking  people  in 
the  area,  estimated  to  number  around 
15,000.  A  class  is  being  taught  by 
Pastor  Homey  each  Friday  night  at 
Crewport.  This  class  is  for  the  Mexi- 
can people  who  are  applying  for 
citizenship  in  the  United  States  and 
need  to  learn  to  read,  write,  and 
speak  English.  Government  text- 
books are  used,  and  included  is  a 
study  of  American  history. 

TTie  climax  of  all  these  opportuni- 
ties is  the  approval  bv  the  church 
council  to  use  the  Toppenish  church 
for  a  Sunday  afternoon  service  in 
Spanish  to  begin  soon. 

God  makes  no  mistakes!  Here  was 
a  man  prepared  to  do  a  special  job, 
and  God  transferred  him  to  a  place

This  could  only  be  of  the  Lord,  for 
there  was  no  inkling  of  such  an  op- 
portunity for  the  use  of  Pastor  Hor- 
nev's  Spanish  in  Toppenish  before

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Rethinking 
Foreign 
Missions

Missionary  movements  are  living 
monuments  of  Christian  witnessing. 
Thev  are  part  of  God's  plan  of  sal- 
vation offered  everv  national.  The 
Holy  Spirit  challenges  everyone  to 
active  participation  todav. 

Alanv  writers  trv  to  explain  better 
methods  for  foreign  missions.  Usuall)' 
thev  are  foreianers  writing  from  ex- 
perience  gathered  outside  their  native 
land.  Therefore,  often  their  view- 
points are  biased.  They  reflect  mis- 
sionary ideas  developed  at  home. 
Often  their  good  ideas  are  not  suc- 
cessful in  foreign  cultures. 

These  writers  seem  privileged  to 
express  their  own  ideas,  opinions 
and  plans  on  a  one-way  street,  from 
missionarv  to  national  worker.  Re- 
sult—the true  national  viewpoint  is 
not  diligently  sought  out,  studied  and 
understood,  and  disaster  follows. 

True,  some  nations  have  been 
greatlv  helped  bv  missions.  Some  na- 
tional churches  are  doing  wonder- 
fully. If  they  have  not  progressed  to 
the  point  of  organizing  their  own 
foreign  missions,  at  least  they  engage 
in  home  missions.  I  worked  at  top 
level  leadership  in  my  own  denomi- 
nation. I  was  also  privileged  to  work 
as  home  missions  board  secretary. 

The  most  important  motive  of  mis- 
sions is  sharing.  Any  Christian  keep- 
ing quiet,  not  trving  to  spread  the 
gospel,  obviouslv  sins.  "Sharing  good 
news"    should    be    so    forceful    and 
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compelling  a  motive  that  one  would 
forget  distance,  culture  and  lan- 
guase.  Forsaking  all,  attaching  them- 
selves  to  their  adopted  countries, 
some  missionaries  never  desire  to  re- 
turn home.  Thev  die  jovfully  and 
are  buried  among  those  sharing  "their 
gospel." 

Unfortunatelv  other  missionaries 
make  a  mistake.  Terrible  physical 
conditions  in  the  foreign  culture 
need  correcting.  Without  forecasting 
the  outcome,  the  missionary  becomes 
tied  up  in  social  service.  The  national 
belie\'er  is  led  into  the  same  work. 
The  mission  board  becomes  busy  rais- 
ing funds  for  hospitals,  food,  cloth- 
ing and  schools. 

What  is  wrong?  Such  work  needs 
to  be  done! 

All  very  true.  But  the  evangelis- 
tic  missionary  suffers.  Nationals 
spurn  his  offer  of  "the  gospel."  "Give 
us  medicine,  food,  clothes  and  schools 
like  other  missionaries."  The  nation- 
al Christian  must  make  his  choice. 
He  may  have  subsistance  for  his  fam- 
ily and  social  service  for  others,  or 
indirect  seclusion  from  fellow  be- 
lievers (e\en  open  persecution)  if  he 
insists  on  sharing  the  gospel  with  his 
lost  Indian  brothers. 

Meanwhile,  the  churches  have 
failed  to  mature.  Mission  support  has 
kept  them  dependent.  Spirit-filled 
national  leaders  have  not  been  de- 
\eloped  bv  missionaries.  Those  that

developed  were  often  not  wanted  by 
the  established  leadership.  They  have 
had  to  submit  to  the  superior  ability 
and  training  of  the  missionary  or 
work  outside  the  "establishment." 

Some  faithful  "gospeler"  mission- 
aries seeing  cultural  problems  made 
a  mistake.  Their  compassion  led  them 
to  photograph  manv  pitiful  pictures. 
Back  home  these  proved  the  horrible 
conditions  existing  on  the  field. 
Church  members  concluded  these 
were  typical.  The  result— much  mis- 
sionary effort  directed  toward  the 
most  wretched  people.  The  gospel 
was  seldom  presented  to  important 
people,  ones  with  the  most  possibil- 
ities and  influence. 

Other  nations  don't  like  the  image 
presented  to  America  bv  missionaries. 
Now  permits  for  new  missionaries  are 
often  refused.  Do  vou  like  Holly- 
wood's image  of  America?  Do  you 
agree  with  the  pulp  magazine  image 
of  vour  country?  Foreigners  believe 
they  present  a  true  picture  of  Amer- 
ican life.  Don't  you  wish  government 
restrictions  would  stop  such  lies? 
Ne\'er  present  a  bad  image  of  the 
country  in  which  vou  wish  to  work. 

Without  realizing  it,  the  mission- 
ary often  degrades  the  national  work- 
er in  his  people's  esteem.  Few  per- 
sons want  pity.  Manv  resent  a  person 
offering  pitv.  Nationals  are  now  de- 
manding equality,  co-worker  status 
\\'ith  the  missionary.  Actually,  na- 
tionalism orders  submission  to  the 
national  leaders.  Can  the  missionary 
humble  himself  to  such  a  status?  Will 
he  practice  New  Testament  truths  all 
the  way,  even  to  becoming  a  bond 
servant? 

Successful  missionaries  learn  the 
culture  and  faiths  of  peoples  with 
whom  they  work.  Refusal  to  do  so  is 
not  a  mark  of  "orthodoxA'. "  Paul  be- 
came all  things  to  all  men  so  some 
might  be  saved.  He  did  not  endanger 
Christ  through  such  cultural  adjust- 
ment. We  need  not  fear  when  we 
have  a  true  knowledge  of  the  Lord 
and  His  Word. 

Western  style  organization  hinders 
church  growth  in  an  Eastern  culture. 
Increasing  methodology  with  de- 
creasing theology  produces  devil- 
ology.  Buildings  and  committees  fill 
leaders'  thoughts.  Meanwhile  thev 
miss  today's  challenges.  Like  trained 
birds  they  parrot  Western  teachers. 
The  resulting  church  is  neither  West- 


ern nor  Eastern,  but  misunderstood 
by  both.  Then  conflict  comes,  and 
"gospel    sharing"    is   forgotten. 

Many  top  national  leaders  recog- 
nize these  defects.  Yet  they  refuse  to 
speak  their  minds  and  run  the  risk 
of  losing  their  income  and  position. 
Better  a  well-fed  parrot  than  a  hungry 
eagle. 

But  Christ  is  clothing  His  bride, 
beautifully  decorated  in  national  cos- 
tume. The  gates  to  heaven  open  on 
all  sides,  receiving  Christians  into  the 
kingdom    of   God. 

In  a  rapidly  changing  world,  for- 
eign missions  must  change  its  ideas 
or  retire  from  business.  Yesterday's 
methods  are  outdated,  even  though 
the  Bread  of  life  never  changes  or 
becomes  outdated. 

I  would  be  an  ungrateful  liar  to 
misrepresent  or  undermine  the  mis- 
sionary movement.  But  equally  wrong 
would  be  pleasing  words  without  tell- 
ing the  truth  about  present  condi- 
tions. Some  missions  in  India  have 
disappeared;  some  have  been  forced 
to  leave;  some  remain  holding  their 
old  ways.  Few  new  missionaries  are 
allowed  to  enter.  We  must  under- 
stand ivhy  before  we  can  have  fresh 
victories  for  Christ.  Outdated  meth- 
ods must  go.  Updated  methods  must 
be  brought  in.  However,  they  must 
fit  the  culture  in  which  thev  are  to 
work. 

Never  forget  that  Christ  is  tri- 
umphant against  the  strongest  oppo- 
sition. He  is  the  same  yesterday,  to- 
day, and  forever.  He  can  work  in 
spite  of  poor  methods.  But  conver- 
sions must  replace  compassion  in  im- 
portance. Witnessing  must  be 
through  the  powerful  Holy  Spirit 
and  the  Word,  not  social  works. 

There  is  a  growing  desire  for  spirit- 
ual fullness  in  India.  A  brother 
writes,  "The  Lord  revealed  to  me  that 
the  end  time  ministry  in  India  is 
through  mighty  manifestations  of  the 
power  of  God  in  the  apostolic  pattern. 
We  tarry  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord 
for  a  fresh  anointing  for  this." 

Complete  dependence  on  God 
would  bring  foreign  missions  up  to 
date.  Only  the  Holy  Spirit  can  show 
methods  that  give  30-,  60-,  100-fold 
harvest.  The  Holy  Spirit's  gifts  will 
supply  faith,  administrators,  evan- 
gelists, teachers,  and  others  needed 
to  complete  the  Body  of  Christ  in 
these  days.  ▼

CONSISTENT  CHRISTIANS

While  in  college  one  summer  I 
worked  in  a  paint  factory.  By  work- 
ing in  several  different  departments, 
I  gained  an  overall  view  of  how 
to  make  paint  and  ship  it  out  to  sell. 
There  was  the  small  batch  blending 
department.  I  had  to  make  measure- 
ments of  the  thinners,  dryers,  and 
linseed  oil.  Everything  had  to  be  ex- 
act in  measurement.  For  a  while  I 
worked  in  the  labeling  department; 
if  we  got  behind  there  it  threw  the 
other  departments  behind  in  their 
work.  Each  department  had  a  par- 
ticular purpose,  but  all  had  as  the 
end  product  paint  for  the  market. 
None  of  these  departments  acted  in- 
dependently of  the  others.  Coordi- 
nation was  essential,  and  through  the 
combined  efforts  of  all  departments 
working  together  the  goal  was  achiev- 
ed. There  was  no  such  thing  as 
totally  independent  action. 

The  Christian  life  is  somewhat 
similar  to  this.  All  parts  of  the  in- 
dividual Christian's  life  must  be 
lived  in  such  a  way  as  to  achieve  the 
highest  goal  of  all,  Jesus  Christ  him- 
self. All  parts  of  his  life  must  be 
consistent.  A  Christian  cannot  act 
one  way  in  church  and  another  way 
on  Monday  while  at  the  shop.  The 
ideal  of  Christian  behavior  is  for 
everything  to  be  done  for  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  helping  of  man.  In  I 
Corinthians  10:31  through  11:1  we 
are  taught  the  when,  why,  and 
how  of  consistent  Christian  living. 

In  verse  31  of  chapter  10  is  re- 
vealed the  when  of  Christian  living.

The  apostle  Paul  is  drawing  to  a 
close  his  answer  to  the  problem  of 
questionable  practices.  Everything  is 
to  be  done  to  the  glory  of  God.  Eat- 
ing and  drinking  are  especially  men- 
tioned, because  they  are  the  sub- 
ject immediately  under  consideration. 
In  every  social  contact  and  compan- 
ionship you  are  to  manifest  the  verv 
character  of  God.

You  ask,  "What  does  'the  glory  of 
God'  mean?"  Well,  when  you  show 
forth  God's  character  and  attributes 
in  your  daily  life,  you  are  glorifying 
God.  You  are  an  example  of  His  love, 
holiness,  purity,  honesty,  kindness, 
and  all  that  He  is.  The  commonest 
things  are  to  be  done  in  a  high 
Christian  spirit. 

Are  you  guilty  of  making  your  life 
one  of  sealed  compartments?  Do  you 
live  one  way  at  church  and  another 
way  at  home?  What  about  the  way 
you  conduct  yourself  at  the  office  or 
at  the  factory?  Are  you  a  devil  at 
home  and  an  angel  abroad?  Every 
phase  of  3'our  life  as  a  Christian  is 
to  be  permeated  with  the  desire  to 
show  forth  the  excellence  of  God's 
attributes  by  your  actions  so  that 
men  can  see  it. 

When  are  we  to  glorify  God?  All 
of  the  time  and  everywhere.  But  now 
the  next  question  rises  up  to  meet  us. 
Why  are  we  as  Christians  to  do  all 
for  the  glory  of  God?  The  first  rea- 
son is  given  in  verse  32:  that  we 
might  not  be  a  stumblinoblock  to 
the  Jews,  the  Gentiles,  or  the  church 
of  God.  If  you  do  all  to  the  glory  of 
God,  you  will  avoid  causing  anvone 
to  stumble.  Do  vou  have  any  racial 
prejudice  towards  the  Jews,  or  anv 
other  race  for  that  matter?  If  you  do, 
it  is  sin  and  may  be  a  stumbling- 
block  in  their  path  in  regard  to 
Christ  and  the  gospel.  Don't  be 
guilty  of  keeping  any  one  of  the 
Christless  nations  from  coming  to 
Christ  because  of  something  you  say 
or  do.  Are  you  a  hypocrite  in  the 
church?  Don't  do  anything  that 
might  hinder  a  weaker  brother  in  the 
church. 

The  second  reason  why  vou  as  a 
Christian  are  to  do  all  to  the  glory 
of  God  is  that  many  might  be  saved. 


Paul  states  this  in  verse  33.  Paul 
surely  didn't  please  all  men,  but  he 
was  useful  to  all  men.  Many  were 
actually  displeased  when  they  dis- 
covered his  true  motive:  namely,  that 
he  intended  to  win  them  to  Christ. 

What  a  great  responsibility  lies 
upon  you  and  me  as  Christians  to 
give  the  gospel  to  the  world  that  is 
lost  and  dying  without  Christ!  One 
by  one  they  slip  out  into  a  Christless 
eternity.  Are  you  hindering  anyone 
from  coming  to  Christ  by  your  ac- 
tions, the  way  you  talk,  the  way  you 
handle  your  business  affairs?  Do  all 
to  the  glory  of  God  that  none  might 
be  caused  to  stumble  and  that  many 
might  be  saved. 

Finally,  after  explaining  the  when 
and  the  why  of  godly  living,  Paul 
sets  forth  the  how  of  consistent  Chris- 
tian living.  How  may  all  be  done  to 
the  glory  of  God?  The  answer  is 
found  in  chapter  11,  verse  1.  You 
are  to  be  an  imitator  of  Paul,  even 
as  he  was  of  Christ.  Are  you  a  good 
example  of  Christ?  Paul  was,  and 
so  should  we  be.  Our  pattern  for  be- 
havior is  re\'ealed  in  the  Word  of 
God;  it  is  there  that  we  find  the 
perfect  example.  You  and  I  are  to 
copy  the  actions  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Christ  sought  not  His  own 
advantage  but  that  of  others.  Every 
movement  and  everyday  life  can  be 
for  the  glory  of  God.  We  can  glorify 
Him  at  the  dinner  table,  the  kitchen 
sink,  the  school  desk,  the  shop,  the 
office,  no  matter  where  He  places 
us.  The  way  to  live  consistently  and 
do  all  for  the  glory  of  God  is  to  look 
to  Jesus.  He  is  the  way,  the  truth, 
and  the  life.  We  must  follow  the 
Leader. 

When  are  we  to  live  for  Christ? 
All  of  the  time  in  even'thing.  Why 
are  we  to  do  all  for  the  glory  of  God? 
That  we  might  not  cause  anyone  to 
stumble  and  that  many  might  come 
to  Christ.  How  are  we  to  achieve  this 
goal?  By  being  imitators  of  Christ 
himself  as  revealed  in  His  Word. 

Are  you  a  consistent  Christian? 
You  and  I  are  to  be  careful  not  to 
give  people  a  wrong  conception  of 
Christianity  because  our  lives  are 
not  what  they  should  be.  How  about 
you?  Are  you  leading  people  to 
Christ  or  away  from  Christ?  Every 
part  of  your  life  should  be  lived  with 
one  goal  in  mind— to  make  Christ 
known!  ▼

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THE  SIGNIFICANCE  OF 
THE  NAME  GRACE 

{A  message  delivered  at  the  college  convocation  chapel,  September  8,  1966)

Confrontation  with  the  name 
"Grace"  constitutes  almost  the  first 
experience  with  this  school.  It  seems 
only  right,  therefore,  to  inform  you 
that  this  word  is  not  a  mere  designa- 
tion by  which  this  school  is  differ- 
entiated from  the  many  other  colleges 
now  in  existence.  This  name  was 
born  in  the  midst  of  anguish  and  tears 
as  men  searched  their  hearts  and  the 
heart  of  God  for  the  word  that  would 
best  represent  the  central  theme  of 
the  Christian  faith. 

Captivation  by  this  word  will  in- 
evitably be  the  experience  of  those 
who  come  to  know  its  meaning.  It  is 
one  of  those  words  in  the  English  lan- 
guage that  grows  on  one  because  of 
the  character  and  context  of  its  usage. 
It  is  our  hope  that  this  will  be  true 
for  every  college  student  who  enters 
these  halls.  It  is  our  prayer  that  your 
experience  here  will  provide  such 
an  atmosphere  of  loveliness  and 
charm  that  this  name  will  take  on  an 
aura  of  fascination  and  attractiveness, 
so  that  its  mention  will  ever  bring 
back  beloved  memories  of  your  school 
days. 

But  most  important,  there  needs  to 
be  comprehension  of  the  meaning  of 
this  name.  Former  students  and  re- 
turning students  have  wanted  to 
know  the  meaning  of  this  name. 
Doubtless   new   students   have   been 


asking  the  same  question.  For  that 
reason  it  seemed  appropriate  to  me 
that  such  a  theme  should  characterize 
the  message  for  this  occasion.  This 
message,  then,  is  intended  to  give 
you  at  least  a  glimpse  into  the  mean- 
ing of  the  name  and  some  insight 
into  the  heart  of  the  school  that  bears 
this  name.  To  carry  out  this  purpose 
I  would  like  to  call  four  lines  of 
thought  to  your  attention. 

The  Greek  Original 

and   its   Englisti    Translation 

in   the   New   Testament 

The  Greek  word  charis  appears  150 
times  in  the  New  Testament.  In  its 
root  form  this  word  appears  in  every 
book  of  the  New  Testament.  This 
will  give  you  some  idea  of  its  wide 
use  and  prevalence.  It  belonged  to 
the  common  language  of  the  people 
and  therefore  lent  itself  well  to  the 
expression  of  truth  to  the  people  of 
that  dav- 

This  word  has  been  almost  uni- 
formly translated  into  English  by 
the  word  "grace."  It  was  translated 
bv  the  word  "grace"  129  times  in  the 
King  James  Version,  and  then  a  few 
times  by  the  words  "acceptable," 
"benefit,"  "favor,"  "liberality,"  "pleas- 
ure," "thanks"  and  "thanksgiving." 
But  on  the  whole  the  translators  pre- 
ferred the  \\'ord  "grace"  to  convey  the 
meanino  of  the  original  language  to 
the  English  reader. 

The  English  word  "grace"  is  not 
without  significance,  as  an  examina- 
tion of  any  dictionary  will  reveal. 
There  is  a  vast  array  of  words  used 
to  display  its  fullness.  Such  words 
as  these  are  in  the  list:  adornment, 
allurement,  attractiveness,  beauty, 
captivating,  charm,  delight,  dignity, 
ease,  elegance,  entrancing,  excellence, 

'  O  '  o'  ' 

fascination,  favor,  harmony,  honor, 
kindness,  mercy,  ornament,  thankful- 


ness, winning. 

More  pointedly,  let  us  look  at  .  .  . 

The    General    Meaning    of    the 
Word  as   Used  in   the   Bible 

In  the  general  sense  of  the  word 
"grace,"  it  signifies  favor  or  gracious- 
ness  bestowed  on  someone  without 
regard  to  merit.  This  means  that  the 
essential  deserts  of  the  individual 
were  not  the  chief  concern.  In  some 
cases  the  individual  merited  some- 
thing good,  but  the  grace  bestowed 
upon  him  had  nothing  to  do  with 
that  merit.  In  other  cases  the  in- 
dividual deserved  something  bad,  but 
irrespective  of  what  he  deserved, 
grace  was  bestowed  upon  him. 

In  the  special  case  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  it  is  declared  that  "the 
grace  of  God  was  upon  him"  (Luke 
2:40).  In  the  case  of  Christ  there  was 
positive  merit.  But  even  in  His  case, 
the  word  probably  refers  to  attrac- 
ti^'eness,  and  does  not  involve  person- 
al merit  as  though  that  were  the  pro- 
curing cause. 

In  the  vast  majority  of  cases  where 
the  word  "grace"  is  used,  the  context 
makes  it  clear  that  it  refers  to  a  favor 
bestowed  b\'  God  upon  people  who 
merit  nothing.  This  is  true  from  one 
end  of  the  Bible  to  the  other,  and 
arises  out  of  the  fact  that  all  have 
sinned  and  are  coming  short  of  the 
glory  of  God  (Rom.  3:23) 

At  this  point,  let  us  narrow  the 
discussion  to  .  .  . 

The  Specific  Relation  of 
Grace  to  Christian  Salvation 

In  this  sense  it  is  not  difficult  to 
detect  a  progressive  unfolding  of 
the  meaning  of  this  word.  This 
meaning  is  threefold. 

It  refers  to  favor  bestowed  upon 
men  without  merit.  This  is  certainly 
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the  sense  of  Ephesians  2:8-9.  "For  by 
grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith;  and 
that  not  of  yourselves:  it  is  the  gift  of 
God:  not  of  works,  lest  any  man 
should  boast."  This  means  that  there 
is  not  in  any  man  that  which  at- 
tracts God  or  places  God  in  the  posi- 
tion of  debt  to  the  sinner.  Therefore 
any  blessing,  beneficence,  benefit  is 
wholly  an  act  of  God  in  the  nature 
of  a  gift. 

It  refers  to  favor  bestowed  upon 
men  without  regard  to  merit.  "More- 
over the  law  entered,  that  the  of- 
fence might  abound.  But  where  sin 
abounded,  grace  did  much  more 
abound"  (Rom.  5:20).  This  means 
that  men  did  merit  something.  Thev 
merited  judgment  uf>on  their  sin.  But 
in  spite  of  that  merit,  God  bestowed 
upon  them  the  riches  of  His  favor  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

But  even  beyond  this,  grace  re- 
fers to  favor  God  bestows  without  any 
thought  of  pay  in  return.  In  a  most 
singular  passage  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment this  is  displayed.  At  every  point 
where  the  word  "thank"  appears  in 
Luke  6:31-35,  in  the  original  lan- 
guage it  is  the  word  "grace."  If  this 
passage  is  read  with  the  word  "grace" 
in  the  place  of  the  word  "thank"  it 
will  give  new  insight  into  this  amaz- 
ing favor  of  God.  It  will  reveal  that 
God  is  not  in  the  bargaining  business. 
When  He  gives  it  is  without  any 
thought  of  pav  in  return.  In  this 
seemingly  reckless  way  God  captures 
the  allegiance  of  the  human  heart. 

This  amazing  favor  of  God  mav  be 
more  fully  grasped  by  a  look  at  .  .  . 

The  Comprehensive  Meaning 
of  Grace  in  the  New  Testament 

At  this  point  I  would  like  to  call 
seven  things  to  your  attention.  By 
means  of  these  it  will  become  evi- 
dent that  the  word  "grace"  in  the 
New  Testament  includes  practically 
every  aspect  and  blessing  of  salva- 
tion. Notice  these  seven  things  in 
order. 

First,  grace  is  an  attitude  of  God 
toward  man.  It  is  stated  in  Ephesians 
2:7  as  follows:  "That  in  the  ases  to 
come  he  might  shew  the  exceeding 
riches  of  his  grace  in  his  kindness  to- 
ward us  through  Christ  Jesus."  That 
attitude  is  kindness. 

Second,  grace  is  a  work  of  God  in 
behalf  of  man.  Paul  declares  in  Titus 


'^The  realization  came  to  the 
heart  of  that  blind  saint 
who  wrote  the  words  to 
the  song  'Saved  by  Grace. ' " 


2:11:  "For  the  grace  of  God  that 
bringeth  salvation  hath  appeared  to 
all  men."  That  work  is  salvation. 

Third,  grace  is  the  special  gift  of 
God  bestowed  upon  man.  The  Word 
of  God  in  Ephesians  4:7  declares: 
"But  unto  every  one  of  us  is  given 
grace  according  to  the  measure  of  the 
gift  of  Christ."  That  gift  is  the  life 
of  God  in  Christ. 

Fourth,  grace  is  a  power  of  God 
working  in  man.  Paul  explained  it 
this  wav  in  I  Corinthians  15:10: 
"But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what 
I  am:  and  his  grace  which  was  be- 
stowed upon  me  was  not  in  vain;  but 
I  laboured  more  abundantly  than  they 
all:  vet  not  I,  but  the  grace  of  God 
which  was  with  me."  That  power 
is  the  power  of  a  new  life. 

Fifth,  grace  is  a  method  used  of 
God  in  saving  men.  It  is  therefore 
declared  that  sinners  are  saved  by 
"being  justified  freely  by  his  grace 
through  the  redemption  that  is  in 
Christ  Jesus"  (Rom.  3:24).  That 
method  operates  freely:  that  is,  with- 
out any  procuring  cause  in  the  sin- 
ner. 

Sixth,  grace  is  a  realm  of  God  into 
which  men  enter  by  faith,  abide 
therein,  and  experience  all  the  bless- 
ings of  salvation.  It  is  asserted  that 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  one  "by 
whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith 
into  this  grace  wherein  we  stand " 
(Rom.  5:2).  And  the  apostles  "per- 
suaded them  to  continue  in  the  grace 
of  God"  (Acts  13:43).  That  realm  is 
Christ  himself. 

And  seventh,  grace  is  almost  a 
synonym  of  Christianity  itself.  Over 
and  over  again  the  benedictions  of 
the   New  Testament   mention   grace 


as  though  nothing  else  were  needed. 
It  was  characteristic  of  Paul  to  close 
each  one  of  his  epistles  with  the 
words,  "The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  be  with  you  all"  (Phil.  4:23). 
And  it  is  significant  that  the  last 
benediction  in  the  New  Testament 
consists  of  these  words  (Rev.  22:21). 
There  is  only  one  explanation  for 
this.  It  is  because  our  God  is  "the 
God  of  all  grace"  (I  Peter  5:10). 

It  was  this  crushing  realization  that 
came  to  the  heart  of  that  blind  saint 
who  wrote  the  words  to  the  song 
"Saved  by  Grace."  Fanny  Crosby  was 
bom  blind  and  lived  for  95  years  in 
that  condition.  But  God  opened  the 
eyes  of  her  heart  to  see  more  truth 
than  those  with  physical  eyes  that 
were  seeing.  When  the  truth  of  grace 
flashed  upon  her  inner  consciousness, 
she  wrote: 
"Someday  the  sih'er  cord  will  break, 

and  I  no  more  as  now  shall  sing; 
But,  oh,  the  joy  when  I  shall  wake 

within  the  palace  of  the  King. 
And   I   shall   see   Him   face   to  face, 

and   tell   the   story— saved   by 

grace; 
And  I  shall  see  Him  face  to  face, 

and   tell   the   story— saved   by 

grace." 
At  the  heart  of  this  school  is  the 
grace  of  God.  That  is  our  central 
message.  That  is  the  truth  we  want 
to  engrave  upon  the  walls  of  your 
mind  and  the  tables  of  your  heart. 
In  this  grace  it  is  our  desire  to  see 
you  grow  during  your  years  of  so- 
journ on  this  campus.  All  else  you 
learn  will  eventually  come  to  naught, 
but  the  grace  of  God  will  carry  you 
through  every  crisis  and  through  eter- 
nity. ▼ 
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Chairman,  Division  of  Fine  Arts 

".  .  .  and  God  saw  that  it  was 
good."  And  the  good  world  He  creat- 
ed for  man  was  brimming  with  ex- 
citing sounds,  sights,  tastes,  and  aro- 
mas; then  He  created  man  with  the 
senses  to  perceive  them  and  the  ap- 
petites to  desire  them.  The  father 
and  mother  of  our  race  were  placed 
in  a  garden  of  loveliness  beyond  our 
powers  of  imagination,  and  it  was 
their  supreme  delight  to  dress  that 
garden.  It  would  seem  that,  even  as 
we  derive  pleasure  from  the  happiness 
we  can  bring  to  our  loved  ones,  so 
God  found  pleasure  in  the  happiness 
his  creatures  extracted  from  the  sur- 
roundings He  had  prepared  for  them. 

When  man  had  transgressed  the 
law  of  God  and  provoked  His  dis- 
pleasure, God  altered  man's  environ- 
ment, but  He  did  not  deprive  him  of 
his  senses  or  remove  the  sources  of 
their  satisfaction.  It  appears  that  the 
author  of  "all  things  bright  and 
beautiful"  was  still  to  be  pleased  by 
man's  capacity  to  enjoy  new  sensuous 
discoveries  and  repeated  contact  with 
those  he  had  come  to  cherish.  Perhaps 
the  joy  a  hostess  finds  in  the  praise 
evoked  by  her  apple  pie  is  not  unlike 
that  which  God  experiences  in  the 
thankfulness  that  rises  from  a  prateful 
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heart  for  the  fragrance  of  a  rose. 

If  this  is  so,  it  behooves  us  to 
"recognize  aesthetic  values  as  theo- 
logically sound."  The  Christian  ought 
above  all  men  to  grant  the  things  of 
beauty  their  rightful  place  in  his  liv- 
ing. All  bom-again  believers  should 
find  their  hearts  echoing  an  "amen" 
to  the  words  of  the  hymn  by  George 
W.   Robinson: 

"Heav'n    above    is    softer   blue, 
Earth  around  is  sweeter  green! 


Something  lives  in  every  hue 
Christless  eves  have  never  seen: 
Birds  with  gladder  songs  o'erflow, 
Flow'rs  with  deeper  beauties  shine, 
Since  I  know,  as  now  I  know, 
I  am  His,  and  He  is  mine." 

To  arbitrarily  rule  out  of  our  lives 
that  which  is  beautiful  would  be  to 
throw  into  the  face  of  God  that  which 
He  has  presented  to  us  for  our  well- 
being.  We  may  equally  dishonor  Him 
by  holding  our  noses  as  we  pass 
through  a  garden,  by  restricting  our 
surroundings  to  the  most  drab  and 
lifeless  of  colors,  or  by  closing  our 
ears  to  the  enchantment  of  a  graceful 
melodv;  but  to  give  proper  attention 
to  those  things  which  delight  our 
senses  is  in  itself  a  display  of  grati- 
tude to  Him  who  so  graciously  pro- 
vided all. 

The  verification  of  the  rightness  of 
this  principle  can  be  demonstrated  in 
the  dual  function  of  each  of  our  five 
senses:  a  function  which  is  utilitar- 
ian, or  practical,  and  one  which  is 
aesthetic  and  relatively  nonessential 
to  life.  For  example,  God  could  have 
created  our  world  in  black  and  white; 
but  color  serves  many  useful  pur- 
poses. It  helps  us  to  know  when  fruit 
is  ripe,  or  when  meat  is  spoiled;  and 
the  changing  hues  in  the  face  may 
be  a  kev  to  one's  state  of  health.  On 
the  other  hand,  a  sunset  extrava- 
ganza has  never  sen'ed  a  useful  pur- 
pose for  many  of  us,  but  it  has  often 
brought  us  a  whole  sky  full  of  pleas- 
ure. 

Our  wise  Maker  might  have  pro- 
vided that  the  fuel  for  the  body  be 
replenished  by  a  single  tasteless  sub- 
stance which  might  be  taken  into 
the  body  in   a   perfunctory  manner,

but  He  planned  rather  that  while  we 
perform  this  necessary  rite  we  should 
at  the  same  time  experience  a  sense 
of  delight.  Moreover,  to  heighten  this 
sense  of  delight  He  gave  not  a  few 
interesting  taste  treats,  but  an  end- 
less  variety  of  foods  and  seasonings 
with  such  taste,  smell,  and  sight  ap- 
peal as  to  cause  many  of  us  to  wonder 
whether  we  do  not  live  to  eat  as 
much   as  we  eat   to  live. 

If,  however,  there  is  a  danger  that 
some  in  the  name  of  piety  will  swing 
too  far  to  the  right,  this  tendency  re- 
sults from  the  abounding  problem  of 
a  Christless  world  in  which  whole- 
some appetites  are  over-indulged  and 
pleasure  becomes  the  chief  end  of 
man.  It  was  partly  because  the  fruit 
of  the  tree  was  good  to  look  upon 
that  Eve  overstepped  God's  bounds. 
So  may  any  good  gift  become  per- 
verted; so  may  any  God-given  ap- 
petite give  rise  to  lust.  But  God  has 
given  some  safeguards  so  that  we 
may  legitimately  satisfy  every  one 
of  our  senses  with  the  fruit  of  His 
creative  hand.  Can  we  indeed  do  all 
things  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  mak- 
ing Him  preeminent  in  everything, 
seeking  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
His  righteousness,  yielding  to  the 
leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit  who  in- 
dwells us?  If  so,  we  can  without 
hesitation  pursue  the  arts,  enjoying 
the  works  which  God  has  wrought 
through  the  gifts  He  has  given  to 
men,  gifts  to  organize  colors  and 
sounds  in  wavs  which  are  intelligent, 
meaningful,  and  pleasing  to  our 
senses. 

If  this  rationale  is  not  quite  con- 
vincing in  itself,  these  conclusions 
are  amply  confirmed  by  Biblical  in- 
junction and  example  with  respect 
to  the  use  of  the  arts,  both  auditoiy 
and  visual,  in  the  living  out  of  the 
godly  life,  both  in  private  and  in 
corporate  worship. 

Since  this  is  so,  a  responsibility 
falls  upon  the  Christian  school  to 
train  its  students  in  the  appreciation 
and  effective  use  of  the  arts.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  educated  Chris- 
tian will  have  some  foundational 
knowledge  of  the  materials,  the  phi- 
losophies, and  the  historical  modes  of 
expression  in  the  fine  arts,  that  he 
might  better  evaluate  what  he  sees, 
better  employ  what  he  can  use,  and 
better  assimilate  that  which  can  bring 
enrichment  to  his  own  life.  T 
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Academic

Possible 
in  the 
Christian 
College?

Dr.  Hudson  T.  Armerding, 
president  of  Wheaton  (Illinois) 
College,  wrote  this  article  under 
the  original  title:  "Academic 
Freedom  in  the  Christian  Col- 
lege." 


Another  principle  which  must  be 
kept  in  mind  in  dealing  with  the 
various  questions  or  issues  in  the 
world  is  the  maturity  of  the  student. 
Some  faculty  members  attempt  to 
shock  or  unsettle  their  students  by 
confronting  them  \vith  profound  crit- 
ical problems  ostensibly  to  rid  them 
immediately  of  provincialism  or  na- 
ivete at  a  time  when  they  have  scarce- 
ly begun  their  experience  in  higher 
education.  Maritian  says  of  some  of 
the  youth  who  are  coming  to  our  col- 
lege, "In  realitv  they  are  just  at 
that  state  where  the  acquired  struc- 
tures of  moral  and  religious  tradition 
have  been  taken  away,  and  man  still 
remains  playing  with  his  heritage. 
Their  naked  nature  is  not  mere  na- 
ture, but  nature  which  for  centuries 
had  been  strengthened  by  reason  and 
faith  and  accustomed  to  virtues  and 
which  was  now  stripped  of  every 
prop.  Thev  stand  in  goodness  upon 
nothino.  How  will  they  be  tested  in 
the  hard  world  of  tomorrow?  What 
will  their  children  be?  Anxiety  and 
thirst  arise  in  a  number  of  them  and 
this  ver\'  fact  is  a  reason  for  hope. 
Yet  in  tortured  Europe  the  same 
youth  is  now  torn  between  hopeless 
cynicism  and  heroic  faith,  while 
bodies  are  starving  and  souls  agon- 
izing in  the  face  of  persecution,  be- 
trayal and  ignominy."  Along  the  same 
lines,  Thomas  Aquinas  is  reported  to 
have  Avarned  the  educators  of  his 
time,  "Never  dig  a  ditch  that  vou  fail 
to    fill    up." 

This  is  not  to  suggest  an  oppressive 
paternalism  but  rather  to  recommend 
that  academic  freedom  be  exercised 
with  insight  so  that  the  student  is 
not  left  in  confusion  and  despair.  In- 
stead he  should  be  properlv  condi- 
tioned to  consider  some  of  the  diffi- 
cult and  complex  problems  with 
which  mature  Christian  scholars 
struggle. 

In  a  practical  wav  this  applies  to 
reading  assignments.  Occasionallv  it 
is  suggested  that  students  should  be 
actively  encouraged  to  read  whatever 
thev  please.  It  is  here  that  we 
in  one  particular  confront  the  ques- 
tion of  the  distinction  between  free- 
dom and  license.  In  studying  modern 
literature  one  certainly  needs  to  be 
informed  about  the  expressions  of 
social  sickness  and  decay  to  be  found 


in  some  of  the  modem  novels.  Yet  it 
is  questionable  whether  it  is  neces- 
sary to  encourage  a  student  to  im- 
merse himself  in  such  literature. 
Scripture  not  only  distinguishes  be- 
tween milk  and  meat  with  respect 
to  the  maturity  of  the  believer  but 
also,  by  illustration,  indicates  a 
proper  and  vet  restrained  treatment 
of  evil  or  per\'ersion.  This  same  pat- 
tern could  well  be  followed  in  our 
disciplines  which  in  particular  deal 
with  the  aberrant  behavior  of  man- 
kind. It  would  be  desirable  to  limit 
the  assignment  of  works  of  this  kind 
to  upperclassmen  and  to  ensure  in 
addition  that  the  instructor  provide  a 
vigorous  critique  of  such  works  from 
a  Biblical  perspective. 

A  related  question  has  to  do  with 
inviting  to  the  campus  speakers  who 
are  of  dubious  reputation  and  cele- 
brated for  the  fact  that  they  hold 
views  which  are  contrar}'  to  those  of 
the  institution.  The  AAUP  (Ameri- 
can Association  of  University  Pro- 
fessors) statement  on  student  free- 
doms suggests  that  students  should  be 
allowed  to  in\Tte  to  campus  whom- 
ever they  please.  I  do  not  agree  with 
this  statement. 

In  the  1964  summer  edition  of  the 
Educational  Record,  Eldon  L.  John- 
son wrote  an  article  entitled  "Myths 
of  College  Education."  Speaking 
about  the  college  or  university'  execu- 
tive he  said,  "Closely  related  to  this 
myth  of  freedom  of  action  is  another: 
that  the  top  college  or  university 
executive  enjoys  great  personal  pres- 
tige. The  institution  does  enjov  great 
prestige.  The  presidential  office  en- 
joys great  prestige.  But  the  man  does 
not,  except  as  incumbent,  as  might 
be  anv  one  of  a  hundred  other  men. 
Prestige  flows  from  the  institution 
and  the  office,  not  the  man.  The 
most  prestigious  \oice  in  higher  edu- 
cation is  the  voice  of  the  president 
of  Harvard,  but  it  is  the  same  voice 
which  went  unnoticed  at  Lawrence 
College  a  few  years  ago."  .Along  the 
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same  line  Dr.  Grayson  Kirk  of  Co- 
lumbia Uni\ersitv  said,  "Academic 
freedom  for  a  professor  means  that  his 
career  may  not  be  jeopardized  by  the 
expression  of  his  views  to  his  students 
or  to  the  public.  But  however  much 
a  professor  mav  assert  his  rights  as  a 
citizen  to  speak  out  on  any  topic,  he 
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ought  to  think  twice  before  he  makes 
a  ringing  pubHc  declaration  of  his 
views  on  a  controversial  subject,  par- 
ticularly if  it  is  far  removed  from 
his  own  area  of  scholarly  competence 
or  expertise.  He  should  hesitate  be- 
fore doing  so  simplv  because,  no  mat- 
ter how  loud  or  sincere  his  disclaim- 
ers, he  can  never  entirely  shed  his 
scholar's  gown.  To  his  views  the  pub- 
lic tends  to  attach  a  special  signifi- 
cance, no  matter  on  what  subject,  just 
because  he  is  a  professor  in  a  great 
university.  A  scholar  has  an  implied 
professional  commitment  to  approach 
all  issues  more  in  the  spirit  of  a  judge 
than  that  of  an  advocate." 

The  point  is  well  taken.  The  con- 
troversial speaker  who  may  be  in- 
vited to  campus  is  bv  that  verv  act 
given  status  bv  the  institution  despite 
the  issuance  of  disclaimers.  Hence  it 
is  appropriate  to  ask  whether  his  pres- 
ence on  campus  will  really  add  to 
knowledge  or  shed  light  on  a  par- 
ticular problem.  In  selected  cases 
an  individual  might  be  invited  for  a 
private,  classroom  presentation  where 
there  would  be  the  guarantee  of 
preparation  beforehand  and  follow- 
up  afterv\'ard  by  the  instructor.  Or 
there  mav  be  opportunity  to  hear  the 
speaker  off  campus.  At  most  Christian 
colleges  students  can  go  off  campus 
to  hear  such  if  they  so  desire.  This  is 
different,  however,  from  an  invita- 
tion to  campus  where  in  effect  the 
institution  provides  status  for  the 
speaker  while  at  the  same  time  jeop- 
ardizing its  own.  There  is  really  no 
point  in  gratuitously  adding  to  the 
reputation  of  such  an  individual.  Nor 
is  the  thesis  proved  that  a  view  can 
only  be  presented  fairly  and  with 
vigor  if  a  partisan  is  directly  on  cam- 
pus to  make  such  a  presentation.  We 
do  well  to  remember  that  our  objec- 
tive is  the  search  for  truth,  not  emo- 
tional disturbance,  per  se.  It  is  ques- 
tionable to  what  degree  this  kind  of 
controversy  is  legitimate  on  a  campus 
which  is  dedicated  to  a  dispassionate, 
intelligent  and  rational  appraisal  of 
truth.  Admittedly  it  is  the  tendency 
of  the  day  to  draw  conclusions  simplv 
on  the  basis  of  high  emotional  in- 
volvement rather  than  rational  dis- 
cussion. We  tend  to  set  back  the 
course  of  western  civilization  by 
hundreds  of  years  when  we  revert 
to  such   procedures. 

From    a    positive    viewpoint    the 


Christian  college  is  in  an  excellent 
position  to  provide  a  far  more  bal- 
anced and  comprehensive  education 
than  may  be  found  in  institutions 
which,  while  ostensibly  dedicated  to 
academic  freedom,  limit  their  pre- 
sentations to  the  bias  of  the  individual 
instructor  or  the  prejudice  of  the  ad- 
ministration. 

Within  this  context,  however,  an 
issue  is  created  by  faculty  or  students 
who  differ  so  substantially  with  the 
college  that  they  come  in  conflict 
with  its  stated  aims  and  purposes. 
For  the  faculty  there  should  be  clear- 
ly defined  contractual  obligations. 
Failure  to  adhere  to  these  provides  a 
proper  basis  for  the  discontinuance  of 
such  an  individual.  It  should  be  noted 
here,  however,  that  unacceptable  be- 
havior is  not  limited  to  that  which  is 
specifically  unbiblical  but  also  in- 
cludes that  which  may  be  termed  un- 
scholarlv  or  unprofessional  as  defined 
by  such  groups  as  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges  or  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors. 

Certainly  the  Christian  college,  of 
all  institutions,  must  resolve  such  an 
issue  by  procedures  which  protect 
both  the  rights  of  the  individual  and 
those  of  the  institution.  Bv  the  same 
token  it  must  have  the  courage  to 
deal  with  a  situation  which  requires 
action. 

There  remains  the  interesting 
question  as  to  what  freedom  is  to  be 
accorded  to  students.  The  Christian 
colleges  in  general  do  not  expect  of 
students  the  same  commitment  to 
the  basic  presuppositions  of  the  col- 
lege as  that  expected  of  faculty.  Yet 
there  does  come  a  time  when  the 
question  arises  as  to  what  degree  stu- 
dents should  be  allowed  the  freedom 
to  attack  the  basic  aims  and  goals 
of  the  college,  particularly  when  the 
publication  of  such  views  is  in  media 
whose  expenses  are  underwritten  by 
the  college.  It  is  here  that  the  estab- 
lishment of  proper  criteria  for  campus 
publications  is  essential.  Certainly 
students  should  be  allowed  the 
privilege  of  being  critical  of  their  col- 
lege. Yet  where  such  criticism  goes 
beyond  the  bounds  of  good  taste  or 
common  decency,  it  is  entirely  in 
order  for  the  institution  to  call  such 
criticism  into  question.  Grayson  Kirk 
of  Columbia  University  says,  "A 
student  who  is  unwilling  to  live  by 
the  simple  rules  of  courtesy,  decency 


and  good  manners  that  govern  an 
academic  community  has  no  proper 
place  in  it  and  he  should  be  invited 
to  take  himself  elsewhere.  The  right 
to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  others 
is  no  part  of  academic  freedom" 
{College  and  Unwersity  Business, 
Vol.  39,  No.  3,  Sept.,  1965,  p.  51). 

Thus  when  it  becomes  apparent 
that  the  presence  of  the  student  on 
campus  is  injurious  to  his  own  per- 
sonal development  as  well  as  to  that 
of  his  fellow  students,  it  is  appro- 
priate to  remove  him  from  the  student 
body.  Here  the  issue  is  not  one  of 
freedom  but  rather  the  best  interests 
of  the  individual  and  his  peers. 

The  determination  of  this  is  not  a 
simple  matter.  For  many  students 
their  college  experience  is  a  time 
when  they  go  through  a  period  of  re- 
bellion, questioning  most  of  that 
which  formerly  they  had  accepted. 
This  can  be  an  opportunity  for  the 
institution  to  help  such  a  student 
come  to  a  mature,  balanced  and, 
hopefully.  Christian  view  of  life  and 
be  graduated  as  a  responsible  Chris- 
tian adult.  Such  an  opportunity 
should  be  withdrawn  only  when  it 
is  clearly  evident  that  the  law  of 
diminishing  returns  has  set  in. 

In .  summary,  academic  freedom  in 
the  Christian  college  locates  ulti- 
mateh'  in  the  two  foundational  prop- 
ositions set  forth  by  the  Lord  Jesus: 
"Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the 
truth  shall  make  you  free;"  "If  the 
Son  shall  make  you  free,  ve  shall  be 
free  indeed."  It  should  be  our  objec- 
tive so  to  disciple  our  students  in  the 
text  and  meaning  of  the  Word  of 
God  and  in  particular  in  personal 
devotion  to  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Saviour,  that  they  will  themselves 
be  inspired  to  enter  upon  a  life  of 
obedience  and  find  the  true  freedom 
which  we  as  more  mature  Christians 
have  sought.  Having  done  so  they 
can  stand  fast  in  the  liberty  where- 
with Christ  has  made  them  free  and 
use  this  liberty  responsibly  for  the 
glorification  of  God,  the  edification 
of  their  fellows,  and  their  ov\'n  growth 
in  grace  by  employing  the  insights 
and  perspectives  gained  in  an  educa- 
tion truly  Christian  as  well  as  truly 
collegiate.  T

The  College  Work-Study  Program 
is  designed  to  help  prevent  the  waste 
of  talent  occurring  when  capable 
high-school  graduates  cannot  continue 
their  education  because  they  lack 
money.  It  gives  the  student  a  chance 
to  pay  for  a  large  portion  of  his  edu- 
cational expenses  by  working  at  a 
part-time  job.  This  program  was 
established  as  part  of  the  War  on 
Poverty,  but  has  since  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Edu- 
cation. If  a  student  feels  that  he  can- 
not continue  his  education  because 
he  does  not  have  enough  money,  he 
should  ask  his  prospective  college 
what  assistance  it  can  give  him. 
Work  opportunities  and  other  forms 
of  financial  assistance  are  provided 
for  the  student  or  prospective  stu- 
dent by  his  own  post-secondary  school 
or  college. 

Under  the  College  Work-Study 
Program  (CWSP)  students  have  been 
given  jobs  as  cafeteria  helpers,  lab 
assistants,  hospital  orderlies,  main- 
tenance workers,  and  so  on.  With 
few  restrictions  students  may  be  em- 
ployed in  almost  any  job  which  needs 
to  be  done  and  which  the  institution 
could  not  otherwise  get  done  because 
of  lack  of  funds.  Students  may  work 
as  many  as  15  hours  per  week  while 
classes  are  in  session  and  not  more 
than  40  hours  per  week  during  va- 
cations, summers,  or  other  periods 
when  classes  are  not  in  session. 

In  many  cases  the  student  will  not 
be  able  to  earn  enough  from  a  part- 
time  job  to  pav  for  all  of  the  costs 
of  attending  college;  consequentlv,  he 
will  need  some  other  form  of  fi- 
nancial assistance,  such  as  a  loan  or 
grant.  Grace  College  is  able  to  offer 
such  a  student  a  "package"  of  fi- 
nancial assistance— a  combination  of 
work,  loan,  and/or  scholarship— 
which  will  make  it  possible  for  him 
to  stay  in  school  without  placing  an 
undue  hardship  upon  him  or  his  fam- 
ily. 

In  order  to  be  employed  under  the 
College    Work-Study    Program,    the 


student  must  (1)  be  enrolled  or  ac- 
cepted for  enrollment  as  a  full-time 
student  in  an  institution  participat- 
ing in  the  College  Work-Study  Pro- 
gram; (2)  be  in  need  of  the  earnings 
from  part-time  employment  under  this 
program;  (3)  be  capable  of  maintain- 
ing good  standing  in  his  course  of 
study  while  employed  under  this  pro- 
gram; and  (4)  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  or  owe  permanent  al- 
legiance to  the  United  States,  or  meet 
other  specific  criteria  regarding  resi- 
dence. 

Under  this  program  the  federal 
government  pays  90  per  cent  of  the 
hourly  wage  and  the  college  pavs 
10  per  cent.  Preference  for  emplov- 
ment  under  this  program  must  be 
given  to  students  from  low-income 
families.

Another  federal  program  which 
Grace  College  has  just  instituted  is 
the  Educational  Opportunity  Grant 
Program.  The  basic  purpose  of  the 
Educational  Opportunitv  Grant  Pro- 
gram is  to  assist  students  of  excep- 
tional financial  need  who  for  lack  of 
financial  means  of  their  own  or  of 
their  families  would  be  unable  to  en- 
ter or  remain  in  college  without  an 
Educational  Opportunitv  grant.  It  is 
the  obligation  of  the  college  to  search 
for  and  seek  out  such  students. 

Educational  Opportunitv  grants 
may  be  awarded  to  students  who  meet 
the  following  qualifications:  (1)  that 
the  student  is  a  national  of  the 
United  States,  or  is  in  the  United 
States  for  other  than  a  temporary' 
purpose  and  intends  to  become  a  per- 
manent resident  thereof;  (2)  the  stu- 


dent has  been  accepted  for  enroll- 
ment as  a  full-time  undergraduate 
student,  or  is  in  good  standing  and  in 
full-time  attendance  as  an  under- 
graduate; (3)  the  student  shows  evi- 
dence of  academic  or  creative  prom- 
ise and  capability  of  maintaining 
good  standing  in  his  course  of  studv; 
(4)  the  student  is  of  exceptional  fi- 
nancial need,  as  determined  by  the 
institution  in  accordance  vidth  cri- 
teria and  schedules  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Education,  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  which  take  into  account 
such  factors  as  the  income  and  assets 
of,  and  number  of  dependent  children 
in,  the  student's  family;  and  (5)  the 
student  would  not,  but  for  an  Edu- 
cational Opportunity  grant,  be  fi- 
nanciallv  able  to  pursue  a  course  of 
studv  at  such  an  institution  of  higher 
education. 

The  amount  of  an  Educational  Op- 
portunitv grant  is  determined  by  the  j 
following  factors:  the  amount  of  sup- 
port from  the  student's  familv;  the 
income,  assets,  and  resources  of  the 
student,  including  the  amount  of 
other  forms  of  aid  that  the  institution 
can  reasonablv  make  available  to  him; 
and  the  cost  reasonably  necessary 
for  the  student's  attendance  at  the 
institution,  including  any  special 
needs  and  obligations  which  directly 
affect  the  student's  financial  ability 
to  attend  such  an  institution  on  a 
full-time  basis. 

The  grant  to  a  student  is  de- 
pendent upon  an  absolute  standard 
of  what  the  parent  contributes  to  the 
child's  educational  expenses.  If  the 
parent  contributes  more  than  $625, 
the  student  is  ineligible  for  a  grant. 
If  the  parent  contributes  less  than 
this  amount,  and  the  student  has  a 
need,  the  college  can  provide  through 
federal  funds  additional  monev  up  to 
$800.  For  example,  if  the  parent  con- 
tributes $400,  and  assuming  that  the 
student's  need  is  $1,000  after  all  other 
aid  has  been  subtracted,  the  student 
could  receive  a  $400  Education  Op- 
portunity grant.  These  grants  need 
not  be  repaid. 

There  is  aid  available  at  Grace  Col- 
lege. Do  not  use  the  excuse,  "I  can't 
go  to  college  because  I  have  no 
monev."

I  Revelation  3:2-3 

[ODERATOR'S  ADDRESS  BY  RICHARD  E.  GRANT 


[  By  the  gracious  will  of  God,  we  are 
jivileged  to  assemble  in  this  77th  Aii- 
lial  Conference  of  the  National  Fellow- 
sip  of  Brethren  Churches.  We  are 
ithered  together  that  we  might  exper- 
nce  a  blessed  time  of  mutual  fellow- 
;,ip  and  counsel.  May  we  receive  a  new 
■jsion  of  our  blessed  Living  Lord  dur- 
ig  these  days  which  will  cause  us  to 
:new  our  dedication  to  Him  who  has 
jved  us  and  blessed  us  with  every  spirit- 
jil  blessing  in  heavenly  places. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  our  con- 
rence  has  directed  other  men  to  speak 
')on  the  theme:  "As  for  Me  and  My 
ouse."  Your  moderator  has  been  in- 
ructed  to  speak  concerning  the  state 
'  the  church. 
[  Therefore,  we  have  carefully  selected 

text  of  Scripture  from  the  messages 
ji  the  seven  churches  in  the  Book  of 
jevelation  which  speaks  directly  to  the 
tuation  in  our  Brethren  churches  to- 
ly.  To  the  church  at  Sardis  John  was 
Istructed  to  write,  "Be  watchful,  and 
irengthen  the  things  which  remain,  that 
I'e  ready  to  die"  (Rev.  3:2).  Here  was 

church  that  did  not  appear  outwardly 
»  be  at  the  point  of  death.  There  was 
iligious  activity,  but  little  spiritual  life 
r  power. 

The  Sardis  church  was  in  a  critical 
ondition,  but  it  was  not  hopeless.  The 
ord  Jesus  not  only  diagnosed  the 
louble  in  Sardis;  He  also  prescribed  a 
ure.  He  was  not  willing  to  leave  this 
lurch  at  the  point  of  death,  so  He 
lid,  "Be  watchful  .  .  .  strengthen  the 
lings  which  remain.   .   .   .   Remember 


therefore  how  thou  hast  received  and 
heard,  and  hold  fast,  and  repent"  (Rev. 
3:2-3). 

The  Brethren  Church  is  standing  at 
the  point  of  death.  Your  moderator, 
therefore,  must  sound  an  alarm  to  alert 
believers  as  to  how  Satan  is  engaging 
in  spiritual  warfare  against  us,  and  how 
God  has  provided  the  way  to  victory. 

Many  spiritual  problems  are  gnawing 
away  like  cancer  at  the  very  vitals  of  our 
beloved  fellowship.  There  is  the  plague 
of  an  ever-increasing  rebellion  against 
authority  in  Brethren  homes,  churches 
and  organizations;  serious  misunder- 
standings have  arisen  relative  to  the 
deeper-life  movements  in  some  of  our 
church  fellowship  groups;  there  is  a 
well-known  division  of  opinion  concern- 
ing baptismal  requirements  for  church 
membership;  and  there  has  been  a  dis- 
turbing indifference,  and  even  open  op- 
position at  times,  to  the  financial  sup- 
port of  national  boards  and  schools. 
Churches  are  painfully  aware  that  soul 
winners  are  few  and  far  between;  and 
that  prayer  warriors  are  just  as  scarce. 
Moral  standards  in  Brethren  churches 
are  in  a  progressively  downward  trend 
without  the  deterrent  of  proper  church 
discipline.  These  and  other  equally  de- 
structive disorders  cause  us  to  cry  out 
in  warning  that  the  Lord  is  speaking 
to  our  fellowship  of  churches  when  Ho 
says,  "Be  watchful,  and  strengthen  the 
things  which  remain,  that  are  ready  to 
die." 

But  there  is  hope.  The  way  back  to 
spiritual    victory    and    power    is    still. 


I!, 


"Draw  nigh  to  God  and  he  will  draw 
nigh  to  you."  Nothing  less  than  a  full- 
scale,  heaven-sent,  Spirit-directed  revival 
will  cure  the  creeping  paralysis  of  sin 
which  is  sapping  the  very  life  and  vigor 
of  our  churches.  We  must  exercise  faith 
for  a  mighty  moving  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  our  midst  today.  If  we  will  simply 
follow  the  Biblical  pattern  for  revival  as 
laid  down  in  the  Word  of  God,  we  shall 
surely  receive  the  power  from  on  high 
that  will  result  in  a  transforming  and 
sin-cleansing  revival  that  will  sweep 
through  our  churches. 

The  Danger  of  the  Deeper  Life 
Movement 

A  dangerous  condition  exists  in  The 
Brethren  Church  today.  There  is  a  grow- 
ing frustration  among  many  Brethren 
people  because  of  the  general  lack  of 
joyful,  victorious  Christian  living.  Peo- 
ple are  beginning  to  seek  for  a  satisfy- 
ing experience.  The  desire  is  legitimate. 
The  abundant  life  is  the  birthright  of  the 
child  of  God.  But  there  is  that  ever- 
present  danger  of  finding  a  counterfeit 
experience  in  the  pursuit  of  holiness. 

The  deeper  life  is  Biblical.  But  when 
it  is  twisted  from  the  Biblical  pattern 
it  can  become  a  nightmare.  In  his  book. 
Holiness:  The  False  and  the  True,  the 
late  Dr.  Harry  Ironside  tells  of  how  he 
joined  a  certain  group  that  made  holi- 
ness an  obsession.  All  the  members  of 
that  particular  movement  were  expected 
to  be  wholly  sanctified.  They  were 
hopelessly   striving  for  the   impossible. 

How  can  Brethren  people  enter  into 
the  deeper  life  and  have  all  that  God 
desires  and  provides  for  them? 

God  has  provided  three  means  to 
make  the  deeper  life  a  reality.  They  are: 
(1)  the  Bible,  (2)  prayer,  and  (3)  sharing 
our  faith. 

First,  a  daily  concentration  on  the 
Bible  builds  up  a  barrier  against  sin.  It 
is  still  true  that  the  Bible  will  keep  you 
from  sin,  or  sin  will  keep  you  from  the 
Bible.  Second,  prayer  is  essential;  con- 
fession of  known  sin,  requesting  God 
for  cleansing,  and  appealing  for  a  closer 
walk  with  Christ  are  vital  to  a  holv  life. 


Third,  sharing  our  faith  is  a  means , 
ward  a  holy,  deeper  life.  As  a  Christi' 
in  seeking  to  reach  others  for  Ch 
you  are  at  the  same  time  helping  yc 
self  to  find  a  greater  holiness  of  livi 

God  has  called  Brethren  people 
holiness.  He  expects  us  to  enjoy 
deeper  life.  But  he  expects  us  to  foil' 
the  Biblical  means  of  reading  the  Bil 
praying,  and  sharing  our  faith  to  sec 
it. 

In  the  light  of  much  false  teach* 
on  this  subject  today,  your  moderai 
recommends  to  this  conference  thati 
greater  emphasis  be  given  during  the  t 
suing  year  to  Biblical  preaching  a 
practical  application  of  the  doctrine  t 
holy  living.  "

God,  diminishing  its  authority,  rejectil 
the  miracles  in  the  Gospels,  propags 
ing  the  theory  of  the  death  of  God,  ai 
even  proposing  Christian  atheism. 

The  Brethren  position  on  the  Scri 
tures  has  ever  been  that  the  Bible  ( 
its  original  autographs),  both  the  0 
and  New  Testaments,  is  given  by  i 
spiration  of  God  and  is  therefore  i 
errant,  infallible,  and  absolutely 
thoritative  in  all  its  statements,  whethi 
theological,  historical  or  scientific.         f" 

With  a  God-breathed,  infallible  gui(iJ 
we  rejoice  then  that  we  are  possessoi 
of  a  unique  authority  that  can  be  broug 
to  bear  in  every  area  of  our  life. 

The  great  lack  of  our  day  is  the  faiiii 
ure  of  the  church  and  Christians  i 
make  known  the  relevancy  of  the  Bib 
to  current  movements  and  problems.  W 
need  men  who  know  what  God  has  saii 
and  who  will  speak  with  complete  abati 
donment  as  prophets  of  God  to  the  m 
tion. 

For  another  thing,  it  means  we  mu: 
preach  the  gospel.  We  must  at  all  co' 
present  an  authoritative  message  of  sa 
vation  to  a  lost  and  bewildered  world.' 

Finally,  it  means  we  must  exemplif 


t:  authority  of  Scripture  in  our  lives. 

^hen  all  is  said  and  done  the  authority 

r(  the  Bible  is  not  really  a  question  of 

(gma.  It  is  a  faith  to  be  demonstrated 

life. 

What  your  neighbor  and  mine  need 
lost  is  not  so  much  to  hear  us  say 
Mat  God  has  said;  it  is  to  see  us  show 
uat  God  has  taught  in  lives  submitted 
f  the  authority  of  the  Scriptures. 

Be  Filled  with  the  Spirit 

An  outstanding  command  in  the  Word 
(I  God  is  "Be  filled  with  the  Spirit" 
(ph.  5:18).  This  is  a  much  neglected 
lith.  Even  in  our  beloved  Brethren 
( arches  the  Holy  Spirit  is  primarily  a 
sbject  for  academic  information  and  for 
(irrect  theological  consideration,  rather 
tan  a  vital,  living  person  who  can  bless, 
( rich,  and  empower  us.  Perhaps  Breth- 
in  people  are  afraid  to  be  filled  with 
le  Spirit,  because  of  the  abuses  and 
( cesses  of  those  whose  theology  is  dis- 
Irted.  But  we  can  rest  assured  that  there 
;e  no  divine  excesses  in  the  true  filling 
I  the  Spirit.  The  Book  of  Acts  presents 
'e  Spirit-filled  life  as  one  that  produces 
iildness,  wisdom,  power,  and  the  fruit 
1  the  Spirit,  which  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
ingsuffering,  gentleness,  goodness, 
iith,  meekness,  and  self  control. 
I  Charles  G.  Finney  once  stated,  "It 
ishonors  Christ  and  weakens  the  church 
hen  beUevers  are  not  filled  with  the 
lirit." 

The  need  for  the  filling  of  the  Spirit 

summed    up    in    one   word:    power. 

irethren   people   need   power   for   two 

ings:  for  Christian  living  and  for  Chris- 
in  service. 

It  is  one  thing  to  be  "born  again"  by 

e  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  quite  another  thing 

be  kept  by  His  power.  To  be  born 
;ain  requires  only  a  moment  of  time. 
0  be  kept  by  the  power  of  God  re- 
aires  the  remainder  of  one's  life. 

There  is  a  desperate  need  in  our 
liurches  for  an  experiential  knowledge 
'  the  Holy  Spirit's  power.  Our  blessed 
ord  lived  a  sinless  life,  performed  His 
ighty  miracles,  and  delivered  His  life- 
lansforming  messages  in  the  power  of 


the  infilling  Spirit.  If  Christ  himself  de- 
pended upon  the  Spirit  of  God,  how 
much  more  do  we  need  that  complete 
dependence.  Your  moderator  feels  keen- 
ly that  Brethren  ministers  everywhere 
should  carefully  teach  the  Biblical  truths 
concerning  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  set  forth 
in  simple  terms  the  ABC's  of  how  a 
child  of  God  can  be  filled  with  the 
Spirit  of  God. 

This  teaching  should  result  in  more 
than  an  intellectual  understanding  of  this 
vital  truth.  It  should  consummate  in 
the  practical  application  of  believers 
walking  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit.  The 
life  of  our  fellowship  of  churches  is  de- 
pendent on  Christians  who  are  controlled 
by  the  Spirit  of  God. 

Baptism    by    Trine    Immersion 

As  the  moderator  of  this  annual  con- 
ference, I  want  to  go  on  record  as  say- 
ing, "1  love  The  Brethren  Church."  I 
personally  believe  and  teach  and  contend 
for  the  doctrines  which  our  fellowship 
holds  precious.  I  desire  to  do  all  in  my 
power  to  keep  our  denomination  a  true 
Bible-teaching  testimony  for  the  glory  of 
God. 

There  are  varied  opinions  and  differ- 
ences in  policies  among  us  concerning 
church  membership,  but  I  rejoice  that 
our  fellowship  at  last  year's  conference 
reaffirmed  the  conviction  that  trine  im- 
mersion is  the  Biblical  form  of  Chris- 
tian baptism. 

We  must  accept  the  fact  that  if  The 
Brethren  Church  is  to  continue  to  teach 
its  unique  message,  based  on  the  whole 
Word  of  God,  then  it  must  admit  to  its 
membership  only  those  who  are  ready 
to  follow  the  counsel  of  the  whole  Word 
of  God. 

Let  us  be  clear  in  our  minds  that  the 
problem  of  retarded  growth  in  The 
Brethren  Church  is  not  due  to  our  pe- 
culiar beliefs  and  practices,  and  we  could 
not  appreciably  increase  our  growth  by 
changing  our  requirements  for  member- 
ship. The  real  reason  we  are  not  grow- 
ing is  simply  that  we  are  not  busy  at  the 
main  job  of  winning  souls  to  Christ,  nor 
are  we  effectively  training  others  to  do 


it.  The  particular  mode  of  baptism  is  not 
an  issue  with  new  converts.  If  you  win 
them  to  Christ,  they  will  rarely  rebel 
against  the  mode  of  baptism.  Those  who 
argue  about  this  matter  are  usually 
proselytes  from  other  denominations 
who  feel  that  their  former  baptism  by 
some  other  mode  is  sacred  and  fulfills 
what  they  believe  to  be  the  purpose  of 
water  baptism. 

The  only  answer  to  our  controversy 
is  to  get  our  people  to  become  soul  win- 
ners. We  need  to  obey  the  marching 
orders  of  our  Lord.  Let  us  pray  that  The 
Brethren  Church  might  be  moved  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  with  a  revival 
that  will  give  us  a  burning  passion  for 
Christ  and  for  the  souls  of  men  and 
women. 

We  recommend  to  this  conference 
that  we  reaffirm  our  historic  position 
that  trine  immersion  is  the  Biblical  form 
of  baptism,  and  that  we  dedicate  our- 
selves anew  to  the  unfinished  task  of 
evangelizing  the  world. 

Ecumenism 

The  Brethren  Church  must  be  on 
constant  guard  lest  we  accept  the  prem- 
ise that  Biblical  Christianity  can  accom- 
plish a  much  greater  work  if  we  will 
cooperate  with  those  who  are  more 
broadminded  in  their  theological  posi- 
tion. 

It  is  impossible  for  The  Brethren 
Church  to  unite  with  those  who  refuse 
to  acknowledge  Jesus  Christ  in  His 
deity.  His  incarnation.  His  vicarious 
death,  and  His  resurrection.  How  can 
there  be  a  spiritual  unity  between  true 
believers  and  those  who  deny  the  in- 
spiration of  the  Scriptures  and  reduce 
God  to  an  impersonal  force? 

Organizational  unity  at  the  expense 
of  principle  and  conviction  can  only  fail. 
Emphatically,  this  is  not  what  Jesus 
meant  when  He  prayed:  "That  they  all 
may  be  one;  as  thou.  Father,  art  in  me. 
and  I  in  thee,  that  they  may  be  one  in 
us:  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou 
hast  sent  me." 

An  ecumenical  or  world-wide  move 
uniting  all  religions  in  a  "common  faith"

Home  Missions 

The  Brethren  mission  field  is  work 
wide  in  scope  and  needs  dedicated  me 
to  plan  and  organize  its  evangelism. 

Thank  God  for  raising  up  in  our  mid 
the  Brethren   Home   Nfissions  Council" 
which    has    inaugurated    an    aggressi^ 
church  extension  program  for  reachir 
souls  in  the  homeland. 

Our  48  home-mission  churches  n 
ported  575  first-time  decisions  la 
year.  There  are  1 1 1  home  missionarid 
dedicated  to  the  task  of  increasin  | 
growth  of  our  home  base.  If  we  are  t 
see  any  appreciable  growth  in  the  future 
we  must  invest  our  prayers  and  money  i 
this  ministry.  We  rejoice  in  the  generov 
spirit  of  giving  in  our  fellowship  whic 
has  resulted  in  cutting  the  home-min 
sion  deficit  in  half.  For  this  we  prais 
our  prayer-hearing  God,  and  thank  th; 
multitude  of  Brethren  people  who  ha\ 
faithfully  shared  in  this  financial  n 
sponsibility. 

New  home-mission  points  have  beei 
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arted,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  home 
lissions  to  win  men  and  women  for 
hrist  and  then  to  organize  new  churches 
)  care  for  the  spiritual  growth  of  these 
ew  converts. 

Our  districts  need  to  accept  the  stand- 
ig  challenge  to  grow  new  churches, 
hurch  extension  is  the  work  of  our 
itire  fellowship.  A  goal  of  one  new 
lurch  every  month  of  the  year  is  a 
lust  if  our  fellowship  is  to  grow.  This 
ill  revitalize  our  present  churches  to 
e  vigorous  enough  to  support  this  min- 
try  of  outreach  and  hereby  we  will  be 
ilfilling  the  command  of  the  Lord  to 
;pent  and  strengthen  that  which  re- 
tains. 
Your  moderator  heartily  recommends 
continued  interest  and  emphasis  in 
hurch  extension,  and  a  loyal  support  of 
le  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
3r  it  is  true  that  "The  Brethren  Church 
jrows  with  Home  Missions." 

I  Foreign  Missions 

In  the  face  of  untold  dangers  and 
ardships  the  gospel  still  has  to  be  car- 
{ied  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  We  thank 
pod  for  the  104  active  Brethren  mis- 
ionaries  who  have  accepted  the  chal- 
=nge  to  serve  the  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
lionary  Society  on  our  seven  foreign 
mission  fields.  Fifty-one  Brethren  mis- 
ionaries  are  serving  in  Africa,  20  in 
Argentina,  17  in  Brazil,  two  in  France, 
ix  in  Mexico,  four  in  Hawaii,  and  four 
n  Puerto  Rico.  There  is  a  vast  oppor- 
unity  for  missions  in  our  modem  world. 
-ast  year  125  million  babies  were  born 
;nto  our  world,  of  which  60  million  died 
;.hortly  after  birth.  There  remain  ap- 
jroximately  65  million  people  born 
/early  who  must  be  reached  with  the 
lospel. 

«  We  have  received  word  of  God's  hand 
)f  blessing  as  He  worked  through  our 
nissionaries  and  a  host  of  equally  dedi- 
:ated  nationals  on  our  seven  fields 
iround  the  world  last  year. 

Here  is  some  statistical  information 
rom  our  mission  fields  that  should  cause 
you  to  shout  "Hallelujah."  There  are  ap- 
jroximately  292  Brethren  churches  on 


foreign  fields,  with  over  52,000  mem- 
bers in  good  standing.  These  churches 
reported  over  10,000  converts  last  year, 
and  a  gain  of  over  7,000  members  in 
their  churches. 

A  greater  growth  is  being  reported  in 
our  Brethren  churches  overseas  than  in 
our  churches  here  at  home.  This  ought 
to  shame  us  to  greater  efforts  in  the 
power  of  our  living  God.  According  to 
these  reports  coming  in  from  our  mis- 
sion fields  there  are  nearly  a  hundred 
more  Brethren  churches  overseas  than 
in  America,  20,000  more  Brethren 
people  in  foreign  churches  than  in  ours, 
7,000  more  conversions,  and  over  6,500 
more  gained  in  membership  last  year. 
The  time  has  come  for  our  overseas 
churches  to  send  missionaries  to  us  to 
awaken  us  out  of  our  lethargy.  We  are 
at  the  point  of  death,  and  have  stagnated 
at  our  home  base;  but,  praise  God,  the 
mission  fields  are  pushing  ahead  with 
great  victories  for  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ. 

Let  us  pray  more  and  give  more  to 
our  Brethren  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety that  greater  advancements  can  be 
made  to  God's  honor  and  praise  in  the 
coming  years.  Great  plans  are  being 
proposed  for  the  future;  the  doubling  of 
missionary  personnel  on  the  fields,  the 
opening  of  at  least  three  new  fields, 
and  the  expectation  of  an  annual  offer- 
ing to  exceed  a  million  dollars  are  pro- 
jected for  the  next  ten  years. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  will 
be  celebrating  its  75th  anniversary  in 
1975.  Let  us  determine  to  support  this 
organization  in  every  possible  way  to 
make  their  dreams  a  glorious  reality. 
By  the  help  of  God  it  can  be  done.  We 
dare  not  do  less! 

Grace  Schools 

The  combined  student  body  of  Grace 
College  and  Seminary  for  this  past 
school  year  exceeded  500.  Advance  en- 
rollments indicate  that  all  existing 
records  for  Grace  College  and  Seminary 
will  be  broken  this  fall.  It  now  appears 
that  the  college  student  body  will  num- 
ber up  to  450,  and  the  seminary  is  an- 


ticipating  150  students,  which  will  make 
a  combined  student  body  of  approxi- 
mately 600.  In  anticipation  of  this 
growth  Grace  College  will  be  dedicating 
The  new  $225,000  Men's  Residence  Hall 
during  this  conference.  This  should  be 
cause  for  rejoicing! 

During  the  summer  months,  key  per- 
sonnel from  Grace  Schools  made  per- 
sonal appeals  to  the  members  of  our 
Brethren  churches  in  behalf  of  the  pro- 
posed library.  The  fund  drive  hoped  to 
reach  5200,000.  The  latest  reports  in- 
dicate that  only  about  half  that  amount 
has  been  promised. 

A  dilemma  faces  us.  Our  schools  are 
in  great  need  of  funds  to  adequately 
train  our  Brethren  youth.  The  most  ur- 
gently needed  building  is  of  course  the 
5650,000  library-learning  center.  Delay 
of  construction  of  this  building  may  limit 
our  academic  program.  What  about 
seeking  federal  grants  to  solve  our  fi- 
nancial problems?  This  holds  the  po- 
tential danger  of  opening  the  door  to 
federal  control  and  perhaps  would  blur 
the  line  of  church-state  separation,  be- 
cause directly  or  indirectly  federal 
funds  involve  federal  control. 

The  need  in  our  fellowship  of 
churches  is  to  encourage  an  accelerated 
giving  program  to  our  schools.  Since  our 
denomination  feels  it  unwise  to  accept 
federal  grants,  the  only  alternative  is 
for  our  churches  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  finances.  In  the  light  of  this 
need  for  increased  funds  it  is  pathetic  to 
read  the  1961-1965  statistics,  which  in- 
dicate that  gifts  to  Grace  Schools  are 
decreasing  rather  than  increasing.  This 
trend  must  he  reversed  immediately  or 
our  institutions  will  not  be  able  to 
measure  up  to  the  standards  of  other 
schools  which  are  receiving  such  mas- 
sive federal  support. 

We  recommend  that  this  conference 
commend  the  administration  and  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  College  for  contending  for  a 
fundamental,  conservative  position  in 
these  apostate  days;  and  that  this  con- 
ference express  its  loyalty,  support  and 


encouragement  to  our  schools.  The  a 
ministration  and  faculty  should  be  i 
sured  of  the  prayerful  and  financial  i 
terest  of  this  delegated  body. 

Christian  Day  Schools 

The  Christian  day  school  moveme 
is  another  vitally  important  arm  of  t 
church  to  prepare  our  youth  for  li 
and  service.  A  Christian  school  is  t 
answer  to  how  God  might  have  fu 
place  in  the  education  of  our  childre 

Parents  must  be  prepared  to  ma 
extreme  sacrifices  to  provide  Christi; 
education  for  their  children  in  an  u 
broken  progression  from  the  elementa 
through  secondary  and  on  to  high 
education.  The  expenses  which  a  Chri 
tian  day  school  involves  is  the  be 
investment  we  can  make  for  our  ch 
dren  for  time  and  eternity.  We  are  ob 
gated  to  bring  up  our  children  pre-en 
nently  for  God's  glory  and  service. 

We  thank  God  for  the  16  Brethn 
day  schools  which  have  been  pioneers 
and  sponsored  by  churches  in  our  fello\ 
ship.  May  the  Lord  lay  it  upon  the  hea 
of  Brethren  parents  to  arise  and  bui 
more  of  these  God-honoring  schools 
better  meet  the  needs  of  our  youth  fi 
a  firm  foundation  in  the  faith  of  God 
Word. 


Brethren  Sunday  Schools 

Brethren  Sunday  schools  across  tl 
nation  are  showing  a  general  declii 
in  enrollment  and  attendance.  TI 
statistician's  report  indicates  a  decrease 
enrollment  of  1,148  as  compared  to  lai 
year,  while  attendance  has  fallen  86 
below  the  previous  year.  The  decreast 
are  sobering  in  the  light  of  the  fact  th; 
nearly  every  major  denomination  i 
America  today  is  reporting  a  declir 
in  Sunday-school  attendance. 

The  July  24.  1 966,  issue  of  The  Ne' 
York  Times  featured  a  write-uo  entitle 
"The  Sunday  School  Fights  for  Surviva 
by  Edward  B.  Fiske.  Here  are  a  fe 
quotations  from  that  article.  "The  Sui 
day  school — long  the  symbol  of  Amer 
can  Protestant  education — is  goir 
through  a  major  crisis.  Some  churche 
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I  Manhattan  have  abandoned  Sunday 
;hools  entirely.  Others  have  tried  to 
!vive  them  with  paid  teachers,  arsenals 
E  audio-visual  equipment  and  bold  new 
jrriculums.  From  1960-1964  the  adult 
lembership  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
hurch  in  the  U.S.A.  rose  by  100,000, 
bile  Sunday-school  enrollment  dropped 
y  120,000  in  the  same  period." 

'  The  National  Sunday  School  Board 
jas  a  tremendous  responsibility  in  en- 
jeavoring  to  stem  this  tide  in  our  own 
:llowship  of  churches.  An  outstanding 
unday-school  convention  again  this 
sar  with  increased  attendance  and  en- 
lusiasm  indicates  a  concerted  effort  to 
jgain  lost  ground  and  to  make  new 
dvancements  during  this  coming  year. 
/e  highly  commend  the  excellent  min- 
;try  of  our  Sunday-school  and  youth 
oards.  This  conference  must  think 
jriously  of  doing  more  financially  to 
ssist  these  boards  in  the  coming  year 
3  that  these  works  will  not  be  hindered. 

Chaplains 

We  have  12  chaplains  on  active  duly 
jpresenting  the  N.F.B.C:  one  Air 
orce  chaplain,  three  in  the  U.S.  Navy, 
nd  eight  in  the  U.S.  Army.  Four  of  our 
haplains  have  been  or  will  be  serving 
p  the  combat  zone  of  Viet  Nam.  Chap- 
[iin  Jim  Hutchens  has  completed  a  year 
.1  Viet  Nam,  where  he  was  wounded 
ti  heroic  action.  He  has  received  ex- 
bnsive  publicity  and  news  coverage  con- 
erning  his  dedication  and  daring  for 
jod  under  fire.  It  has  been  solidly  af- 
irmed  that  as  Brethren  ministers  they 
lave  liberty  to  preach  as  they  would 
a  any  Grace  Brethren  church  without 
ompromise.  These  ministers  in  uniform 
leed  our  prayers  and  should  be  on  the 
irayer  Hst  of  every  church. 

Let  us  commend  them  for  their  faith- 
ul  ministry  and  devotion  to  duty  in 
linistering  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  those 
ntrusted  to  their  care.  Our  fellowship 
ecognizes  its  solemn  responsibility 
mder  God  of  bringing  the  gospel  of  the 
.ord  Jesus  Christ  to  the  members  of 
lur  Armed  Forces,  and  this  can  only  be 


accomplished    by    dedicated    Brethren 
chaplains. 

Evangelism 

The  main  purpose  of  our  existence  as 
a  fellowship  of  churches  is  the  winning 
of  precious  souls  to  a  saving  knowledge 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  urging  them 
to  be  scripturally  baptized,  then  build- 
ing them  up  in  the  most  holy  faith  as 
outlined  in  our  Lord's  great  commis- 
sion. 

We  urge  our  churches,  our  Board  of 
Evangelism,  and  evangelists,  to  mani- 
fest an  even  greater  zeal,  make  even 
more  diligent  efforts  that  they  "might  by 
all  means  save  some"  (I  Cor.  9:22)  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.  Let  us  utilize  every 
possible  method  of  Biblical  evangehsm, 
such  as  evangelistic  meetings,  house-to- 
house  visitation,  services  in  jails,  hos- 
pitals, county  homes,  and  campuses. 
Plan  to  distribute  gospel  hterature  which 
the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Com- 
pany will  gladly  provide  to  churches 
free  of  charge  for  concerted  efforts.  Use 
radio  and  television  broadcasts,  youth 
rallies,  and  all  other  areas  wherein  souls 
can  be  reached  with  the  message  of  re- 
demption through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

It  is  imperative  that  we  increase  the 
tempo  of  our  evangelistic  outreach.  To 
the  sinful  shame  of  our  churches,  we 
are  not  gaining  in  proportion  to  the 
population  growth.  Last  year  we  gained 
only  414  members  in  all  of  our  churches 
with  a  combined  membership  of  near- 
ly 29,000  members.  This  means  it  took 
70  members  working  all  year  long  to 
gain  one  new  member  for  our  churches. 
It  took  ten  church  members  working  all 
year  long  to  win  one  convert.  This  is  de- 
plorable. 

Evangelist  Hyman  Appleman  correct- 
ly charged  that  "lack  of  compassion  is 
the  curse  of  the  churches,  the  crime  of 
the  pulpit,  and  the  condemnation  of  the 
pew." 

An  estimated  95  per  cent  of  our 
church  members  have  never  won  a  soul 
to  Christ,  and,  worse,  have  never  tried 
to  do  so,  and,  even  more  tragic,  don't 
even  care  to  win  a  sinner  to  the  Saviour. 
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The  rising  generation  is  wrapped  up 
in  pursuit  of  the  good  life. 

An  alarming  softness  and  decadence 
is  overtaking  us.  The  call  for  volunteers 
to  obey  the  Great  Commission  falls 
largely  on  unheeding  ears. 

Therefore,  as  moderator,  I  recom- 
mend that  this  conference  adequately 
support,  both  in  prayer  and  finances, 
the  greatly  increased  work  of  the  Board 
of  Evangelism  in  reaching  men  for  Christ 
here  in  America. 

Vision  for  the  Next  Ten  Years 

Our  Brethren  churches  need  a  new 
vision  for  the  future.  In  this  day  of  de- 
feat, discouragement  and  despondency, 
believers  must  set  their  eyes  on  the  Lord 
and  His  program  of  vigor,  vitality  and 
victory  for  the  next  ten  years.  He  is 
able! 

The  leadership  in  our  churches  and 
national  organizations  should  clearly  set 
the  direction  and  fix  some  goals  that 
need  to  be  claimed  by  faith  for  His  glory. 

As  your  moderator,  let  me  suggest 
just  a  few  goals  that  should  be  reached 
in  our  fellowship  of  churches  in  the 
next  ten  years  (if  God  should  tarry),  and 
then  let  me  encourage  you  to  claim  by 
faith  the  goals  that  God  will  put  upon 
your  heart.  Every  church  and  organiza- 
tion should  project  some  goals.  Here  are 
a  few  goals  for  your  consideration: 

1)  Every  church  member  win  one 
soul  a  year.  This  appears  to  be  an  in- 
significant goal,  but  it  would  revolution- 
ize The  Brethren  Church  if  every  mem- 
ber would  win  one  soul  a  year  for  the 
next  ten  years. 

2)  Every  church  should  project  a 
reasonable  increase  in  membership  and 
giving.  The  size  of  the  increase  should 
be  determined  by  each  local  church. 

3)  Every  national  board  should  pro- 
ject an  annual  increase  in  the  enlarge- 
ment of  its  ministry  and  offerings.  Grace 
Schools  have  set  the  pace  with  a  well- 
defined  projection  for  the  next  ten 
years.  All  of  our  other  boards  should 
plan  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of 
our  educational  institutions. 

4)  Foreign  Missions  has  indicated  a 


goal  of  ten  fields,  a  doubled  missionar 
staff,  and  a  one-million  annual  offerinn 
by  1975. 

5)  The  Brethren  Missionary  Herakf 
should  set  a  goal  of  15,000  in  magazini 
circulation  and  a  $40,000  annual  offer 
ing  by  1975. 

Not  only  should  there  be  a  vision  foi 
ten  years  from  now;  we  need  a  visioi 
for  this  year.  Each  year  should  be  plot- 
ted ahead,  and  then  an  inventory  shoulc 
be  taken  at  the  end  of  each  year  to  de- 
termine  the   degree   of  progress. 

This  vision  for  tomorrow  and  the  nexl 
ten  years  is  in  keeping  with  our  Lord'? 
words:  "Be  watchful  .  .  .  strengthen  the 
things  which  remain." 

Conclusion 

Recently  I  read  this  story  of  John 
and  Mary  Gadsden  who  were  wealthy 
people  living  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley 
of  Virginia.  One  day  about  forty  years 
ago  a  missionary  came  to  their  little 
church  and  told  them  about  the  needs 
of  China.  John  and  Mary  Gadsden  an 
swered  God's  call.  They  sold  their  beau- 
tiful estate  and  went  to  a  missionary 
school  in  China.  While  they  were  in 
school  a  missionary  came  from  Tibet  to 
ask  for  volunteers  to  go  to  the  borders 
of  Tibet,  where  there  was  not  a  single 
missionary. 

John  and  Mary  went  up  to  the  mis- 
sionary and  said,  "We  will  go."  And 
they  went — over  deserts,  over  moun- 
tains, across  treacherous  rivers.  Finally 
they  reached  Tibet,  and  there  they  set- 
tled down  and  worked  among  a  tribe 
of  people.  They  made  friends,  and  they 
won  souls  for  Christ  as  God  prospered 
and  blessed  their  ministry.  One  day  their 
voun^est  child  died  of  a  terrible  fever. 
Six  days  later  their  second  child  died. 
They  due  the  graves,  and  they  buried 
them  as  their  tears  fell,  and  they  decided 
to  stay  rather  than  go  back  home.  Two 
weeks  later  Mary  was  ill  with  the  same 
fever,  and  John  knew  she  was  dying. 
He  knew  he  had  to  get  her  to  a  doctor, 
and  there  was  no  doctor  less  than  three 
davs'  journey  away  at  another  mission 
station.  So  he  made  a  little  raft  and  put 
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t  on  the  river,  and  he  put  Mary  on  it. 
jlhey  went  down  the  river  the  first  day, 
|ind  then  on  the  second  day  in  the  eve- 
jiing  they  pulled  over  to  the  bank  to 
impend  the  night.  The  next  morning  when 
Ihe  got  up  and  was  fixing  the  raft, 
Mary  said,  "John,  come  in.  I'm  not 
going  down  the  river  today.  I'm  going 
over  the  river."  He  knew  that  was  the 
end.  Then  she  called  him  closer  and 
whispered  something  in  his  ear.  He  dug 
that  grave,  and  he  buried  his  wife.  He 
put  up  a  little  cross,  and  then  he  got 
back  in  the  middle  of  the  river  on  his 
raft.  He  looked  down  the  river  towards 
friends,  home,  money,  and  easy  living. 
He  looked  back  up  the  river  where  two 
days'  journey  would  take  him  to  the 


border  of  Tibet  to  a  little  handful  of 
people  just  out  of  the  Stone  Age.  He 
turned  the  raft  slowly  around  and  went 
slowly  up  the  river,  because  Mary  had 
whispered  in  his  ear,  "Go  back." 

What  are  you  doing  for  Jesus  Christ? 
His  challenge  to  you  is  to  deny  yourself, 
your  selfish  ambitions,  your  selfish 
plans,  and  to  take  up  His  cross.  Let  us 
leave  this  conference  to  go  out  and 
touch  our  world  for  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Let  us  leave  conference  this  year  with 
new  determination  to  heed  the  Lord's 
words:  "Be  watchful,  and  strengthen 
the  things  which  remain,  that  are  ready 
to  die." 
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DEVOTIONAL   SESSIONS 


MONDAY  EVENING,  AUGUST   75 

The  first  devotional  session  of  the 
77th  Annual  Conference  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  as- 
sembled at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  was 
led  by  Moderator  Richard  E.  Grant. 
Conference  song  leader  Donald  Ogden 
led  Conference  in  the  singing  of  "Praise 
Him,"  "To  God  Be  the  Glory,"  and 
"Revive  Us  Again."  Moderator  Grant 
gave  the  welcome.  Rev.  Sherwood  Dur- 
kee  read  Luke  9:18-26  and  led  in  the 
opening  prayer. 

A  beautiful  vocal  duet  by  Ruth 
Clingenpeel  and  Janet  Minnix,  "Living 
for  Jesus,"  followed  the  announcements 
by  the  executive  secretary,  Earle  E. 
Peer. 

Vice-moderator  Dean  Fetterhoff  pre- 
sented his  message  on  the  theme  of  the 
1966  conference:  "As  for  Me  and  My 
House."  This  was  a  stirring  message 
introductory  to  the  conference  theme, 
with  messages  following  on  the  thought 
of  the  family.  The  closing  hymn  was 
"When  I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross." 

Following  this  service,  Clyde  Lan- 
drum  presented  slides  and  told  of  the 
fine  work  being  done  by  our  twelve 
Brethren  chaplains.  He  introduced  Chap- 
lain James  Hutchens,  recently  returned 
from  battle  action  in  Viet  Nam,  who 
showed  some  slides  of  his  activities  in 
Viet  Nam.  This  series  was  the  first  of  the 
nine  o'clock  special  features. 

TUESDAY  MORNING,  AUGUST   16 

The  Tuesday  morning  devotional  ses- 
sion was  opened  with  a  special  vocal 
number  by  Bernie  Simmons.  "When 
Jesus  Comes."  Following  this  Moderator 
Richard  E.  Grant  presented  the  Mod- 


erator's Address,  using  the  subject  "The 
State  of  the  Church."  It  was  a  clear-cut 
delineation  of  the  state  of  our  Brethren 
church;  this  was  followed  by  a  challeng- 
ing outline  of  the  potential  of  our  de- 
nomination. 

TUESDAY  EVENING,  AUGUST   16 

The  Executive  Committee  added  va- 
riety to  the  evening  devotional  services 
this  year  by  giving  the  challenge  hour 
a  different  place  on  the  program.  At  the 
7  p.m.  hour  Brethren  Foreign  Missions 
presented  a  challenge.  Before  this  serv- 
ice began,  a  fine  musical  ensemble  from 
the  Brethren  youth  conference  presented 
some  numbers  under  the  direction  of 
Richard  Messner.  The  youth  conference 
group  was  present  in  a  body  for  the 
service.  In  the  foreign  missions  challenge 
hour  there  were  testimonies  by  mission- 
aries from  Brazil.  Mexico,  Argentina, 
France,  and  Puerto  Rico,  with  one  of 
the  outstanding  features  being  the  testi- 
mony of  Wilson  Okite,  a  young  man  who 
came  from  Kenya  to  study  in  Puerto 
Rico,  and  was  saved  there  in  the  Breth- 
ren English-speaking  work. 

In  the  7:45  phase  of  the  evening  de- 
votional session  Dr.  David  Allen  gave 
the  first  of  his  series  of  messages  using 
the  subject.  "Six  Basic  Characteristics 
of  a  Stalwart  Soldier  of  the  Saviour."

Wesley  Haller.  Dr.  David  Allen  con- 
tinued his  fine  series  of  messages  on  the

Soldier  of  the  Saviour,"  stressing  three 
thoughts:  "not  handling  the  Word  of 
I  God  deceitfully,"  a  "manifestation  of 
the  truth,"  and  "minds  that  are  not 
blinded."

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Motion  prevailed  tliat  the  report  of 
the  National  Sunday  School  Board,  in 
the  agenda  for  Wednesday,  August  17, 
be  omitted  for  the  present  time. 

Motion  prevailed  that  items  6  and  7 
of  the  agenda  for  Wednesday  be  post- 
poned, and  that  we  deal  with  item  8. 

Motion  prevailed  that  the  following 
recommendation  by  the  Committee  of 
Proposed  Board  of  Christian  Education 
be  adopted: 

We  recommend  the  effecting  of  a  Board  of 
Christian  Education  through  the  amalgamation  of 
the  present  National  Sunday  School  Board  and 
the  Brethren  Youth  Council,  and  that  the  con- 
stitution of  the  National  Conference  of  the 
N.F.B.C.  be  amended  accordingly. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  following 
recommendation  by  the  Committee  of 
the  Proposed  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation be  adopted: 

We  recommend  that  the  N.F.B.C.  constitu- 
tion, Article  six  (6).  Sections  A  and  B,  be  con- 
solidated to  read: 

"A.  The  Board  of  ChTistian  Education.  This 
board  shall  consist  of  15  elected  members,  five 
to  be  elected  each  year  for  three-year  terms  from 
nominees  presented  by  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  and/or  the  conference.  The  national 
director  of  Christian  education  and  the  assistant 
director  shall  be  members  of  the  board  ex  officio. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to  study  and 
promote  the  total  work  of  Christian  education  in 
all  phases  and  departments,  including  Sunday 
school,  children's  church,  training  hour.  Vacation 
Bible  School,  camps,  conferences,  retreats,  etc., 
and  to  recommend  or  provide  suitable  curricula 
and  materials  for  the  above.  This  shall  be  accom- 
plished through  research,  promotion,  assistance 
and  encouragement  at  the  local,  district,  and  na- 
tional levels." 

Motion  prevailed  that  this  recom- 
mendation from  the  Committee  of  the 
Proposed  Board  of  Christian  Education 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Organization. 

Motion  prevailed  that  the  following 
recommendation  by  the  Committee  of 
the  Proposed  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation be  adopted: 

We  further  recommend  that  if  this  constitu- 
tional change  is  adopted,  it  be  made  effective 
1969,  and  that  in  the  intervening  time  the  elected 
members  of  the  present  boards  consolidated  serve 
as  the  National  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
and  that  this  board  present  to  the  conference 
a  plan  determining  the  constituted  number  of 
fifteen   (15). 

Motion  was  passed  that  the  following 
recommendation  from  the  Committee 
of  Proposed  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion be  adopted: 


We  encourage  the  delegates  of  this  con- 
ference to  apprise  their  churches  of  this  en- 
larged thrust  of  Christian  education,  which  will 
necessitate  enlarged  financial  support  from  every 
church  of  our  fellowship. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  following 
recommendation  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Proposed  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion be  adopted: 

Whereas,  the  Brethren  Youth  Council  enters 
this  amalgamation  with  a  deficit  of  $3,200.  and. 

Whereas,  the  financial  support  of  the  separate 
efforts  of  these  two  conference  boards  has  been 
less  than  adequate,   and. 

Whereas,  we  should  like  to  launch  this  new 
board  on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

We  move  that  the  1966  national  conference 
allocate  $1,000  toward  the  support  of  this  newly- 
established  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

Motion  prevailed  that  this  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 
Motion  prevailed  that  we  adjourn. 

THIRD  SESSION,  AUGUST  79 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  Donald  O'gden. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
were  read  and  approved. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Fredericksburg, 
Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  be  received 
into  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches,  and  that  their  delegates 
be  seated. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  report 
of  the  Rules  and  Organization  Commit- 
tee be  approved,  and  that  the  constitu- 
tion be  amended  as  follows: 

We  recommend  that  the  N.F.B.C.  constitu- 
tion. Article  6,  Sections  A  and  B,  be  consolidated 
and  changed  to  read: 

"A.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education.  This 
board  shall  consist  of  15  elected  members,  five 
to  be  elected  each  year  for  three-year  terms  from 
nominees  presented  by  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  and/or  the  conference.  The  national 
director  of  Christian  education  and  the  assistant 
director  shall  be  members  of  the  board  ex  officio. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to  study  and 
promote  the  total  work  of  Christian  education 
in  all  its  phases  and  departments,  including  Sun- 
day school,  children's  church,  training  hour. 
Vacation  Bible  School,  camps,  conferences,  re- 
treats, etc.,  and  to  recommend  or  provide  liter- 
ature. This  shall  be  accomplished  through  re- 
search, promotion,  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment at  the  local,   district,   and  national  levels." 

The  following  matter  was  presented 
by  Mr.  Robert  Foltz: 

The  title  of  the  new  amalgamated  board,  the 
'Board  of  Christian  Education,'  is  most  encom- 
passing. 

The  work  of  the  board  of  Christian  education 
as    practiced    in   many    of    the    local    churches    is 
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proving  to  be  very  important  and  effective  and 
is  in  many  cases  a  major  directive  force  in  the 
ministry    of    the   church. 

To  most  quickly  and  aggressively  buy  up  the 
opportunities  of  a  neglected  field  and  to  pro- 
mote and  expand  the  scope  and  effectiveness 
of  the  ministry  of  The  Brethren  Church  in  the 
field  of  Christian  education,  it  would  seem 
the  better  part  of  wisdom  to  charge  a  regularly- 
constituted  board  or  agency  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  increasing  interest  and  participation  m 
the  day  school  movement  among  Brethren 
churches  and  encouraging  and  assisting  specific 
churches  to  enter  into  this  area  of  ministry. 

I  therefore  move  that  the  responsibilities  of 
the  newly-formed  Board  of  Christian  Education 
be  expanded  to  include  the  work  of  the  Chris- 
tian Day  School  Committee,  and  that  this  com- 
mittee be  disbanded  and  that  the  newly-founded 
Board  of  Christian  Education  be  charged  with  the 
urgent  responsibility  of  a  study  of  the  problem 
and  assist  in  an  aggressive  program  of  en- 
couragement and  help  in  establishing  and  operat- 
ing day  schools  throughout  our  fellowship. 

The  motion  was  passed. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  National  Sunday 
School  Board,  including  the  financial 
statement: 

REPORT    OF    THE    NATIONAL 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD 

This  year  has  been  one  of  real  blessing  and 
has  brought  with  it  a  new  appreciation  of  the 
hand  of  our  God  upon  us.  There  have  been  some 
outstanding  moments  of  blessing  as  we  have 
seen  men.  women  and  youth  in  our  Sunday 
schools  across  the  nation  yielding  themselves 
to  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  Illustra- 
tions of  this  have  been  numerous,  and  for  every 
one  of  these,  together  with  those  who  have 
grown  spiritually  through  the  faithful  teaching 
of  our  Sunday-school  workers,  we  can  but  praise 
God. 

There  have  also  been  some  moments  of  dis- 
appointment. Through  recent  months,  we  have 
seen  a  number  of  our  schools  showing  losses  in 
both  enrollment  and  attendance.  This  has  been 
a  year  of  attack  upon  the  Sunday  schools  of 
America.  Perhaps  as  never  before  in  our  history, 
the  Sunday  school,  the  Sunday-school  teacher, 
and  even  the  Sunday-school  pupil  have  been  the 
prime  target  of  both  secular  and  some  religious 
writers.  The  Sunday  school  through  their  pens 
has  been  made  the  prime  object  of  degrading 
until  even  in  the  minds  of  some  evangelical 
believers,  this  great  evangelistic  and  teaching 
arm  of  the  church  seems  to  have  outlived  its 
usefulness.  We  do  not  here  and  now  expect  to 
answer  all  of  the  critics  of  the  Sunday-school 
movement.  We  admit  that  there  are  some  weak- 
nesses in  some  Sunday  schools,  but  so  are  there 
in  every  other  phase  of  human  life.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  Sunday  schools  of  America,  and 
particularly  of  The  Brethren  Church,  continue  to 
be  a  strong  arm  of  evangelism,  teaching  and 
training. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  our  statistician  will 
report  some  slight  losses  in  the  total  Sunday- 
school  program  of  The  Brethren  Church,  we 
are  still  praying  and  directing  our  efforts  with 
renewed  emphasis  toward  the  program  of 
"Doubling  in  This  Decade."  We  dare  not  do 
less.  In  attempting  to  analyze  our  present  con- 
dition, we  find  that  99  of  our  schools  during 
1965  showed  gains  in  enrollment.  92  showed  loss- 
es, six  remained  static,  and  four  new  schools 
were  begun.  Three  schools  were  closed.  One 
other  did  not  file  a  statistical  report.  These  that 
were  closed,  together  with  the  one  who  did 
not  file  a  report,  account  for  924  of  the  loss  sus- 


tained  in  our  national  statistics  as   over  againstfl| 
1964.    In    average    attendances,    104    schools    re-9b 
ported    gains,    while    93    schools    reported    losses. fflf 
The  three  schools  closed  account  for  172  persons  jT 
in    actual    average    attendances,    and    the    school' 
which  did  not  file  a  report  adds  464  persons,  or  ' 
a   total   of   636   in   average   attendance,    as   far  asl- 
statistics    are    concerned.    Your    National    Sundayj|h 
School  Board  is  making  a  close  analysis  of  thesel. 
statistics,  and  attempting  to  discover  the  answers'"" 
to  our  losses.  We  shall  not  relax  our  efforts  until 
every  possible  avenue  has  been  pursued  with  the 
effort  to  reach  all  of  these  that  have  been  lost..U 
and  then  add  to  them  in  a  real  outreach  program.] 

We  are  therefore  calling  upon  every  church 
and  Sunday  school  to  double  its  efforts  in  the 
year  that  lies  ahead,  beginning  with  a  great  en- 
largement effort  in  the  month  of  October  and 
continuing  literally  to  "beat  the  drum  for  Sun- 
day-school attendance  every  Sunday."  This  will 
increase  attendance  in  our  churches,  which  will 
solve  many  problems  of  the  local  church  in  at- 
tendance, interest,  finances,  and  service.  WeJ 
invite  you  to  help  us  in  this  enlargement  effort,  f 

We    thank    God    for    the    wonderful    Sunday-  ' 
school   convention   through   which    we   have    just  \ 
come.  This  was  our  14th  annual  convention,  and 
many    have    already    spoken    to    us    of    the    tre- 
mendous blessing  it  was  to  them  personally,  and 
I  am   sure  to   the   schools   which  they  represent,  i 
Plans  for  the   15th  convention  are  on  the  draw-  ] 
ing  board,  and  we  trust  that  if  the  Lord  tarries  ; 
His    coming    until    1967,    we    may    see    an    even  ' 
greater  convention.  ! 

We  express  to  every  Sunday  school  and  i 
church  that  has  had  a  part  in  helping  us  in  our  i 
financial  program,  our  deep  appreciation.  It  is 
only  as  you  have  shared  with  us  that  we  have 
been  enabled  to  do  the  work  that  God  has  called 
us  to  do.  The  entire  board  joins  in  saying, 
"Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow."  and 
"Thank  you"  to  every  church  and  individual  that 
shared.  i 

To  build  larger  schools,  however,  is  not  suf- 
ficient for  the  day.  We  must  continue  to  show 
improvement  in  every  Sunday  school.  There- 
fore, we  are  putting  additional  emphasis  during 
1967  upon  the  matter  of  leadership  training, 
with  the  appeal  that  every  Sunday  school  will 
plan  and  conduct  regular  monthly  workers  train- 
ing conferences,  and  that  we  shall  expect  every 
teacher  and  officer  of  every  school  to  be  in 
regular  attendance.  We  are  further  recommend- 
ing and  urging  every  school  to  conduct  at  least 
one  training  class  for  leaders,  both  present  and 
future  leaders,   during  the  early  months  of  1967. 

A  loyalty  campaign  will  again  be  in  our  pro- 
gram for  1967.  Last  year  we  laid  this  part  of 
our  program  aside,  but  we  are  convinced  that 
we  need  to  continue  to  urge  faithfulness  upon 
our  people;  therefore,  we  shall  provide  materials 
for  a  loyalty  program  during  the  weeks  follow-  : 
ing  Easter. 

The  regular  features  of  our  department  will  be 
continued  through  the  publication  of  our  month- 
ly "Promoter,"  "Super  Scoops."  "Books  Off  the 
Shelf."  and.  of  course,  the  contest  which  has 
drawn  so  much  enthusiasm  from  so  many  of  our 
churches. 

We  express  appreciation  to  the  entire  staff 
of  the  Sunday-school  office  and  to  those  who 
labor  with  us  to  make  this   work  so   wonderful. 

The  books  of  the  National  Sunday  School  Board 
have  been  audited  by  the  national  conference 
auditing  committee  and  found  to  be  in  good  con- 
dition. The  auditing  committee  will  report  fur- 
ther on   this   item. 

Recently  a  major  newspaper  of  the  United 
States  began  a  long  article  with  this  statement: 
"The  Sunday  school — long  the  symbol  of  Ameri- 
can Protestant  education — is  going  through  a 
major  crisis."  The  article  went  on  to  declare  that 
some  churches  have  already  abandoned  Sunday 
schools  entirely,  while  others  have  tried  to  revive 
them  with  paid  teachers,  arsenals  of  visual  equip- 
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ment,  and  bold  new  curricula.  Your  National 
Sunday  School  Board  recognizes  that  it  has  al- 
ways faced  a  major  crisis  in  the  life  of  men 
and  women — the  crisis  is  sin!  There  is  only  one 
cure — Jesus  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  As 
a  National  Sunday  School  Board,  we  know  we 
are  in  a  battle  with  the  arch  enemy  of  the  Lord, 
but  our  Lord  has  never  lost  a  battle.  We  shall 
ontinue,  through  the  teaching  of  His  Word,  to 
meet  the  onslaughts  of  the  enemy.  We  dare 
Qot  call  a  retreat.  We  dare  only  to  obey  His 
command  to  go-teach-reach-win-train  and  then 
enlist  so  that  others  may  go,  teach,  reach,  win, 
and  train. 

The  article  from  this  newspaper  concludes,  "I 
am  ready  to  give  up  on  Sunday  school."  The 
author  may — but  we  do  not  believe  the  way  he 
believes.  Our  challenge  is  that  the  hour  has 
come  that  we  ought  to  beat  the  drum  for  Sun- 
day school  more  vigorously,  more  readily,  more 
regularly  than  ever  before.

A  motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing report  by  the  Brethren  Youth 
Council,  including  the  financial  state- 
ment: 

1966    BRETHREN    YOUTH    COUNCIL     REPORT 

"Let  no  man  despise  thy  youth."  wrote  the 
great  Apostle,  and  we  might  paraphrase.  ""Let 
no  Brethren  church  belittle  the  present  poten- 
tial of  its  teen-agers."  We  praise  the  Lord  that 
not  all  young  people  are  addicted  to  beatle- 
mania.  beatnikism,  .disco-freakity  and  other 
popular  signs  of  rebellion  current  in  the  teen- 
age world.  And  some  of  the  finest  of  these 
young  people  are  in  our  Brethren  churches,  ex- 
cellent examples  of  whom  are  on  the  youth 
conference  grounds  this  week  and  will  appear 
on   this   platform   Saturday. 

Our  youth  director,  Dan  Grabill,  has  com- 
pleted a  spiritually  profitable  year,  visiting 
churches  in  ten  districts,  conducting  ralUes, 
workshops  and  services  of  real  impact.  Accom- 
panied by  a  camp  team  of  three  sharp  teen- 
agers, he  visited  six  district  camps.  He  will  con- 
tinue his  ministry  under  the  merged  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

One  of  the  greatest  thrusts  planned  for  the 
coming  year  is  in  the  field  of  enlisting  and  re- 
cruiting young  people  for  full-time  Christian 
service  and  conserving  them  for  this  service. 
The  organization  of  Brethren  Student  Life  Volun- 
teers within  our  church  has  helped  in  this,  and 
will  be  continued  and  strengthened.  A  quarterly 
paper  is  now  mailed  to  more  than  one  hundred 
who  have  committed  themselves  to  this  ministry, 
r  nd  we  have  no  doubt  that  this  number  will  be 
increased  through  this  year's  capacity  youth 
conference. 

One  means  of  accomplishing  this  goal  will  be 
through  cooperation  with  Christian  Missions 
Recruiting  Service,  an  interdenominational,  evan- 
gelical organization  with  a  four-  to  seven-year 
follow-up  program  operated  by  mail  and  in  the 
local  church,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  pastor. 

Through  our  "Teens  in  Missionary  Endeavor" 
program,  12  young  people  were  involved  in  four 
Brethren  home-mission  fields  this  summer.  We 
believe  this  program  is  conducive  to  stimulating 
and  training  young  people  for  missionary  serv- 
ice, and  plan  to  continue  and  enlarge  it.  In 
cooperation  with  our  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
we  plan  to  use  young  people  on  our  foreign 
fields  on  a  short  term  basis,  proving  their  abil- 
ities and  interest  in  such  service.  Several  Breth- 
ren young  people  are  currently  engaged  in  such 
missionary  activity,  but  mostly  outside  Brethren 
Church  channels  because  we  do  not  yet  have 
such  opportunities  for  them.  Our  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  is  enthusiastic  about  these  possi- 
bilities, and  we  will  be  working  closely  together 
on  this  project. 

In  the  field  of  publications,  our  "Teenage 
Tymes."  "Dimensions"  for  youth  leaders,  and 
"Teen  Scene"  in  the  Missionary  Herald  helped  to 
keep  our  youth  informed  of  overall  activities. 
These  will  be  continued,  despite  the  loss  of  Kenn 
Senders  to  our  full-time  staff  in  the  office.  In 
addition,  we  are  anticipating  publishing  an  eight- 
page  youth  supplement  to  the  Missionary  Herald 
twice  in  1967,  with  hopes  of  increasing  the  fre- 
quency later. 

We  appreciate  greatly  the  loyal  support  in 
prayers  and  finances  of  so  many  of  our  Brethu'en 
churches  and  people.  The  accompanying  finan- 
cial  report   will  summarize  this   story.   We   have 
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had  to  operate  partially  on  borrowed  funds  this 
year  but  anticipate,  with  your  help,  wiping  out 
this  small  indebtedness  very  soon.  We  are  ex- 
tremely happy  about  the  merger  of  the  Sunday- 
school  and  youth  boards  into  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  believing  this  will  enlarge  and 
strengthen  the  programs  of  both  interests.  It 
should  not.  and  will  not,  curtail  what  we  have 
done  or  planned,  but  only  enhance  these  activ- 
ities with  greater  purpose  and  coordinate  them 
more  fully  into  the  total  Christian  education  pro- 
gram of  The  Brethren  Church.  We  covet  your 
continued   prayers    and    support.

FOURTH  SESSION,  AUGUST  79

Brethren  Churches  was  first  presented 
al  the  national  conference  in  1963  when  Pastor 
Simon  Pierre  Nambozouina  from  Africa  was 
present.  Since  that  time  this  committee  has  con- 
tacted responsible  Brethren  on  all  seven  of  our 
mission  fields,  and  responses  continue  to  point 
out  the  difficulties  involved  in  the  realization  of 
such  a  fellowship  for  the  present,  due  to  lan- 
guage barriers  and  financial  limitations.  We 
recommend,  however,  that  we  continue  cor- 
respondence with  Brethren  churches  in  other 
countries  proposing  an  annual  exchange  of 
greetings  to   be  cared  for  by  this  committee. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  we  adopt  the 
following  report  by  the  Board  of  Min- 
isterial Emergency  and  Retirement 
Benefits: 

That  we  as  a  Conference  express  our  deep 
appreciation  to  Dr.  Charles  H.  Ashman,  Sr.,  for 
hi.s  faithful  service  and  excellent  leadership  for 
fifteen  (15)  years'  service  as  the  first  president 
of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Benefits,  and  pre- 
vious service  on  the  committee  of  this  Conference 
which  led  to  the  formation  of  the  above-men- 
tioned board. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  following 


report  by  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Emergency  and  Retirement  Benefits  he 
adopted: 

Your  Board  of  Ministerial  Emergency  and 
Retirement  Benefits  is  currently  paying  15 
monthly  retirement  checlts  totaling  $800.  Three 
of  these  are  to  widows.  There  is  a  possibility  of 
one  more  widow,  malcing  a  total  of  16  before 
next  month. 

These  retirement  payments  are  made  pos- 
sible by  the  contribution  of  3  per  cent  of  the 
pastor's  salary  by  the  71  cooperating  churclies 
and  1  per  cent  of  the  pastor's  salary  by  the  pas- 
tor. 

As  this  retirement  list  grows  we  shall  have  to 
have  more  support.  The  worlc  of  this  board  has 
proven  to  be  of  real  help  to  those  who  have 
served  the  brotherhood  for  many  years.  "The 
retirement  age  is  65,  with  a  graduated  scale  for 
disability   before    age    65.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON 
DENOMINATIONAL     INTERESTS 

In  these  days  of  a  mobile  population  we  are 
deeply  concerned  over  the  number  of  Brethren 
who  are  annually  lost  to  the  membership  of  our 
denomination  when  they  move  from  one  local- 
ity to   another. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  on  Denominational 
Interests  recommends  to  this  conference : 

1.  That  we  institute  a  member  conseri^ation 
PTogram  throughout  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches.  All  pastors  would  be  urged 
to  cooperate  when  any  of  their  members  move 
to  a  new  area  by  notifying  immediately  the 
Brethren  pastor  nearest  to  the  community  into 
which  the  individual  or  family  lias  moved,  so  that 
an  immediate  contact  can  be  made.  In  the  event 
there  is  no  nearby  Brethren  church,  the  pastor 
would  maintain  contact  with  the  isolated  mem- 
ber, meanwhile  notifying  the  secretaries  of  the 
district  mission  board  and  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council. 

In  order  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
this  program,  all  churches  would  be  supplied  with 
a  double,   return  postcard   form,   with   which  the 


pastor  could  notify  the  proper  party — who  in, 
turn  would  return  the  other  half  of  the  card- 
as  soon  as  the  contact  had  been  made. 

2.  We  further  recommend  that  Brethren  mov- 
ing to  other  Brethren  churches  transfer  their 
membership  to  their  new  Brethren  church  as  soon 
as   possible. 

3  We  further  recommend  that  these  cards, 
along  with  a  letter  of  instruction,  be  printed 
and  mailed  to  all  pastors  by  the  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  Company,  the  initial  cost  (esti- 
mated to  be  approximately  $75.00).  to  be  borne 
by  this  conference  in  order  to  get  this  program 
under  way.  The  copy  for  both  the  cards  and 
the  letters  will  be  supplied  by  the  comjnittee. 
Additional  cards  will  be  stocked  by  the  Breth- 
ren  Missionary    Herald    Company. 

4  We  further  recommend  that  we  seek  the 
cooperation  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
by  asking  them  to  send  address  changes  which 
are  made  to  other  cities  or  towns,  to  the  proper 
pastor  or  secretary  at  conference  expense. 

5.  Further,  in  order  to  help  conserve  our  youth 
for  leadership  in  our  Brethren  churches,  we 
recommend  that  our  pastors  inform  the  Brethren 
Youth  Council  of  all  students  attending  schools 
other  than  Grace  Schools  in  order  that  personal 
contact  may  be  maintained  throughout  student 
days. 

6.  Finally,  we  recommend  that  this  member 
conservation  program  be  publicized  through  the 
pages  of  the  Brethren   Missionary  Herald.  ^

1966.  we.  the  delegates  representing  our  member 
churches,  do  hereby  declare: 

That  we  offer  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
for  His  continual  faithfulness  to  us  in  blessing 
His  Word  and  His  work.  We  petition  our  God  that 
this  blessing  may  continue  and  expand  and  that 
we  may  have  an  ever-increasing  impact  for  true 
rodliness  upon  those  to  whom  we  minister.  We 
recognize  the  power  of  God  and  His  ability  to 
reveal  himself  through  His  Word  and  through 
His  Son.  welcoming  His  activity  in  the  affairs  of 
men  in  ways  sometimes  miraculous.

REPORT   OF 
COMMITTEE     ON     MODERATOR'S     ADDRESS 
In  order  to  strengthen  those  things   which  re- 
main, we.  the  Committee  on  Moderator's  Address, 
make  the  following  report: 

1.  We  commend  Rev.  Richard  Grant,  our  mod- 
erator, for  the  clear  presentation  of  his  message. 
"The  State  of  the  Church."  and  for  pinpointing 
a  Holy  Spirit  solution  for  revival  in  our  churches. 

2.  May  it  be  the  desire  of  this  conference  to 
take  aggressive  action  in  the  area  of  being  filled 
with  the  Holy  Spirit.  This  is  to  be  implemented 
by: 

(a)  Each  of  us  at  national  conference  being 
assured  by  the  Word  of  God  that  we  are  filled 
with    the    Holy    Spirit. 

(b)  We  hereby  know  that  this  filling  will  de- 
stroy the  works  of  the  flesh,  which  include  a 
schismatic  party  spirit. 

(c)  Being  now  joined  together  in  love,  we 
are  going  to  begin  to  think  in  terms  of  multiply- 
ing the  witness  of  the  gospel  that  God  has  given 
to  us. 

3.  Now  that  we  have  taken  decisive  action 
in  the  realm  of  the  Spirit,  we  will  take  as  a 
mandate: 

(a)  A  personal  goal  to  be  grounded  in  the 
Word  of  God;  to  pray  without  ceasing  for  re- 
vival: and  to  share  our  faith  with  the  untold 
mi'lions   of   earth. 

(b)  A  congregational  goal  to  form  expansion 
committees  in  our  local  churches  to  set  faith 
poals  in  soul  winning  and  to  increase  giving 
to  mission  outreach  both   locally  and   nationally. 

(c)  This  in  turn  will  allow  our  national  boards 
to  follow  the  moderator's  direction  for  the  vision 
of   tomorrow,    which    will    be:

(2)  To  liquidate  the  present  indebtedness  in 
brethren  Home  Missions  and  establish  a  surplus 
in  the  council's  treasurv  for  the  next  year,  in 
order  that  we  may  further  the  work  of  church 
•^■^tension.  with  at  least  one  new  church  in  each 
district. 

(3)  That  Grace  Schools  will  be  able  to  carry 
on  its  program  with  the  full  support  of  the 
brotherhood. 


(4)  To  encourage  our  local  congregations  tty| 
turn  the  tide  in  Sunday-school  decline  by  sup-j" 
porting  the  goals  of  the  Board  of  Christiar  | 
Education.  i 

(5)  That  there  will  be  a  100  per  cent  Herald 
subscription  for  every  church,  making  the  Heralc  | 
a  missionary,  evangelistic  arm  for  revival.  i 

We  further  commend  our  moderator  for  hij ; 
observations  on  the  work  of  the  chaplaincy  anc 
Christian   day   schools   within   our   fellowship. 

We  further  recommend  that  we  heed  the  word  < 
of  our  moderator  in  the  exhortation  to  evan- 
o^hze  through  the  local  church,  using  God's  tool,- 
the  Board  of  Evangelism.  This  work  must  growi 
to  accomplish  Christ's  commission  to  reach  every 
soul  with  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

IVIay  each  ministerial  and  lay  delegate  go  back!

The  Committee  on  Homes  for  the  Aged  is  ex-  ' 
isting  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  questions  and 
inquiries  from  those  of  our  organization  who 
have  interest  in  seeing  the  development  of  this  ' 
kind  of  project  within  our  Brethren  organiza- 
tion. It  would  be  glad  to  use  any  information  that 
it  possesses  to  meet  inquiries  which  any  may 
wish  to  direct  to  it. 

During   the   period   since   last   national    confer-  , 
ence    there    has    been    one    exploration    project ! 
launched  by  the  committee.  The  churches  of  one'j 
district    (Southern  California-Arizona)    were  con- 
tacted with  a  letter  requesting  that  an  inquiry  be 
made  in  the  congregations  involved  to  determine 
if  there   was   an   appreciable   amount    of   concern  > 
on  the  part  of  individuals  for  the  establishing  of 
a  home  for  the  aged  in  Southern  California.  This 
district    was    selected    because    of    its    number   of 
churches  and  also  because  there  was  a  key  indi- 
vidual expressing  willingness  to  become  actively 
involved  in  the  establishing  of  a  home.

ON  SELECTIVE  SERVICE 

Your  Committee  on  Selective  Service  met  once 
during  the  year,  and  stands  ready  to  serve  as 
called   upon. 

The    committee    makes    the    following    report : 

Due  to  the  present  world  unrest  morally, 
spiritually,    socially,    and    especially   politically. 

We.  your  Committee  on  Selective  Service,  de- 
sire to  place  the  following  recommendations  be- 
fore  this   Conference : 

1.  That  we  renew  our  historic  stand  with  re- 
lation to  war:  namely,  that  The  Brethren 
Church  from  her  origin  has  been  utterly  op- 
posed to  the  use  of  violence  or  any  physical  forces 
as  a  means  to  an  end  on  the  part  of  the  chil- 
dren of  God.  We  regard  the  governments  of  the 
world  svstem  as  being  yet  unregenerate.  and 
their  methods  of  violence  contrary  to  the  meth- 
ods God  has  authorized  His  children  in  the  ' 
present  age  to  use.  We  reaffirm  that  while  war 
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IS  a  possible  method  for  the  attainment  of  justice. 
1)1-  the  securing  and  maintenance  of  human  lib- 
erty, may  at  times  be  deemed  necessary  among 
'he  imregenerate  of  this  world  system,  yet  ac- 
(:ording  to  the  teaching  of  our  common  Lord 
hnd  Master,  we,  as  His  children,  do  not  belong 
0  this  world's  system,  and  its  methods  are  not 
)ur  own.  We  are  in  the  world,  but  not  of  it, 
IS  our  Master  taught  (John  17:14),  and  we 
Inust  maintain  our  pilgrim  character  (Heb.  11: 
|i-16).  We  recognize  and  appreciate  the  pro- 
ection  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States  as  the 
liation  God  has  ordained  (Rom.  13:1-7)  to  af- 
lord  us  protection.  We  gladly  offer  our  service, 
ime.  money,  and  life  itself  if  necessary  to  bind 
ip  its  wounds  or  heal  its  sorrows,  by  any  means 
>r  methods  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  approved 
or  the  use  of  those  who  follow  Him. 
I  2.  That  copies  of  the  above  recommendation

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON    RACE    RELATIONS 

This  committee  was  formed  and  made  its  first 
•eport  at  the  Long  Beach  national  conference  one 
fear  ago. 

The  full  report  was  published  in  the  monthly 
'astors  Herald,  and  later  in  the  minutes  of 
he  conference    in   The   Brethren   Annual. 

The  invitation  was  extended  to  our  pastors  to 
:ommunicate  to  the  committee  any  information 
)r  suggestions  thought  by  them  to  be  of  value  in 
further  consideration  of  the  problem.  Your  com- 
mittee received  no  such  communication  during 
:he   year. 

We  recommend  that  our  churches  make  a  re- 


study   of  this  report,   found   on  pages   28   and   29 
of  the  October  30.  1965.  Brethren  Annual. 

We  again  confirm  our  position  as  opposing 
civil  disobedience  and  related  practices  as  spelled 
out  in  said  previous  report.  We  also  continue 
our  affirmation  of  responsibility  to  take  the  gos- 
pel to  all  men  regardless  of  race  or  ethnic  origin. 
We  especially  stress  the  fact  of  our  responsibility 
to  the  several  minority  groups  in  our   land. 

We  recommend  that  careful  consideration  be 
given  by  a  properly  constituted  group,  perhaps 
the  Home  Missions  Council  as  per  action  of  the 
1965  Conference  as  follows: 

"I  move  that  this  Conference  request  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  establishing  and  administering  a 
special  fund  for  the  establishing  and  administer- 
ing a  special  fund  for  the  purpose  of  implement- 
ing the  report  of  the  special  Committee  on  Race 
Relations,  especially  in  relation  to  Negro  people, 
and   report  to  next  year's  Conference." 

We  recommend  an  experiment  in  working  in 
the  area  of  reaching  those  of  some  minority 
group  in  one  of  our  churches  where  such  action 
is  feasible  both  as  to  the  desire  of  the  church 
and    the    available    community    circumstances. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  committee  that  a  com- 
munity "mission"  to  the  people  involved  is  not 
the    ar\swer   to   the   problem. 

We  further  recommend  that  we  work  with 
evangelical  groups  in  this  field,  such,  for  example, 
as  the  NNAE  or  the  National  Association  of 
Evangelicals. 

Finally,  we  recommend  that  we  recognize  that 
this  matter,  in  fact,  is  with  us  to  stay  and  that 
we  must  seek  Biblical.  Christian  answers  and 
proceed  with  our  commitment  to  the  Great  Com- 
mission.

REPORT  ON  BRETHREN  CHAPLAINS 

God  is  blessing  the  work  of  our  Brethren 
men  in  the  chaplaincy!  This  has  been  verified 
by  letters  from  and  personal  visits  with  these 
men  of  God.  Let  us  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God  will  continue  to  work  through  these 
men  to  reach  many  of  our  men  and  women 
in  the  service. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Conference  for  its  motion 
last  year  to  make  contact  with  those  who 
work  with  our  endorsing  agents.  This  has  been 
done,  and,  in  addition,  visits  have  been  made 
with  a  number  of  our  chaplains.  By  use  of  va- 
cation time  and  by  combining  trips  a  maximum 
amount  has  been  accomplished  with  a  minimum 
of  expense.  It  is  my  hope  that  you  will  look 
with  favor  on  the  use  of  a  small  amount  of 
money  to  keep  in  contact  with  our  men  in 
year  that   is  ahead. 

It  is  with  real  joy  that  I  report  to  you  that 
I  had  the  privilege  of  personally  counseling  with 
ten  of  our  twelve  chaplains,  and  of  correspond- 
ing with  the  other  two  by  mail.  The  spirit 
among  our  men  is  good,  and  they  express  real 
appreciation  for  the  interest  the  Conference  is 
taking  in  them.  They  ask  our  continued  interest 
i.t  and  prayer  for  them. 

A  personal  interview  was  held  with  two  of 
the  three  chiefs  of  chaplains,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  third,  interviews  were  held  with  personnel 
in  his  office.  I  found  these  leaders  to  be  most 
enthusiastic  about  our  men.  They  spoke  very 
highly  of  the  entire  group.  One  man  said,  "If 
we  had  as  good  relations  with  all  our  chaplains 
as  we  have  with  yours,  our  problems  would  be 
greatly  reduced.""  Through  contacts  with  the 
offices  in  Washington,  and  through  contacts  by 
some  of  our  chaplains,  I  was  able  to  visit  both 
West  Point  and  Aimapolis  to  see  how  the  chap- 
lain program  is  working  there.  In  every  case 
there  was  complete  cordiality  and  cooperation. 
These  men  appreciate  good  denominational  sup- 
port for  all  chaplains  and  are  very  much  in- 
terested in  working  with  denominational  en- 
dorsing   agents. 

I  was  able  to  visit  the  base  on  which  four  of 
our  men  are  serving.  There  also  I  found  ex- 
cellent cooperation. 

At  the  1965  annual  conference  we  had  one 
man  in  the  Air  Force  chaplaincy,  five  in  the 
Army  chaplaincy,  and  two  in  the  Navy  chap- 
laincv.  During  the  year  we  have  added  one  to 
the  Navy  list  and  three  to  the  Army.  We  now 
have  a  total  of  twelve  Brethren  men  in  the  en- 
tire nrogram.  The  three  new  men  for  the  Army 
are  Emlyn  Jones,  Paul  Lindberg,  and  John  Tal- 
I'^v.  In  the  Navy  we  added  Richard  McNeely.

The  books  and  financial  records  of  the  N.F.B.C.. 
National  Sunday  School  Board.  Brethren  Youth 
Council,  and  Board  of  Evangelism  have  been 
audited.  Also,  by  request,  we  have  audited  the 
ibooks  and  records  of  the  Brethren  Women's 
Missionary   Coimcil   and   the   Sisterhood   of   Mary 


and  Martha.  After  a  few  corrections  were  made 
on  the  books  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism,  these 
books  and  records  are  correct  and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee  they  reflect  the  true  financial 
condition  of  the  organizations  involved.  We  want 
to  express  our  appreciation  to  each  of  these 
organizations  for  the  neat  and  orderly  records 
kept  during  the  past  year. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  accept  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  Committee  on  Pas- 
torless  Chuixhes  and  Available  Men: 

During  the  last  conference  year  ten  men  re- 
quested that  their  names  be  placed  on  the  list 
as  being  available  for  a  pastoral  call.  Tliis 
number  included  two  seniors  graduating  from 
Grace  Seminary.  While  we  have  no  absolute  way 
of  determining  how  many  were  called  as  pastors 
as  a  direct  result  of  the  work  of  the  commit- 
tee,   we    feel    certain    several    were    called. 

The  work  of  the  committee  has  a  limited  min- 
istry, and  yet  one  that  God  can  use.  During 
the  year  a  new  report  was  made  available  each 
quarter,  and  16  churches  requested  that  the  list 
be  sent. 

The  following  motion  from  the  direc- 
tor of  the  Board  of  Evangelism  was 
passed: 

We  recommend  that  the  organization  formerly 
registered  as  The  Brethren  Lay  Evangelistic 
Foundation,  Inc..  be  changed  to  the  Board  of 
Evangelism.  Inc..  and  that  its  board  membership 
be  changed  from  five  in  number  to  twelve  mem- 
bers. 

A  motion  was  made  that  we  authorize 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  to  seek 
tax  exempt  status. 

A  substitute  motion  was  made  as  fol- 
lows: 

That  the  new  Board  of  Christian  Education  be 
recognized  as  the  successor  of  the  National  Sun- 
day School  Board  and  the  Brethren  '!fouth  Coun- 
cil, and  that  it  be  authorized  to  seek  tax  exempt 
status. 

The  motion  was  passed. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  report 
of  the  Resolutions  Committee  be  dupli- 
cated and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
delegates  at  the  session  preceding  the 
session  where  the  adoption  of  such  reso- 
lutions is  to  be  requested. 

A  substitute  motion  was  made  that 
the  procedure  in  the  preparation  of 
each  year's  resolutions  be  studied  by  the 
new  committee  with  the  view  that  the 
work  of  each  year's  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee be  conserved  through  this  revision 
and  up-dating  of  the  previous  year's  re- 
port. Passed. 

A  motion  was  made  that  any  changes 
in  resolutions  be  printed  and  distributed 
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on  the  day  before  the  report  of  the  Reso- 
lutions Committee  is  to  be  made. 

A  substitute  motion  was  made  that 
the  1967  Resolutions  Committee  print 
their  resolutions  with  the  recommenda- 
tion for  handling  this  matter.  Passed. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  all  child  care 
labor  costs  be  paid  by  the  Conference 
and  that  fees  be  charged  sufficient  to 
cover  costs  of  snacks,  trips,  tours,  and 
materials  needed. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  this  Confer- 
ence instruct  the  Publicity  Committee 
that  it  is  their  duty  to  place  in  the  local 
newspaper  such  pertinent  news  and  pic- 
tures as  are  deemed  advisable  and  wise, 


to  inform  the  public  of  the  activities 
of  our  national  fellowship. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  work  ol 
the  endorsing  agent  be  continued  and 
that  the  endorsing  agent  be  authorized 
to  spend  up  to  $200  in  this  work  in  the 
future.  ,

NATIONAL  FELLOWSHIP  OF  BRETHREN  CHURCHES 
MANUAL  OF  PROCEDURE 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  sovereign  congregations  of  the  Brethren  Church  in  the  United  S1;ates 
of  America,  to  secure  the  blessings  of  fellowship  among  churches,  to  provide  for 
the  benefits  of  uniform  and  orderly  procedure,  to  promote  the  establishment  of 
new  Brethren  churches,  and  to  make  possible  the  projects  of  wider  scope  through 
mutual  cooperation,  but  wholly  to  honor  and  glorify  God,  and  His  Son,  our  Sav- 
iour, the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  have  formed  and  seek  to  maintain  the  association 
of  sovereign  Brethren  Churches  known  as  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  which  is  a  continuation  of  the  Ohio  corporation  known  as  The  Breth- 
ren Church. 

CHAPTER  ONE— ORGANIZATION  OF  NATIONAL  FELLOWSHIP 

Article  1.  Covenant.  The  sovereign  congregations  of  the  Brethren  Church  thus 
associated  together  in  the  formation  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  are  united  in  accepting  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  the  sole  guide  and  au- 
thority in  all  matters  of  faith  and  practice. 

Article  2.  Authority.  The  N.F.B.C.  shall  have  the  power:  to  provide  orderly  pro- 
cedure for  the  perpetual  succession  of  its  organization;  to  provide  for  the  holding 
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f  property  by  purchase  or  gift,  and  to  seU,  convey,  or  dispose  of  the  same  whether 
eal  or  personal;  to  provide  for  in  every  way  and  promote  unity  and  efficiency  in 
,11  efforts  toward  the  realization  of  the  supreme  task  of  the  church  namely  the 
vangehzation  of  the  world;  to  direct  and  control  cooperating  organizations  of 
DS  own  creation,  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  its  meeting,  and  to  adopt  a 
onstitution  and  bylaws  for  its  own  government.  It  shall  have  no  power  to  in- 
erfere  with  the  work  of  any  local  church  which  would  in  any  way  endanger  the 
ights  of  congregational  government,  nor  to  interfere  with  the  work  of  the 
everal  district  conferences. 

Article  3.  Membership. 

A,  Membership  in  the  N.F.B.C. 

1.  Any  Brethren  Church  in  full  fellowship  with  a  recognized  District  Confer- 
ence of  the  N.F.B.C.,  shall  upon  written  application  to  the  N.F.B.C,  be  re- 
ceived into  membership  by  action  of  an  annual  conference. 

2.  Churches  which  subscribe  doctrinally  to  the  Message  of  the  Brethren  Min- 
istry as  an  outline  of  faith  and  practice,  and  which  in  the  performance  of 
the  ordinances  practice  baptism  by  trine  immersion  only  and  the  threefold 
communion  service  only  shall  be  received  into  membership  in  the  N.F.B.C. 

3.  Member  churches  may  be  disfellowshiped  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  an- 
nual conference  upon  sufficient  cause.  Any  church  which  does  not  adhere 
to  the  conditions  of  A.,  2.  above  will  automatically  disfellowship  itself. 

B.  Representation  in  the  Conferences  of  the  N.F.B.C. 

1.  Basic  Representation 

a.  Ordained  elders.  All  regularly  ordained  elders  in  member  churches  shall 
be  delegates  of  the  conference,  provided  proper  credentials  are  presented 
from  their  local  churches. 

b.  Licensed  elders.  All  regularly  licensed  ministers  of  member  churches,  ac- 
tively in  charge  of  Brethren  Churches,  shall  be  delegates  of  the  conference, 
provided  proper  credentials  are  presented  from  their  local  churches. 

2.  Numerical  Representation.  Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
lay  delegate  in  the  conference  for  every  fifty  trine  immersed  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof  but  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  less  than  one  lay 
delegate. 

NOTE:  Only  those  persons  who  have  been  baptized  by  trine  immersion  may 
be  delegates  (regular  or  ministerial^  to  the  conferences  of  the  N.F.B.C. 

3.  Seating  of  Delegates  and  Financial  Support 

a.  In  order  to  seat  delegates  each  member  congregation  must  support  the 
conference  financially  in  an  amount  per  member  as  set  by  the  conference. 

b.  Congregations  are  asked  to  assume  a  definite  financial  responsibility 
whether  or  not  any  delegates  attend. 

c.  The  method  and  time  of  collection  of  credentials  and  fees  shall  be  set 
by  the  conference. 

d.  The  conference  treasurer  shall  notify  delinquent  churches  of  this  re- 
sponsibility. 

Article  4.  Organization. 

A.  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  shall 
be;  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
Statistician. 

B.  Election.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  nominees  presented  by 
I   the  Nominating  Committee  or  from  the  floor  of   the  conference.  No  person 

shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  Moderator  more  often  than  once  in  ten  years 
or  twice  in  a  lifetime. 

C.  Tenure  of  Office.  All  officers  shall  assume  the  functions  of  their  offices  at  the 
close  of  the  conference  at  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  serve  for  one  year, 
or  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  a  vacancy  should  arise  be- 
tween regular  annual  sessions  of  conference  in  any  of  the  offices  named  in 
Article  4.,  Section  A,  the  Committee  on  Committees  shall  fill  such  vacancy. 
Should  there  arise  any  vacancy  in  any  standing  or  special  committee,  the 
moderator  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  necessary  replacements. 
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D.  Duties.  The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  those  usually  devolving  upon  each^ 
and  such  special  duties  as  may  herein  be  assigned. 

Article  5.  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

A.  Standing  Committees.  The  N.F.B.C.  shall  create  annually,  unless  otherwisii 
provided  for,  the  following  standing  committees: 

1.  Executive  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  elected  from  nominees  pre-' 
sented  to  the  conference  by  the  various  districts  and/or  this  conference.  I'l 
shall  be  constituted  of  one  member  from  each  district  of  the  Fellowship  anc 
one  additional  member  for  each  twenty-five  hundred  church  members  oi 
major  fraction  thereof.  The  moderator  and  vice-moderator  shall  be  member: 
ex  officio.  This  committee  shall  report  its  organization  to  the  conference  be- 
fore final  adjournment.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  make  ful 
and  complete  arrangements  for  the  next  general  conference. 

2.  Conference  Membership  Committee.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  sb 
members,  two  to  be  elected  each  year  for  three-year  terms.  This  committee 
shall  effect  its  own  organization  and  report  the  same  to  the  conference.  11 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  act  as  a  committee  on  credentials,  anc 
to  provide  a  place  at  which  credentials  and  delegates'  fees  shall  be  receivec 
as  directed  by  the  conference.  This  committee  shall  have  no  authority  to  with-, 
hold  any  properly  executed  credentials  from  the  conference. 

3.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members 
elected  by  conference.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  recommend 
to  conference  nominees  for  such  committees  as  conference  shall  request. 

4.  Committee  on  Finances.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members; 
the  Conference  Treasurer  and  two  others  elected  by  conference.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  pass  on  all  conference  expenditures,  and  pre- 
sent a  financial  statement  to  conference  each  year. 

5.  Auditing-  Committee.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  elected 
by  the  conference.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  books  of 
the  conference,  conference  committees  and  boards  and  report  its  findings  tc 
the  conference  annually. 

6.  Committee  on  Spiritual  State.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  the  moderator 
of  each  district  of  the  N.F.B.C.  with  the  Moderator  of  National  Conference 
who  shall  act  as  chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study 
the  general  state  of  the  denomination,  its  needs  and  its  prospects;  to  re- 
ceive and  consider  memorials  from  district  conferences  or  local  churches; 
and  to  formulate  and  transmit  through  the  Moderator,  an  address  or  message 
to  the  conference,  covering  such  subjects  as  they  may  deem  proper,  with 
recommendation  based  upon  information  received,  as  to  the  needs  of  the  de-' 
nomination.  ! 

7.  Committee  on  Rules  and  Organization.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three 
members  elected  bv  conference.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
prepare  for  and  conduct  the  regular  election  of  officers  and  committees;  and: 
to  report  at  any  time  such  rules  or  by-laws  as  the  moderator  may  request  ori 
the  conference  may  direct.  , 

8.  Nominating  Committee.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  five  members  elect-' 
ed  by  conference.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  present  nominees' 
to  the  conference  for  the  election  of  all  officers  listed  in  Article  4,  Section  A,: 
and  for  the  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  provide  ballots 
for  this  election. 

B.  Special  Committees.  Other  committees  mav  be  constituted  and  shall  discharge 
their  usual  and  special  duties  as  directed  by  the  conference. 

C.  Election  of  Committees.  The  manner  of  election  of  the  foregoing  committees, 
except  where  already  denoted,  may  be  determined  at  the  time  of  election  by 
action  of  the  conference. 

D.  Committee  Expenses.  Expenses  of  the  Standing  and  Special  Committees 
shall  be  defrayed  by  the  Conference. 

Article  6.  N.F.B.C.  Boards.  The  N.F.B.C.  Annual  Conference  shall  provide  for  the 
following  boards. 
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A.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education.  This  board  shall  consist  of  15  elected 
members,  five  to  be  elected  each  year  for  three-year  terms  from  nominees  pre- 

,  sented  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and/or  the  conference  The  na- 
,  tional  director  of  Christian  education  and  the  assistant  director  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  board  ex  officio.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to  study  and  pro- 
mote the  total  work  of  Christian  education  in  all  its  phases  and  departments 
including  Sunday  school,  children's  church,  training  hour.  Vacation  Bible  School' 
camps,  conferences,  retreats,  etc.,  and  to  recommend  or  provide  literature  This 
shall  be  accomplished  through  research,  promotion,  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment at  the  local,  district,  and  national  levels. 

B.  Board  of  Evangelism.  This  board  shall  consist  of  twelve  members  four  to 
be  elected  each  year  for  three  year  terms  from  nominees  presented  by  the 
Board  of  Evangelism  and/or  the  conference.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board 
to  promote  in  every  way  possible  the  cause  of  evangelism  in  the  N.F.B.C. 

C.  Board  of  Ministerial  Emergency  and  Retirement  Benefits.  This  Board  shall 
consist  of  nme  members,  three  to  be  elected  each  year  for  three  year  terms 
from  normnees  presented  by  this  board  and/or  the  conference  This  board 
shall  provide  such  retirement,  insurance,  emergency,  and  other  benefits  to  our 
ministers  as  directed  by  the  conference. 

Irticle  7.  Special  Provisions. 

A.  Time  of  Meetings.  Sessions  of  the  N.F.B.C.  shall  be  held  annually  or  at  such 
times  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  conference. 

B.  Cooperating-  Organizations 

1.  The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren  Church. 

2.  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 

3.  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  College. 

4.  The  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Co. 

5.  The  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Ministers. 

6.  The  Women's  Missionary  Council. 

7.  The  Sisterhood  of  Mary  and  Martha. 

8.  The  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Laymen. 

(Note:  The  above  organizations,  though  they  cooperate  with  the  N.F.B.C,  are 
not  creations  of  said  conference  or  an  integral  part  of  its  organization.) 

C.  Order  of  Business.  The  order  of  business  at  the  opening  session  of  each  an- 
nual conference  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Call  to  order  by  the  moderator. 

2.  Report  of  the  Conference  Membership  Committee  and  seating  of  delegates. 

3.  Presentation  of  new  churches  to  be  received  into  the  N.F.B.C. 

4.  Presentation  of  the  proposed  agenda  by  the  Conference  Secretary,  as  pre- 
pared by  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  Report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  and  election  of  officers. 

D.  Rules  for  Conference. 

1.  No  delegate  shall  represent  more  than  one  vote  in  the  conference. 

2.  All  elections  and  questions  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  dele- 
gates present,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Manual  of  Procedure  or 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

3.  Any  member  of  any  N.F.B.C.  church,  not  a  delegate,  shall  have  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  conference,  except  that  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  make  a  motion 
or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

4.  Persons  desiring  to  speak  in  the  conference  must  first  address  the  Modera- 
tor and  be  recognized. 

5.  No  person  shall  speak  upon  the  same  question  more  than  twice  until  others 
have  had  ample  opportunity  to  speak.  Debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes 
per  speech. 

6.  Standard  rules  of  order,  such  as  Robert's,  shall  be  followed  in  all  points 
not  specifically  provided  for  herein. 

^ticle  7.  Amendment.  This  Manual  of  Procedure  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
lession  of  the  N.F.B.C.  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  said  amendment  has  been 
)resented  to  the  conference  at  a  previous  session  and  to  the  Rules  and  Organ- 
zation  Committee  for  study  and  recommendation.

Moses  knew  blessings— and  he  saw 
dangers.  In  Deuteronomy  6:10-11  he 
recounts  wonderful  temporal  bless- 
ings in  cities,  houses,  vineyards,  and 
olive  trees.  He  says  that  the  people 
have  eaten  and  are  full.  Then  in  the 
next  verse  comes  the  warning;  "Be- 
ware lest  thou  forget  the  Lord." 
There  are  many  things  wrong  in 
America;  yet  it  can  be  truthfully  said 
of  us  that  we  have  eaten  and  are  full. 
But  few,  it  seems,  have  risen  to  gi\'e 
God  thanks.  Rather,  some  say  God 
is  dead,  and  many,  many  others  live 
as  if  He  were  dead.  Only  a  small  part, 
even  our  Christian  population,  ex- 
press their  thanksgiving  by  giving 
God  free  use  of  their  lives. 

Looking  back,  we  can  be  \'er\' 
thankful  that  God  has  kept  the  doors 
open  for  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
in  Brethren  foreign  fields.  In  other 
parts  of  the  world  doors  are  closing; 
we  should  pray  that  these  doors  may 
open  again  to  the  Gospel.  But  it  is 
the  apen  doors  that  really  challenge 
us.  To  the  present  the  doors  remain 
wide  open  in  our  seven  mission 
fields.  They  are  open— yes,  but  we 
are  doing  so  little  about  it.  Open 
doors  will  certainly  become  closed 
doors  if  we  spurn  the  invitation  to 
enter.  And  to  enter  effectively  and 
sufficiently  would  require  many 
times  more  missionaries  than  we  have 
at    present.    Also,    additional    fields 


beckon  to  us. 

The  need  is  for  more  missionaries, 
and  money  to  care  for  them. 

We  should  be  thankful  that  in  the 
short  time  since  the  total  support 
plan  was  offered,  some  81  per  cent 
of  the  amount  needed  for  the  total 
support  of  all  missionaries  and  mis- 
sionary children  has  been  supplied. 
With  respect  to  the  new  missionary 
families  going  to  the  fields,  a  month 
ago  we  reported  some  $23,000  yet 
needed.  Now  just  recently  God  has 
showered  His  bounty,  and  the 
amount  needed  for  the  new  mission- 
aries stands  at  less  than  S9,000.  There 
are  good  prospects  that  even  this 
amount  will  be  cared  for  by  Decem- 
ber 1,  or  before.  There  should  be 
thanksgiving  as  well  that  there  is 
good  prospect  for  additional  families 
to  be  available  in  1967. 

There  are  good  prospects  that  our 
goal  of  $550,000  for  gifts  in  1966 
will  be  met  and  that  thousands  more 
souls  will  be  added  to  the  church  in 
foreign   lands  in   the  vear  ahead. 

Let  us  be  not  like  the  nine  who 
accepted  the  blessing  from  the  Lord 
Jesus  and  went  on  their  way.  Rather, 
let  us  be  like  the  one  who  returned 
to  give  thanks.  For  blessings  past,  as 
well  as  for  blessings  in  prospect,  we 
should  thank  Him.  To  do  this  is  to 
put  into  practice  our  policy  to  walk 
"in  faith  believing."  ▼

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Literature  Report 
Subject:  Brazil

A  larger  field  for  literature  distri- 
bution is  opening  in  Brazil,  because 
todav  the  young  people  are  becoming 
better  educated.  In  the  past  the  major 
part  of  Brazil  was  illiterate. 

The  Bible  says  that  "faith  cometh 
bv  hearing,  and  hearing  bv  the  word 
of  God"  (Rom.  10:17).  In  order  for  a 
person  to  be  saved  he  either  has  to 
be  taught  by  another  person  or  else 
has  to  read  the  Scriptures.  Our  pres- 
ent missionary  staff  and  national  pas- 
tors comprise  a  force  rather  limited  in 
size,  and  yet  the  responsibility  rests 
upon  the  shoulders  of  all  of  us  to 
reach  the  vast  number  of  souls  still 
in  utter  darkness.  How  can  this  be 
accomplished?  Outside  of  personal 
evangelism,  an  effective  method  is  by 
distributing  tracts,  Bibles,  Bible  por- 
tions and  other  Christian  literature 
which  the  people  can  read  and  re- 
read in  the  privacy  of  their  own 
homes. 

Since  Brazil  is  chiefly  a  Catholic 
country,  manv  people  fear  any  lit- 
erature which  bears  any  resemblance 
to  Protestantism.  However,  some  are 
content  to  purchase  a  Catholic  Bible, 
which  of  course  bears  the  same  mes- 
sage as  the  others.  In  fact,  some  of 
our  missionaries  sell  and  use  Catholic 
Bibles  to  show  that  the  Bible  is  God's 
Word  and  does  not  belong  to  any 
particular  sect  or  church. 

A  means  of  distributing  the  books 
is  to  carry  them  wherever  we  go  and 
sell  them  as  the  opportunity  avails 
itself.  Setting  up  small  bookstands 
in  market  places,  stores,  believers' 
homes,  or  in  certain  preaching  points, 
whereby  the  Brazilians  sell  the  books, 
is  another  means.  The  bookstore  in 


the  larger  city  offers  great  opportun- 
ity. 

Some  of  our  missionaries  have  done 
a  great  deal  of  translation.  This  re- 
quires  a  mastery  of  the  Portuguese 
language.  It  is  a  somewhat  laborious 
and  time-consuming  work,  but  a 
very  essential  one. 

One  believer  recently  confessed, 
"I  was  doing  well  in  my  small  busi- 
ness and  living  comfortably.  I  had  no 
interest  in  the  God  of  the  crentes 
(believers),  including  some  of  my 
own  family.  But  then  I  bought  a 
Bible,  perhaps  out  of  curiosity,  and 
through  it  came  to  know  the  error  of 
my  way." 

In  a  very  real  sense  the  literature 
ministry  is  central  to  our  Brethren 
mission  here  in  Brazil.  The  fact  is 
that  we  are  outsiders  from  the  U.S.A. 
entering  into  a  country  to  do  mission- 
ary work  among  people  who  almost 
one  hundred  per  cent  call  themselves 
Catholics.  Our  aim  is  to  show  them 
that  thev  are  being  short-changed  by 
their  church  leaders  because  thev  do

not  preach  and  proclaim  "the  Bible, 
the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing  but 
the  Bible."  The  Word  of  God  is  not 
read  in  Catholic  homes,  nor  is  the 
reading  of  it  encouraged  by  Catholic 
leaders.  Even  a  very  meager  knowl- 
edge of  the  most  elementary  Bible 
truths  is  a  rarity  among  these  people. 
Oh,  there  are  many  superstitions 
about  "saints"  and  "angels,"  but  there 
are  not  many  who  even  know  that 
St.  John  the  Baptist  was  not  the 
author  of  the  Fourth  Gospel. 

One  of  the  most  thrilling  of  re- 
cent evidences  of  the  effectiveness  of 
God's  Word  was  that  which  was  re- 
lated by  Brother  Bill  Burk,  who  is 
stationed  in  Quatipuru  on  the  At- 
lantic seacoast.  There  in  a  quiet  fish- 
ing and  farming  area,  some  six  hours 
by  road  from  the  capital  city  of 
Belem,  the  Bible  (mostly  large-let- 
ter New  Testaments)  has  gone  forth 
by  the  hundreds.  At  first  only  the 
missionary  sold  them,  but  as  the 
woman  at  the  well  drank  of  the  Liv- 
ing Water  and  left  her  waterpot  be- 
hind to  go  tell  her  friends  of  Him 
that  told  her  "all  that  ever  I  did,"  so 
these  humble  people  began  taking 
the  Word  to  relatives  and  friends  in 
outlying  areas.  Now  the  missionary 
says  that  people  arrive  at  his  house 
and  tell  how  they  have  been  con- 
verted and  wish  to  have  Bible  classes 
in  their  homes.  By  such  methods  the 
Word  of  God  has  been  multiplied, 
as  Paul  said  was  true  in  Macedonia. 

Brethren,  pray  that  God  will  con- 
vict of  sin  and  judgment  to  come 
through  His  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts 
of  those  who  have  enough  interest 
to  read  the  Word.  ▼

No  one  has  ever  had  any  serious 
doubts,  as  far  as  I  know,  about  God's 
leading  in  the  choice  of  the  Chateau 
of  Saint  Albain  for  the  Brethren 
work  in  France.  And  scarcely  a 
month  goes  by  without  something 
happening  to  confirm  that  convic- 
tion. 

For  instance,  why  else  should 
Monsieur  Pommel,  one  of  France's 
leading  horsemen,  buy  the  old  mill 
next  to  Saint  Albain   to  oroanize   a 

o 

riding  school?  His  patience  in  teach- 
ing the  first  principles  of  horseman- 
ship made  this  year's  camp  a  memor- 
able experience  for  the  twentx-  \'outh 
who  were  at  the  Chateau. 

But  it  was  not  the  horseback  rid- 
ing, or  the  nearby  beach,  or  the 
nightly  camp  fires,  or  even  the 
"Sound  and  Light"  spectacle  present- 


ing the  historv  of  the  Chateau,  which 
made  the  deepest  impression  on  the 
campers.  It  was  the  hours  spent  in 
discussing   God's   Word. 

From  the  first  day  on,  this  camp 
was  characterized  bv  a  deep  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  vouth  to  learn  the 
answers  to  life's  basic  problems.  And 
simply  having  answers  was  not 
enouoh  for  most  of  them— thev 
wanted  reasons  for  believing  these 
answers  to  be  accurate. 

The  discussions,  ransins  from 
Bible  studies  to  the  practical  prob- 
lems faced  bv  all  voung  people,  were 
not  just  theoretical.  Their  intensit\' 
revealed  that  at  least  some  were  will- 
ing not  only  to  learn  the  truth  but 
also  to  become   personally   involved. 

The  camp  was  the  climax  of  a  very 
encouraging  season  at  Saint  Albain. 
The  monthly  youth  rallies— attended 
bv  both  local  contacts  and  the  vouth 
from  the  neighboring  Alpine  Mission 
—have  been  characterized  bv  an  e.x- 
cellent  atmosphere.  Attendance  has 
been  good,  and  there  have  been  de- 
cisions in  nearly  every  rally. 

Between  the  rallies  the  Chateau 
is  open  for  a  retreat  for  the  local 
youth.  More  recently  these  retreats 
have  become  an  almost  weekly 
event,  and  with  the  coming  of  sum- 
mer months  there  have  been  some 
youth  at  the  Chateau  constantly. 
Some  of  the  families  of  the  young 
people  are  showing  interest  in  the 
monthly  family  day. 

The  movement  of  God's  Spirit, 
however,  is  not  measured  by  the 
multiplicity  of  activities.  God's  work 


.  to  lean;  the  mistvers  to  life's  basic 


is  done  in  the  heart.  Among  the  local 
contacts,  not  counting  those  who 
have  come  from  farther  away,  seven 
new  converts  are  walking  faithfully 
with  the  Lord.  Others  have  made  de- 
cisions but  have  already  fallen 
away;  the  pressures  of  an  anti-Chris- 
tian society  are  tremendous.  None  of 
these  seven  is  without  problems  but 
in  each  case  their  willingness  to 
share  frankly  their  spiritual  difficul- 
ties has  enabled  them  to  achieve  a 
\ital  relationship  with  the  living 
Lord. 

It  is  risky  to  talk  about  new  con- 
verts—who knows  what  tomorrcnv 
will  bring?  Yet,  if  you  were  to  visit 
Saint  Albain,  these  people  would 
want  to  share  their  testimony  with 
vou,  and  thev  would  want  you  to 
pray  for  them.  Shall  we  meet  three 
of  the  young  people? 


Georges  called  himself  a  Protestant 
because  his  mother  was  one,  but  rare 
were  the  occasions  when  either  moth- 
er or  son  would  attend  a  worship  serv- 
ice. When  a  boy  of  17  has  no  spirit- 
ual guidance  his  path  can  only  lead 
downward,  and  it  was  for  this  reason 
that  an  elderly  lady,  interested  in  a 
bo\-  others  had  neglected,  asked  us 
to  help  him. 

Immediately  upon  coming  to  the 
Chateau  Georges  was  in  his  element. 
Here  he  found  the  "copins"  (pals)  he 
was  seeking.  But  could  it  be  that 
a  boy  so  lighthearted  and  easily  in- 
fluenced could  become  a  solid  Chris- 
tian? 

The  first  evidence  of  any  change 
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Each  day  is  a  new  testing  period  for 
Jacqueline,  at  work  and  in  the  home, 
where  an  uns)'mpathetic  father  re- 
fuses to  let  her  forget  what  God  has 
forgiven.  But  she  says  she  will  never 
forsake  the  love  God  has  shown  her. 
In  her  ovm  words,  'I  could  no  longer 
live  without  God.  I  speak  to  Him 
constantly,  just  as  if  He  were  beside 
me."

in  Georges'  life  came  when  he  quit 
smoking.  Then,  as  his  confidence  in 
us  grew,  he  related  how  at  a  youth 
rally  he  had  found  real  faith  in 
Christ  and  had  determined  to  live 
for  Him. 

The  Christian  life  has  not  been 
easy  for  Georges;  he  is  often  aware  of 
the  pull  of  the  old  life  and  former 
friends.

An  avid  reader  and  keen  thinker, 
Anne  had  formulated  her  own  reli- 
gion, and  she  called  herself  an 
atheist.  But  immediately  she  joined 
wholeheartedly  in  the  life  of  the 
Chateau  and  amazed  everyone  with 
her  ability  almost  to  memorize  whole 
chapters  for  the  Bible  quiz. 

Long  conversations  ensued.  Then 
one  of  the  Christian  youth  at  the 
Chateau  found  the  key  that  unlock- 
ed her  heart.  Later,  Anne  asked  her 
roommate  to  get  up  and  pray  with 
her.  Anne  prayed  for  an  hour  and 
a  half,  and  in  that  prayer  her  life  and 
the  struggles  of  her  heart  poured  out. 
The  God  she  thought  was  non- 
existent heard  that  prayer,  and  bv 
early  morning  all  the  barriers  had 
fallen.

A  unique  situation  confronts  Jim 
and  Joyce  Renick  in  that  while  under 
appointment  to  one  mission  field, 
they  will  serve  first  in  another.

were  added.  You  also  have  very  kind- 
ly provided  some  of  our  sustenance. 

Jesus  our  Saviour  says  in  Matthew 
11:29-30,  "Take  my  yoke  upon  you, 
and  learn  of  me;  for  I  am  meek  and 
lowly  in  heart:  and  ye  shall  find  rest 
unto  your  souls.  For  my  yoke  is  easy, 
and  mv  burden  is  light."  His  prom- 
ises are  vea  and  amen  in  Christ  Jesus.

The  Sunday  evening  in  June, 
1958,  when  mv  husband  told  me 
the  Lord  had  called  him  for  full- 
time  service  and  he  would  like  to 
go  to  Grace  Seminary  that  fall,  my 
first  reaction  was,  "You  are  absolute- 
ly crazy!"  The  thought  of  more 
schooling  didn't  appeal  to  me  at  all. 

George  had  been  a  sophomore  in 
college  when  we  were  married.  He 
obtained  a  B.A.  degree  in  geography 
in  1954  and  was  immediately  draft- 
ed for  two  vears,  18  months  of 
which  was  spent  in  Germany.  After 
returning,  he  worked  as  a  draftsman 
for  six  months  and  then  returned  to 
college  for  a  B.S.  degree  in  geology. 
In  late  1956  we  began  attending  the 
new  home-mission  Grace  Brethren 
Church  in  Lansing  Michigan;  and 
on  Valentine's  Day,  1958,  George 
received  the  Lord  as  his  Saviour  and 
I  rededicated  mv  life.  And  now— four 
months  later— he  wanted  to  go  back 
to  school!

The  Great  Commission   Commands  .  . 

ARE  WE  WINNING 
OR  LOSING? 

NEITHER,  WE  ARE 
FORFEITING!

Every  pastor  witnesses  with  in- 
creasing alarm  the  continuing  de- 
chne  of  workers  for  the  harvest 
fields.  The  church  has  almost  got- 
ten used  to  the  idea  that  nothing 
much  can  be  done  about  the  shortage 
of  workers  on  the  foreign  field.  But 
in  recent  years  the  manpower  crisis 
is  being  felt  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  where  80  per  cent  of  the 
world's  Christians  live.  Pulpits  are 
unfilled;  Bible  school  and  seminary 
enrollments  are  dov\Ti;  talented 
Christians  bypass  the  ministry  and 
enter  productive,  well-paying  secular 
pursuits.  The  church  is  not  success- 
fully  perpetuating   leadership! 

We  are   not  winnino   this  battle. 

o 

Nor  are  we  losing  it— we  are  simply 
forfeiting  it.  We  discuss  the  Great 
Commission;  we  dramatize  it  at  our 
once-a-)ear  missionary  conventions; 
we  preach  the  Great  Commission. 
What  we  need  to  do  is  to  appropriate 
the  Great  Commission  in  our  pulpit 
ministr}'  and  in  our  personal  ministrv. 
How  are  we  forfeiting  the  battle? 

o 

Principally  in  two  areas:  (1)  that  of 
the  challenge  and  invitation  for  com- 
mitment for  full-time  Christian 
service,  and  (2)  that  of  necessar}'  fol- 
low-up to  conserve  such  commit- 
ments. 

The  Invitation 

Somehow  we  have  slipped  into  an 
apologetic  attitude  about  asking 
Christians  to  enter  the  ministry.  It  is 
much  easier  to  emphasize  that  "every 
Christian  is  a  missionarv."  We  know 
that  Jesus  "ordained  twelve,  that 
they  should  be  with  him"  .  .  .  and, 
in  consequence,  "sent  them  forth  to 
preach"  (Mark  3:14).  It  is  not  a  mat- 
ter of  lacking  scriptural  authority; 
we  know  the  illustrations,  dramatiz- 
ations, persuasions,  and  commands 
of  the  Book.  Whv  then  do  we  apolo- 
gize, negate,  and  understate  the  in- 
vitation? 

Most  churches,  through  pulpit 
ministry,  give  a  real  invitation  only 
once  a  3'ear.  This  is  not  enough— 
not  nearly  enough!  Such  an  invita- 
tion normalh',  when  presented  at  the 
annual  missionary  conference,  im- 
plies that  the  invitation  is  only  for 
"foreign  mission"  commitments. 
Many  who  are  reluctant  to  accept 
such  a  commitment  don't  respond. 
They  go  through  their  church  life 
without    hearing    an    invitation    for 
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"full-time  Christian  service."  This  is 
clear  evidence  that  this  once-a-year 
invitation  is  inadequate.  Christians 
need  to  be  invited  to  respond  apart 
from  geographical  considerations. 

-Most  invitations  are  either  too 
weak  or  too  strong.  Often  they  are 
too  weak,  in  that  we  fail  to  define 
our  terms.  We  may  ask  in  a  nebu- 
lous wav  for  "a  dedication,"  for  those 
"willing  to  be  willing",  for  those  who 
"want  to  serve  Christ."  What  is 
needed  is  a  clear-cut  explanation  of 
what  we  need  and  what  we  are  ask- 
ing for.  There  is  a  vast  difference 
between  a  commitment  to  be  a  "full- 
time  Christian"  and  a  commitment 
for  "full-time  Christian  sen'ice."  God 
wants  workers  for  the  ministry— for 
the  full-time  ministry  of  the  pulpit, 
the  mission  field,  and  so  forth.  We 
must  define  our  terms! 

The  invitation  that  seems  to  be  the 
most  challenoino  and  fruitful  is  often 
too  Strong.  It  is  the  one  in  which 
half  of  the  church  comes  forward 
and  we  sigh,  "Ohhh,  how  God 
moved!"  Of  course,  not  many  know 


why  they  came  for\vard.  This  sort 
of  invitation  fails  to  identify  and  re- 
cruit those  few  who  are  prepared  to 
make  a  commitment  for  full-time 
Christian  service.  Too  much  per- 
suasion, too  much  appeal  to  the  emo- 
tions, too  manv  stanzas  of  the  clos- 
ing h\mn,  too  little  clear  definins  of 
terms— these  are  the  little  things  that 
rob  the  invitation.  The  "too  strong" 
invitation  is  a  source  of  confusion 
and  disillusionment.  It  looks  good, 
but  onlv  in  the  beginning. 

The  Follow-up 

Follow-up  work  is  the  real  missing 
ingredient.  Beyond  a  smile,  a  hand- 
shake, a  little  word  of  prayer,  just 
what  is  the  church  doing  to  follow 
up  commitments?  Usually  nothing. 
The  conventional  teaching  ministry 
of  the  church  should  be  an  effective 
source  of  follow-up.  But  evidence  in- 
dicates we  need  something  far  more 
rele\ant.  Back  To  The  Bible  Broad- 
casters point  out  that  "more  than  90 
per  cent  of  such  commitments  never 
reach   the  field."   It   is  obvious  that 


we  are  not  getting  the  workers.  We 
are  forfeiting  the  battle  due  to  lack 
of  follow-up! 

The  answer  is  in  the  local  church. 
It  is  here  that  the  commitments  are 
made.  The  local  church,  however, 
needs  help.  That's  why  churches  of 
13  different  denominations  around 
the  country  are  using  the  services  of 
the  Christian  Missions  Recruiting 
Service.  This  ministrv,  recommended 
by  the  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches,  exists  to  help 
conserve  commitments  for  full-time 
Christian  service  on  a  church-inte- 
grated basis.  CMRS  believes  there 
are  three  major  areas  of  conservation; 

(1)  individual  study  and  application, 

(2)  systematic   pastoral  counsel,   and 

(3)  practical  group  outreach.  These 
important  areas,  along  with  informa- 
tion as  to  how  a  church  can  use  the 
CMRS  follow-up,  will  be  explained 
in  the  next  issue.  ▼

From  Waynesboro  to  Singer  Hill

How  we  thank  God  for  His  lov- 
ing care  and  blessings  in  various  pas- 
torates! I  was  pastor  at  Waynesboro, 
Pennsylvania,  for  seven  years,  served 
other  churches  for  15  years,  then  was 
back  for  a  second  pastorate  at  Way- 
nesboro for  six  years.

In  July  we  moved  to  assume  the 
pastorate  of  the  Singer  Hill  Grace 
Brethren  Church,  located  about 
eight  miles  north  of  Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania.  This  congregation  re- 
ceived us  kindly,  and  we  preached 
the  Word  and  prayed  for  revival.  A 
reception  was  held  for  the  new  pas- 
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tor    and    family    on    September    30, 
nith    a    large    cash    gift    and    other 


tokens  of  love.  Then  on  October  8 
our  four  daughters,  together  with  the 
congregation,  held  a  surprise  party 
for  our  35th  wedding  anni\'ersar\', 
with  more  cash  gifts  and  presents! 

October   2-9   Rev.   and   Mrs.    Leo 
Polman  held  an  evangelistic  meeting 


and  ste\\'ardship  conference,  and  the 
Lord  ga\'e  us  seven  confessions  of 
Christ  and  16  leconsecrations,  with 
many  pledging  to  tithe.  The  next 
week  we  had  a  five-day  missionary 
conference,  with  nine  on  the  visit- 
ing team.  There  were  14  who  dedi- 
cated their  lives  to  witness  through 
personal  evangelism,  four  who  came 
in  reconsecration,  and  three  young 
people  who  dedicated  their  lives  to 
missionary  service!  We  are  thrilled 
with  what  God  has  done.  Brethren, 
pray  that  we  may  stay  on  the  spirit- 
ual  mountaintop.

"Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall 
be  clean:  wash  me,  and  I  shall  be 
whiter  than  snow. 

"Make  me  to  hear  joy  and  gladness; 
that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  brok- 
en may  rejoice. 

"Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and 
blot  out  all  mine  iniquities. 

"Create  in  me  a  clean  heart,  O 
God;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within 
me. 

"Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  pres- 
ence; and  take  not  thy  holy  spirit 
from  me. 

"Restore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy 
salvation;  and  uphold  me  with  thv 
free  spirit"  (Ps.  51:7-12). 

Revi\'al  is  a  fresh  work  of  God 
among  f^is  people  whereby  they  get 
right  with  one  another  and  with 
the  Lord.  There  seems  to  be  very  lit- 
tle revival  today  and  yet  great  desire 
for  it.  It  seems  as  though  almost  every 
place  I  go,  pastors,  congregations, 
conferences,  vouth  organizations  are 
praving  and  crving  out  to  God  for 
revival— a  fresh  work  of  God  among 
them. 

The  cry  of  Psalm  85,  verse  6, 
"Wilt  thou  not  revive  us  again:  that 
thy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee?" 
seems  to  be  the  heart  cry  of  today. 

A  vital  part  of  my  ministry  has 
always  been  that  of  revival:  revi\'al 
of  the  vouth,  revival  of  the  church 
leadership,  yes,  even  re\'ival  among 
pastors. 

Now  there  are  obstacles  to  re- 
vival, of  course.  There  are  all  types 
of  hindrances  to  revival.  We  know 
that  Satan  himself  opposes  revival  in 
the  hearts  of  God's  people.  We  know 
that  the  flesh  itself  also  opposes  the 
work  of  re\i\'al.  There  are  two  per- 
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sonal  obstacles  to  revi\'al  that  I  would 
like  you  to  consider. 

First  of  all,  there  is  personal  holi- 
ness. What  about  your  personal  life, 
your  personal  relationship  with  Jesus 
Christ?  What  do  you  think  of  Christ? 
If  Jesus  Christ  to  you  is  the  Son  of 
God,  your  Saviour,  and  your  Lord, 
then  you  are  going  to  love  His  Word; 
you  are  going  to  worship  Him;  you 
are  going  to  be  a  soul  winner;  you  are 
going  to  tithe;  you  are  going  to  be 
consistent;  you  are  soing  to  be  faith- 
ful.  You  see,  there  must  be  personal 
holiness  before  we  can  hope  to  at- 
tract other  people  to  ourselves  and 
to  Jesus  Christ. 

Second,  there  is  the  obstacle  of 
family  relationship.  How  is  your 
home  life  these  days?  How  are  you 
getting  along  at  home  with  the  mem- 
bers of  }'our  family?  How  are  you 
getting  along  with  your  husband? 
How  are  you  getting  along  with  your 
wife?  Ho\v  are  you  getting  along 
with  your  children?  How  are  the 
children  getting  along  with  the  par- 
ents? We  cannot  separate  family  re- 
lationship and  our  relationship  with 
Christ.  If  things  in  our  home  are  not 
as  thev  ought  to  be,  it's  going  to  af- 
fect our  outreach  and  our  communi- 
cation of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Does  the  sweet,  fragrant  aroma  of 
Christ  permeate  your  home  and  your 
family  relationship?  It  may  well  be 
that  vour  home  life  has  become  a 
great  obstacle  to  revival  both  among 
your  familv  and  in  your  church. 

As  we  pray  for  revival,  and  as 
we  long  for  it,  what  kind  of  revival 
do  we  need?  What  kind  of  revival 
should  we  pray  for  and  trust  God 
for? 
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Revival  of  Believing 

Let's  pra)'  for  a  revival  of  believ- 
ing. Hebrews  11,  verse  6,  declares 
that  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to 
please  God.  There  must  be  believing: 
believing  in  the  awfulness  of  sin.  God 
has  not  changed  His  attitude  toward 
sin.  God  still  hates  sin.  It  is  still 
filthy  and  loathsome  and  ugly  to 
Him.  And  God  hates  the  sin  that 
creeps  into  the  life  of  the  Christian. 
God  hates  the  sin  that  will  wreck 
and  ruin  a  church  or  a  community. 
We  must  realize  how  awful,  how  ter- 
rible sin  is.  And  we  must  realize 
that  somehow  sin  must  be  dealt  with. 

We  must  also  believe  in  the  pen- 
alty of  sin.  We  must  realize  afresh 
the  reality  of  hell,  the  terribleness 
of  a  life  lived  without  Jesus  Christ 
and  without  cleansing  and  forgive- 
ness of  sin.  Do  you  honestly  be- 
lieve in  a  hell?  Do  you  really  be- 
lieve that  the  soul  that  sins  will  die? 
Do  vou  truly  believe  that  in  hell 
there  is  torment,  and  punishment, 
and  anguish?  And  do  vou  reallv  be- 
lieve  that  people  whom  you  know, 
as  fine  and  as  gracious  and  as  kind  as 
thev  mav  be,  if  thev  do  not  come  to 
know  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Saviour, 
somedav  are  going  to  pay  the  price 
for  their  own  sin  in  hell?  We  must 
believe  in  the  efficiency  of  the  blood 
of  Christ.  Jesus  is  able  to  forgive,  to 
cleanse.  The  Bible  says  He  has  re- 
deemed us.  He  has  bought  us  back 
into  fellowship  with  God  by  His  own 
precious  blood.  The  blood  of  Christ 
is  able  to  cleanse  us  from  all  sin.  I 
feel  that  once  again  we  must  belie\'e 
these  things  and  take  a  stand  of  faith 
that  these  things  are  so,  these  things 
are  true.  And  in  believing,  we  then 
react. 

Revival  of  Receiving 

Let  us  pray  for  a  re\'i\'al  of  re- 
ceiving. Acts  chapter  1,  verse  8,  de- 
clares, "Ye  shall  receive  power,  after 
that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you."  We  must  receive  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  God  says,  "Be  ye 
filled  ^vith  the  Holy  Spirit."  Perhaps 
a  better  word  for  "filled"  is  the  word 
"controlled."  Be  3'e  controlled  by  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Is  the  Spirit  of  God  in 
control  of  your  decisions,  and  your 
life,  and  vour  future  plans?  There 
is  a  great  source  of  power  available  to 
every  child  of  God.  It  is  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 


I  heard  some  time  ago  about  a  verv 
poor  farmer  in  Texas  who  had  a  great 
pool  of  oil  discovered  on  his  farm, 
and  overnight  he  became  a  million- 
aire. Now  he  had  the  land  all  the 
time,  and  the  oil  was  there  all  the 
time,  but  he  had  been  very  poor.  The 
difference  was  that  the  source  of  the 
power  was  tapped. 

The  great  source  of  power  of  the 
Holv  Spirit  in  our  lives  must  be  tap- 
ped. He  must  be  in  control  and  lead 
us  and  empower  us  if  we  are  going 
to  have  re\ival  in  our  personal  lives, 
and  share  our  faith  and  communicate 
with  people  who  so  desperately  need 
Christ  as  their  Saviour  also. 

Then  there  is  the  matter  of  receiv- 
ing the  call  of  the  Great  Commis- 
sion. These  marching  orders  have 
been  given,  and  they  stand  as  strong 
as  the  day  the\'  were  said.  "Go  ve 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Fath- 
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er,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  teaching  them  to  obsen'e  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  command- 
ed you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 
Here  is  our  global  "go."  We  do  not 
need  to  wait  for  new  orders  or  a  new 
message.  We  ha\'e  received  the  mes- 
saoe  of  the  Great  Commission.  And 
as  our  hearts  are  revived,  as  we  pray 
for  re\'ival,  let  us  pray  that  the  Great 
Commission  will  become  personal, 
and  that  we  shall  go  and  preach,  and 
teach,  and  baptize. 

Revival  of  Reaping 

We  need  a  revival  of  reaping. 
When  I  see  the  results  of  my  wit- 
nessing, and  my  preaching,  and  my 
communicating  my  faith,  I  become 
so  much  encouraged  that  I  continue 


to  go  out  and  preach,  and  witness, 
and  communicate  my  faith.  "He 
that  goeth  forth  and  weepeth,  bear- 
ing precious  seed,  shall  doubtless 
come  again  with  rejoicing,  bringing 
his  sheaves  with  him"  (Ps.  126:6). 
A  rule  of  God  is  that  if  we  will  give 
out  the  Word  of  God,  sometime, 
somehow,  someone  will  respond.  We 
must  go  to  the  people.  We  must  talk 
about  Jesus;  we  must  be  excited 
about  Christ  as  we  share  our  faith. 
We  do  so  with  a  desire  that  results 
may  be  reaped.  And  let  us  pray  for 
a  revival  of  reaping. 

A  theater  manager  and  a  pastor 
in  New  York  City  were  talking  to- 
gether on  one  occasion,  and  the  pas- 
tor remarked  to  the  theater  manager, 
"Isn't  it  strange  that  week  after  week 
I  see  a  line  of  people  waiting  to  get 
into  your  theater,  and  in  the  church 
we  have  such  a  difficult  time  getting 
people  to  attend?  I  wonder  why  that 
is." 

The  theater  manager  said,  "I  know 
why.  It's  because  we  in  the  theater 
take  fiction  and  we  treat  it  as  though 
it  v\'ere  truth.  And  you  folks  in  the 
church  take  truth  and  treat  it  as 
though    it   were    fiction." 

Revival  of  Rejoicing 

Let's  pray  for  a  revival  of  re- 
joicing. There  is  much  gloom,  dis- 
couragement, and  heartache  in  the 
world  today.  Will  Rogers  once  said, 
"If  all  that  I  know  is  ^vhat  I  read 
in  the  newspaper,  things  are  pretty 
bad."  Did  you  know  that  a  Chrisrian 
ought  to  be  the  most  happy  person 
in  the  world?  A  Christian  should  do 
things  without  murmuring  and  com- 
plaining and  griping.  But  how  dif- 
ferent is  the  picture  as  I  see  it!  All 
around  I  hear  murmuring,  and  grum- 
bling, and  complaining. 

We  who  are  in  Christ  are  able  to 
face  the  problems  of  this  world  with 
our  shoulders  back,  a  smile  on  our 
face,  and  a  song  in  our  heart  be- 
cause Jesus  Christ  is  our  Saviour  and 
God  is  sovereign.  And  He  is  able  to 
order  the  events  of  the  future  and 
make  all  provisions  for  those  who  are 
His.  Let  us  therefore  rejoice  and  be 
happy  in  Christ.  Let  us  show  to  the 
world  our  enthusiasm  and  our  excite- 
ment over  the  Christian  life  and  all 
that  it  involves.  Join  with  me  in 
pra\'er  that  we  might  see  revival 
during  the  time  of  our  lives.  T

ENCOURAGE  YOUR   LAYMEN'S 

GROUP  TO   HAVE  A  PART 

IN  THESE  PROJECTS 
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We  seem  to  be  living  in  the  day 
when  Russia,  believed  bv  many  to 
be  the  Kino  of  the  North,  is  greatlv 
enlarging  her  powers  on  the  high 
seas. 

A  news  item  under  date  of  August 
15,  1966,  states,  "Russia  is  embarked 
on  a  carefully  calculated  plan  to 
achieve  supremacy  at  sea,  two  con- 
gressmen reported.  .  .  .  Reps.  Hast- 
ings Keith,  R-Mass.,  and  Paul  G. 
Rogers,  D-Fla.,  made  a  fact-finding 
trip  to  Russia  in  Januarv.  Their  find- 
ings were  published  Thursday.  'The 
emergence  of  the  Soviet  Union  as  a 
major  maritime  power  is  no  accident 
of  history,'  they  said.  The  findings 
included: 

"Oceanography:  Russia  employs 
about  eight  or  nine  thousand  people 
in  its  programs;  the  United  States, 
only  three  thousand.  The  Soviets 
have  200  oceanographic  and  hydro- 
graphic  ships  conducting  research  in 
every  ocean  of  the  world. 

"Commercial  fishing:  In  1965  the 
Russians  unloaded  5.6  million  tons 
of  fish,  3.3  million  more  than  U.S. 


fishermen.  Moreover,  Soviet  vessels 
can  be  used  extensively  for  intelli- 
gence activities. 

"Merchant  Marine:  The  Russians 
have  464  ships  on  order  (24  per  cent 
of  the  world  total);  the  United 
States  has  onlv  41." 

Turning  to  the  Scriptures  we  read 
from  the  prophet  Daniel,  uho  wrote 
nearly  six  hundred  years  before 
Christ,  that  there  is  to  be  special 
acti\'itv  in  the  land  of  the  Kins  of 

o 

the  North  at  the  time  of  the  end. 

"And  at  the  time  of  the 
end  shall  .  .  .  the  king  of  the  north 
.  .  .  come  .  .  .  like  a  whirlwind  .  .  . 
with  many  ships"  (Dan.  11:40). 
Since  World  War  II,  v\dth  the  aid 
of  the  United  States,  Russia's 
strength  has  grown  continually  and 
most  rapidly.  This  has  taken  place 
before  the  eyes  of  the  whole  world 
while  the  United  States  cuts  back 
her  military  strength  under  the  dis- 
armament program.  During  the  cold 
war  Russia's  sea  power  has  increased 
to  enormous   proportions. 

Since  Satan  is  to  bring  to  pass  a 


world  government  in  the  end  time, 
these  moves  are  no  surprise  to  the 
Bible-believing  Christians  who  have 
an  interest  in  Bible  prophecy.  It  ap- 
pears that  Satan  has  used  world 
figures  like  Napoleon  to  attempt 
world  conquest.  Many  of  our  readers 
will  remember  Mussolini,  Hitler  and 
Stalin,  who  aspired  to  world  con- 
quest, although  the  God  who  rules 
in  the  affairs  of  men  has  prevented  a 
world  government  thus  far. 

On  May  28,  1966,  Senator  Smith- 
ington  is  said  to  have  reported:  "The 
heart  of  the  Soviet  naval  threat  is  the 
submarine.  ...  In  recent  months  the 
Russians  have  kept  submarines  and 
surface  units  from  the  Black  Sea 
and  Baltic  regularly  deployed  in 
European  Waters." 

On  May  30,  1966,  Neivsweek  re- 
ported: "Kosygin  told  the  Egyptian 
National  Assembly  that  the  unified 
efforts  of  certain  countries  such  as 
the  U.A.R.,  Algeria,  Syria,  and 
Iraq  may  have  great  importance  in 
reinforcement  of  the  anti-imperial- 
ist front.'"  It  would  appear  that  said 
front  refers  primarily  to  the  U.S.A. 

Some  may  be  wondering  whether 
perhaps  that  coming  world  govern- 
ment might  be  Russia  with  her  help- 
ers. Rest  assured  that  the  coming 
world  government  will  not  be  Rus- 
sia. There  is  another  world  ruler  to 
come.  He  will  see  the  defeat  of  the 
King  of  the  North  and  will  fulfill 
the  prophetic  image  of  the  coming 
Satan-energized  Anti-christ.  Russia's 
defeat  is  sure,  and  may  be  nearer 
than  you  think. 

Of  course,  we  know  the  U.A.R.  is 
committed  to  the  destruction  of  Is- 
rael, and  seems  to  look  to  Russia  for 
help.  How  soon  will  the  King  of 
the  North  start  down  to  the  "un- 
walled  villages"  of  Israel  "to  take  a 
prey"?  We  do  not  know,  but  we 
do  know  that  when  Russia  arrives  on 
the  soil  of  Israel,  it  will  be  the  time 
for  the  defeat  of  the  King  of  the 
North.  See  Ezekiel  38. 

God's  people  should  rejoice  as 
events  are  rapidlv  setting  the  stage 
for  the  end-time  judgments  of  God. 
We  should  be  diligent  since  we  still 
have  libertv  to  preach  and  teach 
the  gospel  and  send  out  missionaries. 

The  praying  people  of  our  day 
must  be  the  key  people  in  holding 
back  these  judgments.  The  Book 
has  not  changed,  and  each  dav's 
events  unfold  in  harmony  with  that 
Book.  T 
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hanks  be  unto  God  for  his  unspeakable  gift  (II

Pastor,  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Elizabethtown,  Pennsylvania 

The  First  Victory 


On  the  first  Sunday  of  April, 
1965,  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Elizabethtown,  Pennsylvania,  came 
into  existence.  A  band  of  faithful 
people  living  in  this  area  who  had 
been  driving  to  Lancaster  for  church 
services  now  covenanted  together  to 
build  a  new  church.  Praise  God, 
Lancaster  Countv  was  now  ooins  to 
have  its  third  Grace  Brethren  testi- 
mony. 

There  were  70  present  on  that 
first  Sundav  morning  as  Rev.  Robert 
Lapp,  who  had  been  called  to  serve 
as  pastor  on  a  part-time  basis,  led  in 
the  ser\'ices.  Immediatelv  the  group 
was  organized  and  came  under  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
and  thev  soon  purchased  a  fine  three- 
acre   plot   for   their   future   building. 

The  Second  Victory 

It  became  apparent  that  God  was 
going  to  bless  this  new  testimony 
in  an  unusual  wav.  Visitors  were  to 
be  found  in  the  services  each  week, 
and  manv  aliened  themselves  with 
the  new  group.  A  full-time  pastor 
would  have  to  be  found  for  this  work, 
and  on  the  first  anniversary'  of  the 
church's  first  ser\'ice  Rev.  Warren 
E.  Tamkin  and  his  familv  moved  to 
the  field.  With  the  help  of  both  the 
North-Adantic  District  Mission 
Board  and  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 


sions Council,  the  new  pastor  would 
be  able  to  minister  on  a  full-time 
basis. 

But  a  new  crisis  developed.  It 
became  necessary  to  vacate  the  build- 
ing where  the  congregation  was  meet- 
ing. Where  would  facilities  be  avail- 
able for  a  group  approaching  the  100 
mark?  But  God  opened  the  door,  and 
a  former  bar  just  a  few  hundred 
yards  awav  became  available.  In  the 
good  pro\'idence  of  God  it  was  just 
two  blocks  from  the  building  site,  on 
the  same  street,  and  at  one-half  the 
former  rent.  The  men  of  the  church 
relished  the  work  program,  which 
consisted  first  of  tearing  down  the 
large  bar  signs  and  then  of  cleaning 
up  and  painting.  On  Mav  15  the 
congregation  moved  into  its  new  tem- 
porary home,  with  an  auditorium 
seating  about  ninety  and  rooms  for 
nine  classes. 

The  Third  Victory 

The  Building  Committee  and  con- 
gregation moved  quite  rapidlv  in 
planning  for  a  first-unit  building, 
working  with  Rev.  Ralph  C.  Hall  of 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Archi- 
tectural Department.  A  fine,  one- 
stor\'  colonial  building  of  just  over 
four  thousand  square  feet  of  floor 
space  was  selected,  providing  for  an 
auditorium  seating  176  and  class- 
rooms for  a  fully  departmentalized 
Sundav  school.  As  the  church  grew. 


a  second-unit  fellowship  hall  and  a 
third-unit  permanent  sanctuary  could 
be  added  to  the  plan.  The '$9,000 
debt  on  the  lots  are  being  paid  off 
at  a  fine  rate. 

The  Fourth  Victory 

Early  in  September  it  was 
learned  that  the  Brethren  construc- 
tion crew  was  planning  to  begin  work 
on  this  building  about  October  L  So 
the  men  of  the  church  cleared  and 
mowed  the  lots,  and  the  Building 
Committee  laid  out  an  entrance  drive 
and  parking  lot.  A  local  contractor 
was  on  the  job  immediately  doing 
the  grading.  Then,  in  an  effort  to  be 
out  of  the  mud  for  the  building 
project,  man\'  loads  of  gravel  were 
hauled  in  and  leveled.  What  a  sur- 
prise \^'hen  a  few  davs  later  v\'e  re- 
ceived the  gravel  bill  marked, 
"Paid  in  full!" 

The  Fifth  Victory 

Lancaster  County  had  seen  the 
greatest  drought  in  25  years,  but  just 
about  the  time  our  ground-breaking 
services  \Aere  planned,  the  rains  be- 
gan to  come.  It  rained  off  and  on 
for  days.  In  fact,  it  was  still  raining 
on  Sunday  morning,  October  2.  The 
nearbv  Rheems  Fire  Hall  had  been 
engaged  for  our  congregational  din- 
ner  and  could  be  used  for  an  after- 
noon indoor  service  if  necessarv.  But 
as  the  morning  hours  passed  and  the 
sun  began  to  shine,  it  became  ap- 
parent that  God  was  going  to  give  us 
a  beautiful  dav.  Rev.  Robert  Lapp 
brought  a  challenging  message  on  the 
theme,  "Let  Us  Arise  and  Build.'" 
There    were    127    in    attendance    at 
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Group    enjoying    refreshments    after    ground-breaking 


this  sendee,  and  even  with  a  large 
junior  church  program  the  facilities 
were  taxed  to  capacity.  Following 
this,  nearly  one  hundred  people  en- 
joyed a  delightful  dinner  prepared 
by  the  women  of  the  church. 

Chairs,  pulpit  furniture,  and  a  por- 
table organ  were  quickly  mo\'ed  to 
the  lots  after  dinner.  The  sun  came 
out  brightly,  and  the  temperature 
neared  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  on  the 
thermometer.  By  the  time  the  ser\'ice 
began,  nearly  two  hundred  people 
had  assembled  on  the  beautiful  hill, 
and  as  they  viewed  the  surrounding 
valley,  many  marveled  at  the  out- 
standing location  the  Lord  had  given 
His  people. 

Words  of  greeting  were  brought  to 
the  assembly  first  by  Rev.  Russell 
Weber,  moderator  of  the  Northern 
Atlantic  District.  Mr.  Elmer  Tam- 
kin,  the  pastor's  father  and  financial 
secretary  of  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation,  spoke  on  behalf  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 
Mr.  jay  Hollinger  represented  the 
Lancaster  churches,  sans  two  selec- 
many  of  its  members  for  this  work. 
And  a  final  word  was  heard  from 
Mr.  Don  Sellers,  superintendent  of 
the  Brethren  construction  crew. 

The  Heralds  of  Grace  Quartet, 
composed  of  men  from  the  local  and 
Lancaster  churches,  sang  two  selec- 
tions. Then  Dr.  Ralph  Stoll,  noted 
Bible  teacher  now  residing  in  Lan- 
caster, brought  the  challenge  from 
the  Word  of  God.  His  message, 
taken  from  Matthew  13:55,  was  en- 
titled, "Is  This  Not  the  Carpenter's 
Son?" 

The  pastor  led  in  the  actual  cere- 
mony of  breaking  ground,  followed 
by  Mr.  Wilbur  Koser,  chairman  of 
the  Building  Committee.  Mr.  George 
Wilhelm  broke  ground  as  a  member

of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  Board,  Rev.  Weber  on  be- 
half of  the  district,  followed  by  Dr. 
Stoll,  representing  the  many  visitors 
and  friends  who  were  with  us  for  that 
happy  occasion. 

A  'special  hole"  was  dug  by  the 
pastor  and  lined  with  plastic,  and 
following  the  benediction  all  were  in- 
vited to  participate  in  the  offering 
in  this  manner.  A  larse  table  had 
been  set  up  on  the  lots,  and  all  en- 
joyed refreshments  and  fellowship 
together    before    starting    homeward. 

The  Other  Victories 

Ground-breaking  was  just  the  be- 
ginnino  of  many  victories  which  were 
to  follow  in  October.  The  average 
Sunday  morning  worship  attendance 


went  over  one  hundred  for  the  first 
time.  There  were  decisions  for  Christ 
and  rededications.  Eight  were  added 
to  the  membership.  We  believe  that 
this  is  just  the  beginning  of  many 
\'ictories  we  shall  be  receiving  from 
the  Lord  as  the  days  pass. 

The  week  of  November  7  the 
Brethren  construction  crew  members, 
Robert  Baer  and  William  Shakleton, 
finished  their  work  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  and  joined  the  superintendent, 
Don  Sellers,  and  Herbert  Christop- 
her who  have  been  working  here 
since  the  sround-breaking.  The 
foundation  is  in,  the  plumbing  that 
goes  under  the  floor  completed  and 
the  floor  is  to  be  poured  this  week. 
This  is  the  most  recent  \ictorv  with 
the  entire  crew  getting  on  the  job 
earlier  than  anticipated.  T

Parkersburg  Grace 
Brethren  Goes 
Self-Supporting!

On  the  fringe  oF  the  "depressed 
Appalachian  area"  on  the  West  Vir- 
ginia side  of  the  Ohio  River  Hes  a 
prospering  Httle  city  known  as  Park- 
ersburg. And  in  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  that  community  there  is 
no  cause  for  depression,  but  much 
cause  for  rejoicing  and  "giving  thanks 
always  for  all  things  unto  God  and 
the  Father  in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ"   (Eph.    5:20). 

In  a  business  meeting  held  Octo- 
ber 5,  by  a  unanimous  vote  the 
decision  was  reached  to  become  full)' 
self-supporting  as  of  October  1 ,  which 
was  three  months  earlier  than  an- 
ticipated. We  praise  the  Lord  for  the 
faith  of  His  people  here. 

At  the  outset  of  1966  we  began  to 
pray  for  an  outward  evidence  of 
the  inward  working  of  the  Holv 
Spirit.  We  pra}'ed  that  we  might  see 
decisions  made  for  Jesus  Christ;  we 
prayed  that  we  might  see  families 
added  to  the  church  membership; 
and  we  prayed  that  we  might  he 
self-supporting  by  1967.  Earnest 
prayers,  especially  those  that  are  ten- 
derized with  tears,  will  be  honored 
by  Almightv  God;  this  has  been 
proven  time  and  time  again. 

As  the  year  has  progressed,  God 
has  allowed  us  to  witness  26  souls 


gathered  into  the  fold  of  the  Great 
Shepherd,  and  this  number  does  not 
include  1 1  youngsters  who  received 
Christ  as  Saviour  during  Vacation 
Bible  School.  Thus  far,  16  believers 
have  passed  through  the  baptismal 
waters.  In  these  victories  lies  our 
cause  for  rejoicing. 

In  a  week  of  meetings  that  lasted 
through  Palm  Sundav,  Rev.  M.  L. 
Mvers,  of  Mansfield,  Ohio,  brouoht 
a  series  of  messages  that  caused  some 
14  jjeople  to  rededicate  their  lives  to 
the  Lord.  There  were  also  18  teen- 
agers and  vounpsters  who  indicated 
a  willingness  to  follow  Christ  wher- 
ever He  might  lead  them. 

As  a  project  that  would  require 
faith,  we  decided  to  support  three 
high-school  students  who  were  will- 
ing to  be  "summer  missionaries" 
under  Child  Evangelism  Fellowship. 
Karen  Coplin,  Larry  Lee,  and  Charles 
Kellev  went  on  to  the  training  camp 
in  Washington,  Illinois,  while  we 
pra\'ed  that  the  Lord  would  provide 
the  finances.  He  did!  What  a  bless- 
ing it  was  to  hear  how  God  worked 
through  these  missionaries  and  one 
other  voung  lady  from  Sully,  Iowa! 
Thirtv-one  five-day  clubs  were  held, 
456  children  attended,  and  214  pro- 
fessions of  faith  were  recorded.  Cer- 


tainly, there  is  much  cause  for  re- 
joicing when  a  church  can  see  her 
teen-agers  engaged  in  the  greatest 
task  on  earth— winning  souls  to 
Christ. 

Along  with  the  spiritual  gains  have 
come  numerous  financial  blessings. 
It  always  works  this  way!  Jesus  in- 
tended for  us  to  understand  that  fi- 
nances will  be  supplied  only  after 
we  tend  to  the  spiritual  needs.  He 
told  us,  "Seek  \'e  first  the  kingdom 
of  God,  and  his  righteousness;  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  added  unto 
you." 

To  our  utter  amazement  a  local 
businessman  gave  our  church  a  check 
for  $2,000,  which  we  applied  to  our 
building  debt.  It  has  been  a  real 
cause  for  rejoicing  to  see  how  the 
Lord  supplies  all  our  needs.  Our 
building  debt  has  decreased  $7,000 
in  slightly  over  two  years. 

We  have  cause  for  rejoicing  in  an- 
other area,  too,  and  that  is  mission 
giving.  Our  own  missionaries  under 
the  personalized-support  plan  are 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Martin  Garber  and 
their  little  son,  John.  Our  commit- 
ment for  their  partial  support  is 
$800  and  already  we  have  passed  this 
goal.  Our  goal  of  $150  for  the  Nava- 
jo mission  has  already  been  passed. 
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Nov\'  that  we  are  self-supporting, 
it  is  good  to  remember  how  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  has 
this  church.  Because  the  old 
Prosperity  Brethren  Church,  some 
twent^'  miles  from  Parkersburg,  in 
the  Limestone  Hill  and  Windy 
Ridge  area,  had  lost  her  congregation 
because  of  migration  to  the  city, 
Brethren  people  in  the  Parkersburg 
area  were  without  a  Brethren  church. 
The  first  pastor  sent  out  by  the 
council  was  Rev.  Lester  E.  Smitley. 


Through  his  leadership,  regular  serv- 
ices were  conducted  in  the  Pike 
Street  Community  Building.  The 
present  building  was  erected  in  1955 
and  formally  dedicated  May  6,  1956. 
Rev.  Richard  Placeway  became 
the  pastor  in  December,  1956.  Dur- 
ing the  next  seven  years  there  was 
a  large  increase  in  attendance  and 
membership.  For  1 1  years  Brethren 
Home  Missions  stood  by  ready  to 
help  and  to  guide  this  church  as  it 
grew  from  infancy.  Now,  in  1966, 
it  is  with  both  pride  and  rejoicing 
that  we  can  say  we  are  supporting 
Brethren  Home  Missions;  in  fact,  we 
have  already  passed  our  1966  goal 
of  $450  for  them. 

Among  other  causes  for  rejoicing 
are  the  children  interested  in  Jet 
Cadets;  a  young  man  in  Grace  Col- 
lege, Ronzil  Jarvis,  preparing  for  the 
ministry;  concerned  Sunday-school 
teachers;  and  increased  giving. 

Finally,  the  one  great  cause  for  re- 
joicing to  the  heart  of  the  pastor  is 
to  see  Christians  who  are  maturins 

o 

spirituallv,  Christians  who  feel  the 
responsibility  that  goes  along  with 
the  privilege  of  being  sons  of  God 
and  having  eternal  life.  Christians 
who  are  concerned  for  lost  souls 
.  .  .  this  is  truly  a  great  cause  for  re- 
joicing. 

"Giving  thanks  unto  the  Father, 
which  hath  made  us  meet  to  be  par- 
takers of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints 
in  light"  (Col.  1:12). 

Come  over  into  depressed  Ap- 
palachia  to  Parkersburg  and  rejoice 
with  us!  T

"The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all 
things,  and  desperately  wicked:  who 
can  know  it?"  (Jer.  17:9). 

Few  people  understand  that  area 
of  man  which  is  designated  by  the 
Bible  as  the  heart.  To  most  people 
the  heart  is  an  enigma.  They  tn,'  to 
believe  the  heart  is  good  and  is  the 
motivation  of  good  action  on  the 
part  of  man.  They  are  unv\illing  to 
concede  their  heart  deceives  them. 
They  will  not  admit  their  heart  is 
desperately  wicked.  The  majority 
of  people,  both  Jew  and  Gentile,  fall 
into  this  group.  Only  those  who  can 
be  classed  as  sincere  Christians  are 
able  to  appreciate  in  some  measure 
the  real  condition  of  their  heart  and 
agree  with  God's  description  of  it. 
Yet  even  among  these  people  many 
are  often  terriblv  deceived  by  their 
heart. 

The  Jew  in  particular  has  a  real 
problem  with  his  heart.  In  its  pride 
and  stubbornness  his  heart  has  led 
him  far  from  his  Messiah  and,  in 
consequence,  far  from  his  God.  His 
heart  has  been  the  cause  of  all  the 
tragedy  he  has  experienced.  Had 
the  Jew  listened  to  God  and  not  fol- 
lowed his  heart  tendencies,  he  would 
have  received  unlimited  blessings 
from  God  (Deut.  28:1-14).  However, 
he  chose  to  follow  his  heart  and  has 
experienced  all  the  curses  of  Deu- 
teronomy 28:15-67).  What  has  hap- 
pened to  the  Jew  down  through  the 
ages  is  contingent  upon  his  heart  in- 
terest. 

Now,  the  Jew  has  not  been  any 
worse  than  any  other  people.  In  fact, 
he  has  been  morally  better  than  most. 
But  God  made  a  particular  covenant 
with  the  Jew.  Thus  he  possessed 
knowledge  and  position  which  others 
did  not  have.  He  failed  to  accept 
the  resultant  responsibility.  He 
proved  to  be  no  different  from  other 
people  with  less  light.  Today  as  a 
consequence  the  proud  and  stubborn 
heart  of  the  Jew  stands  between  him 
and  his  Messiah,  between  him  and 
his  God.  There  are  many  contribut- 
ing factors. 

For  instance,  the  Old  Testament 
is  the  stor\'  of  the  hardening  of  the 
heart  of  the  Jew.  Long  ages  of  spirit- 
ual rebellion  and  unbelief  have 
caused  the  spiritual  perception  of  the 
Jew  to  be  blunted.  His  heart  has 
been  hardened.  Holy  Scripture  puts 
it  this  way:  "See  ye  indeed,  but  per- 


ceive not.  Make  the  heart  of  this 
people  fat  .  .  .  lest  they  .  .  .  under- 
stand with  their  heart,  and  convert 
.  .  ."  (Isa.  6:9-10).  The  Jew  rejects 
New  Testament  truth  because  his 
heart  has  been  progressively  hard- 
ened to  the  pleading  of  the  Old 
Testament  truth.  The  Jew  refused 
to  begin  at  Moses  and  all  the  proph- 
ets and  let  the  Messiah  expound  in 
all  the  Scriptures  the  things  concern- 
ing himself  (Luke  24:27).  It  is  only 
through  the  pleading  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  that  the  heart  of  the  Jew  can 
be  softened  toward  New  Testament 
truth  and  Jesus  the  Messiah. 

The  heart  of  the  Jew  has  also  been 
bound.  It  is  bound  by  man-made  tra- 
dition. Tradition  has  misinterpreted 
Holy  Scripture;  tradition  has  mis- 
translated Holv  Scripture;  tradition 
has  even  blocked  the  translation  of 
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Holy  Scripture.  And  all  this  has  been 
done  in  the  areas  which  have  to  do 
v\'ith  the  identity  and  work  of  the 
Messiah.  In  fact,  in  these  later  years 
it  also  has  to  do  with  the  person- 
ality of  the  Messiah,  for  today  there 
is  a  vast  school  which  holds  that  Mes- 
siah is  the  movement  in  the  State  of 
Israel  or  that  Messiah  is  really  Israel. 
And  the  Jew  clings  tenaciously  to 
Rabinical  traditions.  It  is  in  this 
manner  that  the  spiritual  leaders  of 
Israel  have  been  able  to  deceive  their 
people.  Jesus  discussed  the  matter  of 
tradition  and  those  who  fostered  it. 
He  said:  "Thus  have  ye  made  the 
commandment  of  God  of  none  effect 
by  your  tradition.  .  .  .  This  people 
draweth  nigh  unto  me  with  their 
mouth,  and  honoureth  me  with  their 
lips;  but  their  heart  is  far  from  me" 


(Matt.  15:6,  8).  It  is  only  through 
the  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  that 
the  heart  of  the  Jew  can  be  released 
from  the   bondage  of  tradition. 

The  heart  of  the  Jew  is  restless. 
He  is  not  able  to  stay  in  one  place 
very  long.  Some  say  the  Jew  is  a 
wanderer  because  of  persecution.  The 
truth  of  the  matter  is  he  will  never 
be  satisfied  until  he  is  once  again  in 
the  land  God  promised  to  Abraham 
and  his  descendents.  Today  he  is  in 
every  land  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 
And  it  is  his  privilege  so  to  be.  But 
he  never  will  be  at  rest.  The  ungodly 
Gentile  will  see  to  that.  The  Jew  will 
find  rest  for  his  heart  only  when 
he  listens  to  the  God  of  heaven. 
Isaiah  tried  to  warn  his  Jewish  breth- 
ren what  restlessness  indicated.  In 
chapter  57  he  said,  "The  wicked  are 
like  the  troubled  sea,  when  it  cannot 
rest.  .  .  .  There  is  no  peace,  saith  mv 
God,  to  the  wicked"  (Isa.  57:20-21). 

One  day  Jesus  was  talking  to  a 
multitude  about  His  identity.  He 
was  led  to  pray  to  the  Father,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  prayer  He  addressed 
the  people  and  finished  with  these 
words:  "Neither  knoweth  any  man 
the  Father,  save  the  Son,  and  he  to 
whomsoever  the  Son  will  reveal 
him.  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  lab- 
our and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will 
give  you  rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon 
you,  and  leam  of  me;  for  I  am  meek 
and  lowly  in  heart:  and  ye  shall  find 
rest  unto  your  souls"  (Matt.  11:27- 
29).  The  Jewish  heart  will  find  rest 
only  when  it  responds  to  the  gra- 
cious invitation  of  its  Messiah,  Jesus. 

The  heart  of  the  Jew  is  empty  in 
spite  of  all  the  material  and  physical 
things  it  possesses.  The  Jew  like  tlie 
Gentile  imagines  his  heart  can  be 
satisfied  with  an  abundance  of  ma- 
terial possessions  and  physical  health 
and  well  being.  Such  is  not  the  case. 
Jesus  impressed  the  need  of  the  heart 
on  a  select  group  of  Jews  on  the  side 
of  a  mountain  one  day.  To  them  He 
said  concerning  the  things  of  the 
world:  "For  after  all  these  things  do 
the  Gentiles  seek."  Then  He  said, 
"But  seek  ve  first  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  his  righteousness;  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  added  unto 
vou"  (Matt\  6:32-33). 

What  did  Jesus  mean  by  "his 
righteousness"?    Listen    to   Paul,   the 
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Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews;  he,  writing 
in  connection  w  ith  the  jew  said  this 
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of  the  Jew:  "For  they  being  ignorant 
of  God's  righteousness,  and  going 
about  to  establish  their  own  right- 
eousness, have  not  submitted  them- 
selves unto  the  righteousness  of  God. 
For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for 
righteousness  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth"  (Rom.  10:3-4).  The  empty 
Jewish  heart  can  be  filled  only  by 
that  which  fills  the  empty  heart  of 
all  mankind,  Jesus,  the  Messiah. 
Only  then  will  he  realize  that  right- 
eousness which  makes  us  acceptable 
to  God. 

The  Christian  believer  should 
take  the  Jew  to  his  heart.  He  should 
recognize  he  is  in  this  day  God's 
ambassador  to  the  Jew.  He  is  to  be- 
seech the  Jew  in  Christ's  stead,  "Be 
ve  reconciled  to  God!"  Through  the 
Christian  the  Jew  must  learn  it  was 
for  our  sake  that  Christ,  who  knew 
no  sin,  was  made  sin,  so  that  in  and 
through  Him  we  might  become  the 
righteousness  of  God.  Mav  He  en- 
courage all  of  us  with  the  foresight 
and  grant  us  the  wisdom  to  be  His 
ambassadors.  T

Jesus  made  a  promise.  He  said  to 
His  disciples,  "I  will  come  again, 
and  receive  you  unto  myself."  His 
promise  was  renewed  through  an- 
gelic messengers  following  His  as- 
cension. They  said,  "This  same 
Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from  vou 
into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like 
manner  as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into 
heaven."  Even  though  the  unsaved 
world  questions  whether  such  a  thing 
will  ever  happen,  we  can  rest  as- 
sured that  it  will;  but  more  than  this, 
the  promise  of  His  coming  needs  to 


be  applied  practically  to  our  lives. 

The    Promise    Is    Questioned 

In  II  Peter  3:1-7  we  learn  that  the 
last  days  will  be  characterized  by 
"scoffers,  walking  after  their  own 
lusts,  and  saving.  Where  is  the  prom- 
ise of  his  coming?"   With   the  false 

o 

premise  of  uninformitarianism  thev 
sav,  "Since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all 
things  continue  as  they  were  from 
the  beginning  of  the  creation,"  and 
they  thus  reach  the  equally  false 
conclusion  that  the  promise  of  His 
coming  is  an  impossibility.  Their 
willful  ignorance  blinds  them  to  the 
fact    that    all    things   ha\'e    not    con- 


destruction  of  the  world  by  a  uni- 
\ersal  deluge  in  the  days  of  Noah 
stands  in  sharp  contrast  to  their  false 
premise.  Linked  with  this  is  a  warn- 
ing of  another  judgment  by  fire. 

Frequently  one  hears  an  individual 
giving  vocal  expression  to  such  feel- 
inos.  \\'ith  tones  of  resignation  to 
the  fact  that  Jesus  is  not  coming 
again,  his  comments  run  something 
like  this:  "I've  been  hearing  preach- 
ers for  fifty  years  saying  that  Jesus 
is  coming  again  and  He  still  hasn't 
come."  The  promise  is  questioned, 
but  remember  .  .  . 

The  Promise  Is  Assured 


tinued  as  the\'  were   (w.    5-7).  The  The    sureness   of   Christ's   coming 
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is  the  thrust  of  II  Peter  3:8-10.  The 
questioners  may  be  willfully  ignor- 
ant, but  don't  you  be  ignorant.  The 
preacher  who  has  been  proclaiming 
faithfully  the  return  of  Christ  for 
fifty  }'ears  is  not  wrong.  "Beloved, 
be-  not  ignorant  of  this  one  thing, 
that  one  day  is  with  the  Lord  as  a 
thousand  years,  and  a  thousand  years 
as  one  day.  The  Lord  is  not  slack 
concerning  His  promise,  as  some 
men  count  slackness."  (See  also  Ps. 
90.)  The  promise  is  assured  further 
with  the  words,  "But  the  dav  of  the 
Lord  will  come." 

Suppose  for  a  moment  that  the 
Lord  had  come  a  week  ago.  Where 
would  you  be  now?  No  doubt  everv 
soul  that  has  found  Christ  in  the 
past  seven  days  is  happy  that  He  did 
not  come  a  week  ago.  But  what 
about  you?  Could  it  be  that  the  Lord 
has  gi\'en  \ou  another  week  to  ac- 
cept Him  and  you  have  refused? 
If  He  has  not  come  in  the  last  fifty 
years,  consider  this:  "The  Lord  is  not 


slack  concerning  his  promise,  as  some 
men  count  slackness;  but  is  longsuf- 
fering  to  us-ward,  not  willing  that 
any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should 
come  to  repentance.  But  the  day  of 
the  Lord  will  come."  You  mav  have 
had  your  last  opportunits'  to  accept 
Christ.  If  you  are  a  Christian  and 
are  resting  in  the  assurance  of  His 
promise,  read  on  and  see  how  .  .  . 

The  Promise   Is  Applied 

The  very  practical  application,  II 
Peter  3:11-18,  besins,  "Seeino  then 
that  all  these  things  shall  be  dis- 
solved, what  manner  of  persons  ought 
ye  to  be  in  all  holy  conversation  and 
godliness  .  .  .?"  The  great  doctrines 
of  the  Bible  were  never  intended  to 
end  with  mere  intellectual  assimila- 
tion. They  should  affect  us  where  we 
live. 

The  promise  of  His  coming  should 
produce  a  holy  life,  "without  spot, 
and  blameless."  Are  there  things  in 


your  life  you  would  not  want  to 
be  doing  when  the  Lord  returns? 
He  may  come  at  any  moment.  The 
promise  of  His  coming  should  pro- 
duce a  life  of  service.  "Wherefore, 
belo\'ed,  seeing  that  ye  look  for  such 
things,  be  diligent  that  ye  may  be 
found  of  him  in  peace."  Coupled 
with  diligence  is  a  warning.  "See- 
ing ye  know  these  things  before,  be- 
ware lest  ye  also,  being  led  away 
with  the  error  of  the  wicked,  fall 
from  your  own  stedfastness."  The 
promise  of  His  coming  should  stimu- 
late growth.  "But  grow  in  grace, 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ."  The 
promise  of  His  coming  is  attended 
with  many  practical  values. 

"Where  is  the  promise  of  his  com- 
ino?"  "The  Lord  is  not  slack  con- 
cerning  His  promise.  .  .  .  The  day  of 
the  Lord  will  come."  "Nevertheless 
we,  according  to  his  promise,  look 
for  new  heavens  and  a  new  earth, 
wherein    dwelleth    righteousness."  T

The  March   of  the   Times 

The  final  quarter  of  1966  is  now 
in  progress,  and  it  confronts  mankind 
everywhere  with  an  enigma.  Where 
do  the  events  of  the  present  lead?  In 
almost  every  quarter  of  the  globe 
the  world  is  in  turmoil  and  strife. 
There  is  revolution  and  counter- 
revolution; nation  rising  against  na- 
tion, race  against  race,  class  against 
class,  religion  against  religion;  pov- 
erty, pestilence,  lawlessness,  anarchy, 
immorality,   degeneration. 

The  financial  economies  of  the 
world  are  resting  upon  a  foundation 
of  sand.  The  superstructures  are 
weaving,  swaying,  rising,  trembling, 
and  toppling.  In  one  area  they  are 
experiencing  galloping  inflation,  in 
others  thev  are  in  severe  recession, 
and  in  still  others  the  economy  bal- 


ances on  the  brink  of  the  abyss. 
A  thoughtful  businessman  recendv 
confessed  that  in  all  his  long  years  of 
experience  there  has  never  been  a 
time  like  the  present.  There  seem 
to  be  no  criteria  by  which  to  diagnose 
the  trends. 

Though  the  movement  of  events 
seems  to  be  shaping  up  into  a  topsy- 
turvy pattern,  the  Word  of  God  de- 
clares that  the  King  of  the  Ages 
(I  Tim.  1:17)  upholds  all  things  by 
the  word  of  his  power  (Heb.  1:3) 
and  is  working  all  things  after  the 
counsel  of  his  own  will  (Eph.  1:11). 
This  means  that  there  is  purpose  in 
the  movement  of  events,  and  that  pur- 
pose in  relation  to  the  saints  is  for 
good  (Rom.  8:28),  and  it  will  ulti- 
mately work  out  for  the  glory  of 
Him  who  guides  the  universe  to  its 
certain  goal  (Rev.  4:11). 

The  Enrollment  at  Grace 

For  a  second  straight  vear  there 
has  been  an  unusual  growth  in  the 
student  bodv  at  Grace  both  in  the 
college  and  in  the  seminarv.  In  the 
college  the  enrollment  has  gone  up 
to  447,  an  increase  of  22  per  cent 
over  a  year  ago.  This  student  bodv 
comes  from  23  states  and  four  for- 
eign countries.  In  the  seminarv  the 
enrollment  reached  160,  counting  all 
students,  resident  and  nonresident. 
This  marks  an  increase  of  close  to  20 
per  cent.  In  total,  there  are  600  stu- 
dents, 100  more  than  a  vear  ago. 

The  larger  student  body  brings 
with  it  certain  problems  that  invari- 
ablv  accompanv  increase.  Rearrange- 
ment of  classrooms  to  handle  larger 
classes  was  the  experience  in  both 
schools.  More  seating  capacity  had  to 
be  provided  for  chapels.  And  new 
provisions  had  to  be  made  to  super- 
vise the  various  school  functions.

But  this  larger  student  body  was 
most  welcome.  We  had  prayed  that 
God  would  send  in  more  students, 
and  He  did.  The  larger  student  body 
made  it  more  certain  that  we  would 
be  able  to  meet  the  budget  from  in- 
creased student  income.  In  a  swiftlv 
accelerating  financial  economy  in 
which  we  are  now  living,  this  in- 
crease gives  more  promise  that  we 
will  be  able  to  survive  the  financial 
contingencies  of  the  present  year. 

There  Is  a  Moving  in  Hearts 

From  the  moment  of  the  opening 
of  school  there  has  been  a  continuing 
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moving  in  the  hearts  of  young  people 
and  facultv.  It  is  quite  evident  that 
Heaven  has  come  down  upon  us  in 
a  revival.  Young  people  are  getting 
saved,  dedicating  their  lives,  giving 
themselves  to  prayer,  setting  them- 
selves aside  from  sin,  and  in  general 
demonstrating  that  thev  appreciate 
the  atmosphere  of  Grace  Theological 
Seminarv  and  Grace  College. 

Nothing  brings  more  gladness  to 
the  facultv  and  staff  than  this  demon- 
stration. In  this  atmosphere,  even  the 
academic  takes  on  new  meaning  and 
zest.  But  uppermost  in  our  hearts  is 
the  accomplishment  of  that  highest 
of  all  achievements,  the  development 
of  everv  talent  to  the  glory  of  our 
great  God  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

This  is  a  time  when  God's  people 
across  this  land  need  to  join  us  in 
prayer  for  the  continuing  realization 
of  the  supreme  purpose  of  this 
school  in  the  lives  of  the  voung  peo- 
ple who  are  in  attendance.

Secret 

For 

Effective 

Progress 


The  year  is  1405  B.C.  On  the 
east  bank  of  the  Jordan  River  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  people  are 
poised  in  silence.  The  excitement  of 
this  throng  is  electrifying.  After  forty 
years  of  frustration  and  disappoint- 
ment the  moment  has  arrived.  Israel 
is  now  ready  to  enter  the  Promised 
Land.  But  one  moment  .  .  .  we  have 
a  crisis!  Look  at  the  River  Jordan! 
It  is  flooding  over  its  banks  and  is 
rushing  toward  the  Dead  Sea  with 
such  power  and  force  that  surely  no 
one  will  attempt  to  cross.  In  addition 
to  this,  look  at  the  impressive  de- 
fensive walls  of  Jericho  and  the  so- 
phisticated military  might  of  the  Can- 
aanite  tribes  which  lie  just  beyond 
Jericho  in  the  hill  country.  Does  this 
mean  the  end  to  progress? 

In  the  silence  of  this  moment 
Joshua  steps  forward  and  with  a 
clear,    convincing    voice    issues    the 


order  to  march.  The  instructions  and 
admonitions  given  by  Joshua  on  this 
momentous  occasion  provide  us  with 
the  secret  for  effective  progress  and 
the  key  to  spiritual  victory.  The  at- 
titudes and  actions  of  Joshua  in  this 
crisis  situation  are  clear  verifications 
of  his  faith  in  the  God  of  Israel. 

First,  there  was  the  unqualified 
reception  of  the  divine  message. 
When  God  commanded  Joshua  to 
lead  the  nation  of  Israel  into  the 
land  of  Canaan,  Joshua  did  not  re- 
quest an  extension  of  time  in  order 
to  let  the  Jordan  River  subside.  He

did  not  plead  for  a  different  route 
so  as  to  avoid  confrontation  with  the 
enemy.  He  did  not  call  for  a  caucus, 
a  commission,  or  a  committee  rejxirt 
in  five  copies,  with  this  committee  to 
be  duly  organized  and  named  "The 
Committee  on  Crisis  in  the  Con- 
temporary Situation."  Without  argu- 
ment and  without  delav  he  ordered 
the  people  to  prepare  to  march 
(Joshua  1:11).  He  was  well  aware  of 
the  crisis  that  confronted  this  young 
nation. 

It  would  be  well  for  us  to  ask  at 
this  point.  Are  we  aware  of  the 
crisis  of  our  day?  Are  we  knowledge- 
able of  the  fact  that  the  rushing  tide 
of  liberal  theology  has  swept  away 
any  remnants  of  a  Biblical  theology 
from  most  college  and  seminary  cam- 
puses? Not  only  have  institutions  of 
higher   learning   surrendered    to   the 
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pressures  of  popular  opinion,  but 
churches  are  also  crumbling.  Satan 
and  his  forces  have  not  retreated. 
The  conflict  is  still  on;  no  treaty 
has  been  signed.  No  jjeace  pact  has 
been  drawn  up.  The  cease  fire  has 
not  been  heard.  Hell  is  still  taking 
its  toll!  This  is  crisis!  Are  we  really 
concerned? 

Grace  College  and  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminar)'  were  established  in 
the  midst  of  this  crisis  and  because 
of  it.  These  schools  exist  because  of 
a  deep  concern  on  the  part  of  God's 
people  for  the  purity  of  the  gospel 
and  the  salvation  of  lost  souls.  One 
of  the  aims  of  these  institutions  is  to 
meet  this  spiritual  crisis  head  on 
by  arming  men  and  women  with  the 
truth  of  the  gosjsel  and  sending  them 
out  to  the  battlefronts  of  the  world. 

The  second  secret  for  effective 
progress  is  the  unqualified  ademption 
of  divine  methods.  Observe  that  pre- 
paration for  the  march  into  Canaan 
was  not  made  by  sharpening  swords 
or  polishing  shields.  It  was  clear  that 
the  battle  was  the  Lord's.  The  total 
emphasis  was  on  personal,  spiritual 
preparation.  The  people  were  com- 
manded to  sanctify  themselves 
(Joshua  3:5),  i.e.,  to  set  themselves 
apart  for  God's  program  and  will. 
They  were  ordered  to  keep  their 
eves  on  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  for 
leadership  in  the  march,  not  the  sol- 
diers, generals,  or  Joshua  (Joshua  3:3, 
11). 

Speaking  of  methods,  imagine  the 
raised  eyebrows  when  Joshua  in- 
formed his  top  military  leaders  that 
he  was  going  to  take  Jericho  bv 
blowing  trumpets  and  marching 
around  the  city  for  seven  days!  This 
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It  is  my  distinct  privilege  to  pre- 
sent a  series  of  articles  on  the  var- 
ious ways  money  can  be  used  in 
furthering  the  cause  of  Christian 
higher  education  at  Grace  College 
and  Seminar}'.  This  first  article  will 
deal  with  ways  you  can  assist  Grace 
Schools  while  you  are  still  living.  In 
subsquent  articles  we  will  explore 
the  area  of  deferred  giving,  or,  more 
specifically,  how  you  can  provide  fi- 
nancial assistance  to  the  schools  after 
your  death. 

There  appear  to  be  three  motiva- 
tional levels  operating  in  us  as  we 
live  our  Christian  lives. 

First,  you  must.  This  is  law.  There 


is  a  lack  of  freedom  and  personal 
choice.  This  system  was  operative  in 
Old  Testament  times  and  is  still 
prevalent  in  some  church  bodies  to- 
day. Stewardship  is  not  a  whip  or 
legal  action  to  drive  people  to  give 
to  their  church  or  college. 

Second,  you  ought  to.  This  is 
the  moral  obligation  compulsion. 
There  is  a  feeling  of  duty.  In  order 
to  be  a  good  citizen  and  "commu- 
nity conscious,"  I  will  do  it.  This  is 
the  motivating  force  of  many  people 
today.  They  give  to  their  church  col- 
lege because  thev  ought  to. 

Third,  joii  will  want  to.  This  is 
grace,  freedom,  love,  spontaneity, 
recklessness,  and  hilariousness.  This 
is  the  correct  Biblical  concept  of  giv- 
ing. Paul's  letter  to  the  Romans  ex- 
plains the  place  of  law  in  our  lives: 
we  are  under  grace,  not  under  law 
(Rom.  6:14).  He  further  proceeds  to 
reject  moral  compulsion  ("not  of  ne- 
cessity") (cp.  II  Cor.  9:7  and  Phile. 
14).  ' 

Milo  Kauffman,  in  a  book  entitled 
The  Challenge  of  Christian  Steward- 
ship, has  well  said:  "Too  often  at- 
tempts are  made  to  wring  generous 
offerings  from  selfish  people.  Chris- 
tian stewardship  most  certainly  is  not 
church   legislation   nor  a   scheme  to 
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deprive  men  of  their  cash.  It  is  the 
natural  consequence  of  an  experience 
with  God— the  natural  reaction  of  the 
human  heart  that  has  been  touched 
by  the  Holy  Spirit." 

Assuming  now  that  you  would  like 
to  help  Grace  College  and  Seminary 
in  a  financial  way,  what  are  the 
various  avenues  open  to  you? 

Gift  Annuity 

An  annuity  is  a  written  agreement 
issued  bv  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary (our  legal  incorporated  name  in 
the  State  of  Indiana)  which  provides: 

1.  Payments  for  the  lifetime  of 
the  person  or  persons  named  in  the 
agreement. 

2.  An  immediate  gift  to  Grace 
Schools. 

An  annuity  differs  from  other  in- 
come-producing agreements  in  that 
an  annuity  makes  a  gift  portion  im- 
mediately available  to  work  in  he- 
half  of  Grace  Schools.  The  remain- 
ing portion  is  invested  to  provide  the 
stipulated  annual  payment  for  as  long 
as  the  annuitant  lives.  This  method 
provides  the  following  tax  advantages 


if  your  individual  income  tax  circum- 
stances are  such  that  the  following 
tax  provisions  apply  to  you:  (a)  If  you 
qualify,  you  may  have  a  tax  deduct- 
ible gift,  or,  (b)  if  you  qualify,  a  por- 
tion of  the  annuity  payments  to  you 
is  totally  tax  exempt. 

For  example,  a  man,  age  72,  wishes 
to  make  a  gift  to  Grace  Schools. 
However,  he  will  need  additional  in- 
come to  supplement  his  present  in- 
come. If  he  places  $5,000  in  a  Grace 
gift  annuity,  $600  will  constitute  an 
immediate  gift  to  Grace  Schools  and 
will  be  deductible  on  his  Federal  In- 
come Tax  return  in  that  year.  Any 
unused  portion  of  this  deduction  may 
be  carried  over  into  the  next  five 
years.  He  will  assure  himself  a  fixed 
annual  income  of  $400  (8  per  cent). 
All  of  this  income  is  considered  to 
be  non-taxable.  Other  tax  advantages 
are  available  if  appreciated  property 
(any  kind  of  property  that  has  in- 
creased in  value  since  it  was  pur- 
chased)  is  given   as  a   gift  annuity. 

Development  Savings  Agreement 

Making  the  use  of  money  available 
on  an  interest-free  basis  over  a  20- 
year  period  is  proving  an  excellent 
way  for  many  friends  to  support  the 
development  program  of  Grace 
Schools. 

Amounts  of  $500  or  more  are  ac- 
cepted under  a  development  savings 
agreement.  A  payment  plan  is  also 
available  in  which  you  pay  $100 
down  and  $15  per  month  for  five 
years.  The  savings  agreement  is 
then  handled  as  follows: 

1.  A  sinking  fund  has  been  estab- 
lished  which  will  guarantee  repay- 
ment at  the  end  of  20  years  to  you 
or  your  beneficiary. 

The  full  amount  of  the  savings 
agreement  is  placed  directly  in  the 
Grace  Development  Fund  for  im- 
mediate use  in  the  construction  pro- 
gram. 

I  think  you  can  readily  see  the 
tremendous  savings  in  interest.  Last 
year  Grace  Schools  paid  $40,300  in 
interest  alone. 

Short  Term  or  Charitable  Trusts 

This  type  of  trust  is  becoming 
popular  with  donors  who  have  a 
rather  large  income  or  a  specialized 
estate  problem.  Income  property, 
stocks,  or  securities  may  be  made  to

Three  plus  four  equals  one-two 
(base  five);  three  plus  four  equals 
seven  (base  ten);  three  plus  four 
equals  zero  (mod  seven).  The  year 
has  265  days  (base  twelve);  Christ- 
mas comes  on  the  11001th  day  of 
the  1100th  month  (base  two). 

Parents  have  been  hearing  about 
such  problems  as  these  for  some  time. 
Thev  have  concluded  that  modern 
mathematics  must  be  a  foreign  lan- 
guage  beyond  ordinarv  comprehen- 
sion. Some  have  breathed  a  sioh  of 
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surrender  or  relief  and  have  decided 
they  have  a  real  excuse  for  no  longer 
helping  with  fourth-grade  home- 
work. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  changes 
were  needed  in  the  studv  of  mathe- 
matics, beginning  with  arithmetic. 
Long,  tedious  lists  of  facts  to  be 
memorized  and  then  fixed  bv  formal 
drill  exercises  did  not  prepare  every- 
one for  a  complex  world.  The  op- 
posite extreme  was  tried,  in  which 
arithmetic  was  taught  onlv  when  and 
as  it  met  some  immediate  need  in  a 
social  or  classroom  situation.  This 
left  great  gaps  of  comprehension.  A 
new  approach  which  would  be  mean- 
ingful mathematically  and  more 
worth  while  to  the  children  had  to 
be  developed. 

The  college  graduate  of  1967  in  a 
brief  span  of  21  years  has  seen  the 
first  computer,  the  first  sputnik,  the 
first  astronaut,  television,  jet  air- 
planes, and  lasers.  The  child  born  in 
1967  will  graduate  in  1988  and 
must  be  prepared  to  face  a  world 
filled  with  new  and  strange  won- 
ders which  science  and  mathematics 
will  develop. 

Children  enter  school  fascinated 
with  numbers.  But  by  the  time  thev 
reach  junior  high  school,  mathemat- 
ics has  become  dry  and  repetitious. 
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Millions  of  dollars  and  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  hours  of  work  have 
gone  into  analyzing  the  difficulties 
and  developing  new  approaches  to 
the  problem.  The  modern  mathemat- 
ics approach  is  one  of  inquiPi'  and  dis- 
cover\'.  It  is  a  new  spirit,  along  with 
some  new  content.  But  do  not  be 
alarmed;  the  basic  facts  of  addition 
and  the  multiplication  tables  are  as 
important  as  ever. 

Take  a  look  at  a  couple  of  the 
newer  ideas. 

Sets 

A  woman  brings  a  sack  of  grocer- 
ies  home  from  the  store.  She  has  a 
subset  of  the  set  of  grocers'  items 
which  were  in  the  store.  Her  sack  of 
groceries  now  becomes  a  universal 
set,  from  which  she  takes  a  subset 
for  the  freezing  compartment,  an- 
other subset  for  the  vegetable  bin, 
and  another  subset  for  the  epg  con- 
tainer.  From  the  set  of  twelve  eggs 
she  has  purchased,  she  selects  a 
subset  of  three  for  a  cake  recipe. 

In  the  morning  she  takes  her  own 
set  of  three  children  and  picks  up 
the  neighbor's  set  of  two.  The  union 
of  these  two  sets  is  delivered  to 
school.  The  set  of  35  fifth  graders 
are  going  on  a  field  trip.  The  inter- 
section of  the  set  of  her  three  chil- 
dren and  the  35  fifth  graders  in- 
cludes one  member,  her  son  John. 
Thus  union  and  intersection  are 
operations  on  sets,  just  as  addition 
and  multiplication  are  operations  on 
numbers. 
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Sets  of  objects  are  common,  but 
the  most  important  sets  are  sets  of 
numbers.  The  set  of  fingers  on  one 
hand  and  the  set  of  school  days  in 
one  week  can  be  matched  one-to-one 
and  thus  have  the  same  cardinal  num- 
ber five.  This  abstract  "fiveness"  is 
an  important  concept  to  be  acquired. 

Number  Bases 

How  can  three  plus  four  be  equal 
to  tweh'e?  Most  people  group  quanti- 
ties bv  tens  because  it  is  a  natural 
step  from  counting  on  the  fingers. 
Eight  plus  seven  is  equal  to  nine 
plus  six.  It  is  also  equal  to  ten  plus 
five.  The  latter  is  chosen  and  a  plan 
worked  out  to  write  the  result  as  15, 
in  which  the  1  is  mo\'ed  over  to  rep- 
resent ten  and  the  5  is  left  to  rep- 
resent the  five.  This  same  quantity 
can  be  expressed  as  three  fives  and 
written  30  (base  five),  in  which  the 
3  is  moved  over  to  represent  the  three 
fives  and  the  0  is  left  to  indicate  that 
there  are  no  units.  In  this  way  one 
can  express  three  plus  four  as  five 
plus  two,  and  write  it  12  (base  five). 

There  are  other  new  ideas  in  mod- 
ern mathematics.  Most  of  them  have 
long  been  used  bv  wise  teachers  at 
one  time  or  another.  The  use  of  num- 
ber sentences,  the  number  line,  num- 
ber patterns,  careful  definitions, 
number  axioms,  and  the  development 
of  mathematical  thinking  are  im- 
portant parts  of  a  modern  program. 

The  history  of  mathematics  is  a 
record  of  the  discovery  of  existing 
laws  and  the  in\'ention  of  better  sym- 
bols as  needed  from  time  to  time  for 
their  expression.  Mathematics  is 
God's  gift  to  man  bv  which  man  can 
better  accommodate  himself  to  his 
surroundings  and  adjust  his  environ- 
ment to  himself.  ▼ 
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History  Speaks  to  the  Christian 
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It  is  not  difficult  to  find  many 
people  who  do  not  like  or  who  are  not 
interested  in  history.  This  is  true 
among  both  Christians  and  non- 
Christians.  In  the  case  of  the  Chris- 
tian, it  ought  not  to  be.  If  there  is 
anyone  who  should  be  intensely  con- 
cerned about  what  has  happened  in 
the  past,  it  should  be  the  child  of 
God. 

Often  the  definition  for  history  is 
given  as  "His-storv."  If  this  is  an 
appropriate  definition,  the  Christian 
is  missing  out  on  a  wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  see  what  evidences  there 
are  in  the  record  of  historv  which 
manifest  the  working  of  the  Lord 
through  providence.  That  which  has 
been  prophesied  concerning  the  first 
coming  of  Christ  has  already  been 
fulfilled.  It  is  a  never-ending  source 
of  comfort  and  confidence  to  reviev\' 
these  facts  as  related  in  history,  be- 
cause they  prove  that  as  God  was 
faithful  to  bring  these  facts  com- 
pletely to  pass,  so  will  He  perform 
those  things  which  have  been  proph- 
esied concerning  the  second  coming 
of  Christ. 

It  is  a  delightful  experience  to 
study  the  Old  Testament  side  by 
side  with  the  most  recent  textbook 
in  ancient  history.  Many  events 
which  were  recorded  in  the  Old 
Testament,  and  at  that  time  were  yet 
future,  are  described  in  detail  in 
the  historv  book.  They  have  become 
a  part  of  the  historical  record  of  man- 
kind and  nations.  The  Old  Testa- 
ment is  not  a  textbook  of  ancient 
history,  but  it  does  deal  with  the  na- 
tions surrounding  Israel  as  their  for- 
eign  policy  involved  God's  chosen 
people. 

Perhaps  two  examples  will  suf- 
fice to  demonstrate  how  prophecy 
and  history,  in  God's  sight,  are  the 
same.   Thev  are   different   in   man's 


sight  only  because  man  is  a  creature 
of  time. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  proph- 
ecies is  to  be  found  in  Psalm  22, 
which  records  the  death  of  one  by 
crucifixion.  It  was  written  by  David, 
who  lived  in  a  culture  which  knew 
very  little,  if  anything,  about  this 
means  of  capital  punishment.  The 
Jews  stoned  a  person  to  death  if  he 
was  found  guilty  of  a  capital  offense. 
It  may  be  that  the  Phoenicians  de- 
vised the  method  of  death  by  cruci- 
fixion, but  it  was  not  until  the  time 
of  the  Roman  Empire  that  it  was 
adopted  as  the  official  method  of  get- 
ting rid  of  criminals  and  outcasts. 

In  God's  planning  it  was  important 
that  the  Roman  world  include  Pales- 
tine at  the  time  when  Jesus  was  to  be 
born,  not  onlv  so  that  when  the  tax 
decree  went  out  it  would  send  Mary 
and  Joseph  to  Bethlehem,  but  also 
that  the  pov\'er  which  would  be  exer- 
cising jurisdiction  ever  the  Jews 
would  be  a  power  using  death  by 
crucifixion.  If  the  Jews  had  been 
in  control  of  their  own  affairs  and 
had  brought  Jesus  to  trial  and  execu- 
tion. He  would  have  been  stoned 
to  death.  The  death  described  in 
Psalm  22  would  not  fit  this  expe- 
rience. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  further  in 
John's  account  of  the  trial  of  the 
Lord  that  when  the  Jewish  leaders 
were  told  to  take  Jesus  and  judge 
Him  according  to  their  law,  thev 
said  that  they  could  not.  This  fact 
is  seen  in  their  response:  "It  is  not 
lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to 
death."  Thev  were  exactly  correct, 
because  just  a  few  years  previously 
the  Roman  authorities  had  taken 
from  the  ]e\vs  the  right  to  try  capi- 
tal cases.  What  a  small  matter  this 
must  have  been  at  the  time,  but  how 
significant  it  was  to  the  fulfillment 
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of  prophecy! 

In  another  remarkable  prophecy 
Ezekiel  states  the  prospect  of  judg- 
ment on  Tyre,  a  wicked  and  prosper- 
ous city  of  Phoenicia  (Ezek.  26). 
The  details  of  this  prophecy  are  so 
specific  that  anyone  would  be  a  fool 


to  spell  them  out  so  clearly;  that  is, 
unless  he  was  more  than  mere  man. 

For  a  couple  of  centuries  this 
prophecy  remained  unfulfilled.  Shal- 
maneser,  the  Assyrian  king,  tried  in 
a  five-year  siege  to  take  the  city  of 
Tyre;  Nebuchadnezzar  tried  through- 
out a  13-year  siege  to  do  the  same. 
With  these  two  great  kings  failing, 
it  must  have  appeared  to  the  peo- 
ples of  that  day  that  God  had  spoken 
in  error  this  time  for  sure.  However, 
a  young  king  who  was  not  yet  on 
the  scene,  a  man  who  would  be 
called  "the  Great,"  was  the  instru- 
ment by  which  the  Lord  brought 
about  the  destruction  of  this  city. 
This  king  was  Alexander  the  Great, 
who  in  his  attempt  to  conquer  the 
East  could  not  allow  Tyre  to  remain 
outside  his  dominion.  In  meeting 
successfully  this  challenge,  which 
others  had  failed  to  cope  with,  Alex- 
ander satisfied  his  vanity  and  in 
the  process  fulfilled  God's  Word  con- 
cerning Tyre. 

Alexander  had  to  offset  his  lack 
of  a  navy  by  building  a  causeway 
from  the  mainland  city  to  the  island 
city,  just  offshore.  In  building  the 
causeway,  Alexander  used  the  ma- 
terials at  hand,  which  were  the 
stones,  timber,  and  even  the  dust, 
so  that  the  mainland  city  was  scraped 
bare  like  a  rock  and  became  a  place 
to  spread  fish  nets  so  they  could  be 
dried  and  mended.  The  fulfillment 
of  this  particular  prophecy  resulted 
in  a  change  of  the  coastline,  making 
a  little  bump,  so  that  every  time  the 
Christian  looks  at  a  map  of  modern 
Lebanon  (ancient  Phoenicia)  he 
should  be  reminded  of  the  faithful- 
ness of  the  Lord  to  His  Word. 

History  certainly  does  speak  to  the 
Christian.  It  speaks  of  the  concern  of 
God  for  the  fulfillment  of  His  word. 
It  brings  comfort  and  confidence  to 
the  Christian,  for  it  constantly  re- 
minds him  that  the  sovereign  God 
is  still  on  the  throne  of  the  universe. 
The  more  critical  his  study  of  history, 
the  more  appreciative  the  Christian 
student  becomes  of  the  superintend- 
ing providence  of  the  Lord.  T

No  one  will  doubt  the  fact  that 
we  are  living  in  a  very  hectic  and 
rebellious  societv.  The  daily  edition 
of  the  newspaper  and  the  hourly 
radio  and  television  newscasts  tell 
the  same  storv.  It  is  an  account  of 
unrest,  revolt  against  the  laws  of  mo- 
rality and  decency,  and  a  society  bent 
on  putting  aside  all  restraint.  In 
spite  of  this,  ours  is  an  age  of  thrill- 
ing anticipation  that  soon  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  will  come  to  put  an  end 
to  all  the  ills  of  society  and  establish 
the  Golden  Age  for  which  men  have 
looked  and  praved  for  many  mil- 
lenniums. 

At  the  crossroads  of  this  society  in 
which  we  live  there  stands  the  min- 
istr)'  of  Grace  Theological  Seminary. 
This  ministry  is  of  such  nature  and 
importance  that  it  can  cause  millions 
of  men  and  women  to  be  brought 
face  to  face  with  the  true  issues  of 
life  and  be  given  an  opportunitv  to 
believe  and  be  saved  for  all  eternity. 
It  is  therefore  absolutelv  essential 
that  we  expand  the  testimony  and 
influence  of  this  school  through  ever\' 
conceivable  and  honorable  means. 

If  Grace  Theological  Seminary  is 
to  have  a  continued,  fruitful,  ex- 
panding ministry  until  the  Lord 
comes  for  His  own,  it  must  not  de- 
viate from  the  principles  upon  which 
it  was  founded.  Grace  Seminary  was 
born  "for  such  a  time  as  this."  The 
future  of  the  school  is  a  bright  one 
because  of  a  faithful  past.  Let  us 
look  at  this  more  closely. 

A  Faithful  Past 

According  to  the  Articles  of  In- 
corporation Grace  Seminary  was  in- 
stituted to  inaugurate  and  effect  a 
type  of  Christian  education  which 
would  ha\e  for  its  chief  spiritual  goal 
"To  Know  Christ  and  Make  Him 
Known  as  the  Only  Saviour  and 
Lord  of  Life,"  and  which  would  be 
characterized  by  the  following  con- 
tributing ideals:  (1)  a  Bible-centered 
curriculum;  (2)  a  competent  and  be- 
lieving scholarship;  (3)  a  spiritual 
and  prayer-charged  environment; 
(4)  a  missionary  and  evangelistic 
spirit;  (5)  a  premillennial  hope  and 
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viewpoint;  (6)  a  spirit-filled  and  sepa- 
rated life;  and  (7)  an  expository 
preaching  and   teaching   ministry. 

To  my  knowledge,  this  goal  and 
these  ideals  have  been  preserved  and 
perpetuated  at  Grace.  This  is  not  to 
say  that  the  vears  since  the  birth  of 
the  school  have  not  been  without  the 
temptation  to  be  like  others.  But  I 
thank  God  that  the  administration 
and  faculty  throughout  the  years 
have  had  a  deep  desire  to  contend 
earnestly  for  the  "faith  which  was 
once  delivered  to  the  saints"  (Jude 
3). 

An  Ertcouraging  Present 

Grace  Seminary  continues  to  con- 
tend for  the  Faith  and  is  determined 
that  this  shall  be  the  basis  for  fu- 
ture operation  of  the  school.  Stu- 
dents from  far  and  wide  are  bei'io 
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attracted  to  a  school  with  such  con- 
viction. It  is  a  well  known  fact  that 
there  are  but  few  schcxsls  in  our  land 
which  offer  the  Bible  in  all  of  its 
fullness.  Grace  Seminary  is  deter- 
mined that  the  Holy  Scriptures  will 
be  the  center  of  its  teaching  ministry 
and  accepts  fully  the  u-ritings  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the  very 
Word  of  Ciod,  verbally  inspired  in  all 
parts  and  therefore  vvhollv  without 
error  as  original  Iv  gi\'en  of  God,  al- 
together sufficient  in  themselves  as 
our  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and 
practice  (Matt.  5:18;  John  10:35;  12: 
49;  17:17;  II  Tim.  3:16;  II  Peter  1; 
21). 

With  such  convictions,  the  image 
of  Grace  Seminary  mounts  higher 
and  higher  as  the  years  unfold,  while 
those  \\'ho  are  of  a  liberal  persuasion 
have    more    difficulty    in    defending 


their  denials.  Thank  God  there  are 
still  those  who  refuse  to  accept  the 
denials  of  the  Virgin  birth  and  other 
related  cardinal  fundamentals  and 
are  turnins  to  conservative  evangeli- 
cal  schools  to  continue  their  study 
of  truth  in  a  warm  spiritual  atmos- 
phere and  fellowship.  This  is  attest- 
ed by  the  fact  that  in  this  past  year 
the  graduates  of  Grace  Seminary 
were  more  than  double  those  of  the 
previous  vear.  The  enrollment  in 
the  seminary  this  fall  is  154,  the 
highest  in  our  history. 

A  Bright  and  Responsible  Future 

As  we  view  the  history  of  The 
Brethren  Church,  and  Grace  Semi- 
narv  in  particular,  we  can  see  the 
evident  blessing  that  is  yet  to  come 
as  we  remain  true  to  the  Word  of 
God. 

The  two  great  missionary  arms  of 
the  church,  home  missions  and  for- 
eign missions,  have  grown  tremen- 
dously  in  the  last  several  years.  New 
fields  around  the  world  have  been 
entered  and  new  churches  establish- 
ed in  cities  across  our  nation.  These 
organizations  will  continue  their 
faithful  ministry  of  expansion  until 
the  Lord  comes,  with  a  growing  need 
for  more  missionaries,  pastors.  Chris- 
tian teachers  and  workers.  Where 
will  these  workers  come  from,  and 
who  will   train   them? 

It  is  inconceivable  that  God  will 
continue  to  bless  the  missionary  out- 
reach of  our  church  and  not  bless  the 
source  from  which  a  major  portion 
of  these  workers  must  come.  Just  as 
long  as  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
is  true  to  the  whole  Word  of  God 
and  is  faithful  in  conveying  this 
Word  to  its  students,  we  may  expect 
God's  abundant  blessing  and  a  con- 
tinual growth.  The  school  needs  and 
deserves  our  praverful  and  financial 
support.  It  also  needs  our  children 
to  educate  and  train  for  the  great 
ministrv  of  taking  the  gospel  to  a  lost 
and  dving  world. 

Standing  bv  to  promote  the  min- 
istry of  the  school  is  a  dedicated  and 
spiritual  administration  and  facultv 
of  born-again  Christian  men  and 
women.  LIntil  Jesus  comes,  may  we 
do  our  part  to  help  make  the  future 
of  Grace  Seminary  a  bright  one.  Let 
us  pray  earnestly  that  this  school 
might  discharge  noblv  its  God-given 
responsibilitv.  ▼

a  charitable  trust  established  by  a 
donor  with  the  income  payable  to 
Grace  Schools  for  a  period  of  at  least 
tvi;o  years.  There  is  no  income  tax 
liability  while  the  income  is  payable 
to  Grace  Schools.  This  t\'pe  of  trust 
enables  the  donor  to  make  a  gift  of 
income  for  a  period  of  time  which 
he  selects  (but  at  least  two  years)  and 
then  have  the  source  of  income  pass 
to  another  member  of  his  family,  a 
designated  individual,  or  possibly 
Grace  Schools.  This  provides  an  ex- 
cellent way  of  assisting  Grace 
Schools  without  jeopardizing  a  fam- 
ily's ultimate  security. 

Outright    Cash    Gifts 

Grace   College   and   Seminary   re- 


ceive their  income  from  two  princi- 
pal sources:  (a)  tuition  of  students 
and  (b)  gifts  from  interested  friends. 
Our  friends  actually  fall  into  two 
groups. 

1.  Faith-promise  friends.  This 
group  of  individuals  makes  a  prom- 
ise by  faith  to  give  on  a  regular  basis 
over  a  five  year  period  to  our  deyeloj>- 
ment  program.  This  is  to  be  over 
and  above  any  other  giving  to  the 
schools.  Gifts  can  be  made  directly 
to  the  schools  or  through  the  local 
church.  Since  this  is  an  act  of  faith, 
it  is  termed  a  "faith  promise."  Faith- 
promise  cards  will  be  sent  upon  re- 
quest. 

Our  faith-promise  friends  back  up 
their  gifts  with  prayer.  To  date  we 
have  1 1 4  faith-promise  friends.  We 
are  just  getting  started  on  this  pro- 
oram  and  are  setting  a  ooal  of  1,000 


in  the  next  two  years. 

2.  Contributors.  The  contributor 
is  vital  to  the  financial  welfare  of 
Grace  College  and  Seminary.  He 
may  or  may  not  be  a  faith-promise 
friend,  but  he  gives  at  least  $5.00 
a  year  to  the  schools.  This  makes  him 
eligible  for  corporation  membership, 
and  he  then  receives  a  subscription 
to  Decade  Developments.  To  date 
we  have  2,959  on  our  corporation 
membership  list.  This  represents  a 
comparatively  small  percentage  of 
the  28,500  members  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 

I  hope  this  article  has  been  help- 
ful to  you  and  that  you  will  prayer- 
fully consider  how  you  might  make 
use  of  this  information  in  giving  to 
Grace  College  and  Seminary.  Hun- 
dreds of  Grace  students  will  thank 
you  in  years  to  come.  T

Effective  Progress

method  may  not  have  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  sophisticated  tactical 
military  maneuvers,  but  it  was  God's 
method,  and  without  hesitation 
Joshua  adopted  it.  This,  my  friends, 
is  the  secret  to  progress. 

Finally,  the  secret  to  effective  prog- 
ress is  found  in  the  unqualified  an- 
ticipation of  divine  miracles.  A  care- 
ful examination  of  the  Book  of 
Joshua,  chapter  3  will  reveal  that 
Joshua  was  looking  for  God's  mira- 
ctdous  power  (v.  5).  There  was  no 
doubt  in  his  mind  that  God  would 
care  for  the  flooding  of  the  Jordan 
and  the  formidable  defenses  of  the 
Canaanites.  Verse  7  of  this  chapter 
further  indicates  that  he  was  looking 
for  God's  miracidoiis  presence.  What 
more  assurance  could  one  ask  than 
the  personal  presence  of  an  omnipo- 
tent God?  Along  with  these,  Joshua 
was  convinced  of  God's  miracidous 
protection  (v.  10).  Joshua  made  no 
mistake  about  his  own  power  and 
military  capabilities.  Success  in  the 
conquest  would  depend  largely  on 
Israel's  faithfulness  and  God's 
f)ower. 

Grace  College  and  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  are  on  the  march!

It  is  their  goal  to  recruit  young  men 
and  women  and  to  mobilize  them 
into  a  spiritual  striking  force  that  will 
make  an  impact  on  this  generation. 
Our  chief  weapon  in  this  crisis  and 
conflict  is  the  inspired,  inerrent 
Word  of  God.  Our  chief  personnel 
consist  of  born-again,  consecrated, 
trained  voung  men  and  women. 

We  invite  vou  to  join  us  in  this 
important  march.  We  are  in  con- 
quest of  the  souls  of  men.  This  is  a 
most  exciting  expedition!  The  pros- 
pects are  all  new,  the  possibilities  are 
limitless,  and  the  results  are  eternally 
rewarding.  Your  investment  in  these 
institutions  will  result  in  eternal  vic- 
tories. We  are  all  aware  that  we,  like 
Israel,  "have  not  passed  this  way 
heretofore."  The  challenge  of  this 
hour  is,  therefore,  "Sanctify  your- 
selves: for  to  morrow  the  Lord  will 
do  wonders  among  vou"  (Joshua  3: 
4-5).  T

brought  the  main  message. 

Excavation  is  now  under  way,  and 
we  hope  to  have  the  foundation  in 
before  severe  weather  interrupts  con- 
struction till  spring.  The  plans  as 
of  this  present  time  are  to  carry  con- 
struction forward  as  long  as  there  are 
funds  available,  hoping  to  have  the 
building  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
fall  of  1968.  ' 

As  of  this  date  there  is  nearly 
$145,000  in  cash  and  pledges  raised, 
and  over  half  of  this  is  in  cash.  Since 
this  building  will  cost  something 
over  $600,000,  it  is  essential  that  the 
flow  of  funds  be  continuous  in  order 
that  the  work  may  not  be  interrupted. 
By  using  the  school  construction  team 
under  the  direction  of  Max  Fluke,  we 
believe  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
keep  within  the  original  estimate 
in  spite  of  the  15  per  cent  rise  in 
costs. 

At  this  end,  administration,  facul- 
ty, staff,  and  crew  are  doing  their 
best  to  contribute  to  the  realization 
of  this  worthy  enterprise.  Will  you 
help  us  to  forge  ahead  to  the  very 
end?  Is  it  possible  that  you  have 
funds  you  could  give  at  this  time  to 
guarantee  the  accomplishment  of  this 
purpose?  It  is  our  prayer  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  will  lay  this  appeal  of 
need  upon  your  hearts.  T

On  December  31  I  shall  be  re- 
tiring from  the  administrative  posi- 
tion of  general  secretary  of  the  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  of  the  Breth- 
ren Church.  I  accepted  the  position 
in  August,  1945,  and  came  into  the 
active  work  on  March  15,  1946.

mission  activity.  Although  receiving 
income  from  Social  Security,  I  will 
continue  with  foreign  missions  on 
rather  a  half-time  basis,  serving  espe- 
cially in  the  months  of  Januar)' 
through  June.  For  the  remainder  of 
the  year  my  time  will  be  my  own- 
yet  not  my  own,  for  as  a  young  man 
I  ga\'e  my  time  to  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  During  the  part  of  the  year 
when  I  am  not  with  foreign  missions, 
I  will  consider  it  a  privilege  to  preach 
many,  many  times  in  many  places. 
I  want  to  be  used  to  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  in  any  possible  way.  Early 
in  the  first  week  of  January  my  wife 
and  I  will  leave  for  a  western  trip 
in  missionary  conference  work,  a  trip 
from  which  we  do  not  plan  to  return 
to  our  home  in  Winona  Lake  until 
sometime  in  the  month  of  May. 

In  manv  churches  I  have  said, 
"There  are  two  groups  in  God's  econ- 
om\'  for  a  lost  world:  those  who  go, 
and  those  \\'ho  send  them."  I  hope  to 
continue  saying  this  as  long  as  God 
gives  me  breath.  I  feel  there  is  no 
other  basis  of  getting  the  Gospel  out. 

Those  who  go.  A  considerable 
number  have  gone,  and  some  have 
gone  on  to  be  with  the  Lord.  But  we 
have  about  120  in  the  missionary 
family  today.  That  number  should  be 
multiplied,  and  this  done  as  quickly 
as  possible.  There  are  plenty  of 
Brethren  young  people  who  are  of 
the  type,  character,  spiritual  stamina, 
and  training  to  supply  the  needed  ad- 
ditional foreign  missionaries.  The 
formula  for  getting  recruits  is  found 
in  Luke  10:2:  "Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would 
send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest." 

Those  who  send  them.  Are  vou  one 

of  those  who  assist  in  the  sending? 
There  are  now  about  six  thousand 
members  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Brethren  Church.  We 


should  have  many,  many  more.  In 
fact,  our  goal  should  be  no  less  than 
"every  member  of  The  Brethren 
Church  a  member  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society."  "Ye  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  me"  (Acts  1:8)  was 
never  said  to  a  select  few.  I  believe 
it  is  God's  word  to  every  born-again 
believer.  God  honors  and  blesses  those 
who  honor  Him  and  serve  Him  in 
the  work  that  is  so  dear  to  His  lov- 
ing heart.  He  desires  that  all  men, 
everywhere,  be  saved.  The  Early 
Church  knew  this,  and  believers  went 
everywhere  preaching  the  Word. 

Brethren  dollars  will  follow!  I've 
had  a  conviction  for  many  years  that 
where  Brethren  voung  people  go, 
Brethren  dollars  will  follow.  It  is 
the  normal  thing  for  our  Brethren 
\oung  people,  from  our  Brethren 
homes  and  churches,  trained  in  our 
Brethren  schools,  to  go  to  our  Breth- 
ren mission  fields,  and  that  Brethren 
dollars  will  support  them  while  they 
serve  in  those  fields.  Fifty  of  our 
Brethren  churches  have  missionaries 
as  members  of  their  churches,  and 
very  frequently  the  home  church  sup- 
ports the  missionary.  I  see  the  time 
as  not  far  distant  when  every  Breth- 
ren church  will  have  at  least  one 
missionar\'  in  the  membership  of  the 
church,  and  some  churches  will  have 
a  number  of  missionaries.  At  present 
it  takes  about  260  members  here  at 
home  to  support  one  missionary. 
There  are  manv  and  much  better 
things  for  us,  I  am  sure. 

Let  the  Brethren  know!  I  have 
found  that  when  Brethren  know  the 
need,  thev  will  respond.  We  have 
sought  to  give  full  information.  I  am 
sure  that  will  be  the  continuing 
policy.  Brethren  have  never  failed 
foreign  missions  when  thev  have 
known  the  need  and  the  opportunity.

After  preaching  on  the  commission 
of  Christ  to  go  into  all  the  world  with 
the  Gospel,  the  Rev.  James  Renick, 
leading  in  prayer  at  the  opening  serv- 
ice of  our  annual  missionary  confer- 
ence, proceeded:  "We  ask  Thy  gra-

of  grace,  to  aid  us  to  fulfill  this  com- 
mission from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  these  words  he  voiced  the 
urgent  concern  which  animated  the 
entire  week  of  our  conference.

which  to  complete  the  evangelization 
of  the  world,  the  implication  bv 
speakers  that  some  present  opportuni- 
ties may  not  be  ours  much  longer.

[almost]  past,  and  they  are  not 
saved."

A  composite  picture  of  Brethren 
missionary'  endeavor  was  presented  by 
the  team  sharing  in  this  year's  con- 
ference. Team  members  included  Dr. 
Orville  Jobson,  veteran  missionary, 
recently  returned  from  the  Central 
African  Republic;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hill 
Maconaghv,  many-termed  mission- 
aries from  .Argentina;  and  Mrs.  Min- 
nie Kennedy,  from  our  African  field. 
These  were  balanced  by  three  cou- 
ples who  have  not  been  to  a  foreign 
field  as  vet  but  will  be  leaving  soon 
for  such  service:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  James 
Renick,  set  aside  for  France  and 
Africa,  and  two  candidates  for  Brazil, 
Rev.  George  ("Duke")  Wallace  and 
Mr.  Earle  Hodgdon.  In  addition, 
there  were  several  with  us  for  just 
a  few  davs:  Dr.  Harold  Mason,  mis- 
sionarv  surgeon  from  Africa;  Dr. 
Russell  Barnard,  retiring  general  sec- 
retarv  of  the  Foreign  Missionarv 
Society;  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Miller,  members  of  the  Middle- 
branch  congregation,  leaving  shortlv 
for  Ecuador  and  service  under 
J.A.A.R.S.  (Jungle  Aviation  and 
Radio  Service),  a  division  of  the 
Wycliffe  Bible  Translators.

most  parts  of  the  earth,  but  also  to 
tell  the  millions  in  this  countn,'  yet 
unreached  for  Christ.  The  messages 
stirred  our  hearts,  moving  us  emo- 
tionally at  times,  but  contributing  at 
the  same  time  to  a  new  call  to  our 
congregation  to  ser\'ice  here  at  home, 
in  the  mission  field  of  our  own  door- 
step. This  particular  field  of  ser\'ice 
was  brought  forcibly  home  to  our 
hearts  each  day  of  the  conference. 

One  message  used  of  the  Lord  in 
this  respect  was  one  presented  by 
"Duke"  Wallace  the  final  Sunday 
morning  of  our  conference,  as  he 
contrasted  his  life  as  a  child  and 
voung  person  with  his  life  now  lived 
for  Christ  since  he  surrendered  his 
bodv  as  "a  living  sacrifice"  at  a 
Christian  camp.  Interspersed  in  this 
life  testimonv  was  a  vibrant  chal- 
lenge to  the  doorstep  ministry  that 
is  ours.  Brother  Wallace  said,  "You 
have  not  been  saved  to  sit  in  a  nice, 
comfortable,  padded  pew,  but  to 
serve  the  Lord."  As  he  preached, 
hearts  were  stirred,  and  many  heard 
the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  "I  want 
you."  What  joy  came  when  over  25 
responded  to  the  invitation,  being 
willing  to  stand  up  and  confess  that 
b\'  God's  grace  they  were  ready  to 
respond  to  His  call,  not  only  for 
service  overseas  but  that  they  would 
begin  immediately  in  the  homeland 
to  be  a  "witness."

and  to  2i\'e  one's  self  to  whole-time 
Christian  service.  And,  praise  the 
Lord,  the  night  follo\\'ing,  one  of 
our  men  led  a  bov  to  Christ  at  Chris- 
tian Ser\ice  Brigade  battalion  meet- 
ing. God  is  going  to  do  a  real  work, 
we  feel,  because  of  this  missionary 
conference,  in  meeting  the  enormous 
need  on  our  doorstep  today! 

Space  for  this  article  is  limited. 
We  are  unable  to  write  in  detail  of 
how  the  ministry  of  music  was  used, 
of  the  effectiveness  of  displays  and 
explanation  of  curios,  or  of  the  book 
table  (a  new  feature  this  year)  where- 
by over  150  missionary  books  were 
purchased  by  our  congregation.

The 
following  is  one  of  the  accounts  she 
has  heen  sending  to  her  home  town 
news-pa-per.) 
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The  Chateau  de  St.  Albain  was 
reallv  hopping  last  week!  The  reason 
for  all  the  activity  was  the  third  an- 
nual camp  of  the  French-English 
Evangelistic  Team.  The  team  con- 
sisted  of  approximately  twenty  young 
people  from  all  over  France  and  Eng- 
land. 

The  purpose  was,  of  course,  evan- 
oelism,  but  on  a  different  slant  that 
was  aimed  mainly  at  young  people. 
The  meetings  were  held  for  two 
niohts  in  a  tent  on  the  town  square  in 
Macon,  and  the  message  was  music. 

Each  half  of  the  team  worked  up 
its  own  group  of  folk  songs  and 
Negro  spirituals  as  a  whole  with 
trios  and  combined  groups.  We  were 
accompanied  by  two  electric  guitars 
(compliments  of  Andrew  Hooker  and 
David  Oliver)  and  a  Spanish  guitar, 
played  by  the  Chateau's  own  Daniel 
Dutruc. 

After  we  sang  songs  ranging  froni 
"I  Believe"  to  Bob  Dylan,  Phil  Geg- 
ner  drew  some  really  moving  scenes 
in  chalk,  and  Andrew  Orr  gave  a  talk 
that  explained  just  why  we  cared 
enough  to  come.  All  in  all,  it  added 
up  to  quite  a  program,  and  our  tent 
was  packed  to  overflowing  both 
nights. 

As  for  the  camp  held  at  the  Cha- 
teau, well,  with  20  young  people  of 
mixed  nationalities  getting  together, 
there  is  never  a  dull  moment!  Even 
so,  there  was  time  for  work  amid  all 
the  horseplay. 

A  dav's  schedule  went  something 
like  this.  Breakfast  was  at  8:30  sharp 
(although  it  usually  turned  out  to 
be  8:45  before  everyone  was  ready), 
and  anvone  who  came  down  after 
grace  was  said  was  obliged  to  sing 
a  solo  for  us.  I  still  think  some  peo- 


ple  did   it   just   to   get   in   the   lime- 
light! 

Devotions  followed  immediately. 
A  Bible  verse  and  testimony  were 
oi^'en  by  two  of  our  members,  fol- 
lowed bv  prayer.  "Service"  was  next, 
which  consisted  of  various  duties 
such  as  cleaning  vegetables,  doing 
breakfast  dishes,  and  sv\'eeping. 

At  10  a.m  there  was  a  half  hour 
of  silence  for  us  to  pray,  read,  or 
just  sit  and  think,  undisturbed  by 
anvthing.  Immediately  afterward 
came  the  high  point  of  the  morning, 
a  Bible  study  conducted  by  Ralph 
Shallis,  a  wonderful  and  truly  wise 
man  who  knows  what  he's  about. 

Then  came  practice  (we  did  have 
to  sing,  after  all!)  until  lunch,  at 
12:30.  More  "service"  followed  and 
more  practice;  then  we  were  free  until 
supper  at  7:30  p.m.  If  no  meeting  was 
scheduled  that  night,  we  had  a  camp- 
fire  or  plaved  games  until   10  p.m. 

There  were  all  kinds  at  our  camp. 
We  even  had  a  few  mountain  climb- 
ers! Jonathan,  Robert,  and  Andrew 
H.  were  planning  to  climb  the  Mat- 
terhorn  right  after  the  campaign,  so 
thev  had  all  their  equipment  with 
them. 

One  day  they  got  it  all  out  and 
scaled  the  Chateau  battlements.  Of 
course,  there  were  some  little  mis- 
haps—such as  the  time  Jonathan's 
rope  slipped  and  he  made  a  quick 
landing  in  a  patch  of  shoulder-high 
stinging  nettles!  Oh,  well,  it's  all  in 
the  game! 

After  Macon,  the  team  traveled  on 
to  Amberieu  and  Oyonnax  for  meet- 
inos  there,  and  then  up  to  camp  at 
a  chalet  in  Switzerland  before  going 
home. 

Some  of  the  finest  young  people 
I've  ever  had  the  pleasure  of 
knov\'ing  were  on  the  team  this  vear, 
and  all  I  can  say  to  them  is,  "Thank 
God  for  \'outh  like  you  who  care, 
realh'  care,  about  others!"

Execs  Study  Declaration 
of  Wheaton  Congress 


Winona  Lake,  Ind.—hlow  to  imple- 
ment the  recommendations  of  the 
Congress  on  the  Church's  Worldwide 
Mission  held  last  April  was  one  of 
the  areas  of  study  and  discussion  at 
the  15th  Annual  Mission  Executives 
Retreat,  held  here  October  3-6.  The 
Evangelical  Foreign  Missions  Asso- 
ciation, of  which  Dr.  Clyde  W.  Tay- 
lor is  the  executive  secretars',  spon- 
sors the  retreat  as  an  annual  event. 
It  was  attended  by  1 10  mission  execu- 
tives and  leaders  representing  57 
agencies  and  two  colleges.  Brethren 


EMS  leaders  who  attended  the  ses- 
sions included  Rev.  Clyde  K.  Lan- 
drum.

Leading  the  discussion  on  imple- 
menting the  distribution  and  study 
of  the  "Wheaton  Declaration"  around 
the  world  was  Rev.  Virgil  Gerber, 
who  served  as  coordinator  of  the 
congress  and  is  currently  the  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  Evangelical 
Committee  on  Latin  America 
(ECLA).

Illiteracy  Up 

Says  U.N. 

Washington,  D.C.  (MNS)-Re- 
cent  United  Nations  statistics  indi- 
cate that  world  illiteracy  has  grown 
by  some  200  million  people  in  the 
past  six  years,  the  Population  Refer- 
ence Bureau  here  has  stated. 

This  may  well  be  an  optimistic 
estimate.  Measures  of  ability  to  read 
and  write  are  ill-defined,  the  U.N. 
warns,  and  the  desire  of  the  report- 
ing nations  to  make  a  good  impres- 
sion is  strong.  It  is  difficult  to  know 
how  many  of  those  classed  as  "liter- 
ate" have  any  useful  knowledge  of 
the  essential  "R's."

Carlson  Memorial 
Scheduled  for  the 


Hospital 
Congo- 


Chosen  By  Wife,  Brother 


Los  Angeles,  Calif.  (MNS)-"I  am 
my  brother's  keeper,"  said  Dwight 
Carlson,  resident  physician  at  Har- 
bor General  Hospital,  in  announcing 
plans  to  open  a  Congo  hospital  hon- 
oring his  slain  missionary  brother, 
Paul. 

Dr.  Dwight  Carlson  and  his  broth- 
er's widow,  Lois,  recently  traveled 
2,500  miles  through  the  Congo  in 
search  of  facilities  for  their  proposed 
hospital.  They  found  a  250-bed  lep- 
rosy and  tuberculosis  sanatorium 
built  by  the  Belgians  in  northwest 
Congo  just  before  the  country  achiev- 
ed   independence    in    1960.    It    was 


abandoned  before  being  put  into 
service. 

The  $500,000  sanatorium  is  avail- 
able, but  it  requires  a  $50,000  in- 
itial investment  plus  about  $25,000 
annually  to  be  put  and  kept  in  work- 
ing order,  Mrs.  Carlson  said.  They 
expect  to  open  the  hospital  in  less 
than  a  year. 

The  Carlson  Foundation  plans  to 
support  the  proposed  hospital  but  at 
present  has  only  about  $20,000  to 
use. 

Paul  Carlson,  M.D.,  who  was 
killed  by  Congolese  rebels  in  1964, 
was  a  missionary  of  the  Evangelical 
Covenant  Church.

Recently  a  layman  introduced  me 
in  a  meeting  thus:  "I  don't  know 
what  he  will  say  or  what  Scripture 
passage  he  will  use,  but  I  know  he 
will  get  to  foreign  missions."  That 
was  one  of  the  greatest  compliments 
I  ha\'e  received  in  my  45  \'ears  in  the 
ministry. 


This  comment  started  a  train  of 
thought.  With  respect  to  the  crimson 
stream  of  salvation  in  the  Word  of 
God,  someone  has  said,  "Cut  it  any 
place  and  it  bleeds."  Is  it  true  that  in 
a  similar  way  we  can  take  any  part 
of  the  Word  of  God  and,  without 
misinterpretation  or  violence  to  the 
Word  of  God,  come  with  a  few  bold 
statements  to  the  theme  of  foreign 
missions?  I  believe  it  is  possible  to  do 
just  this.  Let  me  illustrate,  using  pas- 
sages at  random. 

Genesis  l:l~"ln  the  he^innittg." 
That's  where  the  Bible  writer,  under 
the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
began.  That's  where  we  begin  in 
foreign  missions.  This  God  is  reveal- 
ed in  Jesus  Christ  the  Son.  Most 
of  the  world  does  not  know  of  the 
God  of  the  Bible  or  of  Jesus  Christ 
the  Son.  It  is  our  urgent  business  to 
tell  them;   this  is  foreign   missions. 

Genesis  5:5— "And  he  died."  This 
is  the  dreadful  refrain  in  Genesis, 
chapter  5.  It  is  the  most  and  best 
that  can  be  said  of  some  men.  Death 
is  a  honible  fact  in  an  unregener- 
ate  world.  "The  soul  that  sinneth, 
it  shall  die."  But  "Jesus  Christ  came 
into  the  world  to  save  sinners."  Onlv 
a  small  part  of  the  people  of  the 
world  know  of  this  wonderful  Sav- 
iour. It  is  our  privilege  and  responsi- 
bilitv  to  tell  them.  We  have  been 
commissioned  for  that  purpose  (Matt. 
28:19)— and  that  is  foreign  missions. 

Isaiah  56:1— "Thus  saith  the 
Lord."  The  books  of  the  prophets 
make  frequent  and  urgent  use  of  this 
phrase.  It  is  their  badge  of  authoritv. 
There  is  a  God.  God  is  not  dead. 
God  has  spoken.  His  final  message  is 
in  His  Son  Jesus  Christ.  His  Son 
Jesus  Christ  has  also  spoken.  In  His 
great  commission  to  His  church  He 
said,  "Go  ve  therefore"  (Matt.  28: 
19).  To  do  that  embraces  the  verv 
fountain  of  foreign  missions. 

Matthew  1:2— "Abraham  begat 
Isaac."  Like  father,  like  son.  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  only  begotten  of  the 
Father,  full  of  grace  and  truth.  There 
is  onlv  one  basis  of  peace  with  God, 
and  that  is  in  Jesus  Christ,  God's 
Son.  But  how  can  people  know  with- 
out someone  to  tell  them?  And  the 
telling  is  foreign  missions. 

Psalm  14:1— "The  fool  hath  said 
in  his  heart,  There  is  no  God."  Mod- 
ern fools  are  saving  the  same  thing. 
Manv  others  believe   there   is  a  su- 


preme God,  but  they  have  never 
known  what  to  call  Him;  they  have 
never  known  how  to  approach  Him, 
The  great  truths  about  God  come 
onlv  by  revelation,  and  Jesus  Christ 
is  the  perfect  and  final  revelation  of 
God.  Almost  two  thousand  years  ago 
Jesus  Christ  came  in  human  flesh. 
And  yet  a  great  part  of  the  world  has 
still  to  hear  of  His  love  and  His  sal- 
vation offered  freely  to  all  men.  To 
make  Him  known  is  our  primary 
business  as  Christians.  For  the  lost 
millions  of  the  earth,  this  is  the  chal- 
lenge of  foreign  missions. 

Matthew  27:5— "And  went  out  and 
hanged  himself."  This  is  said  of 
Judas  Iscariot.  It  is  a  sad  stor}'  of  the 
utmost  in  rejection  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Judas  went  to  a  Christless  grave.  Anv 
other  way  than  the  Wav  of  the  Cross 
ends  in  a  Christless  grave.  It  is  said 
that  at  least  106  people  per  minute 
go  into  Christless  graves.  There  is 
urgency  that  we  should  quicklv  get 
out  the  message  of  all  living  souls— 
that  Jesus  Christ  lives,  and  He  saves. 
This  is  foreign  missions. 

I  Kings  16:30— "Did  evil  in  the 
sight  of  the  Lord."  This  is  said  of 
Ahab,  but  it  was  also  said  of  many 
of  the  other  kings  of  Judah  and  Is- 
rael. When  the  kings  did  evil,  the 
people  were  led  into  evil  paths.  The 
natural  direction  of  all  these  paths 
is  down,  down  to  the  pits  of  hell. 
Man  has  no  regenerating  power,  no 
power  to  save  himself.  God  supplied 
the  regenerating  power.  That  power 
was  re\'ea]ed  in  the  Person  and  work 
of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ.  All  who  are 
out  of  Christ  are  under  condemna- 
tion. They  do  not  wait  until  death 
for  His  condemnation;  they  have  it 
already.  Billions  in  the  world  are  un- 
regenerate  and,  unless  something 
drastic  is  done,  will  die  in  their  sins. 
Drastic  action  by  all  believers  in  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  necessarv 
to  warn  men  of  the  danger  and  tell 
them  of  the  Saviour.  That  is  foreign 
missions. 

We  ha\'e  used  onh'  a  fe\\'  portions 
of  Scripture.  These  are  given  to 
demonstrate  that  anv  portion  of  the 
Word  of  God  vields  itself  to  a  for- 
eign mission  application.  Do  you  be- 
lieve it?  Try  it,  pastor,  teacher,  per- 
sonal worker.

A  missionary  nurse  primarily,  but 
also  a  teacher  and  leader  of  girls— 
this  is  Marian  Thurston,  R.N.,  now 
in  her  fourth  term  on  the  Lord's 
field  for  her-the  Central  African 
Republic.  Her  one  complaint  has 
been  that  "the  hardest  part  of  being 
a  missionary  is  learning  a  (foreign) 
language." 

As  a  girl  in  Iowa,  where  she  was 
born  and  raised  on  a  farm  near  Gar- 
win,  Marian  lo\ed  the  outdoors  and 
sports.  Her  elementary  education  was 
received  in  a  rural  school,  and  high 
school  in  a  small  town  where  there 
were  onlv  13  in  her  graduating  class. 
Her  onlv  comment  about  those  years 
is  that  she  "played  basketball  and 
Softball." 

At  the  time  she  graduated  from 
high  school,  in  those  early  years  of 
World  War  II,  public  school  teach- 
ers were  scarce  because  of  the  great 
numbers  of  personnel  required  in  the 
war  effort.  Therefore,  the  year  after 
graduation     Marian     took     a     short 

o 

course  at  Iowa  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege and  uas  thus  enabled  to  teach. 
The  next  two  vears  found  her  as 
Miss  Thurston,  teacher,  in  charge  of 
a  rural  school  in  her  home  territory. 
During  the  second  year,  howe\'er. 
she  began  to  feel  dissatisfaction  in 
this  area  of  endea\'or,  and  she  real- 
ized the  Holy  Spirit  was  speaking  to 
her  about  serving  the  Lord.  She  did 
not  delay  acting  upon  His  leading. 

Since  Marian  had  grown  up  in  the 
Carlton  Brethren  Church  near  her 
home,  ha\ing  known  the  Lord  as  her 
Saviour  since  she  was  voung,  it  ^vas 
logical  that  she  should  turn  to  the 
Brethren  mission  board;  and  so  she 
wrote  to  Dr.  Alva  McClain,  at  that 
time  the  FMS  candidate  secretary. 
In  his  reply  he  suggested  the  value 
of  nurse's  training  if  she  were  to 
ser\'e  in  Africa.  She  acted  upon  the 
suggestion  and  that  fall  began  train- 
ing at  the  Deaconess  Hospital  in 
Marshalltown,  lovA'a,  receiving  all  her 
training  under  the  government's  cadet 
nurse  training  program.  In  due  time 
she  finished  her  course,  passed  the 
state  board  exams,  and  became  a 
registered    nurse. 

The  next  step  was  a  move  to  Wi- 
nona Lake,  Indiana,  and  a  course  in 
Grace  Seminary.

Despite  their  busy 
schedules  there  were  many  good 
times  for  the  congenial  group.  Two 
vears  at  Grace  brought  Marian  a 
Bachelor  of  Christian  Education  de- 
gree. The  ensuing  year  she  spent  in 
further  training,  this  time  in  Minne- 
apolis, where  she  took  a  course  in 
medical  technology,  which,  she  says, 
"has  helped  \'ery  much  in  diagnosing 
diseases  in  Africa." 

B\-  the  fall  of  1952  all  four  of  the 
nurses,  who  had  been  in  seminary 
together,  were  ready  to  proceed  to 
Africa.  (Edith  Geske,  Mary  Ann 
Habegger,  and  Gail  Jones  were  the 
other  three.)  Together  they  recei\'ed 
French-language  instruction  in  Paris 
and  then  went  to  Antwerp,  Belgium, 
to  spend  four  months  in  studying 
tropical  diseases.  What  a  joy  it  must 
be  to  such  missionaries,  who  haw 
studied  and  prepared  over  a  period  of 


years,  at  last  to  be  on  the  field  where 
God  would  have  them!  For  Marian 
and  the  other  three  this  arrival  came 
in  midsummer  of  1953.  Even  then 
there  was  Sango  language  study  to 
engage  in  for  a  few  months  before 
they  entered  full-fledged  misionary 
service. 

Through  most  of  her  years  on  the 
field  Miss  Thurston  has  been  sta- 
tioned at  N'Zoro,  the  northwestern- 
most  station  of  the  field,  where  she 
has  been  (and  is)  in  charge  of  the 
medical  dispensary.  She  also  travels 
to  numerous  other  points  to  care  for 
medical  work. 

After  knowing  the  blessing  of  al- 
most constant  robust  health  herself, 
Miss  Thurston  was  taken  ill  on  the 
field  her  past  term.  When  no  perma- 
nent improvement  came  after  many 
months,  the  decision  was  made  that 
she  should  proceed  to  the  U.S.  for 
furlough  one  year  earlv.  After  her 
return  to  the  homeland,  however, 
the  Lord  blessed  her  with  a  rapid 
return  to  normal  health.  She  was  able 
to  travel  for  several  months  in  depu- 
tation as  well  as  to  spend  some  time 
working  at  the  hospital  in  Marshall- 
town  during  her  furlough. 

Miss  Thurston  claims  she  is  still 
struggling  with  languages.  (Mission- 
aries to  the  C.A.R.  must  learn  both 
French  and  Sango.)  But  the  situation 
probably  is  not  so  bad  as  it  sounds. 
And  having  returned  to  N'Zoro  this 
past  September,  after  furlough,  she  is 
again  "going  strong"  in  her  mission- 
ary' career.  T

■  HOW  ABOUT .  .  . 
A  Teacher's  Tithe 
of  Time  and  Talent? 


A  few  weeks  ago  we  at  San  Ber- 
nardino, California,  were  faced  with 
the  opening  of  school,  and  after  a 
whole  summer  of  searching  and  pur- 
suing every  course  we  knew,  we  were 
still  short  two  teachers.  It  seemed 
that  nearly  every  other  Christian  day 
school  administrator  with  whom  we 
talked  had  had  a  similar  problem. 
The  fall  term  at  the  Brethren  Nava- 
jo Mission  and  Boarding  School 
opened  with  no  teachers,  even  though 
a  nation-wide  appeal  had  been  made. 
Others  stepped  in  and  covered  the 
best  they  could,  but  no  qualified 
new  staff  members  could  be  found 
to  teach   the  three  classes  there. 

This  situation  gives  us  some  seri- 
ous  things  to  contemplate.  God  has 
blessed  the  Christian  dav  school 
mo\'ement  in  a  wonderful  wav.  Not 
only  have  manv  vouno  students 
found  Christ,  but  also  the  strength 
of  lives  built  upon  this  firm  founda- 
tion from  the  ground  up  is  beginning 
to  be  evidenced.  A  number  of  our  out- 
standingly successful  young  pastors 
and  missionaries  are  products  of  the 
Christian  dav  schools.  Could  it  be 
that  just  when  the  need  seems  great- 
est and  the  results  are  beginning  to 
flower,  God  is  through  with  the 
Christian  day  school? 

We  think  not.  So  we  are  brought 


to  the  perplexing  question:  Where 
are  the  teachers  for  these  schools? 

Scores  of  young  teachers  are  being 
graduated  each  year  from  our  own 
and  other  Christian  colleges,  but 
most  of  them  are  not  considering  the 

o 

Christian  day  school.  Here  are  some 
of  the  reasons  we  have  heard: 

(1)  They  are  interested  in  going 
into  the  -public  school  system  to  exert 
as  much  Christian  influence  there 
as  possible.  This  sounds  like  a  fine 
ambition.  Public  schools  need  Chris- 
tian influences.  But  vwth  tightening 
pressures  on  local,  national  and  even 
international  levels,  it  seems  that  this 
influence  is  being  rather  effectively 
squelched.  The  UNESCO,  social- 
istic organizations,  and  even  our  own 
Supreme  Court  are  working  against 
it. 

One  fine  teacher  who  is  changing 
from  public  school  teaching  to  Chris- 
tian dav  school  teaching  this  year 
told  us,  in  effect:  "In  the  years  gone 
by,  I  used  to  bring  the  Bible  into  my 
public  school  teaching  without  any 
trouble;  but  in  recent  years  I  have 
had  complaints  from  parents  and  sug- 
gestions from  administrators  which 
have  discouraged  me.  I  am  really 
going  to  enjoy  teaching  where  the 
Bible  is  part  of  the  curriculum  and 
I  can  teach   it  and  integrate  it  into 


all  the  classroom  experience  without 
fear  of  overstepping." 

(2)  They  have  a  financial  ■problem. 
Many  young  teachers  borrowed 
money  to  finish  college,  and  they 
feel  obligated  to  earn  as  much  money 
as  fast  as  the)'  can  in  order  to  pav 
their  debts.  Surely  this  is  an  under- 
standable motive.  With  the  Chris- 
tian school  unable  to  compete  with 
the  salaries  paid  in  public  education, 
this  undoubtedly  accounts  for  the 
loss  of  many  of  our  finest  young 
teachers  as  far  as  Chrisrian  day 
schools  are  concerned. 

(3)  They  have  not  been  fresented 
with  the  challenge  of  Christian  day 
school  teaching.  They  have  been  led, 
through  lack  of  specific  information, 
to  feel  that  teaching  of  any  kind  is 
an  honorable  profession— which  it 
certainly  is.  They  feel  that  teaching 
in  a  Christian  day  school  or  in  the 
public  school  may  be  weighed  and 
compared  in  much  the  same  way  as 
the  matter  of  which  of  two  insurance 
companies  one  might  work  for. 

Perhaps  Christian  educators  are  at 
fault,  or  perhaps  the  church  as  a 
whole  has  lacked  vision;  but  the  full 
challenge  of  the  Christian  dav  school 
has  not  been  felt.  Christian  day 
school  teachers  should  be  equated 
with  pastors  and  missionaries.  These 
men  could  make  more  money  in 
other  professions,  but  thev  are  an- 
swering the  higher  call  of  God  upon 
their  lives.  To  have  all  our  Christian 
teachers  going  into  secular  education 
in  the  hope  of  exerting  a  Christian 
influence,  while  our  Christian  dav 
schools  go  unstaffed,  would  be  some- 
what like  seeing  all  our  pastors  go  to 
work  in  merchandising  and  industry 
in  order  to  witness  to  their  fellow 
workers. 

There  is  a  place  for  a  dedicated 
businessman  and  also  for  a  Christian 
teacher  in  the  public  school.  But 
there  should  also  be  pastors  and 
Christian  day  school  teachers  who 
would  discount  other  values  and  de- 
termine in  a  life  of  faith  to  use  their 
talents  full  time  for  the  Lord.

Surely  in  the  years  to  come,  as  we 
all  become  more  Christian  education 
conscious  and  as  we  prav  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  laborers 
into  the  Christian  day  schools,  such 
dedicated  teachers  will  emerge. 

Meantime,  what  of  our  immediate 
crisis?  Flow  are  we  to  find  teachers 
to  staff  our  Christian  day  schools 
now?    I    propose    to   you    a    possible 


solution  which  could  be  considered: 
Across  our  brotherhood  we  ha\'e 
hundreds  of  fine,  capable,  trained 
Christian  teachers.  For  one  or  more 
of  the  reasons  mentioned  above,  or 
perhaps  for  some  other  reason  of  their 
own.  thev  ha\'e  not  felt  led  to  give 
their  entire  career  to  teaching  in  a 
Christian  school.  Yet,  perhaps  a  co- 
operatixe  venture  could  be  initiated 
in  which  the\'  would  donate  a  "tithe " 
of  their  career  to  meet  the  present 
pressing  need. 


How  would  it  work?  A  teacher 
who  planned  to  work  about  thirty 
years  would  tithe  this  time  by  giving 
three  years  to  teach  in  a  Christian 
school.  This  teacher  would  write  our 
Brethren  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, which  would  serve  as  a  clearing 
house  to  send  these  names  to  our 
Christian  day  schools.

Spirited  Little 
Argentine  Woman

He  who  will  not  let  us  be  tempt- 
ed more  than  we  are  able  to  bear- 
He  whose  grace  is  sufficient  for 
e\'erv  need- 
He  who  renews  our  strength  ev'ery 
morning- 
He  who  has  given  us  life- 
He  who  sends  us  forth  to  witness 
of  that  life- 
He  it  is  who  has  proved  himself 
more  than  faithful  in  the  life  of  Dona 
Regina,    already    an    active    believer 
in  the  Huinca  Renanco  church  when 
we  came  here  five  years  ago. 

She  had  been  a  devout  Catholic 
and  didn't  want  to  listen  to  the  testi- 
mony of  her  two  sons,  who  became 
believers  first.  But  little  bv  little  th.- 
Word  penetrated  her  heart,  and  she 
saw  her  spiritual  insecurity  compared 
with  the  vibrant  faith  of  her  sons. 
She  has  become  an  even  more  devout 
believer  in  the  gospel,  manifesting 
her  faith  in  everv  opportunity,  really 
rejoicing  in  her  Lord.  Her  enthusiasm 
is  contagious.  She  is  one  of  those 
who  are  present  in  every  meeting  of 
the  church,  readv  with  a  testimony, 
teaching  in  the  DVBS  and  the  Sun- 
dav  school,  opening  her  home  for  a 
Happv  Hour,  distributing  tracts  and 
invitations    before    special    meetings 


.  .  .  and  always  with  a  smile.  Her 
talkative  manner  and  spiritual 
warmth  make  her  a  friend  of  every- 
one. 

But  what  makes  this  little  woman 
such  a  marvel  to  all  who  know  her 
is  that  she  has  so  much  faith  in  her 
Lord.  Few  have  been  called  upon  to 
pass  through  so  many  deep  waters, 
but  the  Lord  knows  His  own  and 
knows  through  whom  He  can  show 
His    all-sufficiency. 

When  we  came  to  Huinca,  Dona 
Regina's  husband  had  taken  her  to 
Buenos  Aires  for  an  operation  for 
a  malionant  tumor.  She  staved  on 
there  for  a  series  of  treatments,  and 
her  husband  returned  to  his  home. 
The  doctors  had  told  him  that  his 
wife  had  just  months  to  live.  Ever}'- 
one  said  thev  were  an  ideal  couple. 
In  a  moment  of  weakness,  feeling 
that  he  could  not  live  without  her, 
he  drowned  himself  in  their  back- 
vard.  When  she  rushed  home  from 
the  hospital,  the  funeral  was  over. 
She  was  left  with  the  responsibilitv 
of  rearing  her  teen-aged  daughter 
alone— but  not  alone,  for  she  has  al- 
wavs  had  such  an  intimate  relation- 
ship with  her  Lord. 


Once  a  year  she  has  had  to  return 
to  the  hospital  for  an  examination. 
For  four  vears  she  seemed  to  be  in 
good  health.  But  this  year  when  she 
returned  from  camp,  she  complained 
of  a  constant  pain  in  her  shoulder, 
then  in  her  neck,  and  so  it  advanced. 

So  back  she  went  to  the  hospital, 
where  thev  did  all  they  could  for  her. 
There,  the  days  that  the  pain  did  not 
keep  her  in  bed,  she  was  all  over  her 
floor  witnessing  to  everyone.  Even 
the  doctors  shook  their  heads  in 
amazement  at  her  vitality  and  faith. 

I  \isited  her  yesterdav  in  her 
home.  I  didn't  find  a  defeated  or 
saddened  sick  person,  but  a  smiling, 
lo\elv  Christian  lady.  When  I  asked 
how  she  was,  she  merelv  said,  "Oh, 
alwavs  with  the  pain,"  and  with  a 
little  shrug  changed  the  subject  to 
talk  of  activities  of  the  church. 

Humanlv  speaking  she  must  have 
sleepless  nights  when  thoughts  of 
the  past,  present,  and  future  weigh 
upon  her,  but  her  confidence  is  in 
the  Rock  and  Refuge  of  her  soul. 

Ld  like  this  to  be  a  tribute  to  a 
spirited  little  lady  who  has  a  great 
big  faith  in  her  all-sufficient  Saviour. 
Her  testimonv  is  a  constant  source 
of  strength  to  all  who  know  her.       T

Report  From   Viet  Nam 


Chaplain  (Capt.)  John  W.  Schu- 
macher reports:  "We  have  just  re- 
turned from  a  nine-day  mission 
which  took  us  into  the  very  heart  of 
the  Viet  Cong  controlled  territory. 
The  first  night  we  were  out,  our 
command  section  was  hit  bv  a  Clay- 
more mine.  I  was  sleeping  only  40 
feet  from  a  man  who  was  wounded. 
We  found  three  unexploded  mines 
the  next  morning,  which,  had  they 
been  detonated,  would  have  told  a 
different  story.  I  may  well  have  been 
in  the  line  of  one  of  them.  During 
the  mission  we  had  three  men  killed 
and  1 5  v\'ounded,  several  quite  seri- 
ously. I  had  a  memorial  service  for 
them  this  morning,  attended  by  some 
six  hundred  men.  The  presence  of 
the  Lord  was  very  near  to  me  at  all 
times. 

"I  was  never  afraid  to  the  point 
of  panic,  but  you  are  constantly  on 
edge   and   never  rest   well   at   night. 


We  live  like  pigs,  bathing  out  of  hel- 
mets, eating  C  rations  three  times  a 
day,  and  a  few  other  things  not  worth 
mentioning.  I  held  services  in  the 
jungle  clearings  and  in  the  back  of 
Buddhist  pagodas.  In  all,  an  accumu- 
lation of  over  one  hundred  men 
heard  the  pure  and  simple  gospel 
message.  During  the  operation  we 
captured  215  tons  of  rice,  the  largest 
amount  of  the  war. 

"I  sense  a  softening  in  the  hearts 

o 

of  some  here.  I  sense  a  fondness  on 
the  part  of  many  for  what  I  represent. 
My  foot  is  in  the  door.  The  need  is  so 
fantastic,  the  opportunities  so  great, 
that  I  could  never  doubt  the  wisdom 
of  the  Lord  in  bringing  me  here.  Yet, 
the  heartache  of  loneliness  and  sepa- 
ration is  an  ever-present  burden. 
Only  the  Lord  can  give  the  grace  I 
need  each  day.  If  only  we  could  be 
as  faithful  as  He  is!"  ▼

It  was  five  years  ago  last  September  that  Rev.  Rich- 
ard Grant  left  a  successful  pastorate  at  A4artinsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  to  become  the  executive  editor-general 
manager  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Company. 
It  was  \vith  deep  regret  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
accepted  his  resignation  recently  to  become  pastor  of 
the  Commonwealth  Avenue  Brethren  Church  of 
Alexandria,  Virginia. 

Rev.  Grant  did  a  wonderful  job  and  was  loved  and 
respected  by  his  employees,  the  board,  and  our 
churches  in  the  brotherhood.  His  only  reason  for 
leaving  was  the  urge  in  his  heart  to  get  back  to  his 
first  love— the  pastorate. 

During  the  five  years  of  his  administration  the 
Herald  magazine  was  enlarged  and  was  issued  every 
other  week  in  color,  with  subscriptions  reaching  an  all- 
time  high.  Business  steadily  increased.  Our  building 
debt  was  liquidated  and  the  mortgage  burned.  Im- 
provements to  the  building  included  the  finishing  of 
a  conference  room,  building  new  offices  for  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Department,  the  redecoration  of  the 


home  mission  architectural  offices,  and  the  creation  of 
an  additional  foreign  mission  office  downstairs.  The 
mailing  room  was  modernized  and  an  outdoor  display 
sign  erected  for  the  College  Bookstore.  In  December 
the  bookstore  will  be  tiled,  and  brand-new  fixtures  in- 
stalled so  hundreds  of  additional  students  can  be  serv- 
ed. 

Missionary  projects  of  the  Herald  Company  includ- 
ed the  provision  of  a  $1,575  scholarship  fund  for  Grace 
Schools  in  1966,  a  gift  of  $2,500  in  the  last  three 
years  for  literature  distribution  in  our  foreign  mission 
fields,  and  the  Grace  scholarship  awards  for  creative 
writing.  Free  copies  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
were  provided  our  churches  for  visitation  distribution, 
including  100,000  copies  of  the  "New  Life"  brochure. 
The  monthly  Pastor's  Herald  has  been  an  inspiration 
and  help  to  our  ministers. 

We  thank  God  humbly  for  His  blessings  upon  our 
company  the  past  five  years,  and  thank  Rev.  Richard 
E.  Grant  for  his  consecrated  leadership.  Our  prayer 
is  that  God  will  richly  bless  him  as  he  goes  back  to 
the  pastorate.  T

Rethinking  the  Purpose  of  Christmas 

The  Christian  has  increasing  difficulty  in  ascertaining 
the  true  sisnificance  of  the  Christmas  season.  He  is  over- 

O 

whelmed  by  the  maze  of  commercialization  and  the  mul- 
titudes of  events  associated  with  what  has  become  a  mere 
festival  rather  than  a  solemn  remembrance  of  Christ's 
birth.  The  world  of  today  gives  bitter  evidence  that  it  is 
more  interested  in  an  occasion  for  licentiousness  than  in 
the  spiritual  significance  of  the  Person  honored.  In  such 
a  frustrating  hour  some  believers  would  throw  away  the 
opportunity  for  communication  and  give  the  occasion  to 
the  world  for  degeneration. 

But  the  Christmas  season  is  important  to  the  child  of 
God  because  it  causes  him  to  re-evaluate  the  events  lead- 
ing up  to  the  arrival  of  the  Messiah-King  in  this  world. 
The  prophetic  and  historical  background  of  God's  deal- 
ing with  the  nation  of  Israel,  His  providence  and  pro- 
vision revealed  in  the  coming  of  the  Christ  Child,  and 
the  supernatural  manifestation  in  the  events  of  the  birth 
of  Jesus  give  a  wealth  of  material  on  the  nature,  character 
and  plan  of  God.  No  believer  can  read  this  storv  with- 
out standing  in  amazement  at  the  magnificence  of  our 
God! 

The  series  of  events  leading  to  the  choice  of  Mary 
as  the  human  vehicle  to  bring  God's  Son  into  this  world 
in  human  form  is  astounding!  That  the  life  span  of 
Joseph,  direct  heir  to  David's  throne,  should  converge 
with  that  of  Mary  in  the  priestly  line  of  Aaron  to  pro- 
vide a  King-Priest  in  Israel  as  the  Mediating  Messiah 
is  fantastic!  That  God  should  bring  about  the  incarna- 
tion of  His  beloved  Son  by  the  process  of  the  virgin 
birth  is  stupendous!  The  mere  reading  of  these  cataclys- 
mic events  causes  young  and  old  to  thrill  at  the  works  of 
God. 

No  reader  of  the  Christmas  storv  can  miss  the  true 
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meaning  and  purpose  of  the  plan  of  God.  "And  she  shall 
bring  forth  a  son,  and  thou  shall  call  his  name  Jesus: 
for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their  sins"  (Matt. 
1:21).  "Fear  not:  for,  behold,  I  bring  you  good  tidings  of 
great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people.  For  unto  you  is 
born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour,  which  is 
Christ  the  Lord"  (Luke  2:10-11).  Christmas  time  pro- 
vides the  child  of  God  with  an  opportunity  for  rethink- 
ing the  sacred  storv  of  events  leading  to  the  provision  in 
human  flesh  of  our  Saviour. 

The  Christmas  season  affords  a  real  opportunity  for 
the  Christian  to  evaluate  his  appreciation  for  God's  pre- 
cious gift.  The  apostle  Paul,  awed  by  the  magnanimity 
of  God's  provision  for  his  sin,  cried,  "Thanks  be  unto 
God  for  his  unspeakable  gift!"  (II  Cor.  9:15).  The  grate- 
fulness expressed  here  so  eloquently  ought  to  character- 
ize the  believer's  appreciation  of  God,  his  manner  of  giv- 
ing, and  his  gift.  The  lessons  taught  so  clearly  in  God'.s 
giving,  the  gifts  of  the  wise  men,  and  the  reaction  of  the 
shepherds  should  bear  a  fruitful  response  in  the  Chris- 
tian's life. 

The  Christmas  season  affords  a  splendid  time  to 
herald  to  the  whole  world  the  complete  story  of  Christ's 
coming.  His  purpose,  and  the  results  of  His  coming.  It  is 
no  mere  accident  that  through  the  vears  this  blessed  storv 
is  a  front  page  item  in  the  minds  of  the  people  the  world 
over.  This  has  been  true  in  spite  of  the  onslaughts  of 
Satan,  the  unbelief  of  many  in  the  virgin  birth,  and  the 
bitter  attacks  of  critics  upon  the  Word  of  God.  The 
Spirit  of  God,  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  fur- 
thering the  message  of  Christ  (John  16:13-14),  con- 
tinues year  after  year  skillfully  to  guide  this  wonderful 
truth  into  the  hearts  of  men,  women,  youth  and  chil- 
dren, through  message,  pageant,  storv  and  song. 

Give  up  the  annual  celebration  of  the  coming  of  the 
Christ  Child?  Never!  The  children  of  God  need  this 
period  for  a  renewed  evaluation  of  their  appreciation  of 
the  grace  of  God  and  the  gift  of  His  love.  The  children 
of  this  sinful  world  need  this  time  for  another  opportu- 
nitv  for  the  Spirit  of  God  to  penetrate  their  hardened 
hearts  with  the  convicting  truths  of  the  gospel.  Let  the 
world  celebrate  if  they  must— but  let  us  thank  God  for 
this  glorious  privilege  each  year  here  on  earth  which 
Christmas  time  affords  us  to  share  our  joys  and  our  Sav- 
iour. 

The  entire  directorate,  staff  and  mission  personnel  of 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  want  to  express 
to  each  of  our  readers  our  thanks  for  your  prayerful  sup- 
port and  cooperation.  We  wish  each  of  you  the  very  best 
of  God's  blessing  in  this  Christmas  season  and  God's

The  past  Thanksgiving  season  was 
a  wonderful  experience  for  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 
It  was  certainly  an  appropriate  time 
for  our  dedication  services,  for  we 
have  much  for  which  we  must  thank 
the  Lord.  Our  minds  look  back  to 
that  first  Sunday  of  services  on  Sep- 
tember 13,  1964,  as  we  gathered  in 
the  basement  of  the  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Marion  Forrest  in  Worth- 
ington,  Ohio.  At  that  time  we  were 
thankful  just  to  have  a  place  to 
gather  together  and  to  enjoy  fellow- 
ship around  the  Word  of  God.  We 
never  dreamed  that  God  would  do 
what  He  has  done  in  this  relatively 
short  ministry  of  a  little  over  two 
years. 

After  several  weeks  in  that  home, 
we  prayed  that  God  would  open  to 
us  a  larger  place.  How  thankful  we 
were  to  acquire  the  Sharon  Memorial 
Hall!  It  wasn't  much  of  a  building, 
to  be  truthful,  and  the  Sunday-school 
space  was  limited.  The  lighting  was 
poor  and  the  building  very  old,  but 
our  hearts  were  rejoicing  that  God 
had  counted  us  worthy  to  labor  in 


this  place.  God  gave  us  many  pre- 
cious souls  in  that  old  historical 
museum.  It  still  holds  a  verv  special 
place  in  our  hearts.  The  facilities 
of  that  building  cost  us  just  $10  a 
week. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  1965,  we  met 
for  the  first  time  in  the  facilities  of 
the  Seventh  Day  Adventist  Church 
in  Worthington.  How  thankful  our 
hearts  were  for  this  marvelous  pro- 
vision from  God  for  our  needs!  That 
little  colonial  church  was  more  than 
adequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  a 
growing  Sunday  school  and  church. 
The  Lord  gave  us  many  thrilling  days 
in  that  church  as  souls  were  saved 
and  lives  were  changed  for  the  glorv 
of  God. 

Our  thoughts  of  past  victories  take 
us  also  to  the  home  Bible  studv 
classes.  What  a  joy  it  was  to  see  peo- 
ple hungry  for  the  Word  of  God! 
Many  wonderful  contacts  for  Christ 
were  made,  and  souls  were  won  to 
Christ  through  the  application  of  the 
Word  bv  the  Holy  Spirit. 

We  also  must  praise  the  Lord  to- 
day for  those  who  have  committed 


themselves  to  full-time  service.  Our 
hearts  rejoice  every  time  we  re- 
member the  faith  and  love  for  the 
Lord  in  the  lives  of  Jim  and  Mary 
Hunt.  We  first  met  them  in  the  fall 
of  1964.  Jim  knew  nothing  about  the 
Bible  at  that  time,  and  Mary  had 
a  Roman  Catholic  background.  Now 
they  are  preparing  for  Christian  serv- 
ice  at   Biola   College   in   California. 

We  thank  God  also  for  the  Hinks 
family.  Don  is  now  in  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  for  his  second  year. 
He  accepted  Christ  back  in  that  same 
fall  season  of  1964. 

We  praise  God  for  young  people 
in  Christian  colleges  who  have  yield- 
ed their  lives  to  Christ.  Yes,  we  have 
much  for  which  we  must  give  thanks. 

The  people  of  Columbus  are  no 
doubt  like  any  other  population  in 
our  metropolitan  areas.  With  all  our 
abundance  in  material  things,  there 
is  still  a  great  dearth  in  spiritual 
things.  Very  few  know  anything  at 
all  about  the  Bible.  What  a  joy  it 
is  to  introduce  these  people  to  the

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Spirit!  We  have  found  that  there  are 
many  hungr)'  hearts  among  those 
who  refuse  the  message  of  Christ. 
The  souls  that  have  come  to  know 
Christ  come  from  all  walks  of  life, 
from  the  alcoholic  to  the  self-right- 
eous churchman,  from  the  rich  to  the 
poor,  from  the  suburban  homeowner 
to  the  downtown  apartment  d\Aeller.

Don  Sellers  of  the  construction  crew. 
Before  Mr.  Sellers  could  leave  the 
platform,  the  pastor  and  congregation 
presented  him  with  four  checks,  one 
for  each  of  the  four  members  of  the 
construction  crew,  with  the  amount 
of  $84.50  written  on  each  one.  How 
we  thank  the  Lord  for  the  ministry 
of  this  wonderful  group  of  men! 

Our  praver  is  that  this  will  be 
just  the  beginning  of  what  God  will 
do  in  this  Greater  Columbus  area. 
Yes,  we  are  verv  thankful  to  the 
Lord  for  all  that  He  has  done!  We 
thank  Him  for  all  the  jovs  and  sor- 
rows, all  the  blessings  and  trials,  all 
the  successes  and  failures  in  the  work 
of  the  ministry  here.  "Blessed  be

I  live  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles, 
where  mv  parents  have  been  mission- 
aries to  the  Je\\'ish  people  for  many 
years.  When  I  was  very  small,  I 
learned  that  Hanukkah  was  a  holi- 
day dear  to  my  friends.  Hanukkah 
falls  on  or  near  our  Christmas,  com- 
ing at  a  different  time  each  year,  but 
usually  in  December. 

The  history  of  this  holiday  goes 
back  to  the  time  of  the  rebuilding 
of  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem  when 
the  Jewish  people  returned  from 
exile.  They  were  determined  to  serve 
their  God  with  unfailing  zeal.  Alex- 
ander the  Great  died  in  323  B.C., 
and  Palestine  went  to  one  of  his 
generals,  Ptolemy,  who  was  also  ruler 
over  Egypt.  Most  of  the  people  at 
this  time  refused  to  have  anything  to 
do  with  Greek  culture  and  its  idol- 
atry, although  a  fev\'  of  the  wealthx 
and  aristocratic  Jews  did  become 
Hellenized. 

In  the  year  198  B.C.  Palestine 
passed  into  the  control  of  Antiochus 
III,  a  Seleucid  king.  That  is,  he  was 
a  descendant  of  Alexander's  General 
Seleucus.  He  permitted  the  Jewish 
people  to  enjoy  the  freedom  of  wor- 
ship. When  Antiochus  IV  came  into 
power  in  175  B.C.,  the  hardships 
of  the  Jewish  people  began.  He  sent 
his  army  to  Palestine  to  make  the 
people  do  as  he  ordered,  to  prevent 
them  from  worship  and  from  service 
to  their  God.  He  ordered  statues  of 
Jupiter  established  in  the  Temple  at 
Jerusalem  and  sacrificed  pigs  on  its 
altar. 

The  Jewish  people  revolted  at  this 
treatment.  Judas  Maccabeus  organ- 
ized the  people,  and  soon  an  army 
drove  the  Syrians  out  of  Palestine. 
Then  they  went  to  the  Temple  to 
cleanse  and  rededicate  it  to  God. 
When   they  arrived  at  the  Temple, 


they  found  only  one  cruse  of  pure 
oil  with  the  stamp  of  the  high  priest 
still  on  it.  This  oil  was  for  the  Eternal 
Light,  and  there  was  onlv  enough  for 
one  day.  The  small  cruse  of  oil  lasted 
for  eight  days— long  enough  to  pre- 
pare new  oil.  This  was  considered 
a  miracle  of  God. 

Hanukkah— the  word  means  "dedi- 
cation"—is  not  really  a  religious  holi- 
day. It  is  tradition,  but  references  to 
it  are  found  in  the  Talmud  (the 
writings  of  the  rabbis).  The  New 
Testament  mentions  it  in  John  10:22 
as  the  Feast  of  Dedication.  Other- 
wise, there  is  nothing  in  the  Bible 
to  support  it.  Jewish  religious  lead- 
ers try  to  make  it  a  religious  holiday 
by  saving  it  is  a  time  when  "right 
triumphed  over  might"  and  "the 
spiritual  triumphed  over  the  mater- 
ial." Actually,  it  has  become  a  time 
of  family  gatherings,  fun  games,  a 
little  gambling,  songs,  and  festivities 
—except  in  the  homes  of  the  "very 
religious." 

Mv  best  friend  is  Jewish.  Her 
mother  died  when  she  was  a  little 
girl.  Her  father  permitted  her  to 
celebrate  Christmas  with  a  tree  and 
gifts,  just  as  I  did.  In  fact,  I  talked 
a  lot  to  Julie  about  Jesus  as  her  Sav- 
iour and  Lord.  When  she  was  eight, 
she  asked  Him  to  come  into  her 
heart.  I  gave  her  a  New  Testament 
which  she  read  every  night  and  kept 
under  her  pillow  so  her  father 
wouldn't  see  it.  Shortly  after  that  her 
father  married  again.  The  stepmoth- 
er was  a  fine  and  wonderful  mother 
to  Julie,  but  from  that  time  on  Christ- 
mas was  out!  The  New  Testament 
was  returned. 

At  first  Julie  wasn't  happy  without 
a  Christmas  tree.  She  would  come 
dov\'n  and  watch  me  decorate  mv 
tree,  and  I  could  see  how  much  she 


wanted  one.  Her  mother  tried  to  in- 
terest her  in  Hanukkah,  and  Julie 
hung  "Happy  Hanukkah"  signs  in 
the  window.  She  made  mobiles  with 
shiny  blue  and  silver  cardboard. 
Some  decorations  came  in  gold  be- 
cause it  had  to  do  with  Judas  Mac- 
cabeus, the  hero  of  Hanukkah. 
Blue  and  white,  of  course,  are  the 
colors  of  the  flag  of  Israel.  Later  they 
bought  an  electric  menorah  (candle- 
stick)  for  the  window.  Each  night 
one  more  candle  would  be  lighted, 
until  all  eight  candles  were  burning, 
including  the  shammes,  or  ser\'ant, 
candle.  All  others  are  lit  from  this 
one. 

In  lighting  the  menorah  for  Ha- 
nukkah, you  must  light  the  servant 
candle  first,  then  the  first  candle  to 
the  left  of  the  menorah.  Each  night 
a  new  candle  is  lighted,  until  all  are 
burning. 

I  think  the  breathless  excitement 
of  Christmas  dimmed  when  Julie  had 
to  celebrate  Hanukkah.  We  exchang- 
ed gifts.  I  gave  her  mine  on  the  first 
night  of  Hanukkah,  and  she  brought 
hers  on  Christmas.  He  mother  made 
one  compromise.  Julie  was  allowed  to 
receive  two  gifts  on  Christmas  Day. 

Another  friend  had  a  Hanukkah 
bush  until  he  was  ten  and  began  to 
attend  Hebrew  school.  A  Hanukkah 
bush  is  a  Christmas  tree  without  the 
angel  on  top  (and  I've  even  seen 
that!).  The  main  thing  is:  when  Jew- 
ish children  begin  to  grow  up,  then 
they  are  no  longer  permitted  to  ob- 
serve Christmas.  Many  of  my  friends 
received  gifts  on  Christmas  Day,  but 
without  a  tree. 

The  first  party  I  attended  as  a 
child  was  with  mv  mother.  It  was  a 
gay  affair.  The  hostess  was  a  lovely 
dark-eyed  girl  named  Gilda.  She  was 
already    in     kindergarten    and    had 
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learned  to  sav  a  blessing  over  the 
candles.  The  mothers  were  allowed 
to  watch  Gilda  light  the  first  Hanuk- 
kah  candle  and  to  hear  her  say  the 
blessing.  Then  they  went  into  an- 
other room  to  enjov  the  food  and  to 
talk.  We  all  took  a  gift  to  Gilda  and 
also  one  for  the  "grab-bag."  We  sat 
dov\'n  at  a  large  table  which  was 
spread  with  a  white  cloth.  The  gifts 
were  placed  in  a  large  container, 
c;ailv  decorated,  in  the  middle  of  the 
table.  We  had  potato  latkes  (pan- 
cakes) with  sour  cream,  apple  sauce, 
cookies  and  a  drink.  We  didn't 
"grab"  for  the  gifts.  Gilda,  the  hos- 
tess, distributed  them  when  the  game 
time  was  over. 

The  most  popular  game  at  a  Ha- 
nukkah  partv  is  "Spin  the  Dreidel." 
Dreidel  means  "top."  Dreidels  are 
made  of  all  sorts  of  materials— paper, 


clay,  metal,  plastic— almost  any- 
thing. Some  are  hollow,  into  which 
money  or  candy  may  be  inserted. 
Some  are  even  large  enough  to  con- 
tain  small  toys.  When  the  dreidel 
is  spun,  the  side  falling  uppermost 
tells  who  wins  what  is  inside.  Drei- 
dels of  this  tN'pe  are  marked  with 
four  Hebrew  letters.  They  are  N- 
Nun,  G-Gimmel,  H-He,  Sh-Shin. 
They  are  the  first  letters  of  the  He- 
brev\'  Isles  Gadol  Hayah  Sham,  or 
"A  Great  Miracle  Happened  Here." 
They  mean  none,  all,  half,  and  ^nit 
hack  into  the  tof.  We  played  other 
games,  too,  such  as  Hannah  Savs 
(a  version  of  Simon  Savs). 

Although  Jewish  children  are  sup- 
posed to  receive  gifts  all  eight  days 
of  Hanukkah,  parents  manage  to  give 
gifts  onlv  on  the  first  night  of  Hanuk- 
kah.  After  grade  school,   Hanukkah 


parties  are  less  frequent. 

In  junior  high  school  I  remember 
a  Christmas  season  when  we  por- 
trayed Hanukkah  and  the  Christmas 
story  at  the  same  time.  It  was  a 
beautiful  presentation  and  no  one 
was  angry— not  even  the  parents.  I 
think  everyone  benefited  by  such  a 
portrayal. 

I  love  my  Jewish  friends  and  try 
to  win  them  to  Christ.  It  is  a  very 
difficult  task.  If  vou  have  Jewish 
friends,  be  interested  in  their  holi- 
davs.  It  might  make  the  task  easier. 
They  wonder  why  you  know  all 
about  their  holidav  when  they  don't 
know  anvthing  about  it.  It  could 
mean  a  real  point  of  contact.  T

The  schedule  is  the  same  each 
week.  Meetings  start  each  Tuesday 
at  4  p.m.  and  continue  through  the 
week  until  Sunday  noon.  Then  the 
team  has  Monday  and  Tuesday  for 
getting  some  clothes  washed  and 
traveling  to  the  next  meeting  place 
(one  trip  was  500  miles).  The  sched- 
ule is  tight,  especially  since  the  roads 
are  so  bad.  The  rainv  season  has 
been  a  long  one,  and  the  roads  are 
muddy  and  full  of  holes  and  ruts. 
One  must  travel  slowly  for  the  sake 
of  the  vehicle. 

The  team  is  now  in  its  eighth 
week  of  meetings.  Just  one  more  re- 
mains—in the  capital  citv  of  Bangui. 
We  had  the  privilege  of  being  with 
them  at  Bouca  for  the  third  week  of 
meetinos.  Posters  announcino  the 
meetings  were  placed  everywhere— 
in  the  town  and  throughout  the  dis- 
trict.  Everyone  talked  about  the  "big" 
meeting;  but  most  of  all  thev  praved 
and  prayed  and  prayed!  Some  of  the 
organizations,  such  as  the  women's 
group  and  the  vouth  groups,  paraded 
through  the  villages  singing  and  in- 
viting  folks  to  the  meetings.  And 
they  came!  By  bus,  bv  truck,  bv 
bicycle,  and,  most  of  all,  on  foot! 

The  4  p.m.  meetings  were  held  in 
the  town  market  place,  where  3,000 
people  gathered  each  evening.  There 
was  some  confusion  about  selling 
songbooks  the  first  evening,  but 
afterwards  the  "Men  of  the  Gospel" 
(laymen's  group)  took  over  and 
things  were  well  organized. 

Ed  and  Dale  plaved  their  guitar 
and  accordion  for  twenty  or  thirtv 
minutes  each  evening  as  the  people 
streamed  in.  It  was  interesting  to 
watch  them  coming  from  every  direc- 


tion; some  carried  chairs,  stools,  boxes, 
benches,  or  children.  Pastor  Pounou- 
koussara conducted  a  lively  song 
service.  Ed  and  Dale  sang  in  the 
Sango  language,  which  astonished 
and  pleased  the  people.  There  were 
special  numbers  from  groups  who  had 
walked  in  from  twenty-five  to  thirtv 
miles  away. 

Then  everyone  sat  quietlv  to  hear 
the  Word  of  God  preached  by  Evan- 
gelist Weaver  and  interpreted  bv 
Rov.  The  loud-speaker  made  it  pos- 
sible for  everyone  to  hear— Arabs  as 
thev  sat  around  the  market  place 
(the  mayor  of  Bouca  is  an  Arab,  and 
he  was  there  each  evening),  store- 
keepers standing  in  the  doorways, 
and  anvone  passing  by. 

God's  Word  is  still  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation,  and  He  used 
that  Word  in  many  hearts.  When 
the  invitation  was  given  each  eve- 
ning, people  came  by  the  hundreds. 
(About  1,350  made  decisions  that 
week,  about  one-third  of  which  were 
first-time  decisions.)  The  pastors  took 
groups  of  ten  for  counseling  after- 
wards. 

A  5:30  prayer  meeting  was  held 
each  morning,  and  the  church,  with 
seating  for  1,000,  was  filled.  Then 
there  were  evangelism  classes  at  8:00 
for  the  Christians,  with  the  men 
taught  by  Rev.  Weaver  and  the 
women    bv   Mrs.   Weaver. 

We  visited  Bouca  just  one  month 
later,  and  the  revival  was  continuing. 
The  church  is  packed  each  Sunday, 
and  many  decisions  are  still  being 
made.  Prayer  meetings  and  converts 
classes  are  well  attended.  The  re- 
Nival  went  back  to  the  bush  villages 
with    those    who   attended.    Increase 


in  attendance  and  interest  is  reported 
in  many  places.  Just  one  note  of  sad- 
ness—the former  pastor  of  the  Bouca 
church,  Abraham,  for  whom  manv 
have  been  praying,  stepped  out  at  the 
meeting,  confessed  his  sin,  and  asked 
to  be  received  as  a  brother.  But  his 
decision  does  not  appear  to  be  real. 
Continued  prayer  is  requested  for 
him. 

The  revival  meeting  at  Bouca  is 
still  referred  to  as  the  "big  meeting." 
Dates  and  events  are  referred  to  as 
before  the  big  meeting  or  after  the 
big  meeting.  We  give  all  praise  and 
glor\'  to  the  Lord  for  His  working  in 
Bouca.  Reports  from  the  other  seven 
meetings  indicate  many  decisions  and 
blessings  as  well.

Library  Cortstruction  Under  Way 

The  ground-breaking  service  of 
September  14  for  the  library  has  at 
last  culminated  in  the  work  of  exca- 
vation. This  task  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  work  of  putting  in 
footers  and  foundation  is  under  way. 
It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  part 
of  the  construction  will  be  finished 
before  cold  weather  brings  the  work 
to  a  halt.  When  the  weather  breaks 
in  the  spring,  the  work  of  raising 
the  superstructure  can  begin  in 
earnest. 

A  building  of  this  size  will  take 
considerable  time  in  construction.  It 
is  expected  that  it  will  extend  over  a 
period  of  two  years.  This  means  that 
it  cannot  possibly  be  finished  before 
the  fall  of  1968.  We  do  hope  that  it 
will  be  completed  by  that  time.  Prav 
for  the  whole  operation,  that  ever}'- 
thing  will  work  out  just  right  to 
bring  this  task  to  completion  with- 
out any  delays  or  disturbances  from 
any  source. 

Funds  Are  the  Chief  Item 

At  this  point  in  the  fund-raising 
program  approximately  $154,507  has 
been  raised  in  cash  and  pledges, 
$83,323  of  this  amount  being  in 
cash.  It  is  a  long  way  from  this 
amount  to  $650,000,  which  covers  the 
cost  of  the  building  and  the  equip- 
ment. But  we  are  trusting  the  Lord 
that  there  will  be  a  steady  inflow  of 
money  over  these  next  two  years,  so 
that  the  necessary  finances  will  al- 
ways be  available  just  at  the  time  we 
need  them  for  further  progress  on 
the  building. 

It  appears  at  this  juncture  that  the 
Lord  may  have  it  in  His  plan  to  up- 
hold  the   financial   structure   of   the 


country  for  some  time  to  come,  and 
this  can  well  be  His  seal  of  ap- 
proval upon  the  undertaking  in 
which  we  are  now  engaged  and  the 
time  we  have  chosen  to  undertake  it. 
It  is  therefore  for  us  to  buy  up  the 
opfwrtunitv  and  make  the  most  of 
these  good  times  for  the  glor\'  of  the 
Lord. 

At  this  end,  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  conserve  on  expense  and 
yet  erect  a  building  that  will  be 
beautiful,  economical,  functional, 
and  serviceable  for  years  to  come. 
Prices  have  gone  up  at  least  15  per 
cent  over  the  past  year  and  a  half 
since  the  original  estimate  of  cost. 
But  we  still  think  we  can  erect  this 
building  for  the  original  estimate  by 
usinp  our  own  construction  crew. 
Prav  with  us  to  that  end. 

Government  Funds  Aid  Students 

In  1959  the  first  government  legis- 
lation provided  for  loans  to  students, 
and  Grace  College  availed  itself  of 
this  help.  A  vast  number  have  been 
encouraged  to  stay  in  school  and 
manv  have  already  graduated  as  a 
result  of  this  aid.  The  government 
legislation  of  1965  provided  any  num- 
ber of  other  areas  for  helping  stu- 
dents, such  as  grants  and  work-study 
scholarships.  Grace  College  also 
joined  in  this  to  help  students.  Since 
1959  almost  $400,000  of  govern- 
ment funds  has  gone  to  help  students 
through  college.  If  this  source  of 
funds  had  not  been  available,  there 
is  some  question  whether  it  would 
have  been  possible  for  some  four 
hundred  students  to  have  continued 
in  school. 

In  this  present  1966-67  school  year 
appro.ximately  150  are  getting  help 
from    federal    funds   to   the   amount 


of  about  $100,000.  This  amount  en- 
courages these  students  to  raise 
another  $150,000  to  cover  the  re- 
mainder of  their  tuition,  fees,  and 
services,  for  a  grand  total  of  $250,- 
000.  If  it  were  not  for  this  help, 
there  would  very  likely  be  a  loss  of 
these  students  to  the  school  in  ad- 
dition to  the  $250,000.  This  entire 
amount  or  any  major  fraction  of  it 
would  create  an  immediate  financial 
crisis  in  Grace  Schools. 

This  situation  should  make  clear 
to  any  person  that  Grace  Schools  is 
struggling  for  existence.  The  school 
is  determined  not  to  accept  any 
funds  that  would  limit  its  freedom  to 
fulfill  its  original  and  underlying 
spiritual  purpose.  It  has  therefore 
rejected  federal  funds  for  capital  in- 
vestment in  facilities,  for  this  would 
bind  the  school  over  a  period  of 
years,  anywhere  from  twenty  to  forty, 
with  no  possibilitv  of  its  extricating 
itself  from  this  predicament. 

But  federal  funds  used  for  cur- 
rent operations,  though  reaching  the 
school  through  the  medium  of  tui- 
tion, fees,  and  services  paid  by  stu- 
dents, are  utilized  because  this  ar- 
rangement could  be  canceled  im- 
mediately if  some  peril  arose.  This 
would  create  a  crisis  in  current  oper- 
ations, but  at  least  it  would  leave  us 
free  to  do  as  we  felt  best. 

If  the  church  could  provide  Grace 
College  and  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary  with  another  $150,000  over  and 
above  the  present  annual  church  gift, 
it  might  be  possible  to  dispense  en- 
tirely with  the  use  of  federal  funds 
for  aid  to  students.  Anyone  who  mav 
be  able  to  provide  the  answer  to  this 
vexing  problem  will  be  given  an 
audience  with  the  administration  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Consistency  a  Jewel 

There  may  be  those  who  question 
seriously  the  validity  of  the  claim  that 
Grace  has  rejected  federal  funds. 
On  that  point  it  must  be  said  that 
this  claim  is  true  onlv  of  funds  for 
the  erection  of  buildings.  From  the 
moment  provision  was  made  for  aid 
to  students,  Grace  has  accepted  such 
funds  for  them.  In  this  area  there  is 
no  limitation  upon  our  freedom,  and 
if  such  freedom  were  threatened,  then 
the  school  would  immediately  can- 
cel the  arrangement.  T

There  are  67  missionan'  family 
units  in  the  personnel  of  the  Foreign 
Missionarv  Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  Only  nine  of  these  units 
were  in  service  on  the  foreign  field 
before  Grace  Schools  came  into  be- 
ing. In  54  of  the  units,  either  one 
or  two  members  of  the  family  are 
alumni  of  Grace  Schools.  Some  who 
were  not  pri\'ileged  to  attend  these 
schools  have  expressed  the  desire  that 
they  might  have  done  so.  This  is 
probably  the  greatest  possible  testi- 
mony to  Grace  Schools'  impact  on 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions. 

It  is  also  true  that  a  large  number 
now  serving  with  other  foreign  mis- 
sion agencies  received  training  in 
Grace  Schools.  And  some  of  these 
are  in  places  of  responsibility  in  these 
missionary  organizations. 

What  has  caused  this  impact? 
First,  it  is  the  very  careful  adherence 
to  the  Bible  as  the  Word  of  God.  The 
Bible  is  a  missionary  book,  and  just 
to  teach  the  Bible  carefully  and  con- 
sistently will  give  a  missionary  im- 
petus. 

The  active  unit  of  the  World  Mis- 
sions Fellowship  and  its  annual  mis- 
sions conference  helps  greatly,  as 
does  the  array  of  foreign  missions 
speakers  in  class  and  chapel  periods. 
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In  recent  years  some  excellent  mis- 
sions courses  ha\'e  been  offered  in 
both  the  college  and  the  seminary. 

The  high  scholastic  emphasis  and 
the  warm  spiritual  tone  of  Grace 
Schools  are  helpful  to  the  work  of 
foreign  missions.  Many  workers  who 
have  already  served  for  a  number  of 
years  on  the  mission  field  come  to 
Grace  for  further  training;  in  a  num- 
ber of  cases  they  come  to  earn  higher 
degrees,  thus  preparing  them  to  do 
greater  things  for  the  Lord  in  for- 
eign lands. 

Brethren  Foreign  Missions  is  in 
an  expanding  program.  In  the  "Dec- 
ade for  Decision,"  the  ten-year  period 
ending  with  our  Diamond  Jubilee 
in  1975,  we  will  need  at  least  fifty 
additional  missionaries.  But  this 
number  is  a  minimum;  we  should,  in 
fact,  double  our  present  missionarv 
personnel.  From  whence  shall  we 
secure    these    missionaries? 

If  we  are  to  have  Brethren  mission- 
aries. Brethren  people  will  need  to 
supply  them  and  train  them.  It  is 
true  that  we  will  receive  a  few 
from  other  sources,  flowever,  for  the 
larger  percentage  of  the  recruits  we 
will  need  to  look  to  our  Brethren 
churches  as  the  source  and  to  Grace 
Schools  for  the  training. 


Grace  graduates  have  made  good 
in  our  mission  fields.  This  is  the 
greatest  test  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  can 
make.  Naturally,  in  various  cases  the 
specialists  in  our  mission  fields  have 
taken  necessary  courses  at  other 
places,  but  for  the  basic  training  of 
the  average  missionary  we  will  con- 
tinue to  look  to  Grace  Schools. 

In  anticipation  of  the  acceleration 
in  Brethren  Foreign  Missions  dur- 
ing the  Decade  for  Decision,  we  will 
need  to  look  to  Grace  Schools  for 
expansion  in  the  missions  courses  of- 
fered. Soon  there  should  be  oppor- 
tunity given  for  a  minor  in  missions 
and  later  for  a  major  in  that  subject. 
Probably  no  other  one  thing  would 
attract  more  students  of  high  spirit- 
ual quality. 

Presently,  more  than  forty-five 
thousand  believers  are  members  of 
Brethren  churches  in  foreign  lands. 
Add  these  to  the  large  number  of 
members  in  other  fellowships  as  a 
result  of  missionaries  trained  in 
Grace  Schools,  and  you  will  find  this 
all  speaks  very  loudlv  of  the  impact 
Grace  Schools  has  made  on  foreign 
missions.  ▼

Pietistic  Hangover?

The  very  thought  of  a  daily  chapel 
service  in  a  liberal  arts  college  dis- 
cipline connotes  to  many  present- 
day  educators  a  Puritanic  or  pie- 
tistic hanpover. 

On  the  contrarv,  required  attend- 
ance at  dailv  chapel  in  a  Christian 
college  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
philosophy    of   Christian    education. 

Daily  chapel  is  considered  impor- 
tant to  the  educational  philosophy 
of  the  Christian  college  because  the 
chapel  program  provides  the  spiritual 
climate  where  all  the  academic  dis- 
ciplines mav  be  considered  bv  both 
the  students  and  the  faculty.  A  com- 
mittee carefully  plans  the  chapel 
services  for  the  year  so  as  to  include 
the  academic,  the  social,  the  moral, 
and  the  spiritual.  Having  achieved 
in  their  various  areas  of  human 
sciences  and  having  studied  the 
Bible,  the  chapel  speakers,  with  theo- 
logical accuracy,  deal  with  the  sub- 
jects assigned. 

In  the  classroom,  the  scientific 
facts  based  on  eternal  truth  and  the 
philosophical  and  biological  theories 
of  men  are  mastered.  In  the  chapel, 
the  educational  process  continues  as 
this  knowledge  is  related  to  life  with 
its  personal  implications  and  re- 
sponsibilities. 

College  chapel  is  not  in  the  frame- 
work of  piestic  fear  but  in  the  con- 
text of  twentieth-century  Christian 
philosophy  of  education.  If  this  im- 
pact results  in  practical  Christian 
faith  and  living,  dare  chapel  be  call- 
ed a   pietistic  hangover? 

Lt.  Gen.  Lewis  B.  Hershey,  di- 
rector of  the  Selective  Service  Sys- 
tem, recently  stated,  "I  am  more 
concerned  about  disregard  for  law 
than  anything  else— the  lack  of  dis- 
cipline. I  know  some  of  our  intelli- 
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gentia  are  not  in  favor  of  discipline." 
The  greatest  contributing  factor  to 
our  sociological  and  psychological 
problems  today  stems  from  the  lack 
of  sane,  constructive,  consistent  dis- 
cipline in  the  home,  and  precept 
must  be  backed  up  by  example.  The 
Lord  Jesus  in  the  Great  Commission 
commanded  His  disciples  to  "go  .  .  . 
and  teach  (lit.,  disciple)  all  nations." 
Disciple  comes  from  the  Greek  root 
meaning  discipline. 

While  students  need  to  learn  that 
the  Christian  life  is  not  simply  fol- 
lowinp  a  code  of  "Thou  shalts"  and 
"Thou  shalt  nots,"  on  the  other  hand, 
the  Christian  life— from  beginning 
to  end— involves  discipline.  Paul  de- 
clared, "All  things  are  lawful  unto 
me,  but  all  things  are  not  expedient; 
all  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  I 
will  not  be  brought  under  the  power 
of  any"   (I   Cor.   6:12;    10;23). 

Chapel  attendance  is  required  in 
a  Christian  college  because  of  last- 
ing benefits.  Students  and  graduates 
have  stated  that  the  dailv  chapel 
proved  to  be  the  highlight  of  their 
college  day  as  chapel  focused  all  their 
academic  pursuits  on  the  person  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  secular  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion is  man-centered,  whereas  the 
Christian  philosophy  of  education  is 
Christocentric. 

If  the  chapel  program  of  the 
Christian  college  contributes  to  a 
Christ-centered  life  in  the  student, 
then  is  required  attendance  a  pie 
tistic  hangover? 

According  to  the  October,  1966, 
issue  of  Moderator  magazine,  suicide 
ranks  second  to  accidents  as  the 
greatest  cause  of  death  among  college 
students.  The  article  predicts  that 
one  thousand  college  students  will 
take  their  lives  this  year  in  the  Unit- 
ed States,  while  another  nine  thou- 
sand will  try  to  do  so. 

On  the  secular  campus  the  ex- 
planation   would   be    an   inadequate 


mental  health  service  and  the  lack 
of  sufficient  numbers  of  psychol- 
ogists and  psychiatrists.  Yet  the 
average  state  school  will  have  from 
one  to  a  dozen  or  more  devoting  full 
time  to  this  type  of  work. 

Constant  academic  pressures  of 
higher  education  are  mounting.  Com- 
petition for  entrance  to  and  con- 
tinuance in  college  keeps  the  stu- 
dent under  emotional  tension.  Moral 
standards  are  constantly  being  ques- 
tioned to  meet  the  present-day  de- 
mands for  freedom  of  the  individual. 

As  the  answer  to  these  pressures, 
the  Christian  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion has  an  advantage  over  that  of 
secular  education.  The  fact  that  man 
is  a  spiritual  being  cannot  be  ignored, 
for  he  was  so  created.  In  the  Chris- 
tian college  ever)'  effort  contributes 
to  the  integration  of  Christian  truth 
with  the  academic. 

In  secular  education  the  theory 
prevails  that  one  is  not  "open  mind- 
ed" unless  he  believes  in  the  constant 
flux  in  all  things.  Those  who  most 
frequently  contend  for  this  theory 
are  "open  minded"  toward  every- 
thing except  spiritual  truth.  Such  a 
dangerous  philosophy  is  the  out- 
growth of  a  pragmatic  attitude  which 
infers  that  there  are  no  absolutes  and 
that  God  is  dead. 

The  Christian  believes  that  there 
are  absolutes  and  that  all  of  these 
are  found  in  the  person  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  infallible  Word  of 
God,  the  Bible.  This  firm  conviction 
is  the  heart  of  Christian  education. 

The  chapel  service  is  not  a  mere 
religious  exercise,  but  is  the  well- 
planned  program  to  challenge  young 
people  to  live  that  practical  Christian 
life  based  on  the  scriptural  absolutes 
of  God's  Word,  which  is  the  only 
answer  to  the  academic,  moral  and 
physical  pressures  of  the  twentieth 
century.

The  library  committee,  James  Price,  Leroy  Weese  and  Owen 
Hacker,  rejoicing  in  the  Lord's  blessing  as  the  church  went  well 
over  the  $2,000  goal.  As  of  November  17,  the  offering  for  the 
librarv  had  climbed  to  $3,100. 


The  summer  months  were  upon  us  with  their  usual 
slump  in  attendance  and  offerings,  but  in  spite  of  these 
obstacles  our  church  took  a  big  step  of  faith. 

As  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Dayton  First  Brethren 
Church  met  during  the  month  of  July,  it  was  decided 
that  our  church  should  make  a  special  effort  to  assist 
in  the  librar)'  project  at  Grace  Seminary  and  College. 
Three  of  our  men  were  appointed  as  a  local  committee 
to  establish  a  goal  and  to  promote  regular  giving  to  this 
project.  The  goal  was  set  at  $2,000,  to  be  given  during 
the  months  of  Julv,  August,  and  September. 

A  colorful  display  was  designed  by  Mr.  O.  E.  Hacker, 
who  was  the  chairman  of  the  committee.  It  was  a  joy 
to  see  the  money  come  in  and  the  books  appear  on  the 
bookshelf  (one  per  $100).  Our  project  moved  at  a  slow 
pace  during  the  first  two  months,  which  caused  many 
to  doubt  that  our  goal  would  be  reached. 

By  the  end  of  August  we  were  only  at  the  one-third 
mark.  The  month  of  September  had  many  local  empha- 
ses, including  an  anniversary  Sunday  with  its  build- 
ing fund  offering. 


As  the  time  for  the  project  neared  its  conclusion, 
the  Brethren  began  to  pray  that  the  Lord  might  honor 
our  faith  and  enable  us  to  reach  our  goal.  EHrring  the 
last  two  weeks  of  September  He  began  to  answer  our 
prayers  in  an  abundant  way.  When  the  month  of 
October  came  rushing  in  and  the  project  offering  was 
tabulated,  it  totaled  over  $2,600. 

We  are  glad  that  construction  has  begun  on  this 
much-needed  library  building  and  that  we  have  made 
an  investment  in  this  development  program  for  The 
Brethren  Church.  We  at  First  Brethren  believe  in 
Grace  Schools  and  are  showing  our  faith  by  giving  and 
by  sending  our  precious  young  people  to  Grace  for  train- 
ing. It  gives  us  great  jov  to  have  two  students  in  the 
seminary  and  seven  students  in  the  college,  for  we 
know  that  they  will  be  taught  the  truths  of  God  in  a 
Christian  environment. 

Even  though  we  have  reached  and  surpassed  our 
goal,  we  will  continue  to  do  our  part  to  help  Grace 
Schools  maintain  its  ministry  in  the  field  of  Christian 
education.  ▼

In  a  nation  where  the  principle 
of  separation  of  church  and  state  is 
so  jealously  guarded,  it  is  an  easy 
thing  to  suppose  that  one's  religious 
life  can  be  isolated  from  his  so-called 
secular  pursuits.  We  may  set  aside 
one  dav  each  week  for  the  observance 
of  spiritual  duties  and  then  imagine 
that  the  other  six  davs  are  to  be  de- 
voted exclusively  to  other  interests. 
This  philosophy  is  commonly  im- 
ported into  our  attitudes  toward  edu- 
cation. In  particular,  public  educa- 
tion usually  attempts  to  exclude  reli- 
gious elements,  under  the  assump- 
tion that  truth  in  all  fields  except 
theology  can  be  searched  out  apart 
from  divine  revelation. 

The  results  of  this  rigid  isolation 
have  not  been  whollv  successful. 
Truth  in  anv  field  does  not  exist 
in  a  vacuum.  It  has  ramifications  that 
reach  far  beyond  itself.  To  rule  out 
of  consideration  God  and  His  spe- 
cial revelation  in  the  Bible  is  to 
possess  an  incomplete  understanding 
of  truth  in  whatever  field  of  knowl- 
edge one  mav  pursue. 

What  Did  Jesus  Teach? 

Did  Jesus  distinguish  between  the 
sacred  and  the  secular?  Christians 
have  sometimes  concluded  that  He 
did  because  of  one  statement  He 
uttered:  "Render  therefore  unto 
Caesar  the  things  which  are  Cae- 
sar's; and  unto  God  the  things  that 
are  God's"  (Matt.  22:21).  It  has  been 
supposed  that  He  meant  that  men 
ha\'e  a  duty  to  God  and  another  to 
man,  and  that  these  two  duties  are 
separate  and  unrelated  to  each  other. 

But  this  was  not  at  all  what  Jesus 
meant.  He  was  answering  a  hvpo- 
critical  question  as  to  whether  godly 
men  ought  to  pay  taxes  to  a  pagan 
Roman  emperor.  The  questioners 
thought  Jesus  would  be  placed  in  an 
inescapable  dilemma.  Either  He 
would  be  forced  to  acknowledge 
servitude  to  Rome  (and  thus  deny 
His  own  Messiahship),  or  else  risk 
being  charged  with  dislovaltv  to 
Rome. 

Jesus  caused  His  questioners  to 
admit  that  Caesar's  image  was  on 
the  coinage.  Caesar's  coins  represent- 
ed his  government  with  its  benefits, 
and  for  these  things  the  subjects  were 


obligated  to  pay.  Christ  did  not 
mean  that  man's  duties  to  God  and 
to  government  are  on  equal  planes. 
What  He  did  mean  was  that  giving 
to  one's  religious  interests  is  no  ex- 
cuse for  avoiding  necessarv  taxes. 
The  true  Biblical  philosophy  sees 
God  as  sovereign,  and  all  the  creat- 
ed universe  and  its  legitimate  institu- 
tions as  under  His  direction  and 
responsible  to  Him.  So  anv  distinc- 
tion we  may  draw  between  sacred 
and  secular  is  only  a  limited  and  prac- 
tical one.  It  is  not  essential  or  basic. 

John  1:1-4 

The  Gospel  of  John  in  its  open- 
ing words  states  clearly  that  the  di- 
vine Christ  is  inseparably  involved 
in  this  natural  universe  of  men  and 
things.  We  are  told  that  the  Word 
(another  name  for  Christ,  Rev.  19: 
13)  was  existing  with  God  in  the 
beginning,  was  personally  distinct 
from  God  (the  Father),  and  vet  was 
also  God  in  His  own  nature  (1:1-2). 

This  divine  Word  was  also  the 
Creator  (along  with  the  Father)  of 
the  universe  (1:3).  All  created  enti- 
ties owe  their  existence  to  Him.  Con- 
sequentlv,  any  field  of  knowledge 
which  fails  to  trace  its  subject  to 
God's  creative  act  in  Christ  has 
failed  to  pursue  its  subject  to  its 
source.  If  it  substitutes  some  other 
explanation   in   place  of  God's  crea- 


tive act,  it  has  injected  error  into  its 
search  for  truth. 

The  divine  Word  is  also  the 
source  of  life  and  light  for  men  (1:4). 
Christ  has  given  life  to  all  creatures, 
whether  it  be  physical  life  or  spiritual 
life.  Everv  living  thing  on  earth 
received  its  life  from  Christ,  the 
Creator.  The  life  that  one  has  by 
creation  also  provides  a  certain 
amount  of  light.  "The  life  was  the 
light  of  men."  Thus  every  man  pos- 
sesses some  light  by  virtue  of  the  life 
he  has,  for  Christ  the  Creator  is  the 
one  who  "lighteth  every  man"  (1: 
9).  Even  unsaved  men,  because  they 
possess  phvsical  life,  have  some  light. 
Thev  have  the  light  of  reason  and 
conscience,  which  leaves  them  with- 
out excuse  before  God  (Rom.  1:19- 
20;  2:15).  The  saved  man,  by  re- 
ceiving spiritual  life  from  Christ,  has 
vastly  more  light  with  which  to 
percei\e  truth.  Thus,  to  know  truth 
ultimatelv  demands  a  dependence 
upon  the  light  which  finds  its  source 
in  God  through  Christ. 

Colossians  1:15-17 

The  apostle  Paul  also  taught  clear- 
ly that  matters  relative  to  the  ma- 
terial universe  cannot  be  fully  under- 
stood in  a  merely  secular  context. 
This  is  because  Christ  has  a  vital  re- 
lationship to  the  most  significant 
aspects  of  creation.  To  distinguish 
absolutely  the  sacred  and  the  secu- 
lar is  an  impossibility. 

In  Colossians  1:15  Christ  is 
stated  to  be  sovereign  over  all  crea- 
tion.  The  word  "firstborn"  is  used 
here  in  the  sense  of  chief,  or  the  one 
holding  superior  rank  as  compared 
with  all  creation.  Christ  is  also  de- 
clared to  be  the  agent  through  whom 
creative  forces  mo\'ed  into  operation 
(1:16).  Further,  Christ  is  the  goal 
toward  which  creation  moves,  for  all 
things  were  created  "for  him"  (1:16). 

He  was  prior  to  creation  and  thus 
coexistent  and  coeternal  with  the 
Father  (1:17).  Finally,  Christ  is  the 
sustainer  of  all  creation.  "Bv  him  all 
things  consist"  (1:17).  It  is  by  Christ 
that  all  creation  occurred  and  con- 
tinues to  be  preserved.  1 

The     New     Testament     declares, 
therefore,    that   what   we   commonlv 
describe   as   secular   has   inescapable 
connections    with     what    is    sacred.         J 
"The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  begin-         1 
ning  of  wisdom"  (Prov.  9:10).        T
